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Before  this  number  of  the  Record  reaches  its  distant  readers,  1874  will 
have  gone,  and  18T5  will  have  begun  its  eventful  history.  May  it  prove 
to  all,  in  the  best  and  highest  sense,  a  "Happy  New-Year." 

1874  has  been,  in  every  department  of  benevolent  work,  a  very  trying 
rear.  It  began  in  the  midst  of  one  of  the  most  widely  extended  financial 
panics  of  modern  times.  Business  of  all  kinds  has  been  sadly  paralyzed. 
Thousands  of  furnace  fires  have  not  been  kindled,  and  machinery  has 
stopped  its  busy  wheels.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  industrious  men  have 
sought  in  vain  for  employment,  and  the  "Strikes"  and  "Labor  Unions" 
have  diminished  the  little  employment  offered.  The  fortunes  of  multitudes 
have  shrunk  to  nothing,  and  many  incomes,  large  and  princely,  have  dis- 
appeared like  water  in  the  sands  of  a  desert.  Uncertainty,  and,  as  a 
necessary  consequence,  inactivity  has  characterized  all  departments  of 
business. 

The  drought,  the  chinch-bug,  and  aboye  all,  the  "grasshoppers,"  or 
locusts,  have  devastated  large  sections  of  the  Western  frontier, — the  chief 
field  of  our  aggressive  labors, — impoverishing  many  of  our  new  settle- 
ments and  congregations  beyond  the  power  of  self-help,  and  rendering 
contributions  to  our  treasury  next  to  impossible.  Then,  in  all  sections  of 
the  country,  old  and  new,  the  "hard  times"  have  compelled  many  congre- 
gations that  had  just  reached,  or  were  just  reaching  self-support,  to  fall 
back  on  the  Board  for  aid  in  their  time  of  trouble. 

Then  of  the  pledges  made  so  enthusiastically  by  persons  and  presbyte- 
ries  at  the  last  Assembly,  for  the  removal  of  the  debt  burdening  Home 
Missions  and  Sustentation,  only  about  one-half  has  been  paid.  This  has 
led  to  great  disappointment  among  the  missionaries  in  both  Departments, 
n>  they  expected  the  speedy  payment  of  their  claims  by  means  of  these 
pledges. 

From  all  the  causes  enumerated  above,  it  will  be  seen  how  and  why 
our  means  have  been  limited,  whilst  the  expenses  have  been  unavoidably 
increased,  and  how  and  why  the  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  trial  and 
difficulty.     On  this  account  many  new  and  hopeful  openings  have  had  to 
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be  passed  by,  and  much  "straitness"  endured  by  the  laborers  already  in 
the  field. 

THE  TREASURY. 

The  condition  of  the  Treasury,  December  1,  1874,  was  as  follows: 

Receipts  since  April  1st,  from 

Churches,  $100,628  60 

Legacies,  21,350  10 

Miscellaneous,  12,315  83 


Total,  $134,294  53 

which  leaves  $265,705  47  of  the  $400,000  allotted  to  Home  Missions  by 
the  last  Assembly  to  be  received  during  the  next  four  (4)  months.  This 
will  require  $66,426  36  per  month  to  make  up  the  apportionment  even  as 
reduced  by  the  Assembly.  This  sum  of  $265,705  47  is  by  no  means 
beyond  the  ability  of  our  500,000  members  in  our  4,946  churches,  and 
with  our  more  than  half  a  million  scholars  in  our  Sabbath-schools. 

The  treasury  of  the  Sustentation  Department,  exclusive  of  money  con- 
tributed for  its  debt,  has,  to  December  1st,  1874,  received  but  $9,484  30 
of  the  $100,000  allotted  to  this  important  work  by  the  last  Assembly, 
leaving  $90,515  70  to  be  received  before  the  close  of  its  fiscal  year,  March 
31,  1875. 

THE  WEEK  OF  PRAYER. 

This  annual  concert  has  for  its  object  the  conversion  of  the  world  to 
God,  as  promised  and  predicted  in  the  Bible.  Our  own  country  should 
hold  no  small  place  in  the  supplication  of  God's  people,  in  this  great  con- 
cert. Everything  in  its  past  history  and  present  position  among  the 
nations,  shows  the  great  influence  it  must  exert  in  this  wonderful  work 
of  evangelizing  the  race.  It  is  threatened  by  Paganism  and  the  Papacy, 
and  every  form  and  force  of  the  kingdom  of  darkness.  Good  people  every- 
where, and  especially  in  this  land — the  hope  of  all  lands — should  solemnly 
ponder  the  great  question  asked  by  David,  in  the  3d  verse  of  the  11th 
Psalm:  "If  the  foundations  be  destroyed,  what  can  the  righteous  do?" 
The  gospel  of  God's  grace  can  alone  establish,  protect,  and  preserve 
these  "  foundations"  of  the  safety  of  our  land,  and  of  the  world. 

The  year  past,  and  the  outlook  of  the  one  just  begun,  urge  to  earnest 
and  united  prayer  for  the  evangelization  of  our  country.  The  struggle 
in  Germany  with  the  Papacy  is  of  signal  interest  to  all  Christendom. 
The  sudden  and  wide-spread  excitement  awakened  by  the  little  pamphlet 
of  Mr.  Gladstone,  should  fix  attention,  like  a  bugle-call,  on  the  great  and 
final  conflict  foreshadowed  in  the  Scriptures,  which  is  coming  on  apace, 
and  must  be  fought  through  before  the  freedom  of  the  nations  can  be 
finally  settled  and  secured  !  Our  country,  the  citadel  of  the  world's  hopes, 
can  play  no  secondary  part  in  this  great  and  bloody  drama,  involving  the 
most  precious  interests  of  the  race  for  time  and  for  eternity.  The  gospel 
alone  can  prepare  us  for,  and  carry  us  safely  through  this  mighty 
conflict.     Let  us  then,  in  this  Week  of  Prayer,  impressing  these  great 
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issues  upon  ourselves  and  upon  our  children,  bring  them,  with  all  other 
interests  of  His  kingdom,  to  the  throne  of  heavenly  grace,  saying,  "  God 
is  our  refuge  and  strength,  a  very  present  help  in  trouble."  "For  thine 
is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  gloryr  forever  and  ever.  Amen 
and  amen." 

CORRESPONDENCE    FROM    KANSAS. 

In  submitting  to  you  my  third  quarterly  report,  I  desire  to  say  that 

I  have  been  laboring  without  interruption  at  the  two  points,  O and 

W ,  during  this  past  quarter,  excepting  the  first  Sabbath  in  October, 

when  I  was  at  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  Kansas,  in  session  at  Em- 
poria.    At  that  time  I  preached  in  one  of  the  city  churches  on  Sabbath 

morning.     I  have  preached  alternately  at  0 and  W ,  generally 

two  sermons  a  day  at  these  points,  and  in  the  afternoon  of  these  Sab- 
baths preaching  at  school-houses  in  the  rural  districts — averaging  three 
sermons  a  Sabbath. 

I  was  about  to  attempt  preaching  four  sermons  every  week,  besides 
lecturing  at  our  weekly  prayer-meetings,  when  my  physician  told  me  that 
I  must  not  preach  so  much.  I  had  a  difficulty  with  my  vocal  organs 
about  two  years  ago,  and  threatened  returns  of  bronchitis  bade  me 
desist  from  my  purpose  to  preach  so  much.  My  physician  even  advised 
me  to  preach  but  twice  on  the  Sabbath,  but  the  demand  was  and  is  so 
great  that  I  cannot  preach  less  than  three  times  on  the  Sabbath. 

I  have  very  good  audiences  both  in  the  towns  and  country.  The 
people  seem  willing  to  hear.  In  fact,  there  are  at  least  eight  or  ten 
points  in  the  county  where  they  have  no  preaching,  and  I  am  asked  to 
hold  services,  but  as  I  am  not  gifted  with  ubiquity,  many  of  these  people 
are  obliged  to  be  without  preaching.  But  notwithstanding  the  people 
want  to  hear,  we  do  not  succeed  in  gathering  many  into  the  churches. 
This  is  a  new  country,  people  unacquainted  with  each  other,  and  all 
seem  to  go  very  carefully.  We  have,  too,  a  fearful  mixture  of  religious 
sects,  each  generally  clinging  to  their  partisanship  with  a  great  degree 
of  tenacity.  This  is  a  formidable  barrier  toward  building  up  our  church, 
which  teaches  a  system  of  doctrine  too  iron-clad  for  the  boasted  liberal- 
ism of  many.  We  thank  God  that  they  are,  however,  willing  to  hear 
those  grand  truths  which  are  the  base  of  New  Testament  teaching,  and 
consequently  of  Calvinism  and  Presbyterianism. 

The  growth  of  the  church,  without  a  powerful  baptism  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  must  necessarily  be  slow.  We  have  no  children  of  the  covenant 
large  enough  to  make  any  acquisition  to  us — all  our  additions  must 
come  either  from  Presbyterians  locating  with  us,  or  from  those  who  have 
long  been  enlisted  in  the  service  of  sin. 

With  regard  to  pastoral  work,  I  would  say  that  I  have  attended  to  it 
as  faithfully  as  I  could,  to  be  consistent  with  my  study  and  sermonizing. 
I  talk  and  pray  with  many,  but  I  find  now  that  what  a  great  many  need 
is  not  only  prayer  but  alms.  I  am  surprised  to  find  so  much  destitution. 
I  know  of  families  within  our  reach  which  are  on  the  verge  of  destitution, 
having  nothing  to  eat  but  bread,  and  nothing  to  drink  but  some  fourth  or 
fifth  class  tea,  costing  thirty  or  forty  cents  per  pound.  This  is  not  the 
worst  part,  these  people  are  almost  entirely  destitute  of  clothing,  having 
scarcely  enough  to  cover  their  nakedness,  let  alone  keep  them  comfortable 
amid  the  howling  blasts  of  these  bleak  prairies. 

I  go  to-day  to  take  a  bundle  of  clothing  to  a  poor  widow  lady  who  is 
very  sick  and  who  has  three  little  children  depending  upon  her  for  their 
daily  bread.     My  good  wife,   who  is  a  real    Tabilha,   has  succeeded  in 
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gathering  enough  of  clothing  to  make  this  widow  and  family  comfortable 
for  the  winter,  but  like  many  others,  her  will  to  do  good  is  sadly  hindered 
for  want  of  material  to  work  up  for  these  poor.  If  some  of  the  good  peo- 
ple in  older  portions  of  the  country  would  send  to  my  wife  a  supply  of 
second-hand  clothing,  she  could  make  the  body  of  many  a  sufferer  com- 
fortable for  the  winter. 

The  greatest  discouragement  I  have  to  encounter  at  present  is  the  close 
times  for  money.  I  do  not  like  to  tell  it,  but  our  people  here  are  too  poor 
to  pay  anything  toward  my  support  except  one  or  two  individuals.  The 
reason  is  obvious.  The  crops  of  the  farmer  have  failed,  by  reason  of 
drouth  and  grasshoppers.  I  do  not  feel  like  urging  prompt  payment  on 
the  part  of  the  Board,  when  I  know  there  are  very  many  Missionaries  in 
different  parts  of  the  great  field  who  have  not  been  paid.  But  we  are  cer- 
tainly more  destitute  here  than  in  some  older  Mission  fields.  In  older 
places  people  are  better  prepared  for  reverses.  Here  we  have  absolutely 
nothing  but  what  the  Board  gives.  If  you  think  it  best  under  the  pres- 
sure of  present  circumstances  to  have  the  field  abandoned  because  of  the 
straitened  circumstances  of  your  Board,  please  let  me  know  soon,  so 
that  I  can  shape  my  plans  accordingly.  The  Lord  has  a  great  work  to 
be  done  in  this  young  and  growing  country,  and  I  should  be  very  sorry 
to  abandon,  when  not  another  church  of  sister  denominations  is  able  to 
support  a  missionary  here.  If  the  Board  cannot  meet  its  obligations  I 
shall  be  compelled  from  bare  necessity  to  change  my  base  of  operations 
in  order  to  keep  my  family  from  suffering.     Yours  in  Jesus,      S.  B.  F. 


I  have  delayed  my  application  some  time,  hoping  that  a  more  con- 
venient season  for  raising  subscriptions  would  come  than  in  the  midst  of 
the  drouth  which  was  then  upon  us,  but  instead  of  growing  better 
things  became  worse.  We  thought  we  could  raise  $500  this  year,  but 
reached  only  half  that  amount,  namely,  $250  in  reliable  subscriptions. 
I  waited  till  I  went  to  Presbytery,  and  thought  I  would  comply  with 
the  desire  of  the  Board,  viz.,  present  my  application  to  Presbytery.  My 
churches  sent  up  an  application  for  $450,  but  I  thought  under  the  cir- 
cumstances I  would  make  $400  do,  and  so  at  my  suggestion  they 
endorsed  it  for  the  latter  amount.  It  will  really  be  for  less,  you  will 
see  as  it  comes,  from  August  to  August  instead  of  from  June.  I  will 
not  try  your  nerves  by  singing  the  song  of  the  drouth,  chinch-bug  and 
grasshopper,  but  simply  say  that  we  have  been  there  and  are  still  here, 

and  expect  to  remain.     My  W V church  people  are  as  poorly 

off  as  you  can  imagine,  and  will  have  to  get  through  the  winter  on  very 
short  rations  and  light  clothes,  and  help  one  another  whenever  possible. 

The  W church  and  community  is  better  off,  and  will  be  able  to  give 

some  help  to  the  country.  I  might  make  out  a  very  doleful  story,  but 
you  have  heard  it  all.  Presbytery  meeting  developed  a  good  feeling 
among  the  brethren,  and  I  was  secretly  proud  of  many  of  our  men. 
They  don't  relish  poverty,  but  they  settle  down  to  it  with  a  cheerful 
faith,  which  is  half  the  battle  won.  That  is  a  good  recommendation  of 
the  Board,  to  have  the  applications  for  aid  come  before  open  Presbytery. 
It  showed  the  fact  that  the  more  unpromising  the  field,  and  the  longer 
the  time  they  had  been  on  the  Board,  the  more  tenacious  they  were  to 

get  the  largest  appropriation  possible.     For  instance,  Brother  R ,  at 

C ,  who  endures  more  hardness  as  a  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ  at  C 

than  any  of  the  rest  of  us,  was  almost  afraid  to  put  in  an  application,  for 
fear  he  would  stand  in  the  way  of  some  more  needy  than  himself,  while 
an  old  church  which  has  been  on  the  Board  for  fourteen  years  must  have 
as  large  an  appropriation  as  usual.     Brother  F and  Brother  R 
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are   the   only  regular  ministers  of  any  denomination  in  S county, 

and  it  seems  to  me  very  important  that  they  should  stay.  Both  are 
well  known ;  both  exert  a  wide  influence.  It  may  seem  to  you  out  of 
place  for  me  to  leave  my  own  work  to  talk  about  other  people.  But  it 
seemed  to  me  that  we  are  all  so  liable  to  see  the  vast  importance  of  our 
own  field,  that  it  might  be  of  more  use  to  you  if  I  would  speak  of  other 
interests  than  my  own.  If  we  should  hereafter  pursue  the  policy  of  the 
last  meeting  at  Presbytery  and  discuss  the  claims  of  the  churches  to  aid, 
and  get  to  voting  by  ballot  on  applications,  I  think  you  might  rely  on 
the  representations  and  needs  of  the  churches,  as  endorsed  by  Presbytery, 
as  very  near  the  truth;  indeed  I  think  the  great  majority  of  the  brethren 
are  as  self-denying  in  asking  for  aid  as  the  Church  has  any  right  to 
expect.  P. 

LETTER    FROM    WEST    VIRGINIA. 

I  have  given  myself  to  labor  upon  my  field  with  whatever  of  conse- 
cration, zeal,  ability  and  faith  I  have,  or  can  command.  I  think  I  can 
honestly  say,  our  congregations  have  increased  in  numbers — that  many 
have  gained  a  stronger  faith  in  the  work,  and,  therefore,  have  taken  a 
greater  interest  in  the  same.  I  have  occupied  all  my  Sabbaths  (with 
the  exception  of  two,  when  I  had  a  sore  throat,  and  was  so  very  hoarse 
that  I  could  not  labor)  in  preaching  regularly  at  "  my  three  county 
seats." 

What  are  we  now  doing  ?  I  answer,  Laboring,  hoping,  trusting,  praying 
— yea,  expecting  God's  blessing,  and  resting  in  the  conviction  that  this  is 

a  good  work,  (at  least  in  the  counties  of  W and  R ,)  and  that  the 

foundations  of  our  beloved  Zion  are,  by  God's  grace,  being  laid  deep  and 
strong,  as  time  will  show. 

What  do  we  expect  to  accomplish  in  this  field? 

1.  We  expect,  at  present,  to  labor  on  here  (if  the  Board  will  sustain  us,) 
in  earnestness  and  faith. 

2.  I  expect  to  see  these  churches  grow  in  numbers  and  increase  in 
influence  ;  for  many  are  thinking  seriously  of  connecting  themselves  with 
us — some  surely  will,  and  soon. 

3.  We  expect  to  quit  Union  Sabbath-schools,  and  organize  our  own  as 
soon  as  we  can  get  into  our  own  church-building.  H.  G.  B. 


SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

It  is  not  too  soon  to  remind  the  churches  that  February  is  the  month 
designated  by  the  Assembly  for  collections  to  be  taken  up  for  this  cause. 
Because  of  such  designation,  we  have  not  been  wholly  discouraged  at 
the  small  receipts  of  the  previous  months.  The  missionaries  have  been 
patiently  waiting.  But  if  February  does  not  bring  generous  responses 
to  their  claims,  they  will  despair. 

The  debts  of  this  Department,  the  first  of  June  last,  amounted  to  about 
$30,000.  The  amount  pledged  at  the  General  Assembly  to  liquidate  this 
debt,  and  that  of  the  Department  of  Home  Missions  proper,  and  which 
was  to  be  equally  divided  between  the  two,  was  about  $40,000.  Had 
this  amount  been  paid  over,  it  would  have  placed  at  the  disposal  of  our 
Treasurer  about  $20,000  for  Sustentation,  which  would  have  afforded 
prompt  and  substantial  aid  to  many  who  had  been  waiting  months  for 
their  dues.  But  those  pledges  have  been  redeemed  so  tardily,  and  the  con- 
[  tributions  from  the  Church  have  come  in  so  slowly,  that  the  indebtedness 
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of  the  Department  has  not  been  diminished.  In  other  words,  we  owed 
the  missionaries  under  Sustentation  about  $30,000  the  first  of  June,  and 
we  owe  them  about  that  amount  still.  AVe  are  paying  them  as  fast  as  we 
can,  in  the  order  in  which  their  claims  become  due ;  but  we  are  fullv 
six  months  behind  in  our  payments.  That  is,  the  men  whose  sala- 
ries at  the  best  amount  to  only  $1000,  have  been  waiting  six  months  for 
the  sum  pledged  them  by  our  Board,  $25,  $50  or  $100  per  quarter,  for 
six  months.  Who  can  fail  to  see  the  weariness  in  waiting,  the  heart- 
sickness  at  long  delays  which  these  men  have  experienced?  How  Bad 
and  touching  are  their  appeals  for  relief!  Their  credit  is  suffering  ;  they 
are  deprived  of  many  comforts  because  they  have  nothing  wherewith  to 
buy.  But  what  can  the  Board  do?  We  have  borrowed  all  we  dare 
borrow — we  have  told  the  storv  to  the  Svnods  and  the  Presbvteries, 
and  published  it  to  all  the  churches  and  all  the  world.  We  have  lifted 
up  our  voices  for  these  men,  and  we  call  again  to  all  men  who  love  the 
Sustentation  cause  and  the  cause  of  Christ  to  hasten  forward  their  col- 
lections to  aid  them.  There  is  no  other  way.  We  can  only  disburse 
what  we  receive. 

So  slowly  have  contributions  come  in,  and  so  great  was  our  indebted- 
ness to  the  men  already  under  appointment,  that  we  have  been  com- 
pelled to  decline  all  new  applications.  This  certainly  is  not  the  way  to 
evangelize  the  country.  We  need  more  and  larger  contributions  for 
Sustentation. 


The  following  letter  is  from  the  grasshopper-scourged  district  in  Kan- 
sas : 

"  While  the  weather  was  warm  we  managed  to  get  along  quite  well ; 
but  the  prospect  of  suffering  is  before  us,  and  that  very  near,  unless  we 
can  get  some  mone}*.  We  shall  have  to  keep  our  children  at  home,  as 
they  will  not  have  clothing  fit  to  wear  to  school." 

MORE    CHEERFUL    VIEWS. 

Rev.  and  Dear  Brethren — With  a  strong  sense  of  gratitude  to  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions,  especially  to  its  two  honored  Secretaries,  I 
write  to  you  to  inform  you  that  oar  church  became  self-sustaining  on  the 
1st  of  November,  1874,  and  so  tendering  you  our  sincerest  thanks,  I 
herewith  send  you  our  last  Report.  It  may,  or  rather  it  will  doubtless 
try  their  Christianity  a  little,  what  stuff  it  is  of,  to  raise  an  extra  $350  in 
these  very  hard  times.  But  whether  they  raise  it  or  not,  I  declare  to 
you,  brethren,  that  I  feel  as  if  I  had  become  emancipated.  J.   D.

In  view  of  the  embarrassed  condition  of  the  Sustentation  Department, 
I  have,  from  and  after  the  1st  of  this  month,  renounced  Sustentation  in 
the  future  and  have  thrown  myself  upon  the  churches  of  my  charge. 
They  will  raise  a  salary  of  $700,  but  this  will  be  enough.  I  feel  that 
we  will  have  to  give  up  for  the  benefit  of  those  missionaries  and  Susten- 
tation men  who  are  more  needv. 

I  received  the  first  quarter's  salary  yesterday.  My  year  commenced 
with  January  1874 — two  more  quarters  due  with  this  report.  The 
fourth  and  last  quarter  renounced.  We  still  contribute  to  all  the  Boards, 
and  will  in  the  future.  We  give  weekly  and  remit  monthly.  I  feel 
deeply  for  our  Western  Home  Missionaries  and  Sustentation  men,  and 
am  preparing  this  week  to  speak  upon  the  subject  next  Sabbath.  I  have 
ordered  thirty  copies  of  the  October  number  of  the  Presbyterian  Monthly 
Record  for  distribution,  and  have  received  them,  and  will  distribute 
them  this  week.  J.  M. 
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^WEEK  OF  PRAYER.  The  Board  of  Education  asks  special  re- 
membrance of  its  objects,  and  the  candidates  for  the  ministry  under  its 
care,  at  appropriate  times  during  the  present  Week  of  Prayer.  Its  work 
is  eminently  in  harmony  with  this  great  occasion.  It  desires  that  those 
under  its  care  now  shall  be  men  as  much  blessed  in  labors  for  the  conver- 
sion of  the  heathen  as  have  been  some  of  those  whose  names  have  pre- 
ceded them.  And  it  wants  to  see  the  number  of  devoted  young  men 
preparing  for  the  ministry  more  commensurate  in  number  with  the  wants 
of  our  country  and  of  the  unevangelized  nations. 


THE  TREASURY. 

The  receipts  for  the  past  month  are  but  little  more  than  half  of  what 
they  wrere  in  the  corresponding  one  of  last  year.  Those  for  the  eight 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  are  smaller  than  in  any  equal  time  since  the 
Reunion.  They  are  but  two-thirds  of  what  they  were  last  }^ear,  and  less 
than  one-half  what  they  were  in  that  previous.  Another  quarter's  pay- 
ments are  due  to  the  students  on  the  1st  day  of  January.  Debts  from 
last  year  remain  unpaid.  The  Board  borrowed  money  for  most  of  the 
last  quarter.  Now  it  is  without  the  means  to  pay  the  new  demands. 
These  wants  are  pressed  upon  the  attention  of  churches  which  are  making 
their  annual  contributions  at  this  time. 


CALLS  FOR  LABORERS  FROM  FOREIGN  NATIONS. 

We  are  often  deeply  touched  with  the  earnestness  of  the  appeals  from 
missionaries  in  heathen,  Mohammedan,  and  pagan  fields  for  laborers  to 
assist  them.  It  is  amazing  to  see  how  the  barriers  to  the  progress  of 
the  gospel  are,  in  all  nations,  crumbling  and  falling  to  the  ground.  How 
can  we  read  without  emotion  such  an  appeal  as  the  following,  which  we 
use  only  as  a  sample  of  many  of  the  same  earnestness: 

"  The  awakening  among  the  people ;  the  agitation  and  commotion 
which  are  observed  on  every  side ;  the  increase  of  schools ;  all  these 
things  are,  we  believe,  exceedingly  favorable  to  our  work.  Never,  before, 
perhaps,  were  the  opportunities  for  labor  so  great ;  we  had  almost  said 
these  opportunities  are  unparalleled.  Our  courage  to  go  forward  in  this 
work  was  never  greater,  and  the  future  is  filled  with  hope.  *  *  *  We  feel 
that  our  present  force  is  utterly  inadequate  to  do  the  work  that  ought  to 
be  done.  And  so  we  utter  our  cry : — Who  will  stand  with  us  to  reap  in 
this  great  harvest  field  V 

It  is  the  great  business  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  sound  such  calls 
forth,  that  the  young  men  of  the  Church  may  hear  them  ;  and  that  every 
congregation,  and  every  church  member,  may  be  roused  to  give  its  aid 
to  us  in  educating  those  who  have  expressed  their  willingness  to  labor 
wherever  God  shall  open  the  way.  Soldiers — courageous  and  armed — 
are  the  first  want  in  war. 
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"HE  SHALL  IN  NO  WISE  LOSE  HIS  REWARD." 
It  will  encourage  some  Christian,  who  cannot  give  a  great  deal  to  the 
Lord's  cause,  to  yet  do  the  best  he  can,  if  we  present  to  him  a  case  of  bless- 
ing which  followed  the  gift  of  only  "a  cup  of  cold  water."  It  is  one  of 
the  legends  of  the  massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew,  that  a  young  English 
woman  who  had  been  sent  to  France  to  be  educated,  was  taking  a  walk 
with  some  friends  in  a  place  where  they  passed  some  soldiers  who  were 
on  duty  as  sentinels.  One  of  the  soldiers  who  was  suffering  from  thirst 
besought  them  to  bring  him  a  drink  of  water,  as  he  could  not  leave  his 
post.  The  young  English  woman  left  her  party,  and  kindly  procured  for 
him  a  cup  of  water ;  though  ridiculed  for  it  by  her  companions.  The 
grateful  soldier  insisted  on  taking  her  name  and  address.  On  the  night 
of  the  terrible  massacre  this  man  contrived  to  save  the  life  of  this  young 
woman,  though  all  the  other  occupants  of  the  house  were  killed.  Jesus 
Christ  has  said  of  every  such  act,  even  the  humblest,  which  is  done  for 
one  of  his  disciples,  "  Ye  have  done  it  unto  me."  The  "name  of  a  pro- 
phet" is  one  he  honors  as  his  own.     Ye  shall  in  no  wise  lose  your  reward. 


WERE  THE  OLD  TIMES  BETTER  THAN  NOW? 

It  is  the  impression  of  some  of  our  elder  Christian  friends,  who  remem- 
ber with  great  profit  the  deep  impressions  made  upon  them  in  their  youth- 
ful days,  by  the  preaching  of  men  whose  memories  are  precious  both  to 
them  and  to  the  Church,  that  the  ministry  were,  as  a  whole,  more  learned, 
able  and  effective  then  than  now. 

They  certainly  were  not  so,  as  a  whole,  at  the  opening  of  the  century, 
when  literary  advantages  were  enjoyed  by  a  very  few,  and  those  chiefly 
persons  living  in  the  most  favored  regions.  The  Rev.  Dr.  A.  Alexander 
testifies  that  he  never  had  seen  a  Hebrew  Bible,  or  any  book  upon  the 
Hebrew  language,  until  a  year  after  he  was  licensed  to  preach. 

Let  us  come  down  then  to  the  close  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  century. 
Here  we  meet  with  a  very  plain  testimony  against  the  idea  of  which  we 
are  speaking,  from  the  well-known  colleague  of  Dr.  Alexander.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Miller,  in  a  lecture  delivered  at  Princeton  Seminary  in  1825,  asks 
the  questions:  "Why  is  it  that  there  are  at  this  time,  in  our  country,  so 
few  ministers  of  that  real,  commanding,  professional  eminence,  which  is 
within  the  reach  of  multitudes ;  nay,  which  is,  humanly  speaking,  within 
the  reach  of  every  man  of  good  sense,  fervent  piety,  and  persevering  dili- 
gence? Why  is  it  that  we  so  seldom  see  a  clergyman  who  is  at  once  a 
good  scholar  ;  an  able  theologian  ;  an  instructive,  interesting  and  impres- 
sive preacher;  and  a  meek,  humble,  fervently  pious,  polished  and  benevo- 
lent Christian  gentleman."  His  lecture  is  an  answer  to  these  questions. 
"The  prevailing  mediocrity  of  ministerial  character,"  he  attributes  to, 
1,  "a  prevailing  mediocrity  of  piety;"  2,  "a  prevailing  imperfection  in 
the  elementary  scholarship  of  those  entering  the  sacred  profession;" 
3,  "the  want  of  mature  and  adequate  professional  study;"  4,  "the  want 
of  opportunity  of  forming  the  mind  and  manners;"  5,  that  candidates 
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"did  not  set  before  them  a  standard  of  professional  eminence  sufficiently 
elevated;"  6,  that  the  time  of  so  many  was  so  "divided  between  their 
ministry  and  secular  employments;"  and,  7,  that  ministerial  life  was 
"less  studious  and  contemplative"  than  formerly. 

The  truth  is  that  the  average  standard  of  scholarship  in  the  ministry 
has  been  steadily  on  the  increase.  The  curricula  of  studies  required  at 
the  colleges  have  been  constantly  becoming  more  full,  and  the  require- 
ments as  to  devotion  to  them  more  strict.  With  the  unction  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  ministers  now  should  be  much  more  able  and  skilful  men  than  the 
fathers  were.  The  danger  is  that  they  may  be  less  practical,  less  ener- 
getic, less  acquainted  with  the  hearts  of  men.  Against  that  the  Presby- 
teries and  themselves  must  guard. 

Our  only  object  at  present  is  to  show  that  the  ministry,  in  point  of 
intellectual  equipment,  occupies  a  better  position  than  did  those  of  any 
previous  generation.  Let  the  existing  instrumentalities  then  be  ear- 
nestly, cordially,  and  generously  sustained  in  the  work  committed  to 
them. 

HOW  PHILIP  DODDRIDGE   BECAME  A  MINISTER. 

More  than  a  century  ago  there  lived  in  England  an  orphan  boy,  of  no 
ordinary  promise.  From  his  early  childhood,  "  I  want  to  be  a  minister" 
was  his  chief  desire ;  but  being  deprived  not  only  of  the  counsel  of  a 
father  and  the  affection  of  a  mother,  but  also  of  the  necessary  amount  of 
money  to  carry  out  his  cherished  desire,  his  youthful  spirit  was  bowed 
to  the  earth,  and  his  noble  heart  throbbed  only  with  feelings  of  bitter 
disappointment  and  despair. 

But  a  brighter  day  dawns.  There  is  a  prospect  for  his  ardent  desire 
to  be  gratified.  A  wealthy  lady — the  Duchess  of  Bedford — kindly  vol- 
unteers to  pay  all  his  expenses  at  the  University  of  Oxford,  if  he  will 
become  a  minister  of  the  Church  of  England.  His  noble  spirit  is  too 
proud  to  sell  the  religion  of  his  father  and  mother  for  the  perishable  riches 
of  this  world,  and  he  most  respectfully  declines  the  proffered  kindness. 
God  bless  thee,  noble  youth!  Wait  patiently — never  give  up — "where 
there's  a  will,  there's  a  way."  The  path  of  duty  is  always  the  path  of 
right. 

Not  long  after  this  occurrence,  a  poor  boy,  dressed  in  the  garb  of  pov- 
erty, presented  himself  at  the  door  of  a  celebrated  minister — Dr.  Edmund 
Calamy — and  asked  to  have  a  private  interview  with  him  relative  to 
studying  for  the  ministry.  The  minister  listened  patiently  to  the  recital 
of  his  man}^  difficulties  and  numerous  trials,  but  told  him  that  he  thought 
it  entirely  unheard  of  for  a  youth  like  himself  to  think  about  entering 
upon  so  high  and  responsible  a  calling.  He  advised  him  to  think  no 
more  of  preaching,  but  to  choose  some  other  calling. 

Disheartened  himself,  discouraged  by  his  friends,  poor,  penniless,  and 
forsaken,  he  knew  not  whither  to  go.  No  smile  of  encouragement 
met  his  eye ;  no  voice  of  approval  sanctioned  his  noble  endeavor.  There 
was  a  heavenly  Friend,  however,  who  had  never  forsaken  him  ;  who  had 
never  turned  a  deaf  ear  even  to  his  smallest  desire ;  who  had  ever  loved 
him  with  fatherly  affection  and  motherly  tenderness.  To  that  friend 
he  then  betook  himself.  While  engaged  in  fervent  prayer,  a  postman 
knocked  at  the  door,  and  handed  him  a  letter  from  an  old  friend  of  his 
father — Dr.  Samuel  Clark — informing  him  of  his  willingness  to  take  him 
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under  his  care,  and  assist  him  in  his  studies,  if  he  was  still  intent  upon 
studying  for  the  ministry.  "This,"  he  exclaimed,  "I  look  upon  almost 
as  an  answer  from  heaven,  and  while  I  live  I  shall  always  adore  so  sea- 
sonable an  opening'  of  divine  Providence." 

The  wishes  of  the  poor  orphan  boy  were  thus  gratified;  and  before 
many  years  had  passed  away,  under  the  guidance  and  instruction  of  his 
friend,  lie  became  a  bright  and  shining  light  on  the  walls  of  Zion. 

Youthful  reader,  this  orphan  boy  was  Philip  Doddridge — the  pious 
and  devoted  minister  of  Christ,  the  beautiful  writer,  the  faithful  pastor, 
the  earnest  Christian. 

If  there  be  any  one  into  whose  hands  this  article  may  fall,  who,  like 
Doddridge,  "wants  to  be  a  minister,"  and  is  prevented  from  accomplish- 
ing his  desire  on  account  of  want  of  means,  let  me  say  one  word, — never 
despair  !  If  God  wants  you  to  be  a  minister,  he  will  provide  the  means. 
Wait  patiently,  and  pray  earnestly.  The  funds  will  come  in  due  time ; 
and,  if  you  are  a  Presbyterian,  our  Church  guaranties  assistance  to  ena- 
ble you  to  follow  the  example  of  Doddridge  in  preaching  salvation  to 
dying  men. — Probably  by  Hev.  Dr.  Van  Rensselaer. 


BOARD  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 


RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  G.  W.  Coan  and  his  family 
have  arrived  in  this  country  on  a  visit,  from  the  Mission  in  Persia.  The 
Rev.  F.  Heyl  has  embarked  on  his  return  to  India.  A  part  of  the 
expense  of  his  visit  to  this  country  was  defrayed  by  Mr.  Heyl  himself. 
The  Rev.  James  T.  Houston  and  his  wife  have  sailed  for  Brazil,  expect- 
ing to  be  stationed  at  Eahia.  Mr.  Houston  is  a  member  of  the  Presby- 
tery of  Wooster. 

New  Communicants. — Two  persons  were  lately  received  by  the  Sen- 
eca church,  Cattaraugus,  one  of  whom  soon  afterwards  entered  into  her 
heavenly  rest,  as  there  is  reason  to  hope.  The  baptism  of  a  Chinese 
young  man  is  reported  from  San  Francisco,  who,  after  a  few  days,  sailed 
for  his  native  country,  hoping  to  be  useful  there.  Three  more  communi- 
cants were  received  by  the  church  of  Yokohama.  Seventeen  new  com- 
municants, were  received  at  Chih  Meh,  China,  and  nine  children  were 
baptized,  making  the  whole  number  of  members  there  130  adults  and  75 
children.  Two  new  communicants  were  received  by  the  church  of  Rio 
dc  Janeiro,  and  eight  were  admitted  to  a  new  church  organized  in  S. 
Antonio  do  Machado,  Brazil.  In  Mexico,  a  church  was  organized  in 
Vera  Cruz  and  eighty-two  communicants  were  received  on  profession  of 
their  faith,  all  of  whom  were  baptized,  having  been  Romanists.'  In 
Fresnillo,  near  Zacatecas,  six  new  communicants  were  lately  received. 

New  Churches  and  Ordinations. — Besides  the  churches  organized 
in  Brazil  and  Mexico,  referred  to  above,  Mr.  Corbett  speaks  of  three 
churches  organized  in  the  district  of  Chih  Meh,  with  elders  and  deacons 
ordained  in  each ;  and  a  native  pastor,  who  has  lately  received  ordination, 
was  soon  to  be  installed  over  them  by  the  Presbytery.  Another  native 
pastor  was  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  and  installed  over  two  of  the 
churches  at  Pingtu,  China. 

Africa — inland. — The  Rev.  R.  H.  Nassau,  M.  D.,  writes  from  a  place 
175  miles  up  the  Ugovi  River,  October  3d,  ten  miles  below  the  junction 
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of  the  Ngunge  with  the  Okanclu,  to  form  the  Ugovi.  He  was  much 
indebted  to  Mr.  R.  B.  N.  Walker  for  a  passage  in  his  steamer  and  other 
kind  attentions,  and  was  staying,  when  he  wrote,  at  a  small  trading  post, 
the  guest  of  Mr.  Walker's  trader.  He  says  of  the  natives,  "  The  tribe  on 
the  coast  is  the  Nkami ;  they  cover  both  sides  of  the  river  with  a  very 
scattering  population  for  80  miles;  the  100  miles  thence  to  here  are  the 
Galwa,  and  a  few  Ivili.  The  Nkami,  Osangu,  and  Galwa  speak 
Mpongwe.  From  here  to  the  Ngunge  are  a  mixture  of  Ininga,  Galwa, 
and  Bakale.  From  that  junction,  north  and  east,  are  the  Bakale.  It  is 
to  them  I  wish  to  go.  Their  language  has  a  resemblance  to  the  Benga. 
"  There  are  some  beautiful  lakes  here,  and  I  think  the  country  will  be 
healthful.  The  current  of  the  river  is  strong,  and  the  river  itself  here  is 
full  as  wide  as  the  Delaware  at  Philadelphia." — Mr.  Nassau  was  accom- 
panied by  two  Benita  youths,  and  went  prepared  to  spend  two  or  three 
months,  and  to  look  out  for  a  good  site  for  a  missionary  station.  His 
report,  so  far,  is  encouraging. 

Receipts  to  December  1st. — From  churches,  $93,622 ;  from  indi- 
vidual donors,  $7,926;  from  legacies,  $19,256— in  all,  $120,805.  Last 
year  the  receipts  in  these  months  were  $160,985.  From  the  churches 
and  individual  donors,  this  year,  101,548 ;  last  year,  $122,650. 

It  will  be  seen  with  much  concern  that  the  aggregate  receipts  in  the 
first  seven  months  of  the  Board's  financial  year  are  $40,180  less  than  the 
receipts  in  the  same  months  of  last  year.

NOTICES  OF  MISSION  WORK  IN  1874. 

The  foreign  pages  of  the  Record  for  1874,  contain  notices  of  the  depar- 
ture from  this  life  of  Mrs.  A.  P.  Happer,  Rev.  E.  P.  Capp,  both  of  mis- 
sions in  China,  Mr.  D.  C.  Ferguson,  a  teacher  in  Liberia,  Mrs.  D.  Her- 
ron  of  India,  Rev.  J.  M.  da  Conceicao  of  Brazil,  Mrs.  C.  R.  Mills 
of  China,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Campbell  of  India,  and  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Spald- 
ing, of  the  Nez  Perces  Indian  mission.  We  enumerate  .  their  names  in 
the  order  in  which  they  were  reported.  Eight  faithful  laborers  have 
entered  into  rest,  and  their  works  do  follow  them.  Some  of  them  had 
not  been  long  in  the  field  ;  others  had  reached  an  advanced  age.  None 
of  them  now  regret  the  time  and  manner  of  their  death  ;  all  of  them  now 
rejoice  that  they  were  counted  worthy  to  be  missionaries.  Their  fellow- 
laborers  will  follow  them  even  as  they  followed  Christ,  and  will  hope 
to  have  his  presence  with  them  when  they  too  shall  be  called  to  rest 
from  their  labors. 

These  pages  contain  notices  of  the  return  to  this  country  of  several 
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missionaries,  mostly  for  reasons  of  health  or  for  making  arrangements 
for  the  education  of  their  children.  Some  that  were  at  home  for  a  time 
have  gone  hack  to  their  respective  fields  of  labor.  There  are  now  in  this 
country  Rev.  Messrs.  Woodside  and  Alexander  of  India.  McFarland  of 

Siam,  Coau  of  Persia.  Eddy  of  Syria,  and  Murphy  of  Africa,  ami  their 
families ;  some  of  these  brethren  expect  to  return  to  their  niissionary 
work  at  an  early  day.  Of  new  missionaries  we  find  notices  in  the 
Record  of  six  ministers  and  two  physicians — five  of  them  married  men, 
and  of  ten  single  women,  who  were  added  to  the  list  in  1874,  not  includ- 
ing several  native  brethren  who  received  licensure  or  ordination  ;  most 
of  the  new  laborers  from  this  country  were  sent  out  by  funds  specially 
given  for  this  purpose.  We  are  glad  to  see,  in  these  times  of  financial 
depression,  so  many  proofs  of  Christian  liberality  in  the  gifts  of  the 
people  of  God,  as  shown  in  the  columns  of  acknowledgments.  The  work 
has  been  in  some  good  measure  supported,  and  some  progress  has  been 
made  in  supplying  more  laborers  for  the  harvest.  This  may  be  regarded 
as  in  answer  to  many  prayers. 

When  we  look  back  through  these  pages  of  the  Record  to  see  what 
progress  the  work  itself  has  been  making,  we  see  much  to  encourage 
faith  and  labor.  Every  number  has  reported  new  converts  added 
to  the  church — in  not  one  month  has  this  good  notice  been  found 
wanting.  In  nearly  all  the  missions  the  laborers  have  been  made  grate- 
ful by  this  proof  of  the  blessing  of  God  on  their  work.  In  Mexico, 
Brazil,  China,  at  two  or  three  stations,  and  Japan,  the  number  of  new 
converts  reported  was  greater  than  in  any  former  year.  Other  proofs 
of  progress  may  be  less  noticeable ;  the  steady  influence  of  the  schools 
and  of  the  press,  the  training  and  the  growing  usefulness  of  native  evan- 
gelists and  Bible  readers,  the  spread  of  Christian  knowledge  by  preach- 
ing and  conversation,  in  general  the  diffusion  of  gospel  leaven,  the  grow- 
ing of  the  small  seeds  of  divine  truth,  the  silent  influences  in  many 
hearts  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  these  cannot  be  enumerated,  but  who  can 
doubt  their  immeasurable  moment  in  this  missionary  cause? 

All  is  not  encouraging  in  this  little  review.  Our  pages  have  contained 
notices  of  a  growing  spirit  of  opposition  to  our  work  among  Mohamme- 
dans, and  of  violent  persecution  endured  by  converts  from  their  heathen 
countrymen  in  China.  Cases  of  backsliding  among  the  converts,  and 
even  of  return  to  heathenism  by  a  few  persons,  have  caused  great  grief. 
And  here  at  home  our  pages  have  latterly  borne  witness  to  the  sad  fall- 
ing off  in  the  receipts  of  the  Board.  Deeper  than  these  things  and  not 
to  be  recorded  in  these  pages,  are  the  want  of  faith  in  God,  of  love  to 
Christ,  of  compassion  for  lost  souls.  These  sad  shortcomings  are  found 
no  doubt  in  all  our  missions,  in  all  our  churches  at  home,  in  all  hearts  in 
greater  or  less  degree.  Yet  grace  reigns.  It  is  only  in  ourselves  we 
are  straitened.  If  we  ask,  we  shall  receive.  We  may  do  more  for  this 
cause  in  the  time  that  remains  to  us,  at  any  rate  we  may  do  better,  by 
the  help  of  God.  The  cause  itself  shall  triumph.  We  shall  not  live 
here  perhaps.  We  may  see  its  far  greater  advance,  looking  on  it  from 
a  clearer  field  of  vision ;  see  all  its  progress,  but  we  have  lived  to  see 
wonderful  advance  ;  and  we  are  sure  of  its  full  success  in  the  end.  So 
we  believe  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  press  onward. 


LABORERS  CALLED  FOR  IN  18T5. 

As  we  enter  on  a  new  year  of  work  for  Christ,  we  should  hear  the  call 
of  his  Providence  for  more  laborers  in  our  mission  fields.  Among  the 
Indians,  three  ministers  could  be  employed — one  at  a  new  station  among 
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the  Sioux ;  and  one  for  the  Pottowatornies,  and  another  for  the  Creeks, 
both  in  the  Indian  Territory.  These  new  men  ought  to  be  sent  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible ;  others  could  probably  be  soon  employed  among 
the  Indians  of  New  Mexico  and  other  Territories.  In  Mexico,  at  least 
two  more  missionaries;  in  Chili,  one  or  two  more;  in  Brazil,  several  are 
called  for ;  in  some  cases  this  call  is  earnest  and  reiterated.  The  Portu- 
guese speaking  people  of  Brazil,  the  great  country  of  South  America,  seem 
to  be  left  to  the  missions  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  and  our 
Church.  Crossing  over  to  Africa,  the  probability  now  is  that  entrance 
will  soon  be  practicable  into  the  interior,  and  a  strong  force  should  be  sent 
inland ;  before  many  months,  we  trust  this  may  be  done.  Going  on  to 
Syria,  we  see  that  Aleppo  is  not  yet  occupied — a  city  of  150,000  souls, 
for  which  two  men  might  be  detached  from  other  stations,  if  the  expense 
were  provided  for.  Proceeding  to  Persia,  we  see  three  large  cities  hav- 
ing but  one  missionary  at  each,  where  there  certainly  ought  to  be  at  least 
two.  Passing  on  to  India,  here  many  more  men  could  be  employed.  We 
next  reach  Siam,  and  find  another  missionary  called  for  at  Ayuthia,  while 
several  men  are  wanted  in  the  Laos  country,  north  of  Siam,  a  mission- 
ary field  occupied  by  no  other  branch  of  the  Church.  Next,  we  see  the 
vast  population  of  China  very  far  from  being  yet  supplied  with  mission- 
aries; indeed,  several  provinces,  each  containing  more  inhabitants  than 
can  be  found  in  any  four  or  five  of  our  States,  have  net  one  Christian 
man  in  their  bounds  to  preach  the  gospel  to  their  people !  And  then  we 
reach  Japan,  where  our  brethren  are  fairly  entered  on  work  that  will  call 
for  more  laborers ;  even  now,  new  men  might  be  getting  ready.  More- 
over, several  medical  missionaries,  men  in  earnest  to  speak  of  the  way  of 
salvation,  while  healing  bodily  illness,  are  needed.  And  at  several  sta- 
tions, single  ladies  would  find  good  work  to  do  amongst  the  native  women 
and  children. 

This  is  a  very  rapid  survey,  but  it  may  serve  to  recall  the  general 
subject  to  the  thoughts  and  prayers  of  our  readers.  We  have  come  to 
the  king-dom  for  such  a  time  as  this.  These  nations  and  tribes  are  per- 
ishing in  their  sins.  Can  we  not  do  more  to  give  them  the  gospel  ?  Can 
we  not  spare  more  of  our  best  ministers  for  this  service?  Can  we  not 
pray  more  for  the  speedy  salvation  of  these  souls?  The  pecuniary  means 
needed  would  then  be  assured,  given  in  faith  and  love. 


"THE    RECORD." 

We  sometimes  hear  remarks  about  our  publication  that  seem  to  us  ill- 
considered  and  unjust — of  course  not  designedly.  These  remarks  often 
result  in  proposals  of  change.  One  would  make  the  Record  a  newspaper; 
but  past  discussions  do  not  seem  to  favor  this  plan.  It  would  not  relieve 
some  difficulties,  and  it  would  encounter  others,  and  yet  it  has  certain 
advantages.  Another  would  employ  a  general  editor  ;  but  this  involves 
expense,  and  the  right  editor  might  not  readily  be  found.  Moreover,  the 
editing  ought  to  be  done  within  the  executive  rooms,  rather  than  outside 
of  them,  if  the  varied  phases  of  the  work  are  to  be  properly  represented. 
The  plan  of  paying  for  space  in  the  weekly  newspapers  has  some  appar- 
ent advantages,  and  some  drawbacks ;  we  cannot  take  it  up  here  for  con- 
sideration. It  is  well  not  to  risk  what  is  good  and  does  good,  even  if  it 
be  not  all  that  is  desired  ;  and  so,  leaving  proposed  changes  to  the  wis- 
dom of  the  Church,  we  come  back  to  the  Record.  It  cannot,  from  the 
nature  of  the  case,  enter  into  discussions  of  controverted  questions, 
and  so  it  loses  this  element  of  interest.     It   cannot  give   information 
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on  matters  of  general  religious  and  public  concern,  and  therefore  it 
ought  not  to  be  compared  with  the  weekly  religious  newspapers  of  the 

day.  It  is  a  Bemi-official  work,  and  therefore  articles  of  merely  sensa- 
tional interest  are  out  of  place  in  its  columns.  It  cannot  take  up  a  great 
many  subjects — yes!  What  then  can  it  do?  It  can  give  an  official 
acknowledgment  of  the  moneys  given  by  our  Christian  people  to  promote 
the  spread  of  the  gospel  at  home  and  abroad.  Let  not  the  practical 
importance  of  this  acknowledgment,  and  of  its  being  made  every  month, 
be  underrated.  Thus  mistakes  are  guarded  against,  or  are  sure  to  be  cor- 
rected ;  thus  responsibility  is  secured  to  a  degree  not  to  be  overlooked ; 
thus  a  reminder,  and  in  many  cases  a  noble  example  of  liberal  giving  is 
set  before  the  churches. 

It  can  give  valuable  information  concerning  the  evangelistic  work  of 
our  beloved  Church.  It  does  give  this  information.  We  read  the  let- 
ters of  our  ministers  in  various  parts  of  our  country,  as  given  in  the  first 
pages  of  each  number,  with  deep  interest — sometimes  with  tears  of  sym- 
pathy. And  so  do  we  read  many  things  in  each  monthly  number.  We 
pass  by  here  all  reference  to  the  editorial  articles  in  our  part  of  this 
magazine,  but  we  can  confidently  appeal  to  the  articles  written  by  our 
brethren  abroad.  The  Indians,  Mexico,  South  America,  Africa,  S}Tia, 
Persia,  India,  Siam,  China,  Japan,  come  before  our  minds  in  these 
letters.  Thus  our  views  are  enlarged,  and  our  impressions  increased  of 
the  supreme  moment  of  divine  things,  as  borne  to  our  lost  race  by  our 
missionaries.  We  only  wish  that  the  Record  could  give  more  space  to 
these  articles.  But  short  and  sometimes  fragmentary  as  they  are,  they 
yet  often  remind  us  of  the  first  lessons  in  church  history — in  Christ- 
ianity itself. 

We  could  "pursue  the  subject,"  but  we  have  written  enough  perhaps 
to  invite  the  attention  of  our  readers,  and  especially  of  our  ministers,  to 
the  desirableness  of  extending  the  circulation  of  the  Record.  This  is 
"  in  order"  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  volume.  A  few  kind  words,  a 
little  wisely  planned  effort,  might  add  thousands  of  good  names  to  our  sub- 
scription list.  The  price  is  remarkably  low.  The  influence  of  such  a 
work  on  all  our  benevolent  causes  is  beyond  question,  as  shown  by  many 
examples.  And  if  such  effort  as  is  here  respectfully  suggested  is  worthy 
of  being  made  at  all,  it  is  worthy  of  being  made  soon — the  sooner  the 
better. 


GOOD  NEWS  FROM  MEXICO. 
The  Rev.  M.  N.  Hutchinson  writes  as  follows,  under  date  of  Novem- 
ber 14th,  at  Mexico  City.     Seldom  does  one  letter  contain  more  pleasing 
accounts.     The  Lord  is  indeed  with  his  servants,  to  bless  their  labors. 

I  have  not  yet  reported  our  last  communion  service,  held  in  our  church 
in  this  city  on  the  last  Sabbath  of  September.  During  the  two  months 
previous  thirty  members  had  been  received  upon  examination,  (making 
our  whole  membership  one  hundred  and  twenty-three,)  all  of  whom  were 
expecting  to  receive  the  sacrament  on  that  occasion,  but  the  day  was 
one  of  the  most  stormy  of  the  season,  and  several  were  detained  from 
coming.  However  the  occasion  was  marked  by  a  deep  solemnity  and  all 
felt  that  it  was  good  to  be  there.  Six  men  walked  a  distance  of  thirteen 
miles  in  all  the  rain  and  mud,  and  remained  over  night  in  order  to  be 
present. 

A  few  days  since  I  returned  from  a  visit  of  more  than  two  weeks  to 
Vera  Cruz,  where  the  Lord  is  sending  prosperity.     We  held   services 
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every  night  with  charming  results.  The  object  of  my  visit  was  threefold 
— first,  to  see  what  could  be  done  towards  securing-  suitable  church  pro- 
perty. Second,  to  try  to  correct  a  spirit  of  discord  which  had  found  its 
way  into  the  midst  of  a  limited  circle  of  the  members  of  the  congregation. 
Third,  to  organize  a  church  as  we  have  done  here  and  at  other  points. 
As  to  the  property  question,  it  is  too  early  to  report.  As  to  the  differ- 
ences, they  were  most  satisfactorily  settled  without  leaving  a  trace  of 
bitterness  that  could  be  detected.  The  third  point  engaged  most  of  our 
attention,  namely,  the  examination  and  reception  of  those  who  felt  that 
they  were  accepted  of  Christ,  and  who  wished  to  confess  him  before  men, 
together  with  such  teachings  as  seemed  especially  appropriate  at  such  a 
time.  To  give  onl}r  results,  eighty-five  were  received  into  Christian 
fellowship — eighty-two  on  examination  and  three  by  letter,  (Mrs.  Dr. 
T ,  wife  of  the  American  Consul,  and  two  of  her  daughters).  Christ- 
ian baptism  was  administered  to  the  eighty-two  who  were  received  on 
profession,  and  also  to  six  children  of  professing  parents.  The  church  is 
organized  under  the  name  of  the  "  1st  Presbyterian  Church  of  Vera  Cruz," 
(as  the  one  here  is  under  the  name,  "1st  Presbyterian  Church  of  Mexico 

City.)     Mrs.  T ,  who  has  entered  into  the  work  with  true  Christian 

zeal,  has  presented  the  church  with  an  organ,  purchased  with  money  of 
her  own  collecting  and  contributing,  and  what  is  more,  she  is  always  on 
hand  to  play.  I  could  see  that  this  example  was  having  its  effect  for 
good  on  the  minds  of  numbers  of  others  in  the  same  social  circle. 

A  Sabbath-school  was  also  organized,  and  a  plan  for  s}'stematic  giving 
adopted.  Please  bear  in  mind  that  when  I  speak  of  "examinations," 
"profession,"  and  "members,"  I  use  the  words  as  I  would  do  at  home. 
I  am  not  talking  of  those  who  merely  come  to  attend  preaching  services, 
however  regularly,  but  of  those  who  come  forward  substantially  in  the 
same  manner  and  with  the  same  spirit  as  those  who  in  home  churches 
arc  received  into  Christian  fellowship.  I  make  these  remarks  because 
while  on  the  one  hand  it  has  seemed  to  me  that  in  former  years  state- 
ments were  circulated  more  favorable  than  the  actual  state  of  things 
would  warrant ;  on  the  other  hand,  some  have  made  recent  statements 
quite  as  extreme  and  quite  as  injurious  to  the  cause — to  the  effect  that 
there  are  none  among  this  people  who  know  what  experimental  religion 
is,  giving  the  idea  that  all  confound  not  being  a  Roman  Catholic  with 
being  a  true  Protestant.  .  . 

I  know,  as  well  as  any  man  can  know  in  this  world,  that  there  are 
numbers  with  us  whom  the  Lord  owns  and  loves,  and  who  love  and 
follow  Him.  There  are  those  who  have  suffered  and  are  suffering  for 
His  sake,  and  who  shall  judge  them  unworthy  of  a  place  at  the  Lord's 
table,  or  a  name  among  the  members  of  his  family?  I  could  multiply 
instances  to  prove  that  these  are  not  ignorant  of  the  spirit  of  Christianity- 
Let  one  suffice:  a  brother  who  had  been  examined  and  had  been  ac- 
cepted in  Vera  Cruz,  came  to  us  the  day  before  the  Lord's  Supper  was  to 
be  celebrated,  and  said  that  he  greatly  desired  to  partake  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  but  that  he  **elt  that  he  could  not  come  worthily  as  he  was — that 
some  time  before  he  had  trouble  with  his  employer,  and  that  he  did  not 
feel  as  a  Christian  should  towards  him.  He  was  asked  what  he  thought 
he  should  do.  He  said  he  knew  very  well,  but  that  it  was  a  great  trial 
for  him  to  do  his  duty  in  this  respect.  To  give  only  the  result, — he 
went  ;iikI  was  reconciled,  and  then  came  back  a  happy  man.  evidencing 
that  he  knew  something  of  the  Christian  spirit — winning  from  his  em- 
ployer commendation  of  the  religion  that  had  prompted  to  such  conduct, 
and  even  drawing  him  after  his  servant  to  see  more  of  such  religion.

Chief  of  Police  and  influential  citizens,  also  hi  n  the  head  of  the 

Chine-         mpany  to  which  the   offending  persons   were   su}      -    I    to 
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belong,  and  the  influences  brought  to  bear  upon  him  seem  to  have  been 
effectual,  for  last  evening  he  came,  bringing  one  of  the  boys  that  had 
given  trouble,  together  with  a  new  scholar,  and  was  voluminous  in  his 
professions  of  sympathy  with  the  work,  &c. 

The  school  is  doinsr  nicelv — the  teacher  is  faithful  and  enthusiastic — 
the  new  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church  and  his  wife  will  take  an  inte- 
rest in  the  school — she  will  teach  them  singing.  The  young  men  love  to 
father  in  the  school  room,  when  at  leisure  during  the  day  or  evening,  and 
on  the  Sabbath.  They  read,  sing,  and  play  on  the  cabinet  organ.  The 
colporteur  is  faithful  in  his  work.  AA'e  shall  rent  the  upper  story  of  our 
school-house  building  as  soon  as  it  can  be  accomplished — the  young  men 
paying  the  additional  rent.  This  will  enable  us  to  enlarge  the  school-room, 
and  will  give  room  above  for  conversation  and  reading-room,  and  for 
lodging  rooms  for  young  men  and  boys  who  otherwise  would  have  to 
lodge  where  temptations  to  dissipation  would  be  great.  We  have  a  fine 
company  of  youth  here,  and  by  watching  and  teaching  they  may  be 
gathered  into  the  fold.  The  assistant,  Tarn  Ching,  came  with  me,  and 
I  will  leave  him  for  a  few  days ;  our  visit  has  greatly  cheered  the 
scholars  and  the  colporteur. 

The  Sabbath-school  in  the  church  is  very  encouraging,  and  the  mem- 
bers and  teachers  are  becoming  more  interested.  I  expect  to  return  to 
San  Francisco  this  P.  M. 

San  Francisco,  Oct.  olst. — Wednesday  evening  we  baptized  a  young 
man  from  North  San  Juan,  who  embarks  for  China  to-day.  Two  days 
ago  Ave  received  letters  from  Honolulu,  desiring  us  to  send  a  Chinese 
preacher  or  colporteur.  Ah  Moon,  who  has  served  much  and  faithfully 
as  colporteur,  comes  nearest  to  answering  the  requirements  ;  we  will 
send  him  if  the  terms  can  be  fixed  satisfactory,  but  this  will  cause  a 
delay  till  our  letters  can  go  and  an  answer  be  received. 

I  enclose  a  letter  from  Santa  Barbara  from  which  you  may  gather  some 
idea  of  the  work  to  be  done  here  ;  such  letters  come  occasionally  from 
other  places,  and  something  has  to  be  done  for  them.  If  we  had  more 
colporteurs  we  could  find  employment  for  them  all;  but  every  additional 
agent  of  this  kind  calls  for  additional  care  and  correspondence. 

Writing  from  San  Francisco,  November  26th,  Dr.  Loomis  adds  some 
interesting  notices  of  this  Sacramento  school,  and  of  the  work  in  other 
places. 

The  school  at  Sacramento  is  doing  well — members  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  visit  it  frequently  and  take  an  interest  in  the  Sabbath-school. 
The  new  pastor,  Mr.  McCoy,  enters  with  zeal  into  the  work;  his  wife 
goes  to  the  school  on  Saturday  evening  to  teach  in  singing.  The  average 
attendance  at  evening  school  is  45. 

The    teacher  at  San  Jose,  Mrs.  C ,  is  sick — bad  cough  and  much 

run  down — another  lady  is  teaching  meantime  in  her  place. 

In  Oakland,  1st  church,  (Dr.  Fells')  the  Sabbath-school  is  doing  well, 
and  the  scholars  are  so  much  engaged,  and  the  teachers  so  much  inte- 
rested,  that  every  evening  there  is  an  exercise  of  one  kind  or  another  for 
the  Chinese.  Many  of  our  scholars  and  church  members  now  living  in 
Oakland  attend  and  assist  in  the  school ;  there  are  six  vounor  men  there 
asking  to  be  baptized.  Some  of  our  members,  or  the  assistant,  go  over 
there  to  be  present  at  the  school,  and  say  a  few  words  of  exhortation 
about  twice  each  week. 
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BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 


OUT  OF  FUNDS. 
The  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Board  has  expended  its  last  dollar.     Its 

receipts  are  over  $7000  behind  what  they  were  last  year.  Another 
quarter's  .-alary  was  due  to  the  Missionaries  of  the  Board  on  the  1st  i 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  Board  has  resolved  to  curtail  its  missionary 
work  until  funds  come  in  from  the  churches.  Until  then  no  new  mis- 
sionaries will  be  appointed,  and  no  grants  of  books  and  tracts  will  be 
made,  except  in  extreme  cases  and  in  very  small  amounts. 

We  appeal  earnestly  to  churches,  Sabbath-schools,  and  benevolent 
individuals  for  aid.  Daily  applications  come  for  donations  of  books, 
tracts,  &c.,  &c.,  from  needy  churches,  Sabbath-schools,  and  missionaries, 
to  all  of  which  we  are  compelled  to  give  a  negative  answer.  Who  will 
help  ?     It  is  a  time  of  great  need. 


THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HYMNAL. 

It  will  be  gratifying  to  our  Presbyterian  constituency  to  know  that  the 
persistent  efforts  to  prevent  the  adoption  by  the  churches  of  the  new 
Hymnal,  published  by  the  Board  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly,  fail 
to  arrest  its  sale.  Its  merits,  even  were  it  not  the  book  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian  Church,  would  command  applause.  These  merits,  united  to  its  rela- 
tion to  the  Church,  have  given  it  a  success  which  we  believe  to  be  entirely 
unprecedented.  Already  have  SEVENTY-TWO  THOUSAND  copies 
been  sold.  It  is  used  in  churches,  in  lecture  rooms,  and  in  Sabbath- 
schools,  not  merely  with  satisfaction,  but  with  spiritual  refreshment  and 
joy.  It  is  equally  valued  for  what  it  omits  and  what  it  include-.  With- 
out claiming  perfection — alas,  what  human  work  can  ? — it  is  emphatically 
a  success. 


HELP  FOPv  THE  CHILDREN. 

Whilst  the  Westminster  Lesson  Leaf  meets  general  approbation,  and 
has  an  immense  circulation,  there  are  many  boys  and  girls  who  desire 
more  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  their  lessons  for  the  Sabbath-school 
than  the  Leaf  can  give  in  its  limited  space.  In  such  cases  the  parents  will 
do  their  children  a  great  kindness  by  taking  for  them  the  Presbyterian  at 
Work.  This  paper  gives  full  and  able  expositions  of  the  Westmiu 
Lessons  on  the  International  course,  together  with  illustration.-,  that 
would  be  highly  appreciated  by  intelligent  young  people.  The  complaint 
is  frequent  that  the  teachers  get  much  help  and  the  scholars  but  little.

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NOT  FENCE  RAILS. 

We  take  the  following  from  a  letter  from  an  excellent  and  laborious 
German  brother,  laboring  in  Wisconsin : 

The  Catechisms  you  were  so  good  as  to  send  me  came  safely  to  hand. 
Please  accept  my  sincere  thanks.  There  are  a  good  number  of  them  in 
use  already,  and  I  have  several  scholars  who  can  repeat  the  "Shorter" 
from  the  first  to  the  last  page ;  and  still  larger  is  the  number  of  "Kleiner 
Kinder"  who  know  the  Catechism  for  Little  Children  by  heart.  It  does 
not  seem  to  us  at  all  like  feeding  the  little  ones  "on  fence  rails,11  but 
rather  the  "sincere  milk,"  whereby  they  grow.  It  is  certainly  no  small 
blessing  for  us  Germans,  that  incomparable  book,  the  Shorter  Catechism, 
and  a  goodly  number  of  our  churches  make  good  use  of  it.  I  take  part  of 
three  days  in  each  week,  at  this  time  of  the  year,  for  teaching  the  cate- 
chism, and  we  have  it  in  Sabbath-school  also.  The  one  hundred  Cate- 
chisms were  a  gift  to  us  in  time,  for  this  year  it  goes  rather  hard  with  us, 
though  we  were  never  a  wealthy  people  here,  as  far  as  this  world's  goods 
go. 

Our  new  church,  which  we  built  this  year,  is  filling  up  from  week  to 
week,  (we  have  outgrown  the  log  chapel,  built  fourteen  years  ago,  at 
which  time  we  had  fifty  cents  in  cash  to  start  with),  so  that  the  main  room 
is  well  filled.  The  from-house-to-house  preaching  is  well  attended  twice  a 
week.     Peace  to  you ! 

A  PASTOR'S  ESTIMATE. 

A  Pennsylvania  pastor  gives  a  voluntary  estimate  of  the  worth  of  the 
labors  of  a  good  missionary  of  the  Board. 

I  had  one  of  your  missionaries  laboring  in  my  congregation  last  sum- 
mer, and  was  rejoiced  to  see  how  thoroughly  and  prayerfully  he  did  his 
work.  He  is  a  very  valuable  man  in  such  a  position ;  earnest,  faithful 
and  wise  in  his  deportment  among  those  with  whom  he  labors.  He  has 
the  faculty  of  talking  with  men  and  interesting  them,  of  stirring  up  men 
who  go  to  church  nowhere  and  impressing  them,  meeting  them  always 
on  their  own  ground  and  with  great  kindness.  I  wish  you  had  a  thou- 
sand such  to-day.  It  goes  in  as  part  of  his  labor  to  disabuse  men's  minds 
of  erroneous  opinions  about  our  Boards,  and  he  succeeds  well.  He 
proves  therefore  a  valuable  help  to  pastors  in  this  regard,  as  well  as  in 
all  other  ways.  I  believe  God  is  wonderfully  blessing  his  labors  else- 
where ;  I  know  He  has  here.  I  write  this  because  I  am  anxious  he 
should  be  retained  in  this  work.  I  do  not  know  what  are  his  plans, 
and  therefore  I  write,  at  my  own  instance,  to  ask  that  you  will  do  what 
you  can  to  keep  him  and  sustain  him  well.

The  murderer  of  Lord  William  Rus- 
sell confessed  on  the  scaffold  that  the  reading  of  one  such  book  led  him  to 
the  commission  of  his  crime.  Another,  who  was  executed  for  piracy,  was 
instigated  to  his  course  b}'  a  book  of  piratical  tales.  The  state  prisons 
are  filled  with  criminals  who  were  incited  to  crime  by  similar  means. 
They  stimulate  the  love  of  adventurous  daring,  cultivate  the  baser  passions, 
and  prompt  to  deeds  of  infamy.     Away  with  them. 
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So  pressing  have  been  the  wants  of  some  of  the  other  Boards,  so  loud 
and  earnest  their  appeals  to  the  churches  for  Increased  contributions  to 
liberate  them  from  grinding  debt,  that  we  have  designedly  refrained  from 
pressing  the  claims  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection,  until  we  fear  the 
churches  have  imbibed  the  notion  that  we  "have  all  things  and  abound," 
ami  no  longer  need  their  contributions.  True,  this  Board  is  not  in  debt, 
and  has  not  in  a  single  instance  failed  to  redeem  its  pledge ;  but  it  is  also 
true  that  the  demand  for  help  in  church  building  is  far  beyond  the 
receipts  of  the  Board. 

Since  the  1st  of  April  we  have  received  applications  for  aid  from  no 
less  than  one  hundred  and  fiftv-four  churches,  of  which  onlv  sixty  have 
been  granted.  These  applications  call  for  Si'-i.oOO,  while  our  receipts 
from  the  churches  since  April  1st  amount  to  only  $32,500.  the  supply 
being  little  more  than  one-third  of  the  demand.  It  is  easy  to  see  h<>vv 
much  the  cause  must  suffer  from  such  inadequacy  of  means.  In  the 
judgment  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  Church  Erection  was  made 
third  as  to  the  amount  of  means  necessary  to  carry  it  forward  effectively. 
It  was  decided  that  the  sum  needed  for  this  part  of  the  Church's  work, 
and  which  should  be  raised,  was  $150,000.  Of  this  amount  $115,500 
are  yet  to  be  raised,  if  the  Assembly's  recommendation  be  regarded,  or  the 
wants  of  the  cause  met.  The  disasters  of  the  year,  of  which  we  have 
all  heard  so  much,  have  fallen  with  peculiar  weight  upon  the  cause  of 
Church  Erection.  Many  church  buildings  that  were  commenced  before 
these  disasters  occurred,  have  been  arrested  in  their  progress,  and  are 
now  in  an  exposed  condition,  and  if  not  closed  in,  must  suffer  great 
damage  and  loss  during  the  winter ;  whilst  others  that  have  been  com- 
pleted, but  not  fully  paid  for,  are  in  the  hands  of  the  mechanics,  who 
have  earned  and  greatly  need  their  money ;  and  who,  unless  they  receive 
payment  soon,  will  proceed  to  sell  the  property,  and  that  at  a  ruinous 
sacrifice.  One  beautiful  building,  for  which  the  people  have  labored 
hard  and  sacrificed  much,  has  actually  been  sold  by  the  sheriff  for  less 
than  one-fifth  of  what  it  is  worth.  The  pastor,  who  has  labored  faith- 
fully for  ten  years  to  gather  up  this  church,  has  been  obliged  to  leave  his 
field,  to  secure  employment  and  the  means  of  support  elsewhere.  This 
is  a  trial  to  which  few  of  our  ministers  have  been  subjected — to  see  the 
flock  they  have  gathered,  left,  in  their  poverty-stricken  condition  without 
an  under-shepherd,  and  the  building  which  had  been  reared  for  their 
shelter  about  to  be  converted  into  a  lager  beer  saloon  and  a  German 
theatre — all  because  of  the  panic  and  consequent  prostration  of  business, 
rendering  it  impossible  for  them  to  fulfil  their  engagements. 

Other  churches  are  in  a  somewhat  similar  condition.  They  are  utterly 
unable  to  meet  their  ena'agements.  For  want  of  this  their  credit  has 
been  impaired,  their  good  name  and  that  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  has 
suffered,  and  the  usefulness  of  the  minister  sadly  diminished.  Shall  this 
state  of  things  continue  ?  If  any  relief  be  furnished,  it  must  be  soon,  or 
the  time  of  redemption  will  have  passed.  One  dollar  now  will  be  worth 
five  in  the  Spring,  or  when  the  opportunity  is  lost. 

In  the  last  number  of  the  Evangelist  there  was  a  notice  of  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  church  at  Glidden,  Iowa,  with  which  we  have  been  struck, 
as  indicating  the  good  sense  of  the  people  who  erected  the  building,  as 
well  as  the  courtesy  of  him  who  narrates  the  fact. 

1st.  This  church  is  located  in  a  growing  town,  where  there  is  no  other 
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church  building,  and  where  there  is  reason  to  expect  steady  and  health- 
ful growth,  and  in  a  reasonable  time  self-support. 

2d.  The  building,  though  neat,  comfortable  and  commodious,  cost 
(including  furniture)  only  $1800.  all  of  which  was  paid  for  by  the  peo- 
ple of  the  place,  with  what  aid  they  received  from  the  Board.  How  much 
better,  more  praiseworthy  and  pleasant  to  their  own  feelings,  such  a 
course,  than  if  they  had  secured  a  more  ostentatious  building  (to  please 
some  worldly-minded  people)  at  an  expense  of  four  or  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  raise  which  it  would  have  been  necessary  to  ransack  the  country 
and  then  call  upon  the  Board  for  twice  as  much  as  they  are  able  to  give, 
and  after  all,  perhaps  burden  themselves  with  a  heavy  debt,  which 
although  for  a  time  assumed  by  some  individuals,  would  in  the  end  fall 
back  upon  the  church,  and  drive  the  church  back  to  the  Board  for  addi- 
tional help.  Such  is  the  condition  of  some  of  our  churches  to-day,  their 
embarrassments  having  driven  their  ministers  away,  and  now  prevent 
others  from  taking  their  place. 

3d.  In  the  notice  of  this  dedication  it  is  said  "  the  Board  of  Church 
Erection  gave  $500."  This  is  an  acknowledgment  we  do  not  always  see 
on  such  occasions. 

In  the  same  number  of  the  Evangelist  there  is  a  notice  of  the  dedication 
of  another  church  which  is  very  gratifying.  This  building,  though 
larger  and  more  costly  than  the  former,  was  (with  the  acknowledged  aid 
of  §500  from  the  Board  of  Church  Erection)  entirely  paid  for  on  the  day 
of  dedication,  so  that  in  reference  to  it  there  will  be  none  of  those  detested 
appeals  in  the  newspapers  for  "  additional  funds  to  pay  off  a  debt,"  after 
the  Board  has  been  certified  that  their  appropriation  "paid  the  last  cent 
of  debt." 

To  all  the  churches  we  say,  as  you  love  the  gates  of  Zion,  send  us 
your  collections  promptly  and  liberally,  and  the  hearts  of  many  of 
Christ's  poor  shall  be  made  glad.

ERETH  THE  POOR?" 

LIBERTY    COUNTY,    GEORGIA. 

In  Liberty  county,  Georgia,  about  60  miles  from  the  city  of  Savannah, 
and  about  eight  miles  east  of  station  No.  2,  on  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  Kail- 
road  is  Midway  Macedonia  colored  Presbyterian  church,  put  down  in  our 
last  Annual  Report  as  numbering  793  members,  the  largest  under  care 
of  our  Committee;  and  if  we,  this  month,  had  more  space  we  could  give 
a  very  interesting  account  of  this  field. 

It  was  in  this  place  that  Rev.  C.  C.  Jones,  D.D.,  whose  praise  is  in 
all  the  churches,  devoted  so  great  a  part  of  his  life's  labor  to  the  colored 
people,  in  connection  with  the  Midway  (white)  congregation.  Before 
the  late  war,  Midway  church  was  large;  after,  it  was  found  broken  and 
scattered.  Rev.  Joseph  Williams — familiarly  known  as  "Uncle  Joe" — 
was  sent  there  by  the  General  Assembly's  Committee  on  Freedmcn  to 
care  for  the  colored  Presbyterians,  then  "as  sheep  without  a  shepherd." 
With  about  380  of  these,  Midway  Macedonia  church  was  organized,  and  by 
the  kindness  of  the  remaining  trustees  of  Midway  church  they  have  wor- 
shipped ever  since  in  the  building  which  Midway  formerly  occupied — con- 
tinuing to  grow  and  prosper,  by  God's  blessing,  under  the  pastoral  care 
of  "Uncle  Joe,"  who,  though  now  well  advanced  in  years,  still  continues 
to  go  in  and  out  before  them. 

It  has  long  been  a  matter  of  sincere  regret  that  to  so  fine  a  body  of 
colored  Presbyterians  our  Committee,  from  year  to  year,  has  felt  obliged 
to  deny  parochial  school  privileges,  for  which  both  the  wants  and  the 
promise  of  such  a  field  so  earnestly  called.  Last  summer,  however, 
"Uncle  Joe"  wrote  our  highly  esteemed  white  missionary,  Rev.  J.  T.  H. 
W.,  then  at  Brunswick,  Ga.,  saying  that  his  church,  with  his  own  hearty 
consent,  extended  to  him  a  unanimous  call.  Mr.  W.  and  family,  though 
at  no  small  sacrifice  of  home  comforts,  social  and  other  privileges,  con- 
sented to  go.  (See  September  Record.)  And  thus  began  the  dawn  of 
what  we  trust  will  in  the  future  prove,  by  God's  blessing,  to  be  a  bright 
day,  intellectual  and  spiritual,  to  that  patiently  waiting  people.

SPECIAL  NOTES. 

RELIEF    FOR    THE    SUFFERERS. 

Many  of  our  churches  send  to  us  for  the  names  of  missionaries  on  the 
field  of  the  "Grasshopper  Invasion,"  preferring  to  send  supplies  to  be 
distributed  to  the  suffering  by  their  hands.  Many  "boxes"  and  "  bar- 
rels" of  Belief  Goods  have  gone  forward,  and  the  missionaries  write  back 
of  the  present  and  prospective  suffering  of  the  people  and  their  own  cheer- 
ful alacrity  in  making  a  wise  distribution  of  what  comes  to  their  hands. 
We  propose  to  take  notice  of  this  new  and  we  trust  temporary  charity,  on 
the  pages  of  the  Record.  Churches  are  requested  to  furnish  us  by  Pos- 
tal Card  the  number  of  boxes  sent,  to  whom  sent,  and  their  estimated 
value,  that  we  may  acknowledge  the  same  in  the  Record.  And  mis- 
sionaries are  requested  to  report  to  us  all  boxes  received,  and  from  what 
sources,  and  make  a  prompt,  careful,  and  judicious  distribution  of  the 
same. 

TO   PRESBYTERIES    AND    APPLICANTS    FOR    AID. 

The  practice  is  evidently  growing  to  have  applications  for  aid  from  the 
Board,  considered  and  endorsed  by  Committees  of  Presbytery  alone, 
instead  of  by  the  Presbytery  itself  in  open  session.  In  some  ca 
the  Chairman  of  a  Committee  seems  to  act  without  reference  even  to 
the  Committee,  signing  the  application  without  any  allusion  to  its  con- 
sent or  order.  Now  these  Committees  were  originally  to  act  in  extreme 
cases  only,  or  when  the  Presbytery  could  not  be  convened.  By  this 
assumption  of  its  duties,  the  Presbytery  is  often  left  in  ignorance  of  its 
own  mission  field — its  wants,  and  how  it  is  worked.  By  this  ignorance 
of  the  field  the  Presbytery  loses  its  interest  in  and  sympathy  with  the 
Board  in  its  struggles  to  render  aid. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  should  lay  each  case  before  its  Presbytery, 
when  at  all  possible,  with  all  its  details,  and  relations  to  other  cases,  so 
that  the  greatest  efficiency  and  economy  can  be  secured.  The  thorough 
supervision  by  each  Presbytery,  of  its  mission  field,  to  secure  the  group- 
ing of  feeble  ones  for  mutual  aid,  is  indispensable  in  this  time  of  debt  and 
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great    financial  depression.     The    attention  of  the   Presbyteries  to  the 
above,  at  their  approaching  meeting,  is  earnestly  requested.

which,  added  to  the  amount  acknowledged  in  the  Record  for  January — 
SI 34. 294  53 — makes  the  entire  receipts  from  the  beginning  of  our  fiscal 
year,  April  1st  to  December  31st,  1874.  81 77,587  15,  leaving  $222,412  85 
yet  to  be  received  of  the  $400,000  allotted  by  the  last  Assembly  to  Home 
Missions.  But  90  days  of  the  fiscal  year  remain  in  which  to  receive  this 
$222,412  85!— $2,471  23  per  day!  Who  will  help  to  accomplish  this 
great  and  good  work? 

The  treasury  of  the  Sustentation  Department  received  in  December 
$2,106  84,  which,  with  the  $9,484  30  acknowledged  in  the  January 
Record,  makes  the  entire  receipts  for  the  first  8  months  of  its  fiscal  year, 
$11,571  14,  leaving  $88,408  86  of  the  allotment  of  the  last  Assembly  to 
be  received  in  the  next  three  months.  The  books  of  Home  Missions  and 
the  Sustentation  Department,  in  compliance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
General  Assembly,  will  close  on  the  31st  of  March,  giving  but  11  months 
of  the  fiscal  year  to  Sustentation.  February  and  March  are  our  only 
hope  now. 

THE    CHINESE. 

The  Chinese  migration  to  this  country  presents  a  problem  of  difficult 
solution.  The  only  door  of  hope  for  them  and  for  us  lies  in  their  thorough 
evangelization.  Ready  access  to  them  for  this  end  is  found  in  their 
strong  desire  to  learn  our  language,  often  at  least,  if  not  always,  to  get  on 
in  business.  They  plainly  see  there  is  no  chance  for  them  in  this  direc- 
tion without  some  ability  to  read,  write,  and  especially  to  speak  the  lan- 
guage of  our  country.  Hence  their  more  than  willingness  to  attend  our 
Sabbath-schools.  Among  our  large  number  of  missionaries  in  California, 
Nevada,  Montana,  Oregon,  and  Washington  Territory,  almost  every  one  of 
them  has  more  or  less  of  this  interesting  people  in  their  schools.  A  single 
school  in  a  newly  organized  church  in  Southern  California  gathered,  in 
the  course  of  three  Sabbaths,  nearly  a  hundred  for  instruction  in  reading 
the  Scriptures,  chiefly  for  the  purpose,  on  their  part,  of  acquiring  the  lan- 
guage. Who  can  estimate  the  opportunity  thus  furnished  our  mission- 
aries and  people  to  teach  them  the  knowledge  of  the  only  living  and  true 
God,  and  Jesus  Christ  whom  He  has  sent,  which  is  eternal  life.  We 
commend  this  to  God's  people  as  a  "great  door  and  effectual"  to  prepare 
these  people  to  become  a  blessing  here  if  they  stay,  and  a  blessing  to  the 
millions  of  their  countrymen  beyond  the  ocean.  He  who  desires  a  solu- 
tion of  the  Chinese  problem  can  here,  and  in  our  work,  find  a  way  opened 
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up  by  the  gospel  of  God's  grace.  Already  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million 
of  them  are  on  our  Western  shores.  We  plead  for  aid  to  assist  in 
supporting  these  missionaries  and  increasing  their  number. 

MORMONISM. 

Another  problem  attended  with  great  difficulty  and  danger  too,  awaits 
future  development.  Mormonism,  with  its  heathenism,  polygamy,  and 
other  abominations,  its  systematic  oppression  and  degradation  of  woman, 
sits  entrenched  defiantly  in  the  heart  of  the  continent,  exciting  fears  in 
thoughtful  minds  for  the  safety  of  our  transcontinental  communications. 
It  is  disintegrating  from  many  causes,  and  is  threatened  with  dissolution 
on  the  death  of  its  hoary-headed  and  badly  eminent  leader.  Just  now  is 
the  time  for  sending  the  missionaries  of  a  pure  gospel  to  save  these  cor- 
rupt and  corrupting  masses.  Besides,  the  rapidly  developing  mining 
interests  are  attracting  large  numbers  of  our  young  enterprising  men  to 
settle  in  Utah,  where  they  are  exposed  to  the  baneful  influences  of  these 
communities.  Nothing  can  save  the  Mormons  or  the  so-called  Gentile 
settlers  bat  the  gospel.  This  divine  remedy  alone  can  cure  and  save 
these  people  in  the  heart  of  our  country.  The  Board  needs  to-day  the 
means  to  send  and  support  missionaries  to  occupy  many  interesting  and 
inviting  points  just  waiting  their  coming.  But  what  can  the  Board  dor 
with  the  vast  burden  of  debt  upon  its  treasury?  Let  Christians  ponder 
and  pray  over  their  duty  and  responsibility.  These  people  are  not  away 
in  Asia  or  Africa,  but  in  the  very  heart  of  our  own  country,  asserting  and 
exercising  the  rights  and  privileges  of  citizens,  threatening  to  destroy  the 
very  foundations,  not  only  of  religion,  but  of  civil  order,  society,  and 
safety. 

INDIANS. 

Our  churches  should  remember  that  this  Board,  whilst  maintaining  ex- 
pensive missions  among  the  Indians,  derives  no  aid  from  the  general 
government,  and  is  entirely  dependent  on  the  gifts  of  good  people.  The 
Indian  has  a  claim  preeminently  on  the  Christians  of  this  country.  Our 
homes  were  once  the  homes  of  these  wronged  and  exiled  tribes.  The 
salvation  of  the  Indians  was  one  of  the  professed  objects  of  the  first 
settlers  in  this  country. 

Alas  !  how  they  have  suffered  and  perished  under  our  blighting  touch ! 
Shall  we  not  strive  to  bring  them  to  Jesus,  that  His  touch  may  cure  ? 
The  means  of  supporting  missionaries  among  them  is  what  the  Board 
needs.  Many  of  these  tribes  are  imploring  the  Board  to  send  them  men 
"  to  break  the  bread  of  life."  We  have  already  promising  missions  es- 
tablished among  the  Cherokees  and  Creeks,  which  need  enlargement  as 
well  as  present  support.  The  Indian  tribes  are  fast  disappearing,  and 
whatever  is  done  for  them  must  be  done  quickly. 

TEXAS,    NEW    MEXICO,    AND    MONTANA, 

Besides  the  Indian  country  there  are  other  very  interesting  fields  for 
work.     One — New  Mexico — with  a  large  and  ignorant  population  of  Mexi- 
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can  Papists,  and  a  growing  number  of  our  American  people.  Here  the 
Papacy  has  to  be  met  and  struggled  with  in  one  of  its  old  camps  and 
strongholds,  where  it  has  been  entrenched  for  nearly  three  hundred  years. 
There  its  degrading  power  is  exhibited  amongst  the  native,  and  Spanish, 
and  mixed  people,  after  a  training  of  half  a  dozen  generations. 

They  are  now  a  part  of  our  permanent  population,  to  influence  for  good 
or  ill  the  future  of  our  dear  country. 

Then  here  is  Texas  *with  its  imperial  territory,  and  vast,  and  varied 
resources,  with  an  ever-increasing  and  overflowing  tide  of  immigration 
from  the  South  and  the  North,  and  from  all  lands,  which  will  soon  make 
it  one  of  the  largest  and  most  powerful  commonwealths  in  our  National 
Confederation.  They  cry  to  us  to  come  to  their  help,  more  earnestly 
because  multitudes  do  not  feel  the  need  of  it.  There  are  forty  counties 
in  northern  and  western  Texas  needing  each  a  minister  to  look  after  the 
wandering  sheep,  to  gather  them  into  the  fold  of  Christ. 

Montana,  growing  in  population  and  importance  as  new  mineral 
interests  are  developed,  and  new  railroad  enterprises  approach  it,  calls 
for  devoted  laborers  to  sow  the  seed  of  the  gospel  in  its  wondrous  val- 
leys and  among  romantic  mountains. 

The  cry  from  all  these  fields,  so  urgent  and  so  great,  in  view  of  the  vast 
burden  of  debt  on  the  treasury,  is  oppressive,  almost  appalling !  What 
will  the  Church  do  ?  Will  she  come  to  the  help  of  the  Lord,  to  the  help 
of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty  ? 

The  matter,  for  the  present,  must  be  decided  soon,  for  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  Board  is  drawing  to  a  close.  The  young  men  in  the  Seminaries 
are  saying:  "Here  are  we,  send  us.  Can  you  not  send  us  to  these 
needy,  yet  hopeful  fields  ?"  The  wastes  are  crying  to  us:  "  Can  you  not, 
will  you  not  send  us  these  men  to  tell  us  of  the  '  way  of  life?'  Many  of 
us  are  your  brethren,  your  children,  your  sons  and  daughters ;  do  not 
leave  us  to  spiritual  destitution  and  desolation!" 

Brethren  of  the  ministry,  elders,  deacons,  and  members  of  our  five 
thousand  churches,  and  million  of  children  in  our  Sabbath-schools,  what 
answer  shall  we  give  to  these  urgent  cries?  From  you,  and  you  only, 
can  our  answer  to  them  come.

This  was  pledged  in  faith,  and  with  many  misgivings  as  to  its  accom- 
plishment, but  we  have  been  taught  to  believe  as  did  John  Elliot, 
"  That  for  the  most  part  it  is  idleness  alone  creates  impossibilities,  and  that 
hard  work  performed  in  the  spirit  of  faith,  and  crowned  with  the  blessing 
of  God,  will  remove  mountains."  It  is  just  one  year  since  this  society 
was  organized,  the  first  Wednesday  in  January.  January  6th,  1875, 
we  propose  holding  our  annual  meeting,  at  which  time  we  wish  to 
present  the  Home  Mission  cause,  so  that  if  possible  to  attract  more  atten- 
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tion  to  it  and  excite  a  greater  interest  in  it — its  early  history,  its  present 
work,  extent,  &c.  I  have  the  annual  report,  which  will  be  invaluable, 
and  for  which  accept  my  thanks.  Anything-  else  you  may  resommend 
to  be  read,  or  have,  that  would  excite  an  interest  at  that  meeting,  (which 
I  am  convinced  can  only  be  done  by  knowledge,)  will  be  thankfully 
received.  I  am  tempted  to  ask  }^ou  to  write  a  note  to  the  Society  to  be 
read  that  day,  but  fear  I  am  already  trespassing  on  valuable  time.  In 
tne  amount  sent  you  from  Westminster  Sabbath-school,  you  will  find 
$8  from  "Woman  Mission  Workers,"   making  the»last  instalment  of  the 

$25  promised  toward  the  support  of  Rev.  J R ,  by  this  Band. 

Please,  if  possible,  receipt  for  this  separately.  We  are  truly  grateful  to 
our  Heavenly  Father,  who  has  permitted  us  to  fulfil  our  engagements, 
and  take  it  as  an  encouragement  to  attempt  more  liberal  things  in  the 
future.

Enclosed  please  find  a  draft  for  three  hundred  dollars,  ($300,)  the 
dying  bequest  of  Gracy  0.  McWilliams,  to  the  Boards  of  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions.  You  will  please  retain  $150  for  the  use  of  the 
Home  Board,  and  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Foreign  Board 
the  remaining  $150.  Gracy  is  a  sister  of  my  wife,  and  died  last  June, 
while    we    were   on   a    visit   at   her   father's   house   in   Pennsylvania. 

Shortly  before  she  died,  she  said  to  Mrs.  R ,  she  wished  to  give 

something  to  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  and  requested  that  I 
attend  to  it  for  her.  The  family,  therefore,  sent  the  enclosed  draft  to  me 
as  she  desired.  A  few  months  before  she  died,  she  and  the  family 
moved  from  Westmoreland  county  to  Lawrence  county,  Pennsylvania. 
At  the  time  of  her  death  she  was  a  member  of  Westfield  church,  Pres- 
bytery of  Shenango.  She  was  about  nineteen  years  old.  She  died 
trusting  in  Jesus,  and  was  remarkably  patient  and  cheerful  during  her 
entire  sickness.

SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

Perhaps  we  made  a  mistake  in  the  last  number  of  the  Record  in  saying 
that  February  was  the  month  designated  by  the  General  Assembly  for 
the  Sustentation  cause.  Our  worthy  brother  of  the  Board  of  Education 
so  affirms,  and  he  is  good  authority.  We  can  find  no  month  designated 
for  Sustentation  in  the  Minutes.  But  on  the  second  page  of  the  cover  of 
the  Record  from  April  18*72,  till  August  1813,  among  the  standing  notices 
or  appointments,  by  the  General  Assembly,  February  is  uniformly  desig- 
nated for  Sustentation.  In  Dr.  Jacobus'  appeal  in  the  Record  of  February 
1872,  he  says:  "Most  have  doubtless  placed  this  contribution  in  the 
month  of  February,  according  to  the  Assembly's  schedule."  In  the 
next  number  of  the  Record,  the  March  number,  the  Secretary  of  Educa- 
tion opens  with  the  following  attractive  heading:  "  Annual  Sabbath 
for  Education,  First  Sabbath  in  March,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  possible." 

And  in  February,  1874,  Dr.  Jacobus  opens  his  appeal  in  the  Record  as 
follows:  "The  month  of  February  is  specially  assigned  to  the  work  of 
Pastoral  Sustentation.11  But  it  appears  now  that  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion has  been  assigned  to  the  month  of  February,  and  therefore  Susten- 
tation is  crowded  out  of  the  schedule  entirely. 
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We  beg  of  our  friends  to  remember  that  that  change  was  neither  planned 
nor  connived  at  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions.  Not  a  person  in  this 
office  has  ever  heard  of  this  change,  or  had  any  idea  that  any  such  had 
been  made.  We  are  brought  nearly  to  the  end  of  our  fiscal  year,  still  over- 
whelmed with  debt.  But  our  hope  had  been  through  all  the  months  past, 
that  February,  the  month  the  churches  had  already  become  somewhat 
accustomed  to  remember  for  Sustentation,  would  bring  us  large  returns 
and  enable  us  to  close  the  year  out  of  debt.  This  had  been  our  hope,  and 
with  it  we  had  comforted  the  missionaries.  But  what  was  our  surprise 
and  sorrow,  what  must  have  been  theirs,  when  they  learn  for  the  first 
time,  through  the  religious  papers,  that  February  is  claimed  by  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  that  no  such  provision  whatever  had  been  made,  that 
is,  no  month — no  time  had  been  assigned  to  Sustentation?  To  men  who 
have  already  waited  six  months  for  their  pay,  who  have  been  compelled 
to  contract  debts,  depending  on  our  Treasury  for  relief,  it  must  be  a  great 
and  sore  trial.  How  weary  of  waiting,  and  yet  how  patient  these  men 
are,  will  appear  from  some  extracts  from  their  quarterly  reports  given 
below. 

What  then  shall  be  done  ?  Let  the  churches  take  the  matter  into  their 
own  hands,  and  exercise  their  own  choice,  and  select  their  own  time.  Xo 
time  being  fixed  by  the  Assembly,  the  only  time  for  this  collection  having 
been  superseded  to  make  room  for  another  Board,  let  the  churches  fix 
their  own  time — suit  their  own  convenience  only,  so  that  these  men  may 
be  paid,  and  the  debt  they  are  suffering  from  be  removed.  February  and 
March  are  all  that  remain  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  account  will  be  closed 
the  last  day  of  March,  and  we  beg  of  all  the  friends  of  Sustentation,  the 
pastors  and  people,  to  see  to  it  that  Sustentation  has  a  chance,  and  a  fair 
chance  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

To  go  on  to  the  end  of  the  year,  as  we  have  been  going,  is  a  great 
injustice  to  the  men  who  depend  on  this  cause  for  a  portion  of  their  sup- 
port. They  must  be  paid,  and  paid  more  promptly,  or  they  will  abandon 
all  dependence  on  a  scheme  that  does  not  meet  their  expectations  or  just 
demands. 


A  brother  from  Illinois  writes  as  follows : 

The  last  six  months  salary  of  the  second  year  is  still  unpaid.  I  have 
continued  the  excessive  labor  of  superintending  our  Sabbath-school, 
preaching  three  times  each  Sabbath,  and  riding  twelve  miles  each  Sabbath 
P.  M.,  until  the  present.  And  now,  with  a  diseased  throat,  and  impaired 
health,  I  am  compelled  to  quit  the  pulpit  for  a  season,  if  not  forever, 
unless  a  change  of  climate  may  enable  me  to  continue.  But  I  haven't 
a  dollar  to  live  upon,  or  seek  a  change  of  climate !  Can  you  not  help  me 
for  the  Lord's  sake,  in  whose  service  I  do  most  ardentlv  desire  to  con- 
tinue.     Yours,  in  bonds,  D.  J.  McM. 

ANOTHER    FROM    THE    SAME    STATE. 

I  have  heard  nothing  from  our  last  report  sent  three  months  ago.  If 
you  have  not  received  it,  let  me  know  immediately.  I  am  in  debt.  Ac- 
counts  now  overdue,  which  I  expected  to  meet  with  the  Sustentation  aid, 
have  been  settled  by  notes  drawing  ten  per  cent,  interest;  besides  I  have 
borrowed  S50,  which  must  be  paid  by  the  first  of  February.  Do  what 
you  can  for  me  by  that  time.

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RECOMMENDATION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

FEBRUARY    FOR    EDUCATION. 

The  Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges  having  been  made  of  late  a  month 
earlier,  and  the  month  of  March  being  found  specially  unfavorable  for 
collections  on  account  of  the  simultaneous  appeals  of  other  Boards  for 
additional  assistance  before  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  which  occurs 
April  1st,  the  last  General  Assembly  resolved  to  request  churches  which 
make  annual  collections  to  do  so  for  this  Board  in  February.  Its  action 
is  as  follows:  "  Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  recommend  to  the  churches 
which  adhere  to  the  system  of  annual  collections  for  the  Boards,  the 
month  of  February  as  the  most  suitable  for  the  collection  for  this  Board; 
and  that  the  collections  for  other  causes  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  come 
into  conflict  with  this." — Minutes,  p.  35. 

It  is  felt  that  the  weekly  Scripture  method  is  the  best.  But  as  many 
churches  take  up  annual  collections,  a  system  in  this  seems  necessary  to 
prevent  general  confusion.  It  is  hoped  then  that  in  every  church  a 
vigorous  effort  will  be  made  for  Education  as  soon  as  practicable. 


THE  TREASURY. 


The  General  Assembly  which  sat  at  St.  Louis  last  May  determined, 
after  full  consideration  of  the  case,  that  the  Board  of  Education  needs 
for  the  current  year  the  sum  of  $112,000.  Nine  months  of  the  time  ended 
on  January  1st,  the  amount  received  till  then  was  only  $35,356.  That 
yet  needed,  according  to  this  estimate,  is  $16,644. 

When  we  add,  that  the  light  receipts  of  the  entire  summer  and  fall 
did  not  pay  the  debts  of  last  year,  and  that  the  1st  of  November  found 
the  Board  with  a  balance  of  $4,700  of  old  debts,  and  nothing  to  make  the 
fall  pa}rments,  it  will  be  seen  how  much  it  has  been  straitened  during 
the  winter.  It  has  had  again  to  go  into  bank  for  various  amounts,  and 
is  now  in  debt  about  $25,000. 

Two  quarter  payments  are  yet  due  upon  the  promises  for  the  collegiate 
year.  The  spring  collections  are  our  reliance  to  meet  these,  and  to  also 
clear  off  all  these  debts,  which  it  should  be  remembered  have  been 
incurred  in  order  to  meet  promptly  the  engagements  with  the  students. 

This  statement  will  show  our  brethren  in  the  ministry  how  imperative 
and  great  is  the  necessity  for  very  liberal  contributions  at  this  time. 
The  Board  most  earnestly  hopes  that  this  representation  will  be  made  by 
them  to  their  people. 

The  number  of  students  satisfactorily  recommended,  and  received 
by  the  Board  until  this  time,  for  the  year,  is  483,  of  these  99  are  new 
students ;  a  gain  of  19  upon  the  number  on  the  roll  at  this  time  last  year. 

A  circular  published  in  the  newspapers  furnishes  the  facts  which  are 
necessary  for  the  presentation  of  the  cause  of  Education  this  year  from 
the  pulpit.  It  is  important  that  they  should  be  communicated  to  the 
people,  as  encouragements  to  prayer  and  to  the  contribution  of  aid. 

A  volume  of  272  pages,  entitled  "God's  Rule  for  Christian  Giving," 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  will  be  distributed, 
by  some  special  contributions  for  the  purpose,  to  the  ministry  and  the 
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candidates  under  the  care  of  the  Board.  It  is,  at  the  time  we  write, 
about  coming  from  the  hands  of  the  printer,  and  will  be  sent  by  mail  as 
soon  as  possible  after  it  receives  a  muslin  cover. 

HINTS  FROM  OTHER  CHURCHES. 

Tlic  Presbyterian  Church  certainly  needs  more  men  for  the  increase  of 

the  number  of  her  ministry.     It  is  estimated  by  those  connected   with 

the  Methodist  Episcopal   Church  in  the  United  States,  that  the  entire 

body  needs  about  eight  hundred  new  accessions  to  its  ministry  every 

year,  in  order  to  keep  the  itinerant  ranks  filled.  The  Lutherans  occa- 
sionally make  appeals  for  men,  they  say  that  they  are  suffering-  for  want 
of  ministers ;  if  they  had  five  hundred  men  on  hand,  they  could  furnish 
every  one  of  them  with  pastoral  charges.  The  Episcopal  Triennial  Gen- 
eral Convention,  recently  in  session,  deplored  the  want  of  students  for  the 
ministry. 

In  Scotland,  on  the  other  hand,  where  the  Spirit  of  God  has  been 
poured  out  in  great  revivals  of  religion,  the  number  of  young  men  offer- 
ing themselves  to  preach  the  gospel  has  at  once  become  large.  Two 
hundred  have  presented  themselves  for  foreign  missions.  The  hearts  of 
Christians  have  been  enlarged.  Funds  have  flowed  in  liberally  for  every 
kind  of  good  work. 

From  such  examples  we  learn  the  chief  reason  why  we  are  straitened. 
It  is  not  in  the  Lord.  It  is  in  our  own  souls.  We  want  prayer  to  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  for  laborers.  The  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
would  start  up  large  numbers.  But  we  need  prayer,  also,  that  the  eyes 
of  Christians  may  be  opened  to  see,  and  their  hearts  to  feel,  the  wants  of 
perishing  men ;  and  thus  they  may  be  led  to  give  their  money  to  assist 
those  who  are  willing  to  preach  if  they  had  but  the  requisite  preparation. 


OUR  WORK  AMONG  THE  COLORED  MEN. 

We  now  and  then  receive  a  first  rate  letter  from  some  one  of  our 
colored  ministers  or  students ;  the  following,  with  some  omissions,  but 
retaining  the  language  and  thought,  is  in  point.  This  excellent  and 
faithful  brother,  who  has  lived  many  years  in  the  South,  is  most  anxious 
that  the  Board  should  not  lessen,  but  increase,  the  aid  it  is  giving  to 
colored  students.  They  are,  indeed,  greatly  needed  to  preach  to  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  their  race,  who  would  gladly  hear  them,  but  to 
whom  no  one  capable  of  teaching  them  has  yet  been  sent.  This  interesting 
part  of  our  work  should  move  some  good  people  to  send  us  larger  help 
for  it, 

"  In  relation  to  the  inquiries  made  by  the  Board  of  Education,  I  hardly 
know  what  to  answer.  The  subject  of  the  education  of  the  young  men 
seems  to  be  one  open  on  two  sides.  One  question  relates  to  the  field, 
which  is  white,  ready  for  the  harvest.  Christians  are  required  to  pray 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  would  raise  up  laborers  to  be  sent  forth 
into  the  field,  even  if  they  are  not  qualified  exactly  according  to  our  mode 
and  taste.  The  other  question  is,  how  shall  the  Church  be  aroused  to 
greater  liberality,  so  that  those  laborers  offering  themselves  to  the  Board 
for  qualification  may  be  sustained?  To  reject  these  young  men  would  be 
like  frost  nipping  plants  in  the  bud,  when  the  garden  ought  to  be  flourish- 
ing and  green.  I  cannot  conceive  for  a  moment  that  the  Board  would 
desire  to  lessen  the  number,  instead  of  increasing  it. 
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"Rev.  and  dear  brother,  allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  one  glorious 
promise  in  the  word  of  God:  'a  nation  shall  be  born  in  a  day.'  When 
all  the  nation  was  declared  free,  without  respect  to  race,  or  color,  or 
previous  condition,  men  and  women  were  born  full-grown.  They  were 
children,  without  any  culture  of  mind,  and  little  desire  or  taste  for 
improvement.  There  has  been  all  manner  of  ignorance  and  wickedness 
practised  among  us.  Now,  to  save  our  race,  we  want  educated  young 
men.  The  fathers  are  like  the  children  of  Israel,  who  started  for  the 
promised  land,  but  died  in  the  wilderness  in  unbelief  and  ignorance. 
They  were  kept  in  slavery  so  long  that  they  loved  their  leeks  and  garlic. 
But  their  children  were  led  to  this  goodly  land.  I  can  only  hope  then 
that  God  in  His  infinite  goodness  may  enable  you  to  improve  the  young 
men,  and  send  them  forth  as  lights  to  chase  away  the  gross  darkness  from 
this  people.         „ 

"Be  pleased  to  accept  of  my  earnest  prayer  that  God  may  bless  your 
great  and  good  work." 

SOME  THOUGHTS  FOR  THE  FORGETFUL. 

Calls  for  contributions  to  good  objects  come  often.  "  Oh  how  many  col- 
lections there  are  at  church  !"  "What  a  number  of  claims  we  have  for 
money!" 

Yes,  just  think  how  many  Boards  of  the  Church,  and  how  many  calls 
for  matters  in  the  congregation,  and  out  of  it;  how  many  poor  people, 
how  many  pleas  for  help !  Sometimes  one  feels  oppressed  with  the  number. 

But  there  is  a  reflection  which  takes  away  all  such  evil  thoughts,  and 
inspires  us  afresh.  It  is,  the  multitude  of  God's  mercies  to  ourselves. 
"How  precious  are  thy  thoughts  unto  me,  0  God,  how  great  is  the  sum 
of  them  !  If  I  should  count  them,  they  are  more  in  number  than  the 
sand." 

God  thinks  of  every  one  of  us  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  times  or 
more  each  year  to  raise  us  from  the  death  of  sleep ;  and  this  is  twelve 
thousand  times  in  an  average  life,  and  twenty-five  thousand  times  if  we 
reach  three-score  and  ten.  God  thinks  of  us  eleven  hundred  times  a 
year  to  feed  us,  and  this  is  thirty-six  thousand  times  in  an  average  life. 
But  these  numbers  are  small  compared  to  those  of  his  other  mercies. 
God  thinks  of  us  forty-two  millions  of  times  a  year,  at  each  to  give  the 
machinery  of  the  heart  a  new  impulse  of  his  hand;  each  one  of  these  is 
equal  to  the  lifting  of  fifty  pounds,  and  all  amount  to  the  amazing  aggre- 
gate of  a  million  tons  a  year. 

And  still  this  computation  gives  us  a  poor  impression  of  the  number 
of  his  thoughts  to  us  ward.  Every  one  of  the  many  thousand  hairs  upon 
our  head  is  an  organized  plant,  having  its  distinct  root  and  trunk,  its 
nutritive  vessels  and  its  separate  life ;  and  there  is  not  one  of  them  which 
is  not  tended  and  cared  for  by  our  heavenly  Father,  its  growth  or  its  fall 
to  the  ground  a  matter  of  thought,  as  it  affects  our  comfort,  our  useful- 
ness, and  our  preparation  for  the  eternal  state. 

Every  drop  of  rain  is  a  thought  of  God.  Every  ray  of  sunshine  is  a 
thought  of  God.  God's  thoughts  and  acts  of  goodness  and  mercy  to  each 
of  us  are  countless,  infinitely  beyond  the  numberless  millions  of  grains  of 
sand  in  an  acre  of  seashore. 

And  our  sins,  Oh  what  thousands  and  thousands  of  evil  words  and 
deeds,  what  innumerable  evil  thoughts,  does  God  observe,  and  yet  cover 
each  with  some  drop  of  atoning  blood,  so  that  it  is  hid  from  sight  forever ! 

What  countless  prayers,  and  desires,  for  good  to  the  souls  of  ourselves, 
and  our  kindred!     What  sighs,  what  tears,  what  fears,  does  he  note —

millions  of  them,  in  the  rounds  of  each  year — and  suit  some  relief  or 
answer  t<>  every  on«- ! 

Sow  little  can  we  do  for  our  God  in  return!  All  that  he  asks  of  us  is 
some  gift  expressive  of  our  gratitude,  and  in  some  proportion  to  our 
material  possessions,  " according  as  he  hath  prospered,"  each  Sabbath ; 
or  when  his  providence  presents  objects  for  them  through  the  week. 

Giving  to  others  reminds  us  of  the  number  of  God's  gifts  to  us. 
It  enlarges  and  multiplies  and  makes  still  more  valuable  those  gifts. 
Giving  makes  us  like  God,  and  trains  us  for  the  sceptre  and  crown  which 
he  has  prepared  for  us  above.  It  educates  us  to  pray  for  what  we  Q<  ed, 
and  prompts  us  to  praise  God  for  what  we  receive.  It  teaches  us  to 
seek  out  objects  of  pity  and  care,  and  inclines  us  to  labor  to  take  them 
with  us  to  heaven  in  order  to  swell  the  joyful  company  there.  God  there- 
fore is  deeply  concerned  to  have  us  give  frequently  and  abundantly,  both 
for  our  own  and  others'  immediate  good. 
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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Arrival  out  of  Missionaries. — Dr.  and  Mrs.  Holmes,  and  Mr. 
Potter,  arrived  at   Oroomiah,  October  26th,  "  all  very  well,  and  in  good 

spirits." 

Added  to  the  church. — In  Tedo,  Mr.  Carrothers  reports  a  church 
organized,  consisting  of  thirteen  members,  all  received  by  baptism  onpro- 
:  —ion  of  their  faith  in  Christ.  Several  of  these  converts  are  young  men 
of  promise,  who,  it  is  hoped,  will  become  ministers  of  the  gospel.  In 
Canton,  Dr.  Happer  speaks  of  nine  new  members  admitted  to  the  church 
on  the  first  Sabbath  of  November.  One  of  them  was  a  woman,  who 
came  fifty  miles  from  her  home,  in  the  country,  to  make  her  profession  of 
faith.  She  had  been  led  to  Christ  as  her  Saviour  by  another  woman,  a 
member  of  the  church.  Mr.  Carrington  mentions  the  admission  of  a 
Siamese  woman  to  the  church  of  Ayuthia.  Mr.  Wynkoop  refers  to 
another  convert  received  in  Allahabad,  and  Mr.  Wilder  to  two  converts 
received  in  Kolapore.  Mr.  Easton  speaks  of  two  Mohammedans  baptized 
in  Tabriz,  and  Mr.  Whipple,  of  Oroomiah,  reports  another  baptized  by 
one  of  the  native  ministers.  This  convert  is  in  the  army,  and  says  "there 
are  two  hundred  men  who  believe  as  he  does,  and  they  hold  secret  meet- 
ings, and  talk  about  this  religion."  Mr.  Priest  reports  two  members 
received  in  Sinou,  Liberia;  and  Mr.  Bushnell  one  in  Gaboon.  Mr. 
Blackford  mentions  four  new  communicants  received  by  the  church  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro.  In  Mexico,  the  missionaries  still  meet  with  encourage- 
ment. Mr.  Hutchinson  reporting  thirty  new  members  received  in  the 
city  of  Mexico,  and  nineteen  in  Vera  Cruz. 

An  earnest  spirit  of  inquiry  amongst  individuals,  is  reported  by 
missionaries  in  Yokohama  and  Yedo,  in  Canton,  in  Tabriz,  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  and  in  Mexico.  In  Oroomiah,  some  of  the  Jews  were  taking 
much  interest  in  Christian  instruction.  Several  of  the  brethren  express 
their  desire  that  their  work  may  be  specially  remembered  in  the  prayers 
of  the  churches. 

Good  work  of  a  preseytery. — "A  principal  item  of  business/'  Mr. 
Hull  writes,  of  the  Presbytery  of  Kolapore,  "  was  the  examination  of  can- 
didates looking  forward  to  licensure,  of  whom  there  are  four  under  the 
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care  of  Presbytery."  One  of  these  was  received  at  this  meeting;  they 
were  all  carefully  examined,  and  their  further  studies  were  directed  with 
evident  good  judgment. 

More  men  called  for. — In  the  letters  reported  below,  the  mission- 
aries in  Zacatecas,  Mexico,  urge  strongly  the  need  of  at  least  one  more 
missionary  without  delay  in  their  part  of  the  country.  An  urgent 
request  is  made,  also,  for  another  missionary  in  Yedo,  Japan. 

As  to  the  Mohammedans. — While  our  letters  of  late  contain  refer- 
ences to  a  revived  spirit  of  bigotry  and  intolerance  in  some  parts  of  the 
Turkish  empire,  they  refer  also  to  the  inquiries,  made  more  frequently 
than  in  former  years,  of  Mohammedans  concerning  the  Christian  religion. 
In  Persia,  this  seems  to  be  remarkable.  We  should  remember  the 
great  risk  and  peril  encountered  by  converts  from  the  religion  of  the  False 
Prophet,  and  seek  for  them  divine  protection. 

A  Deceiver. — At  Allahabad,  a  professed  convert  from  Mohamme- 
danism had  been  admitted  to  the  church,  and  he  seemed  to  walk  well  for 
a  time.  But  his  subsequent  conduct  showed  that  his  religious  profession 
was  not  sincere,  and  the  brethren  had  to  mourn  over  his  criminal  conduct, 
which  came  to  light  after  he  had  disappeared  from  that  city.  We  must 
expect  such  things.  They  occurred  under  the  ministry  of  the  Apostles* 
and  sometimes  they  occur  in  the  churches  of  our  own  country. 

Receipts  May  1st,  to  January  1st. — From  churches,  $118,201; 
from  individual  donors,  $11, U4  ;  from  legacies,  $23,403— in  all,  $153,3191 
Last  year  the  receipts  in  these  months  were  $186,818.  From  the 
churches  and  individual  donors,  this  year,  $129,915  ;  last  year,  $145,118. 

We  are  grateful  to  see  that  these  returns  show  a  considerable  gain 
over  those  of  last  month ;  and  if  this  increase  can  be  maintained  during 
the  remaining  months,  to  May  1st,  the  year  will  end  well.

PRAYER  FOR  THE  BOARDS. 

One  of  our  esteemed  pastors  writes  to  us,  expressing  his  earnest  desire 
that  prayer  should  be  offered  for  the  Boards  of  the  Church  during  "the 
week   of  prayer."     This  letter  has   appeared  in  some  of  our  religious 
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newspapers,  but  we  print  most  of  it  here.  It  is  not  chiefly  during  any 
special  services  that  our  work  of  evangelization  should  be  remembered  in 
our  prayers;  but  this  cause  should  lie  near  our  hearts  all  the  time,  and 
be  presented  at  the  throne  of  grace  in  our  private  and  family  devotions, 
as  well  as  in  our  meetings  for  prayer,  and  in  the  services  of  the  sanctuary. 
We  agree  with  our  correspondent  that  it  is  mainly  prayer  that  is  needed, 
though  this,  of  course,  should  be  accompanied  with  the  use  of  all  other 
proper  means,  especially  the  spread  of  information  among  our  people  con- 
cerning the  nature,  difficulties,  progress,  &c,  of  the  work.  We  hope  this 
letter  will  tend  to  keep  the  subject  before  our  ministers  and  people. 

After  referring  to  the  great  want  of  larger  pecuniary  support  of  our 
Boards,  he  says:  "The  evil  is  not  confined  to  our  own  branch  of  the 
Church,  but  extends,  I  believe,  to  most,  if  not  all  the  others.  It  is  a 
most  serious  one,  as  you  very  well  know,  exerting  a  great  and  blighting 
influence.  Why  should  we  not  bring  it  before  a  throne  of  grace,  and  ask 
God,  through  his  Spirit,  to  bestow  upon  the  Church  the  disposition  and 
ability  to  give  liberally  for  the  work? 

"  We  have  tried,  I  think,  every  other  method  to  arouse  the  Church  to 
her  duty,  in  this  particular,  save  that  of  prayer.  Ought  we  not  now  try 
the  efficacy  of  that?  In  answer  to  the  supplications  of  the  Church,  God 
has  removed  many  serious  obstacles  to  the  progress  of  the  Church  within 
the  last  fifty  years.     Have  we  not  reason  to  believe  that  he  will  make 

way  with  this,  if  we  but  ask  Him? The  matter  is  one  that  is  ever 

before  my  own  mind  and  in  my  prayers." 


QUESTIONS   AND  ANSWERS. 

(Continued  from  vol.  xxii,  page  144.) 

No.  35.  As  to  the  salaries  of  the  wives  of  missionaries  paid  by 
the  Ladies'  Boards.  These  are  not  additional  to  the  salary  allowed  by 
the  Board  to  a  missionary  and  his  wife ;  but  a  part  of  that  salary  is 
assigned  to  the  Ladies'  Boards,  as  their  portion  of  this  expense,  and  the 
missionary's  wife  is  then  accounted  in  each  case  respectively  as  their 
missionary.  It  is  an  arrangement  founded  not  on  the  idea  of  a  previously 
insufficient  support,  but  of  a  joint  support  by  the  Board  and  the  Ladies' 
Boards  as  its  auxiliaries — thus  enabling  the  women  of  the  Church  to 
come  into  direct  relations  with  their  missionary  sisters  abroad. 

No.  36.  As  to  presents  to  missionaries. — These  are  in  the  same 
class  with  articles  of  outfit,  which  are  thus  referred  to  in  the  rule  of  the 
Board  :  "Moneys,  articles  of  clothing,  &c,  furnished  to  missionaries  by 
personal  friends,  are  not  to  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  missionary  out- 
fit, unless  the  donors  expect  them  to  be  acknowledged  by  the  Board  as 
gifts  to  the  cause  of  missions,  in  which  case  they  will  be  charged  as  a 
part  of  the  outfit  allowance."  In  other  words,  the  Board  has  nothing 
to  do  with  these  presents,  as  such.  Yet  wise  consideration  should  be 
exercised  by  churches  and  auxiliary  associations,  when  presents  of  large 
pecuniary  value  are  contemplated  by  them  in  any  case.  The  amount  of 
the  usual  outfit  when  taken,  and  of  the  regular  salary,  should  be  kept  in 
view,  and  also  the  unwisdom  of  making  differences  in  the  support  from 
church  funds  of  laborers  who  are  closelv  associated  in  small  circles  and 
in  similar  circumstances  at  the  same  station.  These  things  should  be 
kept  in  mind,  while  many  special  circumstances  are  properly  regarded 
with  kind  and  judicious  liberality. 

No.  3*7.  As  to  the  church  in  Las  Yegas,  New  Mexico — referred  to 
in  the  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  page  74.  The  Board  was 
requested  to  give  a  title  to  this  property  to  the  Board  of  Church  Erec- 
tion.    This  Minute  of  the   General  Assembly  was  adopted,  apparently, 
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without  a  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  has  no  pecuniary  inte- 
rest, and  never  had  any,  in  this  property,  but  holds  it  only  in  trust  for 
the  New  York  Ladies'  Board.  The  Ladies'  Board  collected  from  its 
friends  in  this  part  of  the  country  far  the  greater  part  of  the  money  ex- 
pended for  this  church,  and  we  understand  that  it  prefers  to  have  the 
title  continued  in  its  present  form.  Its  purpose  is,  as  we  are  informed, 
to  provide  funds  soon  to  pay  off  the  not  very  large  debt  on  the  church. 
We  give  great  credit  to  the  Ladies  for  their  liberal  gifts  to  this  object ; 
but  for  them  there  would  have  been  no  church  in  Las  Vegas. 

No.  38.  Can  the  General  Assembly  properly  direct  one  of  the  Church 
Boards  to  change  the  tenure  of  property  held  in  trust  ?  This  question 
is  raised  by  the  case  just  referred  to.  We  state  the  question,  without 
reply,  that  it  may  receive  consideration. 


GOOD  NEWS  FROM  JAPAN. 
The  Rev.  C.  Carrothers  writes  as  follows,  from  Yedo,  November  20th. 

In  my  last  letter  I  spoke  of  the  admission  to  the  church  of  a  native 
teacher,  and  of  several  others  who  would  probabty  desire  admission.  I 
am  most  happy  to  inform  you,  that  on  last  Sabbath,  assisted  by  Brother 
Loomis  and  two  brethren  of  the  Scotch  United  Presbyterian  Church,  I 
organized  a  Presbyterian  church  consisting  of  eleven  members.  My 
work  is  now  of  the  most  interesting  and  encouraging  character.  There 
are  still  many  in  attendance  who  are  deeply  interested,  and  who,  I  hope, 
will  shortly  give  their  hearts  to  the  Lord.  Last  Sabbath,  at  the  evening 
service,  two  young  men  who  have  been  interested  for  months,  came  for- 
ward and  asked  to  be  admitted  to  the  church.  One  of  them  belongs  to  a 
very  respectable  family  of  this  city. 

God's  Spirit  is  evidently  manifesting  His  presence  among  us,  and  by 
His  continued  blessing  and  guidance,  I  trust  that  our  church  will  rapidly 
increase.  The  present  members  are  zealous  and  devoted,  and  I  trust 
will  heartily  cooperate  with  me  in  making  known  the  gospel  to  their 
people.  Now  is  the  time  for  our  Church  at  home  to  arise  in  her  might 
and  extend  to  this  people  a  willing,  helping  hand!  Now  is  the  time  to 
establish  on  a  permanent  footing  our  good  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Japan.  The  kind  of  aid  we  want  is  not  a  great  number  of  missionaries. 
Send  less  of  these  and  more  money  to  establish  churches  and  training- 
schools  to  prepare  with  all  possible  dispatch  native  young  men  to  go  into 
the  ministry.  The  men  are  here,  and  are  willing  to  give  themselves  to  the 
work.  There  are  five  of  my  church-members,  and  perhaps  an  equal  number 
of  Mr.  Loomis'  church  in  Yokohama,  who  would  gladly  become  preachers 
of  the  gospel  to  their  countrymen.  All  they  want  is  the  opportunity  of 
preparing  themselves  for  the  work.  Most  of  them  will  require  more  or 
less  pecuniary  aid  during  their  course  of  preparation,  but  the  amount  of 
such  aid  needed  for  each  individual  will  be  but  a  trifle.  Seventy-five 
dollars  each,  per  year,  I  think  would  be  sufficient. 

My  school   is    very   prosperous.     The    students   number  this   month 

seventy -three We  have  adopted  a  course  of*  study  peculiarly 

adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  Japanese  students;  the  Bible  occupying  the 
principal  place  among  the  text-books,  although  it  is  not  a  compulsory 
study. 

As  I  have  stated,  there  are,  this  month,  over  seventy  students  in  the 
school.  The  majority  of  these  are  fine  young  men,  and  almost  all  attend 
on  the  daily  religious  instructions.  The  school  bids  fair  to  be  a  complete 
success,  and  should  it  receive  patronage  from  the  friends  of  education  and 
religion  in   foreign  lands,  so  that  it  could  be  placed  on  a  more  permanent 
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basis,  it  would  booh  rank  among  the  besl  schools  in  Japan.  It  is  now 
the  only  school  of  any  importance  in  £edo  that  is  Christian,  and  it  is  the 
only  institution  in  the  land  where  a  young  man  could  gel  an  education, 
and  ;:i  the  same  time  be  under  gospel  influence.  M  y  wish  is  to  make  this 
school  a  permanent  College  and  Theological  Training  School.  We  charge 
the  students  for  their  tuition  a  moderate  fee,  and  the  amount  received  in  this 
way  will  more  than  pay  the  current  expenses  of  rent,  repairs,  fuel,  and 
such  like,  and  the  Bchool  can  live  without  receiving  a  dollar  of  aid  from 
abroad;  hut  it  opens  up  one  of  the  mosl  important  fields  of  usefulness  in 
Japan.  It  may  be  made  a  training  college  for  the  young  men  who  shall 
go  into  the  ministry,  and  its  influence  as  a  Christian  school  will  he  very 
Erreat  All  the  schools  of  Japan  are  barren  of  moral  and  Christian  in- 
struction, and  they   will  doubtless  remain   more  or  less  so  for  years  to 

come Our  intention  is    to  develop  the   .-ehool  gradually,  using 

at  first  v\'y  humble  buildings,  and  gradually  replacing  these  by  better 
and  more  permanent:  We  have  to  employ  a  number  of  native  teachers 
at  from  fifteen  to  twenty  dollars  per  month.  The  young  men  receiving 
help  to  enter  the  ministry  could  he  employed  in  teaching  lower  cla--'  - 
during  their  course  of  instruction. 

Under  a  later  date  Mr.  Carrothers  mentions  the  admission  to  the  church 

of  the  two  young  men  above  referred  to  as  applicants.     And  on  the  3d  of 

December,  he  adds: 

On  Monday  last  I  commenced  a  Theological  class  in  the  school.  Eight 
young  men  have  entered  it — five  of  my  church  members,  two  of  Mr. 
Thompson's  church,  and  one  who  lias  not  yet  received  baptism.  All  of 
these,  I  have  reason  to  think,  will  continue  on  and  become  ministers  of  the 
gospel.  They  are  all  fine  young  men,  and  some  of  them  more  than  ordi- 
narily gifted.  I  repeat  my  request  that  you  will  make  this  school  a  per- 
manent institution.  If  you  would  just  let  it  take  the  place  of  a  missionary 
and  his  wife,  and  give  what  you  would  have  to  give  for  their  support, 
viz.,  $1,000  a  year,  it  would  he  abundantly  sufficient  to  put  the  school  on 
a  permanent  basis,  and  maintain  it  in  a  flourishing  condition. 


MARKED  PROGRESS  IN  THIRTEEN  YEARS. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Dodd,  of  Hangchow,  China,  writing  on  the  3d  of 
last  November,  in  refuting  some  ungracious  criticisms,  gives  a  very  con- 
clusive statement  concerning  the  growth  of  the  missionary  work  in  the 
Ningpo  Mission.  We  quote  a  part  of  this  statement,  which  will  be  read 
with  much  interest. 

You  are  aware  that  I  arrived  in  Ningpo  In  1861,  and  that  I  was  co- 
temporary  for  a  year  or  two  with  Mr.  Henry  V.  Rankin,  wTho  perhaps 
did  not  find  ten  native  Christians  on  his  arrival.  I  have  not  the  state 
of  the  work  at  that  time  at  hand,  and  need  not  now  look  it  up.  Rut  you 
only  need  take  up  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  from  that  year 
I  <•  t  his  a  nd  you  will  see  that  there  has  been  a  steady  growth  year  by  year, 
till  the  one  hundred  and  twelve  native  Christians  reported  that  year  have 
grown  into  the  four  or  five  hundred  reported  this  year.  You  will  notice 
too,  that  the  ten  missionaries  of  that  year  have  dwindled  into  the  four 
of  this  year,  only  two  of  whom  occupy  the  ground  that  was  occupied  by 
the  ten.  It  will  be  noticed  also  that  the  places  of  those  eight  foreign 
missionaries  have  been  filled  by  a  more  than  equal  number  of  native 
pastors,  eight  or  ten  of  whom  cost  only  a  very  little,  if  any,  more  in  a  year, 
than  one  married  foreign  missionary.  It  will  be  noticed  too,  that  while 
in  that  year  there  was  not  one  native  cent  contributed,  there  is  at  present 
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one  church  in  the  Presbytery  self-supporting;  (this  church  received  some 
donations  from  foreigners,  which  it  has  invested,  and  uses  the  interest 
towards  paying  the  pastor's  salary  ;)  and  one  church  which  pays  the 
pastor's  salary  eight  months  in  the  year  ;  and  each  one  of  the  remaining 
nine  is  doing  something  towards  self-support. 

When  I  first  went  to  Yuviao,  a  vear  or  two  after  I  arrived  in  China, 
there  were  four  professing  Christians  in  the  place,  one  of  whom  was  under 
suspension  ;  there  is  in  this  place  at  present,  a  church  of  upwards  of  a 
hundred  members,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  at  least  two  colonies 
have  gone  out  from  it,  and  formed  the  nucleus  of  other  churches.  There 
was  not  then  one  professing  Christian  anywhere  above  Yuyiao,  (Sanpoh 
is  to  the  side  of  Yuyiao).  The  work  has  since  spread  at  least  a  hundred 
and  fifty  miles  inland  beyond  that  point.  There  was  not  one  ordained 
native,  except  perhaps  one  or  two  elders,  and  there  were  two  or  three 
students  of  theology  ;  there  have  since  been  something  like  a  dozen  natives 
ordained  to  the  full  work  of  the  ministry,  and  there  are  between  six  and 
twelve  students  and  licentiates. 

As  to  the  school,  I  know  that  the  severest  critic  it  has  had  could  not 
read,  without  the  aid  of  his  teacher,  one  of  the  weekly  compositions  pre- 
pared bv  the  bovs.  I  know  too,  that  the  first  and  only  bov  from  the 
school  who  ever  succeeded  at  the  public  examinations,  though  by  no 
means  the  first  who  has  tried,  is  a  boy  who  left  the  school  some  three 
years  or  so  after  it  came  to  Hangchow.  As  to  "  hangers  on,"  or  "un- 
used lumber"  from  the  school,  it  has  been  in  operation  now  for  some 
thirty  years,  and  I  know  that  no  man  would  dare  to  say  before  me  that 
there  is  one  "  hanger  on"  from  the  school, — I  mean,  of  course,  a  person 
who,  because  he  was  a  scholar,  must  be  supported — or  that  the  young  men 
from  the  school  who  have  engaged  in  mission  work  will  lose,  all  things 
considered,  in  comparison  with  their  foreign  teachers,  or  colleagues,  or 
co-presbyters. 

ITEMS  OF  NEWS  FROM  SYRIA. 
The  Rev.  S.  Jessup  writes  from  Tripoli,  November  3d.    His  brief  notice 
of  the  famine  in  some  districts  reveals  great  distress.     Worse  still  is  the 
spirit  that  rules  in  many  hearts,  as  shown  in  the  first  paragraph. 

I  sent  a  messenger  some  days  ago  to  Safeeta,  to  take  word  to  Suleiman, 
a  Nusairiyeh  boy,  that  we  could  send  him  to  Abeih  Seminary.  He  was 
greatly  delighted  and  went  home,  a  half  hour's  distance  from  Safeeta,  to 
get  ready  to  come.  He  has  not  been  heard  of  since.  The  messenger 
has ;  he  was  murdered  in  a  valley  three  hours  this  side  of  Safeeta,  and 
not  robbed.     The  Nusairiveh  have  ways  that   are   dark  in  these  regions. 

Terrible  hunger  is  staring  everybody  in  the  face  in  Safeeta  district 
and  the  districts  immediately  adjoining.  Not  a  few  are  starving  to  death 
because  of  sickness  preventing  them  from  work.  They  would  get  well  if 
they  could  get  bread. 

Miriam  Azar's  father  united  with  the  church  last  spring.  He  is  one 
of  our  best  men.  He  has  always  been  independent  in  his  circumstances. 
He  has  lived  off  his  farm.  But  these  three  years  of  blight  have  reduced 
him  along  with  many  others.  In  addition,  he  has  been  sick  all  this  sum- 
mer and  a  part  of  last  winter.  A  few  days  ago  his  land  was  sold  out, 
while  he  was  on  his  back,  sick,  to  meet  the  debts  of  these  three  years  of 
blight.  Now  he  is  without  land,  without  food,  and  without  strength  to 
work,  and  he  has  five  mouths  to  feed.  This  is  one  story  of  hundreds, 
and  many  are  worse. 
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BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 

Not  in  many  years  has  the  Missionary  Department  of  our  Board  of 
Publication  been  so  greatly  in  need  of  help.  It  has  not  a  dollar  noiv  in 
its  Missionary  Fund,  while  a  quarter's  salary  has  just  fallen  due  to  all 
its  one  hundred  and  more  missionaries.  Very  many  applications  for 
grants  of  books,  tracts,  papers,  &c,  from  needy  Sabbath-schools,  mission- 
aries, mission  churches,  and  others,  are  on  hand,  and  from  absolute  neces- 
sity postponed  indefinitely.  It  is  also  from  the  same  cause  declining  at 
present  to  commission  any  new  missionaries. 

The  Board  is  resolved  not  to  run  deeply  in  debt,  great  as  is  the  temp- 
tation to  do  so,  painful  as  is  the  alternative  of  refusing  aid  to  many  most 
worthy  and  needy  applicants,  and  more  painful  still  as  is  the  necessity  to 
curtail  its  noble  work  and  allow  some  of  its  missionaries  to  go  out  of 
commission. 

We  earnestly  appeal  to  churches  and  Sabbath-schools  to  come  to  our 
help  in  this  time  of  severe  need.  Let  them  remember  who  it  was  that 
said,  "  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."

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SHALL    THE    POOR    OF    CHRIST'S    FLOCK    BE    FED    AND    SHELTERED? 

It  is  the  expressed  will  of  the  Master,  that  they  be  thus  cared  for;  and 
yet  thousands  of  them  are  to-day  destitute  of  the  stated  ordinances  of 
the  sanctuary,  because  they  have  not  the  sanctuary  itself.  In  order 
that  they  and  their  children  may  have  the  bread  of  life,  it  is  essentially 
necessary  that  some  suitable  place  be  provided  for  the  minister  of  Christ 
to  gather  tjie  scattered  flock,  to  feed  them.  Until  there  is  such  provision 
made,  few  ministers  are  willing  to  spend  their  time  and  strength  in 
preaching  to  the  small  groups  that  can  be  occasionally  gathered,  in 
cottages  and  cabins.  And  if  men  are  found  willing  to  labor  amidst  such 
discouragements,  how  are  they  to  be  supported  ?  The  Board  of  Missions 
cannot  afford  the  entire  support  of  the  missionary.  A  part  of  his  living, 
and  generally  the  largest  part,  must  be  furnished  by  the  people.  But 
how  can  a  little  congregation,  composed  of  half  a  dozen  poor  families, 
furnish  that  which  is  necessary  for  the  minister's  maintenance  ?  The 
expectation  is  preposterous.  The  experiment  has  been  made  again  and 
again,  and  proved  a  failure.  Many  a  missionary,  after  a  few  months  of 
self-denying  and  unsuccessful  labor,  has  been  compelled  to  abandon  the 
field.  But  in  most  places  where  a  comfortable  and  commodious  house 
of  worship  is  provided,  the  people  flock  to  it;  not  only  professing  Chris- 
tians, but  also  people  of  the  world,  and  thus  the  minister's  congregation 
is  doubled,  if  not  quadrupled,  and  the  means  of  his  support  greatly  aug- 
mented, and  the  money  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  proportion  saved  for 
other  fields.  Hear  what  some  of  these  men  of  God  have  to  say  on  this 
subject. 

A  missionary  in  Wisconsin,  in  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  $400  to 
enable  them  to  complete  a  church  that  cost  $1,800,  says:  "  Fifteen  years 
ago  we  built  a  log  meeting-house,  for  which  only  fifty  cents  in  money 
was  contributed — the  people  gave  what  they  had — material  and  labor. 
I  had  to  travel  from  my  other  place  of  preaching  more  than  twenty  miles 
on  foot  to  reach  my  appointment,  for  the  luxury  of  a  horse  was  not  to  be 
had  in  the  congregation.  A  year  later  a  yoke  of  oxen  might  sometimes 
be  obtained  as  a  special  favor.  Well,  the  log  house  still  stands,  to  remind 
us  of  the  good  old  times ;  but  beside  it  stands  our  beautiful  church,  which 
holds  comfortably  more  than  three  times  the  number  of  worshippers,  and 
is  well  filled  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath.  Our  people  arc  beginning  to  say, 
if  our  congregation  increases  at  this  rate,  our  house  will  not  hold  them. 
Had  we  remained  in  the  old  log  cabin,  it  would  have  been  large  enough 
for  years  to  come.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  kind  assistance  of  the  Board 
of  Church  Erection,  this  church  could  not  have  been  built,  and  all  this 
increase  must  have  been  lost.  If  all  our  churches  in  the  East  could  but 
see  and  understand  the  necessity  for  church  buildings,  and  the  great  use- 
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fulness  of  those  that  have  been  erected  through  the  aid  and  encourage- 
ment of  our  efficient  Board,  they  would  not  neglect  their  contributions  to 
its  treasury  as  they  do." 

Another  writes  as  follows  :  "  Dear  Brother — The  appropriation  of  the 
Board  has  filled  our  hearts  with  joy  and  gratitude.  Our  building  is  fin- 
ished and  paid  for.  Last  Sabbath  it  was  filled  to  overflowing;  many 
were  there  who  have  not  been  in  a  house  of  worship  for  months  or  years. 
A  heavy  burden  has  been  lifted  from  off  my  heart.  I  can  now  preach  to 
four  times  the  number  of  hearers  I  used  to  have.  The  people  seem  to 
feel  that  they  are  in  God's  House,  and  listen  with  more  devout  attention. 
I  trust  we  shall  now  become  self-supporting.  We  shall  send  you  a  col- 
lection soon — the  first-fruits  of  our  new  church  life.  Without  your 
assistance  we  must  have  remained  a  poor,  dispirited,  and  dependent  flock. 
God  bless  the  Board  of  Church  Erection."

PLEA    OF    A    DISABLED    MINISTER. 

Let  him  state  his  own  case:  ''Dear  Sir — I  have  through  many  and 
severely  trying  circumstances  awaited  the  period  when  it  would  suit  you 
to  give  some  intimation  of  what  the  Board  or  Committee  have  done  in 
reference  to  my  application  for  an  appropriation  for  last  year.  Nor  do  I 
write  now  to  press  my  claim  prior  to  that  of  others  who  may  be  equally 
needy,  for  I  wish  my  'moderation  to  be  known  unto  all  men,'  yet  I 
believe  there  are  few  who  are  equally  indigent.  My  wants  are  numer- 
ous and  pressing.  My  clothing  is  exceedingly  shabby ;  and  uncomforta- 
ble it  would  prove,  in  a  great  degree,  if  I  were  exposed  to  the  weather. 
My  wardrobe  would  not  have  been  so  dilapidated  quite,  had  my  wife 
been  well,  but  she  had  an  attack  of  sciatic  rheumatism  of  the  severest 
kind,  under  which  she  suffered  excruciating  pain  for  a  long  time.  It  is 
fourteen  weeks  since  she  was  taken,  and  now  she  is  trying  to  walk  with 
a  crutch.  All  this  time  I  was  without  a  cent  of  money  to  get  what  little 
things  she  wanted,  and  those  of  whom  I  might  borrow  were  equally 
indigent.  The  physician,  however,  was  a  very  humane  man,  exceedingly 
attentive  and  charitable,  and  at  his  own  expense  procured  all  the  medi- 
cine she  needed. 

"Regarding  myself,  I  have  only  to  say  that  I  am  exceedingly  debili- 
tated. I  am  unable  at  present  to  leave  the  house,  and  cannot  dress  or 
undress  without  assistance.  I  am  indeed  more  infirm  this  winter  than 
usual.  I  hope  I  shall  improve  towards  spring,  should  I  live  so  long, 
but  '  the  will  of  the  Lord  be  done.'  The  relative  with  whom  I  am  living 
can  afford  me  no  aid,  for  he  is  so  involved  in  debt  that  he  is  going  to  sell 
all  he  owns  to  pay  his  creditors.  You  perceive,  therefore,  that  I  am  phy- 
sically and  financially  dependent  on  the  assistance  of  others.  In  the 
latter  case,  what  I  have  received  from  the  Relief  Fund  has  been  my 
entire  dependence,  and  without  which  I  could  not  have  kept  out  of  the 
almshouse. 

"You  will  readily  perceive  the  amount  of  gratitude  I  must  feel  to  God, 
the  Committee,  and  the  churches,  for  the  greatly  needed  aid  I  have  re- 
ceived, and  how  perpetual  must  be  my  prayers  for  the  present  and  eternal 
welfare  of  you  all.  And  now  may  God  protect,  guide,  and  eternally  save 
you  and  all  connected  with  you  in  your  efforts  to  relieve  the  necessities 
of  poor  ministers  and  their  families." 
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Other  Utters  of  like   import  might   be  added,  but  this   will  show  how 
sorely  these  worthy  men  are  tried  by  their  state  of  destitution. 


It  is  gratifying  to  notice  the  kind  manner  in  which  response  is  made  to 
appeals. 

From  Ohio  comes  this:  "I  enclose  a  draft  on  New  York  for  fifty 
dollars,  a  contribution  of  myself  and  wife  for  your  Committee  for  relief  of 
Disabled  Ministers.  Trusting  this  sum  mav  aid  these  worthy  benefi- 
Claries  and  brethren  in  Christ,  I  am  yours  truly." 

A  clerical  friend  of  the  cause  writes:  "You  may  acknowledge  the 
enclosed  contribution  of  Fifty  Dollars  to  the  Relief  Fund.  'A  memorial 
of  the  widow  of  a  minister.  In  life,  she  loved  to  supply  the  want*  of 
God's  needy  servants.  Now  she  has  joined  the  flock  in  heaven.  Rev.  7. 
Mrs.  A.  H.  P."  Blessed  woman!  She  is  enjoying  the  treasure  she  laid 
up  in  heaven,  and  her  bright  example  is  yet  bearing  this  good  fruit  in 
those  who  tread  in  her  footsteps. 

An  elect  lady,  who  wishes  to  be  known  simply  as  a  friend,  says  : 
"  Enclosed  I  send  you  Fifty  Dollars  by  post-office  order,  as  a  New  Year's 
Offering  for  1875,  to  the  Relief  Fund  for  Disabled  Ministers."  The 
Lord  loyeth  a  cheerful  giver, 

A  minister  faithful  and  beloved  writes :  "  I  enclose  my  check  for 
Twenty  Dollars,  a  donation  to  the  Relief  Fund,  from  M.  T.  B.  It  is 
money  which  has  been  saved  at  intervals  during  the  year  to  buy  a  muff 
for  the  donor,  but  which  is  cheerfully  sacrificed  for  the  needs  of 
God's  dear  children."  This  gift  made  glad  the  heart  of  an  aged  servant 
of  God,  whose  want  was  extreme.  No  one  ever  parted  with  anything 
for  Jesus'  sake,  who  did  not  "  receive  manifold  more  in  this  present  time, 
and  in  the  world  to  come  life  everlasting." 

The  amount  still  needed  to  make  up  the  $110,000  recommended  by  the 
last  Assembly,  is  Fifty-five  Thousand  Dollars. 
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Receipts. — In  December,  $4,648.02,  a  little  less  than  the  amount  re- 
ported for  December  1873.  From  April  1st,  1874,  to  January  1st,  1875, 
$22,861.39,  which  is  $2,240.80  less  than  the  amount  received  during  the 
same  period  in  1873.  But  our  balance  on  hand,  April  1st,  in  the  present 
year,  as  compared  with  that  of  April  1st  preceding,  was  less  by  $1,172.06, 
which,  added  to  the  $2,240.80  deficit  named,  makes  the  actual  deficit  of 
the  present  fiscal  year  up  to  January  1st,  $3,412.86.  If  the  apportionment 
($75,000,)  by  the  General  Assembly  for  this  work  during  the  current 
year,  shall  be  met,  there  remains  $52,138.61  to  be  received  in  three- 
months,  from  January  1st,  1875. 

liberty  county,  Georgia. — {Continued,) 
For  the  introduction  to  what  follows,  we  refer  our  readers  to  the  last 
number  of  the  Record;  and  our  apology  for  occupying  so  much  space  with 
a  single  article,  is  the  interest  which  attaches  to  the  enlargement  of  our 
work  among  a  body  of  colored  Presbyterians,  numbering  some  800  in  a 
single  church. 

From  late  letters  of  Mr.  W.,  our  white  missionary,  who  has  but  lately 
entered  this  field,  we  give  the  following  extracts,  which  tell  their  own 
story. 
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"  Here  we  are  in  Liberty  county,  near  old  Midway.  But  oh  what  a 
trial  we  have  come  through !  I  found  it  was  cheaper  and  thought  it  was 
better  to  charter  a  little  steamboat  to  bring  us  here;  but  I  had  occasion 
to  wish  that  I  had  spent  a  hundred  dollars  more  by  some  other  mode  of 
conveyance. 

"We  embarked  furniture  and  family  last  Tuesday  evening,  sending  a 
message  to  'Uncle  Joe'  to  have  the  people  meet  us  with  wagons  at  the 
river  landing,  next  morning.  We  steamed  out  from  Brunswick,  and 
after  ten  miles,  found  the  tubes  of  the  boiler  leaking,  and  putting  out 
the  fire.  Turned  back  to  Brunswick  and  spent  the  day  in  repairs.  Tried 
it  again,  and  went  one-third  of  the  way,  when  out  flew  the  plugs,  and 
down  streamed  the  water,  and  put  the  fire  out  again.  Then,  for  three 
more  days,  it  was  go  a  few  miles,  stop  for  want  of  steam,  get  into  the 
boiler  and  plug  again.  The  top-heavy  little  boat  gave  a  lurch  now 
and  then,  sending  family  and  furniture  from  side  to  side.  The  little 
cabin  was  crowded  with  goods,  so  that  we  had  no  standing  place,  and 
our  family  of  six  slept  (if  we  could)  on  two  mattresses  spread  on  barrels. 
Mrs.  W.  declares  that  her  principal  covering  for  two  nights  was  a  table 
that  would  keep  slipping  down  upon  her.  The  crew  took  provisions  for 
one  day.  Fortunately,  the  good  ladies  of  Brunswick  had  filled  a  large 
basket,  to  keep  us  here  for  a  few  days.  For  one  day  we  were  all  out  of 
water.  Coming  up  North  Newport  river,  we  hailed  a  gentleman  on  a 
bluff,  who  proved  a  friend  indeed,  conveyed  us  to  his  house,  treated  us 
like  a  prince,  and  discovered  that  he  and  Mrs.  W.  had  been  playmates 
when  children;  and  this  was  the  first  meeting' since  their  childhood." 
Thus  instead  of  one  night,  as  they  had  expected,  they  were  out  over  four 
days.  "The  people,"  he  says,  "spent  two  days  at  the  landing  and 
then  gave  us  up  for  lost.  Our  eldest  son  had  come  round  by  railroad 
with  a  horse  I  bought  for  our  travelling  here,  and  he  was  sick  at  heart 
with  fears.  But  at  last,"  he  adds,  "our  whistle  woke  all  Dorchester  and 
the  region  round  about,  and  soon  a  multitude  of  whites  and  blacks  hur- 
ried to  welcome  us  and  convey  us  to  our  new  home." 

"  The  Sabbath-school  is  going  to  be  a  great  feature  of  our  Sabbath 
services.  I  gather  all  the  congregation  after  recess,  young  and  old, 
together  in  one  grand  class,  and  do  the  work  myself — catechise,  teach, 
preach,  sing,  varied  with  commandments,  creeds,  stories,  questions,  and 
n  <ponses.  It  is  a  big  school,  and  the  people  like  it  better  than  my 
morning  service.  .  .  It  is  exceedingly  interesting  to  me,  and  for  an  hour 
and  a  half  I  have  the  undivided  attention  of  voung  and  old.  The  variety 
of  exercises  makes  the  time  pass  swiftly  and  unnoticed.  My  great  point 
is  to  preach  on  each  question  in  the  Catechism.  I  say  '  there  are  many 
great  and  necessary  questions  we  should  ask,  which  the  world  cannot 
answer,  and  which  only  God  can  satisfy,  and  which  he  has  answered  in 
the  Bible.'  Then  I  ask  a  question;  and  then  we  ask  the  Bible  ;  and 
then  they  tell  what  it  answers  ;  and  then  I  explain  and  illustrate,  and 
expatiate,  and  enforce  the  answer,  as  from  God,  for  their  good." 

The  Parochial  School. — At  Dorchester,  (five  miles  from  the  church 
in  which  the  parochial  as  well  as  the  Sabbath-school  is  conducted,)  is  the 
only  suitable  dwelling  which  Mr.  W.  could  obtain  for  his  family,  and 
thus  a  daily  journey  of  ten  miles  is  required  in  order  to  conduct  the 
school.     In  regard  to  which  he  savs : 

"  Midway  school  still  grows — is  getting  to  be  'a  big  thing,'  is  settling 
into  thorough  graded  organization,  and  is  going  to  be  a  success.  So 
far  the  order  has  been  excellent,  the  deportment  pleasant,  and  the  interest 
great,   at  times  exciting.      They  must  have  been  under  good  training 
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heretofore,  and  Buch  a  school  is  such  a  novelty  and  so  important  to  them. 
All  the  community  regard  it  with  delight,  as  the  hope  of  the  people.  I 
teach  both  church  and  school  to  thank  God  for  the  gift,  and  pray  his 
blessing  on  their  friends.  The  school  numbers  138  to-day.  There  was  a 
want  of  hooks  and  uniform  lessons.  I  have  been  to  Savannah,  and 
bought  about  sioo  worth  of  books,  slates,  etc.  The  people  are  paying 
for  them  in  money,  corn,  poultry,  &c.  Poor  people,  they  arc  still  wretch- 
edly poor,  with  a  few  exceptions.  I  have  got  them  to  promise  to  try  t<> 
give  your  Committee  one  dollar  a  year  for  each  child  in  the  school,  as  a 
token  of  their  gratitude  to  God,  and  their  sympathy  for  their  fellow- 
freedmen."

A  single  month  only,  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Board,  now  remains. 
The  General  Assembly  has  ordered  the  accounts  to  be  closed  on  the 
31st  of  March  annually.  WKateyer  is  to  be  done,  therefore,  must  be 
done  quickly. 

DEBT  AND  PLEDGES. 

The  fiscal  year  began  with  a  debt  on  Home  Missions  of  $19,500,  and 
$22,000  on  Sustentation,  as  reported  by  its  Committee  to  the  last  General 
Assembly.  This  was  transferred  to  the  Board  with  orders  to  pay  it. 
These  united  made  the  joint  debt  of  $41,500,  to  pay  which,  pledges  were 
made  at  the  Assembly  at  St.  Louis  in  May  last.  Of  these  pledges 
amounting,  it  was  reported,  to  some  §40,000,  but  $25,050.12  had  been 
received  to  February  1,  1875.  The  attention  of  persons,  societies,  ami 
presbyteries,  whose  pledges  have  not  yet  been  redeemed,  is  earnestly 
invited  to  do  so  before  the  close  of  the  year.  Some  have  been  promptly 
and  generously  met,  and  great  hopes  were  excited  at  the  time  these 
pledges  were  given  :  and  now  in  behalf  of  these  laborious  and  self- 
denying  missionaries  and  their  families,  we  beseech  the  early  fulfilment 
of  these  voluntary  promises  to  the  Master. 


KECEIPTS. 

The  entire  receipts,  exclusive  of  the  debt,  from  April  1,  1874,  to  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1875,  were  as  follows: 

From  churches,  $170,476.58 

Legacies,  26,392.57 

Miscellaneous,  16,131.84 


Total,     $219,000.99 
leaving  $180,999.01  to  be  received  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  of 
the  $ 400,000  allotted  to  Home  Missions  by  the  last  General  Assembly. 
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REPORTS— ANNUAL  AND  QUARTERLY. 

It  is  earnestly  urged  upon  all  who  have  been  for  any  part  of  the  year, 
or  are  now,  under  appointment  from  Home  Missions  or  Sustentation,  to 
forward  to  the  Board  both  Annual  and  Quarterly  Reports  promptly. 
Let  every  question  be  answered  distinctly,  and  every  blank  filled,  so 
that  a  full  and  complete  statement  may  be  made  to  the  next  Assembly 
of  the  whole  work,  as  required.  These  reports  should  be  sent  so  as  to 
certainly  reach  the  Board  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  April  next, 


PRESBYTERIES. 

The  Presbyteries  are  requested,  in  considering-  their  mission  fields  at 
their  approaching  meetings  and  in  making  applications  for  aid,  to  remem- 
ber the  embarrassed  condition  of  the  funds,  and  the  general  stringency 
of  financial  affairs,  and  act  accordingly.  Great  relief  could  be  secured 
by  the  Presbyteries  insisting,  with  all  rightful  authority,  on  the  group- 
ing of  feeble  fields  for  mutual  aid  in  the  support  of  the  gospel.  And  as 
the  last  Assembly  limited,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  the  period  of 
missionary  aid  to  Five  years,  might  not  the  Presbyteries,  especially  in 
the  older  states,  require  feeble  fields  to  contribute  more  each  year  to 
their  own  support,  and  ask  less  aid  from  the  Board  annually? 


COMMUNICATIONS    FROM    OREGON. 

During  this  period  I  have  preached  twenty-three  sermons.  The 
attendance  at  the  meetings  has  been  about  the  same,  except  on  the  occa- 
sion of  a  funeral  sermon,  when  the  congregation  numbered  between  two 
hundred  and  three  hundred.  On  that  occasion  the  whole  of  the  popula- 
tion for  miles  around  turned  out,  and  one  of  the  elders  said  that  some  were 
there  that  he  had  never  seen  in  the  church  before.  I  have  been  asked 
to  preach  several  funeral  sermons,  but  unless  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  deceased  was  a  Christian,  I  invariably  avoid  any  sort  of  eulogy, 
and  do  my  best  to  improve  the  occasion  for  the  good  of  the  living.  The 
indiscriminate  practice  which  prevails  here  of  having  funeral  sermons  for 
every  one  that  dies,  from  the  child  of  a  few  weeks  old  to  the  man  of  four- 
score, is  to  be  condemned,  and  yet  we  have  to  do  the  best  we  can  to 
avoid  giving  offence.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  as  the  State  grows  older 
and  the  population  increases,  this  along  with  other  evils  will  be  banished. 
The  most  notable  event  in  connection  with  the  church  here,  was  my 
ordination  to  the  office   of  the   holy  ministry  on   the   8th  of  last  month. 

This  took  place  at  C ,  where  the  Presbytery  met  on   the  5th  ult. 

Most  interesting  reports  were  given  in  by  the  brethren,  of  the  progress  of 
the  Lord's  work  in  Oregon,  Washington  Territory,  and  Idaho.  Some  of 
the  ministers  travelled  four  hundred  miles  to  the  meeting.  What  a  large 
field,  and  what  spiritual  destitution!  Perhaps  it  impresses  me  more 
forcibly,  coming  from  Scotland,  where  a  minister  would  think  twenty 
miles  a  long  way  to  travel  to  his  Presbytery,  and  where  also,  men  could 
be  got  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  perishing  masses  week  after  week. 
Here,  indeed,  the  field  is  white  unto  the  harvest,  but  how  few  the  laborers  ! 
Whole  districts  have  had  only  a  passing  visit  of  a  minister  in  a  year,  and 
yet  what  can  be  done  ?  Such  a  visit  reminds  some  of  their  home  privi- 
leges, which  perhaps,  in  many  instances,  were  only  too  lightly  esteemed. 
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Their  children,  however,  are  growing  up  without  the  restraining-  influ- 
ence!? of  the  Sabbath,  and  the  house  of  God. 

Between  this  and  A ,  a  number  of  families  have  settled  lately,  and 

the  only  tiling  I  can  do  is,  if  spared  till  spring,  to  visit  them  now  and 
again,  and  endeavor  to  keep  them  from  sinking  down  into  heathenism. 
In  winter  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  to.  them,  except  on  foot.  There 
is  ten  miles  of  a  wagon  road,  and  then  twenty  miles  of  the  roughest  kind 
of  bridle  path,  through  thickets,  over  huge  logs,  and  across  swamps. 
Besides,  I  have  the  desire  to  make  the  most  of  my  present  field.  I  keep 
up  my  appointments  regularly.  At  one  -place,  where  I  had  for  two  or 
three  times  in  succession  only  eight  persons  or  so,  I  still  continued,  and 
the  people  of  late  have  been  talking  of  building  a  new  school-house,  that 
we  may  have  a  more  comfortable  place  of  meeting.  Here  I  may  mention 
that  the  Methodists  and  United  Brethren,  after  trying-  to  establish  meet- 
ing's, have  both  given  up  the  place.  Xow  the  people  are  beginning  to 
regard  me  as  their  minister.  The  prayer-meeting  keeps  up  as  well  as 
usual,  and  we  have  reason  to  be  very  thankful  for  a  token  of  success  from 
such  a  meeting,  in  the  case  of  one  who  died  lately.  He  was,  a  little  more 
than  a  year  ago,  a  very  careless  person.  At  that  time  his  aged  mother 
became  sick,  and  it  was  proposed  to  hold  an  occasional  meeting  in  his 
house  for  his  mother's  sake.  When  asked,  he  at  once  granted  the  use 
of  his  house.  This  summer  he  was  seized  with  a  disease  which,  at  the 
time,  was  not  considered  dangerous,  but  which,  nevertheless,  ended  in 
death.  During  his  illness  those  in  the  habit  of  attending  the  prayer- 
meeting  frequently  visited  him,  and  had  a  good  deal  of  religious  conver- 
sation with  him. .and  before  he  died,  he  gave  us  reason  to  believe  that  he 
was  resting  on  Christ.  May  the  Lord  bless  yet  more  abundantly  the 
word  of  His  grace.     I  am  your  servant  in  Christ,  G.  R. 


Since  I  last  wrote  vou,  I  have  almost  been  constantlv  on  the  move, 
and  now  even,  while   I  am  writing  to  you,  I  am  not  at  home,  but  with 

Brother  P ,  my  elder  in  U A .    If  I  should  have  to  write  you 

from  "  Headquarters,"  I  would  have  to  head  it  with  "In  the  Field,  &c." 

Though  I  have  given  most  of  my  time  to  C P ,  and  have  that 

church  now  in  good  running  order,  I  have,  for  the  last  few  months 
given  my  attention  to  those  long-neglected  fishing  and  farming  commu- 
nities and  settlements  along  the  C River.     I  must,  however,  confine 

mvself  to  C P ,  U- A ,  and  S ,  W.  T.     If  there  were 

more  Sundays  in  the  month,  or  if  I  could  quadruple  myself,  I  could  sup- 
ply other  destitute  places  with  the  preaching  of  the  gospel. 

During  the  summer  months,  and  while  visitors  kept  coming  for  their 
health,  I  have  preached  there  every  Sabbath,  and  taught  and  reorganized 
the  Sunday-school.  One  pleasing  feature  in  the  Sunday-school  is  the 
fact  that  the  people,  all,  young  and  old.  remain  after  the  morning  service, 
and  the  children  recite  the  lesson  memorized,  usually  ten  verses  of  one  of 
the  Gospels. 

Before  I  came   to   P ,   the   young  people   were  given    up    to    the 

dancing  mania.  To  counteract  it,  I  have  them  serve  the  church  by  invit- 
ing them  to  join  the  choir  and  sing  the  songs  of  Zion.  I  practice  with 
them  one  evening  during  the  week,  and  it  works  well;  the  attendance  is 
usually  large,  and  there  is  also  a  greater  increase  at  the  Sunday  morning 
services. 

Rev.  J.  R.  T spent  five  days   with  me  last  week,  and  assisted  in 

the  Communion  services.  We  have  very  interesting  meetings,  the  good 
result  of  which  I  may  be  permitted  to  record  at  some  future  time. 
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There  is  work  enough  for  me  to  do  in  P ,  but  still,  I  must  put  my 

dear  people  off  with  half  allowance,  and  divide  the  half  with  other  of 

God's  children.     U A is  growing  in  size  and  significance,  and  I 

have  put  my  spade  into  the  ground  there,  and  in  time,  I  hope,  also  the 
sickle.  There  are  no  other  services  held  except  by  me,  and  yesterday, 
after  preaching  to  them,  they  requested  me,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  to  give 
them  monthly  services.  In  the  morning  I  had  an  audience  of  twenty- 
eight  persons  in  a  small,  temporary  school-house  ;  in  the  evening,  about 
forty  at  a  private  house.     People  show  their  appreciation  by  walking  in 

the  darkness,  through  muddy  trails.     Elder  P is  doing  a  good  work 

here,  by  maintaining  the  Sunday-school.  He  is  an  earnest  Christian,  and 
a  zealous  Presbyterian. 

For  a  few  years  past,  there  have  been  a  few  godly  men  and  women  in 

S ,  W.  T.,  who  have  been  praying  that  God  would  remember  them 

in  their  isolation,  and  send  them  a  minister  or  missionary.  The  Lord  heard 
their  requests,  after  a  long  trial  of  their  faith  and  perseverance.  I  believe 
the  Lord  has  sent  me  there  to  preach  His  word,  and  a  peach  has  been 
the  means  of  opening  to  me  a  secluded,  and  for  a  long  time  unknown  val- 
ley.    I  was  in  Portland  on  business.    I  stayed  with  our  energetic  elder  of 

Dr.  T 's  church,  and,  as  we  all  carry  satchels,  Mrs.  W put  a  few 

peaches  into  it,  together  with  a  lunch,  to  eat  on  the  steamboat.  Having 
no  lady  escort,  I  seated  myself  with  the  fishermen  and  farmers,  listening 
to  their  discussions,  to  learn  on  what  topics  their  minds  ran;  and  strange 
to  say,  religion  and  theology  was  never  more  warmly  discussed  than 
when  they  have  not  the  opportunity  to  have  it  preached.  A  little  child, 
with  blue  eyes  and  flaxen  hair,  attracted  my  attention,  as  it  seated  itself 
by  my  side.  My  heart  grew  large,  my  satchel  opened,  and  I  was  minus 
a  fine  large  peach.  Presently  the  father  came  to  thank  me  in  behalf  of 
his  little  daughter.  In  his  rural,  unsophisticated  simplicity,  he  wanted 
to  know  all  about  me,  and  at  last  culminated  his  queries  by,  "  Ain't  you 
a  preacher?"    Having  received  an  affirmative  reply,  or  something  to  that 

effect,  he  wanted  to  know  if  I  could  not  come  to  see  him  at  S ,  and 

baptize  a  few  of  his  and  his  neighbors'  children,  saying  it  would  be  the 
first  time  that  a  minister  ever  entered  that  valley.  He  reminded  me 
much  of  the  Samaritan  woman  at  the  well.  While  I  talked  with  him 
about  Jesus  and  the  way  of  salvation,  a  large  number  of  other  men  of  like 
stamp  gathered  around  me,  so  that  I  had  quite  an  audience.  One  man, 
who  had  sold  liquor  as  a  make-shift  to  retrieve  some  losses,  told  me 
afterward  he  knew  it  was  wrong,  and  felt  ashamed,  and  would  abandon 
it  as  soon  as  he  could  get  out  of  it.  A  few  weeks  afterwards,  I  went  in 
search  of  these  scattered  families,  and  found,  contrary  to  my  expecta- 
tions, a  field  ready  for  the  harvest.  I  sent  out  messengers,  and  went  from 
house  to  house  myself,  to  invite  them  to  the  school-house  to  worship 
God,  and  to  the  preaching  of  the  gospel.  Even  on  a  week-day  fisher- 
men left  their  boats,  farmers  left  their  spades,  the  pioneers  far  up  in  the 
valley  the  saw  and  axe,  and  came  in  Sunday  attire.  We  all  felt  as 
though  the  year  of  grace  had  really  come. 

On  representation  of  these  facts,  the  Presbytery  of  0 ordered  me  to 

preach  in  S one  Sunday  in  the  month.     I  have  been  there  twice 

since.  Christian  friends  in  Portland  supply  me  with  papers  and  books, 
which  I  distribute. 

I  would  not  exchange  missionary  work  for  any  other,  nor  could  the 
best  charge  in  an  Eastern  city  induce  me  to  relinquish  this  one.  This 
suits  me  exactly,  and  I  feel  convinced  I  am  just  where  I  ought  to  be. 
Dear  Brother,  you   must  pardon   my  verbosity,    but   really  when   the 
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Lord's  cause  and  our  cause  prospers,  we  feel  a  delight  in  recommend- 
ing it,  and  I  know  you  like  to  hear  of  it,  and  rejoice  with  us ;  and  thus  I 
have  been  induced  to  give  you  a  rather  lengthy  description  of  our  mis- 
sion field  on  the  lower  C . 

I  should  have  stated  above,  that  S is  on  the  Washington  Territory 

side  of   the  river,  twenty-five  miles  above   A ,  containing  about  forty 

families.  The  territory  which  I  occupy  is  large,  and  the  laborers  few. 
There  is  a  strong  probability  that  the  lower  C may  be  made  thor- 
oughly Presbyterian. 

I  cannot  look  after  one-half  of  the  places  where  I  am  invited  to  preach 
and  conduct  services.  The  peculiarity  of  my  charges  is,  that  the  ground  is 
not  disputed  by  any  other  minister.  The  settlers  and  new  comers  are  for 
the  most  part  poor,  and  can  pay  very  little  for  self-support;  but  I  have 
no  doubt  but  that,  in  a  few  years,  these  three  points  occupied  by  me  now 
may  become  self-sustaining.  In  the  mean  time,  they  must  crave  the 
beneficence  of  the  Board.  I  have  heard  expressions  such  as  these:  "We 
are  a  set  of  heathen,  and  by  preaching  you  bring  light  into  these 
benighted  valleys." 

May  God  bless  the  Board,  and  strengthen  your  hands.  I  remain 
yours,  with  great  respect,  M.  G.  M. 


TEXAS. 

Your  kind  letter  of  November  30th.  and  the  one  speedily  following  it, 
containing  a  still  more  substantial  evidence  of  your  interest  in  my  work, 

alike  awaited  my   return   from  the  frontier  to   G .     Never  was  the 

heart  of  the  missionary  made  gladder  than  was  mine,  on  the  receipt  of 
your  draft.  The  very  life  of  my  faithful  horse  seemed  to  be  wrapped  up 
in  the  matter  of  my  getting  aid  at  once.  Corn  is  SI. 50  a  bushel,  and 
nothing  but  cash  can  get  it.  Your  correction  of  the  date  of  my  services, 
with  your  many  kind  words,  etc..  puts  me  in  a  better  frame  of  mind,  and 
I  will  work  on  whilst  the  door  seems  to  be  open  to  me,  and  no  one  else 
ready  to  enter  in  and  take  my  place.  Somebody  has  to  make  sacrifices, 
or  these  waste  places  will  remain  uncultivated  by  our  Church.  The  mis- 
sionary finds  his  reward  not  in  the  mere  pittance  doled  out  to  him  in 
dollars  and  cents,  but  in  the  reflection  that  he  is  laying  foundations  in 
destitute  places,  thereby  extending  the  area  of  the  visible  Church  of 
Christ.  I  have  just  returned  from  the  "res-ions  beyond,"  where  we 
planted  our  standards  in  advance  of  every  other  denomination.     Brother 

B very  promptly  responded  to  my  call  in  rendering   the   necessary 

assistance   in   oru-anizinu-  at  such  places  as   I  felt  ready  for  the    work. 

Accompanied  by   Brother  B ,  of  McK ,  and  Brother  W ,  we 

arrived  in  G on  Wednesday,  December  -2d.  and  preached  at  night  to 

a  large  and  attentive  audience.  We  were  not  yet  ready  to  organize 
here,  so  Thursday  we  proceeded  westward. 

The  first  place  we  reached  was  S J ,  a  thriving  village   in  the 

county  of  M .     Here    we   remained    until  after    the    Sabbath,     and 

organized  a  church  with  ten  members  and  two  elders.  We  also  organ- 
ized a  Sabbath-school  and  donated  a  library.  There  was  not  an  Old- 
school   Presbyterian  in  the  town  when  I  went   there  a  few  months  back. 

We  then  proceeded  to  A .  at  V P ,  where  we  organized  a 

church  with  twenty  members  and  two  elders.  We  also  started  a  Sab- 
bath-school, and  will  send  books.  Two  adults  and  five  children  were  here 
baptized. 

We  next  proceeded  to  C county,  the  extreme  frontier  of  civilization. 

Our  work  was  verv  much  hindered   here  bv  heavy  rains  and  high  water. 
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I   had  the  names   of  a    dozen    persona   in    W C ,  beyond   the 

AY River,  asking  for  an  organization.     This  we  were  compelled  to 

defer  for  the  present 

At  II ,    a   village   of   one   year's  growth,  now  numbering  about 

two  hundred  souls,  we  organized  with  nine  members.  Others  intending 
to  unite,  were  absent  at  the  time.  We  also  started  a  Sunday-school  at 
this   place,  and  will   send  a  library.     This  is  the  first  and  only  church 

organization  ever  effected  in  C county.     The  ground  out  here  is  still 

contested  by  the  wild  Comanches,  and  men  sleep  upon  their  arms.  I 
feel  no  little  satisfaction  in  having  thus  made  ours  the  pioneer  church  in 
this  region.  As  you  are  aware,  my  commission  did  not  require  me  to 
push  out  into  these  new  regions,  and  I  have  done  so  at  a  personal  sacri- 
fice, for  not  unfrequently  have  I  slept  upon  the  bare  ground,  and  been 
exposed  to  Indians  and  robbers.  But  the  blessed  Lord,  in  whose  service 
I  was  engaged,  has  taken  care  of  me,  and  I  can  now  point  to  three  Pres- 
byterian churches  and  Sunday-schools,  on  a  line  westward  from  D . 

tie-  first  sixty,  the  second  eighty,  and  the  third  one  hundred  miles 
from  the  former  city.  These  churches  embrace1  forty  communi- 
cants, and  the  Sabbath-schools  about  one  hundred  members.  Never  had 
an  Old-school  Presbyterian  minister  visited  any  part  of  this  region 
before.  What  say  our  Southern  brethren  to  this?  That  we  are 
intruders,  working  in  their  field?  Alas!  alas,  that  such  a  feeling  should 
exist  in  their  minds,  when  we  see  how  they  are  compelled  to  neglect 
these  waste  places!  May  God  give  us  all  more  of  the  spirit  of  our 
common  Master,  so  that  "Ephraim  may  not  envy  Judah,  norJudah  vex 
Ephraim."  Alar  we  be  speedily  brought  to  see  eye  to  eye.  so  that  we 
can  unite  our  strength  in  the  cause  which  lies  so  dear  to  all  our  heart.-. 
Then  will  our  Zion  truly  become  a   power  in  this  land.

From  this  statement  it  appears  that  in  nine  months  from  May,  1873. 
$18,362  34  were  raised,  and  this  year  for  the  corresponding  period  we 
have  raised  only  £13,842  55,  a  falling  off  of  about  $4,500.  But  February, 
March,  and  April  are  the  fruitful  months  for  Sustentation,  and  if  the 
churches  but  do  their  duty  promptly,  the  cause  need  not  fall  much,  if  any, 
behind  last  Year. 
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In  the  three  months  just  named  in  1875,  the  reader  can  readily  see 
$33,091  62.  Our  fiscal  year  closes  with  the  month  of  March,  in  order  to 
correspond  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Assembly,  "which  really  makes 
our  fiscal  year  for  this  time  to  consist  of  only  eleven  months,  so  that  if  our 
receipts  do  not  aggregate  as  much  in  the  Annual  Report  as  in  the  former 
years,  we  must  not  be  disappointed.  But  if  February  and  March  do  not 
bring  us  large  returns,  we  scarcely  see  what  the  missionaries  will  do. 
The  close  of  the  year  is  at  hand.     What  is  done  must  be  done  quickly. 

A  pastor  at  the  West  writes  as  follows  about  the  change  of  time  in 
taking  up  collections,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the  last  number  of 
the  Record. 

X ,  Feb.  8,  1875. 

Accept  my  thanks  for  the  bank  order  for  $100  towards  the  balance  of 
my  Sustentation  allowance.  I  think,  however,  you  will  discover  by  your 
books  that  I  have  been  paid  for  only  three-quarters  of  the  year  ending 
at  July  1st,  1874.  Consequently  the  date  on  the  order,  "to  July  1874," 
is  incorrect.     It  should  be  "to  April  1st,  1871.'' 

I  am  very  sorry  to  see,  by  the  last  number  of  the  Record,  that  the 
Education  Board  "stole  a  march"  against  the  friends  of  Sustentation, 
and  have  captured  their  main  position  of  collection-day.  I  presume, 
however,  it  is  only  anticipating  the  result  which  would  have  come  at 
any  rate,  though  it  is  a  pity  the  blow  should  come  from  the  hand  of  a 
friend. 

If  the  funds  have  failed,  so  that  you  can  send  me  no  more  for  the  late 
Sustentation  year,  I  shall  try  to  be  content;  but  I  hope  you  will  excuse 
me  for  this  attempt  to  keep  our  accounts  straight.

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CLOSE   OF  THE  FINANCIAL  YEAR, 

But  a  few  weeks  more  remain  before  the  close  of  the  financial  year. 

Another  quarter  payment  is  clue  to  all  the  students  on  March  1st. 
The  Professors'  Reports  are  now  coming  in  from  every  part  of  the  coun- 
try.    The  money  needed  cannot  be  deferred. 

The  attention  of  brethren  in  the  ministry,  and  members  of  the  churches, 
is  most  earnestly  asked  to  the  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Treasury. 

Unless  general  and  larger  contribution*  are  made  to  this  cause,  'its 
receipts  for  the  year  will  be  greatly  below  what  they  hare  been  in  any 
recent  year. 

THE    TREASURY. 

The  present  very  painful  condition  of  the  Treasury  may  be  known 
from  the  fact  that  the  receipts  for  the  ten  months  of  the  financial  year 
ending  on  February  1st  are  only  $41,558,  which  is  but  little  over  two- 
thirds  what  they  were  in  either  of  the  last  two  years.  But  for  a  legacy 
just  received  they  would  have  been  but  $38,008.

There  is  needed  yet  the  sum  of  $70,442,  to  supply  the  amount  which 
the  last  General  Assembly  judged  requisite  for  Education  this  year. 

The  Board  increased  somewhat  its  loans  in  January  in  order  that  the 
credit  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  might  not  again  be  impeached  by  those 
persons — often  worldly  men.  who  think  that  Christians1  promises  should 
be  as  sacred  as  those  of  people  who  make  no  such  profession — to  whom 
students  have  of  necessity  gone  in  debt,  and  given  the  endorsement  of 
our  written  pledges. 

ANNUAL  COLLECTIONS. 

A  number  of  very  strong  reasons  impelled  the  last  General  Assernbly 
to  request  of  the  churches  taking  their  "  annual  collections"  in  March  to 
change  the  time  to  February.  This  is  the  only  appointment  made  now, 
or  at  any  time,  by  its  authority,  for  that  month.  The  action  was  pub- 
lished at  the  time  in  the  reports  in  the  General  Assembly  Journal  and 
otherwise,  afterwards  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Assembly,  and  since  Novem- 
ber last  in  the  cover  of  the  Monthly  Rp<-orrt,  so  that  every  reader  of  those 
periodicals  who  is  interested  in  the  general  work  of  the  Church  has 
doubtless  noticed  it. 

But  as  many  churches  may  not  yet  have  made  the  change  advised,  the 
attention  of  such  is  requested  to  the  announcements  of  this  number  of  the 
Record  with  regard  to  the  present  great  necessities  of  this  Board. 

We  will  be  glad  when  the  days  of  "annual  collections"  are  over ;  and 
the  churches  adopt  God's  rule  for  Christian  giving. 


GERMAN  EDUCATION. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  should  aid  the  German  students  who  are 
preparing  for  her  ministry  to  obtain  a  good  theological  education. 

The  German  people  of  this  country  can  only  be  reached  and  influenced 
by  teachers  of  intelligence.  Germany  is  the  chief  fountain  of  intellectual 
influence  in  Europe.  It  has  near  six  hundred  schools  of  the  highest  grade, 
of  which  many  are  equal  in  the  range  and  thoroughness  of  their  instruction 
to  most  of  the  American  colleges;  in  these  there  are  a  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  scholars.  There  are  twenty  universities,  in  the  faculties  of  which 
there  are  about  seventeen  hundred  various  instructors,  and  eighteen 
thousand  students.  Even  English  scholars  are  found  to  concede  the  superi- 
ority of  the  German  university  system  to  their  own  in  some  of  its  m<^T 
important  features.  One  of  them  says  :  These  "  institutions  have  fostered 
German  genius,  and  encouraged  German  literary  industry,  till  they  have 
become  the  admiration  and  delight  of  Europe."  "  It  is  this  which  insures 
to  the  highly  gifted  minds  of  Germany  the  means  and  opportunity  for  the 
full  and  free  development  of  their  powers,  and  a  fitting  sphere  of  useful- 
ness and  honor.  It  is  this  which  secures  a  ready  entrance  for  newly  dis- 
covered truths  of  science  into  the  minds  of  the  rising  generation,  at  the 
very  time  when  they  are  most  free  from  prejudice,  and  filled  with  the  most 
disinterested  love  of  truth  and  knowledge."     "The  path  of  knowledge 
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is  to  the  German  the  path  of  ambition  too.  The  distinguished  professor 
holds  a  dignified  position  among  his  fellow-citizens,  and  is  not  excluded 
from  the  notice  and  favor  of  his  sovereign,  but  shares  them  with  the 
noble,  the  politician,  and  the  soldier,  who  in  England  are  almost  the 
exclusive  recipients  of  the  monarch's  smiles." 

The  most  thorough  and  original  scholarship  of  the  age  is  largely 
German;  especially  that  which  relates  to  languages,  history,  philosophy, 
and  biblical  and  other  criticism.  In  the  practical  sciences  there  does  not 
exist  that  superiority,  partly  because  of  excessive  devotion  to  the  theory 
that  the  great  end  is  to  make  thinkers,  and  that  knowledge  is  the  fountain 
of  practice,  whence  the  fountain  has  been  honored  to  the  neglect  of  the 
stream;  and  partly  because  of  the  secondary  position  of  Germany,  until 
within  a  short  time  past,  in  respect  to  manufactures  and  commerce.  But 
this  deficiency  in  practical  spirit  and  influence  is  being  remedied  by  the 
immense  energy  which  the  still  recent  conflicts  with  Austria  and  France 
have  infused  into  the  whole  national  life. 

And  yet  university  education  in  Germany  does  not  qualify  men  for 
American  habits,  employments,  and  associations.  American  students 
who  go  there  young  are  denationalized,  and  probably  demoralized.  And 
Germans  in  America  are  best  fitted  for  work  in  America  by  education 
here.  The  Board  of  Education,  though  repeatedly  urged  to  do  so,  has 
never  given  aid  to  any  one  going  to  Europe  to  study. 

But  the  prime  reason  for  the  sound  education  of  our  German  candidates 
for  the  ministry  is  the  present  vigor  of  German  Protestantism,  and  the 
charge  to  which  God's  providence  is  calling  it  of  fighting  out  the  unfin- 
ished battle  of  the  Great  Reformation.  There  are  more  Luthers  and 
Melancthons  needed  for  Germany,  for  all  Europe,  and  for  America. 
Nay,  men  who  will  be  more  wise  and  catholic  than  Martin  Luther, 
while  they  possess  his  spiritual  power,  and  men  more  determined  and 
faithful  than  Philip  Melancthon. 

The  heaviest  blows  of  Romanism  and  of  rationalism  in  this  generation 
will  fall  upon  the  German  soldiers  of  Christ.  Some  of  the  hottest  battles, 
some  of  those  most  decisive  for  good  or  evil  to  all  mankind,  will  be  fought 
here  in  our  country.  The  men  whom  we  are  arming  for  them  ought  to 
be  generously  and  efficiently  sustained  by  the  material  aid  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church.     They  ought  to  have  our  warmest  prayers  and  sympathies. 


REY.  ROWLAND  HILL. 

The  famous  Rowland  Hill  was  a  descendant  of  Sir  Rowland  Hill,  the 
first  Protestant  Lord  Mayor  of  London.  From  a  child  he  was  remarka- 
ble for  activity,  vivacity,  and  enjoyment  of  religious  things.  He  was  a 
Cambridge  student,  and  while  there,  though  mocked  and  scorned  by  his 
fellows,  went  regularly  out  into  the  country  to  hear  the  sermons,  and  be 
benefitted  by  the  company,  of  the  celebrated  John  Berridge,  whose  zeal- 
ous and  cheerful  character  resembled  his  own. 

The  Life  of  Rowland  Hill,  by  the  Rev.  Edwin  Sidney,  is  one  of  the 
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most  interesting  of  religious  biographies.  His  career  was  parallel  with 
that  of  Whitfield,  Berridge,  the  Wesleys,  Howell  Harris,  Toplady,  Sir 
Richard  Hill,  his  brother,  and  other  instruments  of  God  in  the  revival  of 
religion  in  Great  Britain  a  century  ago. 

He  built  the  famous  Surrey  Chapel  in  1782.  He  was  one  of  the  found- 
ers of  the  London  Missionary  Society,  and  preached  the  sermon  at  its 
first  general  meeting,  September  25,  1795,  from  Matt.  xxiv.  14.  He  was 
eminently  successful  in  promoting  its  interests.  He  threw  his  whole 
soul  into  his  appeals  for  it,  his  countenance  beaming  with  delight  as  he 
dwelt  upon  the  themes  of  the  hopes  and  triumphs  of  the  gospel  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Nor  was  this  empty  declamation.  He  enforced  his  appeals  for  funds 
by  generous  contributions  of  his  own.  He  would  go  to  a  principal  door  of 
the  chapel,  and  hold  one  of  the  plates  to  receive  the  collection  from  the 
people  as  they  passed  out.  They,  kindled  by  his  spirit,  crowded  there 
for  the  privilege  of  putting  their  donations  into  his  hands.  He  invited 
many  of  them  to  dine  with  him  afterward,  that  he  might  enjoy  with  them 
conversation  on  the  subject.  If  at  any  time  the  collection  happened  to  be 
less  than  he  expected,  he  was  much  dejected  by  it ;  and  this  dejection  was 
likely  to  rouse  some  of  his  people  to  supplement  the  sum  by  farther  con- 
tributions. 

The  fervent  character  of  Rowland  Hill,  so  different  from  the  flaccid 
listlessness  of  many  in  these  times,  when  the  Spirit  of  God  seems  to  be  so 
much  withdrawn  from  the  churches,  diffused  its  life  through  the  large 
membership  of  his  own  church,  and  into  ministers  and  people  in  other 
and  even  distant  places.  The  influence  of  it  was  felt  by  many  laborers 
who  went  forth  into  the  world's  broad  harvest.  It  has  given  greater 
energy,  joyfulness  and  success  to  the  labors  of  those  who  have  succeeded 
them  until  this  day. 
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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Arrival  out  of  Missionaries. — Mr.  and  Mrs.  Weaver  and  Miss 
McFarren  have  arrived  at  Bogota,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Houston  at  Bahia. 

Danger  and  Escape  in  Acapulco,  Mexico.  The  Rev.  M.  N.  Hutchin- 
son went  from  Mexico  on  a  visit  to  Acapulco,  by  request  of  some  Protest- 
ants, and  a  church  was  organized.  This  was  followed  by  a  riot  of  bigotted 
Romanists,  which  was  suppressed  by  the  military.  Several  persons 
were  killed  and  more  were  wounded,  but  the  missionary  found  refuge  on 
an  American  ship.  We  learn  these  particulars  from  the  newspapers. 
By  telegraph  we  learn  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Hutchinson  at  San  Francisco. 

Africa — inland. — Another  letter  from  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Nassau,  M.  D., 
dated  Lake  Azingo,  Fanwe  Country,  November  16th,  gives  good 
accounts.  He  had  been  two  months  up  the  Ugovi  river  200  miles — 
direct  distance  from  the  sea,  130  miles, — without  being  able  to  communi- 
cate with  the  coast.  He  was  on  his  return,  by  another  route,  to  Gaboon. 
He  had  "excellent  health  and  no  trouble,"  and  he  had  chosen  a  place  for 
a  mission  station  on  the  Ugovi,  to  which  he  expected  to  return  in  Janu- 
ary. 

"Added  to  the  Church." — Dr.  Loomis  refers  to  four  Chinese  bap- 
tized by  him  and  admitted  to  the  church  of  Sacramento,  and  Mr.  Condit 
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mentions  four  Chinese  received  by  the  church  of  San  Jose,  and  one  by 
the  mission  church  in  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Carrothers  speaks  of  two 
more  Japanese  admitted  to  the  church  of  Yedo,  and  Mr.  Thompson 
reports  forty-one  persons  admitted  to  his  church  during-  the  year.  Mr. 
Dodd,  of  Hangchow,  refers  to  three  converts  received.  Mr.  Goloknath, 
the  native  minister,  reports  one  Hindu  convert  received  at  Hoshyarpur. 
Mr.  Pond  mentions  the  admission  of  a  convert  by  the  church  of  Sidon, 
Syria.  Mr.  Vanorden,  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  had  returned  from  a  visit  to  a 
place  twelve  miles  from  Lorena,  after  having  organized  a  church  of  seven 
members.  And  Mr.  Merwin  speaks  of  three  new  members  received  by 
the  church  of  Valparaiso,  and  one  by  the  church  of  Talca,  Chili. 

Japanese  candidates  for  the  ministry.  Dr.  Hepburn  speaks  of  no 
less  than  eight  young  men,  as  having  been  taken  under  the  care  of  the 
Presbytery  as  candidates  for  the  ministry.  They  are  regarded  as  sincere 
converts,  influenced  by  right  motives,  and  of  good  promise  as  to  useful- 
ness.    This  is  indeed  pleasing  news. 

Receipts — May  1st,  to  February  1st. — From  churches,  $172,516; 
from  individual  donors,  $25,571 ;  from  legacies,  $29,967— in  all,  $228,057. 
Last  year  the  receipts  in  these  months  were  $261,014.  From  the 
churches  and  individual  donors,  this  year,  $198,087  ;  last  year,  $203,982. 

In  the  receipts  in  January  a  large  special  gift  is  included ;  last  year,  a 
gift  of  the  same  amount  from  the  same  donor  reached  the  mission 
treasury  in  February ;  the  other  receipts  in  January  this  year  are  less 
than  those  of  the  same  month  last  year.  We  trust  that  the  earlier 
reception  of  this  noble  gift  may  be  considered  as  showing  the  promptness 
and  liberality  with  which  other  good  gifts,  large  or  small,  "  as  God  hath 
prospered"  the  givers,  will  reach  the  treasury.

KEEP  FAITH  WITH  THE  INDIANS. 

We  should  of  course  do  so  with  all  people.  We  should  especially  do 
so  with  the  Indians,  on  account  of  our  peculiar  relations  to  them.  One 
of  the  Indian  Agents — see  his  letter  on  another  page — refers  to  promises 
made  to  a  band  of  Apaches,  which  have  not  yet  been  fulfilled.  Thence 
may  too  easily  spring  trouble,  costing  many  lives  and  large  expense  for 
military  movements.  One  of  the  missionaries,  Mr.  Ramsay,  speaks  of 
the  discouragement  of  the  Seminoles  on  account  of  efforts  to  establish 
LTnited  States  control  of  matters  in  the  Indian  Territory.  The  older 
settled  tribes  in  this  Territory — the  Cherokees,  Creeks,  Seminoles,  Choc- 
taws,  and  Chickasaws — over  54,000  souls  in  number — occupy  this  land 
under  explicit  stipulations  in  repeated  Treaties  between  our  Government 
and  these  tribes.     These  Treaties  certainly  give  them  the  exclusive  pos- 
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session  of  their  land,  which  we  understand  they  hold  by  deeds  also  from 
the  Government  Railroad  companies  and  persons  living  in  the  border- 
ing States  have  no  more  right  to  adopt  measures  directly  or  indirectly  to 
take  their  land  from  them,  than  to  take  their  farms  from  our  peoph  in 
Pennsylvania  or  any  of  our  States.  The  faith  of  our  Government  stands 
engaged  to  protect  these  Indians  in  the  undisturbed  possession  of  their 
land. 

We  do  not  enter  here  on  any  questions  concerning  changes  that  may 
now  be  desirable  in  the  relations  of  the  Government  to  these  Indian-. 
We  hope  the  time  will  come  when,  with  their  ovrn  consent,  certain  great 
changes  will  be  made,  looking  to  their  giving  up  their  tribal  government 
and  becoming  citizens  of  our  country.  To  this  result  things  will  tend 
more  and  more  under  the  influence  of  the  gospel  and  of  education,  but 
less  and  less  under  the  suffering  of  wrong  from  our  people. 

The  obligations  of  the  Treaties  must  be  held  sacred,  especially  by  the 
stronger  party  in  the  case.  This  is  required  by  our  own  sense  of  justice, 
as  well  as  by  what  is  due  to  the  remnants  of  these  once  powerful  races. 
If  they  are  now  to  be  regarded  as  wards  of  the  Government,  as  we 
believe  they  ought  to  be,  yet  no  guardian  may  deprive  his  wards  of  their 
property  by  mere  force.  Legal  proceedings  must  be  taken,  every  step  of 
which  should  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  wards  and  not  of  their  guardian. 
But  we  stand,  and  must  stand,  on  the  obligations  of  our  Treaties  and  our 
Promises.  The  strict  fulfilment  of  these  is  of  the  greatest  moment — first, 
to  ourselves  as  an  upright  people  :  and  next,  to  the  Indians  whom  we 
are  anxious  to  bring  under  Christianizing  and  civilizing  influences.  In 
these  humane  influences  we  see  the  only  solution  of  all  purely  Indian 
questions — the  end  of  all  Indian  difficulties. 

We  have  written  these  remarks  to  recall  the  attention  of  our  readers 
to  the  subject.  We  are  glad  to  see  that  the  project  of  a  United  State.-' 
Territorial  government  over  these  tribes  is  laid  over  by  Congress  until 
next  year.  It  ought  not  to  pass,  nor  should  any  other  measure  par- 
looking  to  changes  in  the  civil  condition  of  these  Indians,  without  their 
consent  freely  given.  We  think  that  prayer  should  be  offered  to  the 
Supreme  Ruler,  that  all  unjust  schemes  should  be  defeated,  and  only 
what  is  right  and  best  should  be  done. 


XOTICES  OF  THE  CHIPPEWA  MISSION. 

The  Rev.  I.  Baird,  under  date  of  December  31st,  sends  ns  some 
account  of  the  missionary  work  at  Odanah,  Chippewa  Mission,  (the 
former  Ojibwa  Mission  of  the  American  Board).     He  first  refers  to 

The  School.  We  have  now  just  twenty  scholars  in  the  boarding- 
house.  They  are  acquiring  English  rapidly,  and  learn  as  smart  as  white 
children,  and  have  improved  wonderfully  since  they  came  to  us.  Four  of 
them  are  members  in  our  little  church,  and  another  one  is  ready  to 
come,  and  will  probably  be  received  at  the  next  sacrament. 

The  small  attendance  in  the  day-school  arises  largely  from  the  absence 
of  so  many  families  from  Odanah,  but  partly  from  the  lack  of  appreciation 
of  the  worth  of  education. 

Service*.  As  heretofore,  two  each  Sabbath,  a  Sabbath-school,  and  a 
weekly  prayer-meeting,  together  with  a  Friday  night  meeting  to  instruct 
in  Christian  doctrine,  during  certain  parts  of  the  year. 

Attendance.  From  the  1st  of  January  to  Sugar  Bush  time,  the  15th  of

There  are  two  persons  in  each  of  two  of  these  villages — one  blere 
where  the  Agency  is,  and  another  ten  miles  distant — that  are  licenced 
liquor  sellers.  One  of  these  in  this  village,  I  am  satisfied,  does  not  ajell 
to  the  Indians,  but  it  is  easy  for  them  to  get  all  they  want  throu,gh 
Mexicans.  Considering  these  facilities  for  getting  whiskey,  I  woncjler 
that  there  is  not  more  drunkenness  among  them  than  there  is.  The  ire 
are  a  few  that  almost  always  get  drunk  when  they  visit  the  Agenc^y. 
The  larger  majority  do  not,  and  I  have  been  less  annoyed,  in  this  wfay 
than  I  anticipated.  My  rule  is  to  require  their  companions  to  take  the^m 
away,  and  take  care  of  them  until  they  get  sober.  In  one  instance  th^ey 
voluntarily  tied  two  that  were  troublesome,  laid  them  down,  and  kefpt 
them  tied  all  night.     ...  j 

By  the  last  treaty  with  the  Utes,  concluded  September  13th,  1873,  a 
Reservation  was  made  for  them  of  a  strip  of  country  fifteen  miles  wid^e, 
and  about  one  hundred  miles  long,  immediately  on  the  Southern  boundary 
of  Colorado,  and  by  treaty  December  1873,  a  Reservation  was  agreed  c(>n 
for  these  Apaches,  of  all  the  country  between  the  San  Juan  River,  an,d 
the  Northern  boundary  of  New  Mexico,  and  consequently  adjoining  the 
Ute  Reservation;  and  the  Indians  were  to  be  under  the  care  of  the  sam  e 
Agent  with  the  Utes,  who  were,  by  treaty,  to  have  an  Agency  estab- 
lished on  the  southern  part  of  their  Reservation.  .  .  .  The  last  of 
these  treaties  has  not  been  ratified  by  Congress,  and  I  do  not  know  tha.t 
the  other  has,  but  the  Indians  do  not  understand  this,  and  are  disap- 
pointed in  not  having  been  placed  on  these  Reservations  the  past  sum  - 
mer.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  Apaches.  They  say  that  they 
know  how  to  work,  and  are  willing  to  do  it.  And  I  have  not  talked 
with  one  of  them  (and  this  includes  all  the  chiefs,  and  many  others)  wh<p 
did  not  express  themselves  as  anxious  to  have  a  school  for  their  children  ; 
they  also  want  a  physician,  and  would  very  readily,  I  am  satisfied,  adop  t 
the  habits  and  customs  of  civilized  life. 

I  will  relate  an  incident  or  two  that  will,  I  think,  interest  you.  About 
the  1st  of  November,  an  Apache  Indian,  twenty-five  to  thirty  years  of 
age,  asked  permission  to  remain  at  the  Agency  during  the  winter.  1 
asked  him  if  he  would  try  and  learn  to  read,  and  work,  he  said,  Yes.  I 
concluded  to  try  him,  and  ten  days  ago,  when  he  left  to  visit  a  sick 
brother,  he  could  spell  and  pronounce  words  of  two  letters,  and  is  very 
industrious.  Another  incident  is  this — recently  the  regular  interval 
between  "Issue  days,"  brought  the  day  on  Sunday;  I  appointed  it 
for  Saturday.  The  Apaches  nearly  all  came  in  just  at  night,  on  Satur- 
day, saying  the  roads  were  so  bad,  and  they  so  far  away,  that  they  could 
not  get  here  sooner.  I  told  them  that  it  was  too  late  to  give  them  their 
supplies  that  day,  and  that  I  would  not  do  it  on  Sunday.  Well,  said 
they,  give  us  some  flour  and  beef,  and  we  will  go  and  camp  near  here 
until  Monday.  I  did  so,  and  they  gave  me  little  or  no  trouble  on  Sun- 
day. The  son  and  son-in-law  of  the  principal  chief  were  present  at  a 
religious  service  which  I  held  on  Sunday  morning,  (having  commenced 
holding  such  a  service  when  I  first  came  here.)  After  service  the  son, 
(and  prospective  chief)  who  was  at  Washington  last  year,  asked  if  I  was 
Protestant  or  Catholic.  I  said  Protestant.  "I  thought  so,"  said  he,  "for 
when  I  was  at  Washington,  I  noticed  that  the  Protestants  kept  Sunday, 
and  stayed  in  their  houses,  and  the  Catholics  didn't  make  any  difference." 
I  asked  him,  among  other  things,  what  he  thought  of  the  future — what 
became  of  us  after  death?  He  replied  that  he  thought  a  good  man  went 
to  a  better  place  than  this,  and  a  bad  man  went  to  a  worse  place. 
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These  Indians  are,  however,  very  much  disappointed  at  not  receiving 
annuity,  or  "  gratification"  goods,  all  my  efforts  to  procure  them  having 
been  unavailing,  and  yet  I  have  no  censure  for  the  Department ;  it  is  doubt- 
less for  the  want  of  funds,  and  Congress  is  to  blame ;  but  the  Indians 
make  no  allowance  for  that,  and  many  of  them  are  actually  suffering. 
Ignatius,  the  most  influential  Ute  chief  on  this  side  of  the  mountains,  is 
very  sour ;  says  the  Government  has  got  his  land,  and  he  has  nothing  for 
it;  that  when  in  Washington,  he  was  promised  "gratification"  goods  in 
October,  and  speaks  of  a  great  many  promises  that  were  made  to  him 
then,  that  have  not  been  fulfilled.  They  expect  a  promise  to  be  complied 
with,  not  only  in  the  spirit  of  it,  but  to  the  letter.  Doubtless  many  of 
these  promises  were  made  by  unauthorized  parties,  and  others  may  have 
been  misunderstood.  Of  course  I  do  all  I  can  to  satisfy  them  that  the 
Government  means  well,  but  that  it  takes  time.  I  trust  another  year 
will  find  them  all  on  their  Reservations,  and  doing  well,  under  the  care 
of  some  one  who  will  feel  a  proper  interest  in  their  welfare.  Whilst  I 
can  honestly  say  that  this  interest  has  increased  with  me  since  coming 
here,  time  can  only  determine  whether  I  care  to  remain,  or  will  feel  it  a 
duty  to  do  so. 

That  I  was  wise  in  not  bringing  my  family  here  at  the  expense  it 
would  have  been,  a  few  quotations  of  prices  will  convince  }rou,  viz : 
Flour,  $7  per  hundred-weight;  Irish  potatoes,  6  cents  per  pound;  eggs 
50  cents  a  dozen  ;  chickens  $6  a  dozen  ;  coffee  50  cents  per  pound  ;  sugar 
25  to  33  cents  per  pound.  Dry  goods  and  everything  else  in  proportion — 
have  not  seen  a  pound  of  butter  since  I  came  here — beef  is  cheap,  only 
5  cents  per  pound.  I  think  the  Board  will  soon  have  to  look  for  agents 
among  those  who  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  have  no  family,  or  simply  a 
wife,  and  then  employ  both. 
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WHO  WILL   HELP? 

If  there  are  any  churches,  Sabbath-schools,  or  individuals  interested 
in  the  missionary  work  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  now  is  the  time  for 
them  to  give  a  practical  expression  of  that  interest. 

The  Board's  Missionary  Fund  is  now  without  a  dollar,  and  on  the  firs,t 
day  of  February  was  over  $3,000  in  debt.  The  Missionary  Committee 
and  the  Board  are  unwilling  to  have  it  go  in  debt  any  further,  and  now 
wait  for  contributions. 

The  Missionary  Work  has  been  cut  down  to  the  very  quick.  No  new 
missionary  has  recently  been  appointed,  while  a  number  have  been  allowed 
to  retire  as  their  commissions  expired.  About  a  hundred  missionaries 
yet  remain  in  the  field,  mainly  in  the  far  West,  and  the  salaries  and 
expenses  of  these  are  to  be  met.  Must  more  of  these  laborers  he  dismissed 
for  lack  of  funds  to  sustain  them  ? 

Very  many  applications  for  donations  of  books,  tracts,  and  other  pub- 
lications, coming  from  pastors,  Sabbath-schools,  missionaries,  mission 
churches,  and  other  needy  and  deserving  quarters,  which  at  any  ordinary 
time  would  have  received  a  prompt  and  favorable  response,  are  constantly 
and  from  dire  necessity,  refused.     No  donations  can  now  be  made,  save 
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very  small  ones  and  in  cases  of  most  urgent  necessity.  Must  these  pain- 
ful refusals  be  continued  ? 

Will  not  every  pastor,  elder,  Sabbath-school  superintendent,  and  every 
private  Christian  too,  who  reads  these  lines,  ask  himself  the  above  ques- 
tions ? 

Reader,  what  ought  you  to  do  for  this  cause  ?  What  says  your  con- 
science?    What  says  your  Saviour? 

"  Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  DO  IT." 


THE  WAR  OF  THE  HYMN  BOOKS. 

11  The  war  of  the  Hymn  Books"  is  spoken  of  by  the  religious  press, 
but  the  phrase  suggests  what  is  not  true — certainly  so  far  as  the  Pres- 
byterian Hymnal  is  concerned.  War  implies  two  combatants,  intent 
each  on  the  destruction  of  the  other.  Unprovoked  and  unretorted 
assaults  are  not  "war."  The  "Presbyterian  Hymnal"  has  been 
criticised,  decried,  and  disparaged,  by  those  interested  in  checking 
the  remarkable  favor  with  which  it  has  been  received,  in  some  cases 
with  a  bitterness  that  has  seemed  to  its  friends  indecent,  whilst  neither 
the  General  Assembly's  Committee  entrusted  with  the  preparation  of  a 
book  of  praise  for  the  denomination,  nor  the  Board  of  Publication  pub- 
lishing it  by  order  of  the  Assembly,  has  sent  forth  a  word  of  attack 
upon  these  would-be  competitors  for  the  patronage  of  the  Presbyterian 
churches.  The  "war"  has  been  all  on  one  side.  At  length,  in  response 
to  the  wishes  of  many  Presbyterians,  the  Assembly's  Committee,  the 
Rev.  Herrick  Johnson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  J.  Trumbull  Backus,  D.  D.,  Rev. 
James  0.  Murray,  D.  D.,  George  Junkin,  Esq.,  and  Ezra  M.  Kingsley, 
Esq.,  have  issued  a  calm,  dignified  and  unanswerable  vindication  of  their 
work.  After  replying  to  the  criticisms  of  the  assailants  of  the  Assem- 
bly's book,  they  add  the  following  with  regard  to — 

POINTS    OF    EXCELLENCE    IN    THE    HYMNAL. 

I.  In  respect  to  the  hymns.  It  contains  a  selection  of  hymns  for  the 
use  of  the  churches  in  the  public  worship  of  God,  in  meetings  for  prayer, 
praise  and  exhortation,  in  the  Sabbath-school  and  in  the  family.  It  is 
not  intended  to  be  an  encyclopaedia  of  hymnology,  nor  a  treasury  of 
research  in  the  field  of  religious  poetry,  but  a  service-book.  At  the 
same  time,  it  contains  matter  of  sufficient  quantity  and  of  appropriate 
character  to  make  it  a  suitable  companion  for  the  hours  of  private  medi- 
tation and  devotion.  If  anything  more  is  required  by  any  person,  books 
of  sacred  poems  are  plentiful  and  available  enough  to  release  the  Church 
from  the  necessity  of  swelling  its  Book  of  Praise  to  an  immoderate 
degree. 

The  Hymnal  contains — 

(1.)  The  hymns  approved  by  the  judgment  of  all  evangelical  Chris- 
tians as  expressed  by  the  selection  of  them  by  the  compilers  of  their 
standard  books,  and  the  use  of  them  in  their  services  of  public  and  pri- 
vate worship. 

(2.)  The  hymns  most  commonly  used  in  the  Presbyterian  churches,  as 
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discovered  from  records  of  such  use  kept  for  many  years,  and  by  inquiries 
conducted  in  all  portions  of  the  Church  and  responded  to  by  persons  of 
long  and  large  experience. 

(3.)  The  hymns  indicated  by  the  request  of  the  majority  of  three 
hundred  persons  in  all  parts  of  the  Church,  with  others  accepted  by  com- 
promise between  the  preferences  of  the  majority  and  minority  of  the 
same  number  of  persons.  The  primary  basis  of  selection  was  the  intrin- 
sic merit  of  the  hymns.  The  secondary  basis  of  selection  was  the  rela- 
tive value  of  the  hymns  in  view  of  individual  peculiarities  in  the  wor- 
shipper, and  the  power  of  various  and  sacred  associations.  But  one 
original,  and  consequently  untried,  hymn  was  admitted.  This  single 
exception  will  not  cause  complaint.     See  hymn  696. 

II.    In  respect  to  the  tunes. 

(1.)  No  original  music  from  any  source  has  been  admitted,  with  the 
exception  of  two  simple  chants.  The  music  is  such  exclusively  as  has 
become  standard  in  England  and  America  during  the  last  thirty  years, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  tunes  which  musicians  would  prefer  to  class 
with  the  popular,  rather  than  with  those  of  standard  merit  and  accept- 
ance. 

(2.)  Most  of  the  music  has  been  tried.  It  was  played  and  sung  before 
the  Committee.  Nearly  all  of  it,  not  already  familiar  in  our  congrega- 
tions, was  tested  by  a  promiscuous  company  of  nearly  a  hundred  persons 
invited  to  assemble  for  the  purpose.  A  considerable  portion  of  it  had 
been  in  use  in  a  Sabbath-school  for  three  years.  The  very  tunes  which 
a  superficial  examiner  would  pronounce  appropriate  for  the  choir  are 
those  sung  best  by  the  children.     As  Longfellow  wrote: 

"  Sublimity  always  is  simple,  both  in  sermon  and  song; 
A  child  can  seize  on  its  meaning." 

(3.)  The  quantity  and  variety  of  the  music  increases  the  excellence  of 
the  Hymnal. 

The  first  care  of  the  Committee  was  to  make  a  hymn  book,  and  then 
to  adapt  to  it  a  selection  of  tunes. 

The  reasons  for  the  presentation  of  so  much  music  are  as  follows: 

(1.)  The  determination  to  preserve  the  topical  arrangement  of  the 
hymns.  On  this  account  tunes  appropriate  to  hymns  were  repeated 
over  them  in  the  proper  place,  so  that  the  hymns  need  not  be  carried 
over  to  the  tunes,  and  so  put  out  of  place. 

(2.)  The  purpose  to  secure  nicety  of  adaptation.  This  required  the 
introduction  of  more  music  to  afford  the  needful  variety  of  style,  expres- 
sion, accent,  etc.  The  best  judges  have  warmly  commended  this  feature 
in  the  book. 

(3.)  The  desire  to  give  a  choice  in  the  matter  of  tunes. 

(a.)  To  suit  persons  of  different  degrees  of  musical  culture. 

For  example,  h.ymn  304,  Rock  of  Ages.  There  are  churches  in  which 
Toplady  will  be  sung.  There  are  others  in  which  it  will  not.  In  the 
latter,  if  no  other  tune  is  provided,  the  choir  will  select,  and  the  selection 
will  not  be  before  the  congregation.  To  meet  this  exigency,  Gethsemane 
is  provided — a  tune  worthy  to  be  used  with  the  words  and  in  harmony 
with  the  most  refined  taste,  while  within  the  capacity  of  any  congregation. 

(b.)  To  provide  for  different  occasions. 

For  example,  hymn  305,  Jesus,  Lover  of  my  soul.     Over  this  is  placed 
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Hollingside,  composed  for  it,  and  by  far  the  best  musical  expression  it 
has  ever  received — a  tune  sung  already  by  hundreds  of  children  in  this 
country  as  well  as  in  England.  And  yet,  doubtless,  while  many  would 
prefer  to  sing  this  in  public  worship,  they  would  still  sing  Martyn,  which 
is  also  provided,  in  a  prayer-meeting. 

(e.)  To  meet  the  advance  of  musical  culture  and  skill  in  congregations. 

If  the  book  were  graded  to  the  lowest  degree  of  musical  ability,  it 
would  surely  be  outgrown.  It  would  then  be  discarded,  or  the  hymns 
alone  would  be  used ;  the  tunes  would  be  selected  from  other  sources, 
and  consequently  the  book  would  fail  utterly  of  its  object.  The  Commit- 
tee, aware  of  the  attention  paid  to  sacred  music  in  many  parts  of  the 
Church,  were  persuaded  that  the  Hymnal  could  not  last  twenty  years 
without  providing  to  some  extent  for  the  wants  of  those  who  are  rapidly 
advancing  in  musical  knowledge  and  taste  and  ability.  They  have 
abundant  assurance  already  that  they  were  not  mistaken. 
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By  the  time  this  is  published,  but  one  month  will  remain  in  which 
contributions  can  be  acknowledged  in  this  year's  report.  In  view  of  the 
pressing  need  of  church  buildings,  and  the  many  appeals  that  are  coming 
up  to  us  from  all  directions,  but  especially  from  the  poverty-stricken  dis- 
tricts in  the  West,  we  cannot  but  feel  anxious  for  the  result  of  the  next 
few  weeks.  We  hope  sincerely  that  our  Annual  Report  may  not  exhibit 
so  large  a  number  of  delinquent  churches  as  that  which  preceded.  Some 
of  our  largest  givers,  upon  whom  we  chiefly  depended,  have  felt  com- 
pelled by  the  pressure  of  the  times,  greatly  to  reduce  their  contributions. 
But  we  hope  that  such  reluctant  deficiencies  will  be  made  up  by  the 
increased  liberality  of  those  who  are  not  under  the  same  pressure. 

We  are  thankful  to  say,  we  have  some  such  men  in  the  church,  who, 
as  thev  see  some  of  their  fellow  Christians  sinking  under  a  burden  thev 
are  no  longer  able  to  carry,  generously  pick  up  a  portion  of  that  burden, 
rather  than  let  the  Lord's  cause  suffer.  It  gives  us  much  pleasure  to 
state,  (a  pleasure  in  which  many  others  participate,)  that  within  the  last 
few  weeks,  by  the  aid  of  this  Board  three  church  buildings  that  must 
otherwise  have  been  sacrificed,  have  been  saved,  and  may  now  have — 
instead  of  the  sheriff's  bill  of  sale  written  on  the  door — "Holiness  to  the 
Lord,"  written  there.  None  that  have  not  learned  by  bitter  experience, 
can  tell  the  amount  of  self-denying  effort  required  for  a  little  church  of 
ten  or  fifteen  members,  in  a  new  country  where  the  price  of  building 
material  and  labor  is  very  high,  to  secure  the  erection  of  a  church  build- 
ing of  the  cheapest  kind.

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RELIEF  FUND  FOR  DISABLED  MINISTERS. 


"He  that  hath  a  bofxtiful  eye  shall  be  BLESSED." 

"Whoso  stoppeth  his  ears  at  the  cry  of  the  poor,  he  also  shall  cry  himself,  but 
shall  not  be  heard."  

The  Committee  on*  the  Relief  Fund  for  Disabled  Ministers  would 
respectfully  ask  the  attention  of  the  churches  and  presbyteries  to  the 
following  statement: 

The  recommendation  of  the  last  General  Assembly  was  that  $110,000 
be  raised  for  this  fund  during  the  current  year.  From  present  prospects, 
unless  special  efforts  are  made,  the  contributions  will  fall  short  of  that 
amount  thirty  thousand  dollars  on  the  1st  of  April,  the  end  of  the  financial 
year.  The  deficiency  is  now  over  $50,000.  The  result  of  this  failure, 
therefore,  will  be  either  that  this  cause  will  go  to  the  Assembly  in  May 
next  with  liabilities  nearly  double  those  of  last  year,  or  there  must  be  a 
reduction  of  at  least  fifty  per  cent,  on  the  amounts  appropriated  to  minis- 
ters and  widows  receiving  aid.  The  Committee  has  resolved  not  to  run 
into  debt,  and  therefore  is  driven  to  the  adoption  of  the  painful  alternative 
of  cutting  down  the  appropriations.  Why  will  the  churches  withhold 
the  needed  funds,  and  so  make  it  a  necessity  that  the  destitute  and  dis- 
tressed should  be  subjected  to  such  privation  ? 

A   WILLING    HEART    FINDS    A   WAY. 

A  letter  from  a  donor  says:  "Dear  Sir — Reading  the  Record  for  this 
month,  which  came  to  hand  yesterday,  my  heart  was  stirred  up  to  sympa- 
thy with  the  writer  of  the  letter  on  page  51.  At  first  I  thought  it  out 
of  my  power  to  do  anything,  for  calls  are  numerous  and  money  not  very 
abundant,  and  I  am  a  member  of  a  church  elegant  in  its  house  of  worship, 
and  this  season  making  unusual  drafts  on  the  purse  to  sustain  its  luxury. 
But  second  thought  showed  me  a  way  in  which  something  might  be  done, 
the  result  of  which  I  send  you  in  a  P.  O.  order  for  twenty  dollars,  to  be 
sent  as  a  response  to  the  above-mentioned  touching  appeal.  I  hope  some 
one  else  will  be  moved  in  like  manner.  Will  you  please  to  say  to  my 
unknown  brother  that  the  widow  of  a  minister  in  our  church  wants  him 
to  use  this  small  sum,  as  far  as  it  will  go,  in  getting  him  something  warm 
and  comfortable  for  his  own  wear.  My  heart  aches  at  the  thought  of  the 
wants  of  our  ministry — those  who  are  on  the  field,  and  those  who  are 
laid  aside  from  age  or  ill  health.  Oh  for  a  clarion-blast  that  would  arouse 
all  who  have  much  goods  and  profess  to  love  Him,  who  though  rich 
became  poor!  What  a  trying  position  the  Secretaries  of  our  Boards  are 
called  to  fill !  Your  hearts  must  often  sink  at  the  prospect  of  an  empty 
treasury.  It  was  a  wise  suggestion  that  you  ought  to  be  prayed  for.  In 
that  case,  I  think  the  gifts  would  increase." 


GENERAL  ASSEMBLY'S  COMMITTEE  ON  FREEDMEN. 

Embarrassment. — Our  receipts  in  January  have  been  but  $5,848.49. 
Though  our  receipts  for  the  current  ecclesiastical  year  up  to  January  1st, 
have  not  equalled  those  of  the  same  period  in  the  year  preceding,  our 
hope  has  been  that,  by  somewhat  reducing  our  work,  (which  we  did 
early,)  and  carefully  husbanding  our  income,  we  would  be  able  to  reach

the  close  of  the  year,  (March  31st,)  without  incurring  debt.  But  while 
our  receipts  up  to  January  1st,  this  year,  as  compared  with  the  same 
period  in  last  year,  were  but  $2,240.80  short,  our  receipts  in  January  of 
this  year  are  less  than  those  in  January  of  last  year  by  $3,521. 0G,  mak- 
ing the  whole  deficit  up  to  February  1st,  $5,161.86,  leaving  our  Treasury, 
February  1st,  about  $5,000  short  of  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  the 
liabilities  of  the  month  ;  while  our  churches  have  only  till  April  1st  to 
overtake  this  deficit — to  say  nothing  of  accumulating,  by  that  time,  the 
"  balance  in  hand"  so  essentially  necessary  for  supplementing  the  short 
receipts  of  the  summer  months. 

Having  made  this  plain  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
work  committed  to  our  care,  we  can  only  leave  it — under  God— to  the 
churches  to  say  whether  it  shall  be  reported  to  the  coming  General 
Assembly,  burdened  for  the  first  time  with  a  new  debt,  or,  as  making 
glad  the  hearts  of  those  blessed  in  having  considered  the  poor. 

But  we  earnestly  ask,  that  churches  and  individuals  who  have  not  con- 
tributed to  this  cause  during  the  present  year  will  do  so  now,  and  that 
all  persons  having  charge  of  funds  for  this  Committee  will  forward  them 
speedily  to  its  Treasurer,  Rev.  James  Allison,  D.D.,  Lock  Box  24,  Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.

THE  PAST  AND  THE  FUTURE. 

We  have  just  closed  our  fiscal  year.  It  has  had  its  vicissitudes,  its 
discouragements,  and  its  successes.  We  arc  now  gathering  up  the 
statistics  from  the  whole  field,  which  are  to  be  embodied  in  our  Annual 
Report,  and  a  synopsis  of  which  will  also  appear  in  the  Record  in  due 
time. 

In  common  with  the  other  Boards,  we  have  found  it  difficult  to  procure 
the  necessary  funds  for  the  prosecution  of  our  work.  Some  wide  districts 
on  the  frontier  have  been  desolated  with  locusts,  extreme  drought  and 
heat,  making  the  labors  of  the  missionaries  very  hard,  and  in  many  cases 
unpromising.  But  they  have  nearly  all  remained  at  their  posts,  doing 
their  appropriate  work,  and  many  of  them  have  been  cheered  with  large 
ingatherings  of  souls. 

As  to  the  future,  we  can  confidently  say  that  the  demand  for  mission- 
aries will  not  be  diminished  the  year  to  come.  All  of  the  Territories  and 
more  recently  settled  States  abound  in  "vacancies,"  and  new  fields  that 
ought  to  be  occupied  at  once.  The  Board  can  do  nothing,  except  as  the 
churches  furnish  the  means,  but  it  would  be  very  sad  to  have  the  work 
cease  for  want  of  funds.  And  though  the  last  year  has  fallen  so  much 
short  of  the  amounts  recommended  for  Home  Missions  and  Sustentation 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  short  of  what  was  imperatively  demanded, 
we  cannot  think  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  or  his  people  intend  to 
leave  us  without  means  to  prosecute  the  missionary  work.  So  believing, 
we  hope  to  go  forward,  and  fill  up  the  ranks  of  the  laborers  when  any 
have  fallen  out,  and  to  push  our  conquests  into  new  and  unoccupied 
fields.  The  resources  of  the  Church  arc  neither  exhausted  nor  reduced  ; 
and  He  that  owns  the  silver  and  the  gold  and  the  cattle  on  a  thousand 
hills,  still  reigns  and  loves  his  Church  with  an  everlasting  love. 
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THEOLOGICAL  STUDENTS  ABOUT  TO  GRADUATE. 

A  large  number  of  students  will  complete  their  course  of  study  in  our 
various  theological  seminaries,  in  a  few  weeks.  They  are  prayerfully 
inquiring,  "  Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do  ?"  They  have  all  devoted 
themselves  to  the  service  of  the  Church,  all  have  been  borne  on  the  hearts 
of  the  Church,  as  it  has  fervently  prayed  that  the  "Lord  of  the  han 
would  send  forth  more  laborers  into  the  vineyard;"  many  of  them  have 
been  aided  by  the  Church;  and  many  of  them  have  now  expressed  their 
willingness  to  undertake  any  work  for  the  Church,  even  the  most  difficult 
and  self-denying. 

We  have  earnest  appeals  for  ten  or  twelve  men  in  Kansas,  the  same 
number  in  Missouri,  and  a  considerable  force  of  fresh  laborers  in  Nebraska. 
These  are  the  States  that  have  been  most  desolated  by  the  locusts.  But 
we  hope  for  the  early  return  of  prosperity,  and  whether  it  comes  or  not, 
there  are  many  important  places  that  must  be  filled.  Montana  needs 
three  or  four  men.  L^tah  has  as  many  more  openings,  where  we  are 
earnestly  solicited  to  send  missionaries  at  once.  Texas  is  calling  for  five 
or  six,  and  all  the  other  Territories  and  frontier  States  put  in  their  plea 
for  additional  laborers. 

Now,  here  are  the  men,  ready  to  go,  who  have  offered  themselves; 
men  raised  up  by  the  prayers  of  the  Church  and  for  the  use  of  the  Church. 
Will  the  people  of  God  now  take  them  and  send  them  out  to  the  fresh  and 
inviting  fields?  That  is,  will  they  furnish  the  Board  with  the  means  to 
send  them  and  sustain  them  for  a  while,  till  churches  can  be  grown  to 
self-support  ? 

All  these  distant  frontier  positions  are  very  costly  at  first.  But  will 
our  Church  cease  to  be  aggressive,  see  the  work  enlarging,  and  say  we  are 
unable  to  undertake  it — or  will  it  go  forward  where  Christ  leads,  and  enter 
the  doors  he  opens?  If  so,  the  means  will  be  furnished  for  the  support  of 
these  young  men  in  their  difficult  undertakings.  To  such  "pioneering," 
such  aggressive  evangelizing  work,  our  Church  is  evidently  called  and 
committed.     Let  us  not  falter. 


STATISTICAL   REPORTS. 

We  cannot  too  forcibly  remind  all  our  missionaries  of  the  great  impor- 
tance of  their  Statistical  Reports.  Whether  they  have  labored  through 
the  whole  vear  or  not.  in  connection  with  the  Board,  let  them  carefully 
fill  out  the  blanks  that  have  been  sent  them,  and  return  to  us  full  partic- 
ulars as  requested. 

THE  PRESBYTERIES. 

Many  of  the  Presbyteries  hold  their  annual  meetings  this  month. 
We  beg  of  them  to  remember  that  it  has  become  a  necessity  that  many 
of  the  churches  that  have  long  been  receiving  aid  should  assume  self- 
support.  If  they  and  their  pastors,  who  have  had  so  much  help  from  the 
Board  in  the  past,  will  bravely  and  heartily  rolunteer  to  become  self-^u*- 
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taining,  it  will  not  only  relieve  us  but  be  an  honor  and  a  stimulus  to 
themselves.  But  if  they  will  not.  Presbyteries  can  kindly  and  firmly 
refuse  farther  aid,  and  henceforth  throw  them  on  their  own  resources.  It 
would  do  many  of  them  good,  and  mark  the  era  of  larger  growth. 

The  Presbyteries  in  the  older  and  prosperous  States  of  the  west,  Ohio, 
Indiana,  and  Illinois,  need  to  give  special  heed  to  these  things.  The 
wealth  in  their  churches  has  not  as  yet  been  laid  under  contribution  to 
the  cause  of  Christ  to  any  large  extent.  Their  churches  ought  to  give 
more  and  ask  less. 


DENOMINATIONAL  COMITY. 

I  think  I  see  an  indication  of  the  approach  of  a  better  spirit  in  the  publi- 
cation by  the  Home  Board  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society,  of  a  series  of  reso- 
lutions looking  toward  a  practical  recognition  of  each  other  as  fellow- 
laborers  in  the  great  field  of  the  West.  It  is  a  shame  for  three  or  four 
denominational  churches  to  be  planted  in  a  place  whose  population  is 
barely  large  enough  to  maintain  one  congregation  in  vigorous  life,  and  I 
am  glad  that  Christians  are  awaking  to  the  fact,  that  it  is  a  waste  of  men, 
of  money,  and  energy,  when  that  is  devoted  to  competition  between  rival 
churches  which  ought  to  be  spent  alone  in  missionary  effort.  Oh  what 
are  the  minor  matters  that  separate  us  from  each  other  compared  with 
the  salvation  of  a  soul!  What  is  the  numerical  strength  or  influence  of 
any  one  denomination  compared  with  the  evangelization  of  a  city?  We 
come  up  in  straggling  companies  against  the  close  and  compact  phalanx 
of  the  powers  of  evil.  We  turn  our  energies  against  each  other  instead 
of  against  the  wickedness  that  fronts  us  all  alike.  Oh  that  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  were  more  largely  poured  on  all  the  churches  among  us,  that  so 
this  reproach  may  cease,  and  we  may  no  more  give  occasion  for  the  say- 
ing, "that  the  children  of  this  world  are  in  their  generation  wiser  than 
the  children  of  light."  William  M.  Taylor.

By 
careful  economy  and  by  the  assistance  of  kind  Eastern  friends  we  have 
been  able  to  supply  our  wants  in  spite  of  the  high  prices.  I  was  on  the 
point  of  selling  our  cow  at  one  time,  but  timely  aid  rendered  it  unneces- 
sary. 

Any  money  or  goods  sent  to  my  care  I  shall  endeavor  to  see  reach  the 
proper  persons.  Last  week  I  gave  a  small  sum  of  aid-money  sent  to  me, 
to  a  poor  man  who  lives  two  miles  away,  whose  children  come  to  our 
Sabbath-school.  He  was  very  thankful  for  it,  and  said  that  it  would  en- 
able him  to  buy  some  clothes  for  his  children.  Last  Sabbath  whilst  con- 
ducting the  Blackboard  lesson  on  the  "Memorial  Stones,"  having  a  pic- 
ture of  them  on  the  board,  I  asked  the  scholars  to  tell  me  something  they 
were  thankful  for,  and  told  them  I  would  place  the  first  letter  on  each  of 
the  twelve  stones.  Some  said  for  "houses,"  and  "Sunday-school,"  and 
"kind  teachers;"  then  one  of  the  little  girls,  a  daughter  of  the  man  to 
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whom  I  had  given  the  money,  and  who  had  on  some  of  the  new  clothes, 
spoke  in  a  clear  ringing  voice,  "for  clothing,"  so  the  letter  C.  was  put  on 
that  stone. 


The  money  you  sent,  was  most  thankfully  received.  I  had  two  places 
for  it,  where  it  fitted  wonderfully  well.  And  what  is  good  also,  it  will 
come  back  into  our  church  building,  or  the  Home  Mission  Treasury  when 
they  who  received  it  have  raised  a  crop.  They  propose  to  do  this,  and 
of  course  I  shall  not  try  to  prevent  it.  And  why  not?  They  have  lands, 
and  houses,  and  cattle,  and  horses.  They  would  rather  borrow,  than 
receive  charity. 

I  have  received  some  other  money  for  the  same  purpose.  And  a  con- 
siderable sum  more  is  needed  to  put  in  the  spring  crop,  by  such  as  pro- 
perly belong  to  my  congregation.  I  am  doing  all  I  can  to  help  them.  I 
purpose  to  purchase  corn  with  all  the  money  I  receive,  and  deal  it  out  to 
the  most  needy.  I  have  nearly  enough  money  for  one  car  load,  I  shall 
send  to  Iowa  for  it.  I  need  enough  money  for  three  or  four  car  loads  for 
those  who  are  personally  known  to  me. 

I  hope  that  I  may  be  able  to  obtain  sufficient  amount  to  relieve  the 
most  pressing  wants  upon  my  field. 


I  received  a  few  days  since  the  check  for  fifty  dollars  sent  by  the  High 
Street  Presbyterian  church  of  Newark,  New  Jersey.  I  have  been 
receiving  and  distributing  second-hand  clothing,  and  will  now,  through 
this  gift,  be  enabled  to  furnish  food  and  shoes  where  I  could  not  before. 
May  the  Lord  reward  that  church  for  this  gift.  The  grasshoppers  came 
down  in  certain  districts,  and  passed  over  others.  But  where  they  did 
touch,  they  made  almost  a  clean  sweep  of  everything. 

They  made  their  appearance  here  about  the  first  of  July  last — about 
three  weeks  before  wheat  harvest.  The  heavens  were  almost  black  with 
them  for  a  few  days.  Their  descent  was  often  sudden  on  cultivated 
fields  of  waving  grain,  and  then  the  work  of  destruction  began,  and  in  a 
few  hours  the  field  would  be  almost  as  bare  as  a  floor. 

Farmers  would  go  out  in  the  morning,  and  look  over  vast  fields  of 
grain  ready  in  a  few  weeks  for  harvest,  counting  on  a  large  yield;  but 
before  night  all  would  be  destroyed.  Thus  "riches  take  to  themselves 
wings  and  fly  away."  This  devastation  has  been  blessed  of  Providence 
to  the  spiritual  good  of  this  people,  as  many  are  now  thinking  of  the  true 
riches.  W.  B.  C. 

INDIAN    TERRITORY. 

The  first  quarterly  report  of  labor  at  F G is  hereby  submitted. 

Never  have  I  been  more  profoundly  impressed  with  the  unspeakable 
worth  and  necessity  of  the  gospel  than  to-night,  in  the  review  of  my 
labors  and  experiences  for  the  last  three  months. 

An  outline  of  my  work  will  convey  but  a  faint  impression  of  the  real 
condition  of  matters  here.  The  facts  can  hardly  be  taken  in  at  once. 
Our  modes  of  thought  and  our  estimate  of  life  and  character  have  been 
adjusted  upon  a  scale  so  entirely  different,  that  it  is  only  by  the  slow 
process  of  growth,  or  rather  by  waiting,  as  when  one  goes  suddenly  from 
a  light  room  to  a  dark  one,  that  objects  gradually  assume  their  true  out^ 
lines. 

The  first  Sabbath  after  the  meeting  of  Synod  I  spent  with  Bro.  E 

at  0 ,  in  attendance  upon  the  "  Creek  Council,"  then  in  session,  when 

we  each  preached  through  an  interpreter,  the  one  on  Saturday  evening,  and 
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the  other  on  Sunday  evening.     The  Tuesday  following,  Bro.  E came 

with  me  to  F G ,  to  place  me  in  the  field  which  he    felt  himself 

unable  to  occupy  longer.     Chief  11 was  absent.     The  entire  day  was 

spent  in  trying  to  secure  a  place  where  I  could  stop,  and  without  success. 

Elder  D.  W.  R invited  us  to  spend  the  night  with  him,  which  we  did. 

The  following  day  until  noon,  without  the  offer  of  a  place  from  anybody, 
we  walked  this  town  to  find  quarters  ;  at  last  succeeded  in  engaging  a 
part  of  a  log-house  built  by  General  Belknap,  Sr.,  forty  years  ago,  sadly 
out  of  repair,  and  not  tenantable  until  sash  could  be  put  into  the  win- 
dows,   &c,  &c.     Bro.  E then  returned   to  M ,  and  I  sought  a 

boarding-house,  and  found  where  I  could  take  my  meals,  but  no  place  to 
sleep.     Night  came  with  no  success,  and  at  nine   o'clock  I  stood  in  the 

streets  of  F G (a  town  without  a  hotel)  without  an  invitation 

to  spend  the  night  with  anybody.  The  only  light  that  I  could  see  pro- 
ceeded from  an  office  of  Elder  R ,  and  I  walked  down  and  found  him 

ready  to  go  home.  I  stated  that  I  had  been  wholly  unsuccessful  in  my 
attempts  to  find  a  lodging-place,  and  that  if  he  would  invite  me  to  his 
house  and  spread  a  pallet  for  me,  that  I  would  be  obliged  to  him.  This 
was  my  introduction  to  F G .  The  church  having  been  nomi- 
nally finished,  the  next  thing  was  to  get  it  seated  and  ready  for  use. 
The  house  was  to  be  whitewashed  inside  and  out,  and  the  chairs  to  be 
set  up,  and  a  pulpit  arranged.  After  trying  in  vain  to  get  any  one  to 
take  any  interest  in  the  matter,  (the  U.  S.  Commissioner,  who  was  Bro. 

E 's  right  hand  man,  having  resigned,)  after  about  ten  days  succeeded 

in  getting  the  house  whitewashed  by  hiring  the  man  myself  and  paying 
him  out  of  my  own  pocket. 

Then  in  regard  to  the  pulpit — I  said  this  had  to  be  provided.  There 
was  something  which  they  called  one,  an  old  semicircular  thing,  a  por- 
tion of  the  old  one  of  forty  years  ago,  battered  by  soldiers,  whittled, 
scribbled  with  mottoes,  and  over  this  a  semi-transparent  coat  of  paint  that 
brought  all  into  prominent  relief.  Inasmuch  as  there  was  no  architect 
in  town  or  a  good  carpenter,  I  told  them  that  if  I  couldn't  do  better  than 
that,  I  would  charge  them  nothing  for  my  services  in  the  attempt.  Fail- 
ing to  get  a  draft  for  it,  for  which  I  sent,  I  had  to  make  my  own,  and  by 
dint  of  hard  work,  succeeded  in  getting  it  done  and  in  its  place  for  the 
dedication  for  the  first  Sabbath  in  November.  My  elders  were  in  the 
church  once,  to  my  certain  knoiuledge,  between  the   13th  of  October  and 

the  dedication.     Chief  R returned  home  a  day  or  two  before  this, 

and  took  hold  and  helped  on  the  matter  what  he  could.  I  believe  that 
all  were  pleased — perhaps  more  than  pleased,  grateful — in  seeing  the  work 
accomplished,  and  furthermore  believe,  too,  that  the  stolid  indifference 
manifested  was  by  no  means  personal.  Our  church  is  neat  and  comforta- 
ble, though  very  plain  withal. 

The  following  Sabbath  I  called  the  children  together  to  organize  a  Sab- 
bath-school. It  was  a  rainy  day,  and  so  few  there  of  grown  people  that 
it  was  thought  not  best  to  attempt  to  elect  officers.  Some  fifteen  children 
were  present.  The  next  also  rainy,  and  every  Sabbath  since,  with  one  sin- 
gle exception,  has  been  rainy,  muddy,  or  threatening  until  the  present. 

Elder  R leaving  the  day  after  the  dedication  for  Council,  and  A 

B having  been  absent  for  most  of  the  time  on   business  of  one  sort 

or  another,  the  male  membership  of  the  church  has  thus  far  been  of  no 
service  whatever,  either  in  Sabbath-school  or  prayer-meeting.  I  may 
say,  in  this  connection,  that  I  have  yet  to  hear  the  first  'prayer  from  a 

native  in  F G .     Yet  we    have    had    a    Sabbath-school    and    a 

prayer-moeting.  I  board  with  the  U.  S.  Signal  officer  at  this  station,  a 
Swede,  and  a  gentleman  of  collegiate  education,  and  in  his  native  land 
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a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  His  wife,  a  Baptist,  has  requested 
me  to  sprinkle  their  little  boy,  and  I  hope  to  do  it  on  next  Sabbath  at 
our  first  communion.  Without  any  good  clocks,  I  have  been  left  to  guess- 
work as  to  time  for  services.  An  effort  was  made,  however,  to  raise  money 
by  a  festival  for  a  bell.  It  was  held  on  Christmas  Eve,  and  netted 
between  eighty  and  ninety  dollars.  I  have  set  two  days  for  going  out  to 
look  after  my  appointment  on  F M C ,  but  have  been  dis- 
appointed both  times  in  my  guide.  1  expect  to  see  an  Indian  on  Satur- 
day next,  and  shall  arrange  for  a  service  for  the  fourth  Sabbath  in  Janu- 
ary.    I  have  preached  twice  at   G S ,  seven  miles  away,  where 

there  is  quite  a  settlement  adjacent.  I  have  organized  a  Sabbath-school 
there  also,  not  on  theoretical,  but  on  the  best  practical  principles,  viz.,  on 
the  principle  that  it  is  better  to  have  the  children  come  together  and  sing 
and  read  the  lesson  with  teachers  that  are  not  Christians,  than  to  neglect 
the  Bible  and  the  Sabbath  altogether.  There  is  not  a  praying  man  in 
the  school.  I  think  there  is  one  praying  woman.  I  have  another  ap- 
pointment there  for  the  third  Sabbath  of  January,  and  I  then  expect  to 
alternate  months  there  with  Bro.  E . 

Next  week,  Wednesday,    (Providence  permitting,)  Bro.  E and  I 

start  on  our  tour  of  exploration  down  in  the  full-blood  settlements  in  the 

vicinity   of  old    D and    F missions.     I   expect   to   preach   at 

W F ,  on  the  Arkansas,  about  thirty  miles  from  here,  on  Thurs- 
day night,  and  spend  the  following  Sabbath  at  the  most  favorable  point 
for  holding  service,  after  which  I  will  report,  as  soon  as  possible,  the 
results  of  our  observations. 

The  M.  E.,  (South)  will  hold  service  one  Sabbath  each  month — no 
other  in  town — unless  account  be  taken  of  the  Episcopal  service  at  the 
Post,  held  by  the  chaplain,  and  attended  by  his  own  family.  There  are 
some  good  families  in  the  country  around  who  have  come  into  the  Nation 
from  East  Tennessee  within  the  last  three  or  four  years.  Several  of 
these  have  never  attended  church,  nor  seen  a  minister  in  their  houses 
since  they  came  into  the  country,  and  I  have  been  welcomed  warmly  by 
some  of  them. 

Audiences  are  variable  somewhat,  in  accordance  with  the  weather.  Last 
Sabbath  evening,  though  very  dark,  I  had  nearly  a  hundred,  mostly 
young  people,  and  most  of  these  very  attentive. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  indolence  and  indifference  that  abound  generally, 
but  especially  in  reference  to  matters  of  religion.  Could  you  know  the 
low  standard  of  piety  exhibited,  the  demoralization  of  professed  Chris- 
tians, the  open  and  flagrant  violations  of  honesty  and  integrity  by  them, 
not  excepting  those  who  are  their  spiritual  guides  and  leaders,  it  is 
scarcely  to  be  wondered  at.  I  could  tell  you  that  which  would  make  you 
inexpressibly  sad,  as  it  has  me  ;  and  did  I  not  know  that  for  this  very 
reason  the  gospel  was  the  more  needed  here,  and  that  it  is  the  power  of 
God  unto  salvation,  I  could  not  fee]  like  remaining  here  for  one  week. 
But  the  Lord  is  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly  above  all  that  we  are 
able  to  ask  or  even  to  think.  Faithful,  earnest  work  belongs  to  us — 
results  to  Him. 

Please  excuse  the  length  of  this  report,  and  believe  me  sincerely  your 
fellow-laborer,  S.  A.  S. 

SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

The  year  for  Sustentation,  though  including  but  eleven  months,  will 
have  closed  before  this  April  number  of  the  Record  reaches  its  many 
readers.     The  Committee  of  Sustentation  kept  the  books  open  until  the 
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1st  of  May,  last  year.  The  General  Assembly  has  ordered  all  its  Boards 
and  Committees  to  close  the  fiscal  year  on  the  31st  of  March.  The 
Board  of  Home  Missions  has  always  carefully  complied  with  this  re- 
quirement. 

The  receipts  from  May  1st,  1874,  to  March  1st,  1875,  are  as  follows: 

Current $16,493.43. 

Debt $11,569.51. 

Total $28,062.94. 

Paid    out   over   and   above   all   receipts   from   all   sources 

whatsoever $8,652.73. 

Total  paid  out $36,715.67. 

With  all  these  payments,  the  quarterage  ending-  in  July  is  not  com- 
pleted. More  than  $30,000  have  been  paid  on  the  debt,  transferred  by 
the  last  General  Assembly  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  with  orders 
to  pay  it. 

Under  all  these  difficulties,  the  Board  has  been  earnestly  and  faithfully 
endeavoring  to  carry  Sustentation  through  its  troubles,  and  present  it 
unembarrassed  to  the  next  Assembly.  If  the  Board  had  received  it,  at 
the  transfer,  free  from  debt,  all  its  Missionaries  wrould  have  been 
promptly  paid — no  arrearages  accumulated — and  no  trials  and  sorrows, 
we  had  almost  said  sufferings,  been  endured.     Alas !  It  has  not  been  so. 

The  Board  is  still  in  debt  for  -work  done  many  months  ago.  The  men 
are  in  perplexity  and  trouble  for  this  part  of  their  support.  All,  with 
earnestness  and  urgency,  and  some  with  complaints  and  criminations, 
seek  the  payment  of  their  overdue  demands.  What  shall  be  done  ?  The 
faith  of  the  Church  is  pledged  to  these  men.  Shall  it  be  kept  pure  and 
unbroken?  We  ask  the  many  Presbyteries  to  meet  this  month — the 
ministers  and  elders  who  compose  them — we  ask  the  whole  Church,  and 
especially  the  many  ministers  and  multitudes  of  members,  who,  as  yet, 
have  done  nothing  for  this  needy  cause  of  Sustentation — what  is  to  be 
done  ? 

The  Board  and  its  Secretaries  have  been  unjustly  suspected  on  the  one 
hand,  and  pointed  at  on  the  other,  as  inefficient  and  unfaithful  to  this  great 
trust.  Let  the  foregoing  figures,  and  especially  the  amount,  over  all 
receipts,  paid  out  to  needy  men,  answer  these  unkind  and  unjust  insinua- 
tions and  suspicions.  Let  those  who  have  not  already  helped  this  cause, 
now  do  it  cheerfully  and  liberally,  and  all  trouble  will  cease. 

Let  the  Church  remember  that  although  the  fiscal  year  may  close,  the 
expense  for  the  support  and  progress  of  Sustentation  still  goes  on  day  by 
day.  The  stream  does  not  stop  its  current  for  a  single  moment,  and  the 
end  of  its  fiscal  year  is  only  a  point  on- the  shores — which  mark  its  cease- 
less flow.  If  the  Church  is  but  awake  to  her  duty  and  her  pledged-honor, 
the  past  will  speedily  be  redeemed,  and  the  present  and  future  needs 
amply  provided  for  by  the  people  of  God. 
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THE   TREASURY. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Receipts  that  the  total  amount  which  the  fiscal 
year  has  yielded  to  this  cause  until  the  1st  of  March  is  S47.426. 

"With  two  quarters  yet  due  to  students,  and  debts  remaining',  surely 
not  one  word  more  is  needed  to  any  pastor  or  member  of  the  Church  to 
show  to  him  how  great  are  the  wants  of  this  Board,  and  how  very  neces- 
sary immediate  and  liberal  help. 


THE  LIFE  OF  DANIEL  BAKER. 

When  Mr.  D.  L.  Moody  was  asked  recently  to  prepare  a  volume  of 
addresses,  to  perpetuate  among  the  converts  of  the  revival  in  Great  Bri- 
tain the  lessons  upon  which  God  had  granted  so  wonderful  blessings,  he 
modestly  declined  to  do  it.  but  instead  compiled  one  for  them  containing 
six  sermons  of  the  Rev.  Daniel  Baker.  Thus  the  spirit  of  the  devoted 
Baker,  whose  earnest  preaching  converted  many  thousands  of  the  last 
generation  to  Christ,  is  again  speaking  to  tens  of  thousands  in  another 
hemisphere.  Who  can  calculate  the  benefits  of  his  labors  and  prayers  to 
the  human  race  ?  Through  what  generations  they  will  roll  on.  and  widen, 
and  spread  about  them  life,  and  beauty,  and  a  fragrance  which  rises  and 
smells  sweet  to  heaven! 

Baker's  life  itself  was  a  great  lesson.  Shall  we  as  ministers  and  students 
for  the  ministry  ponder  and  try  to  find  its  meaning? 

He  spoke  as  an  ambassador  of  God.  His  soul  was  filled  with  the 
revelation  of  God  in  his  word.  He  had  a  particular  repugnance  to  that 
•■  philosophy  and  vain  deceit  which  is  after  the  tradition  of  men,  after  the 
rudiments  of  the  world,  and  not  after  Christ."'  He  preached  like  a 
prophet,  like  an  apostle.  He  prayed  like  one.  He  lived  like  one  of  them. 
He  moved  over  the  country  with  a  restless  energy  and  fervor,  which 
could  not  be  confined  to  one  spot,  but  must  continually  seek  out  new 
objects  of  mercy:  which  could  not  follow  a  given  routine  of  employment, 
but  wrought  in  whatsoever  the  need  of  the  service  of  his  King  was 
greatest  The  object  which  rose  highest  in  the  affections  of  his  later  life 
was  the  preparation  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the  gospel.  His 
heart  ached  over  the  desolations  of  the  great  South  and  West.  He 
exhausted  himself  and  died  amidst  efforts  to  provide  for  the  young  men 
in  those  missionary  fields  the  means  of  sufficient  education  for  the 
heavenly  office  of  heralds  of  the  grace  of  Christ. 

In  nothing  was  his  life  more  instructive  than  in  its  success  in  moving 
men  to  give  money  to  good  objects.  In  the  art  of  getting  money  he  was 
a  master.  Now,  when  the  work  of  agents  is  dispensed  with,  and  the 
variety  and  extent  of  the  Church's  evangelical  wants  are  so  great,  so  that 
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every  pastor  is  required  to  cultivate  and  make  as  productive  as  possible 
the  field  which  has  been  particularly  entrusted  to  him,  Baker's  success  is 
worthy  of  deepest  consideration. 

He  did  all  for  Jesus  Christ,  and  through  Jesus  Christ.  This  is  the 
sum  and  testimony  of  his  experience.     He  said  in  his  latter  days: 

"I  have  been  preaching  Christ  for  nearly  forty  years,  and  in  the  con- 
templation of  him  I  am  more  and  more  filled  with  wonder,  admiration 

and  joy It  is  Christ,  and  Christ  crucified,  which  gives  beauty  and 

efficiency  to  everything  ;  and  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  every  minister 
to  remember  these  words,  'Him  that  honoreth  me  I  will  honor;  and  he 
that  despiseth  me  shall  be  lightly  esteemed.'  ....  How  wonderful,  that 
he  who  is  the  Lord  of  glory  should  for  our  sakes  be  crucified!  How 
wonderful,  that  he  who  is  the  Prince  of  life  should  for  our  sakes  be 
brought  under  the  power  of  death!  This  has  been  the  principal  theme 
of  all  my  sermons,  and  hence  what  some  are  pleased  to  call  the  'remarka- 
ble success'  which  has  crowned  my  preaching.  And  to  God  be  all  the 
praise." 

It  was  Daniel  Baker's  experience  that  when  the  love  of  Christ  fills  the 
hearts  of  men  it  is  very  easy  to  get  money  from  them  for  the  service  of 
Christ's  kingdom.  They  poured  it  out  of  their  own  accord.  He  says, 
"  As  there  is  a  very  intimate  connection  between  the  heart  and  the  purse, 
the  converts  and  their  friends  in  their  gratitude  poured  out  their  '  free- 
will offerings'  in  a  most  surprising  manner."  After  a  great  revival  in 
which  three  hundred  and  fifty  souls  were,  led  to  the  Saviour,  he  says : 
"Free-will offerings  to  the  college" — Austin  College,  in  Texas,  for  which 
he  was  then  collecting  money — "poured  in,  in  a  wonderful  manner. 
Heavy  remittances  were  sent  home.  It  was  one  check  after  another ! 
The  whole  amounting,  I  think,  to  nearly  six  thousand  dollars !  Besides 
these,  small  tokens  of  affection  were  pressed  on  my  acceptance." 

The  biographer  of  Dr.  Baker, — his  son,  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  M.  Baker* — 
remarks  that  his  extraordinary  success  in  obtaining  money  for  educa- 
tional purposes  was  "  the  result  of  meetings  during  which  God  was 
pleased  to  pour  out  his  Holy  Spirit,  reviving  Christians  and  converting 
sinners.  What  an  illustration  this  is  of  the  fact — for  it  is  an  invariable 
one — that  giving  is  one  of  the  graces  wrought  by  the  Spirit  of  God  in  the 
heart ;  and  that  the  larger  the  measure  of  the  Holy  Spirit  poured  out, 
just  so  much  the  more  do  the  recipients  thereof 'abound  in  this  grace 
also.'  " 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  how  closely  the  spiritual  life  of  a  revived  people 
sympathizes  with  the  work  of  Ministerial  Education.  The  first  impulse 
of  a  man  who  is  converted  is  to  go  and  tell  his  friends,  and  neighbors, 
and  every  perishing  sinner,  of  the  grace  and  love  of  Christ,  and  to  put 
the  glad  tidings  in  the  mouths  of  others,  that  they  may  be  qualified  to  go 
forth  and  preach  it  everywhere.  The  money  needed  is  then  'poured 
forth'  freely.

"I  fully  believe  in  this  Science  of  Christian  Economy, 
it  needs  this,  and  further  discussion.     Our  ignorance  of  its  principles  and 
claims  suggests  conventions,  tracts,  etc.     Why  may  we  not  have  a  finan- 
cial revival  akin  to.  and  promoted  by.  agencies  similar  to  those  of  the 
it  Sunday-school  revival  of  the  past  twelve  year-  ':'      "  This  excellent 
and  needed  book  should  be   an  agency  in  the  accomplishment  of  great 
changes.     One  thing  is  certain :  our  benevolent  work  must  soon  be  sub- 
jected to  prudential  and  painful  shrinkage  if  our  people's  education  in 
giving  do  not  advance  rapidly." 

This  is  a  subject  the  importance  of  which  to  the  Church  of  Christ  on 
earth,  and  to  the  hundreds  of  millions  of  men  without  the  gospel,  no 
language  can  express.  "A  financial  revival"' is  indeed  the  great  want 
of  Christendom,  the  want  of  humanity.  It  should  be  discussed  in  every 
presbytery,  every  church-session,  every  synod.  Conventions  should  con- 
sider it.  All  should  pray  over  it.  Information  upon  it  should  be  uni- 
versally circulated.  The  simple  want  of  money  is  that  which  now  pre- 
vents the  increase  of  the  ministry,  the  support  of  home  and  foreign  mis- 
sions, and  almost  every  movement  which  looks  to  the  conversion  of  the 
world  to  Christ. 

A  WRONG  IMPUTATION. 

TVe  reirret  verv  much  to  see  the  admission  of  a  letter  in  the  Sustenta- 
Department  of  the  Record  for  March,  from  a  pastor  who  was  disap- 
pointed in  receiving  his  promised  appropriation  from  that  source,  which 
imputes  the  failure  to  the  Board  of  Education  having  "'stolen  a  march'7 
upon  Sustentation  and  "captured  their  main  position  of  collection  day." 

We  think  the  printing  of  such  a  letter  in  the  Record  to  be  wrong.  The 
action  of  the  Board  of  Education  has  been  open,  correct,  just,  and  in  no 
respect  unfriendly  to  this  cause.  This  Board  has  done  simply  what  the 
last  Assembly  told  it  to  do.  The  Assembly's  action  was  put  on  record 
by  a  Secretary  of  the  Home  Board,  who  holds  the  office  of  Permanent 
Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  and  it  was  published  at  the  time.  The  effect  of 
the  action  was  to  prevent  the  displacement  of  Education  from  its  order 
in  collections.  This  simply  required  that  Sustentation  should  be  pre- 
sented at  some  earlier  or  later  period.  Certainly  not  the  slightest  hind- 
rance was  put  to  the  presentation  of  its  claims  in  any  other  month  of  the 
year. 

The  pages  of  the  Monthly  Record  have  hitherto  been  considered  a 
sacred  and  common  property  of  the  Boards,  where  no  one  should  molest 
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another,  but  where  each,  while  advocating  earnestly  its  own  aims  and 
wants,  should  also  render  to  the  others  respect,  kindness,  and  even  such 
aid  as  might  fall  in  its  way.  We  hope  that  this  sentiment  may  not  be 
destroyed  by  articles  such  as  the  one  which  has  been  mentioned. 


BOARD  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  J.  S.  Roberts  and  his  family 
have  arrived  at  Shanghai — returning  to  their  work  in  China  from  which 
ill  health  compelled  them  to  withdraw  a  few  years  ago.  The  Rev.  W. 
F.  Johnson  and  his  company  have  arrived  safely  in  India,  and  reached 
their  several  stations.  The  Rev.  H.  T.  Cowley  has  accepted  an  appoint- 
ment from  the  government  as  a  teacher  among  the  Spokan  Indians, 
Washington  Territory,  to  which  post  he  was  nominated  by  the  Board. 
As  the  salary  is  inadequate,  it  will  be  supplemented  by  Mrs.  Cowley's 
being  supported  in  part  as  a  missionary  of  the  Philadelphia  Women's 
Society. 

The  Acapulco  Massacre. — Our  last  number  contained  a  brief  notice 
of  the  religious  riot  at  this  Mexican  city,  in  which  several  persons  were 
killed  and  others  wounded.  The  religious  and  secular  newspapers 
of  the  country  have  given  pretty  full  particulars  of  this  outrage.  Mr. 
Hutchinson,  after  giving  statements  of  the  case  in  San  Francisco  and 
Chicago,  has  arrived  in  New  York,  where  opportunities  will  be 
enjoyed  of  receiving  further  information  on  the  subject  before  he 
returns  to  Mexico.  There  can  be  but  one  judgment  of  the  case.  But 
for  the  intolerance  of  the  Romanist  priesthood  and  the  ignorance  of  many 
of  their  adherents,  such  outbreaks  could  not  occur.  We  are  glad  to  ex- 
onerate the  liberal  government  of  Mexico  from  having  given  the  least 
countenance  to  these  proceedings.  The  course  of  the  Protestants  in  the 
midst  of  these  great  evils  entitles  them  to  the  respect  and  confidence  of 
their  countrymen,  as  well  as  to  the  earnest  sympathy  and  the  remem- 
brance in  prayer  of  their  Christian  brethren  in  other  countries. 

Added  to  the  Church. — It  was  the  privilege  of  the  Rev.  E.  N. 
Hutchinson  to  organize  a  church  in  Acapulco,  Mexico,  of  fifty-three 
members,  all  received  on  profession  of  their  faith.  Others  were  expect- 
ing to  apply  for  admission.  Then  followed  the  dreadful  riot.  But  the 
enemy  overreached  himself  in  exciting  this  deed  of  darkness.  At  Santi- 
ago,  Chili,  two  new  members  were  received,  and  a  church  was  organized 
in  Copiapo  of  eight  members,  admitted  on  profession  of  their  faith.  Two 
new  converts  were  admitted  to  the  church  of  Brotas,  Brazil,  and  four  to 
the  church  of  Sao  Paulo.  Two  were  received  and  one  restored  at 
Gaboon,  West  Africa,  and  one  at  Monrovia.  From  Beirut,  we  learn  that 
fifty  new  members  were  received  during  the  year  at  stations  of  the  Syria 
Mission.     Twelve  new  communicants   were  admitted  to  the  church  of 
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Canton,  China,  and  two  to  the  church  of  Yokohama,  Japan.  Eight  new 
members  were  received  by  the  church  of  Odana,  Chippewa  Mission,  for- 
merly known  as  the  Ojibwa  Mission. 

School  Building  Burnt. — The  missionaries  mourn  over  the  loss  of 
the  girls'  school  building-  at  Canton,  China.  The  lire  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  work  of  an  incendiary,  and  the  loss  about  $1200.  The  erection 
of  a  new  building  was  considered  necessary. 

Regular  Mail  to  Chiexgmai. — Our  missionary  friends  among  the 
Laos,  several  hundred  miles  inland  from  Bangkok,  have  often  had  to 
wait  many  months  for  an  opportunity  of  sending  or  receiving  their  let- 
ters. Mr.  McGilvary,  who  was  soon  to  start  with  his  family  from  Bang- 
kok for  his  station  among  the  Laos,  was  therefore  much  pleased  in  being 
able  to  report,  that  the  government  would  hereafter  maintain  monthly 
communication  between  Bangkok  and  Chiengmai. 

Receipts — May  1st  to  March  1st. — From  churches.  $224,904:  from 
individual  donors,  $27,186;  from  legacies,  $25,609;— in  all  $236,522. 
Last  year,  the  receipts  in  these  months  were  $325,589.  Less  this  year, 
$39,067.  From  the  churches  and  individual  donors,  that  is,  from  the 
living  members  of  our  body,  this  year,  $252,090  ;  last  year,  $265,548. 
Less  this  year,  $13,458.

WHAT  CAX  BE  DOXE  IX  A  MONTH. 

See  a  few  figures,  remembering  that  the  financial  year  of  the  Board 
ends  Mav  1st.  Estimates  from  the  Missions,  received  a  vear  a°-o,  nearlv 
$550,000  for  their  usual  work.  Amount  recommended  for  this  cause  by 
the  last  General  Assembly,  $600,000,  allowing  a  margin  for  some  advance. 
Estimates  finally  approved  by  the  Board  after  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly,  $498,720 — the  amount  being  painfully  reduced,  in  view  of  the 
financial  outlook.  Receipts  from  all  sources  to  the  1st  of  March,  $286,522. 
The  receipts  of  March  are  coming  in  as  we  write  this  article,  and  thus 
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far — 16th  March — they  do  not  promise  full  success.  The  month  of  April 
remains,  after  this  number  of  the  Record  reaches  the  hands  of  its  rend- 
ers.    What  can  be  done  in  this  one  month  ? 

First  of  all,  and  important  beyond  measure,  the  prayers  of  many  may  be 
offered ;  and  in  answer  to  them  the  Lord  may  provide  all  needed  means. 

2.  Information  could  be  given  from  the  pulpit,  and  in  other  and  various 
ways,  which  would  lead  our  Christian  people  to  look  with  more  favor 
on  this  cause. 

3.  Funds  already  collected  can  be  sent  to  the  mission  treasury. 

4.  In  churches  that  have  not  yet  taken  collections  for  this  cause,  it  might 
yet  have  a  hearing-;  and  even  if  the  collections  should  be  small  in  amount, 
they  might  be  large  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord. 

5.  In  churches,  where  a  rainy  day  or  some  other  reason  lessened  the 
amount  usually  given,  it  may  be  practicable  to  supplement  the  collection. 

G.  There  may  be  friends  of  this  cause,  whom  "God  hath  prospered," 
who  could  send  in  their  good  gifts.  Many  donations,  small  and  large, 
have  been  received  from  such  friends,  as  the  Treasurer's  "  Miscellaneous" 
acknowledgments  show. 

7.  There  may  be  Bequests  yet  unpaid,  which  ought  before  this  to 
have  reached  the  mission  treasury,  and  perhaps  others  which  could  be 
paid  before  the  end  of  April. 

Our  readers,  especially  among  our  ministers  and  elders,  will  please 
accept  these  remarks  for  consideration,  and  perhaps  for  prompt  action  in 
a  good  many  cases.  They  will  have  noticed  that,  while  clearly  stating 
the  case  more  than  once,  we  have  not  dwelt  largely  nor  frequently  on 
the  financial  phase  of  our  common  work;  but  they  will  see  that  now 
one  month  may  save  this  cause  from  great  embarrassment.  If  each  one 
of  our  communicants  had  given  two  cents  a  week  during  the  year  to  this 
work,  it  would  have  received  $16,000  more  than  the  estimates  as  reduced 
call  for.  But  unhappily  many  of  our  Christian  brethren  do  not  regard  it 
with  much  practical  interest.  Many  of  them,  however,  do  give  it  a  noble 
support.  And  when  we  think  of  what  can  be  done  in  the  month  still 
remaining,  we  are  far  from  giving  up  the  hope  pf  ending  the  year  well. 
Then  the  Board  could  send  out  the  missionaries  under  appointment. 
Then  in  many  lands  our  brethren  would  go  on  in  their  work  with  new 
heart  and  hope.  We  may  also  believe  that  then  would  our  blessed  Saviour 
be  pleased  with  this  good  service  of  his  people. 


THE  SENECA  MISSION  IN  1875. 
The  Rev.  George  Ford,  writing  from  his  station  on  the   Cattaraugus 
Reserve,  Western  New  York,  February   1st,  gives  an  interesting  notice 
of  missionary  work  under  the  charge  of  this  mission. 

Our  annual  meeting  was  held  on  the  16th  ult.  The  principal  business 
consisted  in  making  out  the  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  in  con- 
sidering the  propriety  and  expediency  of  ordaining  to  the  gospel  ministry 
two  of  our  brethren.     After  mature  and  prayerful  deliberation,  it  was 
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resolved  to  take  steps  leading  to  their  ordination.  The  names  of  these 
two  men  are  David  J  i  me  son,  and  Zecheriah  Jimeson.  David  is  a  deacon 
in  the  Alleghany  church,  is  of  middle  age,  was  at  one  time  licensed  to 
preach  by  the  mission,  and  is  now  the  preacher  of  our  church  on  the 
Tonawanda  Reservation.  Zecheriah  is  an  elder  in  the  Cattaraugus 
church,  is  over  sixty  vears  of  age,  and  is  in  mission  service  at  Alleghany. 

Their  education  is  limited,  and  judged  by  the  standard  established  for 
white  men,  they  would  utterly  fail.  But  they  give  evidence  of  p  - 
ing  a  Christian  character,  and  are  able  to  speak  fluently  to  their  people 
on  the  great  theme  of  redemption  by  Christ,  We  wish  to  get  the 
sanction  of  the  Presbytery,  at  its  next  meeting  in  April,  to  ordain  them, 
and  we  should  be  glad  if,  by  its  action,  the  way  might  be  open  to  throw 
the  responsibility  of  sustaining  the  institutions  of  the  gospel  upon  the 
Indian  churches. 

The  church  at  Cattaraugus  has  lost  by  death  during  the  year  three 
members — one  of  whom  was  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  College,  and  the 
only  one  of  these  tribes  who  ever  received    a  college  diploma. 

Five  members  have  been  suspended  from  the  church,  and  five  have 
been  added  on  the  profession  of  their  faith.  The  whole  number  on  the 
list,  including  the  five  suspended,  is  one  hundred  and  thirty. 

The  Tonawanda  church  numbers  twenty-eight.  One  member  has 
been  suspended,  and  four  persons  have  been  received  from  the  Methodist 
church. 

The  Tuscarora  church  continues  with  the  same  membership  as  last 
vear,  viz:  t  went  v. 

The  Alleghanv  church  contains  seventv-six  members.  Three  have 
died,  three  have  been  excommunicated,  and  two  dismissed. 

We  held  a  protracted  meeting  with  our  people  at  Tonawanda,  continu- 
ing about  a  week.  During  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  the  week  succeeding, 
meetings  were  held  every  evening  in  the  church  at  Cattaraugus.  Pro- 
tracted meetings  have  likewise  been  held  on  the  Alleghany  Reservation. 

In  most  of  these  churches  divisions  among  the  members  have  greatly 
hindered  the  progress  of  the  gospel.  We  have  attempted  to  overcome 
the  prejudices  lying  at  the  root  of  these  difficulties,  and  to  lead  the  parties 
nearer  to  the  Saviour,  and  thus  promote  peace  and  prosperity.  We 
think  these  protracted  meetings,  in  conjunction  with  other  efforts,  have 
softened  down  the  spirit  of  strife.  Some  of  the  brethren  have  engaged 
with  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  during  these  meetings,  especially 
the  two  whom  we  purposfe  to  recommend  to  the  Presbytery.  We  hope 
that  a  few  cases  of  conversion  have  taken  place,  but  cannot  now  speak 
of  them  with  confidence. 

The  cause  of  temperance  has  seemed  at  times  to  be  at  a  stand-still,  and 
even  to  retrograde.  Special  meetings  for  prayer,  and  addresses,  to  stop, 
if  possible,  the  progress  of  the  destroyer,  have  recently  been  held.  A 
woman  in  the  Pagan  portion  of  the  reservation  was  killed,  a  few  days 
since,  by  a  drunken  man,  who  has  been  apprehended  and  will  suffer  the 
penalty  of  the  law.  This  sad  example  may  do  somewhat  to  check  the 
prevalence  of  the  evil. 

Several  hundred  copies  of  the  gospel  in  Seneca,  translated  by  Brother 
Wright,  have  been  printed  by  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  are 
being  circulated  on  the  three  Reservations  where  the  Seneca  language  is 
spoken. 

Mrs.  Wright  has  superintended  a  Sabbath-school,  and  also  an  indus- 
trial school  among  the  Pagans.  The  funds  for  the  latter  of  these  were 
supplied  by  private  benevolence. 
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We  ask  for  the  prayers  of  God's  people  on  behalf  of  these  remnants  of 
formerly  powerful  tribes,  that  the  gospel  may  be  the  means  of  elevating 
and  saving  them. 


CONTINUED  WORK  OF  GRACE  AT  CANTON. 

The  Rev.  A.  P.  Happer,  D.  D.,  writes  under  date  of  January  18th, 
giving  interesting  and  encouraging  information  of  the  progress  of  the 
kingdom  of  Christ  in  the  city  of  China,  which  was  first  occupied  by  mis- 
sionaries. This  letter  was  not  written  for  publication,  but  with  a  few 
sentences  omitted  it  may  well  be  given  to  our  readers. 

It  was  my  privilege  on  yesterday  to  administer  the  ordinance  of  bap- 
tism to  tire! re  persons.  These  all  were  a  very  hopeful  company  of  disci- 
ples. Some  of  them  have  been  hearers  of  the  gospel  for  thirteen  years, 
some  for  eight  years,  and  six,  and  for  two,  and  for  one  year.  Two  of 
them  are  men  of  middle  age.  One  the  head  man  and  owner  of  a  cooper 
shop  near  here.  One  is  the  head  workman  in  a  cake  shop,  and  one  has 
been  a  teacher  in  a  day-school  of  another  missionary  during  the  last  year. 
But  as  his  wife  and  daughter  were  members,  he  came  here.  They  have 
been  specially  anxious  for  his  conversion  for  a  year  or  more,  and  it  was 
the  happy  and  joyful  death  of  his  daughter  that  led  him  to  a  decision 
after  thirteen  years  of  hearing  the  gospel.  The  two  other  men  are  the 
best  students  of  this  school,  and  whose  examinations  were  clear  and 
bright.  Two  of  the  women  are  choice  women,  who  have  been  teachers 
in  two  of  the  day-schools  for  girls  ;  one  is  the  sister-in-law  of  our  best 
assistant,  and  she  is  a  fine  woman,  whose  influence  will  be  felt;  one  is 
from  the  Women's  Training  School,  of  whom  Miss  No}res  gives  the  best 
character ;  and  two  are  old  women  of  over  sixty  }'ears  of  age,  to  whom 
the  gospel  has  come  in  their  old  age,  giving  them  the  promise  of  the  life 
to  come.  This  makes  the  number  received  and  baptized  here  since 
December  1st,  1872,  or  in  twenty-six  months,  to  be  eighty-six.  [Dr. 
Happer  refers  to  the  great  care  that  has  been  taken  in  the  admission  of 
members  to  the  church,  and  then  adds:]  Of  this  large  number  we  have 
had  to  suspend  two  for  unchristian  conduct,  two  have  gone  to  their 
homes  in  the  country,  and  we  know  nothing  about  them;  of  the  other 
eighty-two,  so  far  as  their  conduct  is  the  evidence,  they  are  living  accord- 
ing to  the  gospel.  Some  few  of  them  have  passed  through  much  trial 
and  persecution,  and  have  witnessed  a  good  confession  for  Christ.  And 
while  mourning  over  the  defection  of  the  two  already  mentioned,  I  give 
thanks  to  God  for  his  great  grace  bestowed  upon  these  converts — many 

of  them  are  growing  and  active  Christians We  have  had  daily 

prayer-meeting  at  6.30  o'clock,  A.  M.,  which  is  attended  by  the  assist- 
ants and  members  of  the  school,  and  other  members,  since  May,  1S73. 
I  have  never  been  absent  except  twice,  when  called  away;  and  the 
attendance  has  been  as  regular  by  the  native  members.  The  burden  of 
prayer  has  always  been  the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  of  God  and  the  con- 
version of  sinners.    ... 

Two  of  the  subjects  of  this  gracious  work  have  died  under  our  obser- 
vation, very  happy  and  joyful  deaths.  One  other  who  has  died  was  not 
seen  by  any  one,  and  we  know  nothing  of  her  exercises,  except  as  re- 
ported by  heathen  friends.  Many  of  the  converts  here  have  been  hearing 
the  gospel  for  twenty  or  more  years, — some  for  fifteen,  twelve,  ten,  and 
a  less  number  of  years,  so  that  it  has  been  the  gathering  of  the  fruit  of 
seed  sown  }rears  ago.     There  is  probably  no  place  in  China  where  such 
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a  state  of  preparation  exists  for  a  work  of  grace,  as  here  in  Canton. 
There  are  tens  of  thousands  here  who  have  an  intellectual  acquaintance 
with  the  gospel  of  Christ.  And  this  preaching  has  been  going  on  every 
day,  in  fourteen  chapels,  for  fifteen  years  without  any  intermission — to 
go  no  farther  back  than  1859.  I  labor  and  pray  in  the  expectation  of 
seeing  a  yet  greater  work  of  grace  in  Canton  soon,  than  ever  before,  and 
one  that  will  cause  the  hearts  of  many  to  rejoice.  A  great  deal  of  hard 
work  has  been  done  here,  [by  several  ladies  of  the  mission,]  among  the 
women  and  girls,  and  a  spirit  of  prayer  is  manifest  among  the  women  of 
the  native  church,  as  well  as  among  the  men. 

I  trust  that  the  prayers  of  God's  people  go  up  continually  for  us,  and 
that  in  answer  thereto  his  Spirit  will  come  in  mighty  power.  Pray  for 
us,  and  ask  the  churches  to  pray  for  us. 


BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 


A  SAD  DAY. 

An  excellent  minister  in  Missouri,  who  has  been  very  active  in  circu- 
lating the  publications  of  our  Board  of  Publication,  in  view  of  the  present 
curtailment  of  that  work,  writes  as  follows: 

"  It  is  a  sad  day  for  our  Church  when  the  circulation  of  her  literature 
is  being  cut  off.  There  never  was  a  time  when  the  people  of  the  West 
were  in  greater  need  of  help.  There  never  was  a  time  when  they  were 
more  willing  and  anxious  to  read.     But  they  can't  buy." 

AN    APPEAL    FROM    KANSAS. 

A  Home  Missionary,  writing  from  a  village  in  Kansas,  says : 

"I  am  now  settled  in  this  place,  the  only  Presbyterian  minister  in  the 
country.  I  have  four  weak  congregations  to  supply.  Can  you  send  us 
some  Presbvterian  Hvmnals  and  some  Sabbath-school  library  books? 
The  people,  with  some  exceptions,  have  no  means  to  buy  anything.  They 
ore  unable  to  buy  food  for  themselves  and  their  cattle,  yet  they  are  hungry 
for  the  Gospel.  We  have  a  fair  prospect  of  securing  a  good  foothold  for 
Presbyterianism  in  this  county,  if  we  are  not  starved  out.  Please  let  me 
hear  whether  you  can  do  anything,  for  us." 

"Who  will  enable  the  Board  to  send  some  books  to  this  missionary  ? 

ANOTHER    APPEAL    FROM    KANSAS. 

Another  of  our  ministers  in  Kansas  writes  as  follows: 

"I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  papers  and  catechisms  you  sent,  and 
hope  they  will  do  much  good  here. 

"Our  Heavenly  Father  has  been  pleased  to  afflict  us  sorely  in  this  part 
of  Kansas  by  taking  from  us  almost  all  our  temporal  good  things.  The 
destitution  of  this  region  is  very  great.  I  do  not  overstate  the  fact 
when  I  say  that  one-half  of  the  entire  population  of  our  county  are  in 
need  of  help.  I  feel  as  though  my  efforts  to  feed  the  soul  are  almost 
futile,  while  the  body  is  unclothed  and  unfed.  Yet  God  has  blessed  us 
in  this  place  by  a  general  awakening  among  professing  Christians,  and 
by  giving  us  two  conversions  as  seals  to  his  work.  I  find  the  tracts  of  your 
Board  are  highly  appreciated  here  by  our  people.  More  of  them  would 
be  gratefully  received.  But  we  acknowledge  poverty  and  are  unable  to 
purchase." 
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A  GOOD  OPPORTUNITY. 

Any  Sabbath-school  desiring  to  do  good,  will  please  read  this  short 
article. 

Away  off  in  Washington  Territory,  on  the  upper  waters  of  the  Colum- 
bia River,  and  not  very  far  from  the  boundary  of  British  America,  is  a 
beautiful  and  fertile  region  into  which  settlers  have  begun  to  pour.  In 
this  region  resides  an  active  and  useful  man,  who  is  laboring  earnestly 
to  spread  among  these  new  settlers  the  precious  truth  of  the  Gospel,  and 
to  bring  them  to  the  feet  of  Jesus.  He  greatly  needs  and  earnestly 
solicits  for  this  use,  supplies  of  the  Board's  books,  tracts  and  papers. 
We  may  add  that  we  have  most  positive  testimony  to  the  excellence  and 
usefulness  of  this  zealous  laborer,  from  some  of  our  well-known  Presby- 
terian  ministers  in  that  Territory  and  in  Oregon.  We  append  a  few 
sentences  from  a  letter  just  received  from  him: 

"Our  Sabbath-school  here  was  started  just  one  year  ago.  [There  is 
as  yet  no  church].  I  am  a  convert  from  Romanism,  a  Belgian,  who 
after  studying  under  priests,  refused  to  become  a  priest,  was  persecuted, 
and  fled  to  this  country.  Seeing  many  Protestants  scattered  in  this 
valley,  (the  majority  being  Presbyterians,)  I  moved  them  to  make  an 
open  profession  of  their  faith,  in  the  absence  of  all  ministers,  by  public 
prayer  and  reading  the  Bible  with  explanations.  Our  Sunday-school  is 
still  in  this  state ;  Ave  meet  on  Sabbaths,  read  the  Scripture  and  explain 
it  according  to  our  best  ability.  I  expect  a  Presbyterian  pastor  next 
summer,  and  hope  the  Sabbath-school  will  then  be  better  organized.  It 
was  all  I  could  do  to  bring  the  people  together  in  this  way.  As  I  have 
discovered  that  the  Presbyterian  doctrine  agrees  in  every  point  with  the 
infallible  word  of  God,  I  shall  continue  to  give  the  Presbyterian  church 
my  heartiest  and  most  earnest  support  as  the  standard-bearer  of  the 
truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  I  highly  value  the  Board's  publications  and  will 
earnestly  work  to  have  them  spread  in  this  valley.  Most  gratefully  will 
I  accept  all  you  may  feel  able  to  send  me  for  this  use." 

The  Board  desires  to  send  at  once  to  this  Christian  laborer  forty  or 
fifty  dollars  worth  of  its  publications — but,  alas!  the  Missionary  Fund  is 
empty  and  overdrawn.  Which  of  our  more  favored  Sabbath-schools  will 
send  us  the  money  for  this  specific  use  ? 


A  YALUABLE  BOOK. 

To  teach  the  teachers  is  the  most  needful  and  most  valuable  of  all 
teachings,  for  it  is  a  teaching  that  is  transmitted  and  multiplied.  Hence 
we  commend  the  earnest  efforts  now  being  put  forth  to  instruct  our  Sab- 
bath-school workers,  and  thus  to  elevate  their  work.  The  most  notable 
book  tending  in  this  direction  as  yet  given  to  the  public,  is  Preparing 
to  Teach,  a  volume  recently  issued  by  our  Board  of  Publication. 
We  doubt  whether  there  is  a  Sabbath-school  teacher  in  the  land  who 
would  not  be  benefited  by  its  thorough  study.  Certain  it  is  that  the 
vast  mass  of  the  teachers  sorely  need  just  the  instructions  which  it 
imparts.  We  would  ask  our  pastors  to  call  to  it  the  attention  of  their 
teachers.     If  they  can  be  induced  to  study  it,  to  study  it  thoroughly,  the 
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character  of  their  work  will  be  immensely  elevated.  We  honor  the  noble 
zeal  of  onr  Sabbath-school  teachers,  the  best  men  and  women  in  our 
churches,  but  we  would  see  their  preparation  for  their  work  more  tho- 
rough and  complete.  Preparing  to  Teach  is  a  handsome  duodecimo 
volume,  comprising  five  parts: 

1.  Bible  Evidences.    By  the  Rev.  John  Hall,  D.I). 

2.  Ceremonial  Institutes.  With  Illustrations.  By  the  Rev.  Edward 
P.  Humphrey,  D.D. 

3.  Bible  History,  Geography  and  Archaeology.  By  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Henrv  Green,  D.D. 

4.  Summary  of  Christian  Doctrine.  Bv  the  Rev.  Frances  L.  Patton, 
D.D. 

5.  How  to  Teach  the  Bible.     By  Mr.  J.  Bennet  Tyler. 

Compression,  conciseness,  and  directness  are  the  characteristics  of  the 

contents,  the  object  being  to  pack  in  a  small  compass  as  much  as  might 

be,  without  the  sacrifice  of  clearness.     One  eminent  instructor  says : 

"  On  the  whole  the  book  cannot  fail  to  find  hosts  of  readers,  and  to 
commend  itself  to  the  judgment  of  the  Church,  as  one  of  unusual  excel- 
lence. If  it  shall  be  received  as  it  ought  to  be,  it  cannot  fail  to  inaugu- 
rate a  higher  standard  in  our  Sabbath-school  instruction,  and  to  augur  a 
brighter  day  for  this  great  and  blessed  work."

CHRISTIAN  ECONOMICS. 

Another  valuable  volume,  just  issued  by  the  Board,  is 
GocVs  Rule  for  Christian  Giving,  a  practical  essay  on  the  Science  of 
Christian  Economy.  By  the  Rev.  William  Speer,  D.D.  16mo.  Price 
75  cents.  Dr.  Speer  was  led  to  the  preparation  of  this  really  elaborate 
discussion,  first,  of  the  "  Divine  Gift  of  Money,"  and  then  of  the  "  Divine 
Rule  for  the  Christian  use  of  Money,"  by  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the 
Church  is  ever  dragged  to  the  earth  by  the  want  of  that  which  Chris- 
tians in  America  have  in  abundance  to  give.  This  fact  drove  him  to  the 
prayerful  study,  first  of  every  text  in  the  Bible  relating  in  any  way  to 
money;  next  of  the  experience  of  the  Church  as  to  money;  and  then  of 
questions  of  finance  and  commerce  that  would  throw  light  upon  the  sub- 
ject. The  result  is  a  volume  that  should  be  read  by  all  who  are  inte- 
rested in  the  conversion  of  the  world  to  Christ.  It  is,  we  think,  the  most 
thorough  discussion  of  the  topic  ever  given  to  the  Christian  public.  To 
put  a  copy  into  every  family  in  a  church  would  be  a  most  wise  invest- 
ment of  funds  intended  for  the  spread  of  truth. 


THE  SHORTER  CATECHISM  IN  JAPAN. 

Mrs.  Dr.  Hepburn  of  Yokohama,  whilst  sending  thanks  to  the  Board 
of  Publication  for  a  grant  of  books  and  tracts,  which  the  missionaries 
find  very  helpful,  mentions  the  fact  that  Dr.  Hepburn  is  translating  the 
Shorter  Catechism  into  Japanese.  How  wide-spread  is  the  influence  of 
that  small  but  strong  manual  I 
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The  difficulty  and  distress  to  which  many  of  our  feeble  churches  are 
subjected,  in  their  efforts  to  secure  a  place  of  worship — the  self-denial  and 
mortification  to  which  many  of  them  have  to  submit  in  order  to  raise  the 
few  hundreds  of  dollars  required,  can  hardly  be  imagined  by  those  who 
have  never  had  this  painful  experience.  In  these  trials  and  labors  the 
women  bear  their  full  share,  and  in  many  cases  were  it  not  for  the 
women  the  effort  would  prove  an  entire  failure.  The  following,  taken 
from  the  letter  of  a  lady  in  Montana,  will  hardly  fail  to  interest  and 
instruct.  It  is  addressed  to  a  couple  of  sisters  who,  as  their  voluntary 
offering,  gave  $500,  which  paid  the  Board's  appropriation  to  the  church 
of  which  the  writer  is  a  live  member. 

"A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  brought 
our  little  band  together  to  rejoice  over  your  generous  gift  to  the 
Board,  which  they  have  applied  to  our  pressing  necessities.  Dear 
ladies,  if  I  might  trespass  upon  your  kindness  by  telling  you  the  story  of 
our  struggles  here,  you  would  not  wonder  that  our  hearts  overflowed 
with  gratitude  to  the  Great  Giver  who  put  it  into  your  hearts  to  help 
us.  This  territory  has  probably  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  and  not  a 
Presbyterian  church  building  within  its  bounds,  or  within  a  radius  of 
live  hundred  miles.  I  left  a  dear  home  in  Pennsylvania  about  eighteen 
months  ago-  About  the  time  I  got  here,  a  Presbyterian  church  was 
organized  and  a  minister  secured.  We  had  no  place  of  meeting  but  the 
court-room,  where  we  were  subject  to  all  sorts  of  interruptions,  and  we 
were  obliged  to  withdraw  from  this.  Then  our  little  band  of  eleven 
members  resolved  to  try  and  build  a  church.  Our  numbers  and  means 
were  few,  but  our  faith  was  strong.  I  felt,  for  one,  that  God,  who  had 
strangely  brought  me  here,  had  something  for  me  to  do,  and  I  resolved 
to  do  it.  Four  ladies  were  appointed  to  canvass  the  town.  Men  could 
do  nothing,  and  for  women  it  was  not  safe  in  such  a  community  as  this. 
Our  Committee  of  four  was  soon  reduced  to  two,  but  the  canvass  was 
carried  through,  and,  as  the  result,  $1,500  was  subscribed.  But  the  small- 
est sum  for  which  the  building  could  be  completed  was  $3,000.  How 
was  this  to  be  raised?  I  resolved  to  go  out  to  the  mining  camps.  Some 
of  the  ladies  held  up  their  hands  in  horror.  I  knew  the  danger;  but  my 
husband  gave  his  consent,  and  I  knew  that  for  his  sake  I  would  be 
respected.  But  I  did  not  know  the  half  I  had  to  endure.  The  first 
night  was  one  of  horror  that  I  can  never  forget.  The  cursing — the 
yelling  and  firing  of  pistols  kept  me  in  constant  dread  all  the  night  long. 
I  had  taken  a  young  lady  with  me  in  the  coach,  but  I  soon  found  this 
was  no  place  for  her,  and  sent  her  back.  The  only  place  where  I  could 
find  the  men,  when  out  of  the  mines,  was  at  the  saloons  and  gambling- 
houses.  In  many  places,  I  had  literally  to  wade  through  piles  of  filth 
and  cards  swept  out  from  these  hells.  I  can  never  tell  what  I  endured — 
my  cheeks  burned,  and  my  nerves  quivered  for  hours  after.  I  returned 
safely  with  quite  a  sum  of  money.  We  counted  the  cost,  thought  we 
had  enough.  The  building  was  contracted  for — the  frame  was  set  up 
and  partly  closed  in,  when  a  violent  storm  prostrated  it  and  our  hopes  to 
the  earth.  I  need  not  try  to  tell  you  of  the  heartaches  and  painful 
struggles  this  cost.  But  thanks  to  God,  it  is  up  again,  and  with  the  help 
of  your  S500,  it  will  soon  be  paid  for. 

"Since  my  visit  to  the  mines  I  have  had  a  severe  attack  of  illness,  from 
which  I  am  recovering." 

Surely  such  people  deserve  to  be  helped. 
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"He  that  hath  a  bountiful  eye  shall  be  blessed." 

"Whoso  STOPPETH  his  ears  at  the  cry  of  the  poor,  he  also  shall  cry  himself,  but 

SHALL   >"OT    BE   HEARD." 

The  money  already  collected  for  this  branch  of  church-work  has  shown 
the  liberality  of  the  individuals  and  churches  who  have  brought  their 
free-will  offerings  for  this  cause.  Yet  a  hundred  and  fifty  families  depen- 
dent on  this  Fund  are  still  unsupplied.  Some  of  them  have  waited 
eight,  nine,  and  ten  months,  most  of  them  in  painful  want.  If  this  fact 
were  well  considered,  probably  not  even  these  stringent  times  would  find 
the  deficiency  to-day  so  great  as  to  force  the  Committee  to  cut  down  all 
grants  at  least  one-half,  or  bring  the  Treasury  into  hopeless  debt. 

Aged  and  feeble  ministers,  widows  and  orphans  left  penniless  and  for- 
lorn, make  a  spectacle  sad  to  behold.  Should  such  a  thing  be  in  this 
land  and  in  our  Church,  where  joint  effort  and  a  little  self-denial  could 
easily  gather  more  than  enough  for  the  emergency?  Of  all  the  classes  of 
the  destitute  none  have  a  stronger  claim  than  they.  Happy  the  Church 
when  she  looks  this  duty  squarely  in  the  face,  and  in  the  name  of  her  Lord 
rises  up  to  meet  the  obligation.  God  says,  "Prove  me  now" — "and  I 
will  pour  you  out  a  blessing."     Shall  He  not  be  taken  at  his  word? 

Some  are  doing  their  part.  We  honor  them;  we  thank  them;  the 
loving  eye  of  Jesus  is  upon  them,  and  they  shall  have  their  reward. 
Let  the  influence  of  this  example  spread,  and  let  the  gifts  flow  in  until 
the  cry  of  want  shall  cease. 

The  ladies  of  Brown  Memorial  church,  Baltimore,  as  we  learn  from 
Mrs.  E.  P.  S.  Jones,  have  sent  two  valuable  boxes  of  clothing  to  one  of 
our  needy  families.  The  church  of  Warsaw,  X.  Y.,  Dr.  Joseph  E.  Nas- 
sau, pastor,  has  supplied  at  least  three  boxes.  Miss  Weed  reports  a  box 
sent  by  Mantua  1st  church,  West  Philadelphia,  worth  about  $175.  Mrs. 
L.  Torrey,  of  Xew  York,  Mrs.  Hardy,  Mr.  Blair,  and  Mr.  Robert  Ste- 
venson, of  Princeton  church,  West  Philadelphia,  and  Rev.  A.  Proudfit, 
made  up  a  box  of  warm  clothing  for  Minnesota.  The  ladies  of  Harris- 
burgh  have  sent  out  several  boxes.  Mrs.  C.  T.  Lewis,  of  Greensburg, 
furnished  a  box  with  additional  articles.  Others  have  willingly  lent 
their  aid  to  relieve  the  destitute  during  the  winter,  all  of  whom  will 
please  to  accept  our  thanks. 


The  Committee  has  been  compelled,  in  consequence  of  the  want  of 
funds,  to  cut  down  all  appropriations  one-half. 


GENERAL  ASSEMBLY'S  COMMITTEE  ON  FREEDMEN. 

Financial. — The  receipts  of  February  amount  to  only  $3,362.52, 
which  is  less  than  the  receipts  of  the  same  month  in  last  year  by 
$351.09;  and  comparing  the  receipts  of -the  present  ecclesiastical  year 
with  those  of  last,  the  deficit  of  the  eleven  months  of  the  present  year, 
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up  to  March  1st,  is  SO,  113.95.  Hence,  unless  the  receipts  of  March  shall 
be  about  double  the  amount  received  in  the  same  month  in  last  year, 
besides  being  left  at  the  close  of  the  year  without  a  balance  in  hand  to 
supplement  the  short  receipts  of  the  summer  months,  a  new  debt  will  be 
inevitable. 

Woman's  Work  for  Woman. — A  lady  teacher  who  has  lately  entered 
upon  work  under  our  care  in  North  Carolina,  writes  as  follows  : 

"  I  have  not  much  that  is  new  to  communicate  in  regard  to  my  work 
the  past  month.  Day  by  day  I  have  been  trying  to  scatter  the  little 
seeds,  which  I  trust  eventually  will  spring  up  and  bear  fruit.  I  find  this 
a  most  interesting  work.  There  is  no  time  to  be  idle  ;  and  as  the  work 
comes  pressing  in  from  day  to  day — so  much  more  than  I  can  possibly 
attend  to — I  often  feel  to  say  with  another,  '  The  wear  and  tear  of  what 
I  cannot  do,  is  more  than  the  wear  and  tear  of  what  I  do.'  The  spiritual 
condition  of  this  people  presses  even  more  heavily  upon  me  than  any 
thing  else  in  connection  with  them.  There  is  so  much  of  'religion  with- 
out morality.'  Of  course  there  are  exceptions,  many  of  them  seem  to 
feel  that  the  sin  of  wrong-doing  consists  not  in  the  performance  of  the 
act,  but  in  being  found  out  in  it.  But  all  this  is  nothing  more  than  we 
could  expect,  when  we  remember  'the  hole  of  the  pit  from  whence  they 
were  digged.'  To  me,  the  women  seem  even  more  degraded  than  the 
men.  I  would  be  so  glad  if  I  could  have  more  time  for  general  work — 
real  missionary  work  from  house  to  house.  As  I  go  about  somewhat,  I 
feel  more  and  more  impressed  with  the  needs  in  this  direction,  and  how 
much  might  be  accomplished  by  an  earnest  Christian  woman,  set  apart 
particularly  for  this  service.  Cannot  the  Committee,  another  year,  com- 
mission some  one  for  such  a  work?  .  .  .  The  prayer-meetings  with  the 
school  are  every  week  increasing  in  interest  and  numbers.  Within  a 
few  days,  one  of  the  girls  thinks  she  has  found  the  Saviour,  and  the 
Spirit  is  evidently  stirring  with  others." 

Attending  school  "  under  difficulties." — It  is  sometimes  cold  even 
in  Georgia,  and  when  it  comes  it  is  felt.  One  of  our  Missionaries  in  that 
State  who,  with  assistants,  teaches  as  well  as  preaches,  writes  as  follows : 

"  Yesterday,  it  stormed  so  hard,  no  one  could  be  there  ;  to-day,  the 
ride  was   very  pinching  for  poor  daughter,  and  we  hardly   expected  a 

scholar.     Mrs.  G braved  it  too,  and  about  fifty  scholars.     '  Uncle' 

J ,  passing,  threatened  us  all  with  death  if  we  did  not  quit  imme- 
diately. I  asked  them  which  they  would  rather — go  right  back  home, 
or  have  school;  not  one  said  go  home;  some  thought  to  walk  four  miles 
for  nothing,  would  be  too  bad  ;  so  we  set  to  work  to  get  warm  by  stir- 
ring study.  I  do  like  to  teach  such  willing  scholars,  who  would  rather 
be  cold  in  school  than  warm  at  home,  and  who  would  rather  be  whipped 
than  dismissed  from  school  for  misconduct.  No  doubt  the  Committee  are 
glad  to  support  such  pluck,  and  I  suppose  they  hear  of  it  in  ail  their 
mission  schools."

On  the  31st  of  March,  1875,  the  fifth  fiscal  year  of  the  Board,  and  in 
some  respects  the  most  difficult,  closed.     The  year  was  begun  with  a 
burden  of  debt  amounting  to  $19,500.     The  debt  at  the  close  of  the  pre- 
sent year  was  $24,372.74.     This  had  been  all  along  foreshadowed  by 
financial  stringency  in  church  and  country.      Promises  to  remove  this 
and  another  debt,  were  made  generously  and  enthusiastically  at  the  last 
Assembly,  but  up  to  the  present  time  more  than  one-third  of  the  amount 
promised  is  unreceived.     The  Board  has  been  steadily  struggling  against 
the  continued  paralysis  in  all  departments  of  business,  commercial,  manu- 
facturing, mining,  and  agricultural.      This  has  prevented  many  liberal 
congregations  and  individuals  from  contributing  so  largely  as  in  former 
years.     Then  many  congregations,  just  attaining  self-support,  or  nearly 
approaching  it,  have  been  compelled  to  look  to  the  Board  for  larger  aid. 
Thousands  of  men  out  of  employment,  though  willing  to  work,  have  been 
able  to  do  little  or  nothing  for  the  support  of  the  gospel  in  their  midst,  or 
contribute  anything  towards  its  support  in  missionary  districts.     Then 
the  striking  off  $70,000  from  the  apportionment,  by  the  last  Assembly, 
although  unanimouslv  recommended  bv  the  Committee  on  Benevolence, 
had  a  depressing  influence  on  the   cause  in  the   mind  of  the   Church. 
These,  with  other  things,  have  rendered  the  year  one  of  peculiar  diffi- 
culty and  trial.     At  the  same  time  the  fields  have  been  extending,  and 
expenditures  increasing.     This  must  continue  to  be  the  case  so  long  as 
the  country  grows,  and  the  needy  millions  of  other  nations  and  conti- 
nents crowd  here  for  liberty  and  a  home,  and  the  Church  endeavors  to 
supply  them,  and   our   own   extending   population,   with   the   gospel   of 
Christ.     Such  a  work,  in  the  present  state  of  things,  must  always  have 
debt  and  difficulties  to  contend  with.     Let  the  Church  then  not  despair. 
Will  not  the  Assembly,  so  soon  to  meet  in  Cleveland,  largely  made  up  of 
men  from  sections  lately,  or  now,  largely  Home  Missionary,  demonstrate 
practically  the  truth,  that  the  evangelization  of  this  land  is  the  hojje  of 
the  world?     Cleveland  itself  was  a  Home  Mission  field  less  than  a  gene- 
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ration  ago!  The  whole  State  of  Ohio,  with  all  its  wealth  of  churches, 
and  Presbyteries,  and  Synods,  is  the  fruit  of  Home  Missionary  enterprise 
within  the  present  century.  "  What  oaks  from  little  acorns  grow  !" 
May  the  Assembly  meeting  within  its  bounds  be  moved  by  tender 
memories  and  prompted  to  generous  deeds  towards  this  great  and  needy 
cause. 

It  is  a  hopeful  sign  that,  notwithstanding  the  stringency  of  the  times, 
a  larger  number  of  our  churches  have  contributed,  and  $23,274.27 
more  than  last  year  have  come  from  churches  to  this  cause.  These 
facts  show  that  the  interest  is  extending  as  to  numbers,  and  deep- 
ening as  to  earnestness  in  the  heart  of  the  Church.  The  church  is  the 
great  spring  out  of  which,  by  God's  grace,  the  stream  must  flow.  To 
these  churches  we  turn  for  help,  and  always  turn  to  them  with  hope  and 
confidence.

Indiana. 

On  account  of  the  partial  failure  of  crops  in  this  region,  it  seemed  pro- 
bable that  the  church  could  not  raise  the  amount  of  salary  promised  for 
the  coming  six  months.  It  also  seemed  for  a  while  that  I  would  not 
•  receive  enough  to  pay  my  necessary  expenses,  but  provision  is  made 
now  for  me  and  my  family,  so  that  we  are  on  an  equal  footing  with  the 
majority  of  the  church  members. 

The  cause  of  the  deficiency  in  my  salary  was,  failure  of  crops  in  this 
region.     The  Spring  crops  were  very  short.     This  cast  a  gloom  upon 
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the  prospects  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Church  here  for  the  present. 
But  I  am  happy  to  say  that  satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made 
for   me  to  remain  here.      Otherwise  we  feel  encouraged.     The  stated 

services  at  M are  well  attended.     Our  Sabbath-school  is  in  a  very 

prosperous  condition ;  and  our  prayer-meeting  is  pretty  well  attended. 

At  F Lake,  one  of  the   stations  six  miles  from  M ,  we   held  a 

sacramental  meeting  some  weeks  ago.  Our  meeting  was  pleasant. 
Some  seemed  to  be  seriously  meditating  about  becoming  the  disciples  of 
Jesus.  If  I  am  permitted  to  judge,  I  think  they  were  not  far  from 
"  the  kingdom  of  God." 

At  C 's  school-house,  another  station,  we  have  not  a  single  church 

member,  but  the  people  attend  preaching  very  regularly,  and  have 
expressed  a  desire  for  me  to  begin  a  series  of  meetings  there.  I  hope 
that  these  people  can  be  brought  to  Jesus.  Heretofore  they  have  not 
been  cared  for,  and  were  considered  a  "rough  set."  But  I  must  say 
they  have  treated  me  very  courteously.  I  expect  I  must  turn  circuit- 
rider,  for  several  communities  in  reach  ought  to  be  looked  after.  Some 
parties  have  sent  me  word  to  visit  them ;  I  think  the  best  thing  I  can 
do  is  to  preach  for  these  people,  (I  mean  the  neighborhoods  that  I  have 
not  visited,)  at  such  times  as  they  can  go  to  hear  me,  and  thus  try  to 
point  these  neglected  people  to  the  Saviour.  I  will  soon  visit  the  dis- 
tricts I  have  referred  to.  The  more  I  labor  in  this  field,  the  more  it 
grows  in  interest.     Yours  truly,  J.  J.  C. 

Missouri. 

Dear  Brethren — I  present  a  few  statistics  at  this  time,  in  lieu  of  a  report, 
so  that  you  may  be  able  to  form  some  conception  of  my  work  and  meth- 
ods. I  have  at  present  seven  congregations ;  afford  to  each  two  discourses 
per  month ;  am  on  the  saddle  about  sixteen  days  during  the  month,  per- 
forming a  monthly  circuit  of  a  hundred  and  fifty  miles.  The  average  of 
congregational  attendance  is  about  forty-two,  making  the  aggregate  of 
persons  reached  by  ministerial  service  during  the  month,  two  hundred  and 
ninety. 

I  have  been  very  busily  engaged,  during  my  labors  here,  in  hunting  up 
Presbyterians  resident  in  our  county,  who  were  becoming  outlawed,  either 
by  carelessness,  or  lack  of  knowledge  with  regard  to  the  locality  of  adjacent 
Presbyterian  organizations.  I  have  been  very  much  blessed  in  this  work, 
and  am  receiving  considerable  accessions  to  the  membership  of  my  res- 
pective charges  from  this  source.  Not  having  had  the  opportunity  of  ad- 
vice from  other  brethren  relative  to  this  matter,  I  have  been  acting  on  my 
own  responsibility. 

When  we  entered  upon  our  work  here,  we  had  left  everything  behind 
us,  even  to  our  household  effects,  striving  to  follow  with  faith  the  call  of 
our  Heavenly  Father.  It  will  be  encouraging  perhaps  to  other  brethren 
to  learn  that  our  every  cry  to  God  for  help  has  been  promptly  answered, 
and  that  He  has  in  a  very  remarkable  manner  demonstrated  Himself  to 
be  a  Living  God,  with  a  hand  instantaneously  held  out  for  our  deliverance 
in  every  time  of  trouble.  We  are  enabled  by  the  extent  of  the  pecuniary 
aid  granted,  to  arrange  our  affairs  in  the  Territory,  and  move  our  effects 
to  our  present  place  of  residence.  Each  of  the  gifts  came  at  the  precise 
time  that  we  were  engaged  in  praying  for  them,  and  we  have,  in  grati- 
tude, reconsecrated  ourselves  to  God,  to  be  more  devotedly  His  than 
ever  before. 

Please  accept  our  personal  regards  for  yourselves,  and  our  prayers  that 
our  dear  Home  Mission  Board,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  may  be  more 
firmly  established  by  the  benefactions  of  the  Church.  W.  P.  B.

Larger  mean?  have  been  sent  by  God's  people  of  late  than  heretofore, 
so  that  the  Board  has  been  able  to  pay  off  the  quarters  falling  due  in 
July.  August,  September,  October,  and  apart  of  November.  1-74.  We 
thank  God  and  his  people  for  this.  It  has  brought  joy  and  gladness  to 
many  heavy  hearts  and  households.  Would  to  God  the  whole  amount 
were  paid  which  was  due  on  May  1st.  1^75.  The  debt  of  the  Sustenta- 
tion  Department  on  the  31st  of  March.  1875.  was  (13,639.63.  It  is  earn- 
estly hoped  that  the  Church  will  make  ample  provision  for  this  depart- 
ment of  her  work.  Since  the  days  of  Israel  in  Egypt,  the  "making  of 
brick  without  straw"  has  been  a  difficult  enterprise.  The  Church  will 
not  find  it  an  easier  task  now  than  then. 

The  Board  will  send  to  the  General  Assembly  its  Annual  Report  of 
the  work  of  Home  Missions  and  the  Sustentation  Department,  to  be 
examined  and  acted  on.  with  all  that  wisdom  and  kindness  which  has  bo 
characterized  this  august  body  in  past  times.  The  favorable  issue  of 
this  consideration  will  be  waited  for  by  the  Board  with  patience  and  con- 
fidence. May  the  Holy  Ghost  fill  the  Assembly,  its  ministers,  and 
churches,  and  Boards,  for  the  extension  and  establishment  of  the  glorious 
gospel  all  over  the  world.

At  the  close  of  our  financial  year  with  the  Sustentation  Department 
we  have  resolved  to  become  self-sustaining.  To  this  step  we  have  been 
largely  helped  by  the  timely  and  kindly  aid  of  the  Board  of  Sustentation. 
We  feel  confident  that  we  could  not  have  been  in  the  position  in  which 
we  find  ourselves  now.  had  it  not  been  for  the  aid — and  just  the  kind 
of  old — which  we  have  received.  We  think  that  the  operations  of  this 
Board,  so  far  as  they  have  related  to  us.  have  been  successful  in  develop- 
ing a  larger  scale  of  giving  to  the  Lord's  cause,  in  making  the  people 
more  prompt  and  punctual  in  the  fulfilment  of  their  promises  to  their 
pastor  in  regard  to  salary  payment,  and  in  leading  them  up  to  self- 
support.  It  is  true  that  we  have  to  complain  that  over  three  quarters 
are  and  have  been  overdue  since  February  26th,  lv75.  but  we  trust  that 
the  amount  will  be  faithfully  paid  sooner  or  later.  We  need  the  money 
now  due  very  much. 

We  regret  to  find  that  the  Board  of  Sustentation  is  so  deeply  embar- 
rassed :  but  we  trust  that  the  Church  may  come  to  its  help,  and  thus 
make  it  a  powerful  instrument  in  the  future,  as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  of 
leading  many  other  churches  to  the  position  of  self-support.  We  have 
experienced  great  benefits  from  its  general  working,  though  we  are  very 
badlv  in  need  of  the  monev  now  due.  G.  H.  S.  C.

The  total  receipts  for  the  year  just  closed  are  $68,179. 

The  Board  has  paid  a  portion  of  the  money  which  was  borrowed  to 
meet  appropriations  when  due;  but  has  been  unable  to  lift  notes  to  the 
amount  of  $15,000  still  remaining  in  bank. 

It  has,  as  in  former  years,  paid  something  upon  the  May  appropria- 
tions, thus  assisting  theological  students  especially  to  leave  their  institu- 
tions without  embarrassment. 

The  receipts,  we  are  glad  to  say,  hare  much  improved  since  the  appeals 
made  last  month ;  and,  when  the  unusually  large  amount  of  the  legacies 
of  last  year,  which  were  three  times  the  usual  average,  and  the  difference 
in  the  condition  of  some  parts  of  the  country  are  considered,  there 
appears  to  be  some  ground  of  encouragement. 

But  in  view  of  the  amounts  due  in  bank  and  to  students,  and  of  that 
which  is  necessary  to  replenish  the  treasury  to  meet  the  first  payments 
of  the  coming  collegiate  year,  we  must  urgently  renew  our  pleas  for  the 
most  liberal  contributions  from  churches  and  individuals. 

A  really  earnest  effort  upon  the  part  of  each  minister  who  has  not  yet 
taken  up  the  collection  of  his  church  for  Education  would,  with  the  pre- 
sent diminished  number  of  students  and  reduced  rates,  clear  off  the 
remains  of  past  hindrances,  and  set  us  forward  again  in  the  path  of 
increased  usefulness. 

Surely  the  vital  importance  of  this  cause,  and  the  wants  of  our  country 
and  of  the  nations  calling  upon  us  for  the  gospel,  demand  such  an  effort 
to  be  made  bv  every  one  in  its  behalf. 


THANKS  FOR  PROMPT  PAYMENTS. 

The  Board  has  received  most  grateful  acknowledgments  from  the 
professors  of  several  leading  institutions  for  the  promptness  with  which, 
during  the  year  now  closing,  it  has  paid  their  students,  and  relieved 
them  from  anticipated  obstacles  to  continued  and  successful  study.  The 
fidelity  of  the  Board  to  its  engagements  has  had  a  very  happy  effect  upon 
the  young  men,  some  of  whom  have  written  their  personal  thanks.  Some 
of  the  professors  pointedly  remark  they  have  never  seen  the  standard  of 
piety,  talents  and  scholarship  so  high  as  in  the  classes  ol  this  year. 
These  statements  and  acknowledgments  have  given  us  much  pleasure. 


DEATH  OF  A  STUDENT. 

The  decease  of  a  student  of  excellent  promise,  Mr.  H.  McCollum,  is 
reported  to  us  at  Lafayette  College.  He  was  a  man  whose  warm  piety 
led  his  friends  in  the  Presbytery  of  Chester  to  expect  for  him  a  useful 
career.  It  is  painful  to  think  that  his  disease,  diabetes,  is  one  which  is 
often  induced  by  excessive  taxation  of  the  brain,  an  undue  amount  of 
care,  aud  insufficiency  of  nutritious  food.  Such  cases  should  awaken 
warm  sympathy  with  the  struggles  of  devoted  men  for  an  education  to 
preach  the  gospel,  and  lead  to  efforts  for  their  better  support. 
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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  M.  N.  Hutchinson  embarked 
on  his  return  to  Mexico  on  the  30th  of  March.  The  Rev.  David  Trum- 
bull, D.D,  of  Chili,  is  on  a  visit  to  this  country.  It  is  known,  we  believe, 
that  his  church  in  Valparaiso  does  not  allow  the  Board  to  be  at  any  ex- 
pense for  his  support.  We  hope  his  visit  will  be  extended  until  after  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  Rev.  John  Carrington  and  his 
wife  have  returned  from  Siam,  on  account  of  Mrs.  Carrington's  health, 
which  though  benefitted  by  the  voyage  does  not  permit  her  to  live  in  that 
country.  We  trust  Mr.  Carrington  will  soon  find  a  field  of  labor  here. 
Miss  Elizabeth  S.  Dickey,  of  the  mission  in  Siam,  and  afterwards  of 
Tungchow,  China,  has  been  compelled  to  return  to  this  country  6n  account 
of  her  health,  without  the  expectation  of  going  back. 

State  of  the  case  in  Mexico. — Mr.  Hutchinson's  visit  has  deepened 
the  interest  of  many  in  the  spread  of  the  gospel  in  this  country.  The 
door  is  open  for  evangelistic  work,  so  far  as  the  constitution,  laws,  and 
liberal  government  are  concerned ;  but  the  power  of  the  Romanist  priest- 
hood over  the  ignorant  classes  is  very  great.  Violence,  persecution,  even 
death  may  be  expected  in  other  places  than  Acapulco,  by  the  followers  of 
Christ.  We  learn  that  a  Protestant  teacher  was  assassinated  at  Cuer- 
navaca,  and  at  Dolores  de  Hidalgo  a  religious  outbreak  was  excited  by  a 
priest,  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  seven  persons,  besides  eleven 
wounded.  The  crowd  rushed  from  the  church  to  attack  the  liberals.  All 
this  will  hasten  the  downfall  of  Romanism  in  Mexico.  Prayer  should  be 
offered  for  our  missionaries  and  for  the  people  to  whom  they  have  been 
sent. 

An  interesting  Missionary  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Madison 
Square  church  on  Sabbath  evening,  March  21st,  at  which  admirable 
addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev.  M.  N.  Hutchinson  for  Mexico,  and  by 
the  Rev.  J.  Leighton  Wilson,  D.D,  for  Brazil.  Dr.  Wilson,  formerly  one 
of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board,  and  now  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Board,  spoke  as  an  eye-witness  of  the  encouraging  condition  of  things  in 
Brazil.  The  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  made  some  eloquent  remarks  on 
the  protection  to  which  our  missionaries  in  foreign  countries  are  entitled 
from  our  government.  Our  rulers  must  not  neglect  this  matter.  Our 
missionaries  only  ask  the  same  protection  that  is  given  to  our  merchants, 
or  to  our  countrymen  travelling  abroad,  but  this  they  must  receive.  And 
they  will  receive  it.  But  after  all,  their  safety  is  in  His  hands  who  stilleth 
the  tumults  of  the  people. 

Added  to  the  Church — in  Marshall,  Liberia,  one;  in  Rio  de  Jane- 
iro, two ;  in  Shanghai,  two ;  in  Allahabad,  two ;  in  Odanah,  one.  In 
Odanah,  special  interest  in  religious  things  was  shown  by  several  Chip- 
pewas,  and  also  at  Sao  Paulo  and  other  places  in  Brazil,  in  Japan  also,  and 
in  other  parts  of  the  mission  field.  The  brethren  often  express  their 
desire  to  be  aided  by  the  prayers  of  the  churches. 

The  Rebuilding  of  the  Canton  School,  reported  in  our  last  number 
as  burnt,  is  before  this  in  progress.  Some  local  funds  were  available  for 
this  purpose,  and  the  Philadelphia  Woman's  Society  made  a  generous 
grant  towards  the  expense  of  rebuilding. 

i 

The  Alexander  High  School  in  Liberia,  it  is  now  expected,  will 
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be  reopened  by  the  Rev.  Edward  W.  Blyden,  LL.D.,  assisted  by  Mr. 
Albert  King.  In  former  years,  especially  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev. 
David  A.  Wilson,  this  school  was  the  means  of  educating  young-  men, 
some  of  whom  are  now  persons  of  influence  in  Liberia.  Dr.  Blyden  was 
one  of  its  scholars.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  again  prove  a  means  of  great 
good  to  that  country. 

The  new  station  on  or  near  the  Ugovi. — The  Rev.  R.  H.  Nas- 
sau, M.  D.,  expected  to  return  in  March  to  form  a  permanent  station 
inland.  It  is  a  feature  of  marked  interest  in  this  measure,  that  the  two 
languages  which  have  been  reduced  to  writing  by  the  missionaries  of 
Gaboon  and  Corisco,  viz.,  the  Mpongwe  and  the  Benga,  are  the  lan- 
guages most  in  use  in  this  interior  part  of  the  country.  Our  readers  will 
watch  the  further  progress  of  this  work  with  special  interest.

A  GREAT  FIELD,  BUT  FEW  LABORERS. 
The  Rev..  George  F.  Fish,  of  the  Shanghai  Mission,  China,  writes 
under  date  of  February  10th,  to  the  Herald  and  Prexbyter,  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  the  following  valuable  information.  His  letter  will  lead  many  to 
think  of  our  Saviour's  words,  "  The  harvest  is  plenteous,  but  the  laborers 
are  few."     Hence  the  duty  of  prayer  for  more  laborers — a  duty  still 


urgent. 


From  a  recently  published  list  of  all  the  foreign  Protestant  missionaries 
in  China,  I  gather  the  following  data  in  regard  to  American  Societies. 
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Thev  are  arranged,  it  will  be  observed,  in  the  order  in  which  thev  were 
established. 
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Of  ::.•  above,  let  os  take  the  Presbyterian  Board,  which  has  the  largest 
rep:  -  citation,  and  compare  these  figures  with  home  figures.  Here  are 
twenty-seven  men  who  represent  the  foreign  missionary  element  in  the 
Syn  I  :  China,  which  covers  an  area  of  1 ._  7  ■  •  square  miles,  and  has 
a  population  of  360,279,897.  If  this  population  were  divided  equally 
am  ag  the  five  Presbyteries  of  our  Mission,  it  would  give  72. 055.979 
|  or  nearly  twice  the  population  of  the  United   States,  to  each. 

The  Presbvtery  of  Shanghai  has  just  six  foreign  ministers  connected 
with  it.  which  would  Lrive  us  an  average  of  over  12.000,000  men  to  each 
man.  I  will  not  give  the  figures  of  any  home  Presbytery  to  compare 
with  these,  but  leave  it  for  vour  readers  to  substitute  anv  figures  thev 
like. 

And  yet  China  is  open  far  beyond  what  we  have  the  men  or  the  means 
spy.  Nor  is  China  such  a  dreadful  place  in  which  to  live,  as  many 
have  supposed.  Referring  to  the  above  figures  again,  we  find  that  out 
of  the  thirty-six  missionaries  of  our  Board,  but  one  is  absent.  And  I 
think  I  may  safely  say  that,  in  general,  the  health  of  missionaries  in 
China  is  as  good  as  that  of  ministers,  as  a  class,  at  home. 

In  the  nee  of  the  above  facts,  we  read  with  pain  the  reports  of  contri- 
butions for  Foreign  Missions,  of  our  Church,  for  the  past  summer  and 
Th  -  are  the  latest  that  have  yet  come  to  us.)  An  actual 
3  in  funds,  but  a  constant  enlargement  of  the  field!  When  the 
B  "  mes  down  with  power  upon  the  home  churches,  will  not  people 
and  pasl  r  :hink  more  upon  the  people  still  sitting  in  darkness?  Will 
you  not  heed  the  cry,  "  Come  over  and  help  us '"'.' 


SIGNS  OF  GOOD— TWO  INTERESTING  CASES. 

The  Rev.  John  Butler  writes  from  ^singpo,  China,  December  20th,  as 

The  present  year  is  a  encouraging  in  this  part  of  the  country  as 

b  me  former  years.     The  number  added  to  the  churches  has  been  small 

in   comparison  to  what  we    expected;  and  the  progress   towards   tt\f- 

port  also  is  very  slow.     But  behind  these  apparent  discouragements, 

there  ai     -  me  really  hopeful  and  cheering  signs.     One  is.  that  persons 
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joining  the  church  hare  seemed  to  weigh  more  folly  all  the  facts  in  the 
case,  and  that  while  both  foreign  and  native  preachers  present  the  diffi- 
culties and  temptations  of  joining  the  church  as  well  a<  the  advantag  - 
without  the  least  hope  of  any  pecuniary  advantage,  and  with  the 
possibility  of  want  and  persecution  before  them,  there  are  found  persons 
at  nearly  all  our  stations,  who  east  in  their  lot  with  the  few  who  are 
called  "  Christians."  It  is  the  common  experience  of  all  the  mission- 
aries that  those  who  now  unite  with  (rod'-  people,  are.  as  a  rule,  more 
intelligent  and  make  up  their  minds  more  fully  from  the  start,  to  "  endure 
hardness  as  good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ."  than  was  the  case  in  former 

ffs.  The  more  one  knows  of  the  traditions,  the  family  ties,  and  espe- 
cially of  the  power  of  ancestral  worship  in  China,  the  more  surprising 
does  it  seem  that  any  one  is  found  bold  and  courageous  enough  to  brave 
the  reproach  and  the  hardships  that  follow  on  breaking  through  the  time- 
honored  customs  of  the  land,  and  yet  in  our  province  alone  there  are 
nearly  two  thousand  who  prefer  the  reproach  of  Christ  to  the  treasures 
of  this  world. 

I  was  greatly  interested  and  encouraged  by  two  cases  which  I  met 
week,  while  on  a  preaching  tour  with  one  of  our  native  brethren. 
We  w«  re  travelling  among  some  of  the  villages  nestled  between  the  hills 
south  ofNingpo,  and  one  day  while  selling  books,  we  got  into  conversa- 
tion with  a  man,  who  told  us  that  "over  there/'  pointing  to  a  certain 
house.  ••  there  was  a  man  who  knew  our  doctrine."  As  the  house  was 
some  di-tance  away,  we  asked  this  man  if  he  would  kindly  go  along  with 

and  point  it  out  more  definitely,  and  also  introduce  as  to  the  person 
who  was  acquainted  with  the  doctrine  of  Jesus.  He  did  so  cheerfully, 
and  we  were  -oon  seated  in  an  ordinary  Chinese  house,  when-  Bat  a 
man  apparently  about  thirty-five  years  old,  pale  and  sad.  He  told  us 
that  he  had  been  sick  for  a  long  time,  that  he  did  not  expect  to  live  long, 
and  that  he  was  afraid  to  die. 

"Why  do  you  fear  death?"  asked  the  native  brother.  "It  is  all  on 
account  of  this  doctrine  which  you  preach.'"  was  the  reply.  "Before  I 
learned  about  one  true  God.  and  that  after  death  there  is  happiness  in 
store  for  the  good,  and  misery  for  the  bad,  I  had  no  fears  of  death,  but 
now  I  tremble  when  I  think  ofthe.se  things,  because  I  have  been  a  great 
sinner."  "How  did  you  learn  about  this  doctrine  which  gives  you  - 
much  trouble  of  mind  .'"  'About  twenty  years  ago  I  attended  a  school 
in  Ningpo,  that  was  conducted  by  an  American  teacher  by  the  name  of 
The  (Rev.  K.  Q.  Way),  and  there  I  learned  about  tie-  doctrine  of  Jesus. 
I  was  nut  away  from  the  school  for  my  bad  conduct.  I  came  home  and 
went  into  business,  and  did  not  think  much  about  the  doctrine  till  this 
year,  when  1  Lave  been  unable  to  work  on  account  of  my  sickness.  If 
it  were  nol  for  that  idea,  that  there  is  a  state  after  death.  I  would  not  fear." 
The  earnestness  and  Bolemnity  of  his  manner  during  th  iversetion 

showed  how  deeply  he  felt  what  he  was  Baying.  He  felt  himself  a  con- 
victed sinner,  but  he  felt  nothing  of  the  joy  of  pardoned  sin.  He  was 
most  anxious  to  talk  about  his  soul.  We  talked  and  prayed  with  him. 
and  haying  given  him  some  good  Christian  books  and  the  Gospel  of 
Matthew,  we  left  him.  May  the  Holy  Spirit  take  of  the  things  of  Christ 
and  .-how  them  unto  him. 

Another  day  we  found  a  case,  the  opposite  of  this  one  in  almost  every 
particular.  In  our  journey  among  the  hills,  we  came  to  a  large  pottery, 
where  there  were  Beveral  hundreds  of  men  engaged  in  making  various 
kind-  of  earthenware.  Not  many  of  them  could  read;  so  there  was  but 
little  demand  for   our   books.     In  conversation  with   a  man  we   learned 
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that  one  of  the  workmen  in  another  department  of  the  pottery  worshipped 
heaven,  and  that  on  the  seventh  day  he  rested  and  prayed  to  heaven. 
We  said  we  would  be  very  glad  to  see  this  man,  and  asked  him  if  it 
would  be  too  much  trouble  to  take  us  to  where  he  was  at  work.  He 
said  if  we  would  sit  down  a  few  moments  he  would  send  for  the  man, 
and  so  he  despatched  a  boy  to  call  him.  He  soon  made  his  appearance, 
and  we  found  after  a  little  conversation  that  he  had  united  with  the  Bap- 
tist church  of  Ningpo  some  years  ago ;  that  he  had  been  in  this  present 
position  for  five  years ;  that  at  first  he  suffered  from  ridicule  and  petty  per- 
secution; and  it  was  especially  hard  to  keep  the  Sabbath;  but  he  bore  it- 
all  patiently,  until  now  he  felt  no  more  annoyance  on  account  of  being 
a  Christian;  and  his  employer  had  consented  to  his  resting  on  the  Sab- 
bath. Moreover,  he  had  been  promoted,  and  he  expected  soon  to  be  in 
a  position  where  he  would  be  more  independent.  The  man  appeared 
cheerful  and  happy,  and  what  we  saw  of  him,  as  well  as  what  we  heard 
about  the  man  who  worshipped  "heaven,"  when  we  entered  the  village, 
convinced  us  that  he  was  one  of  those  Christians  who  do  not  hide  their 
light  under  a  bushel.  Here  was  a  solitary  Christian,  in  a  mountain  vil- 
lage, with  no  Sabbath  privileges,  with  no  Christian  friend  to  commune 
with,  who  had  suffered  for  the  sake  of  Christ,  and  yet  he  seemed  to  be  a 
cheerful  and  warm-hearted  believer,  known  and  respected  by  all.  Not 
by  might  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord. 
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OUR   ANNUAL  COLLECTION. 

The  first  Sabbath  in  May  is  the  day  in  which  former  General  Assem- 
blies have  recommended  that  the  churches  take  their  Annual  Collection  for 
the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  and  in  which  the  most 
of  them  do  so.  This  day  is  again  at  hand.  We  would  remind  pastors 
and  churches  of  the  fact,  and  earnestly  appeal  to  them  to  lay  the  cause 
before  their  people  and  urge  them  to  give  a  generous  collection.  The 
following  facts  may  aid  them  to  do  so. 

WORK    DONE    LAST    YEAR. 

During  the  year  from  April  1,  1874,  to  April  1,  1875,  the  Board  has 
had  in  commission  126  missionaries,  who  have  labored  in  33  Synods  and 
97  Presbvteries,  2  also  in  Canada. 

These  missionaries  distributed  by  sale  72,737  volumes  of  the  Board's 
publications. 

Through  them  and  by  grants  of  its  Missionary  Committee,  the  Board 
gave  away  68,271  volumes  and  4,282,899  pages  of  tracts. 

These  missionaries  visited  136,026  families,  with  the  larger  number 
of  which  they  had  religious  conversation  and  prayer. 

They  also  visited  2,125  Sabbath-schools  and  organized  126  new  Sab- 
bath-schools in  destitute  places. 

The  Missionary  Committee,  by  means  of  its  Fund,  made  512  grants, 
which  went  to  39  States  and  Territories,  besides  some  to  Japan,  India, 
Persia,  Turkey,  South  Africa,  Liberia,  Brazil,  Mexico,  Canada  and  Nova 
Scotia,  to  aid  toiling  servants  of  Christ  in  those  lands.     These  512  grants 
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were  mainly  sent  to  needy  Sabbath-schools,  and  to  pastors  and  others  for 
gratuitous  distribution,  to  young  or  feeble  churches,  and  to  Freedmen's 
churches  and  schools. 

The  last  General  Assembly  resolved  that  "it  shall  be  the  Board' *s  duty 
to  disseminate  its  publications  by  donations*"  This  the  Board  has  done 
to  the  utmost  limit  of  its  ability. 

The  Missionary  Fund  has  also  borne  all  the  expenses  of  the  new  Sab- 
bath-school department,  which  is  doing  so  much  to  develope,  improve,  and 
make  more  efficient  the  whole  Sabbath-school  system  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  reasons  why  every  church  should  liberally  help  on  this  work  are 
almost  innumerable.  They  remain  the  same  from  year  to  year — only 
growing,  if  possible,  stronger  and  stronger  with  the  increase  and  spread 
of  our  population. 

HELP    MUCH    NEEDED. 

During  the  past  year,  the  calls  upon  the  Board  have  been  exceedingly 
numerous,  and  perhaps  more  numerous  than  ever  before.  The  same 
"  hard  times"  which  on  the  one  hand  diminished  the  contributions  to 
the  Fund,  on  the  other  hand  increased  the  numbers  and  need  of  the 
needy.  For  a  considerable  part  of  the  year  the  Missionary  Fund  was  not 
only  empty,  but  overdrawn.  The  Board  was  compelled  to  turn  a  deaf 
ear  to  great  numbers  of  urgent  and  deserving  appeals. 

This  ought  not  so  to  be.  This  good  work  ought  not  only  to  be  sus- 
tained, but  greatly  enlarged.  We  earnestly  appeal  to  all  our  pastors  and 
churches,  but  especially  to  such  as  gave  us  no  collection  last  year,  to  come 
to  our  help. 

We  ask  you,  dear  brethren,  to  give  this  cause  a  collection  on  the  first 
Sabbath  of  May,  (if  you  have  no  other  appointed  time),  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  may  be  practicable.  And  when  the  collection  is  taken,  forward 
it  as  soon  as  convenient  to  Mr.  S.  D.  Powel,  Treasurer,  at  No.  1334 
Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia.

Some  of  these  have  long  borne  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day  ;  others 
fell  in  earlier  manhood,  but  we  can  bear  cheerful  testimony  to  their 
fidelity,  wisdom,  and  zeal,  in  making  known  to  their  fellow-men  the  way 
of  eternal  life.  Nor  ought  we  to  omit  to  mention  the  death  of  the  wives 
of  several  of  our  missionaries.  Their  names  do  not  appear  on  our 
records;  but,  for  Christian  patience  and  cheerful  self-sacrifice,  gladly 
going  with  their  husbands  to  the  most  difficult  or  distant  points,  and 
being  their  invariable  helpers  in  moulding  the  elements  of  society  on  the 
frontier — such  women  are  worthy  to  be  held  in  honor  by  the  whole 
Church  of  Christ. 

THE    BUREAU    FOR   VACANT    CHURCHES    AND    UNEMPLOYED    MINISTERS. 

This  Bureau  has  been  continued  in  connection  with  the  Board  during 
the  year.  It  was  organized  to  meet  a  great  and  pressing  want.  A  large 
number  of  our  churches  are  vacant,  and  a  large  number  of  our  ministers 
are,  for  the  time  being,  unemployed. 

DENOMINATIONAL    COMITY. 

The  paper  on  this  subject,  to  which  allusion  was  made  in  our  last 
report,  has  been  adopted  and  approved  by  this  Board  and  by  the  "Ameri- 
can Home  Missionary  Society."  It  has  been  published  in  all  the  religious 
newspapers  that  circulate  in  the  two  denominations,  and  has  awakened 
much  thought  and  discussion. 
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THE    PAST    YEAR. 

The  whole  number  of  missionaries  has  been  1123.  They  have  been 
distributed  as  follows,  viz.:  California,  47  ;  Colorado,  22;  Connecticut,  1; 
Dakota,  1  ;  Delaware,  5  ;  District  of  Columbia,  3  ;  Florida,  2  ;  Illinois, 
118;  Indiana,  59;  Indian  Territory,  3  ;  Iowa,  105;  Kansas,  82;  Ken- 
tucky, 15;  Maryland,  22;  Massachusetts,  4;  Michigan,  47;  Minnesota, 
46  ;  Missouri,  88  ;  Montana  Territory,  3 ;  Nebraska,  35 ;  New  Jersey,  39 ; 
New  Mexico  Territory,  3;  New  York,  87;  Nevada,  2;  North  Carolina,  2; 
Ohio,  75;  Oregon,  12;  Pennsylvania,  91;  Tennessee,  17;  Texas,  8; 
Utah  Territory,  4;  Virginia,  2;  West  Virginia,  17;  Washington  Terri- 
tory 4  ;  Wisconsin,  50  ;  Wyoming  Territory,  2. 

PECULIAR    TRIALS. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  past  has  been  a  year  of  many  hardships  to  the 
missionaries. 

The  Grasshopper  Desolation. — It  is  well-known  that  large  sections 
of  the  West,  embracing  portions  of  Minnesota,  Western  Iowa,  Nebraska 
and  Kansas,  were  laid  waste  by  a  fearful  visitation  of  locusts  or  grass- 
hoppers, which  came  down  on  the  land  in  untold  numbers.  The  suffer- 
ings of  the  people  in  these  desolated  districts  at  the  West  devolved  duties 
on  the  missionaries  altogether  unexpected  and  unique  in  their  character, 
and  created  a  demand  for  a  new  and  special  service. 

When  it  became  apparent  that  supplies  of  food  and  clothing  must  be 
forwarded  to  these  western  sufferers  to  keep  them  from  freezing  and 
famishing,  the  churches  turned  to  the  missionaries  as  the  most  reliable 
and  competent  persons  to  distribute  their  gifts ;  and  the  missionaries 
promptly  undertook  the  unusual  service.  We  have  no  means  of  learn- 
ing the  amount  or  the  value  of  Relief  Goods  thus  forwarded  and 
distributed,  but  it  must  have  been  very  great — one  missionary  alone 
acknowledging  27  boxes  and  barrels  of  goods,  which  he  had  distributed 
to  nearly  100  needy  families.  Another  reports  the  reception  and  distri- 
bution of  12  boxes  of  clothing  and  over  $200  in  money,  the  most  of  which 
had  been  used  for  medicine  and  supplies  for  the  sick.  Another,  $888, 
and  26  barrels  and  boxes. 

The  whole  number  of  boxes  of  clothing  and  supplies  acknowledged  to 
us  as  received  and  distributed,  is  350.     The  amount  of  money  is  $21,000. 

The  general  stagnation  in  business  also  affected  all  the  enterprises  of 
the  Church. 

REAL    PROGRESS    MADE. 

But  it  would  be  a  great  mistake  to  suppose  there  had  been  no  sub- 
stantial advancement,  no  real  progress  in  our  work.  We  have  failed  to 
obtain  returns  from  all  the  missionaries ;  but  those  who  have  responded 
to  our  annual  appeal  for  statistics,  report  5,538  additions  to  the  churches 
on  profession  of  faith,  and  4,051  by  letter.  Ninety-three  churches  have 
been  formed,  and  38  have  become  self-sustaining. 

THE    FINANCES. 

Those  who  have  watched 'our  financial  condition  during  the  year  will 
not  be  surprised  at  a  somewhat  gloomy  picture.  We  began  the  year 
with  a  debt  of  about  $20,000.  The  Sustentation  work  was  reported  to 
be  burdened  with  an  equal  amount  of  debt.  The  members  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  at  St.  Louis  enthusiastically  pledged  themselves,  their 
churches  and  Presbyteries,  to  pay  these  debts.  But  up  to  the  close  of 
the  year  only  $27,383.02  of  this  amount  had  been  received. 
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A    BRIGHTER    SIDE. 

We  think  it  a  great  cause  for  gratitude  to  God  that  we  have  been  able 
to  reduce  the  debt  so  largely,  and  that  the  entire  income  of  the  year  from 
all  sources,  has  been  about  $1,500  more  than  the  amount  for  the  Home 
Mission  debt  added  to  the  income  of  last  year.  Our  total  receipts  for 
the  year  have  been  $313,613.18,  of  which  $15,025.96  was  for  the  debt. 
But  the  silver  lining  to  the  cloud  of  debt  and  doubt  that  hung  over  us 
was,  that  the  contributions  from  individuals  and  churches  were  so  much 
larger  than  the  year  before,  making  a  total  advance  from  these  sources 
alone  of  $43,095.79. 

The  sources  of  this  Relief. — In  a  general  way  it  may  be  stated  as  an 
encouraging  fact,  that  nearly  all  the  Synods  show  a  creditable  increase 
of  contributions  to  this  Board.  This  is  more  particularly  true  of  the 
Western  Synods  as  a  whole,  but  most  of  all  true  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Pacific.  It  is  pleasant  to  see  that  the  West  is  helping  herself  more  and 
more.     But  to  be  more  explicit,  we  would  designate, 

[1.]  Mission  Churches. — We  have  also  received  most  encouraging 
returns  from  the  Mission  churches.  For  the  first  time  have  they  seemed 
to  appreciate  their  peculiar  relation  to  the  Board,  and  to  contribute  to  our 
treasury  as  if  they  desired  to  give  us  some  relief. 

[2.]  Sabbath- Schools. — We  recognize  with  peculiar  gratification  the 
ffrowimr  interest  of  our  Sabbath-schools  in  the  work  of  Home  Missions. 
Many  schools  continue  to  pay  over  to  our  Treasurer  the  sum  of  $250  a 
year,  to  support  a  missionary,  and  receive  in  return  a  quarterly  report  of 
his  labors,  which  has  been  found  both  profitable  and  pleasant  to  children 
and  adults.  If  they  would  pay  on  the  average  only  $10  each,  they  would 
make  up  the  entire  sum  that  we  were  compelled  to  cut  down  our  appro- 
priations for  last  year ;  or  if  each  scholar  in  our  schools,  as  reported, 
■would  give  to  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  but  ten  cents  a  year,  it  would 
amount  to  about  the  same  sum.  A  much  larger  number  of  schools 
have  sent  contributions  to  our  treasury  than  ever  before.  We  hope  the 
rising  interest  may  continue  to  increase. 

[3.]  Woman's  Work. — During  the  meeting  of  the  last  General  Assem- 
bly, some  ladies  deeply  interested  in  the  work  of  Home  Missions,  re- 
quested the  General  Assembly  to  recommend  that  the  ladies  in  all  our 
churches  be  invited  and  encouraged  to  devote  two  months  in  the  Fall  to 
making  collections  for  Home  Missions. 

These  suggestions  were  received  with  marked  favor.  An  examination 
of  the  acknowledgments  in  the  Record,  during  the  past  and  some  months 
to  come,  will  show  that  they  have  prepared  and  sent  to  the  missionaries, 
331  "boxes,"  while  they  have  sent  to  the  missionary  or  his  wife,  directly, 
sums  that  do  not  appear  on  our  books,  to  the  amount  of  $7,348.90. 
These  sums  have  not  swollen  the  receipts  of  the  Board,  but  they  have 
relieved  the  wives  and  children  of  the  missionaries  of  burdens  that  were 
becoming  too  heavy  to  bear. 

And  besides  all  this,  the  women  of  the  church  have  contributed  directly 
to  us,  in  their  own  names,  or  in  the  names  of  the  ladies'  societies  with 
which  they  are  connected,  and  aside  from  what  they  have  given  in  church 
collections,  of  which  we  can  make  no  separate  account,  not  less  than 
$12,582.58;  thus  making  an  aggregate  of  Home  Missionary  aid  rendered 
by  the  ladies  of  not  less  than  $19,931.48. 

But  the  story  of  relief,  satisfaction,  and  gratification,  which  these  special 
contributions  furnished,  will  never  be  told  in  this  world.  The  Last  Day 
will  declare  it. 
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THE    YEAR    TO    COME. 

But  the  Church  wishes  not  only  to  know  what  the  Board  has  done 
during  the  past  year,  but  what  remains  to  be  done,  or  what  we  need  to 
attempt  the  coming  year. 

Three  years  ago  we  sent  three  missionaries  to  Montana,  who  took 
possession  of  what  were  to  us  the  three  most  eligible  points.  The  work 
has  so  increased  on  their  hands  that  they  now  send  back  the  most  urgent 
appeal  for  three  additional  missionaries.  Four  years  ago  we  sent  a  mis- 
sionary to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  His  labors  there  have  been  a  success. 
He  has  now  an  attractive  and  commodious  house  of  worship,  and,  con- 
sidering the  field,  the  number  of  the  church  members  is  large,  and  his 
congregation  and  Sabbath-school  are  most  encouraging.  His  position 
seems  already  assured.  He  calls  for  three  or  four  additional  laborers  for 
promising  points  in  that  Territory.  Two  such  have  already  entered  that 
field  and  begun  their  work. 

Oregon  and  Washington  Territory,  although  we  have  added  somewhat 
to  their  ministerial  force  during  the  year  past,  still  complain  of  their  great 
need  of  men. 

California  and  Colorado  are  quite  well  supplied  with  men,  who,  for 
their  own  or  their  families'  sake,  have  been  drawn  thither  in  search  of  a 
better  climate. 

Into  New  Mexico  we  have  just  sent  two  additional  missionaries,  from 
whom  we  shall  expect  good  reports  during  the  year. 

Since  the  completion  of  railway  communication  from  the  North  into 
Texas,  a  Northern  emigration  has  been  pouring  into  the  State  and  spread- 
ing itself  over  the  Northern  and  North-Western  counties.  Our  friends 
there,  and  the  Presbytery,  have  been  begging  us  most  earnestly  to  send 
them  at  least  six  men,  to  occupy  important  fields.  Nor  is  this  all,  even 
the  fields  most  devastated  during  the  year  have  enlarged  their  borders. 
New  churches  have  been  formed  in  Kansas  and  Nebraska  and  all  the 
other  Western  States.  Kansas  needs  an  additional  force  of  ten  laborers, 
Missouri  calls  for  an  equal  number,  Nebraska  for  at  least  six,  and  Minne- 
sota eight  or  ten. 

What  then  shall  be  done?  Shall  the  Board  go  forward  and  occupy 
these  promising  points?  Can  we  raise  more  money  the  coming  year 
than  we  did  last  year?     It  is  safe  and  fair  to  answer  in  the  affirmative. 

There  is  one  other  resource,  the  greatest  and  the  best.  It  is  not  material 
aid  alone  that  we  need.  If  the  Church  proposes  to  advance  and  take 
possession  of  this  goodly  land  for  Christ,  He  must  be  the  Leader  and  the 
Helper,  and  having  done  our  best  with  such  scanty  resources  as  are  put 
into  our  hands,  if  He  will  come  and  crown  all  our  endeavors  with  His  bless- 
ing, great  will  be  our  success. 

It  was  the  unbelieving  spies  that  said,  "  We  are  not  able  to  go  up  and 
possess  the  land."  But  the  men  of  faith,  who  believed  in  the  divine  pur- 
poses already  declared,  triumphantly  protested,  saying,  "  We  are  able!" 

Believing  in  an  advancing  church  and  the  world's  conversion,  and  that 
God  in  his  providence  is  beckoning  us  forward ;  and  that  it  is  the  wish  of 
his  people  that  we  should  not  falter  or  turn  back,  we  are  resolved  to  pro- 
secute with  vigor  the  work  before  us,  believing  also  that  He  who  is  over 
all  will  provide  whatever  is  necessary  for  our  success. 

— Number  of  missionaries  (of  which  339  are  pas- 
tors), 1,123  ;  years  of  labor,  808  ;  additions  on  profession  of  faith,  5,538  ; 
additions  on  certificate,  4,051 ;  total  membership,  56,129  ;  total  in  congre- 
gations, 15,669;  adult  baptisms,  1,458;  infant  baptisms,  2,716  ;  Sunday- 
schools  organized,  245;  number  of  Sunday-schools,  1,214;  membership 
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of  Sunday-schools,  90,646;  church  edifices  (value  of  same,  $2,577,750), 
826;  church  edifices  built  during  the  year  (cost  of  same,  $273,950),  50; 
church  edifices  repaired  or  enlarged,  104 ;  church  debts  cancelled, 
$158,802;  churches  self-sustaining  this  year,  38.

Dear  Brethren — The  past  year  has  been  so  full  of  incidents  that  I 
scarcely  know  what  to  report  as  most  important.  I  report  one  good  mis- 
sionary box,  as  the  sum  of  what  has  come  to  me  in  this  way.  The  large 
and  small  boxes  and  barrels  for  general  relief,  (first  to  our  own  people,  and 
then  to  others  in  need,)  amount  to  twenty-eight.  Considerable  money 
has  also  been  invested  in  new  goods,  at  cost  for  distribution.  Every  one 
feels  that  the  Presbyterian  Church  has  done  nobly  for  the  sufferers  in 
this  great  calamity.  We  have  been  the  instruments  of  aiding  nearly 
eighty  families,  and  the  supplies  on  hand  will  probably  increase  the  num- 
ber to  one  hundred. 

Our  progress  is  marked  by  the  completion  of  our  church  edifice  so  far 
as  to  occupy  it  comfortably,  securing  another  preaching  station  in  a  dis- 
tant part  of  this  county,  and  making  a  good  beginning  in  H county. 

Prospects  are  encouraging,  as  we  are  gaining  the  confidence  of  all  shades 
of  opinion  and  views,  and  of  the  people  generally  throughout  both  coun- 
ties. We  want  nothing  but  the  fruits  of  the  earth  and  the  gracious 
influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  secure  prosperity.  For  my  own  part,  my 
labors  have  never  so  abounded  as  during  the  past  year,  although  I  have 
been  very  busy  ever  since  I  can  remember,  and  especially  during  the 
thirty  years  of  my  ministry.  My  wife  has  also  labored  extensively  in 
distributing  the  bounty  of  God's  people  to  the  sufferers.  The  extent  of 
the  work  of  supplying  the  temporal  as  well  as  the  spiritual  wants  of  so 
many  people,  has  greatly  increased  our  expenses  as  well  as  our  labors. 

During  all  my  ministry  I  have  never  received  so  little  as  during  the 
last  two  and  a  half  years  from  the  people  I  have  served.  We  have  even 
found  it  necessary  to  divide  our  own  small  stores  with  the  needy.  Yet 
the  liberality  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  even  in  these  hard  times,  has 
been  so  great  that  we  have  been  well  provided  for,  and  our  people  have 
been  clothed  also.  The  Providence  that  placed  me  here  seemed  dark  at 
the  time.  Yet  the  Head  of  the  Church  has  prospered  His  own  work 
during  all  these  months,  and  material  aid  has  come  from  sources  most  un- 
expected. Presbyterian  churches  are  liberal  when  they  once  see  what  is 
needed  to  carry  on  the  Lord's  work.  Although  I  have  applied  nowhere 
but  to  the  Board,  they  have  sought  me  out,  and  supplied  my  wants  in 
this  time  of  trial  and  great  need. 

With  much  thanks  for  your  kind  interest  in  me  and  those  committed  to 
my  care,  I  remain  yours  in  Christian  bonds.

Nebraska. 

Yesterday  we  held  our  communion  at  D B ,  when  two  were 

received,  the  husband  on  profession  and  the  wife  by  letter,  and  their  four 
children  were  baptized.  There  has  been  and  still  is  a  great  deal  of 
seriousness  at  three  of  my  points.  I  believe  that  several  are  truly  Chris- 
tians, whom  I  hoped  might  unite  yesterday,  but  they  did  not.  I  am  dis- 
inclined to  urge  such  a  step,  seeing  the  evil  of  it  when  practised  by  others. 

Next  Sabbath,  communion  will  be  held  at  N ,  when  at  least  one 

expects  to  unite  by  profession.  The  Lord  has  been  very  gracious  to  us 
as  a  family.     Our  eldest  son   (over  thirteen  years  old)  is  rejoicing  in 
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hope,  and  wished  to  make  a  public  profession  yesterday,  but  we  thought 
it  better  to  delay  a  little.  I  hope  to  see  him  and  our  other  three  sons  in 
the  ministry,  if  the  Lord  spares  their  lives  and  calls  them  to  the  work. 
We  also  hope  that  our  eldest  daughter  (eleven  years  old)  is  a  Christian. 

I  have  been  excessively  busy  in  the  relief-work,  having  received  nearly 
$200  in  cash.  ($66  of  it  directly  through  the  Mission  House),  and  nearly 
a  ton  of  clothing  (a  part  of  which  we  distributed  on  horseback.)  and 
"hospital  stores"  (groceries)  for  the  sick.  Some  of  the  last,  and  also  of 
the  first,  (which  is  for  seed,  and  flour  as  far  as  may  be  needed,)  has  not 
vet  been  used.  This  relief-work  will  bring  in  a  harvest  for  eternity,  I 
trust.  One  family,  in  which  the  mother  was  so  prejudiced  against  minis- 
tor-  and  religion  that  she  would  not  allow  her  children  to  attend  Sabbath- 
school  or  preaching,  have  been  so  won  by  it,  that  they  are  among  my  1 
attendants ;  and  the  same  results,  though  less  marked,  are  very  common. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  stormy  weather,  so  that  I  have  lost  two 
Sabbaths,  and  the  travelling  has  been  exceedingly  laborious.  I  have 
held  extra  meetings  at  three  points.  There  is  much  sickness,  and  I  have 
attended  four  funerals'  this  winter — being  more  than  for  the  whole  of 
three  years  before.  Hence  I  am  quite  worn  out,  and  feel  the  need  of 
sparing  myself  whenever  I  possibly  can.  which  is  my  apology  for  the 
brevity  of  this  report.     As  ever,  yours  in  the  gospel.  W.  II.  C.

From  the  New  York  Frrrnr/elist  of  May  6,  1875  : 

"The  Presbytery  of  Lackawanna  unanimously  sends  up  an  overture, 
praying  that  the  General  Assembly  will  ;  create  a  Bureau  in  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions,  with  a  secretary  and  an  increase  of  membership,  to 
administer  the  Sustentation  Scheme;  or,  that  a  secretary  be  appointed 
for  the  Sustentation  Department  of  Home  Missions  as  it  now  stands; 
and  further,  that  the  rule  requiring  a  contribution  of  87.30  per  member 
be  modified  to  meet  those  cases  where,  by  accessions  from  Sunday- 
schools  and  Christian  households,  no  increased  pecuniary  strength  is 
gained.' 

As  regards  this  last,  it  seems  to  us  that  it  would  be  more  practicable 
to  diminish  the  sum  per  member,  than  to  enter  into  a  special  inquisition 
in  every  case  as  to  the  pecuniary  value  of  new  church  members.  Xine 
of  the  churches  of  this  Presbytery  originally  availed  of  the  Sustentation 
Scheme.  As  the  case  now  stands,  however,  six  of  these  pastoral  rela- 
tions have  been  dissolved;  three  handed  over  to  Home  Missions  by  the 
Presbvterv,  leaving  one  in  connection  with  Sustentation  at  the  present 
time.

WORK  IN  THE  SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

It  has  been  intimated  that  if  the  secretaries  had  "  handled"  Sustenta- 
tion  as  they  had  Home  Missions,  it  could  hardly  have  been  in  its 

"  PRESENT    PLIGHT." 

One  certainly  did  not  expect  us  to  do  as  much  for  a  cause  to  which  the 
General  Assembly  assigned  only  $100,000,  as  for  one  to  which  they 
assigned  $400,000;  or  that  had  but  200  missionaries  while  the  other  had 
1,000  or  1,200;  and  yet  in  work  and  worry,  and  wear  and  tear  of  nerves, 
Sustentation  has  cost  us  not  merely  a  quarter,  but  more  nearly  one  half 
as  much  as  Home  Missions,  for  which  the  Board  has  charged  the  Susten- 
tation Department  not  a  single  penny.  We  made  our  appeals  in  behalf 
of  both  causes  in  our  addresses  at  the  meetings  of  the  Synods — we  filled 
the  pages  of  the  Record  assigned  to  that  cause  with  the  best  we  could 
furnish — we  wrote  the  most  stirring  appeal  we  could  make  in  its  behalf, 
and  published  it  in  all  our  religious  papers,  when  we  called  for  the 
annual  collection,  a  thing  we  did  not  Ho  for  Home  Missions,  and  we  have 
held  ourselves  ready  to  help  any  pastor  to  take  up  his  annual  collection 
for  that  cause  as  well  as  Home  Missions. 

But  what  is  the  "  Present  Plight"  of  Sustentation?  It  closes  the  year 
$13,625.61  in  debt,  as  against  $30,481.02  last  year,  actually  paid  out  to 
June  1,  1874.  We  received  for  it  in  eleven  months  within  $2,007.50  as 
much  as  the  12  months  of  the  previous  year,  and  adding  the  collections  of 
April,  making  out  the  twelve  months,  $1,788.45  more  than  the  year 
before.  The  previous  year  its  collections  from  all  sources  were  less  than 
$52,000,  and  it  made  its  liabilities  to  June  1,  1874,  more  than  $93,000, 
and  projected  itself  into  the  past  year  at  that  rate,  and  we  have  been  ten 
months  hard  at  work  to  extricate  it  from  that  "plight." 

An  elaborate  argument  has  been  made  "to  explain  the  failure  of  con- 
tributions all  over  the  Church  !"  If  this  is  "  a  failure"  what  is  a  success  ? 
Wouldn't  it  have  been  well  to  have  inquired  of  our  Treasurer  how  the 
account  stands,  before  condemning  the  Board  ?  And  with  such  a  weight 
of  years  and  wisdom  gathered  upon  the  critic,  when  he  next  steps  down 
from  his  high  eminence  to  rebuke  his  younger  and  humbler  brethren,  we 
hope  he  will  make  sure  of  his  facts! 
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The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  pew;  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
op  the  harvest,  that  he  would  sod  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest. — Luke  x.  2.

Appropriations  have  been  discontinued  during  the  year,  on  account  of- 
protracted  ill-health,  to  3 ;  for  marrying,  to  2 ;  on  account  of  irregulari- 
.  to   1;  otherwise  provided  for,   6;  died,   2.      Total  number  discon- 
tinued. 14. 

The  theological  students  have  been  distributed  among  15  institutibns, 
the  collegiate  among  53,  the  academical  among  8. 

There  is  real  encouragement  in  the  fact  that  the  number  mentioned  is 
still  49  more  than  the  average  (447)  of  the  total  number  aided  by  both 
branches  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  during  the  five  years  previous  to 
the  reunion  in  November  1869.     This  shows  very  decided  progress. 

And  yet  there  are  54  less  than  last  year.  This  diminution  is  easily 
explained  by  the  great  and  extensive  pecuniary  embarrassments  of  the 
country;  the  apparent  discouragement  to  the  maintenance  and  enlarge- 
ment of  evangelistic  efforts  at  home  and  abroad  by  a  voice  of  the  Church 
which  speaks  louder  than  words — that  is,  by  the  refusal  of  her  members 
to  contribute  means  for  their  support ;  the  continued  deficiency  of  means 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Education;  and  the  neglect  of 
system  and  management  on  the  part  of  the  Presbyteries  and  other  courts 
of  the  Church  to  effect  a  more  just  distribution,  employment  and  main- 
tenance of  men  in  the  ministry. 


THE  TREASURY  DURING  THE  PAST  YEAR. 

The  receipts  from  contributions  and  legacies  during  the  year  ending 
April  15  have  been  $68,179;  a  decrease  compared  with  the  previous 
one  of  824,815. 

The  decrease  in  the  amount  of  legacies  received  this  vear  is  remark- 
able.  There  was  obtained  from  this  source  but  85.528.  Last  year  the 
legacies  amounted  to  814,625;  a  difference  of  $9,097. 

Of  the  monev  obtained  in  bank  during"  the  vear,  a  balance  of  $10,000 
remains  unpaid.  To  this  is  to  be  added  a  balance  of  $5,000  still  standing 
upon  debts  of  the  previous  year.  The  probable  claims  on  account  of  past 
appropriations  yet  unpaid  are  small,  and  need  not  be  taken  into  consid- 
eration. The  indebtedness  of  the  Board  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year, 
April  15.  is  therefore  just  815,000;  an  increase  of  $3,500  upon  that  of  last 
year.     There  is  in  the  Treasury,  April  15,  a  balance  of  852.39. 

The  full  amount  of  the  old  rates  of  the  Board  has  been  paid  to  all 
classes  of  students.  There  are  few  who  do  not  need  much  more  than 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  while  at  the  seminary,  or  one  hundred  and 
twenty  at  college,  to  meet  all  the  expenses  of  eight  or  ten  months'  study, 
and  those  of  journeys  to  and  fro.  And  it  is  the  earnest  hope  of  the 
Board  that  the  liberality  of  the  churches  will  enable  it  to  give  to  students 
not  less  than  those  rates,  and  where  needed  to  add  to  them. 

The  Board  has  adhered  to  its  determination  to  fulfil  promptly,  at  the 
times  stated,  the  covenants  of  the  Church  with  the  candidates  for  the 
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ministry.  It  has  usually  paid  within  a  few  days  after  their  receipt  the 
sums  due  upon  the  reports  of  professors;  and  in  no  case  that  was  not 
exceptional  has  the  payment  been  deferred  beyond  the  end  of  the  quarter 
within  which  it  was  expected.  To  do  this  it  has  been  necessary  again  to 
resort  to  loans.  This  has  been  done  with  extreme  reluctance,  and  as  a 
temporary  necessity,  during-  a  time  of  general  embarrassment  and  depres- 
sion in  the  country.  The  Board  is  most  unwilling*  to  make  a  resort  to 
loans,  and  the  continued  absorption  in  payment  of  interest  of  contribu- 
tions which  should  be  devoted  to  the  education  of  the  students,  habitual 
in  the  management  of  the  work  committed  to  it. 

The  expectation  of  the  Board  that  the  receipts  of  the  past  year  would 
have  been  sufficient  to  set  it  again  upon  its  feet,  has  been  disappointed 
by  the  prostration  of  manufactures  and  trade  and  agricultural  calamities; 
but  many  brethren  express  hopes  that  another  year  will  enable  them  to 
do  better  things.  The  change  of  time  which  was  recommended  by  the 
General  Assembly  for  •'annual  collections,"  in  churches  which  yet  adhere 
to  them,  from  March  to  February,  was  made  to  many  of  them  a  source 
of  perplexity  and  partial  defeat  of  the  object.  We  presume  that  this 
misunderstanding  will  not  interfere  in  the  future  with  the  presentation 
of  our  claims  at  the  time  designated.  It  is  hoped  that  the  system  of 
annual  collections  will  give  place  in  the  churches  to  one  that  is  scriptural, 
and  which  would  be  far  more  effective  if  rightly  managed. 

After  three  years'  observation,  the  Board  expresses  its  decided  opinion 
that  the  plan  of  proportionate  estimates  for  the  different  Boards,  and  pro- 
rata  division  of  collections  of  money  sent  through  a  common  treasury, 
are  the  occasion  of  serious  loss  to  this  cause. 

The  Board  estimates  that  to  pay  the  debt  of  $15,000  due  in  bank, 
make  the  appropriations  for  the  increased  number  of  students  which  may 
reasonably  be  expected,  and  meet  the  various  outlays  of  another  year, 
the  total  sum  of  $120,000  is  needed. — Annual  Report. 


SOME  GROUNDS  OF  ENCOURAGEMENT. 

We  must  advert  with  great  thankfulness  to  the  numerous  grounds  for 
encouragement  which  we  have  had  in  connection  with  the  practical  oper- 
ations of  the  Board;  to  the  still  increasing  healthfulness  of  its  general 
work,  the  cordial  tone  of  the  correspondence  with  the  Committees  of , 
Education,  the  cheerful  attention  of  the  Presbyteries  to  the  requirements 
of  the  rules  appointed  for  the  government  of  them  and  of  the  Board,  and 
the  general  high  tone  of  the  reports  of  professors  of  the  institutions  of 
learning. 

The  fruits  of  this  work  often  rejoice  our  spirits.  It  is  a  matter  of  honest 
satisfaction  and  comfort  to  see  names  which  have  been  familiar  to  us  in 
our  correspondence,  now  occurring  in  the  public  notices  of  the  most  useful 
and  successful  pastors  and  teachers,  and  home  and  foreign  missionaries; 
men  whose  instructions  God  is  honoring  with  revivals  of  religion,  and; 
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whose  labors  are  distributing  seed  which  is  springing  up  in  blessings  to 
many  a  moral  wilderness. 

It  is  encouraging  to  the  Board  to  observe  the  general  advancement  of 
the  cause.  Notwithstanding  the  peculiar  depression  of  the  past  year,  the 
receipts  were  still  $6,074  above  the  average  of  those,  including  both 
branches  of  the  Church,  previous  to  the  reunion.  The  largest  of  those 
averages,  in  the  five  years,  1865  to  1869,  were  $62,105.  The  entire 
receipts  of  this  cause  since  the  reunion  Assembly  of  November,  1869, 
although  it  received  only  $1,942  from  the  large  gifts  to  the  Memorial 
Fund  in  1870  and  '71,  have  averaged  $85,295;  which  is  an  annual 
increase  of  $23,190,  or  above  one-third  (37  per  cent.)  more  than  those  of 
the  years  before-mentioned.  This  growth  indicates  results  which  must 
go  on  to  enlarge  in  proportion  as  the  advancement  of  the  work  in  its 
soundness  and  thoroughness  becomes  appreciated  by  those  who  desire 
and  pray  for  the  more  rapid  and  wide  spread  of  the  Gospel  through  the 
labors  of  capable  preachers  of  it. 

It  would  be  specially  gratifying  if  a  year  in  the  history  of  our  nation 
which  will  complete  its  first  century,  and  which  will  be  celebrated  with 
universal  rejoicings  and  thanksgivings,  could  be  signalized  to  this  great 
interest  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  of  religion,  by  contributions 
which  would  lift  it  to  a  more  elevated  and  permanent  position  of  useful- 
ness and  of  .influence  for  good. 
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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Death  of  the  Rev.  Asher  Wright. — It  is  with  great  regret  we 
have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  Wright,  of  the  Seneca  Mission.  This 
•event  took  place  on  the  13th  of  April.  He  was  in  the  seventy-second 
year  of  his  age.  Great  is  the  loss  to  the  mission,  and  to  the  Indians,  in 
the  removal  of  .this  good  and  able  missionary.  See  a  more  extended 
;notice  of  him  on  another  page. 

Arrivals  and  Departures  of  Missionaries. — Miss  Everett  and 
Miss  Fisher,  of  the  Syria  Mission,  have  arrived  in  this  country — the  for- 
mer on  a  visit  for  health,  the  latter  not  expecting  to  go  back.  The  Rev. 
Hunter  Corbett,  of  the  Shantung  Mission,  has  arrived  on  a  visit,  chiefly 
to  make  arrangements  for  his  motherless  children.  The  Rev.  A.  W. 
Loomis,  D.  D.,  and  his  wife,  of  the  mission  to  the  Chinese  in  California, 
are  on  a  visit  to  the  Eastern  States.  Dr.  Loomis,  is  a  commissioner  to 
the  General  Assembly.  The  Rev.  M.  N.  Hutchinson,  on  his  return,  has 
arrived  in  Mexico,  where  he  was  very  warmly  welcomed.  Mr.  Joseph 
H.  Reading  and  his  wife,  of  Frenchtown,  N.  J.,  and  Miss  Susannah 
Dewsnap,  of  the  First  Church,  Middletown,  N.  Y.,  embarked  for  the 
Gaboon  and  Corisco  Mission  on  the  24tb  of  April — special  funds  having 
been  given  for  the  purpose  of  sending  them  out:  in  Miss  Dewsnap'scase, 
by  the  church  of  which  she  is  a  member. 
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"Added  to  the  Church." — Mr.  Carrothers  speaks  of  the  members  of 
his  church  in  Yedo,  as  having  increased  in  the  last  three  months,  from 
fifteen  to  forty-two.  At  Bangkok  two,  and  at  Petchaburi  six  new  mem- 
bers were  received.  In  Brazil  two  new  members  are  reported  as  received 
by  each  of  three  missionaries,  and  four  by  the  church  of  Rio  Claro.  In 
Mexico,  Mr.  Thomson  mentions  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  new  com- 
municants as  received  at  Zacatecas  and  the  neighboring  places  during 
the  year,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  children  baptized.  Mr. 
Ramsay  refers  to  one  person  received  by  the  Seminole  church. 

Licentiate;  Candidates. — The  Presbytery  of  Kolapore  licensed  a 
young  Hindoo  to  preach  the  gospel.  The  Presbytery  of  Japan,  in  April, 
received  under  its  care  three  more  young  men,  as  candidates  for  the 
ministry. 

Average  and  Percentage. — The  receipts  of  the  last  year  from  the 
churches  and  individual  donors,  legacies  not  included,  were,  $396,662.74, 
being  a  little  over  eighty  cents  on  the  average  to  each  communicant  as 
reported  in  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  for  1874.  The  receipts 
from  all  sources  were  $456,718.01.  The  salaries  of  the  secretaries  and 
treasurer — the  same  as  mentioned  in  the  Record  of  June  1874 — make 
three  and  a  fifth  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate  sum  received  by  the  treasury. 
The  percentage  is  nearly  five  for  all  executive  expenses  except  printing.

REGRET— GRATITUDE— HOPE. 

Our  mission  year  ended  on  the  1st  of  May  with  a  debt  of  $38,283.00. 
This  we  sincerely  regret.  We  can  never  look  on  a  debt  in  this  work  with 
any  feeling  but  that  of  sorrow. 

Yet  this  debt  is  so  much  less  than  was  expected  until  near  the  end  of 
the  year,  that  it  is  with  no  little  relief  we  see  it  to  be  what  it  is.  And 
when  we  think  of  the  severe  financial  pressure  on  the  business  of  the 
country  during  the  whole  of  last  year,  and  remember  the  truly  noble 
examples  of  liberal  giving  which  the  Lord  has  witnessed  "as  he  beheld 
how  the  people  cast  money  into  the  treasury,"  we  feel  deeply  grateful 
for  the  grace  given  to  them.  It  is  a  token  of  good  to  this  cause  that  its 
friends  have  sustained  it  so  well  in  this  trying  year. 
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We  cannot  but  feel  hopeful,  as  to  the  work  before  us.  It  is  evidently 
a  growing  work,  not  one  standing  still,  not  at  all  retrograding.  It  never 
had  greater  proofs  of  the  blessing  of  God  than  during  the  last  year,  so 
far  as  man  can  judge.  We  humbly  think  no  Church  is  called  to  engage 
in  evangelistic  labors  in  more  important  or  more  hopeful  fields.  The 
Annual  Report,  to  be  published  with  the  sanction  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, will  be  regarded,  we  are  confident,  as  one  calling  for  devout  thanks  to 
God.  It  will  be  regarded  also,  unless  we  greatly  misjudge,  as  showing 
abundant  reason  for  going  forward. 

We  may  be  allowed  to  add,  that  we  do  not  wish  to  see  any  special 
appeal  made  for  paying  off  the  debt.  Special  appeals  are  usually  embar- 
rassing to  all  our  church-work.  What  is  needed  for  our  missions  is  a 
deeper  current  of  love  and  duty  to  Christ,  and  of  compassion  for  souls 
perishing  without  the  light  of  the  gospel.  This  will  call  forth  prayer, 
consecrated  gifts,  earnest  endeavors  to  make  known  to  all  men  the  name 
that  is  above  every  name.  And  then  let  our  Missionary  Board  make 
the  best  use  it  can  of  such  sacred  funds  as  the  people  of  God  may  entrust 
to  it,  for  the  support  and  enlargement  of  these  missions. 


REV.  ASHER  WRIGHT. 

As  stated  elsewhere,  the  Church  has  been  called  *to  mourn  over  the 
departure  from  this  life  of  Mr.  Wright,  of  the  Seneca  Mission,  the  oldest 
missionary  of  the  Board,  and  certainly  one  of  the  ablest  and  most  devoted 
laborers  in  its  service.  A  brief  sketch  of  his  life  will  be  found  in  the 
Foreign  Missionary.  Here  we  insert  a  part  of  a  letter  written  by  him, 
January  22,  18T4,  in  response  to  a  paragraph  in  a  little  publication  of  the 
Board  for  the  use  of  missionaries,  viz.  "  Each  missionary  is  requested  to 
prepare,  also,  a  personal  narrative  of  his  labors  during  the  year,  with  any 
statement  of  his  own  views  of  the  missionary  work,  and  of  the  Lord's 
dealings  with  himself,  which  he  may  think  proper  to  give;  this  narrative, 
in  the  form  of  a  letter,  if  he  choose,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Board  early  in 
January."  This  paragraph  is  intended  to  promote  sympathetic  intercourse 
between  the  missionaries  and  the  Board,  and  to  confer  on  the  latter  the 
benefit  of  informal,  but  yet  often  important  information,  and  thoughtful 
counsel.  It  has  been  of  great  service,  in  some  instances,  and  of  mutual 
benefit.  This  suggestion  was  kindly  received  by  our  venerable  father 
Wright,  who  sent  us  the  touching  narrative,  which  we  take  a  mournful 
pleasure  in  now  sending  to  the  press.  He  first  referred  to  the  non-public 
character  of  what  he  was  about  to  write ;  but  since  his  departure,  his 
letter  may  properly  be  given  to  our  readers. 

"I  write  in  haste,  and  poorly,  but  with  the  freedom  of  one  who  feels 
sure  of  friendly  sympathy  in  everything  relating  to  the  work,  whether 
hopeful  or  discouraging. 

"I  am  ashamed  to  say,  that,  after  more  than  fifty  years  of  Christian 

profession,  my  greatest  trouble — my  greatest  hindrance  in  the  missionary 

work,  is  in  my  own  heart.     It  makes  me  groan  to  look  back  from  this,  the 

'  forty-third  year  of  service  among  these  Indians,  and  see  how  little  I  have 
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accomplished.  It  humbles  me  exceedingly  to  think  that  God  should  have 
let  me  live  to  be  the  oldest  missionary  of  the  Board,  while  many,  perhaps 
in  a  single  year,  have  drawn  more  souls  to  the  blessed  Master,  than  I  in 
my  whole  lifetime.  I  praise  the  Lord  for  sparing  me,  but  mourn  that  so 
little  gain  has  come  of  it  to  his  kingdom.  Less  than  the  least  of  all 
saints — perhaps  worse  than  the  worst  of  them  all — to  me  has  this  grace 
been   given  to  preach  among  tie  the  unsearchable  riches  of 

Christ:  but  I  have  done  it  so  imperfectly,  and  with  so  little  heart,  that 
the  mass  of  them  have  been  little  moved,  and  to  the  present  time  remain, 
if  not  ignorant  of  the  glad  tidings,  at  least  unconverted. 

"But  I  suppose  you  wish  a  retrospect  of  the  labors  of  the  year.  So 
far  as  effort  merely  is  concerned,  it  has  been  one  of  the  most  laborious  of 
my  missionary  life.  Except  in  a  single  instance,  I  believe,  I  have  sup- 
plied the  pulpit  regularly  while  brother  Ford  has  been  absent  at  Tusca- 
rora  and  Tonawanda.  and  have  been  enabled  to  do  at  least  my  full  share 
of  the  occasional  preaching,  attending  funerals,  &c.  During  the  last  win- 
ter tin/  work  of  preparing  copy,  and  correcting  proofs  was  carried  to  the 
end  of  the  Gospel  of  Luke,  when  my  health  had  become  so  much  impaired 
that  a  rest  from  that  sort  of  labor  seemed  necessary;  and  from  a  variety 
of  causes,  chiefly,  however,  the  great  amount  of  medical  business  occupy- 
ing my  time,  it  was  not  resumed  till  near  the  close  of  the  year.  The  Gos- 
pel of  John  has  proved  by  far  the  most  difficult  of  anything  we  have  yet 
undertaken  to  render  into  Seneca.  Its  fulness  of  spiritual  meaning,  and 
the  dearth  of  corresponding  terms  in  Seneca,  render  it  almost  impossible 
t<»  bring  it  within  the  comprehension  of  the  Indian  mind;  while  the  infi- 
nite importance  of  the  truths  peculiar  to  this  Gospel  enhances  the  necessity 
of  clear  and  accurate  interpretation.  The  responsibility  weighs  heavily 
upon  me.  Pray  for  me,  that  grace  may  be  given  me  to  meet  it,  to  the 
glory  of  the  Master,  the  salvation  of  souls,  and  the  quickening  and  strength- 
ening of  believer.-. 

'•I  spoke  of  extra  medical  business.  Last  spring  the  physician  at 
Versailles  left  the  place.  His  successor  remained  at  Versailles  but  a  few 
weeks.  A  very  skilful  physician  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Reservation, 
who  had  done  a  large  amount  of  business  among  the  Indians,  removed  to 
Illinois  about  midsummer.  These  things  made  it  imperative  on  me  to 
line  to  a  great  extent  the  medical  labors  which  I  had  been  endeavoring 
to  throw  on";  and  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness,  and,  in  particular  an  epi- 
demic erysipelas,  not  yet  entirely  gone  by,  together  with  my  own  infirmi- 

3,  have  rendered  these  labors  very  burdensome.  They  have  been  a 
heavy  pecuniary  burden,  also,  as  a  large  share  of  the  patients  have  be- 
longed to  the  class  least  able  to  pay  for  medicines.  We  have  abundant 
cause  for  gratitude  that,  notwithstanding  the  great  amount  of  sickness, 
the  number  of  deaths  has  been  even  less  than  the  usual  rate  of  mortality. 

"My  wife's  health  has  been  poor,  but  she  has  been  able  to  keep  up  her 
Sabbath-school  in  the  neighborhood  across  the  Creek,  and  a  weekly  indus- 
trial school  among  the  pagan  women  at  Newtown,  in  which  she  spent  an. 
hour  or  two  in  communicating  religious  instruction.  She  has  also  had 
more  or  less  to  do  with  the  Ladies'  Sewing  Circles  among  the  professedly 
Christian  portion  of  the  people;  and  has  done  something  in  the  way 
of  family  visiting.  So  far  as  we  can  judge,  all  these  various  labors  seem 
to  accomplish  some  good.  In  some  instances  prejudices  are  removed,  and 
hard  hearts  brought  to  exhibit  signs  of  feeling:  but  we  groan  because  the 
conversions  are  so  few, — only  here  and  there  one  at  the  most, — while  our 
yearning  hearts  long  to  see  them  flocking  to  the  Saviour.  We  are  old 
and  sick — we  must  die  soon, — we  long  to  see  them  gathered  to  Chi 
before  we  die.     Will  you  not  help  us,  and  get  other  Christian  brethren  to 
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help  us  with  earnest  prayer,  that  a  cloud  of  mercy  may  settle  down  upon 
us,  and  all  this  people  be  brought  into  the  kingdom.  We  see  some  tokens 
of  interest.  But  floods  and  storms  have  greatly  interfered  with  the  pro- 
gress of  our  meetings.  He  who  sends  them  can  nevertheless  overrule 
them  for  his  glory.     Our  help  is  in  him.     Help  us  to  obtain  his  help. 

"In  regard  to  the  general  aspects  of  the  field,  brother  Ford  will  give 
the  statistics  of  the  church,  &c.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  no  very 
marked  features  in  respect  to  general  work.  Our  Baptist  and  Methodist 
brethren  have  hardly  kept  up  their  usual  interest.  Their  average  attend- 
ance, so  far  as  I  can  learn,  has  been  small.  Perhaps  ours  has  been  more 
nearly  up  to  the  usual  standard.  Perhaps,  indeed,  taking  everything 
into  the  account,  it  has  been  better  than  usual.  Sometimes  there  has 
been  solemnity  almost  bordering  upon  a  revival,  but  thus  far  it  has  not 
passed  that  point,  Perhaps  at  the  present  moment  it  is  as  near  it  as  at 
any  time  during  the  year. 

"The  progress  of  temperance,  though  slow,  will  compare  favorably 
with  previous  years.  In  this  part  of  the  Reservation  I  think  there  has 
been  less  drunkenness  than  in  any  previous  year  since  the  Upper  Station 
was  established,  and  I  am  not  sure,  but  the  same  thing  is  true  of  the  whole 
Reservation. 

"The  schools  have  had  their  usual  measure  of  prosperity;  but  being 
supported  by  the  State,  the  religious  element  is  less  than  it  should  be  in 
the  teaching.  The  Orphan  Asylum  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  averag- 
ing one  hundred  children  under  care.  One  boy,  retained  till  he  was  nearly 
seventeen  years  old,  has  recently  made  a  public  profession  of  religion. 
Hopes  are  entertained  for  a  few  others,  but  they  have  not  yet  offered 
themselves  for  church  membership. 

"  The  year  was  one  of  abundant  blessing  upon  the  labors  of  the  husband- 
man, and  notwithstanding  the  panic,  and  hard  times  following,  I  do  not 
think  our  poor  have  suffered  thus  far  more  than  usual ;  and  though  money 
is  hard  to  be  obtained,  there  is,  it  seems  to  me,  more  readiness  than  for- 
merly to  contribute  to  benevolent  and  religious  objects.  Not,  by  any 
means,  that  the  church  does  all  it  should  in  this  respect;  but  there  is 
encouragement  in  every  little  advance  towards  a  higher  standard." 

Mr.  Wright  next  reviews  "the  political  status"  of  the  Senecas — giving 
information  and  expressing  views  of  matters  that  are  now  somewhat 
changed,  so  that  we  need  not  insert  them  here.  His  opinions,  always 
carefully  formed  and  modestly  expressed,  carried  great  weight.  He  was 
no  common  man,  and  his  Christian  course  was  that  of  no  ordinary  mission- 
arv;  but  he  rests  from  his  labors  and  his  works  do  follow  him.  We  are 
grateful  for  his  long  and  useful  life,  for  his  peaceful  death,  for  his  noble 
example,  and  for  the  assured  hope  that  he  has  entered  into  the  saints'  ever- 
lasting rest. 

BENITA  SCHOOL  AND  WORK. 

Miss  Nassau  sends  the  following  brief,  but  clear  and  interesting  account 
of  missionary  work  by  Miss  Jones  and  herself,  at  Benita,  West  Africa. 

"This  station  was  reoccupied  by  Miss  Nassau  on  the  24th  of  March, 
1874.  Following  the  permission  of  the  Board  to  organize  a  Girls'  School, 
and  erect  a  suitable  building  adjoining  the  bamboo  house  already  there, 
work  was  at  that  time  begun.  The  close  of  the  year  did  not  find  the 
house  completed, — but  the  promise  of  as  many  pupils  as  we  shall  be  able, 
under  reduced  appropriations,  to  receive,  and  greater  interest  of  the  people 
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in  a  Girls'  School,  encourage  us  in  believing  that  nothing  has  been  lost 
by  the  delay. 

"With  the  reoccupancy  of  Bolondo,  ten  young  men,  former  pupils, 
resumed  their  studies,  and  with  one  exception  have  continued  them,  with 
little,  and  that  unavoidable,  interruption.  Of  these  young  men,  five  are 
under  care  of  Presbytery,  as  candidates  for  the  ministry.  Four  hours  a 
day  are  spent  in  study;  the  remaining  are  given  to  the  necessary  manual 
labor  of  the  station ;  one  of  the  young  men  acts  as  teacher  in  the  Benga 
day-school,  and  all  are  frequently  employed  in  the  itinerating  work  from 
town  to  town,  and  always  are  welcomed. 

"In  August  of  1874,  when  Miss  L.  S.  Jones  was  transferred  from 
Gaboon  to  Benita,  a  systematic  work  was  commenced  for  the  instruction  of 
women,  orally  or  otherwise,  in  the  Scriptures  and  Catechism,  engaging 
them  twice  a  week  in  meetings,  teaching  them  also  useful  arts.  In  this 
part  of  our  work,  small  as  the  beginning  is,  we  see  only  encouragement. 
One  woman  gives  precious  evidence  of  true  conversion. 

"Here  and  there,  among  the  people  are  indications  of  interest  and 
awakening,  but  our  great  and  soul-pressing  want  is  the  life-giving  and 
enlightening  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit." 


BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 


THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HYMNAL. 

REVISED    EDITIONS. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  Presbyterian  Hymnal  has  been  adopted 
and  purchased  is,  we  believe,  without  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  hymn 
and  tune  books.  In  a  little  more  than  eight  months  one  hundred  thousand 
copies  have  gone  into  circulation.  The  criticisms  by  which  it  was  so 
sharply  assailed  on  its  first  appearance  did  not  at  all  affect  the  integrity  of 
the  book,  but  were  all  considered  by  the  Committee,  and  aided  in  amend- 
ing minor  defects.  To  give  it  more  entire  completeness,  especially  for 
pastors,  the  Board  of  Publication  has  enlarged  and  perfected  its  system 
of  Indexes. 

Thus  in  the  large  book,  with  music,  (8vo),  there  are  now  given :  Index 
of  First  Lines,  Index  of  First  Lines  of  Chants,  Index  of  Psalms  bv  First 
Lines,  Index  of  Scripture  Texts,  Index  of  Subjects,  Metrical  Index,  and 
Index  of  Tunes.  There  have  also  been  added  the  Presbvterian  Form  of 
Government,  Book  of  Discipline,  Directory  for  Worship,  Rules  for  Judi- 
catories, Shorter  Catechism,  Lord's  Prayer,  Ten  Commandments,  and 
Apostles'  Creed. 

In  the  smaller  book,  with  music,  (square  12mo),  are:  Index  of  First 
Lines,  Index  of  First  Lines  of  Chants,  Index  of  Psalms  by  First  Lines, 
Index  of  Scripture  Texts,  Index  of  Subjects,  Metrical  Index,  and  Index 
of  Tunes. 

v  In  the  larger  book,  without  music,  (16mo),  are:  Index  of  First  Line-. 
Index  of  Chants,  Index  of  First  Lines  of  Psalms,  Index  of  Scripture 
Texts,  and  Index  of  Subjects. 

In  the  small  book,  without  music,  (18mo),  are  given:  Index  of  First 
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Lines,  Index  of  Chants,  Index  of  First  Lines  of  Psalms,  Shorter  Cate- 
chism, Ten  Commandments,  Lord's  Prayer,  and  Creed. 

Whilst  the  Hymnal  contains  among  its  two  hundred  or  more  versions 
of  the  Psalms  a  number  of  those  used  by  the  United  Presbyterians  and 
other  Psalm-singing  Churches,  it  has  been  found  that  there  is  a  desire 
in  some  parts  of  the  Church  for  an  edition  with  the  old  versions  of  the 
Psalms  in  full.  The  Board  will,  therefore,  furnish  to  any  churches  who 
wish  it,  editions  of  the  Hymnal  with  the  whole  of  the  so-called  "  Rouse's 
version"  of  the  Psalms,  together  with  the  Paraphrases  approved  by  the 
Kirk  of  Scotland,  at  a  small  advance  upon  the  price. 


BOOKS  JUST  PUBLISHED. 

The  Dawn  of  Light;  a  Story  of  the  Zenana  Mission.  By  Mary  E. 
Leslie.     l8mo.     Three  Illustrations.     Price  65  cents. 

This  life-like  picture  of  Christian  effort  in  the  Hindoo  home  is  drawn 
by  a  voluntary  laborer  in  mission  work  in  Bengal.  Her  personal  contact 
with  respectable  Bengalee  families  has  enabled  her  to  depict  with  truth 
the  habits  and  wants  of  Hindoo  ladies.  The  characters  of  her  tale  are 
veritable  personages,  though  all  the  incidents  associated  with  them  may 
not  have  befallen  them.  But  as  types  of  Hindoo  society  they  are  not 
creatures  of  the  imagination.  They  truly  represent  millions  of  our  fellow- 
men  in  India.  The  tale,  whilst  most  attractive  to  the  ordinary  reader, 
will  have  a  special  charm  for  those  who  are  interested  in  "  Woman's  work 
for  woman."  • 

The  Peddler  of  La  Grave.  By  Martha  Farquharson,  author  of  "Allen's 
Fault,"  "Rufus,  the  Unready,"  &c,  &c.  18mo.  Three  Illustrations. 
Price  55  cents. 

This  true  tale  of  three  hundred  years  ago,  has  its  scene  in  a  valley  of 
the  Cottian  Alps.  It  traces  the  history  of  a  Waldensian  family,  the 
arrest  of  the  father,  his  martyrdom,  and  the  flight  of  his  bereaved  family 
to  Geneva.  Let  it  be  read,  that  we  may  know  the  sorrows  of  God's 
saints,  and  imitate  their  fidelity  to  the  truth,  if  spared  their  sufferings. 

TJie  History  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
By  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Gillett,  D.D.,  author  of  "Life  and  Times  of  John 
Huss,"  "God  in  Human  Thought,"  &c,  &c.  Revised  Edition.  Two 
volumes.     12mo.     Price  $5.00. 

This  histor}r  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  was  prepared  by  the  author 
in  1864,  and  published  by  the  Presbyterian  Publication  Committee.  It 
Avas  recognized  by  all  branches  of  the  Presbyterian  family  as  a  work  of 
unusual  fidelity,  research  and  merit,  and  received  the  warm  commendations 
of  their  scholars  and  periodicals.  It  was  not  to  be  expected,  however, 
that  two  volumes  of  near  six  hundred  pages  each,  traversing  times  of 
strife  and  separation,  even  when  written  by  one  animated  by  the  true 
historian's  love  of  truth,  should  not  contain  expressions  offensive  to  some 
members  of  the  now  happily  united  body.  Nor  was  it  to  be  presumed 
that  errors  in  names,  and  in  minor  statements  of  fact,  had  not  crept  in. 
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Hence  a  revision  of  the  work  was  resolved  upon.  Through  the  religious 
journals,  a  request  was  widely  circulated  for  errata,  to  which  very  valu- 
able responses  were  made;  and  the  Rev.  Alexander  T.  McGill,  D.D.,  of 
Princeton,  kindly  gave  the  volumes  a  thorough  reading  for  the  purpose 
of  noting  anything  that  might  need  omission  or  modification. 

So  far  as  most  of  the  statements  of  facts  are  concerned,  very  little  change 
was  required,  but  what  before  was  asserted  without  qualification,  as  to 
the  relation  and  action  of  the  two  parties  in  times  of  controversy  and  divi- 
sion, has  been  so  modified  that  the  party  by  whom  such  assertion  was 
regarded  as  historically  true  or  just,  is  alone  made  responsible  for  it.  In 
other  words,  the  historian  has  allowed  each  party  to  speak  for  itself,  repre- 
senting its  own  views,  while  the  reader  is  left  at  liberty  to  draw  his  own 
conclusions.  No  other  course  than  this  was  possible  in  the  circumstances. 
The  position  and  sentiments  of  each  branch  of  the  Church  have  become 
historical,  and  to  exclude  or  ignore  them  would  have  betrayed  at  once  an 
unworthy  timidity  and  distrust  of  the  solid  basis  of  reunion,  and  a  faith- 
lessness to  the  claims  which  demand  an  impartial  statement  of  all  the 
facts  material  to  a  proper  historic  record. 

Moreover,  the  history  of  a  denomination,  like  that  of  a  State,  has  its 
lessons ;  and,  if  lessons  of  warning  against  dangers  which  are  liable  to 
recur,  they  can  be  gathered  only  from  the  study  of  many  things  which, 
if  truth  would  suffer  it,  we  might  prefer  to  leave  unrecorded.  If  good 
men,  and  even  wise  men,  have  erred,  their  errors  may  prove  only  less 
instructive  than  their  virtues;  and  while  we  jealously  vindicate  their 
just  fame  and  their  conceded  merits,  we  are  not  at  liberty  to  conceal 
their  failings,  when  these  must  be  known  in  order  to  form  an  impartial 
judgment  of  events  in  which  many  others  besides  themselves  were  equally 
interested. 

In  a  note  to  the  Board  of  Publication,  Dr.  McGill  says : 

"At  the  request  of  Dr.  Dulles,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Publication, 
as  well  as  of  Dr.  Grillett,  the  author,  I  read  over  carefully  the  volumes  of 
this  Historv,  with  a  view  to  surest  alterations  which  the  late  reunion 
has  made  proper.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  state  that  both  these  brethren,  the 
author  and  the  editor,  have  manifested  the  utmost  readiness  to  expunge 
anything  like  a  partisan  tinge,  and  to  render  the  work  unexceptionable 
to  the  whole  Church.  Of  course  it  could  not  be  re-edited  without  a  sub- 
stantial identification  with  the  original  imprint.  We  could  not  consist- 
ently wish  it  to  be  otherwise,  and  retain  the  truth  of  history  as  it  lies  in 
the  mind  of  the  author.  But  I  am  happy  to  testify  that  candor,  amity 
and  a  truth-loving  heart  have  conceded  everything  that  'Old  School' 
men  could  reasonably  ask  in  this  revision." 

These  volumes  are  now  sent  forth  anew,  with  the  hope  that  Presby- 
terians will  acquaint  themselves  with  the  grand  heritage  of  history  into 
which  they  have  entered.  At  this  historic  era,  there  is  offered  to  them  a 
work  which,  in  1791,  was  referred  by  the  General  Assembly  to  a  com- 
mittee of  which  Dr.  John  Witherspoon  was  chairman,  but  which  it 
was  left  for  other  hands  and  other  years  to  accomplish. 
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The  following  statement  is  made,  to  prevent  misapprehension  and  mis- 
take on  the  part  of  those  who  desire  and  need  the  assistance  of  this  Board 
in  the  work  of  Church  Erection. 

1st.  The  writing-  of  a  letter,  by  a  minister,  elder  or  trustee,  expressing 
the  desire  of  aid  in  the  building  of  a  house,  of  worship,  is  by  some  consid- 
ered an  application,  and  the  writer  wonders  why  the  money  is  not  sent 
by  return  of  mail.  On  being  informed  of  the  intention  of  a  church  to 
build,  and  their  need  of  help,  we  send  them  a  blank  form  of  application, 
to  be  filled  up  and  signed  by  the  Trustees,  thus  giving  the  Board  the  in- 
formation necessary  to  form  an  intelligent  judgment  of  the  case.  This 
paper  must  then  be  sent  either  to  Presbytery  (if  in  session),  or  to  the 
Presbytery's  Committee  on  Church  Erection,  for  their  endorsement,  if  they 
approve  of  the  application;  and  if  not,  that  they  may  make  such  alterations 
or  comments  as  they  may  deem  proper;  they  should  also  designate  some 
one  as  legal  counsellor  to  examine  and  certify  as  to  the  validity  of  their 
title,  &c. 

When  this  paper,  thus  filled  and  signed,  is  returned,  it  will  be  duly 
considered  and  acted  upon  by  the  Board  at  their  ensuing  meeting,  and 
the  applicants  promptly  advised  of  said  action.  If  the  application  be 
granted,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  it  must  be  on  condition  that  a  mort- 
gage and  insurance  on  the  property  be  given  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Church.  For  this  purpose  a  blank  mortgage  will  be  sent  them  from  this 
office,  together  with  a  paper  eliciting  the  information  necessary  to  secure 
the  insurance  of  the  building  (to  the  amount  of  the  Board's  appropriation), 
which  will  be  attended  to  here,  by  the  Board. 

When  the  building  is  completed,  the  mortgage,  properly  executed  and 
recorded,  is  returned  to  us,  with  the  certificate  required  of  the  Trustees, 
the  appropriation  of  the  Board  will  be  paid,  but  not  until  then. 

In  some  instances  written  application  for  aid  is  accompanied  with  a 
mortgage,  written  by  the  applicant, — thus  forestalling  the  action  of  the 
Board,  and  rendering  it  necessary  to  have  said  mortgage  released,  before 
the  regular  mortgage  prepared  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly  can  be 
recorded.  Some  applicants  seem  to  think  that  the  endorsement  of  Pres- 
bytery, is,  per  se,  a  guaranty  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  asked,  not 
seeming  to  suppose  that  the  Board  have  any  judgment  to  exercise  in  the 
case,  or  that  there  is  any  limit  to  the  means  at  their  disposal.  Others 
seem  to  think  that  the  rules  and  requirements  of  the  Board  are  of  their 
own  making,  and  can  be  suspended  at  pleasure,  in  special  cases,  whereas 
these  rules  are  either  involved  in  our  charter,  or  expressly  laid  down  by 
the  General  Assembly  in  "  the  plan,"  by  which  the  Board  must  be  guided. 

Occasionally  the  applications  are  returned  in  an  imperfect  state — many 
of  the  most  important  questions  not  answered,  and  others  so  indefinitely 
as  to  make  it  necessary  to  return  them  to  the  applicants  for  correction, 
which  causes  delay  and  additional  expense.  Sometimes  the  Board  is 
asked  how  much  they  can  give  to  assist  a  feeble  church,  before  the  appli- 
cants have  made  the  effort  to  see  how  much  they  can  raise  themselves  on 
the  ground ;  and  in  other  cases,  they  canvass  the  field  at  large  and  secure 
the  annual  collections  of  wealthier  churches,  and  then  come  to  the  Board 
for  as  large  a  contribution  as  their  rules  will  admit,  to  enable  them  to 
complete  the  building.  Such  efforts  to  secure  a  large  amount  of  means,  the 
Board  cannot  approve,  and  their  appropriations  will  be  greatly  influenced 
by  it.  Impartiality  must  be  shown  to  all,  and  none  allowed  an  undue 
proportion  of  aid,  to  the  disadvantage  of  others. 

The  prospect  at  present,  for  the  year  upon  which  we  have  entered,  is 
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that  this  Board  will  be  called  upon  by  a  larger  number  of  needy  churches 
than  ever  before.  Our  earnest  desire  to  assist  all,  will  require  the  strictest 
vigilance  and  economy  on  our  part.  Will  not  the  stronger  churches  help 
us  liberallv  ?

GREAT   DESTITUTION  RELIEVED. 

Not  long  since,  the  following  came  to  the  office : 

"  My  dear  Sir — It  has  been  my  duty  as  a  missionary  to  visit 


and  I  feel  impelled,  by  a  desire  to  do  her  good,  to  write  to  you,  to  state  her 
present  circumstances.  She  has  been  unable  to  obtain  employment  of 
any  kind  that  she  has  the  strength  for,  as  she  has  not  fully  recovered  her 
health,  and  she  has  exhausted  all  her  means.  For  some  weeks  she  has 
:i  in  a  condition  of  poverty  so  great  as  to  be  near  starvation.  I  have 
done  what  I  could  to  help  her,  and  yet  she  has  had  to  dispose  of  every 
thing  she  could,  in  order  to  supply  herself  with  food.  She  is  afraid  to 
write  to  you,  lest  you  should  think  she  was  intrusive,  and  she  s*ays  you 
would  send  her  the  amount  of  her  appropriation  as  soon  as  you  could. 

■Such  is  the  distressed  state  of  her  mind  that  she  begins  to  wonder 
what  the  promise  means :  '  They  that  seek  the  Lord  shall  not  want  any 
good  thing.' 

"  I  hope  you  will  excuse  my  thus  troubling  you,  but  if  it  were  possible 
to  send  her  a  part,  if  not  the  whole  of  what  is  appropriated,  it  would  be 
lifting  a  child  of  our  Father  out  of  a  very  deep  pit  of  sorrow." 

A    REMITTANCE    WAS    SENT,    AND    HERE    IS    THE    REPLY. 

"  I  wonder  if  a  SI 00  draft  ever  before  made  the  tired  heart  of  a  poor 
mortal  overflow  with  such  earnest  thanksgiving,  as  this  just  received 
from  you  has  made  mine.  Thank  you,  oh  so  much!  Thank  you  for 
your  words  of  sympathy  and  hope!  Mr.  R.  has  been  very  kind,  indeed 
has  saved  me  from  despair — starvation  perhaps.  May  Jesus  bless  you 
always  and  for  ever!" 

This  case  of  extreme  destitution  ought  to  have  a  supply  of  an  additional 
$100.     Who  will  pity  and  relieve? 

GRATITUDE  FOR  A  REMITTANCE. 

A  poor  widow,  suffering  from  disease  and  acute  pain,  writes: 
"Your  remittance  has  been  received  to-day.  It  comes  as  a  heavenly 
inspiration, — a  Divine  radiance, — a  pillar  of  strength  amid  great  weak- 
lies-. — a  telescope  through  which  I  discover  green  fields  upon  the  other 
side  of  a  rough  sea ; — and  it  bridges  over  a  chasm  of  depressing  solicitude. 
I  cannot  tell  you  all,  but  the  Master  understands. 

"Kind  friend,  gratitude  enshrines  the  Society  you  represent  and  the 
multitude  of  its  generous  donors  in  the  hearts  of  thousands,  who,  but  for 
such  merciful  aid,  must  suffer  from  the  burden  of  want  added  to  the 
weight  of  disease  and  infirmity,  which  can  look  for  relief  only  in  those 
glorified  bodies  of  a  higher  life.1' 

Almost  everyday  brings  its  earnest  plea  of  sorrow  and  want.  The 
treasury  is  therefore  kept  in  an  exhausted  state.  How  gladly  would  the 
Committee  respond  at  once  to  every  application !  Furnish  the  means,  ye 
who  can,  and  the  blessing  shall  come  down  upon  you  from  above.  Ye 
know  not  when  the  day  of  want  may  come  to  you.  "  Give,  and  it  shall 
be  given  to  you." 
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GENERAL  ASSEMBLES  COMMITTEE  ON  FREEDMEN. 

SUMMARY  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  APRIL  1,  1815. 

Financial. — Received  from  all  sources  during-  the  year  $50,981.75. 
Expended  $56,266.89,  leaving  deficit  in  Treasury  of  $5,285.14,— the 
first  debt  contracted  since  reunion.  Besides  this  amount,  there  is  due  on 
outstanding  bills  $2,511.53;  entire  indebtedness  $7,802.67.  This  also 
leaves  the  Committee  without  the  working  balance,  always  found  so 
necessary  to  supplement  the  short  receipts  of  the  summer  months. 

Missionaries. —  Ministers  36;  Catechists  27;  Teachers  53;  in  all 
116  Missionaries. 

Churches. — Organized  during  the  year,  8;  whole  number  under  care 
of  Committee,  123.  To  these  have  been  added  on  examination,  917 ;  cer- 
tificate 176  ;  whole  number  of  communicants,  9,961 ;  Sabbath-schools, 
95;  Sabbath-school  scholars,  6,880. 

Schools. — Parochial  schools,  39;  Pupils,  3,284.  Seventeen  schools 
report  that  within  the  last  year,  principally  during  vacation,  149  of  their 
scholars  have  taught  427  months — over  35  years — their  schools  enrolling 
5,425  scholars  ;  and  that  they  received  for  their  services,  in  cash  and 
boarding,  about  $10,448:  also  that  39  of  these,  while  thus  engaged, 
superintended  Sabbath-schools  which  enrolled  2400  scholars. 

CONCORD    MISSION,    NORTH    CAROLINA. 

Our  Missionary  in  this  field,  and  Superintendent  of  Scotia  Seminary, 
writes  as  follows : 

"I  have  now  sent  you  our  Monthly,  Quarterly,  and  Annual  Reports, 
and  I  send  you  this  summary,  which  may  be  some  slight  help  to  you  in 
your  efforts  to  encourage  the  friends  of  these  poor  people,  and  to  arouse 
our  slumbering  Church  in  regard  to  their  condition  and  prospects.  I  wish 
that  our  works  and  success  were  manyfold  what  they  are.  But  surely 
something  encouraging  has  been  done  in  all  parts  of  our  Synod.  I  only 
give  this  mission  as  a  specimen. 

"Our  churches  have  grown  during  these  eight  years  and  a  half,  from 
nothing  to  over  five  hundred  members.  Thev  all  have  comfortable 
places  of  worship.  Our  parochial  school  in  Concord  has  been  kept  up 
eight  months  of  the  year  during  this  time;  and  now,  eight  or  nine  other 
schools  are  being  sustained  within  our  bounds,  from  two  to  four  months 
in  the  year,  taught  almost  entirely  by  Concord  pupils.  Not  less  than 
700  New  Testaments  have  been  given  to  those  able  to  read  them  ;  and 
about  80  Bibles  have  just  been  sold  among  them,  and  over  150  monthly 
papers  have  been  paid  for  and  read  with  eagerness,  during  the  past  year ; 
several  weeklies  also  have  been  taken,  and  half  a  dozen  of  our  boys  are 
now  in  college,  and  some  of  them  in  earnest  .preparation  for  the  ministry. 
Now  when  we  remember  that  not  one  in  a  hundred  of  these  could  read 
a  word  when  our  schools  were  commenced,  we  judge  that  our  Mission 
has  not  been  a  failure.  Scotia  Seminary  is  now  in  its  fifth  year,  with  a 
roll  of  92  members,  and  having  had  abroad,  during  some  part  of  the 
passing  year,  about  fifty  teachers,  nearty  all  professed  Christians:  these, 
with  the  Bible  and  the  Catechisms,  the  sweet  songs  of  the  Church,  and 
with  daily  prayers,  have  been  working  for  God  and  the  Church  in  many 
a  dark  place  in  this  and  the  adjoining  states.  Thirty  of  these  teachers, 
who  are  now  enrolled  in  the  Seminary,  report  80  months  of  teaching 
done  since  last  June,  1265  scholars  taught,  and  $1,727  earned.  Of 
thirteen  others,  not  here  at  present,  we  have  a  report  of  %46  months 
taught,  474  pupils,  and  $992  earned  during  the  present  ye'ar.  Many 
of  these  girls  are  real  missionaries.     Some    of  them    have  been  taken 
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from  families  as  far  from  Christ  and  from  the  refinements  and 
morality  of  a  Christian  family,  as  many  in  Africa.  But  no  one  would 
suspect  this  from  their  conduct  and  conversation  now.  A  venerable 
elder  of  the  Southern  church  writes  to  us  respecting'  one  of  the  pupils 

of  last  year,  as  follows  :   'The  manifest  improvement  I  discover  in  F 

S ,   during  her  attendance  at  Scotia,  greatly  encourages  me  in  the 

future  of  that  Institution.'  We  have  many  such  encouraging  words 
from  different  sources ;  and,  what  is  above  all,  we  alw.ays  have  some 
pleasing  manifestations  of'  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  No  term 
has  passed  without  hopeful  conversions  in  the  school.  Two  have 
just  united  with  the  church  and  been  baptized ;  the  mother  of  one  of  them 
being  as  far  from  God  as  people  can  well  get  in  this  life.  Others  are 
asking  the  special  religious  instructions  of  their  teachers.  Though  we 
are  much  cut  off  from  society,  and  often  greatly  need  human  sympathy 
and  counsel,  yet  we  deem  it  a  great  privilege  to  do  a  work  so  needful 
and  so  hopeful. 

"Now  you  know  how  many  applications  for  a  place  in  the  Seminary  we 
have  been  obliged  to  refuse  for  want  of  room  ;  and  at  what  a  disadvan- 
tage we  labor,  with  from  six  to  sometimes  a  dozen  in  our  small  rooms. 
Cannot  the  friends  of  this  people  be  induced  to  give  us  the  means  of 
enlargement,  before  many  of  them  become  discouraged  and  lose  the  aspi- 
rations to  rise  to  that  which  is  noble  and  good,  and  others  turn  for 
instruction  to  those  whose  religion  has  more  form,  but  less  power 
than  that  embodied  in  our  precious  Catechism  and  Confession  of  Faith?"

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  was  held  on  the  22d  of 
June,  1875. 

The  Rev.  W.  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  was  chosen  President.  The  other 
officers  remain  as  before.  The  meeting  was  hopeful  and  fixed  in  its 
determination,  notwithstanding  its  great  indebtedness  and  the  universal 
financial  depression,  to  push  on  with  vigor  and  courage  the  extension 
and  establishment  of  the  gospel  throughout  our  dear  county,  as  urged 
by  the  last  Assembly.  In  order  to  accomplish  this,  the  Board  looks  with 
confidence,  under  God,  to  the  Synods,  the  Presbyteries,  the  churches, 
with  their  ministers  and  members,  their  noble  women,  their  generous 
Sabbath-schools,  indeed  to  all  friends  everywhere,  for  sympathy,  prayers, 
co-operation,  and  liberal  and  self-denying  contributions.  The  end  is 
worthy,  may  the  means  be  forthcoming. 


As  the  income  of  the  Board  from  the  Church  is  the  measure  of  its 
ability  to  aid  the  mission-fields,  its  financial  condition  must  always  be 
regarded  with  interest,  and  often  with  anxiety.  Its  present  state  is  a 
in atter  of  profound  concern.  The  receipts  for  April  and  May  are 
$15,133.38  less  than  during  the  same  months  last  year,  and  the  Board, 
on  June  1st,  was  $50,000  in  debt  to  the  missionaries. 

This  condition  of  its  treasury  will  compel  the  Board  to  "cut  down'- 
many  of  the  applications.  This  will  cause  great  inconvenience,  and 
often  much  suffering,  among  missionaries  and  their  families. 

We  beg  the  prayerful  attention  of  ministers  and  elders  and  members 
to  this  state  of  things.  Let  the  women  in  our  great  and  wealthy  com- 
munion remember  their  thousand  self-denying  sisters  in  this  vast  field. 
Let  the  ministers  and  churches  once  planted  by  the  contributions  of  this 
Board  remember  it  in  its  indebtedness  and  trial.    Their  number  is  legion, 
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and  they  extend  from  the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  Rio  Grande,  and  from 
ocean  to  ocean.  Let  the  missionaries  and  churches  still  receiving  aid, 
and  yet  contributing  far  more  to  other  objects  than  to  this,  remember  its 
wants,  and  in  simple  justice  do  more  to  supply  them.  Let  the  children 
and  Sabbath-schools  not  forget  the  land  they  live  in,  and  whose  bless- 
ings they  enjoy,  and  contribute  to  help  this  foundation-work.  Let  all  in 
every  way  do  their  utmost  to  support  the  more  than  thirteen  hundred 
men  who  are  devoting  themselves  to  spread  the  gospel  in  waste  places. 

In  the  midst  of  a  century  of  memories  of  God's  mercy  to  our  land  and 
Church,  let  the  grateful  acknowledgment  of  them  not  be  forgotten. 
May  a  more  earnest  and  self-sacrificing  desire  and  determination  for  the 
thorough  evangelization  of  our  own  country  be  awakened  and  strength- 
ened by  the  memory  of  a  hundred  years  of  God's  loving-kindness  to  our 
fathers  and  ourselves.  Moved  by  such  considerations,  the  last  General 
Assembly  exhorts  the  Church  to  raise  this  year  at  least  Two  Millions  of 
Dollars  as  an  expression  of  its  love  and  gratitude  to  God  and  his  kingdom. 

In  this  indebted  condition  of  the  treasury  all  concerned  will  see  a  suf- 
ficient reason  for  the  "  cutting  down"  of  applications  by  the  Board.  It 
was  compelled  last  year,  by  the  same  cause,  to  reduce  the  amount  of  aid 
applied  for  $55,500. 

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  HOME 

MISSIONS. 

Your  Committee,  having  carefully  considered  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  respectfully  offer  the  following  suggestions 
for  the  action  of  the  Assembly : 

I.  Gratitude  is  due  to  the  Head  of  the  Church,  that  during  a  year  of 
financial  stringency,  the  Board's  work  has  been  so  successful.  The  year 
began  with  a  debt  in  the  Home  Missionary  Department,  only  about 
three-fourths  of  which  was  cancelled  through  the  pledges  made  at  the 
last  Assembly.  Besides  covering  that  debt,  the  income  has  exceeded 
that  of  the  previous  year  by  $1,500.  The  contributions  of  individuals 
and  churches  show  an  increase  of  $43,095.78,  a  pleasing  feature  of -which 
is  that  it  came  largely  from  the  Synods  of  the  West.  Unusual  demands 
for  aid,  however,  growing  out  of  the  grasshopper  scourge  in  Minnesota. 
Western  Iowa,  Nebraska  and  Kansas  last  summer,  followed  by  an 
unusually  severe  winter  over  the  whole  land,  and  also  out  of  the  opening 
of  new  missionary  fields,  put  the  Board  under  the  painful  necessity  of 
reducing  the  appropriations  much  below  the  demands,  of  course  subject- 
ing many  brethren  to  trial,  above  what  came  upon  them  through  the 
depressing  influence  of  the  times  upon  their  local  supporters.  But,  for 
the  faith  which  held  these  servants  of  Christ  true  to  their  work  under 
such  unwonted  pressure,  we  may  well  give  thanks  to  God.  The  fruits 
of  enduring  labor,  sealed  with  divine  blessing,  appear  in  the  organization 
of  93  new  churches,  in  the  elevation  of  38  others  to  self-support,  in  the 
erection  of  50  church  edifices,  in  the  establishment  of  345  Sabbath-schools, 
in  the  addition  of  5,538  members  to  the  communion  of  the  Church  on 
profession  of  faith,  and  almost  as  many  by  letter,  and  in  the  other  usual 
tokens  of  the  Lord's  presence.  Of  the  1123  missionaries  aided — of  whom 
339  are  pastors — a  fair  proportion  have  thus  rejoiced  in  the  gifts  of  the 
Spirit.     "Many   souls   have   been  converted,  and  many  churches  have

been  encouraged  and  strengthened  by  considerable  accessions  to  their 
number." 

II.  Attention  is  once  more  called  to  the  Bureau  for  vacant  churches 
and  unemployed  ministers.  If  during  the  two  years  of  its  existence,  its 
efficiency  has  been  small  in  securing  the  settlement  of  pastors  in  vacant 
fields,  the  reason  must  be  found  in  the  neglect  of  Synods  and  Presbyte- 
ries whose  cooperation  has  been  urged  by  the  Assembly.  Some  such 
agency  of  communication  is  imperatively  demanded,  in  order  to  unite  the 
unemployed  talent  and  neglected  work  of  the  Church.  It  might,  at  least, 
help  us  forward  towards  a  remedy  for  one  of  the  greatest  evils  in  the 
working  of  our  system. 

III.  The  effort  to  harmonize  our  missionary  work  with  that  of  our  Con- 
gregational brethren,  approved  by  the  last  Assembly,  has  found  embodi- 
ment in  a  plan  jointly  adopted  by  our  Board  and  the  American  Home 
Missionary  Society.  Its  worthy  designs  are  economy  in  labor,  avoidance 
of  animosities,  and  the  development  of  missionary  stations  into  self-sup- 
porting churches,  where  rival  organizations  would  cripple  each  other. 
Success  will,  of  course,  depend  upon  mutual  fairness,  whilst  even  the 
lessons  of  failure  might  still  point  toward  Christian  brotherhood.  The 
formation  of  independent  and  irresponsible  churches  in  such  cases  as  has 
sometimes  been  suggested,  would  be  unwise,  inexpedient  and  hurtful. 

IV.  The  increase  of  Missionary  Churches  in  some  of  the  older  States, 
is  a  matter  of  deep  concern.  Doubtless,  in  many  such  cases,  aid  is  as 
truly  needed  and  promising  of  results,  as  in  the  new  States  and  Territo- 
ries. But  so  large  a  number  of  such  must  be  taken  as  evidence  either  of 
decline,  or  of  great  neglect  in  the  Presbyteries  to  group,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, contiguous  churches  into  one  pastoral  charge.  Of  the  Missionaries 
of  the  Board,  39  labor  in  New  Jersey,  75  in  Ohio,  87  in  New  York,  and 
91  in  Pennsylvania.  Such  expenditures,  at  the  very  centres  of  the 
Church's  strength,  may  or  may  not  be  a  necessity.  If  it  be  proper,  then 
surely  it  is  a  loud  call  for  increased  liberality,  lest  the  aggressive  work 
in  behalf  of  the  growing  population  of  the  far-away  States  and  Territo- 
ries may  be  neglected.  The  subject  is  one  of  grave  responsibility,  and 
strongly  commends  itself  to  the  solemn  attention  of  the  Presbyteries, 
upon  whose  recommendations  the  Board  must  rely. 

V.  The  organization  of  our  Christian  women  in  several  of  our  large 
cities,  with  auxiliaries  in  a  large  number  of  the  churches,  in  behalf  of 
Foreign  Missions,  has  infused  new  life  into  the  work  for  the  heathen,  and 
has  brought  large  increase  to  the  resources  of  that  excellent  Board,  with- 
out diminution  of  other  contributions.  To  some  extent  such  societies 
have  also  helped  forward  the  cause  of  Home  Missions,  both  in  money 
and  in  sending  boxes  of  clothing  to  the  families  of  missionaries.  Memo- 
rials have  reached  the  Committee  from  different  parts  of  the  church,  ask- 
ing for  some  more  effective  plan  of  woman's  work  for  the  evangelization 
of  our  own  land.  We  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  the  Assembly  now 
recommend  the  organization  of  a  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society, 
with  auxiliary  societies,  under  the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions,  or  its  officers.  And  further,  that  the  formation  of  dis- 
tinct auxiliary  societies  be  recommended  in  those  churches  in  which  this 
course  may  be  deemed  expedient,  and  that  in  those  in  which  one  society 
only — embracing,  if  possible,  all  the  ladies  in  the  church — may  seem 
best,  the  disposition  of  its  funds  be  left  to  the  determination  of  every 
such  society  for  itself.  Such  recommendation,  without  restricting  the 
liberty  of  the  women  of  each  congregation,  will  express  the  clear  judg- 
ment of  the  Assembly  that  home  evangelization  and  the  conversion  of 
the   heathen  are  one  and  the  same  work  of  the  Lord.     In  the  distinction 
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and  the  blending,  this  is  but  following  the  Master,  who  said,  "But  ye 
shall  receive  power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you;  and  ye 
shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem  and  in  all  Judea  and  in 
Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth." 

VI.  In  view  of  the  great  struggle  of  the  Board  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  work  pressing  so  heavily  upon  it,  the  Assembly  would  urge  upon 
the  churches  more  liberal  contributions  to  this  cause.  And,  without 
interference  with  other  objects,  the  like  appeal  is  hereby  made  to  the 
Sabbath-schools,  in  order  that  the  children  may  learn  to  take  the  salva- 
tion  of  their  own  country  into  their  hearts. 

VII.  It  is  not  without  meaning,  that  nine  missionaries,  and  several 
wives  of  missionaries  have,  within  the  year  now  closed,  been  called  from 
toil  to  glory.  The  Lord,  at  His  own  sovereign  pleasure,  accepts  the 
work  of  His  servants,  and  crowns  them  with  joy.  They  still  live  in  the 
example  of  their  faith  and  zeal,  to  bid  us  onward  and  upward  to  the 
heavenly  rest.  The  servants  die,  but  the  Lord  "ever  liveth."  •  A  great 
and  effectual  door  is  opened  for  our  entrance  in  the  land  of  our  birth. 
The  populations  of  the  earth  are  gathering  to  our  shores.  The  increase 
of  our  generations  is  by  millions.  Rationalism  and  ritualism  bury  their 
antagonism  to  make  war  upon  "  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus."  The 
trumpet  calls  the  soldiers  of  the  Cross  to  the  field  of  battle,  for  the  liberty 
and  purity  of  the  gospel.  Let  the  "  centennial"  year  of  the  nation's 
birth,  which  shall  lay  the  treasures  of  our  agriculture,  commerce,  art  and 
science  before  the  eyes  of  the  world's  representatives,  be  signalized,  as 
well,  by  large  offerings  of  holy  consecration  upon  the  altar  of  the  Lord. 
Let  the  praises  of  a  redeemed  people  echo  back  to  heaven  the  proclama- 
tion, "Happy  is  the  nation  whose  God  is  the  Lord."

OX  THE  DEATH  OF  REV.  L.  P.  WEBBER. 

Westminster,  Cal. 

Your  favor  with  enclosed  draft  was  received  two  days  ago,  for  which 
the  Board  has  my  heartfelt  thanks,  with  a  prayer  that  God  will  open  the 
hearts  of  the  people  to  pour  into  this  treasury  more,  yet  more  abundantly, 
thereby  blessing  themselves  and  the  world. 

You  write,  you  think  it  strange  my  husband  should  have  died  of  con- 
sumption in  this  delightful  climate.  '  Our  climate  is  delightful,  it  is  true, 
but  my  own  observation  and  sad  experience  teach  me,  that  while  it  is 
true  that  the  invalid,  as  also  the  healthy  and  strong,  can  be  out  in  the 
open  air  almost  the  entire  year,  it  is  equally  true,  the  same  care  is  neces- 
sary in  guarding  against  taking  colds  here  as  in  your  Eastern  climate. 
This  care-taking  of  himself,  my  husband  never  seemed  fully  to  have 
learned  until  too  late,  while  for  others  he  was  ever  one  of  the  first  to 
think  and  to  do. 

The  fatal  cold  was  taken  one  Sabbath  morning  while  on  his  way  to 
Anaheim  from  this  place,  to  fill  an  appointment.  I  called  his  attention 
several  times  to  the  fact  that  the  air  was  a  very  chilly  one,  asking  if  he 
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was  not  cold,  and  every  time  receiving-  the  negative  answer.  But  when 
we  reached  our  destination  he  was  perfectly  chilled.  The  fact  is,  his 
mind  was  intensely  occupied  with  the  message  he  was  about  to  deliver, 
and  he  did  not  realize  his  situation. 

He  doubtless  undertook  too  much,  but  he  seemed  to  be  in  such  position 
for  two  or  three  years  past,  that  what  he  did  not  actually  take  upon  him- 
self, came  upon  him  some  other  way.  He  had  not  health  to  endure  con- 
finement to  study  as  he  would  have  liked,  and  he  rejoiced  to  know  that 
he  might  be  instrumental  in  accomplishing  something  in  the  cause  of 
Christ  in  this  colony  enterprise;  and  it  was  a  great  joy  to  his  heart  to 
live  to  see  the  work  fully  begun. 

He  contemplated  death  with  composure,  arranging  everything  as  if 
preparing  for  a  long  journey, .assuring  me  that  the  God  of  all  grace  would 
be  with  me,  and  strengthen  me  when  that  strength  should  be  needed.  In 
this  he  was  not  mistaken,  for  God  has  been  my  strength  and  support,  and 
without  such  help  as  He  only  can  afford,  I  cannot  understand  how  I 
could  have  endured  such  a  dispensation.     Yours  truly,.

Dear  Brethren — The  church  at  S is  comparatively  new  and  weak. 

S is  a  growing  county-seat  of  a  good  county,  and  destined  to  be  a 

centre  of  influence  for  a  densely  populated  district.  Campbell iteism  has 
been  the  predominant  religion  heretofore.  The  standard  of  piety  and 
Christian  character  is  low  with  them.  We  think  the  Presbyterian  church 
is  exerting  a  good  influence  here.     We  have  a  normal  department  con- 
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nected  with  our  Union  School,  in  which  are  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
.students  from  a  distance.  We  are  trying  successfully  to  give  them  reli- 
gious instruction.  Our  church  has  received  fortv-five  new  members  in 
the  last  three  years,  and  the  Sabbath-school  has  grown  from  about  thirty 
or  forty  to  one  hundred  and  fifty ;  it  is  called  the  best  in  the  town.  Our 
congregations  are  increasing.  We  think  we  are  improving  slowly  but 
surely.  We  must  spend  at  least  one  thousand  dollars  in  repairing  our 
church.  We  arc  not  rich — Ave  need  help.  I  am  very  much  in  need,  can 
you  not  send  me  the  balance  of  the  allowance  for  1873  and  1874?  It 
would  greatly  help  and  encourage  me.     Yours,  &c.  J.  S.  R. 


SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

The  receipts  for  Sustentation  in  April  'and  May  of  last  year  were 
SI 4,87 7.21  against  $5,307.09  for  the  same  time  this  year,  showing  a  dif- 
ference of  $9,570.18.  This  will  explain  to  the  Church  at  large  and  to 
the  needy  men  waiting  for  their  already  too  long  postponed  payments; 
the  real  and  only  cause  of  the  delay. 

Will  not  the  churches  so  largely  and  promptly  contribute  to  this 
Department,  as  to  enable  the  Board  at  least  to  discharge  all  past  obli- 
gations to  the  Missionary  Pastors,  and  thus  acquire  fresh  courage  and 
comfort  for  future  liabilities.  A  very  little  effort  by  all,  will  accom- 
plish this  most  desirable  end. 


report  on  sustentation. 

It  is  now  four  years  since  the  General  Assembly  established  the  com- 
mittee to  take  charge  of  this  business.  The  double  design  was  to  bring 
the  weak  churches,  as  far  as  possible,  under  the  pastoral  relation,  and  to 
secure  the  permanency  of  that  relation  by  providing  a  regular  and  ade- 
quate ministerial  support.  For  three  years  that  committee  pushed  for- 
ward this  work  with  much  energy  and  success,  under  the  lead  of  its  effi- 
cient Secretary,  who  declined  to  receive  any  remuneration  for  his  valua- 
ble services.  But  the  last  Assembly,  acting  upon  the  general  subject 
of  the  consolidation  of  the  Boards,  transferred  this  whole  business  to  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions — in  addition  to  its  own  work  as  hitherto — 
under  the  following  directions,  viz:  "This  work  of  the  Board  shall  be 
divided  into  two  departments — that  of  Home  Missions,  and  that  of  Sus- 
tentation. The  claims  of  each  of  these  departments  shall  be  presented  to 
the  churches  for  a  separate  collection.  Each  collection  shall  be  applica- 
ble to  its  own  department  exclusively,  and  the  churches  are  hereby 
directed  to  contribute  to  each;  and  the  Home  Board  is  hereby  ordered 
so  to  alter  its  rules  as  to  adopt  and  operate  the  Sustentation  scheme  in 
all  cases  to  which  it  applies,  subject  only  to  such  modification  as  the 
Assembly  may  hereafter  direct."  *****  "And  it  is  also  ordered  by 
the  Assembly  that  the  pecuniary  obligations  of  the  Committee  of  Sus- 
tentation shall  be  and  are  hereby  transferred  to  and  shall  be  liquidated 
by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  out  of  the  funds  contributed  for  the  work 
of  Sustentation,  especially  provided  for  such  obligations." 

It  is  due  to  all  parties  concerned  to  recall  the  fact  that  this  cause  came 
to  the  Home  Board  under  heavy  embarrassments.  The  Sustentation 
Committee's  liabilities,  as  then  known,  were  about  $20,000.  Subsequent 
discoveries  appear  to  have  swelled  that  amount  to  over  $30,000.  The 
last  report  of  the  Committee  stated  that  "  It  will  not  be  counted  strange 
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that  the  work  of  this  committee  received  a  check  by  the  financial  panic. 
Soon  after  its  outbreak,  in  September,  the  Presbyteries  had  their  meet- 
ing's, and  recommended  to  us  many  new  cases  in  different  quarters.  It 
seemed  a  hardship  to  these  churches,  after  they  had  taken  the  required 
steps  and  fulfilled  all  the  conditions  of  the  scheme,  and  in  some  instances 
with  very  unusual  exertions,  to  be  declined.  But  our  Committee,  after 
anxious  and  prayerful  deliberation,  when  the  means  of  sustaining  sueh 
as  we  already  had  on  our  list  were  falling  short,  decided  that  it  would 
not  be-  safe  to  engage  for  any  more,  and  they  so  announced  to  the 
churches  ;  and  up  to  this  time  we  have  been  compelled  to  discourage 
and  decline  numerous  applications." 

In  view  of  these  conditions,  all  will  see  with  what  difficulty  this  branch 
of  the  work,  now  so  dear  to  many  in  the  Church,  has  been  carried  on  the 
lust  year.  The  most  diligent  inquiry  of  your  Committee,  under  the 
stimulus  of  complaints  from  various  quarters,  has  failed  to  discover  any 
unfaithfulness  on  the  part  of  the  Board  or  its  officers.  The  exact  contrary, 
we  think,  clearly  appears.  If  no  more  than  163  pastors  have  been  sus- 
tained under  this  scheme  during  the  year,  we  may  not  forget  the  burden 
of  indebtedness  which  had  to  be  carried.  The  Board  acted  under  the 
explicit  injunction  of  the  Assembly  to  liquidate  these  obligations.  Some 
of  its  members,  upon  their  own  responsibility,  borrowed  $12,000  for  this 
purpose.  The  entire  labor  of  this  part  of  the  work  was  performed  gra- 
tuitously, notwithstanding  the  express  warrant  of  the  Assembly  to 
employ  "official  and  clerical  aid."  Thus  all  the  contributions  of  the 
churches,  without  reduction,  were  applied  to  the  objects  for  which  they 
were  given.  The  receipts  for  eleven  months,  ending  in  March,  amounted 
to  $49, 750.53,  or  $2,007.50  less  than  for  the  twelve  months  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  addition  of  another  month  to  equalize  the  time  would 
raise  them  above  those  of  that  year.  These  facts,  as  we  conceive,  are  the 
best  possible  answer  to  the  complaints  made  of  the  supposed  shortcomings 
or  indifference  of  the  Board,  or  its  Secretaries,  in  this  part  of  their  trust. 

Yet  the  Committee  are  convinced  that  at  this  time  the  attention  of  the 
Assembly  is  called  to  the  inherent  difficulties  connected  with  the  manage- 
ment of  Home  Missions  and  Sustentation  on  the  same  general  field, 
under  the  different  and  conflicting  rules  hitherto  applied  to  them  respec- 
tively. The  principle  of  Sustentation  as  a  power  to  foster  the  pastoral 
relation  lies  deep  in  the  heart  of  the  Church,  whilst  the  wider  missionary 
work  is  our  right  arm  in  home  evangelization.  The  logic  of  their  mutual 
relations  and  the  testimonies  of  experience  alike  demand  for  them  one 
general  management,  under  the  wise  discretion  of  the  same  body  of  men, 
so  as  to  avoid  needless  friction  and  serious  damage  to  the  general  inter- 
est. Let  all  that  is  precious  and  practicable  in  Sustentation  be  preserved 
and  applied.  But  let  it  be  also  in  harmony  with  the  working  of  Home 
Missions.  To  secure  these  ends,  there  is  simply  needed  a  proper  adjust- 
ment of  the  two  systems  to  each  other.  And  in  view  of  the  delicate 
relations  of  the  whole  subject,  it  is  believed  that  such  modification,  what- 
ever  it  may  be,  can  be  best  accomplished  by  a  special  committee  acting 
directly  under  the  authority  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Your  Committee  therefore  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions,  viz: 

I.  That  a  committee  of  four  Ministers  and  three  Ruling  Elders  be 
appointed  by  this  Assembly,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  meet  in  New  York, 
and  after  a  thorough  examination  of  the  whole  subject,  with  full  access 
to  the  records  pertaining  to  Home  Missions  and  Sustentation,  and  avail- 
ing themselves  of  the  information  to  be  derived  from  all  other  sources, 
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especially  the  actual  working  of  the  two  schemes,  report  to  the  next 
Assembly,  if  possible,  a  plan  by  which  they  can  be  brought  to  unity  and 
efficiency  of  operation. 

II.  That  the  necessary  expenses  of  this  committee  be  paid  out  of  any 
funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Assembly,  which 
may  be  available  for  this  purpose,  upon  the  statement  and  receipt  of  the 
acting  chairman. 

III.  That  the  same  management  shall  continue  for  the  next  year  which 
has  operated  during  the  year  that  is  past,  and  that  the  churches  be  urged 
to  contribute  as  heretofore  to  the  cause  of  Sustentation. 

IV.  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  the  churches  which  have  no  fixed 
time  for  taking  collections  for  the  cause  of  Sustentation,  to  make  their 
contributions  to  this  object  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  March,  or  as  near  to 
that  time  as  may  be  convenient. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  recommend  that  the  following  members 
of  the  Board,  whose  term  of  office  now  expires,  be  re-elected,  viz:  Minis- 
ters— Rev.  J.  F.  Stearns,  D.D.,  Rev.  George  L.Prentiss,  D.D.  Laymen 
— Robert  Lenox  Kennedy  and  John  Taylor  Johnson.  Also  that  John 
E.  Parsons  be  elected  in  the  place  of  Thomas  C.  M.  Paton  who  declines 
re-election. 

All  of  which  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted  by  the  unanimous  instruc- 
tion of  the  Committee.

THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

The  action  of  the  General  Assembly  contains  some  points  of  interest, 
additional  to  the  statements  as  to  its  work  for  the  year  which  were  pub- 
lished in  the  Record  of  last  month,  from  which  we  make  the  following 
extracts: 

THE    PERFORMANCE    OF    DUTIES. 

11  The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Board  show  that  its  officers  have  faith- 
fully discharged  the  duties  devolved  upon  them  during  another  year  of 
its  operations;  and  we  take  pleasure  in  referring  to  this  fact  as  an  incen- 
tive to  a  continued  confidence  in,  and  a  warmer  co-operation  with  the 
Board,  showing.  a>  they  do,  that  in  intrinsic  worth  and  real  importance 
it  is  second  to  no  other  agency  in  the  Church." 

The  Board  was  commended  for  having  fulfilled  promptly  its  engage- 
ments with  the  students. 

THE  NEED  OF  MINISTERS. 

It  was  resolved,  "that,  as  the  times  demand  carefully  trained  ministers 
of  Jesus  Christ — men  competent  to  preach  the  Word,  and  at  the  same 
time  qualified  to  command  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  communities 
in  which  their  lot  shall  be  cast — the  churches  be  earnestly  requested  to 
make  this  a  subject  of  serious  thought  and  believing  prayer,  in  the  hope 
that,  doing  so,  they  will  feel  moved  to  consecrate  more  of  both  their 
money  and  their  children  to  the  work  of  preaching  with  all  fidelity  and 
success  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Jesus  Christ." 
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MEASURES    TO    CREATE    INCREASED    INTEREST    AND    PRAYER. 

It  was  recommended  that,  "  inasmuch  as  certain  days  of  the  session  of 
the  Assembly  have  been  set  apart  for  the  consideration  of  other  impor- 
tant objects,  hereafter  the  cause  of  Education  be  made  the  first  special 
order  of  the  day  for  the  business  session  of  the  Monday  morning  after 
the  Assembly  meets,  and  that  the  membership  of  the  churches  be 
requested  to  pray  on  this  day,  as  well  as  during  the  Week  of  Prayer 
and  the  Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges  and  Seminaries,  that  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  would  supply  more  competent  laborers  for  His  harvest  through- 
out the  world ;  since  so  long  as  prayer  for  this  comes  up  from  only  a  few 
believing  hearts,  of  a  certainty  we  can  look  for  but  an  inadequate  supply 
of  the  faithful  preachers  of  the  Word,  while  shallow  excuses  and  paltry 
prejudices  will  stop  the  supply  of  the  necessary  means  and  the  recruiting 
of  needful  forces,  and  turn  the  battle  against  Israel." 

THE  GREAT  ROOT  OF  TROUBLE. 

The  Presbyteries  are  earnestly  reminded  of  the  vital  importance  of 
their  duty  in  regard  to  the  recommendation  of  suitable  men ;  the  negli- 
gent performance  of  which  is  the  great  source  of  objections  to  the  cause. 

The  Assembly  presses  the  fact  that  "it  is  the  duty  of  the  Presbyteries 
to  sustain  the  high  standard  of  ministerial  character,  looking  carefully 
at  the  qualities  of  the  soldiers  needed  for  service,  and  with  this  end  in 
view,  to  take  special  pains  to  inquire  into  the  fitness  for  the  work  of  the 
ministry  of  the  young  men  offering  themselves  as  candidates  for  the 
office ;  that  their  examinations  be  thorough,  and  in  the  highest  degree 
satisfactory;  that  no  one  be  encouraged  to  enter  upon  this  work,  or 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  aid,  who  does  not  give  to 
the  Presbytery  so  recommending  him  the  best  evidence  of  true  conse- 
cration of  heart  to  his  Lord  and  Master,  and  of  decided  mental  capacity, 
and  satisfy  it  that  he  has  not  only  the  heart,  but  as  truly  also  the 
brains,  empowering  him  for  the  service  to  which  that  Lord  and  Master 
calls  him." 


APPEAL  OF  THE  ASSEMBLY  TO  CHURCHES  WHICH 
HAVE  NOT  CONTRIBUTED  TO  EDUCATION. 

A  most  earnest  appeal  is  made  by  the  General  Assembly  to  churches 
which  have  not  contributed  to  Education  during  the  past  year.  The 
number  of  contributing  churches  has,  it  is  true,  greatly  increased.  Be- 
fore the  reunion  there  was  an  annual  average  of  but  about  1190  churches, 
in  both  branches  together,  contributing  to  Education.  This  in  three 
years  increased  to  1,036,  and  in  three  years  more,  ending  in  1875,  to 
2,0*24  churches — the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Assembly  made  it  a 
little  more,  2,079. 

In  regard  to  a  cause  so  important  as  this,  it  should  be  the  effort  of 
every  congregation  to  do  something,  "as  God  hath  prospered."  The 
"indifference"  is  "alarming."  The  Assembly  urges  in  strong  language 
that  "far  more  ought  to  he  done  to  awaken  a  greater  and  more  general 
interest  in  behalf  of  this  important  work  of  educating  for  the  gospel 
ministry  the  able  and  devoted  young  men  of  the  Church.  Since  it  is 
the  great  office  of  the  Church,  in  obedience  to  the  great  commission  of 
the  Master,  to  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,  the  Church  is  surely 
derelict  in  duty  and  regardless  of  her  high  privilege,  if  the  men  are  not 
trained  to  preach  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus — if  the  laborers  are  not  sent 
forth  to  reap  the  field  already  white  for  the  harvest." 

It  was  therefore  resolved  by  the  Assembly:  "  That,  as  a  large  majority 
of  the  Presbyteries  draw  more  by  way  of  recommendation  out  of  the 
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treasury  of  the  Board  than  is  returned  to  this  treasury  by  the  churches 
under  their  care,  the  sessions  of  these  churches  be  earnestly  requested 
to  see  to  it  that  «//our  congregations  have  the  opportunity  afforded  them 
to  contribute  to  the  Board  of  Education  at  least  once  a  year,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, in  the  month  of  February." 


THE   TRANSPOSITION   OF   ROMAN  POWER   TO  THE   NEW 

WORLD. 

The  power  of  Romanism  in  the  Old  World  is  rapidly  and  surely  fall- 
ing. The  severest  direct  blows,  perhaps,  which  it  could  receive,  were 
those  of  the  confiscation  of  the  property  at  Rome  by  which  its  churches 
and  missions  have  largely  been  maintained.  These  have  been  inflicted. 
The  necessity  of  crippling  effectually  the  temporal  power  of  the  pope, 
and  the  insatiable  demands  of  the  royal  treasury,  have  been  two  potent 
reasons  for  selling  these  immense  estates. 

It  was  a  calamity  almost  without  parallel  in  the  eyes  of  the  pope  to 
see  the  property  of  even  the  grand  cherished  cathedrals  of  Romanism, 
St.  Peter's  and  St.  John  Lateran,  put  up  and  scattered  at  auction.  Yet 
those  have  been  blows  still  more  severe,  at  the  very  centre  of  the  ecclesi- 
astical life,  which  have  seized  the  great  missionary  colleges,  and  taken 
possession  of  even  their  libraries  and  correspondence,  and  thus  stopped 
the  verv  fountains  of  their  world-wide  influence ;  and  this  notwithstand- 
ing  all  the  agonizing  protests  and  resistance  of  generals,  procurators,  and 
the  pope  himself. 

The  impoverishment  of  the  papal  power  by  these  stupendous  losses, 
and  by  other  confiscations  of  vast  amounts  of  property  belonging  to 
monasteries  and  convents-,  within  recent  }Tears,  leaves  it  like  a  tall 
spire  from  the  support  of  which  the  attached  buildings  and  buttresses 
have  been  removed,  which  now  is  supported  by  long  but  fragile  props, 
but  which  a  strong  wind  at  any  time  may  overthrow.  What  a  fall; 
what  a  scatterment  of  rotten  timbers,  and  stones  and  plaster  polluted 
with  ordure  of  foul  birds,  and  with  unimagined  vermin;  what  dust  and 
ashes  rising  to  the  heavens ;  what  thunder  sending  its  noise  over  the 
world,  will  there  be  when  that  old  tower  shall  come  down! 

What  shall  be  done  with  these  fragments  and  ruins?  It  is  easy  to 
see.  The  unhoused  orders,  priests,  monks,  nuns,  are  flying  to  distant 
places  of  security,  especially  to  the  New  World,  Here  they  would 
bring,  and  build  again,  the  old  stones  and  lumber.  How  shall  we  receive 
them  ? 

The  safety  of  mankind,  of  communities,  of  families,  of  the  defenceless, 
demands  sufficient  quarantine,  police,  and  sanitary  measures.  The  right 
to  shut  out  the  rinderpest  from  cattle,  cholera  and  smallpox  from  conta- 
gious contact  with  the  body,  and  all  the  vehicles  of  pestilence  and  death 
from  the  ports,  the  highways,  and  the  common  air  and  waters  and  sup- 
plies of  food,  implies  the  greater  right  to  keep  pure  the  intellectual  and 
spiritual  air  and  food  and  drink  of  the  people.  That  duty  implies  this 
duty.     For  its  discharge  the  highest  Judge  will  call  us  to  answer. 

The  common-school  education  must  be  kept  sacred  and  free,  and  the 
word  of  God  be  planted  on  every  teacher's  rostrum  to  shade  it  and  scatter 
thence  its  healthful  fruit  to  the  young  mind.  Our  politics  must  be  pre- 
served uncorrupted  by  sectarian  ambition  and  greed.  Our  ministry 
must  be  made  sufficiently  numerous  and  strong  to  confront  the  great 
dangers  which  threaten  us.  More  of  our  capable  young  men  must  be 
directed  to  the  work  of  preaching  the  gospel,  as  "the  power  of  God"  to 
destroy  all  the  dominion  of  evil ;  and  those  who  accept  the  call  of  the 
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Church  of  Christ  and  of  humanity  must  be  generously  armed  with  the 
best  panoply  we  can  afford  to  give  them,  and  sent  forth  courageously, 
with  our  prayers  and  blessings  upon  them,  to  a  struggle  the  result  of 
which,  while  God  rules  in  heaven,  no  Christian  can  doubt. 
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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

New  Communicants. — Mr.  Cowley  refers  to  twenty-three  persons 
received  to  the  church  among  the  Spokans.  Mr.  Condit  mentions  the 
admission  of  eight  hopeful  converts  to  the  Chinese  church  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. Dr.  Happer  reports  the  same  number,  eight,  received  by  the  First 
Church  of  Canton.  Mr.  Lyon  speaks  of  four  persons  admitted  to  the 
church  of  Hangchow.  Mr.  Vandyke  refers  to  six  converts-  at  Petchaburi, 
Siam,  who  were  admitted  to  the  church  in  December.  Dr.  Jessup 
speaks  of  eight  new  members  received  this  year,  thus  far,  by  the  church 
of  Beirut,  and  about  as  many  in  the  Tripoli  field.  Mr.  Bushnell  reports 
the  addition  of  one  member  to  the  church  of  Gaboon,  and  Mr.  De  Heer, 
one  to  the  church  of  Corisco.  Mr.  Blackford  mentions  four  new  commu- 
nicants, and  Mr.  Yanorden  five,  in  Rio  de  Janeiro;  and  Mr.  Da  Gama 
reports  twenty-three  at  two  places  in  his  part  of  Brazil,  besides  fifteen 
children  baptized. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  B.  D.  Wyckoff  and  his  family 
have  returned  to  this  country  for  reasons  of  health,  not  expecting  to  go 
back  to  India.  Mr.  Wyckoff  will  be  able,  however,  in  this  climate,  to 
engage  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  we  trust  he  will  soon  receive  a 
call  from  a  church.  The  Rev.  T.  S.  Wynkoop  has  returned  from  Alla- 
bahad,  India,  on  a  visit  for  a  few  months.  Mrs.  H.  B.  Myers  has 
returned  from  Lodiana,  India,  with  her  two  sons,  to  make  arrangements 
for  their  education.  Mrs.  N.  A.  McDonald,  of  Siam,  and  her  children, 
have  arrived  in  this  country  for  the  same  purpose.  Miss  Lillie  Happer 
has  returned  from  Canton, — a  visit  rendered  necessary  by  over-exertion 
in  her  work ;  but  we  trust  she  will  be  able  to  resume  her  efficient  service 
in  China.  The  younger  children  of  her  father  came  with  her  for  their 
education.

Last  year  all  the  receipts 
in  May  were  $14,575.  From  churches  and  individual  donors — last  year, 
$10,836;  this  year,  $12,066. 

A  Missionary  Map. — An  edition  of  Professor  Guyot's  splendid  Map 
of  the  World,  on  Mercator's  projection,  has  been  adapted  to  use  in  Lec- 
ture and  Sabbath-school  rooms  and  Monthly  Concert  services,  by  having 
the  names  of  many  of  our  missionary  stations  printed  in  distinct  type — 
so  as  to  be  pointed  out  without  difficulty  or  delay.  This  Map  is  over 
eight  feet  by  six  feet  in  size,  and  contains  the  usual  general  information 
found  in  first-class  maps.  Through  the  favor  of  the  publishers,  copies  of 
this  edition  can  be  had  at  the  low  price  of  $10  each.  Orders  should  be 
addressed  to  William  Rankin,  Treasurer,  23  Centre  street,  New  York. 
The  Map  can  be  had  on  rollers,  or  in  large  folio  form.  We  may  now  add 
that,  of  the  edition  of  100  copies  prepared  for  our  missionary  use,  over  20 
have  been  already  sold.  The  Map  is  greatly  admired  for  its  beauty,  but 
its  usefulness  is  of  course  its  recommendation. 


THIS  YEAR'S  WORK. 

"The  Missions  should  be  maintained,  at  the  least.  This  means  that  the 
support  of  the  mission  families  and  of  their  native  assistants  should  be 
provided ;  that  churches  and  preaching  stations  should  be  kept  open  in 
countries  containing  many  hundred  millions  of  unevangelized  people; 
that  the  thousands  of  scholars  under  Christian  instruction  should  be 
taught  as  heretofore ;  that  the  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry  in 
Mexico,  Brazil,  Africa,  Syria,  Persia,  India,  Siam,  China,  and  Japan 
should  be  kept  under  Christian  training;  that  the  printing  presses  should 
not  stop  in  several  of  these  countries,  their  great  work  of  sending  forth 
the  divine  word  in  the  printed  page  being  Only  begun ;  that  the  heathen 
women  in  Zenanas  and  more  humble  abodes  should  be  taught  the  way  of 
life  and  the  blessings  of  Christian  homes.  We  need  not  enlarge  here, 
but  we  beg  our  readers  to  remember  how  many  and  how  great  are  the 
departments  of  labor,  all  included  in  this  rapid  statement  of  the  one  gen- 
eral work  of  our  foreign  missions. 

Besides,  provision  should  be  made  for  sending  out  some  new  men. 
Losses  from  failure  of  health  and  return  should  be  made  good  by  new 
recruits,  as  in  the  march  of  an  army.  There  are  eight  approved  brethren 
under  appointment,  who  ought  to  be  sent  out  within  the  next  two  or 
three  months.  Must  the  Board  keep  any  of  them  at  home  for  want  of 
funds  ? 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  estimates,  with  an  earnest  purpose 
not  to  aim  at  much  enlargement  of  expenditure  in  these  times,  the  Board 
is  satisfied  that  not  less  than  $512,000  will  be  needed  before  the  1st  of 
next  May  to  maintain  the  Missions  as  they  stand,  including  the  sending 
out  of  some  of  the  new  men  whose  services  seem  to  be  imperatively 
needed ;  to  send  out  all  now  under  appointment,  and  to  pay  off  the  debt 
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of  last  year,  would  increase  the  amount  to  $560,000.  At  least  $75,000 
more  could  be  used  to  great  advantage,  making  the  aggregate  sum  which 
was  recommended  in  the  Budget  by  the  Committee  of  the  General 
Assembly.  All  of  the  $75,000  might  well  be  invested  in  buildings  in 
different  countries,  thus  saving  large  expense  for  rents ;  while  new  work 
might  be  undertaken  on  a  larger  scale  than  the  closely  watched  estimates 
call  for.     Such,  very  briefly  stated,  is  the  financial  case  for  the  year. 

If  all  our  Christian  people  would  but  take  this  work  earnestly  in  hand, 
they  could  easily  free  this  cause  from  financial  restriction.  We  call 
attention  to  this  matter  thus  early  in  the  year,  so  that,  if  possible,  anxiety 
and  embarrassment  may  be  avoided  in  its  later  months.  Timely  devising 
is  often  next  thing  to  liberal  devising. 

We  have  been  impressed  with  the  need  of  more  prayer  for  our  work — 
not  at  set  times,  but  at  all  times.  The  same  impression  has  been  felt  by 
some  of  our  brethren,  whose  letters  have  referred  to  the  subject.  Surely 
all  will  be  in  vain,  unless  God  bless  the  work  of  the  year.  And  he  will 
be  inquired  of  by  the  house  of  Israel  in  this  matter.  In  answer  to 
prayer,  how  greatly  may  the  work  of  this  year  be  advanced  in  many 
unevanffelized  countries! 


TO  THE  CHURCH-SESSIONS. 

The  "  Budget,"  or  schedule  of  moneys  for  the  Boards  recommended 
to  be  collected  by  the  churches,  was  discontinued  by  the  last  General 
Assembly.  The  objects  or  causes  to  be  aided  by  these  collections 
received  as  heretofore  the  warm  approval  of  the  Assembly,  but  the  pro- 
portional amount  of  aid  to  each  object  was  left  undetermined.  The 
collections  for  these  objects  are  to  be  ordered,  as  heretofore,  by  the 
church  sessions,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Presbyteries.  While  all  of 
these  objects  are  commended  to  the  liberality  of  our  Christian  people, 
how  many  collections  are  to  be  taken  in  each  church,  in  what  manner, 
and  at  what  time,  as  well  as  the  proportional  amount  to  be  given  to 
each  object  in  cases  where  the  collections  are  general  and  not  specific, 
are  questions  properly  to  be  decided  by  the  session. 

We  apprehend  no  evil  from  this  disposal  of  the  matter.  The  church 
session  can  best  open  the  door  to  church-work  for  Christ,  asking  for  the 
liberal  gifts  of  the  members.  It  can  specify  the  plan  and  the  times  of 
taking  collections,  and  can  so  arrange  these  matters  as  not  to  interfere 
with  the  personal  choice  of  donors.  When  a  collection  is  made  every 
Sabbath,  as  a  part  of  public  worship,  the  session  can  set  apart  a  certain 
number  of  days  for  each  cause  respectively,  according  to  the  judgment 
of  the  minister  and  elders  as  to  its  relative  importance.  Beginning  with 
January,  for  example,  the  collections  of  ten  or  fifteen  Sabbaths  could  be 
assigned  to  foreign  missions ;  other  objects, — the  other  Boards,  certain 
home  expenses  of  the  church,  &c, — should  have,  each,  the  collections  of 
so  many  days.  This  general  plan  has  met  with  favor  where  it  has  been 
tried.      It   is    easily   understood,    comprehensive,   and    particular.      It

saves  a  good  cause  from  injury  by  a  rainy  day  or  the  absence  of  its 
friends.  It  gives  the  members  of  the  church  the  opportunity  of  propor- 
tioning their  gifts  themselves  among  the  various  objects.  It  gives  a 
good  opportunity  to  the  minister  of  the  church  to  set  forth  the  nature 
and  claims  of  the  cause  to  be  aided,  when  its  turn  comes  round  and  is 
notified  from  the  pulpit ;  and  it  is  hard  to  overstate  the  importance  of  his 
instructions  and  influence  in  the  whole  matter.  One  of  the  greatest 
advantages  of  this  plan  is  that  derived  from  the  frequency  of  the  collec- 
tions. This  feature  of  the  plans  of  the  former  "Committee  of  Benevo- 
lence" of  the  General  Assembly,  we  have  always  highly  valued.  Other 
things  being  equal,  weekly  gifts  will  yield  the  best  results.  Those  who 
regard  the  duty  of  giving  on  each  Sabbath  as  of  divine  warrant,  need  no 
plea  for  frequent  gifts  based  on  ideas  of  expediency;  others  may  well 
give  much  weight  to  these  ideas.  Other  good  plans  might  be  mentioned ; 
probably  no  plan  would  equally  suit  all  the  churches;  much  is  left  to 
the  good  judgment  of  the  sessions;  but  our  space  forbids  remark. 

We  deprecate  resting  the  cause  of  foreign  missions  solely  on  an  annual 
collection — unless  thorough  instruction  is  repeatedly  given  from  the  pulpit, 
and  missionary  intelligence  is  well  circulated  among  the  people ;  but  if 
the  church  session  will  see  to  it  that  nothing  shall  be  allowed  to  keep 
this  cause  from  receiving  the  practical  consideration  of  all  the  members 
of  the  church,  then  good  results  may  be  expected. 

As  the  case  stands,  after  the  recent  action  of  the  General  Assembly, 
we  hope  this  subject  will  receive  the  early  consideration  of  ministers  and 
elders;  we  mean,  in  all  cases  where  no  plan  exists,  and  also  in  any  cases 
where  the  Assembly's  action  has  modified  plans  heretofore  in  use. 


NOTICES  OF  MATTERS  IX  SYRIA. 

The  Rev.  H.  H.  Jessup,  D.D.,  at  Beirut,  May  15th,  gives  us  an  inter- 
esting account  of  various  things,  which  connect  themselves  with  our 
missionary  work  in  Syria ;  some  of  them  are  of  no  little  moment. 

We  have  received  thus  far,  this  year,  to  the  Beirut  church  8  members. 
About  as  many  have  been  received  in  the  Tripoli  field,  and  several  in  the 
other  stations.  We  have  now  in  Beirut  about  16  candidates  for  church 
membership.  Quite  a  number  ol  new  Protestants  are  reported  at  Beino 
and  Mt.  Hardee  in  the  northern  field.  The  recent  violent  persecutions 
against  the  Protestants  in  the  Merj  Aiyun  district  have  ceased,  and  the 
enemies  of  the  gospel  have  become  more  pacific  in  their  attitude.  There 
are  signs  of  greater  friendliness  on  the  part  of  the  Turkish  authorities, 
both  here  and  in  Constantinople.  The  Nusairy  converts  in  the  Turkish 
Dragoons,  in  Beirut,  have  been  treated  in  such  an  unreasonable  and  unfair 
manner,  that  two  of  them  have  again  run  away.  We  hope  that  they 
will  return  soon,  but  they  think  their  wrongs  are  intolerable.  They 
receive  no  pay,  have  cast-off  clothing  assigned  them,  receive  no  instruc- 
tion in  military  drill,  are  kept  at  menial  work,  and  finally,  after  being 
promised  a  furlough,  it  was  denied  them,  and  they  ran  away.  This  is 
their  own  statement.  It  palliates,  but  does  not  justify,  desertion.  After 
all  the  efforts  of  the  Christian  public,  the  Turks  are  determined  to  insist 
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on  the  right  to  draft  every  convert  to  Christianity  from  among  the  non- 
Chrifetian  sects. 

Syria  has  received  a  new  Imperial  benediction  in  the  shape  of  a  stamp 
act.  Revenue  stamps  have  now  to  be  affixed  to  every  business  paper 
written  in  the  Empire,  and  to  every  newspaper  published.  Scientific 
journals  are  exempted,  so  that  Dr.  Post's  Medical  journal  escapes  the  tax, 
and  we  hope  to  have  our  Child's  Paper  exempted,  as  it  is  in  no  sense  a 
newspaper.  Taxation  is  coming  down  hot  and  heavy  on  the  subjects  of 
the  Sultan,  as  the  funds  must  be  raised  to  carry  on  the  Empire.  The 
new  Grand  Vizier,  Asaad  Pasha,  is  spoken  well  of  by  all,  and  there  is 
hope  that  he  may  do  something  to  better  the  condition  of  affairs.  Dr. 
Thomson  and  Mr.  Calhoun  have  returned  from  their  extended  tours 
through  Palestine,  and  both  testify  to  the  luxuriance  of  the  vegetation 
on  every  hand,  the  magnificence  of  the  coming  crops,  and  the  apparently 
increasing  degradation  and  oppression  of  the  farming  population.  Mr. 
Calhoun  says  that  there  is  wild  grass  enough  growing  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Sea  of  Galilee  to  supply,  if  cut  and  cured,  all  the  hay  needed  for  the 
Turkish  army,  yet  it  is  all  left  to  run  to  waste.  The  same  is  true  in  all 
parts  of  the  land,  outside  of  the  Pashalic  of  Mt.  Lebanon.  Ristum  Pasha, 
Governor  of  Lebanon,  has  returned  from  a  long  absence,  and  is  laboring 
to  improve  the  government  schools  of  Lebanon,  as  well  as  the  adminis- 
tration of  justice. 

The  long  expected  celebration  of  the  introduction  of  the  Dog  River 
water  into  Beirut,  took  place  yesterday,  in  an  immense  canopy  erected  on 
the  top  of  the  upper  reservoir.  .  .  .  This  living  volume  of  streams  from 
Lebanon  is  a  glorious  boon  to  this  ancient  city.  The  name  Beeroth, 
(Beirut,)  "City  of  Wells"  will  remain,  but  the  wells,  from  which  water 
has  been  drawn  for  thousands  of  vears,  will  soon  2*0  into  disuse.  Public 
hydrants  are  opened  in  the  different  quarters  of  the  city,  fountains  are 
beginning  to  play  in  private  gardens;  dwellings,  schools,  churches,  khans, 
mosques,  shops,  and  coffee  houses  are  being  rapidly  supplied  with  the 
delicious  water,  and  Beirut  is  receiving  fresh  vitality.  Editors  and  poets 
are  vieing  with  each  other  in  singing  and  writing  the  praise  of  Dog- 
River  water,  and  Damascus  is  no  longer  suffered  to  boast  over  its  rival, 
Beirut. 

What  a  type  water  is  of  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel !  May  the  life- 
giving  streams  of  gospel  truth  soon  flow  in  every  house  and  every  heart, 
not  only  in  Beirut,  but  in  all  Syria!  Then  shall  the  desert  blossom  as 
the  rose  !  May  we  ever  be  able  to  tell  you  of  new  gospel  fruits,  and  new 
trophies  won  for  Christ! 


SACRED  TO  THE  MEMORY  OF  LEE  MOXG  GIM.

A  few  words  will  tell  his  "short  and  simple  annals."  Four  years  ago 
he  came  here  (San  Francisco)  from  his  native  Canton,  and  within  the 
last  fourteen  months — under  the  influence  of  the  missionaries  of  this  city 
— became  a  convert  to  Christianity,  and  member  of  the  Presbyterian 
Mission  Church.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  18th  of  April,  while  spending 
an  hour  in  the  Chinese  Sunday-school  of  Trinity  Church,  I  noticed,  at 
its  close,  a  young  man  bidding  farewell  to  the  Superintendent  and  his 
wife.  It  was  Lee  Gim,  on  the  eve  of  starting  to  Philadelphia,  full  of 
energy,  buoyant  with  enthusiasm,  and  avowing  his  purpose  to  do  what- 
ever his  bauds  found  to  do  in  the  service  of  the  Master.  Early  on  the 
morning  of  the  following  Sabbath  an  invitation  was  brought  me  to  attend 
the  funeral  of  a  Christian  Cfhinese,  at  eleven  A.  M.,  in  the  Mission  Chapel, 
corner  of  Stockton  and  Sacramento  streets. 
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It  was  that  of  Lee  Gim,  who  had  died  the  previous  Friday  evening, 
stricken  suddenly  and  fatally  in  the  very  dawning  of  his  young  man- 
hood's promise.  The  Chinese  physicians  had  no  sooner  pronounced  his 
case  hopeless  than  the  poor  heathens  sought  to  aid  his  last  struggle 
with  the  fearful  noises  and  hideous  jugglery  peculiar  to  their  Joss  wor- 
ship. 

"I  do  not  want  to  die  here.  Please  take  me  to  the  Mission  House," 
pleaded  the  dying  youth,  and  no  sooner  did  he  find  himself  within  the 
familiar  room,  surrounded  by  loving  faces  and  the  tenderest  nurses,  than 
he  exclaimed,  "Home,  home,  Jesus,  home." 

"Never,"  said  Mrs.  Condit,  "did  I  witness  a  passing  away  so  calm,  so 
conscious,  so  triumphant.  Around  him  were  gathered  the  members  of 
the  Chinese  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  to  whom  his  broken 
exhortations  to  cling-  to  and  follow  Christ  were  continuous.  As  I  stood 
rubbing  his  arm,  which  seemed  full  of  pain,  he  laid  his  right  hand  upon 
his  heart,  saying,  'No  pain  here.  Full  of  Jesus.  I  die,  but  I'm  not 
afraid.  I  go  to  Heaven.'  As  the  last  minutes  approached,  he  bade  each 
one  a  smiling  'Good-bye,'  and  with  the  words,  'Going  home  to  Heaven,' 
upon  his  pale  lips,  passed  on  into  the  higher  life  of  the  redeemed.  It 
was  not  death,  but  transition." 

The  small  chapel  was  already  crowded  with  Chinese  as  we  entered  it, 
while  a  few — how  few — sympathizing  friends  and  teachers  were  grouped 
to  the  one  side.  An  odor  of  flowers  was  our  first  greeting.  They 
wreathed  the  slender  pillars,  they  drooped  from  brackets,  they  lay  upon 
the  pages  of  the  Holy  Book,  while  a  cross  of  snowy  lilies  surmounted  by 
a  crown  of  pink  daisies  adorned  the  centre  front  of  the  sacred  desk.  A 
member  of  the  school  distributed  slips  upon  which  were  printed,  in  Chi- 
nese characters,  two  verses  of  Lee  Gim's  favorite  hymn,  "There  is  a 
Happy  Land."  There  was  a  quiet  in  the  little  chapel  peculiarly  impres- 
sive to  those  who  had  almost  daily  witnessed  in  the  streets  of  San  Fran- 
cisco the  meaningless  orgies  of  a  heathen  funeral.  At  a  signal  from  one' 
of  their  number,  all  arose,  as  the  polished  casket,  covered  with  floral 
emblems,  was  borne  in  by  four  of  Lee  Gim's  associates,  and  set  down 
almost  on  the  very  spot  where,  one  week  previous,  his  head  had  bowed 
as  he  partook  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  After  an  opening 
prayer  in  the  Chinese  language,  Rev.  Dr.  Loomis  read  the  thirty-ninth 
Psalm,  which  was  succeeded  by  the  hymn,  "When  He  cometh  to  make 
up  his  jewels."  A  Chinese  presided  at  the  organ,  and  as  those  prophetic 
words,  as  well  as  the  time-honored  and  forever  consecrated  "Rock  of 
Ages  cleft  for  me,"  rolled  from  the  lips  of  those  precious  converts,  there 
was  an  undercurrent  of  significance  upholding  the  melody  of  those  dear 
old  tunes  which  was  full  of  an  indescribable  patnos. 

The  fourteenth  chapter  of  John — that  rainbow  of  promise — was  also 
read,  and  then  Rev.  Mr.  Condit,  standing  at  the  head  of  the  closed 
casket,  addressed  the  congregation.  Of  course  to  us  his  language  was 
in  an  unknown  tongue,  but  to  the  friends  and  classmates  of  Lee  Gim  his 
words  and  expressive  gestures  must  have  come  as  messengers  of  light 
and  eternal  life.  I  never  saw  more  reverent  attention  nor  such  upturned, 
earnest  faces,  and  I  longed  more  than  tongue  can  tell  for  the  fresh,  beau- 
tiful faith  of  those  so  lately  benighted  ones,  as  they  accepted,  with  the 
unquestioning  confidence  of  little  children,  the  gospel's  sublime  yet  sim- 
ple truths. 

The  rest  was  soon  over.  The  body,  placed  in  a  hearse,  was  escorted 
to  Lone  Mountain  cemetery  by  the  members  of  the  Association,  each 
one  bearing  the  badge  of  mourning  upon  his  left  arm,  and  followed  by  a 
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long  line  of  carriages  containing  lamenting  friends.  Almost  the  last 
request  of  Lee  Gim  was  that  his  body  should  forever  lie  in  American 
soil,  thus  proving  conclusively  that  in  accepting  Christ  he  "had  wholly 
forsaken  his  native  idolatry  and  every  superstition  which  cleaves  to  it. — 
The  Occident,  May  Uh,  1875. 


BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 


CHEERING  ACTION. 

The  late  General  Assembly  gave  a  hearty  greeting  and  a  cordial 
approval  to  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Publication.  In  these  days  of 
criticism  and  investigation,  it  was  a  gratification  to  note  an  enlarged 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  this  potent  arm  of  the  Church.  The  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Assembly,  by  its  Chairman,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Heck- 
man,  of  Hanover  College,  presented  a  report  that  was  adopted,  we 
believe,  unanimously.  Its  statements  and  resolutions,  condensing*  the 
judgment  of  the  Assembly  on  the  work  of  the  past  and  the  hopes  of  the 
future,  are  worthy  of  note.  We  give  the  statements  and  reserve  the 
resolutions  for  another  number  of  the  Record. 

Unexpected  Success. 

Notwithstanding  the  financial  pressure  which  affected  our  country 
during  the  past  year,  and  the  prostration  of  business  arising  from  various 
general  and  local  causes,  the  work  of  this  important  Board  has  been  pro- 
secuted with  unexpected  success,  and  a  large  advance  on  previous  years. 

Sabbath- Sch  ool  Work. 
The  Sabbath-school  work  of  the  Board  has  been  conducted  with  great 
energy  and  prosperity,  has  greatly  enlarged  the  sphere  of  usefulness  of 
the  Board,  and   has  established   itself  as  one  of  the  wisest  and  most  effi- 
cient of  the  kter  missionary  and  benevolent  agencies  of  the  Church. 

New  Publications. 

The  new  publications  of  the  Board  for  the  past  year  constitute  a  valu- 
able addition  to  the  literature  of  our  Church,  while  the  New  Hymnal 
presents  a  most  excellent  and  commendable  contribution  to  the  hymn- 
ology  of  the  Church  of  God  in  this  land. 

Shorter    Catechism. 

The  Assembly  is  to  be  congratulated  on  account  of  the  large  and  grow- 
ing demand  for  the  Shorter  Catechism,  and  on  its  unprecedented  circula- 
tion by  the  Board  during  the  past  year,  giving  ground,  as  it  does,  for 
the  hope  of  the  more  thorough  indoctrination  of  the  children  of  the 
Church,  and  furnishing  another  proof  of  the  reviving  interest  of  the  Church 
in  the  doctrines  of  our  Confession  of  Faith. 

Missionary    Work. 

Of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Board  we  would  say  that  its  past  use- 
ful ness,  its  still  undeveloped  possibilities,  and  the  irreverence,  scepticism 
and  licentiousness  of  so  much  of  the  press  of  to-day,  all  call  upon  the 
Board  and  Church  to  enlarge  this  work,  and  make  it  more  commensu- 
rate with  its  capabilities  and  the  moral  necessities  of  the  country  and  the 
Church. 
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Benevolence  aided  by  Business. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  Assembly  to  the  important  fact,  that  out 
of  the  gross  profits  of  its  sales  the  Board  has  contributed  to  the  mission- 
ary fund  an  amount  more  than  equal  to  all  the  office  expenses  of  the 
Missionary  Department,  so  that  every  dollar  which  the  churches  have 
donated  has  gone  directly  and  wholly  to  the  missionary  field  and  work. 
We  are  glad  of  this,  for  it  shows  not  only  a  wise  and  faithful  administra- 
tion of  this  scheme,  but  also  an  increasing  demand  for  the  publications  of 
our  Church. 

Contributions. 

We  observe  with  gratification  that  though  the  churches  contributing 
to  the  missionary  work  of  this  Board  are  290  less  than  the  previous  year, 
yet  the  contributions  for  the  year  are  larger  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  the  churches  contributing,  and  the  falling  off  has  been  chiefly  in  those 
regions  of  the  West  which  have  sorely  suffered  by  peculiar  afflictions  of 
Providence. 


A  HAPPY  CONCLUSION. 

The  many  questions  asked  with  regard  to  the  Presbyterian  Hymnal 
have  been  answered.  The  final  report  of  the  "Committee  on  a  Book  of 
Praise"  for  the  Presbyterian  Church,  was  presented  to  the  Assembly,  at 
Cleveland,  by  its  Chairman,  the  Rev.  Herrick  Johnson,  D.D.  The  report 
simply  and  concisely  narrated  the  history  of  their  efforts  to  secure  a 
Hymnal  worthy  of  adoption  by  the  body,  referred  to  the  wonderful  wel- 
come accorded  the  book,  and  asked  for  the  discharge  of  the  Committee. 
It  did  not  eulogize  the  Hymnal,  or  parade  the  services  of  the  Committee. 
This  was  not  needful,  and  the  omission  was  appreciated  by  the  Assembly. 
Without  hesitation  or  debate,  the  Assembly  accepted  the  Committee's 
report,  approved  their  work,  thanked  the  Committee  for  the  efficient 
manner  in  which  they  had  performed  their  duty,  and  discharged  them 
from  further  responsibility.  The  vote  was  unanimous.  A  happy  con- 
clusion to  a  difficult  and  important  service.

It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  the  Board  of  Publication  to  aid  with  the  printed 
page  the  voices  of  the  living  preachers,  and  to  multiply  a  thousand-fold 
their  utterances  of  the  truth.  It  asks  from  those  who  love  the  truth  and 
the  cause  of  Christ  in  Mexico,  contributions  to  meet  such  calls  as  that 
given  below  from  our  brother,  now  again  at  his  post  of  labor. 

Mexico,  May  24th,  1875. 

Rev.  We  E.  Schenck,  D.D. 

Dear  Sir — It  is  nearly  two  years  since  I  asked  a  grant  of  Spanish 
tracts  of  the  Publication  Board,  for  Mexico.  You  then  responded 
promptly  and  cordially.  Those  tracts  have  been  very  widely  circulated 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  No  one  can  doubt  that  they  have  done 
much  good,  but  how  much  no  one  can  tell.  Even  the  fearful  persecution 
at  Acapulco  has  resulted  in  calling  the  attention  of  great  numbers  to  the 
subject  of  religion,  and  calls  are  coming  from  all  pnrts  of  the  west  and 
south  of  Mexico  for  Bibles,  tracts  and  religious  reading.  The  same  is 
true  of  many  other  parts  of  the  country.  At  present  we  only  have  such 
as  we  print  ourselves.  May  I  not  again  ask  for  as  generous  a  grant  as 
your  Board  can  possibly  give  us  ? 


BOARD  OF  CHURCH  ERECTION. 


The  Committee  on  Church  Erection,  through  Rev.  Dr.  R.  W.  Patter- 
son, its  Chairman,  presented  the  following  report: 

REPORT    ON    CHURCH    ERECTION. 

We  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  work  of  our 
Church  in  the  department  of  Church  Erection.  Without  it  many  of  our 
congregations  would  become  scattered  and  lose  their  existence,  and  many 
others  would  drag  out  a  long  history  of  weakness  and  unfruitfulness. 
By  this  work  a  large  number  of  feeble  churches  are  supplied  with  neat 
and  inviting  houses  of  worship  free  from  the  burden  of  oppressive  debt. 
The  wisdom  of  the  general  plan  of  the  distribution  of  funds  for  this 
object,  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  and  is  acted 
upon  by  the  Board  of  Church  Erection,  becomes  increasingly  manifest 
from  year  to  year. 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  Annual  Report  submitted  to  us  by 
the  Board,  and  also  the  records  of  the  Board  for  the  past  year. 

The  stringency  of  the  times  has  restricted,  to  some  extent,  the  work 
of  church  erection  and  the  contributions  of  our  churches  to  this  cause 
during  the  year  lately  closed.  But  the  amounts  bestowed  for  the  assist- 
ance of  churches  whose  property  was  in  danger  of  being  sacrificed  has

been  especially  helpful,  because  of  the  unusual  pecuniary  pressure. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of 
$12,469.42.  In  consequence  of  the  embarrassments  of  other  Boards,  the 
receipts  of  this  Board  have  been  somewhat  diminished,  though  they  have 
still  been  slightly  in  advance  of  those  of  the  preceding  year.  The  gross 
receipts  for  the  last  year,  including  payments  of  debts  to  the  permanent 
fund,  have  been  $116,801;  aud  the  working  capital,  exclusive  of  perma- 
nent fund,  has  been  about  $88,710. 

Two  hundred  and  twelve  churches  have  applied  for  aid,  asking  for 
sums  making  in  the  aggregate  more  than  $145,000.  These  applications 
have  come  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  but  especially  from  the  Western 
States  and  Territories. 

One  hundred  and  fifty -three  appropriations  have  been  made,  amount- 
ing in  the  aggregate  to  $68,080.  Adding  to  the  congregations  thus 
assisted,  thirty-eight  whose  houses  of  worship  were  not  completed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  churches  have  been 
aided  to  the  amount  of  $81,480 — an  average  of  about  $445  to  each 
church.  Of  these  appropriations  some  have  been  made  to  the  Freedmen 
of  the  South,  and  one  to  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  among  the 
Indians  at  Fort  Gibson.  One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  churches  have 
already  received  these  appropriations,  amounting  to  $69,236,  while 
$39,3*75  remains  to  be  paid. 

The  Board  has  met  all  its  engagements,  and  has  wisely  and  commenda- 
bly  adhered  to  the  rules  prescribed  for  its  guidance  by  the  General 
Assembly.  We  are  glad  to  find  that  no  debt  has  been  incurred.  The 
surplus  on  hand  is  due  to  recent  contributions  which  will  soon  be  appro- 
priated to  needy  churches. 

The  Board  has  made  its  ivork  secure  by  requiring  the  churches  receiv- 
ing aid,  as  in  the  two  preceding  years,  to  procure  insurance  policies  at 
least  to  the  amount  of  the  donation  given  by  the  Board.  This  will 
enable  the  Board,  in  case' of  destruction  of  the  buildings,  to  redonate  the 
amounts  covered  by  the  policies  placed  at  their  disposal.  This  is  an 
important  item,  considering  the  number  of  churches  that  are  annually 
destroyed  by  fire. 

During  the  last  fire  years,  or  since  the  reunion  of  the  two  Assemblies, 
the  Board  has  enabled  nine  hundred  and  two  congregations  to  complete 
their  houses  of  worship  free  of  debt;  thus  securing  church  property  worth 
$4,550,000,  and  affording  church  accommodation  to  301,000  worshippers. 
The  results  have  been  a  great  enlargement  of  the  congregations,  an 
important  increase  in  the  contributions  of  these  churches  to  the  various 
causes  of  Christian  benevolence,  the  placing  of  many  churches  on  a  foot- 
ing of  self-support,  and  the  ingatJiering  of  many  souls  into  the  kingdom 
of  Christ  besides  the  sure  promise  of  stability  and  financial  and  spiritual 
progress  for  the  future. 

We  would  strongly  emphasize  the  advice  of  the  Board  to  churches, 
not  to  accept  securities  for  debts  given  them  by  individuals  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enabling  them  to  keep  their  property  unincumbered,  so  as  to 
obtain  aid  from  the  Board.  This  course  is  deemed  unwise,  because  the 
individuals  securing  debts  in  this  manner  may  be  cut  down  by  death  or 
become  financially  embarrassed;  and  thus  great  injury  may  be  inflicted 
upon  the  interests  and  honor  of  the  churches. 

We  would  also  unite  with  the  Board  in  dissuading  Presbyteries  from 
endorsing  applications  for  large  sums,  while  so  many  small  amounts  are 
needed  by  feeble  churches. 

In   this   connection,   the   committee   would   venture   to   caution   our 
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churches  against  making  contributions  to  churches  that  may  apply  to 
them  directly  for  help,  apart  from  the  regular  channel  of  the  Church's 
work  through  the  Board.  Such  contributions  are  often  applied  in  the 
building  of  houses  that  are  heavily  encumbered  with  debt,  and  that  are 
liable  to  be  finally  lost  to  our  denomination,  the  property  not  being 
secured  by  mortgage,  as  under  the  rules  of  our  Board.  Besides,  such 
contributions  are  likely  to  diminish  the  gifts  of  the  churches  to  the  trea- 
sury of  the  Board.  The  established  methods  of  benevolence  through 
the  channels  appointed  by  the  church,  are  in  all  ordinary  cases  the  safest 
and  the  best. 

It  should  be  considered,  in  relation  to  the  prospects  of  this  cause  for 
the  next  year,  that  many  new  churches  are  being  organized,  and  that 
unless  the  resources  of  the  Board  are  largely  increased,  and  that  speedily, 
it  will  be  impossible  to  grant  the  aid  that  will  be  urgently  needed  by 
these  new  congregations.  We  would  earnestly  urge  upon  the  attention 
of  all  our  churches  the  importance  of  making  liberal  additions  to  their 
contributions  for  this  cause  during  the  coming  year.  We  suggest  also 
the  propriety  of  forwarding  to  the  Board,  as  speedily  as  possible,  all  col- 
lections that  may  be  taken  for  this  object.  And  we  add  the  request  that 
all  our  Presbyteries  will  take  efficient  measures  to  procure  for  the  trea- 
sury of  the  Board  an  annual  collection  for  this  cause  from  every  church 
under  their  care.  The  smallest  contributions  from  the  feeblest  churches 
have  their  value,  and  will  add  so  much  to  the  ability  of  the  Board  to 
carry  forward  its  great  work. 

A  very  important  feature  in  the  report  of  the  Board,  which  has  been 
referred  to  us,  will  be  found  in  the  remarks  on  heat  and  ventilation  and 
the  numerous  designs  for  ch  urch  buildings  that  are  spoken  of  in  the  body 
of  the  Report  and  presented  in  an  appendix.  These  suggestions  and 
designs  have  been  generously  furnished  to  the  Board  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Sloan,  a  superior  architect  of  Philadelphia,  (office,  No.  152  South  Fourth 
street,  Philadelphia.)  We  commend  them  to  the  careful  consideration 
of  churches  that  may  contemplate  the  erection  of  houses  of  worship. 
The  Board  expects  to  add  in  future  to  the  number  of  these  beautiful 
designs. 

Only  two  congregations  have  received  aid  wTithin  the  past  year  to 
enable  them  to  build  Manses;  and  the  sums  thus  appropriated  by  the 
Board  were  sent  to  the  treasury  for  that  special  purpose.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  other  like  amounts  will  be  forwarded  for  the  same  object,  if 
collections  are  not  taken  in  the  churches  on  this  behalf. 

The  Committee  wTould  call  the  attention  of  the  Assembly  to  the  report 
of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  at  St.  Louis.  That  Board,  it  will  be 
remembered,  has  been  perpetuated  for  some  years,  to  make  certain  funds 
or  property  legally  secure  until  the  affairs  of  the  Board  could  be  duly 
closed  up.  This  object  has  now  been  fully  accomplished,  and  the 
remaining  assets  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  amounting  to  about 
$20,000  in  notes,  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  be  safely  transferred 
to  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  at  New  York.  We  recommend  that 
the  Board  of  Church  Erection  be  instructed  to  receive  these  assets,  and 
that  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  at  St.  Louis,  be  now,  in  accordance 
with  its  own  request,  dissolved  by  this  Assembly. 

The  Committee  recommend  for  answer  to  the  memorial  of  the  Synod 
of  Erie,  asking  for  the  release  of  mortgage  on  certain  conditions,  the 
statement  that  that  request  could  not  be  safely  granted  without  a  change 
in  the  charter  of  the  Board,  and  that  one  object  of  taking  mortgages  is 
to  secure  the  property  permanently  to  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
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The  Commitiee,  having  examined  The  Records  of  the  Board  of  Church 
Erection  for  the  year  now  closed,  recommend  that  they  be  approved  by 
this  Assembly.

RELIEF  FUND  FOR  DISABLED  MINISTERS. 

"He  that  hath  a  bountiful  eye  shall  be  blessed." 

11  Whoso  stoppeth  his  ears  at  the  cry  of  the  poor,  he  also  shall  cry  himself,  but 


From  the  report  of  the  Assembly's  Standing  Committee,  May  1875: 

"  After  a  careful  perusal  of  the  Annual  Report  for  May  1875,  of  the 
'  Committee  on  the  Relief  Fund  for  Disabled  Ministers  and  the  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Ministers,' this  Committee  desire  to  express  their 
approval  of  the  wise  and  economical  course  pursued  by  the  Committee 
of  said  Relief  Fund,  in  the  exigency  of  a  debt  of  over  $15,600  of  appro- 
priations past  due  and  unpaid,  brought  over  from  the  previous  year,  with 
the  prospect  before  them  of  almost  certain  embarrassments  growing  out 
of  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  country,  which  even 
extraordinary  efforts  could  not  be  expected  to  overcome ;  we  would  call 
attention  to  this,  as  shown  in  pages  five  and  six  of  said  report. 

"  We  also  express  our  approval  of  the  Committee  in  not  borrowing 
money  to  carry  on  the  work  under  the  present  exigency,  though  we  can 
easily  understand  the  propriety  of  loans,  under  certain  circumstances,  to 
prevent  suffering  on  the  part  of  its  feeble  and  helpless  pensioners. 

"  While  there  has  been  an  advance  in  the  cause  of  ministerial  relief, 
yet  the  great  number  of  churches  who  do  not  send  any  contributions  to 
its  funds  demand  attention,  and  the  adoption  of  some  method  by  which 
these  churches  may  be  aroused  to  their  duty.  In  view  of  this  fact,  we 
recommend  the  following  action  on  the  part  of  this  General  Assembly. 

"  1.  That  Synods  and  Presbyteries  that  have  drawn  from  the  fund 
more  than  they  have  contributed  to  it  be  earnestly  entreated  to  augment 
their  gifts,  and  to  notify  all  defaulting  churches  within  their  bounds. 

"2.  That  every  pastor,  stated  supply  and  church  session,  be  enjoined 
to  afford  opportunity  to  their  respective  churches  for  contributing  to  this 
cause  once  in  each  year. 

"  3.  That,  in  order  to  prevent  any  appropriations  being  made  where 
not  actually  needed,  every  Presbytery  be  enjoined  to  appoint  a  Commit- 
tee on  the  Relief  Fund,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carefully  scrutinize 
every  appropriation  made  for  relief  before  it  be  granted. 

"  In  view  of  the  great  and  growing  importance  of  the  cause  of  Minis- 
terial Relief,  and  of  the  necessity  of  something  more  certain  and  stable 
than  voluntary  contributions  from  year  to  year,  we  recommend  that  lega- 
cies and  large  gifts  to  the  permanent  fund  of  this  cause  be  encouraged 
by  the  General  Assembly. 

"  After  a  careful  consideration,  this  Committee  have  become  deeply 
impressed  with  the  importance  and  actual  need  of  the  cause  of  Ministe- 
rial Relief  being  clothed  with  the  dignity  of  a  separate  Board  of  the 
Church,  with  incorporated  powers. 

" No  cause  should  be  dearer  to  the  Church  than  the  support  of  her 
aged  and  disabled  ministers.  So  many  'endure  hardship  as  good  sol- 
diers of  Jesus  Christ;' so  many  encounter  the  evils  of  poverty  in  the 
midst  of  their  labors,  that,  although  the  ministry  of  the  gospel  is  a  self- 
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denying  office,  and  without  this  element  ceases  to  be  of  value  to  the 
Church,  yet  the  self-denying  element  is  so  extreme  out  of  the  large  towns 
(where  salaries  vie  in  amount  with  those  of  the  great  officers  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  indicate  degeneracv  instead  of  advance,  and  decav  rather 
than  life,)  that  some  decent  support  of  our  aged  and  disabled  ministers 
is  a  matter  both  of  duty  and  humanity.  If  we  'muzzle  the  mouth  of  the 
ox  that  treadeth  out  the  corn,' let  us  come  to  his  rescue  when  he  drops 
in  the  furrow,  disabled  by  toil." 

Funds  are  greatly  needed  to  carry  forward  this  work.      Will  not  our 
friends  remember  the  poor  and  needy  i 


GENERAL  ASSEMBLY'S  COMMITTEE  ON  FREEDMEN. 

THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Freedmen  presented,  at  the  late  meeting 
of  the  General  Assembly  in  Cleveland,  a  synopsis  of  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Committee,  with  these  additional  facts: 

"That,  notwithstanding  the  gratifying  results  and  the  earnest  calls  for 
the  enlargement  of  the  work  among  the  Freedmen,  the  sad  fact  is  recorded 
that  the  number  of  white  churches  contributing  to  this  cause  was  433 
less  last  year  than  the  year  previous,  making  a  total  of  3,471  churches 
not  contributing,  and  consequently  a  small  debt  remains  which  has  not 
been  liquidated,  as  was  fondly  hoped  by  the  committee,  though  retrench- 
ments were  made  wherever  they  were  deemed  admissible. 

"  That  the  fields  opening  before  the  Committee  are  constantly  growing" 
wider  and  larger,  and  whitening  to  the  harvest,  and  if  garnered  for  the 
Master,  demand,  not  only  the  earnest  prayers  and  sympathy  of  the  peo- 
ple of  God,  but  larger  and  more  liberal  contributions  from  the  churches. 

"That  the  influence  of  our  churches  and  schools,  together  with  the 
Christian  faithfulness  and  prudence  of  their  pastors  and  teachers,  have 
drawn  out  a  confidence  in  and  sympathy  with  the  Committee's  work 
among  the  white  population  of  the  South,  which  a  few  years  since  was 
unknown." 

In  view  of  these  facts  your  Committee  recommend  the  following  action : 

1.  That  the  Assembly  heartily  commend  the  fidelity  and  economy  of 
the  Committee  in  accomplishing  so  good  a  work  under  the  embarrassing- 
circumstances  of  the  past  year,  and  with  the  limited  means  at  their  com- 
mand. 

2.  The  Assembly  again  cordially  commend  to  its  churches  the  Com- 
mittee of  Missions  for  Freedmen,  urging  upon  its  ministers  and  ruling 
elders  the  importance  and  necessity  of  presenting  the  claims  of  this  cause 
to  the  people,  with  a  view  of  enlarging  the  Work  and  prosecuting  it  with 
more  vigor. 

3.  That,  in  view  of  the  present  indebtedness  of  the  Committee,  and  of 
the  special  need  of  funds  for  the  support  of  the  work  during  the  summer 
months,  a  special  appeal  for  aid  be  made  to  the  3,471  churches  which  did 
not  contribute  last  year. 

4.  That  the  Presbyteries  be  directed,  at  their  fall  meetings,  to  call 
the  attention  of  delinquent  churches  to  the  importance  of  this  cause. 

5.  That,  in  view  of  the  lasting  benefits  which  would  result  from  a 
thorough  education  of  the  Freedmen  of  the  South,  and  the  great  danger 
which  threatens  our  country  by  a  neglect  of  it,  the  Assembly  directs  the 
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Committee  to  take  means  without  delav  to  increase  the  efficiency  and  use- 
fulness  of  our  institutions  in  the  South,  designed  for  the  higher  education 
of  both  sexes,  by  Becoring  additional  buildings  and  endowment- 

6.  That  the  Assembly  directs  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee 
be  printed  under  its  supervision;  that  the  Minutes  of  the  Committee  be 
approved,  and  that  the  following  persons  be  appointed  the  Presbyterian 
Committee  of  Missions  for  Freedmen  for  the  present  vear,  viz: 

Ministers— B.  E.  Swift,  D.D.,  S.  J.  Wilson,  D.D.,  James  Allison, 
D.D.,  F.  A.  Noble.  D.D.,  John  Gillespie,  S.  M.  Henderson. 

Laymen — James  B.  Lyon,  R.  C.  Totten.  John  C.  McCombs,  Robert 
S.  Davis,  W.  C.  Aughinbaugb,  Charles  W.  Hubbard. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

After  addresses  by  Rev.  E.  E.  Swift,  D.D.,  Rev.  R.  H.  Allen,  D.B., 
Rev.  L.  Borland,  Rev.  C.  McCurdy  and  others,  the  report  submitted  by 
the  Committee,  with  its  recommendations,  was  unanimously  adopted,  and 
the  feeling  expressed  by  many  was.  that  the  $100,000,  recommended  by 
the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Benevolent  Work  of  the  Church,  should 
be  raised  in  full  this  year.

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BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 


Since  the  Reunion  there  has  been  a  great  pressure  brought  to  bear  on 
all  the  churches,  the  feeblest  as  well  as  the  strongest,  to  contribute  to  all 
the  Boards, — "to  fill  all  the  blanks"  in  the  columns  for  contributions  in 
the  Minutes.  But  we  have  discovered  a  mischievous  tendency  in,  or  a 
perversion  of  this  attempt  to  help  the  Boards,  to  which  we  are  constrained 
to  call  attention,  and  which,  we  hope,  will  be  sufficient  to  arrest  and  coun- 
teract it. 

It  would  undoubtedlv  astonish  manv  of  the  readers  of  the  Record  to 
be  told  that  any  churches  or  pastors  would  solicit  aid  from  our  Board  for 
the  purpose  of  being  better  able  to  contribute  to  the  other  Boards.  But 
such  is  the  case.  The  evil  came  to  us,  obscurely  hinted  at  in  the  first 
place,  and  we  could  hardly  believe  the  intimation,  and  did  not  dare  speak 
of  it,  lest  some  of  our  friends  would  withdraw  their  contributions  in  dis- 
gust; but  more  recently  we  have  the  open  announcement,  in  several  cases, 
that  one  of  the  reasons  for  asking  Home  Missionary  aid  is,  that  they  may 
contribute  to  all  the  Boards.  But  what  right  has  a  church  to  draw  $100 
from  our  Board,  in  order  "to  fill  all  the  blanks,"  and  contribute  the  same 
amount  to  the  other  Board-?  What  conception  can  such  a  church  have 
of  the  necessities  of  our  missionaries,  or  the  load  of  debt  under  which  we 
are  staggering,  or  what  sense  can  they  have  of  charity,  when  they  obtain, 
a  certain  amount  from  us  that  they  may  transfer  it  to  others?  This^. 
certainly,  is  neither  charity  nor  justice,  whatever  name  they  give  it. 
We  will  not  call  it  obtaining  money  under  false  pretences,  but  obtaining 
it  for  unwarrantable  purp">es!  We  have  found,  within  a  few  weeks,  a 
church  that  is  receiving  $o00  from  our  Board,  and  pays  out  $700  to  the 
other  Boards  of  the  Church  ;  and  $88  more  to  one  of  them  than  it  receives 
from  us!  We  have  discovered  another  church  that  gave  last  year  to 
three  other  Boards  $10  more  than  all  it  received  from  us! 

We  have  been  accustomed  to  see  the  missionary  churches  draw  aid 
from  us  while  they  were  building  church  edifices;  and,  when  they  have 
gone  on  to  purchase  a  bell  and  an  organ,  and  hymn-books,  and  communion 
furniture,  and  lamps,  we  have  been  silent,  because  all  these  seemed  to>be 
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necessary  accompaniments  and  appliances  of  worship,  and  to  help  the 
congregations  forward  to  self-support.  But  when  it  comes  to  asking 
money  from  us,  in  our  straitened  condition,  to  give  to  others,  we  must 
beg  leave  to  object.  The  point  of  greatest  importance  for  a  missionary 
church,  and  the  highest  form  of  benevolence  and  its  best  development, 
may  be  in  concentrating  all  its  energies  to  reach  self-support.  If  a  church 
can  be  but  simply  self-sustaining,  though  it  be  not  able  beyond  that  to 
contribute  to  any  of  the  Boards,  let  it  become  self-sustaining.  We  do 
not  suppose  such  an  alternative  can  often  become  necessary,  for  we  think 
there  is  seldom  a  church  that  does  all  it  can  in  reaching  the  self-support- 
ing point.  But  that  is  the  goal  all  the  feeble  churches  ought  to  seek, 
and  to  reach  which  they  should  make  the  greatest  sacrifices,  for  then  only 
have  they  become  masters  of  the  situation,  or  attained  to  that  conscious 
and  acknowledged  ability  that  is  compatible  with  the  highest  self-respect. 
Let  the  missionary  churches  make  it  their  first  duty  to  be  self-sustaining, 
whether  they  help  the  Boards  or  not.  for  that  is  the  first  work  of  charity, 
the  highest  form  of  benevolence,  and  the  first  step  towards  a  healthy  and 
sTOwing  liberalitv  towards  all  the  Boards. 

Once  more.  The  applications  from  the  churches  mentioned  come  to 
us  with  the  cordial  endorsement  of  Presbytery;  and  once  more  do  we 
appeal  to  Presbyteries  and  Presbyterial  Committees  to  exercise  a  more 
careful  scrutiny  of  all  applications  that  pass  under  their  review.  We 
organized  93  churches  last  year,  but  only  38  became  self-supporting;  and 
some  of  them  only  because  the  Board  refused  to  grant  them  further  aid. 
But  that  leaves  an  addition  to  our  missionary  churches  of  more  than  50 
b.  vear.  or  more  than  500  in  ten  years.  This  ought  not  so  to  be.  We 
must  push  forward  the  older  and  abler  missionary  churches  to  immediate 
self-support.  We  beg  of  the  Presbyteries  to  employ  all  proper  methods 
of  encouragement  and  stimulation  to  bring  them  to  that  point;  to  teach 
them  that  there  is  no  obligation  to  aid  any  Board  so  high  as  their  obli- 
gation to  become  self-sustaining  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

la  keeping  with  this  subject,  we  publish  a  letter  from  a  pastor  of  a 
church  that  applied  to  the  Board  for  $200,  and  received  the  promise  of  a 
arrant  of  8100,  on  condition  that  the  church  raise  the  other  S100.  The 
letter  is  a  model  of  simplicity,  and  the  writer  regretfully  announces  the 
severance  of  himself  from  the  Board;  and  yet,  in  entire  unconsciousness 
of  anything  wrong  in  the  case,  tells  what  use  was  to  be  made  of  the 
monev  if  they  had  obtained  it.  For  our  part,  we  are  glad  the  church 
concluded  to  become  self-sustaining,  and  we  say  to  it  and  to  all  such 
churches — You  have  done  well,  and  we  hope  the  good  work  will  go  on, 
and  may  others  "  go  and  do  likeimse."  It  is  well  to  help  ''the  regions 
bevond,"  but  that  help  will  appear  much  more  graceful  and  appropriate 
when  they  have  made  their  own  church  self-sustaining. 

The  letter  is  as  follows: 

Dear  Brethren — Our  people  find  it  impossible  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  the  Board.     Last  year  we  gave  $99.75  to  the  Boards,  from  the 
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P church,  and  $16  from  B ,  but  the  officers  find  they  cannot  raise 


the  amount  required,  and  then  give  as  much  more  to  the  Boards.  And 
inasmuch  as  "  self-preservation  is  the  first  law  of  nature,"  the  officers  have 
resolved  to  apply  these  mission  contributions,  or  so  much  as  may  be 
needed,  to  the  sustentation  of  our  home  work.  And  if  not  able  to  give 
anything  to  the  Boards,  we  will  at  least  thus  be  enabled  to  support  our- 
selves. I  am,  therefore,  with  many  thanks  for  past  favors,  instructed  to 
return  the  commission  to  the  Board.  I  am  truly  sorry  the  Board  could  not 
grant  our  request,  for  the  encouragement  thus  given  would  have  enabled 
me  to  develop  the  benevolence  of  the  people  to  all  the  Boards;  but  in  the 
absence  of  the  needed  help  and  encouragement,  we  will  trust  in  God,  and 
give  to  regions  beyond  as  He  shall  constrain  and  enable  us  to  do. 
I  am,  dear  brethren  in  gospel  labor,  yours  most  faithfully. 


WOMAN'S  WORK. 

We  have  received  much  encouragement,  since  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly,  with  regard  to  Woman's  Work  in  Home  Missions.  The  press 
interested  in  our  church-work  has  cordially  endorsed  the  advanced  move- 
ment recommended  by  the  Assembly.  At  a  Home  Missionary  meeting 
for  Ladies,  at  Cleveland,  during  the  sessions  of  the  Assembly,  the  ques- 
tion was  asked — so  often  asked — "What  can  we,  women,  do  for  women 
in  Home  Missions  when  you  have  no  female  missionaries?"  The  reply 
was:  True,  we  do  not  commission  the  woman  as  such,  but  her  support 
is  guarantied,  and  she  is  substantially  embraced  in  the  commission  of  her 
husband.  Most  of  the  Home  Missionaries  are  married  men,  and  they 
are  as  much  more  useful  for  being  married,  in  the  Home  as  in  the  Foreign 
field ;  and  a  missionary's  wife,  and  her  presence  and  labors,  add  as  much  to 
her  husband's  usefulness  at  home  as  abroad.  Oftentimes  she  is  his  most 
efficient  helper — visiting  the  sick,  teaching  in  Sabbath-schools,  assisting, 
perhaps  leading  in  the  service  of  song  on  the  Sabbath  and  at  the  weekly 
prayer-meeting,  doing  more  than  all  others  in  the  social  elevation  of  the 
people,  and  giving  type  and  tone  to  the  forming  community;  and  as 
really  giving  her  time,  strength  and  life  to  the  Lord's  cause  as  if  she 
bore  a  commission  in  her  own  name.  Many  of  them  live  in  localities 
as  malarious  as  India  or  Persia,  but  no  sanitarium  or  mountain  retreat  is 
prepared  for  them  during  the  hot  weather,  and  as  no  cheap  and  ready 
servants  are  at  hand,  they  are  compelled,  in  addition  to  all  their  other 
labors,  to  attend  to  their  own  household  affairs.  They  have  children 
that  need  educational  advantages  as  much  where  they  are  as  if  in  India 
or  China.  Such  missionary  wives  and  their  families  in  the  Far  West — 
Kansas,  Minnesota,  the  Rocky  Mountains  or  further  West — are  worthy 
of  the  sympathy  and  assistance  of  their  sisters  in  the  older  parts  of  the 
Church.  Sustain  a  Home  Missionary — and  it  will  cost  on  an  average 
but  $250  or  $300 — and  you  also  support  his  wife  and  help  her  on  in  her 
missionary  work,  and  you  help  to  educate  a  family  of  children  where  an 
intelligent  Christian  woman  and  educated  children  are  most  needed,  that 
is,  in  the  newer  sections  of  our  country  and  along  the  frontier. 
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A    NOBLE    EXAMPLE. 

We  are  happy  to  record  that,  as  a  result  of  this  conference,  the  ladies 
of  the  1st  church  in  Cleveland  pledged  themselves  for  $300,  and  sent  for 
the  name  of  a  missionary  who  had  a  family,  for  them  to  support.  We 
sent  them  the  name  of  a  man  of  a  few  years'  experience  in  the  ministry, 
who  is  now,  with  his  wife  and  children,  on  his  way  to  Washington  Ter- 
ritory— the  farthest  North-west. 

Tennessee,  also,  one  of  our  mission  fields,  sends  us  the  following: 

"The  Home  Mission  cause  has  certainly  received  new  impetus  in  our 
churches  since  January  last.  I  can  see  the  interest  growing  among  our 
own  church  members.  We  have  13  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  in  our 
Synod.  Kingston,  Marysville,  New  Market  and  Knoxville  are  the  largest 
societies.  Judging  by  the  past,  I  think  we  may  safely  rely  on  these 
four  societies  for  $150.  Our  own  church  will  do  much  better  than  last 
year.  I  wish  I  could  show  you  some  of  the  letters  I  have  received,  to 
let  you  understand  the  interest  that  is  so  evident  among  our  ladies  in  this 
move.  One  lady  speaks  of  endeavoring  to  get  some  active  East  Tennes- 
seean,  who  understands  the  people  of  our  counties,  and  who  would  know 
how  to  approach  them,  and  also  how  to  put  up  with  all  the  hardships  of 
the  work.  We  ought  really  to  have  a  missionary  for  every  county ;  the 
counties  are  so  large  that  it  is  as  much  as  any  one  person  can  well  attend 
to." 

From  many  other  sources  we  receive  words  of  encouragement,  showing 

that  the  women  are  getting  ready  for  vigorous  w^ork  in  the  early  fall — 

nay,  many  of  them  have  begun  already.

KANSAS. 

S K . 

My  quarterly  report  was  due  on  the  last  of  September,  but  as  the 
meetings  of  Presbytery  and  Synod  occurred  at  that  time,  I  thought  I 
would  wait  until  after  those  meetings  ere  making  the  report,  in  order  to 
ascertain  if  my  experience  were  singular,  or  like  that  of  other  laborers  on 
the  frontier.  After  the  meetings  I  am  able  to  say  that  the  experience  of 
the  missionaries  in  Kansas  is  singularly  alike.  We  have  all  had  the 
same  hardships  and  trials  in  some  respects,  this  year.  Drought  and 
grasshoppers  are  familiar  words,  and  the  destitution  created  by  them  is 
felt  sorely  in  the  newer  portions  of  the  state.  The  reports  of  the  breth- 
ren all  bore  testimony  to  the  scourge.     And   yet,  dear  brethren  of  the

East,  while  we  have  been  afflicted  in  temporal  things,  I  am  happy  to  say 
there  is  a  hopeful  foreshadowing  of  great  spiritual  blessings  in  store  for 
us.  I  speak  of  the  sentiments  which  pervaded  both  the  meetings  of 
Presbytery  and  Synod,  which  sentiments  I  share  with  the  rest.  When 
I  made  my  last  report,  I  cherished  the  hope  of  an  encouraging  letter  to  the 
Board  at  this  time.  But  God  has  turned  the  current  of  that  hope  from 
its  anticipated  channel.  I  cannot  report  encouragement  in  pecuniary 
matters,  nor  in  additions  to  the  church  at  this  place.  There  has  been 
great  depression  of  mind  and  spirit.  Yet,  as  a  watcher  by  the  sea-shore 
notices  the  receding  wave  arrested  by  the  swell  of  the  sea,  and  looks  con- 
fidently for  the  billow  which  will  wash  higher  up  on  the  shore,  so  I 
have  watched  and  prayed,  and  seem  to  have  the  assurance  that  the 
spiritual  tide  of  refreshing  is  coming  in.  My  dear  brethren,  it  is  anything 
but  pleasant  to  be  obliged  to  report  "no  additions,"  and  it  has  been  in  my 
mind  to  give  up  this  field  for  other  and  more  hopeful  ground.  Yet,  when 
I  reflect,  I  conclude  that  here  in  this  little  place  the  work  for  the  Master 
must  be  done,  and  I  must  do  it.  I  would  gladly  resign  at  any  moment 
to  anyone  who  can  do  more  and  better  work  than  myself.  I  have  for 
three  years  been  at  war  with  trying  circumstances  and  trying  men,  and 
so  hopeless  has  seemed  the  task  of  establishing  the  Presbyterian  church 
here  that  I  have  sometimes  despaired  of  doing  it.  You  understand,  gen- 
erally, how  a  frontier  town  grows  fast  for  a  time,  halts,  and  becomes 
depopulated ;  but  you  cannot  realize,  without  the  actual  experience,  the 
depressing  effect  it  has  upon  the  minister,  to  see  the  very  heart  and 
strength  taken  suddenly  out  of  his  church  and  beyond  his  reach.  It 
pains  me  to  say,  that  the  hopes  I  have  entertained  of  fashioning  other 
workers  to  take  the  place  of  those  who  have  left  us,  are  yet  unfulfilled, 
and  that  this  church  languishes.  I  cannot  explain  all  the  causes  in  a 
letter.  I  did  enter  at  some  length  upon  the  subject  at  the  last  meeting 
of  Presbytery,  and  the  sentiments  of  my  brethren  accord  with  my  own, 
viz.,  that  this  point  is  destined  to  be  important,  and  that  it  should  be  held. 
I  preach  every  Sunday  morning,  and  fill  two  other  regular  appointments 
and  one  or  two  irregular  ones.  I  have  spread  myself  over  this  country 
as  thinly  as  it  is  safe  to  do. 

My  congregations  here  fill  the  seats,  and  God  gives  me  reason  to  hope 

they  receive  the  food  which  perishes  not.     At  H C the  house 

is  crowded,  and  though  there  are  only  a  few  Presbyterians,  the  Metho- 
dists and   others   receive   the   word   kindly   and   eagerly.      At   C 

C ,  north-west  of  here,  there  is  a  general  willingness  to  hear,  and 

they  give  me  crowded  houses.  I  cannot  report  conversions,  but  I  am 
hopeful  of  a  number  of  men  and  women,  who  seriously  attend  and  hear 
the  word.  My  Sunday-school  is  large  and  flourishing,  and  I  anticipate 
the  best  results  from  the  efforts  put  forth  to  reach  the  young.  I  am 
teaching  three  classes  the  Shorter  Catechism,  by  three  strong  teachers. 
And  my  school  outnumbers,  by  far,  either  of  the  others.  I  circulate 
books  and  tracts  freely,  and  look  for  some  fruits  of  the  work  this  winter. 
My  heart  is  enlisted  here,  and  it  would  cause  me  grief  to  part  with 
many  over  whom  I  have  prayed  and  preached,  and  for  whose  peace  in 
Christ  1  have  yearned  and  do  yearn. 

The  "times  of  refreshing"  have  already  come  to  many  souls,  and  mine 
among  the  number.  Our  disasters  will  yet  work  "the  peaceable  fruits 
of  righteousness,"  and  the  Church  at  large  cannot  afford  to  abate  one  iota 
of  its  endeavors  to  sustain  the  work  in  Kansas.  I,  with  my  brethren, 
feel  the  force  of  the  argument,  that  we  receive  from  the  Board  thirty 
dollars  for  every  one  dollar  we  contribute,  and  the  apparent  necessity 
for   diminishing  this  draft  upon  the  Board  and  equalizing  the  ratio  of 
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giving  and  receiving.  Yet,  I  am  persuaded  that  this  is  no  time  to 
retrench  in  the  Kansas  field.  The  interests  at  stake  here  are  too  vast  to 
be  prejudiced  or  ruined  by  contraction  of  expenditure  at  present.  The 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  Kansas  will  repay  every  dollar  to  the  Church 
at  large  that  she  expends  upon  her  early  support  and  training.  The  boy 
is  growing  into  a  man.  The  time  to  check  expense  is  not  now,  I  am 
sure.  And  I  am  sure  the  Board  will  feel  the  truth  of  this  statement,  if 
we  can  assure  her  that  Kansas  is  not  the  Prodigal  Son,  wasting  the 
substance  of  the  Church  in  riotous  living,  but  the  needy,  hard-working, 
studious  one,  who  improves  the  time,  and  whose  greatest  longing  is  for 
the  time  of  ripe  manhood,  when  her  sturdy  arm  and  disciplined  mind 
shall  both  devise  and  do  excellent  things  for  the  Church  who  has  fostered 
him  in  weakness.  I  speak  for  myself,  brethren,  from  my  standpoint  on 
the  frontiers.  I  speak  the  sentiment,  however,  of  my  brethren  all  over 
the  state.  The  conviction  forces  itself  upon  us  that  the  wealthy  churches 
of  the  east  would  not  wish  to  retrench  in  this  field  at  present,  if  they  did 
but  know  the  true  state  of  need  and  the  infallible  growth  that  will  follow 
more  extended  giving  rather  than  retrenchment.  Kansas  has  been  over- 
rated as  an  agricultural  state,  and  too  much  has  been  expected  from  her. 
But  the  golden  dreams  of  prosperity  will  yet  have  their  fulfilment  in  the 
herds  of  cattle  that  will  fatten  on  her  pastures  and  the  flocks  of  sheep 
that  will  cover  her  plains.  Wrongs  have  been  done  to  Kansas  by  creat- 
ing false  hopes  of  her  agricultural  resources,  while  the  full  truth  of  her 
capabilities  as  a  stock  ranche  has  not  been  told.  She  has  been  swallow- 
ing up  an  immigration  for  the  past  three  years  that  would  have  peopled 
New  England,  yet,  so  vast  are  her  prairies,  and  so  limited  are  her  waste 
lands  that  she  is  scarcely  half-settled.  Her  settlers  are  poor — this  is  the 
rule — poor,  but  eager  to  secure  homes  and  a  competence.  Wealth  is 
making,  not  so  slowly  either,  as  some  imagine.  Sheep  and  cattle  of  im- 
proved breeds  are  being  brought  into  the  state  now — in  the  very  face  of 
the  droughts  and  grasshoppers — for  we  have  learned  that  drought  nor 
grasshoppers  takes  a  pound  of  flesh  from  stock.  Cattle  never  were  fat- 
ter. Kansas  will  be  rich  in  a  very  few  years,  and  will  be  able  and  will- 
ing to  make  liberal  returns  for  every  penny  expended  now  on  her  spirit- 
ual interests.  Let  our  eastern  brethren  not  be  disheartened  ;  help  us  in 
our  extremity,  and  we  will  help  this  cause  largely  in  the  near  future,  out 
of  our  abundance.  Fraternallv,  W.  B.  C. 


SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

We  beg  leave  to  remind  all  the  churches  that  the  Assembly  has  fixed 
no  time  for  the  collections  for  Sustentation.     Its  language  is: 

"  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  the  churches  which  have  no  fixed  time 
for  taking  collections  for  the  cause  of  Sustentation,  to  make  their  contri- 
butions to  this  object  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  March,  or  as  near  to  that 
time  as  may  be  convenient." 

We  hope  the  "convenient,"  the  opportune  time  will  come  long  before 
next  March.  For  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  begin  to  pay  what  be- 
came due  last  February.  We  have  not  been  able  to  reduce  the  debt  since 
the  General  Assembly,  which  stood  then — therefore  stands  now — at 
$13,500.  We  hope  the  missionaries  are  not  to  be  kept  thus  far  behind 
till  next  March.  Is  it  not  convenient  for  many  of  the  churches  that  have 
no  fixed  time  for  Sustentation  collections,  to  take  them  up  during  the 
summer? 
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SELF-SUPPORT ENCOURAGING  WORDS  FROM  NEW  JERSEY. 

There  was  a  happy  couple  when  your  two  checks  for  $100  each  reached 
us  yesterday.  I  am  glad  for  my  own  sake,  and  especially  glad  for  the 
Sustentation  Department,  if  you  are  able  to  meet  all  the  wants  of  the 
men  under  your  care.  I  appended  no  remarks  to  my  report,  sent  a  few 
days  ago,  because  I  was  suffering  from  gloomy  prospects;  but  now  the 
sky  is  clearer,  and  I  might  add  a  few  words.  I  am  sorry  now  that  I 
made  complaint,  but  when  one  is  severely  tried,  it  is  hard  to  restrain  his 
feelings.  Some  one  has  to  "  take  it,"  unless  the  grace  of  patience  abounds. 
The  receipt  of  the  $200  for  quarters  ending  August  6,  1874,  and  Novem- 
ber 6,  1874,  closes  our  account,  and  now  my  church  is  no  longer  depen- 
dent on  the  Sustentation  Fund.  It  not  only  makes  me  feel  thankful  for 
the  efficient  aid  given  us  the  two  years  we  were  under  your  care,  but  it 
will  do  my  church  good.  My  people  feared  that  they  might  have  to 
make  up  what  the  Sustentation  Fund  lacked,  but  now  they  will  have 
fresh  courage  in  trying  to  sustain  themselves.  If  the  checks  had  come  a 
little  sooner,  our  last  quarter's  benevolence  might  have  been  larger,  for,  as 
I  have  said,  my  people  couldn't  get  rid  of  the  thought  that  they  might 
have  to  make  up  the  $200.  I  hope  they  will  never  lose  their  gratitude 
for  the  help  they  have  received,  and  manifest  it  by  their  liberality.  Still 
it  is  a  struggle  for  a  country  church  of  85  members,  under  Quaker  influ- 
ences, to  pay  a  salary  of  $1000,  and  we  must  not  be  discouraged  if  they 
are  not  able  to  do  a  great  deal  for  the  general  benevolence  of  the  Church 
for  a  few  years.  The  church  has  been  in  existence  for  nineteen  years  and 
always  received  aid  from  the  Home  Mission  Board  until  they  were  taken 
under  the  Sustentation  Scheme.  They  never  raised  more  than  $500  a 
year  for  salary  till  last  year,  when  they  increased  it  to  $600,  and  now  they 
are  paying  the  $1000  themselves.  This  is  not  due  to  any  marked  in- 
crease of  strength  in  the  church,  though  it  is  prospering  somewhat  in 
this  respect,  but  chiefly  to  the  development  that  has  been  made  in  Chris- 
tian benevolence  under  the  careful  training  that  the  Sustentation  Scheme 
requires.  Its  encouragements  and  spurs  have  done  wonders  in  develop- 
ing the  latent  strength  of  our  church  and  in  increasing  their  beneficence. 
It  is  my  humble  opinion  that  if  the  Sustentation  Scheme  receives  the 
sympathy  of  the  wealthier  churches,  it  will  one  day  become  one  of  the 
greatest  sources  of  strength  in  the  Church.  The  churches  that  are  now 
being  helped  will  not  be  ungrateful  when  they  become  self-sustaiuing. 

Again  thanking  you  and  the  church  at  large  for  the  help  we  have  re- 
ceived.    I  remain  yours,  &c.  Mc. 

OTHER  ENCOURAGING  WORDS. 

With  this  report  the  Chateau  gay  church  takes  leave  of  the  Sustentation 
Department  in  its  relation  as  beneficiary  of  the  Department.  We  feel  that 
Sustentation  has  been  a  decided  help  in  enabling  the  church  to  get  back 
to  being  self-sustaining.  Were  it  not  for  the  encouragement  and  material 
assistance  afforded,  we  doubt  whether  we  could  have  been  where  we  now 
are,  if  even  we  had  an  existence  as  a  Presbyterian  church.  Since  we 
commenced  receiving  help  from  the  Sustentation  Committee,  two  years 
ago,  the  society  has  paid  all  indebtedness,  and  now  has  a  good  pros- 
pect of  financial  prosperity.  There  have  been  added  to  the  church  in 
that  time  some  forty  members,  mostly  on  examination,  and  the  church  is 
now  a  power  for  good  in  the  community  and  enjoying  the  divine  blessing. 
Under  God  we  feel  that  the  Sustentation  Scheme  has  been  a  chief  instru- 
ment in  bringing  about  the  present  happy  state  of  things.  God  bless 
this  means  to  other  churches,  and  enable  them  to  attain  like  or  even  greater 
prosperity.  J.  W.  G.

The  newspapers  are  filled  with  the  accounts  of  great  commercial  dis- 
asters in  Europe.  Old  established  English  firms  are  failing  for  millions 
of  pounds  sterling.     Merchants  say  that  the  future  here  is  uncertain. 

This  we  do  know,  however,  that  Nature  rejoices  on  every  side.  The 
pastures  are  covered  with  flocks.  The  valleys  also  are  covered  with 
corn.  And  the  God  of  our  salvation  has  satisfied  us  with  the  goodness 
of  his  house. 

Those  who  enjoy  these  bounties  of  God's  hand  owe  to  him  a  proper 
return  for  all  his  benefits.  We  appeal  to  every  congregation  thus  blessed, 
to  aid  us  to  multiply  and  fit  men  to  proclaim  the  goodness  of  God,  to 
show  transgressors  their  sins,  and  to  hold  up  the  atonement  which  alone 
can  give  peace  to  the  conscience  and  deliverance  from  eternal  death. 


CLOSING  UP  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  LAST  YEAR. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  last  collegiate  year  closed  with  a 
balance  against  us  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  This  should  be  all  paid 
during  the  summer,  and  our  treasury  should  be  prepared  to  meet  the 
payments  which  another  collegiate  year  will  soon  bring  upon  us.  This 
will  require  faithful  appeals  from  the  pulpits  in  behalf  of  this  cause. 


JONATHAN  EDWARDS. 

The  mid-summer  months  are  a  period  of  comparative  rest  and  refreshment  for 
many  ministers  and  students.  It  is  a  most  favorable  time  for  every  one  of  us  to 
commune  with  God  in  his  works,  to  commune  with  him  in  his  word,  to  commune 
with  him  in  our  own  heart;  a  time  to  gird  up  our  loins  afresh  for  the  great  ends  of 
our  profession.  The  example  of  some  fellow-Christian  of  shining  excellence  is  often 
greatly  profitable  to  us.  "  Let  us  walk  by  the  same  rule  ;  let  us  mind  the  same 
thing." 

The  man,  who,  in  these  later  ages  of  the  world,  united  together,  above  all  others 
known,  the  loftiest  traits  of  a  seraphic  character,  was  Jonathan  Edwards.  His  love 
to  God  was  the  most  pure  and  most  ardent;  his  intellectual  powers  were,  beyond 
those  of  any  other  man  of  later  times,  clear  and  penetrating;  his  self-denial  was 
most  complete  and  humble  ;  his  zeal  for  the  kingdom  and  glory  of  Christ  was  a  flam- 
ing fire. 

UNPARALLELED  INFLUENCE  OF  EDWARDS  IN    THE  CHRISTIAN  WORLD. 

This  man  has  moulded  American  thought,  he  has  given  impulse  to  spiritual  reli- 
gion in  the  New  World,  he  has  excited  missionary  zeal  in  the  breasts  of  men  of  every 
land,  beyond  any  other. 
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Jonathan  Edwards  was  born  in  New  England,  in  the  third  year  of  the  century 
which  gave  form  to  our  political  and  ecclesiastical  institutions;  and,  says  the  best  of 
our  national  historians,  Bancroft,  "  he  that  will  know  the  workings  of  the  mind  of  New 
England  in  the  middle  of  the  last  century,  and  the  throbbings  of  its  heart,  must 
give  his  days  and  nights  to  the  study  of  Jonathan  Edwards  "  He  died,  and  the 
honored  graves  of  himself,  of  his  wife,  of  his  son-in-law,  the  Rev.  Aaron  Burr,  a  presi- 
dent of  the  college,  of  Mrs.  Burr,  and  of  his  grandson,  Aaron  Burr,  a  vice  president 
of  the  United  States,  all  remiin,  in  Princeton;  a  place  which  Edwards,  and  Dickin- 
son, and  Davies,  and  Witherspoon  made  the  fountain  of  the  educated  Republicanism 
and  Presbyterianism  which  was  the  most  powerful  influence  of  the  century  in  the 
Middle  and  Southern  States. 

In  the  great  movements  of  the  Christian  world  during  the  past  century  and  a  half, 
we  trace  the  influence  of  no  one  uninspired  man  so  constantly  and  deeply  affecting 
them  as  that  of  Edwards.  He  drew  much  of  his  spirit  from  the  revivals  of  Scotland  ; 
and  he  in  turn  powerfully  affected  the  Erskines,  Robe,  McLaurin,  Balfour,  Whitfield 
and  others,  whose  labors  communicated  their  flame,  and  spread  it  wherever  the 
English  language  is  spoken. 

The  writings  of  Edwards  had  much  to  do  with  the  revival  of  evangelical  religion 
within  the  English  Established  Church,  in  which  Charles  Simeon,  Henry  Martyn, 
and  others  at  Cambridge,  were  the  chief  agents.  The  Memoir  of  Henry  Martyn 
says  that  it  was  the  perusal  of  the  Life  of  David  Brainerd,  written  by  Edwards,  by 
which  the  soul  of  this  most  eminent  missionary  of  our  own  day  was  "  filled  with 
a  holy  emulation  of  that  extraordinary  man,  and,  after  deep  meditation  and  fervent' 
prayer,  he  was  at  length  fixed  in  a  resolution  to  imitate  his  example." 

We  find  the  influence  of  Edwards  moving  Ryland,  Fuller,  Sutcliff,  Robert  Hall,  and 
the  Baptists  who  regenerated  their  Church,  and  planted  its  numerous  and  successful 
missions  in  India  and  in  other  British  colonies.  The  Life  of  Fuller  says,  that  the 
dissemination  of  Edwards'  appeal  for  "  Union  in  extraordinary  Prayer  for  the  Revi- 
val of  Religion,"  in  1784,  was  a  great  means  in  kindling  the  flame  of  zeal  which 
created  the  Baptist  Missionary  Society  in  1792,  and  inspired  Carey,  Marshman  and 
others  to  labor  under  it.  The  celebrated  Robert  Hall,  according  to  his  biographer, 
Dr.  Olinthus  Gregory,  "  before  he  was  nine  years  of  age,  perused  and  reperused  with 
intense  interest  the  treatises  of  that  profound  and  extraordinary  thinker,  on  the 
'  Affections'  and  on  the  'Will,'  "  and  "for  full  sixty  years,  he  read  Jonathan  Edwards' 
writings  with  undiminished  pleasure."  Hall  declared  that  "  Edwards  ranks  with 
the  brighest  luminaries  of  the  Christian  Church,  not  excluding  any  country  or  any 

age  " 

The  first  powerful  impulse  to  the  religious  character  of  the  great  leader  of  the 
Scotch  Free  Church  is  thus  described  by  Prof.  Duncan  :  Chalmers  "  studied  Edwards 
on  '  Free  Will'  with  such  ardor  that  he  seemed  to  regard  nothing  else,  could  scarcely 
talk  of  anything  else,  and  one  was  almost  afraid  of  his  mind  losing  its  balance."  Chal- 
mers himself  says  :  "  I  remember  when  a  student  of  divinity,  and  long  ere  I  could 
relish  evangelical  sentiment,  I  spent  nearly  a  twelve-month  in  a  sort  of  mental 
elysium  ;  and  the  one  idea  which  ministered  to  my  soul  all  its  rapture  was  the  magni- 
ficence of  the  Godhead,  and  the  universal  subordination  of  all  things  to  the  one  great 
purpose  for  which  He  evolved  and  was  supporting  creation."  We  learn  from  that 
picture  of  exquisite  beauty,  the  Life  of  Robert  Murray  McCheyne,  by  Bonar,  that  its 
colors  were  derived,  to  no  small  extent,  from  his  "  studying  so  closely  the  works  of 
Jonathan  Edwards."  The  Rev.  Islay  Burns,  the  biographer  of  that  singularly  holy 
and  devoted  man,  William  C.  Burns,  missionary  to  China,  says  that  "  the  shining 
example  of  missionary  faith  and  heroism"  in  Edwards'  life  of  Brainerd  was  among 
the  means  by  which  "he  rose  to  the  full  idea  of  entire  and  absolute  consecration  of 
his  whole  being  and  life  to  the  service  of  Christ,"  and  the  "  purpose  of  devoting  him- 
self to  the  missionary  field."     The  holy  energy,  and  the  spiritual  and  soul-moving 
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poetry  of  Horatius  Bonar,  which  did  so  much  to  prepare  the  soil  for  the  labors  of  the 
American  evangelists  which  are  now  gathering  in  harvests  of  tens  of  thousands  of 
converts  in  Great  Britain,  were  derived  no  little  from  the  deep  study  of  the  sermons 
of  Edwards,  the  Tennents,  and  their  contemporaneous  fellow-laborers  in  America. 
Bonar,  along  with  a  quotation  from  a  sermoa  of  Edwards,  says  of  those  men  :  "  Their 
preaching  seems  to  have  been  of  the  most  masculine  and  fearless  kind,  falling  on  the 
audience  with  tremendous  power.  It  was  not  vehement,  it  was  not  fierce,  it  was  not 
noisy  ;  it  was  far  too  solemn  10  be  such  ;  it  was  massive,  weighty,  cutting,  piercing, 
sharper  than  a  two-edpred  sword.  .  .  .  These  warriors  did  not  fight  with  the  scabbard 
instead  of  the  blade.  Nor  did  they  smite  with  the  flat  instead  of  the  edge  of  the 
sword.  Nor  did  they  spare  any  effort,  either  of  strength  or  skill,  which  might  carry 
home  the  thrust  or  the  stroke  to  the  very  vitals."  But,  says  Bonar,  with  this  they 
preached  "  the  glad  tidings  of  great  joy,  through  Him  who  finished  transgression  and 
made  an  end  of  sin  on  the  cross." 

The  intellectual  influence  of  Edwards  upon  the  secular  thought  of  the  last  and  the 
present  century  is  a  fertile  theme.  It  profoundly  affected  some  of  the  principal  phi- 
losophers and  historians  of  this  period.  But  our  one  object  now  is  to  show  the  unpar- 
alleled power  of  a  great  preacher  of  the  gospel,  and  to  direct  by  such  an  illustration 
the  attention  of  every  other  preacher  and  hearer  of  the  gospel  to  the  sources  of  that 
power.  We  can  but  name  them.  The  full  conception  and  proof  of  them  must  be 
derived  from  the  thorough  reading  of  the  writings  and  sermons  of  Edwards. 

THE    SOURCES    OF    HIS    POWER. 

The  first  impression  one  derives  from  them  is  :  here  is  a  man  all  the  powers  of  whose 
soul  are  saturated  with  the  spirit  of  God's  word ;  his  only  and  intense  desire  is  to 
know  what  God  speaks  in  his  word,  and  to  communicate  its  infinitely  important 
declarations  to  his  fellow  mortals.     As  for  the  judgments  or  actions  of  men,  he  can 

"  perceive  the  noise  no  more 
Than  we  can  hear  a  shaking  leaf 

While  rattling  thunders  round  us  roar." 

Then  we  are  overawed  with  the  vision  of  the  intimacy  of  the  personal  communion 
to  which  God  admits  him.  The  writings  of  no  man,  since  the  apostle  John  closed  the 
book  of  Revelation — Augustine,  Thomas  a'  Kempis,  Calvin,  Baxter — bring  one 
so  near  to  the  displays  of  the  inner  audience  chamber  of  the  Eternal  Ruler  of  the  uni- 
verse, to  such  views  of  his  infinite  glory  and  sovereignty,  and  wisdom,  and  power,  and 
truth  and  goodness;  to  such  assurance  of  the  perfect  justice  of  the  everlasting  pun- 
ishment of  sin;  to  such  clear,  Roving,  rapturous  communion  with  the  Friend  and 
Saviour  of  man,  the  Divine  Mediator  and  Messiah,  Jesus  Christ. 

We  have  here  the  loftiest  uninspired  conceptions  of  the  all-embracing  extent,  heav- 
enly grandeur  and  majesty,  continuous  progress  from  the  creation  through  all  time, 
and  certain  and  joyful  prevalency  in  the  promised  millennium,  of  the  kingdom  of  the 
Son  of  God. 

And  we  behold  here  the  power  of  the  gospel.  How  it  cleaves  open  the  heart  of 
man,  and  strips  him  of  all  excuses,  and  slays  his  old  nature;  yet  how  it  raises  him  to 
a  new  life  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  a  new,  sanctified,  joyful,  eternal  life.  It  is  a  life  of 
cross- bearing,  a  life  of  conflict;  but  it  is  a  life  in  which  heaven  is  already  begun,  and 
through  which  heaven  will  be  <  ur  portion,  forever  and  forever.  It  is  a  life  which,  in 
proportion  as  it  exists  in  the  soul,  makes  a  man  an  angel  of  mercy  to  our  sinful  world  ; 
yes,  more  than  an  angel,  for  he  becomes  a  true  "  brother"  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  Son 
of  God.  How  blessed  are  those  whose  earthly  business,  and  whole  employment,  it  is  to 
guide  their  fellow  men  to  Jesus,  to  teach  them  to  be  like  Jesus,  and  to  prepare  them  to 
appear  with  us  before  him  in  glory.  How  blessed  all  they  who  in  any  way  are  fel- 
low workers,  who  help  to  raise  up  and  qualify  men  men  to  proclaim  the  truth  as  it  is 
in  Christ  to  a  world  lying  in  sin. 
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TREASURER  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

In  fulfilment  of  the  instructions  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  a  jo&it 
treasurer  has  been  elected  for  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  General  Assembly,  and  the  Committee  of  the  Relief  Fund  for 
Disabled  Ministers.  Mr.  E.  G.  Woodward,  who  has  been  treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  has  been  selected  for  that  position.  He  will 
assume  the  joint  office  as  relates  to  the  two  first  named  of  those  corpora- 
tions at  once,  as  relates  to  the  other  not  until  the  1st  of  October. 
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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  S.  H.  Calhoun  and  his  family, 
from  Syria,  and  Miss  Dean  from  Oroomiah,  Persia,  have  arrived  in  this 
country — the  latter  in  very  feeble  health.  Mr.  Calhoun's  visit  has  refer- 
ence to  considerations  of  health  and  also  to  arrangements  for  the  educa- 
tion of  his  younger  children.  He  will  be  warmly  welcomed  by  the 
churches  as  one  of  the  older  missionaries  of  the  Board,  formerly  of 
the  American  Board,  under  which  the  Syria  mission  was  conducted  so 
many  years.  The  Rev.  D.  Trumbull,  D.D.,  has  returned  to  Valparaiso, 
hoping  to  be  followed  soon  by  one  or  two  new  missionaries,  who  are 
much  needed  in  Chili. 

Admitted  to  the  Church. — Mr.  Ramsay  reports  one  new  member 
received  by  the  Seminole  church.  Mr.  Carrothers  mentions  the  admis- 
sion of  eight  new  members  by  the  church  of  Yedo.  Messrs.  Mills  and 
Crossette  speak  of  twelve  new  converts  admitted  to  churches  connected 
with  Tungchow.  In  Bangkok  three  new  communicants  had  been  received, 
making  twenty  admitted,  as  Miss  Grimstead  writes,  in  a  few  months  at 
Bangkok  and  Petchaburi.  Mr.  Deputie  refers  to  one  new  member 
received  at  King  Tom's  town,  and  Mr.  Bushnell  to  one  received  at 
Gaboon.  In  Brazil,  Mr.  Da  Gama  reports  a  church  organized  at  St. 
Carlos,  within  reach  of  Rio  Claro,  and  seven  communicants  received; 
six  children  were  baptized.  In  Mexico,  Mr.  Hutchinson  speaks  of  nine- 
teen new  members  received  on  profession  of  their  faith — See  his  letter 
on  another  page. 

Items  of  Interest  from  Africa. — The  Rev.  R.  H.  Nassau,  M.D., 
was  at  a  place  on  the  Ugovi,  when  he  wrote,  proceeding  up  the  river  to 
form  a  new  station.  He  was  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  W.  Schorsch,  we 
suppose  for  a  temporary  sojourn.  From  Bonita,  Miss  Nassau  writes  in 
encouraging  terms  of  the  five  natives  who  are  under  the  care  of  Presby- 
tery as  candidates  for  the  ministry.  From  Gaboon,  Mr.  Bushnell  writes 
of  a  Conference  of  missionaries  on  the  coast,  soon  to  be  held  at  that  place. 
It  may  include  Scotch  United  Presbyterian,  English  Baptist,  perhaps  soine 
more  brethren,   and  the  missionaries  of  our  Church. 
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Receipts  in  May  and  June. — From  churches,  $23,195;  from  indi- 
vidual donors,  $2,284;  from  legacies,  $5,159 — in  all,  $30,639.  Last  year 
the  receipts  in  these  months  were  .$26,039.  From  churches  and  indi- 
vixlual  donors — last  year,  $19,288;  this  year,  $25,479.

''INVESTED  IN  BUILDINGS." 

In  our  last  number  it  was  said  that  "all  of  $75,000  might  well  be 
invested  in  buildings  in  different  countries,  thus  saving  large  expense 
for  rents."  A  few  words  may  be  added  to  this  statement.  In  many 
of  the  missionary  fields  it  is  not  practicable  to  rent  houses  for  family  use, 
and  building  them  is  a  matter  of  necessity;  but  it  is -also,  in  nearly  all 
the  missions,  a  matter  of  economy,  as  house  rents  are  usually  very  high. 
It  is  considered  a  wise  policy  for  the  Board  to  own  these  houses,  both 
to  save  expense,  and  to  furnish  better  accommodation  to  the  families  of 
missionaries.  Among  the  Indian  tribes,  in  Africa,  India,  Siam,  China, 
and  Japan,  to  some  extent  in  Persia,  and  at  Abeih,  in  Syria,  houses  are 
thus  owned.  In  some  of  these  countries  new  dwelling  houses  should  be 
provided.  In  Mexico,  Chili,  United  States  of  Colombia,  Brazil,  such 
houses  are  rented,  and  it  would  be  much  better  if  they  were  owned  by 
the  Board.  It  is  probably  safe  to  say,  that  if  between  thirty  and  forty 
new  houses  could  be  built  or  purchased  this  year,  the  missionaries  would 
be  better  accommodated  and  the  Board  would  save  a  large  outlay  for 
rents.  It  is  a  cause  of  thankfulness  that  the  Board  does  own  so  manv 
houses — probably  not  less  than  seventy,  which  may  be  worth  some 
$175,000  or  more,  but  which  save  in  rents  the  interest  of  twice  that  sum. 
It  would  be  a  good  investment,  therefore,  to  expend  $75,000  in  this  way. 
And  it  is  almost,  if  not  quite  a  matter  of  necessity  that  the  Board  should 
give  its  consent  to  the  building  of  some  new  houses,  without  much 
longer  delay. 

Besides  dwelling  houses,  the  enlargement  of  the  mission  premises  for 
the  Chinese  mission  in  San  Francisco,  a  chapel  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  and 
another  in  Zacatecas,  chapels  also  at  several  places  in  South  America, 
and  in  other  mission  fields,  are  urgently  called  for  by  the  brethren, — not 
costly  buildings  in  any  case,  but  plain  in  style,  not  large  in  size,  and 
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moderate  in  expense.  Twenty  sueh  small  churches  would  be  a  great 
matter  in  our  work,  and  all  of  them  need  not  cost  anything  like  the  sum 
invested  sometimes  in  a  single  church  edifice  in  this  country. 

As  a  rule,  it  is  not  best  to  incur  large  expense  for  these  buildings  in  a 
missionary  field.  Great  care  should  be  taken  lest  a  discouraging  or  inju- 
rious example  in  the  style  and  cost  of  buildings  should  be  set  before  the 
weak  native  churches;  and  yet  modest  chapels  of  some  kind  are,  for 
obvious  reasons,  much  to  be  desired  in  most  of  the  missions.

NO.  35.    AS  TO  THE  RELATION  OF  THE    LADIES'  BOARDS  TO  THE   BOARD 

of  Foreign  Missions. — It  is  in  a  general  sense  that  of  auxiliaries.  Inde- 
pendent action  is  not  desired  by  any  of  the  Woman's  Boards  or  Societies, 
so  far  as  we  are  informed;  and  there  are  strong  reasons  adverse  to  such 
action.  In  this  auxiliary  relation  three  things  are  reserved  to  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions-  for  control,  besides  the  general  supervision  which 
extends  to  all  parts  of  the  missionary  work  at  home  and  abroad.  These 
three  things  are:  1,  the  appointment  of  missionaries;  2,  the  designation 
of  their  fields  of  labor  ;  and  3,  the  amount  of  their  salaries.  See  Annual 
Report,  1871,  page  4.  The  existing  relation  between  the  Board  and  the 
Ladies'  Societies  gives  a  wide  margin  for  their  co-operation — in  seeking 
missionaries,  providing  for  their  support,  corresponding  with  them  as  to 
their  duties,  aiding  in  undertaking  particular  parts  of  the  work,  sympa- 
thizing with  the  laborers  abroad,  and  awakening  an  interest  in  them  and 
in  the  cause  of  missions  here  at  home. 

No.  30.  We  have  been  asked,  What  is  the  relation  of  the  Wom- 
en's Boards  to  each  other? — No  official  relationship  exists  between 
them.  All  are  auxiliaries  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  but  towards 
each  other,  each  is  independent;  yet  all  are  united  in  common  bonds  of 
Christian  love  and  sympathy.  In  several  cases  missionaries  supported  by 
different  societies  are  stationed  at  the  same  place  and  engaged  in  the  same 
kind  of  work.  This  is  easily  practicable  under  the  immediate  charge  of 
the  Mission  and  the  general  supervision  of  the  Board. 

No.  37.  What  is  the  division  of  work  among  the  Secretaries 
in  the  Mission  House? — As  to  the  correspondence  with  and  for  the 
Missions: — the  Seneca,  Chippewa,  Omaha,  Dakota,  Creek,  Seminole,  New 
Mexico  Indian,  Nez  Ferce,  Spokan,  Chinese  in  California,  Japan,  Libe- 
ria, Gaboon  and  Corisco  are  in  the  charge  of  the  senior  Secretary;  the 
United  States  of  Colombia,  Brazil,  Persia,  Kolapore,  Lodiana,  Furrukha- 
bad — the  three  missions  in  India,  Siam  and  Laos,  of  the  second  Secretary  ; 
Mexico,  Chili,  Syria,  Canton,  Ningpo,  Shantung  and  Peking — the  three  mis- 
sions in  China,  and  also  the  work  in  Papal  Europe,  of  the  junior  Secre- 
tary. As  to  the  press : — the  foreign  pages  of  the  Becord  are  in  the  charge 
of  the  senior  Secretary;  the  Foreign  Missionary  and  the  Young  llission- 
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ory,  of  the  second  Secretary;  articles  for  the  religious  newspapers,  of  the 
junior  Secretary.  The  preparation  of  the  Annual  Report  devolves  on 
each  for  the  missions  under  his  charge.  And  as  to  answers  to  letters  from 
friends  in  this  country,  relating  to  the  appointment  of  missionaries,  their 
preparation  for  going  out,  various  matters  in  regard  to  the  support  of 
scholars,  native  laborers,  &c,  these  and  other  things  not  here  specified, 
are  arranged  according  to  circumstances.  So  are  visits  for  the  Board  to 
ecclesiastical  and  missionary  meetings,  chiefly  by  the  two  younger  Secre- 
taries. 

This  statement  will  serve  to  answer  in  part  another  question  which  is 
sometimes  asked — Why  are  three  secretaries  needed?  Because  of  the 
work  to  be  done;  and  also  because  the  Church,  through  the  General 
Assembly,  has  adopted  the  theory  of  thorough  superintendence  as  best 
for  this  work.  Each  secretary  is  expected  to  be  particularly  acquainted 
with  all  parts  of  the  missionary  work  in  the  missions  in  his  correspondence, 
and  with  all  that  concerns  the  people  for  whom  these  missions  are  estab- 
lished, very  much  as  if  he  were  himself  one  of  the  missionaries  in  each 
country  respectively.  On  the  theory  of  a  less  careful  administration,  less 
executive  force  would  be  required.  This  paragraph  of  course  does  not 
exhaust  the  subject,  but  it  contains  all  that  need  be  stated  here. 


INTERESTING  NEWS  FROM  MEXICO. 

The  Rev.  M.  N.  Hutchinson,  writing  in  Mexico,  May  25th,  sends  the 
following  accounts.  They  quite  sustain  the  impression  previously 
made,  as  to  the  open  door  in  Mexico,  and  its  marked  features  of 
encouragement.  And  yet  there  are  many  adversaries — one  of  whom,  at 
least,  excites  somewhat  painful  surprise  by  his  course: 

Here  we  have  received  nineteen  members  on  profession  of  their  faith 
since  I  wrote  last.  In  Vera  Cruz  our  congregation  has  been  reduced  by 
the  illness  of  many  members,  but  as  yet  not  one  has  died  of  the  painful 
disease. 

I  send  extracts  from  letters  received  from  Don  Procopio  Diaz  ;  you 
will  see  something  of  his  faith  and  zeal.  I  have  had  ten  of  the  Acapulco 
brethren  in  my  house,  seven  of  them  for  several  weeks.  Four  of  them 
are  now  on  their  way  to  Chilpancingo,  the  capital  of  their  State,  each 
with  a  bundle  of  Bibles,  tracts,  etc.  The  calls  are  daily  multiplying  in 
all  that  region.  We  have  not  suffered  in  vain.  Indeed  the  calls  for 
spiritual  help  are  so  numerous  that  I  must  beg  you  to  send  us  all  the 
means  that  can  possibly  be  obtained  for  Mexico — every  dollar — I  can  ask 
no  less.  Not  that  the  Mexican  people,  as  a  whole,  are  turning  their  faces 
Zionward,  but  little  bands  of  believers  and  seekers,  all  over  this  country. 
I  know  less  of  other  missionary  fields,  but  if  in  other  lands  the  demands 
are  as  numerous,  the  world  is  in  a  wonderful  condition  indeed.  The 
enemy  is  present,  but  the  Lord  is  present  also.  He  is  not  only  loith  us, 
but  he  goes  before  us.  Will  not  the  Christians  at  home  co-work  with  us  ? 
The  Lord  points  to  one  place  and  to  another,  and  bids  his  Church  occupy 
it  in  his  name.  We  are  only  the  servants,  we  are  not  the  Church.  We 
could  profitably  use  several  times  the  amount  of  money  sent  us  last  year. 
I   hope   the  movement   to  give  us  a  memorial    church   is   prospering. 
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Dr. [We  omit  the  name — Ed.]  is  telling  the  young  men  that  the 

Presbyterian  Church  is  poor — little  means,  little  influence,  and  pointing 
to  our  inferior  places  of  worship  in  proof  of  what  he  says.  I  care  little 
for  this,  excepting  as  it  affects  him.  But  I  know  it  has  means  enough  to 
give  us  a  re*} actable  place  of  worship,  and  at  least  as  much  money  for 
the  whole  field  under  my  care  as  is  expended  in  a  single  first-class  church 
at  home,  (if  I  may  use  the  expression  "  first-class"  to  indicate  one  of  the 
larger  home  churches.) 

In  connection  with  my  other  duties,  I  have  commenced  a  course  of 
Bible  lectures  in  the  church,  on  Tuesday  evenings.  Have  a  Bible  study 
with  the  native  preachers  Monday,  P.  M.,  and  a  class  of  young  men  in 
theology  on  Wednesday  and  Friday. 


Mr.  Dias  writes  to  Mr.  Hutchinson,  as  follows.  He  is,  says  Mr. 
Hutchinson,  the  pastor  elect  of  Acapulco,  but  now  in  the  State  Legisla- 
ture, to  which  position  he  was  elected  just  before  the  massacre  : 

Ghilpanzingo. — "Here  I  am  since  a  month  and  ten  days,  and  now 
am  the  President  of  the  House.  I  am  almost  well  of  my  wounds,  only 
suffer  some  pains,  that  I  attribute  to  the  blows  upon  my  head,  and  the 
lack  of  blood.  [He  received  eight  wounds.]  Respecting  the  question 
that  you  asked  me,  if  I  wished  to  come  to  Mexico,  I  say,  dispose  of  me 
as  you  think  will  be  best  for  the  service  of  God.  My  heart  is  divided ; 
while  I  would  wish  to  be  there  helping,  I  see  that  here  I  am  interested 
in  so  many  that  wish  to  embrace  the  Holy  Apostolic  religion.  It  is 
true  that  I  am  menaced,  that  they  persecute  me,  speak  of  me  with  con- 
tempt; but  I  prefer  to  be  in  danger,  as  you  have  seen,  and  I  wish  rather 
to  die  than  leave  the  work.  I  wish  to  give  you  the  good  news  that  I 
have  opened  a  church.  But  such  have  been  the  fears  of  some  that  they 
have  taken  away  the  students  of  the  Institute,  that  is  to  say,  they  have 
prohibited  them  to  come  to  the  celebration  of  worship ;  but  to  take  away 
from  the  heart  the  faith,  cannot  be  done :  on  the  contrary,  they  have 
lighted  iu  them  an  undying  fire.  We  have  a  brother,  the  preceptor  of 
a  school  of  highest  standing,  that  for  his  adherence  to  our  doctrines  has 
lost  his  pay.  To  what  lengths  will  not  fanaticism  run.  I  also  would  be 
impeded  in  starting  soon,  as  I  need  money,  since  I  have  my  family 
here,  and  my  salary  has  not  yet  been  paid.  I  have  had  to  sell  some 
things  and  pawn  others  for  daily  necessities.  Yet  it  is  not  of  this  I 
would  write." 

In  a  later  letter,  Mr.  D.  says — "  When  I  wrote  to  you  I  was  in  sorrow, 
for  it  seemed  a  crisis  in  my  work.  They  have  given  the  order  that  no 
one  should  come  to  ni}r  house,  and  it  is  from  authority.  Since,  I  have 
received  letters  and  remembrances,  and  this  has  reanimated  me ;  if  there 
be  a  prohibition,  more  active  is  the  faith  of  our  brothers.  Yesterday  I 
received  a  letter  from  Santa  Barbara;  they  are  ready  to  follow  the  true 
doctrine  of  the  disciples  of  Jesus.  I  gave  them  Bibles  and  tracts,  and  they 
went  away  contented.  I  say  the  same  with  respect  to  going  to  Mexico 
city  as  in  my  last,  although  I  am  positively  interested  in  the  propaga- 
tion of  the  gospel  before  a  Colossus  which  I  ought  to  vanquish.  I  judge 
my  presence  here  to  be  useful,  for  not  a  day  passes  but  a  brother 
is  gained.  They  still  menace,  but  thanks  to  the  Almighty,  myself,  my 
wife  and  children  have  no  fear.  If  He  is  with  us,  what  have  we  to  fear  ? 
I  can  now  play  on  the  organ  almost  all  the  hymns,  playing  with  my 
three  fingers  on  the  one  hand.  [Two  he  lost  in  the  massacre.]  I  cease 
not  to  ask  for  tracts  ;  I  have  much  need  of  them. 
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11 1  conclude  by  asking  you  that  you  pray  to  God  for  our  work  in  this 
city,  that  it  increase,  and  that  he  send  a  copious  blessing.  We  do  this 
for  you,  and  cease  not  to  entreat  that  blessing  of  the  Saviour  to  those 
who  persevere  even  to  the  end.  My  wife  and  children  are  hungry  to 
be  in  the  capital,  to  celebrate  worship  in  liberty.  They  grieve  over 
the  inconveniences  that  there  are,  and  the  improbability  of  these 
being  better.  The  remembrance  of  you  consoles  them.  I  am  convinced 
that  my  spirit  will  be  tranquil  when  I  hear  your  voice,  your  explications 
that  were  my  joy,  my  health  ;  but  if  God  does  not  permit  me  to  unite  with 
you  in  this  life — the  consolation  remains  of  seeing  you  in  the  celestial 
country,  redeemed  by  the  merits  and  precious  blood  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  My  wife  and  children  cry  to  see  you  and  hear  }^ou  again  sing 
the  hymns,  and  I  ? — I  ? — I  do  not  know  what  to  say  to  you,  more  than 
may  you  be  happy  in  laboring  for  our  holy  Church ! 

"  Your  brother  in  Christ  Jesus." 


A  TWO  MONTHS'  TOUR  IN  SHANTUNG. 

The  Rev.  J.  F.  Crossette  writes  from  Tungchow,  China,  in  May  last, 
sending  interesting  accounts,  as  follows : 

"Mr.  C.  R.  Mills  and  I  have  made  a  two  months'  tour  to  Chenanfu 
and  back,  riding  both  ways  in  a  Peking  cart.  .  On  our  way  out,  we 
spent  a  Sabbath  with  our  good  Scotch  friend,  Rev.  John  Macintyre,  who 
is  still  battling  alone  at  Wei  Hien.  He  was  not  idle  with  an  audience 
of  heathen  to  address  every  day,  and  for  literary  work  an  elaborate 
essay  on  Ancestral  Worship.  Another  day  farther  on,  we  found  our 
Welsh  brother,  Rev.  Timothy  Richard,  also  alone  occupying  Chingcho- 
fu  as  Mr.  Mcllvaine  did  Chenanfu  at  first.  The  occupation  of  these 
two  cities,  midway  from  Cheefu  and  Tungchow  to  Chenanfu,  should 
certainly  encourage  us  to  go  out  and  make  a  full  occupation  of  Chenanfu. 

Upon  reaching  our  destination,  we  found  our  helper,  a  Ping  Too  man, 
preaching  in  the  chapel  every  day;  but  we  were  so  impressed  with  the 
unhealthiness  of  our  house,  because  of  wet  floors,  we  began  immediately 
to  search  for  another,  and  succeeded  in  renting  a  furnished  house  inside 
of  the  south  gate,  a  merchant  going  our  security  because  of  the  favor 
which  he  considered  he  owed  foreigners  in  that  he  was  cured  from  opium 
smoking  by  medicine  given  him  by  Rev.  T.  Richard  last  year.  Rev.  J. 
L.  Whiting  and  Rev.  J.  S.  Mcllvaine  arrived  from  Peking  after  we  had 
been  there  a  week,  when  we  divided  our  forces,  and  opened  the  two 
chapels  every  day  to  good  audiences,  keeping  the  old  chapel  inside  of 
the  east  gate  and  opening  the  one  inside  of  the  south  gate  for  the  first 
time.  An  event  of  much  interest  to  us  was  the  meeting  of  an  English- 
man, who  as  a  Major-General  in  the  Chinese  army  has  been  subduing  the 
Mohammedan  rebellion  for  the  last  six  years.  Now  China  being  at 
peace,  he  is  engaged  by  the  Governor  of  the  Shantung  Province  to  make 
internal  improvements.  As  the  General  came  out  and  made  a  profession 
of  his  faith  in  Jesus  before  our  little  native  church,  it  was  an  occasion  of 
no  little  joy  to  us.  No  natives  were  baptized  while  we  were  in  Chenanfu, 
but  a  few  candidates  should  be  examined  after  a  little. 

I  hardly  knew  how  to  turn  my  back  on  Chenanfu,  leaving  Mr.  Mcll- 
vaine alone  again,  but  Mr.  Mills  had  left  his  four  little  children  in  the 
care  of  the  ladies  of  the  Baptist  mission  at  Tungchow,  and  he  could  not 
allow  too  much  of  their  time  to  be  interrupted.  I  had  a  wife  too  from 
whom  a  year's  separation  so  recently  was  almost  enough. 

Mr.  Whiting  and  his  native  helper  had  early  returned  to  Peking,  but  we 
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left  one  of  our  trusty  helpers  with  Mr.  Mcllvaine,  and  the  General  being 
still  in  the  city,  we  left  Mr.  Mcllvaine,  hoping  that  his  loneliness  would 
not  be  too  great  till  some  missionary  could  join  him.  Returning  as  far 
as  Lai  Chowfu  we  met  Mrs.  Mateer,  who  was  working  among  the 
women.  On  the  Sabbath,  Mr.  Mills  baptized  five  men  and  two  women, 
at  the  little  Lai  Chowfu  church,  seventy-five  miles  from  Tungchow.  I 
passed  over  to  Ping  Too,  and  at  the  T'sah  Ling  Chwang  church  baptized 
three  women  and  two  men.  At  the  church  meeting  a  petition  was  pre- 
pared for  Presbytery,  requesting  (because  of  the  distance  apart  of  the 
church  members)  that  the  church  be  divided.  From  Ping  Too,  I  came 
home  on  wheelbarrows  and  donkeys,  reaching  here  the  7th  of  May.

OVERSIGHT. 

A  radical  distinction  between  the  many  excellent  voluntary  associa- 
tions for  good  works  which  ask  our  support,  and  the  Boards  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  will  be  found  in  the  matter  of  oversight.  L^nlike  these 
societies,  our  ecclesiastical  Boards  are  strictly  supervised  by  their  actual 
constituency.  Each  Board  presents  annually  to  the  General  Assembly 
a  full  and  detailed  report  of  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  its  work,  its 
aims,  and  its  needs.  These  reports  are  put  by  the  Assembly,  each  into 
the  hands  of  a  committee  of  picked  men,  including  both  ministers  and 
elders.  The  report  is  studied  by  these  committee  men,  and,  if  desirable, 
the  Secretaries  are  called  before  them  and  interrogated.  Any  overtures 
relating  to  the  work  of  the  Board  are  referred  to  the  same  committee. 
This  Standing  Committee  then  reports  to  the  Assembly,  recommending 
such  action  as  seems  appropriate.  Its  report  is  discussed  in  open  Assem- 
bly, and  is  followed  by  action  expressing  the  sense  of  this,  the  representa- 
tion of  the  denomination.  Thus  the  supervision  is  thorough,  the  control 
complete.  The  Boards  are  the  hands  of  the  body,  executing  its  will. 
The  last  Assembly  unanimously  adopted  the  following  resolutions  on 
the  work  of  the  Board  of  Publication: 

1.  That  the  Assembly  calls  the  attention  of  the  Presbyteries  to  the 
increasing  excellence  of  the  periodicals  of  the  Board,  viz:  The  Presbyte- 
rian at  Work,  The  Westminster  Lesson  Leaf,  The  Sabbath-school  Visitor, 
and  The  Sunbeam,  and  urges  them  to  watch  that  these  be  not  shut  out 
of  our  Sabbath-schools  and  churches  bv  the  intrusion  of  inferior  and  irre- 
sponsible  publications. 

2.  That  the  intrinsic  merit  of  the  new  Hymnal  in  its  various  forms,  and 
the  wonderful  favor  it  has  received  from  the  churches,  in  the  sale  of  over 
one  hundred  thousand  copies  in  eight  months,  justifies  the  Assembly  in 
having  approved  it  as  its  own,  and  in  now  earnestly  and  confidently 
commending  it  to  our  congregations  for  general  adoption  in  the  worship 
of  the  sanctuary  and  the  Sabbath-school. 

3.  That  the  Assembly  recommend  to  the  Presbyteries  the  holding  of 
Institutes  or  Conventions  at  different  points  within  their  bounds,  to  con- 
sider the  various  benevolent  schemes  of  the  Church,  and  in  them  to  give 
due  prominence  to  the  missionary  and  Sabbath-school  work  of  this  Board;

and  that  a  recent  issue  of  this  Board,  entitled  "Preparing  to  Teach,"  be 
recommended  to  the  careful  study  of  pastors  and  Sabbath-School  Insti- 
tutes and  teachers. 

4.  That  the  Assembly  counsels  the  Board  and  the  Presbyteries  to  regard 
more  the  qualifications  of  the  missionaries  they  employ  than  their  number 
and  cheapness,  earnestly  recommends  Presbyteries  to"  press  this  mission- 
ary work  of  the  Board  within  their  bouncls/and  calls  upon  the  churches 
not  to  forget  the  duty  of  an  annual  collection  to  aid  these  useful  missions 
to  the  waste  and  lonely  places  of  our  land. 

5.  That  the  Assembly  re-elect  to  the  Board  the  members  whose  terms 
of  office  will  expire  this  present  month. 

And  further,  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Marvin  R.  Vincent,  D.D.,  of  Xew 
York,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  R.  R. 
Booth,  D.D.  ;  of  Mr.  John  B.  Gest  to  fill  the  place  of  Mr.Morris  Pat- 
terson, resigned ;  and  Mr.  James  Hogg  to  fill  the  place  of  Winthrop  Sar- 
gent, deceased. 

6.  That  the  Assembly  order  the  printing  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  under  its  supervision. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Loomis,  D.D.,  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  as  supplemental  to  the  Report. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  directed  to  issue  once  each 
month  a  Supplemental  Lesson  Sheet  in  connection  with  the  Westminster 
Lesson  Series,  for  the  use  of  the  teachers  and  scholars  in  our  schools,  in 
the  interest  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  work  of  our  Church. 


A  TRUE  MISSIONARY  WORK. 

In  the  Assembly,  the  Rev.  Wm.  E.  Schenck,  D.D.,  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board,  followed  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  with 
an  address  with  regard  to  the  work.  After  referring  to  the  state  of  the 
finances  of  the  Board,  its  periodicals,  and  its  wide  circulation  of  our 
standards,  he  thus  spoke  of  the  Board's  Missionary  Department. 

"This  is  separately  constituted,  and  keeps  a  distinct  account  with  the 
commercial  work  of  the  Board.     It  comprehends — 

"  1.  The  Sabbath-school  Work.  This  is  itself  far-reaching  in  its 
power  and  influence,  beyond  all  calculation.  Here  it  sustains  a  Superin- 
tendent of  Sabbath-school  Work,  whose  principal  occupation  is  '  to  circu- 
late through  all  the  Church  a  knowledge  of  healthful  improvements  in 
the  work  of  Sabbath-schools,  and  by  visiting  Synods,  Presbyteries  and 
Schools,  and  assisting  in  Sabbath-school  meetings  in  connection  with  these 
bodies,  to  impart  information,  stimulate  interest  and  excite  liberality.' 
His  work  is  beginning  to  tell  upon  the  Schools  of  our  Church  in  the 
unity  of  their  action  and  the  improvement  of  their  methods  of  instruction, 
as  well  as  in  drawing  them  closer  to  all  the  benevolent  interests  of  their 
own  Church.  All  the  Missionaries  of  the  Board  are  likewise  actively 
engaged  in  aiding  Sabbath-schools,  supplying  them  with  libraries  and 
periodicals,  and  in  organizing  new  Mission  Schools  in  needy  and  desti- 
tute places.  The  influence  of  this  work  of  the  Board  upon  the  children 
of  the  Church  is  becoming  more  and  more  widely  and  powerfully  felt. 

"2.  The  Missionaries  of  the  Board.  The  Board  has  had  in  commis- 
sion during  the  past  year  126  Missionaries,  who  have  labored  in  33 
Synods  and  97  Presbyteries,  and  two  in  Canada.  They  have  distributed 
by  sale  72,737  volumes.     Through    th'em  and  by  the  Missionary   Com- 
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mittee  the  Board  has  given  away,  without  money  and  without  price, 
68,271  volumes  and  4,282,899  pages  of  tracts.  They  have  visited, 
besides  the  Sabbath-schools  already  mentioned  and  many  meetings  for 
prayer  and  exhortation,  136,026  families,  with  much  the  larger  number 
of  which  they  have  had  religious  conversation  and  prayer.  Thus  in 
every  part  of  the  land,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  from  Canada 
to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  these  men  have  been  sowing  the  good  seed  of  the 
Kingdom,  and  the  good  Spirit  of  God  has  been  attending  it  with  His 
divine  blessing.  Several  of  these  Missionaries  are  here  to-day  as  com- 
missioners from  their  several  Presbyteries. 

"3.  Our  grants  of  books  and  tracts.  The  same  'hard  times1  which 
compelled  the  Board  to  use  sparingly  its  more  limited  resources,  have  in- 
creased the  number  Of  applicants  for  aid.  During  the  year  the  Board  has, 
through  its  Missionary  Committee,  apart  from  what  has  been  done  by  its 
missionaries  on  their  fields,  made  512  grants,  which  have  been  distributed 
mainly  in  39  States  and  Territories  of  the  Union.  Some,  however,  have 
been  sent  to  Japan,  India,  Africa,  Mexico,  and  other  lands  to  help  on 
toiling  Foreign  Missionaries  there.  There  are  on  the  floor  of  this  Assem- 
bly  to-day  bothForeign  and  Home  Missionaries,  and-sabbath  School  Su- 
perintendents, and  others  who  can  tell  this  Assembly,  if  they  have  an  op- 
portunity, what  unspeakable  help  they  have  received  from  such  grants 
of  books  and  tracts  sent  by  this  Board.  Oh  that  our  churches  would  so 
estimate  the  power  of  the  press,  and  so  appreciate  the  blessed  truths  this 
Board  is  scattering  over  the  world,  as  to  supply  the  means  for  giving  a 
more  ample  supply  of  these  precious  books  and  tracts." 


BOARD  OF  CHURCH  ERECTION. 


Our  Annual  Report  has  been  printed  and  is  ready  for  distribution,  but 
we  are  loth  to  send  it  out  at  this  time,  when  so  many  of  the  churches  are 
thinned  out  and  their  pastors  absent.  To  send  it  now  would  be  but  to 
replenish  the  waste  paper  basket,  which  we  cannot  afford.  Moreover,  we 
think  our  Report  this  year  is  better  worth  perusal  than  any  of  its  prede- 
cessors, as  we  have  taken  considerable  pains  to  provide  Plans,  Specifica- 
tions, and  Estimates  of  cost,  that  cannot  fail  to  be  helpful  to  those  about 
to  build,  and  who  may  not  be  within  reach  of  an  architect.  These  esti- 
mates are  perfectly  reliable,  taking  the  cost  of  material  and  labor  at 
Philadelphia  as  the  standard.  For  the  sum  of  $1500,  a  comfortable  and 
attractive  building  may  be  secured,  large  enough  to  accommodate  170 
with  comfort;  while  for  $2800,  as  large  and  elegant  a  building  as  any 
church  of  limited  means  should  desire  can  be  provided,  with  ample  accom- 
modation for  a  congregation  of  216  persons.  This  being  so,  why  should 
feeble  churches,  consisting  of  not  more  than  ten  or  fifteen  members,  only 
able  of  themselves  to  raise  from  $500  to  $1000,  undertake  a  building  to 
com  S4000  or  $5000,  with  the  certain  prospect  of  a  debt  of  $3000,  to 
remove  which  an  agent  must  be  sent  East,  or  the  country  flooded  with 
pitiful  appeals  for  help  to  extricate  church  property  from  impending  ruin? 
We  confidently  expect  a  great  improvement  in  this  respect  during  the 
current  year.     The  painful  experience  of  many  churches  during  the  past 
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year  must  prove  a  profitable  lesson  to  those  about  to  build.  To  all  these 
we  say,  the  Board  stands  ready  to  help,  to  the  extent  of  its  means,  all 
reasonable  and  practicable  attempts  to  build  the  Lord's  house  and  for 
his  glory,  without  extravagance  and  incurring  of  debt. 

To  the  contributing  churches  we  would  say,  as  there  is  now  no  budget, 
(the  attempt  to  bring  in  one  having  utterly  failed,)  they  are  left  to  make 
their  own  distribution  of  funds.  We  hope  their  voluntary  contributions 
for  Church  Erection  will  not  fall  off,  but  greatly  increase.  The  demand 
this  year  will  be  greater  than  ever.  The  work  of  church  building,  in 
some  places  suspended  for  the  last  few  months,  has  been  resumed,  and 
as  of  old,  in  troublous  times  the  walls  of  our  beloved  Zion  are  being 
built.  We  claim  a  remembrance  from  all  our  churches,  but  especially 
from  those  who,  in  the  time  of  their  weakness,  received  help  from  this 
Board,  many  of  whom  have  grown  strong  and  are  able  to  help  the 
weak.  May  such  learn  from  their  experience  that  "it  is  more  blessed  to 
give  than  to  receive."

OPPORTUNITIES  TO  DO  GOOD. 

The  effects  of  the  reduction  in  the  grants  for  a  year  past  may  be  esti- 
mated by  the  following  letter,  just  received: 

"  I  learned  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  our  Presbytery, 
that  application  had  been  made  in  my  behalf  to  your  Committee  for  the 
usual  appropriation,  and  had  been  favorably  entertained  by  them.  In 
consequence  of  the  less  recently  of  my  own  little  means  of  support,  and 
the  receipt  of  only  fifty  per  cent,  of  last  year's  appropriation  from  the 
Relief  Fund,  I  have  been,  and  am  at  present,  sorely  pressed,  and  greatly 
need  $ —  to  meet  bills  for  clothing  and  provisions  now  due.  If  1  could 
have  this  amount  just  now,  it  would  relieve  me  from  great  embarrass- 
ment. Some  kind  friends  have  agreed  to  answer  for  my  house-rent, 
though  I  know  it  must  straiten  them  to  do  it  It  is  store-bills  that 
have  stood  some  time  that  trouble  me." 

Fs  it  not  a  blessed  opportunity  to  step  in  and  relieve  this  faithful  servant 
of  God,  now  almost  eighty  years  of  age? 

From  another,  who  has  served  more  than  fifty  years  in  the  gospel, 
very  poor,  aged,  afflicted  in  body,  and  with  a  sick  family,  comes  an  ac- 
knowledgment of  a  small  remittance: 

"Yours,  enclosing  $50,  received.  Thank  you  for  it,  and  for  your  sym- 
pathy with  it,  I  was  obliged  to  ask  a  loan  of  a  merchant  of  $100,  to 
meet  demands  that  were  urgent.  I  shall  pay  this  $50  in  part  for  said 
loan.  I  never  was  quite  so  pressed  as  now,  but  I  '  cast  this  care  on 
Him'  who  says  'He  careth  for  us.'"  If  our  readers  knew  the  worth  of 
this  aged  saint,  they  would  rejoice  to  minister  to  his  necessities,  and  so 
obtain  his  benediction. 
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HOW  WELL  SOME  BEAR  THE  REDUCTION. 

One  writes:  "The  cheek  was  duly  received.  If  I  understand  aright, 
this  is  all  I  am  to  expect  this  year.  I  am  grateful  and  heartily  thank 
you  for  this  amount,  and  although  necessities  rise  before  me  in  the 
future,  I  am  not  troubled,  for  I  know  that  my  Heavenly  Father  loves  me, 
and  He  will  provide." 

From  a  minister  we  have  this  receipt:  "My  sincere  thanks  are  most 
heartily  given  to  the  Board  for  this  favor.  Though  comparatively  small, 
yet  to  me,  just  at  this  time,  it  is  a  great  benefit.  /  hope  in  God  the  day 
is  dawning  when  old  and  worn-out  ministers  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
will  be  better  cared  for  than  heretofore,  or  even  at  present ." 

A  widow  expresses  herself  in  these  kind  words:  "Your  letter,  enclos- 
ing draft,  is  received,  and  I  hasten  to  acknowledge  it.  I  am  very  grate- 
ful to  the  Committee  for  it,  and  will  trust  the  rest  to  the  Father  who 
knows  all  my  wants.  But  when  I  think  of  the  aged  ones  who  depend 
so  greatly  upon  your  Fund,  and  will  sutfer  so  much  more  even  than  I 
and  mine  will  do,  my  heart  is  sore  for  such  unnecessary  trial.  May  the 
Head  of  the  Church  touch  the  hearts  of  His  members  to  place  in  your 
hamls  what  you  need,  for  I  know  well  that  it  is  a  great  trial  to  your- 
selves to  be  obliged  to  retrench  in  this  way." 

Another  widow,  besides  sending  receipt,  thankful  for  even  "  half  a  loaf," 
says:  " I  wish  in  few  words  to  express  my  gratitude  and  surprise  for 
this  unexpected  favor.  I  have  read  of  the  want  of  means  to  supply  the 
numerous  applications,  and  feared  that  there  would  be  nothing  for  me. 
But  Cod  has  been  better  to  me  than  my  fears.  I  have  nothing  to 
lean  upon  but  what  I  get  from  the  Fund — no  home  only  as  strangers 
give  me,  not  a  relative  to  whom  I  may  look  for  help,  my  age  over  sixty, 
poor  health — yet  God  takes  care  of  me,  and  blessed  be  his  name.  1  have 
no  words  to  express  my  gratitude  for  this  precious  favor,  and  with  my 
present  health,  can  get  along  nicely,  for  the  burden  is  gone  from  my 
heart." 


PROMPT  AND  LIBERAL  CONTRIBUTIONS  NEEDED  NOW. 

To  meet  the  demands  at  this  date  twenty  thousand  dollars  are 
required.  There  is  a  necessity  that  something  be  done  at  once.  Although 
the  grants  have  been  cut  down  one-half,  there  is  painful  and  alarming 
deficiency  in  the  supplies  contrasted  with  the  demand.  Surely  the 
Church  cannot  intend  to  diminish  her  gifts  because  the  Committee  has 
taken  this  method  to  pay  the  old  debt,  and  so  to  lessen  the  liabilities 
that  no  new  debt  may  be  incurred.  This  would  make  the  condition 
of  these  poor  ministers  and  widows  far  worse  than  before.  They  are 
suffering  at  this  time  from  destitution,  and  plead  with  us  to  send  them 
relief  without  delay.  If  the  cases  were  to  be  spread  out  in  detail,  it 
would  tire  your  patience  to  read  them,  though  the  brief  recitals  cannot 
!>•'  a  fair  exhibition  of  the  reality.  Pray  for  them,  sympathize  with 
them,  and  be  their  comforters  and  helpers  in  their  days  of  darkness,  and 
you  will  not  regret  what  you  do  for  Christ's  sake.  "If  thou  draw  out 
thy  soul  to  the  hungry  and  satisfy  the  afflicted  soul,  then  shall  thy  light 
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rise  in  obscurity  and  thy  darkness  be  as  the  noonday,  and  the  Lord  shall 
guide  thee  continually,  and  satisfy  thy  soul  in  drought  and  make  fat  thy 
bones;  and  thou  shalt  be  like  a  spring  of  water,  whose  waters  fail  not." 


GENERAL  ASSEMBLY'S  COMMITTEE  ON  FREEDMEN. 


PROVOKING  ONE  ANOTHER  TO  GOOD  WORKS. 

One  of  our  colored  missionaries  in  North  Carolina,  having  been  absent 
from  his  field  for  a  few  weeks,  on  his  return,  reporting  for  the  month, 
wrote  as  follows : 

"  On  the  third  Sabbath,  I  preached  to  my  people  here,  who  were  very 
much  pleased  'to  see  their  preacher  home  again.'  On  Sunday  last,  (the 
fourth  Sabbath,)  I  preached  at  G H three  times,  morning,  after- 
noon, and  at  night.  I  found  quite  an  interesting  revival  going  on  there. 
Several  had  been  converted,  and  at  once,  on  my  arrival,  united  with'the 
church.  Among  the  additions  were  a  daughter  fourteen  years  old,  and 
lier  mother,  about  forty  or  fifty  years  old.  The  scene  was  very  impres- 
sive ;  both  wept  for  joy. 

''Pardon  my  infringing  on  your  time  right  here.     I  feel  constrained  to 

tell  you  of  one  point  connected  with  this  revival  at  G H which, 

no  doubt,  you  will  be  pleased  to  know  of.  It  shows  that  our  Presby- 
teries here  can  exert  an  influence  for  good  as  well  as  some  in  other  places. 

"  L.  M ,  an  elder  of  G H church,  told  me,  last  Sunday, 

the  following  story,  and  regards  it  as  one  of  the  causes  of  the  revival. 

Says  he,  '  When  I  came  home  from  Presbytery,  which  met  in  L ,  last 

April,  I  first  told  our  people  that  we  must  all  go  to  work  and  pray  for  a 
revival.  I  have  been  to  Presbytery  twice,  and  every  time  I  go  I  hear 
from  other  churches,  that  revivals  have  been  among  them,  that  many 
have  united  with  the  churches,  and  I  am  not  able  to  say  that  anything 
has  been  done  in  ours;  I  am  ashamed  of  it.  We  must  go  to  work.  So 
we  went  to  work.  At  first,  only  a  few  came,  but  after  awhile  the  house 
was  crowded  whenever  we  had  prayer-meetings,  and  the  Lord  has 
blessed  us.'     To  which  I  could  say,  Amen!" 

Poor  old  Philis. — "Then  there  is  'poor  old  Philis'  bending  under 
the  weight  of  near  a  hundred  years,  who  walks,  or  rather  hobbles,  with 
the  aid  of  a  staff,  nearly  three  miles  to  the  Sabbath-school,  to  hear  about 
'de  bressed  Lord  Jesus.'  She  said  to  me  last  Sabbath,  with  tears 
streaming  down  her  black  face,  'Ise  gettin' home  by  long,  slow  journeys, 
I  is,  but  last  night  I  seed  de  pearly  gate  wide,  and  my  bressed  Lord 
say,  Come!  notting hinders  old  Philis  now.  Ah,  missus,  I  see  de  pretty 
angels  right  soon!  right  soon!'  The  manner  and  effect  of  her  words  are 
indescribable." 

"TIMES  OF  REFRESHING." 

A  teacher,  (colored,)  in  N.  C,  writes  as  follows: 

"I  am  highly  gratified  and  encouraged  in  being  able  to  report  to  you 
that  the  revival  among  us  here  is  not  confined  to  one  place,  but  there  is 
a  general  awakening  throughout  the  whole  county.     At  L ,  twenty- 
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five  have  professed;  many  others  are  seeking  Him  whom  they  once  hated 
and  rejected.  Eight  have  professed  here  to  have  found  favor  with  God, 
and  twent}^-one  are  seeking  the  Saviour's  face.  The  Lord  is  indeed 
making  bare  his  conquering  arm  here,  calling  sinners  from  the  path  of 
sin  to  a  higher  and  godly  life  in  Christ  Jesus.  There  has  been  a  spir- 
itual drought  in  this  country  for  three  or  four  years,  and  though  it  came 
unexpectedly,  the  need  of  a  pentecostal  shower  was  much  felt.  Oh !  let 
us  pray  for  a  continuance  of  the  same,  that,  where  sin  abounded,  grace 
may  much  more  abound." 


A  well-educated  colored  minister  who  has  recently  entered  upon  an 
important  field,  including  a  large  city  in  North  Carolina,  says : 

"  The  work  here"  [in  the  city,]  "is  prospering  admirably  in  all  of  its 
departments.  Meetings  are  well  attended,  and  a  good  degree  of  interest 
is  manifested.     All  are  quite  hopeful  for  the  future." 


A  faithful  minister,  (colored,)  in  South  Carolina,  writes: 

"  Glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  Master  seems  still  to  smile  upon  us 
here.  1st  P church. — The  ardor,  regularity  and  interest,  as  mani- 
fested by  the  members,  are  such  as  may  be  considered  highly  commenda- 
ble, and  very  encouraging.  The  church  is  growing  rapidly,  not  only  in 
numbers,  but  also  in  the  principles  and  spirit  of  Christianity.  I  have 
a  clever  set  of  officers,  and  am  giving  more  of  my  time  to  this  church. 
I  meet  with  the  elders  and  deacons,  with  the  candidates  for  membership, 
once  a  fortnight,  for  religious  instruction;  spend  an  hour  with  the  officers 
and  one  with  the  candidates,  instructing  from  the  Confession  of  Faith 
and  the  Catechism.  This  is  on  every  alternate  Wednesday  afternoon  at 
6  o'clock,  after  which  we  have  preaching. 

"We  are  all  aglow  about  erecting  a  house  of  worship,  and  are  strain- 
ing every  nerve  to  do  so.     We  are  about  to  purchase  a  tract  of  land,  and 

expect  soon  to  be  at  work.     Pray  for  our  success.     2d  P church  is 

also  in  a  flourishing  condition.  I  was  up  on  last  Sabbath  a  week  ago. 
Had  a  large  attendance,  with  the  enjoyment  of  a  good  time." 


"FORTY-FIVE  YEARS  A  SLAVE." 

Under  the  head  of  "  Elders'  Convention,"  in  Yadkin  Presbytery,  held 
at  Salisbury,  N.  C,  "A.  S.  B.,"  in  the  Christian  Freedman,  writes  as 
follows: 

"After  disposing  of  the  unfinished  business,  they  took  up  and  discussed 
with  great  interest,  '  The  subject  and  manner  of  preaching.'  On  this  im- 
portant subject  Rev.  W.  J.  Williams,  who  said,  '  I  have  been  forty-five 
years  a  slave,'  made  some  very  important  suggestions.  He  spoke  from 
experience.  He  urged  ministers  to  write  their  sermons,  and  said,  '  I  write 
all  my  sermons — did  from  the  beginning.  At  first  I  wrote  on  brown 
paper,  pasteboard,  backs  of  old  books,  and  old  women's  old  bonnets.  I 
can't  read  my  first  sermons  now ;  I  wrote  such  a  poor  hand,  nobody  else 
could  read  them.'  He  said:  'Never  take  big  texts;  never  take  little 
texts  ;  always  get  hold  of  the  text  and  explain  it ;  never  use  big  words  ; 
instead  of  felicity,  always  say  happiness.  Don't  be  afraid  of  getting 
your  pay.  Don't  be  afraid  to  preach  doctrine,  such  as  depravity  and  elec- 
tion. Always  preach  without  manuscript,  but  never  without  due  prepa- 
ration— don't  do  it.     Never  preach  what  you  don't  practice.' "

REVIVAL  OF  RELIGION. 

A  statesman,  whose  father  and  grandfather  were  celebrated  before 
him,  declared,  in  a  recent  address  at  a  College  Commencement,  that 
nothing  was  so  much  needed  as  a  thorough  revival  of  religion  through- 
out the  nation.  Any  one  looking  at  the  present  state  of  things  will  be 
impressed  with  its  truth.  The  worldly-mindedness  in  the  Christian 
public,  the  loose  ideas  of  morals  and  honesty,  the  rings  and  combinations 
to  corrupt  men,  and  especially  the  young,  "the  accursed  thirst  for  gold" 
and  "  haste  to  be  rich,"  the  boldness  and  prevalency  of  godlessness  and 
infidelity  in  their  thousand  forms,  the  wide  and  widening  pretensions 
and  exhorbitant  claims  of  the  Papacy,  the  untrustworthiness  in  persons 
in  places  of  power  and  trust,  the  formal  attendance  of  many  on  the 
church,  and  the  general  indifference  to  the  gospel,  with  a  thousand  other 
things  of  like  temper  and  tendency,  force  upon  the  thoughtful  observer 
the  need  of  a  powerful  revival  of  true  religion  throughout  the  land, — 
such  a  revival,  only  more  extensive,  as  at  the  opening  of  this  century 
saved  the  country  from  moral  ruin  and  desolation.  These  causes,  and 
others,  are  not  only  sapping  morality  and  religion,  but  are  undermining, 
and  will  eventually  destroy,  the  very  foundations  of  our  personal  and 
national  safety.  "  If  the  foundations  be  destroyed,  what  can  the  righteous 
do?"  In  view  of  dangers  so  great,  let  us  turn  to  God  as  one  man,  and 
with  Habbakuk  cry,  "  0  Lord,  revive  thy  work.  In  the  midst  of  the 
years,  make  known.  In  wrath  remember  mercy."  Warmed  by  the 
memory  of  his  loving  kindness  for  a  hundred  years  to  our  nation  and 
Church,  let  us  beseech  him  to  remember  mercy.  Our  land  must  be 
saved,  or,  humanly  speaking,  the  world  will  perish.  Religion  can  alone 
save  the  Church  and  the  land. 


CALLS  FOR  HELP. 

"  The  hard  Utiles"  and  other  visitations  are  scattering  the  people  into 
new  and  frontier  sections.  Their  cry  comes  to  the  Board  to  send  and 
support  missionaries  in  these  "new  settlements."     It  comes  from  Texas, 
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Arkansas,  the  Indian  country,  New  Mexico,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Colorado, 
Wyoming,  Dakotah,  Utah,  Arizona,  Nevada,  Montana,  Idaho,  California, 
Oregon,  Washington,  and  Alaska.  The  same  comes  from  the  older  yet 
still  trans-Mississippi  States  of  Missouri,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin, 
— from  destitutions  in  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  the  Carolinas,  Georgia, 
Florida,  West  Virginia,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  and  Michigan.  Then 
from  the  still  older  States  of  Virginia,  Maryland,  Delaware,  Pennsyl- 
vania, New  Jersey,  New  York,  and  many  places  in  New  England.  To 
all  these,  if  we  had  the  means,  men  ought  to  be  sent  in  answer  to  these 
Macedonian  calls.  Distant  Alaska  1  General  Howard  publicly  urges 
all  denominations  to  send  good  ministers  and  teachers  there  as  the  best 
means  to  preserve  the  public  peace  among  whites  and  Indians.  We 
allude  to  Alaska  in  corroboration  of  the  tidings  we  brought  and  the  tes- 
timony we  bore  to  the  churches  on  our  return,  four  years  ago,  from  the 
Rocky  Mountain  country  and  the  Pacific  coast.  Alas!  the  tidings  and 
testimony,  as  far  as  Alaska  is  concerned,  have  borne  but  little  fruit. 
These  vast  fields  whose  names  are  printed  above,  call  upon  our  minis- 
ters, elders,  and  people,  women  and  children,  to  do  more  than  ever  to 
bring  these  wide-spread  and  needy  people  to  Christ. 

These  lines  will  be  published  by  the  1st  of  September.  The  vacations, 
spent  for  rest  and  recreation  at  seaside,  or  springs,  or  mountains,  or 
beyond  the  ocean,  will  be  over.  Ministers,  elders,  members  and  chil- 
dren will  have  returned  home,  fresh  for  duty  and  work.  Much  will  have 
been  spent  on  self,  and  some  on  self  alone.  Remembering  Him  who 
came  down  from  heaven  not  to  be  ministered  to  but  to  minister — not  to 
please  himself,  but  to  suffer  and  die  for  men, — let  us  give  ourselves  and 
all  ours  to  him,  for  work  or  sacrifice.  More  than  twelve  hundred  of  his 
ministers,  with  their  wives  and  children,  laboring  under  the  care  of 
this  Board,  for  the  salvation  of  our  dear  country,  are  in  need  of  their 
promised  aid.  What  they  want  is  the  Church's  promised  help  for  over- 
due claims.  They  are  reaping  our  harvests;  let  not  their  cry  for  unre- 
quited toil  "enter  the  ear  of  the  God  of  Sabbaoth,"  lest  he  call  us  to  a 
reckoning:.

THE  DUTY  OF  MISSIONARIES. 

In  their  debts  and  troubles,  missionaries  are  apt  to  look  not  to  their 
congregations,  but  to  the  Board  for  relief,  although  heavy  burdens  of 
debt  oppress  its  treasury.  We  are  confident,  from  no  very  limited 
observation,  that  if  a  minister  would  kindly  present  to  the  people  the 
burdened  condition  of  the  Board,  with  a  frank  statement  of  his  own 
trials,  they  would  promptly  arise  to  his  relief.  Much  of  their  delay  and 
apparent  indifference  arise  from  ignorance  of  the  wants  and  necessities 
of  the  minister.  We  remember,  as  a  boy,  being  present  when  a  worthy 
minister  read  to  the  congregation  a  censure  passed  upon  him  by  the 
Presbytery  for  absence  from  its  meetings.  Having  read  it,  he  said: 
"My  dear  people,  you  will  naturally  expect  from  me  a  reason  for  absence 
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meriting  so  severe  a  censure."  Holding  up  his  arm,  exhibiting  a  hole  in 
the  elbow  of  his  threadbare  coat,  he  said,  "As  two  reasons  are  better 
than  one,  I  will  show  you  the  other  in  the  same  condition."  The  congre- 
gation felt  the  force  of  the  defence,  and  from  that  time  ceased  to  forget 
their  duty.  The  knowledge  of  trials  and  necessities  begets  sympathy; 
let  needy  ministers  furnish  the  knowledge  kindly  and  gently.  Let  it  be 
tried. 

CHILDREN'S  HELP. 

The  Board  is  sending  out  cards  to  call  the  attention  of  churches  and 
Sabbath-schools  to  the  need  of  the  evangelization  of  their  country.  What 
will  become  of  it  if  our  children  are  not  trained  to  love  and  pray  and 
give  for  its  redemption  to  Christ?  What  will  become  of  them,  and  of 
us  too,  in  less  than  a  generation,  unless  the  hostile  and  destructive  forces 
now  at  work  are  counteracted?  Recall  the  French  Revolution,  with  its 
bloodv  butcheries  and  wars,  and  destruction  of  countless  millions  of 
property,  because  her  children  "knew  not  God  and  obeyed  not  the  gos- 
pel of  his  Son."     May  we  be  wiser,  and  hence  happier  than  they.

OUR    CHINESE  WORK    ON    THE    COAST. 

S L ,  California, 

There  have  been  added  to  the  church,  since  last  report,  six  adults,  two 
by  certificate  and  four  by  profession,  the  latter  all  baptized,  also  an  infant. 
Of  the  four  joining,  three  were  from  our  Chinese  class,  who  are  now 
purposing  a  thorough  course  of  instruction  with  a  view  of  becoming 
assistant  teachers  and  missionaries  to  their  countrymen.  They  are  inde- 
fatigable and  successful  students,  and  after  a  long  and  critical  examina- 
tion, prove  to  be  intelligent  and  thoroughly  converted.  Their  walk  is 
consistent  amid  persecution.  Two  others  of  the  class  are  catechumens, 
and  if  the  three  months  probation  be  found  satisfactory,  they  will  be 
received  in  the  October  communion. 

Our  congregations  are  full,  with  increasing  interest.  Sabbath-school 
and  prayer-meeting  well  sustained.  Our  envelope  plan,  or  weekly  sys- 
tem, works  well,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  of  my  commission,  the  pros- 
pect is  there  will  be  near  $50  more  for  Board  of  Home  Missions.  One- 
half  of  all  so  raised  will  go  to  your  Board,  one-fourth  to  Foreign  Board, 
and  one-fourth  distributed  to  all  other  Boards. 
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GRATITUDE. 

As  this  will  be  my  last  report  to  the  Board,  I  must  say  that  my  recent 
experience  of  its  care,  as  well  as  my  experience  some  sixteen  years  ago, 
when  I  was  a  missionary  in  Indiana,  has  convinced  me  of  its  excellence, 
kindness  and  consideration  to  the  destitute  fields.  And  as  I  am  now  about 
to  take  a  self-sustaining  field,  I  expect  to  remember  it  as  it  has  remem- 
bered me  in  a  place  where  I  so  much  needed  help.  There  is  not  a  Board 
in  our  Church  that  I  think  claims  a  larger  share  of  contributions  and 
prayers  of  the  Church  than  the  Board  of  Home  Missions.  My  church 
would  have  sunk  in  despair  this  last  winter,  and  at  one  time  I  would 
have  been  compelled  to  leave  and  the  church  have  gone  down,  if  I  had 
not  encouraged  their  hearts  by  large  pulsations  beating  from  you.  They 
would  take  fresh  courage  and  start  afresh.  J.  N.  S. 


KANSAS,    TEXAS,    AND    THE    INDIAN     TERRITORY. LETTER     FROM    REV.    T. 

HILL,  D.D. 

McAlester,  Choctaw  Nation,  Indian  Territory. 

1  left  home  on  the  13th  inst,  went  to  Junction  City  and  attended  the 
meeting  of  Topeka  Presbytery,  came  down  to  Fort  Gibson  on  the  15th, 
and  attended  the  meeting  of  Neosho  Presbytery.  Preached  at  Muskogee, 
Sabbath,  have  been  down  to  Denison,  Texas,  and  am  now  waiting  here 
to  preach  on  Sabbath  and  arrange  to  organize  a  church. 

There  is  little  to  be  said  about  the  Topeka  Presbytery  ;  all  things 
move  on  much  in  the  usual  way.  There  are  a  few  places  calling  for 
organization,  but  no  new  men  will  be  needed,  at  present,  except  to  keep 
the  present  churches  filled. 

The  Neosho  Presbytery  is  in  need  of  a  few  men  at  once,  but  is,  in  the 
main,  in  a  good  condition.  The  brethren  are  united,  hopeful  and  earnest. 
Most  of  the  brethren  report  accessions  to  their  churches,  but  speak  of 
the  great  depression  of  business,  and  in  some  cases  of  great  want  among 
their  people. 

At  Muskogee,  in  this  Territory,  things  have  greatly  improved  within 
a  year.  They  have  a  very  neat  church-building,  and  an  organization 
made  two  weeks  ago  of  thirteen  members.  The  church  proper  here  is 
of  much  better  character  than  at  Fort  Gibson.  There  was  a  very  good 
congregation  Sabbath  morning,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  Brother  Elliott 
may  not  accomplish  much  good  there. 

This  place  where  I  am  now  writing  is  one  of  the  most  important  in 
the  Territory.  There  is  a  very  large  coal  mine  here;  a  stratum  five  feet 
th  ich — coal  of  very  excellent  quality.  This  has  been  leased  by  a  company 
from  the  Choctaw  Government,  and  is  now  operated  on  a  large  scale. 
There  are  about  five  hundred  white  men  here,  as  miners,  besides  the 
traders  and  their  families.  Near  this  place  both  lead  and  iron  are 
found,  and  it  looks  inevitable  that  a  manufacturing  village  must  come 
here,  Indian  or  no  Indian.  There  are  several  Presbyterians  here,  but 
no  preaching  of  any  description  whatever.  The  Sabbath  is  given  up 
to  base  ball  and  card  playing. 

At  Denison  I  met  Mr.  B ,  and  had  a  long  conference  with  regard  to 

Texas.  Denison  is  growing,  is  a  good  town,  and  there  should  be  a  first- 
class  man  there  at  once.     A  man  like  L could  bring  that  church  to 

self-support  in  one  year,  and  make  it  the  centre  of  operations  for  a  wide 
section  of  country.  North-western  Texas  is  a  mission  field  that  will 
yield  the  richest  harvest  if  cultivated  now.  A  steady  stream  of  emigra- 
tion is  pouring  into  it,  much  of  it  from  the  North.  There  should  be  at 
least  six  men  sent  there  at  once. 
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FLORIDA. 

New  Smyrna,  Florida. 

I  have  this  month  completed  two  years  of  labor  in  Eastern  Florida. 
In  reviewing  the  past,  I  am  led  to  inquire,  What  is  the  gain?  How 
does  the  present  compare  with  the  state  of  things  then  ?  In  mate- 
rial things  there  is  progress.  Population  has  increased,  houses  have 
been  built  and  repaired,  schools  have  been  established,  new  lands  have 
been  cleared,  and  orange  groves  have  been  planted.  In  the  means  of 
intercourse  by  land  and  around  by  the  sea,  with  Jacksonville  and  the 
North,  there  is  decided  improvement. 

The  social  condition  of  this  whole  region  is  much  improved,  compared 
with  what  it  was  two  years  ago.  Above,  and  more  than  all,  religion  is 
and  has  been  steadily  on  the  advance.  As  I  have  stated  before,  when  I 
first  came  into  this  region  there  was  not  a  school,  not  a  Bible  class,  not  a 
church,  nor  teacher,  nor  minister  of  Christ  of  any  denomination.  From 
that  time  to  this  a  Sabbath-school  has  been  regularly  kept  up  in  Smyrna, 
a  Bible  class  in  Daytona,  and  part  of  the  time  in  Fort  Orange.  In  the 
last  mentioned  place,  the  want  of  a  competent  teacher  has  been  the  great 
difficulty  since  Dr.  Nicholls  left.  More  recently,  there  is  decided  increase 
in  Sabbath  attendance  wherever  I  preach;  but  more  especially  in  Day- 
tona and  Port  Orange. 

If  the  inquiry  be  made,  In  what  respects  is  our  mission  of  greatest 
use?  I  would  specify,  First,  the  revival  of  the  Christian  life  in  professors 
of  the  several  denominations.  There  were  but  few  indeed,  but  those  few 
have  been  revived,  united  and  made  one. 

Secondly,  in  the  hopeful  conversion  of  a  number,  mostly  of  young  per- 
sons.    Of  these  I  hope  to  report  more  definitely  in  a  few  months. 

Thirdly,  in  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath  and  attendance  upon  sacred 
ordinances.  There  seemed  no  Sabbath  when  I  came  here ;  or,  if  there 
was  any,  it  was  noted  more  as  a  day  of  pleasure,  sailing,  fishing,  hunting, 
and  the  like.  The  lines  are  being  drawn  now,  and  although  there  is 
great  looseness  in  the  country  generally,  as  to  Sabbath  keeping  on  the 
part  of  many  there  is  decided  reform. 

It  may  be  said  literally  that  we  have  no  intemperance.  So  decided  is 
public  sentiment  on  the  subject  of  dram-drinking,  that  no  dealer  dares  to 
introduce  intoxicating  liquors  as  an  article  of  sale.  Our  church  edifice 
in  Smyrna  is  nearly  completed.  We  propose  to  erect  one  in  Daytona 
this  year.  A  new  colony  from  Connecticut,  my  own  native  State,  is  now 
in  the  process  of  forming  a  settlement  on  the  Halifax,  live  miles  north  of 
Daytona,  I  have  recently  returned  from  a  visit  in  that  direction.  They 
intend  to  build  a  church  and  a  school-house  there  soon. 

As  to  material  support  from  the  people,  we  cannot  report  much  in  the 
shape  of  money.  We  have  contributed  $15  for  Home  Missions.  But  in 
reality  the  few  that  constitute  New  Smyrna  have  done  more  than  their 
proportion  to  keep  up  this  mission.  Peter's  words  to  the  impotent  man 
might  find  their  illustration  in  what  the  few  have  done.  "  Silver  and 
gold  have  I  none,  but  such  as  I  have  give  I  thee."  Half  of  the  year. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  L furnished  us  board  at  their  own  table  ;  and  the  sum- 
mer past,  rent  of  rooms  free  of  cost,  we  keeping  our  own  table.  We 
have  the  happiest  clime  in  the  world ;  a  reviving  sun,  genial  beeezes  all 
the  year.  Here,  in  cold  December,  I  sit  by  my  window,  without  fire,  in 
my  shirt  sleeves,  writing  to  the  Board.  An  acre  of  orange  shrubs, 
planted  in  March,  waving  in  the  breeze  to-day,  green  as  the  emerald, 
closes  around  our  little  dwelling.  Across  the  way,  a  four  year  old  orange 
orchard,  now  golden  with  fruit.  Land  a  dollar  per  acre!  I  ask  myself 
often,  wThy  is  this  delightful  country  so  generally  neglected  and  waste.''

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SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

The  financial  statement  on  a  previous  page  shows  that  this  Department 
of  the  Home  Board  has  received  $8,410.26  less  in  the  past  four  months 
of  April,  May,  June,  and  July,  of  this  year,  than  in  the  same  period  last 
year.  It  gives  but  poor  promise  of  speedy  payment  of  the  long  overdue 
claims  of  needy  men.  The  Board  felt  pressed  by  the  wants  of  these  men 
to  borrow  $5,000,  which  pays  the  quarterage  ending  on  or  before  March 
ol.  Thus  the  claims  maturing  in  April,  May,  June,  July  and  August 
are  unprovided  for.  No  more  can  be  borrowed  in  these  dark  times, 
because  men  in  the  midst  of  such  great  financial  uncertainty  are  unwill- 
ing to  endorse  any  paper,  and  especially  such.  Indeed,  borrowing  is  not 
the  wise  way,  saying  nothing  else  about  it,  for  benevolent  bodies  to  carry 
on  their  affairs.  The  Church,  if  she  desires  to  employ  such  agencies, 
must  provide  the  means.  The  Board,  in  this  department,  as  in  Missions, 
can  do  no  more  than  enabled  by  the  benefactions  of  the  people  of  God. 

The  General  Assembly  has  ordered  this  Department  to  be  carried  on 
for  the  current  year  as  in  the  past,  but  the  means  must  be  furnished  to 
accomplish  the  end.  The  Board  has  been  struggling  under  the  vast  debt 
transferred  to  it  in  1874,  by  the  General  Assembly,  yet  trying,  at  the 
same  time,  to  carry  on  the  current  work  with  its  heavy  expense.  Let  it 
he  remembered,  also,  that  it  was  carried  on,  during  the  last  year,  with- 
out any  cost  to  it,  by  the  Board,  except  its  printing,  postage,  and  interest. 
Its  rent,  clerkship,  treasury,  and  entire  management  were  entirely  gra- 
tuitous. With  these  things  in  view,  may  we  not  earnestly  and  urgently 
call  upon  the  Church  to  provide  "  liberal  things"  for  this  branch  of 
evangelization. 


EARLY    HOPE    OF    SELF-SUPPORT. 

More  than  two  years  since,  I  commenced  my  labors  with  this  ancient 
church,  then  in  a  desolate  condition.  But  they  were  induced  by  the 
encouragement  given  them  by  the  Sustentation  Committee  to  settle  a 
pastor.  The  effort  they  had  to  make  to  raise  the  $500,  inspired  them 
with  new  life  ;  and  since,  the  Lord  has  blessed  us  beyond  our  most  san- 
guine expectations.  The  first  year  the  Sustentation  Committee  gave  us 
$500  ;  the  second  year  we  were  enabled  to  reduce  our  application  to 
$350,  and  this  year  to  $250,  which  application  was  granted  April  1st. 
The  first  appropriation  was  made  February  1st,  1872.  But  as  the  Pres- 
bytery with  which  we  are  connected  (the  Philadelphia  North)  meet  but 
twice  in  the  year,  October  and  April,  and  there  being  no  adjourned 
meeting  during  the  last  winter,  we  were  under  the  necessity  of  wait- 
ing until  the  1st  of  April  before  we  could  make  the  application  for  aid 
for  this  year  ;  and  as  the  Sustentation  Committee  do  not  antedate,  we 
lost  two  months  of  aid  for  this  year,  viz:  February  and  March,  but  the 
people  in  kindness  have  made  it  up. 

Our  people  are  in  moderate  circumstances, — no  people  of  wealth 
among  them.  But  in  the  estimation  of  those  acquainted  with  their  past 
history  and  present  circumstances,  they  have  the  last  two  years  made 
praiseworthy  efforts  and  sacrifices.  The  first  Sabbath  I  preached  to 
this  people  (a  pleasant  day),  I  had  fifteen  hearers.     Now  in  the  course 
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of  the  day  I  preach  to  several  hundred.  The  people  are  scattered  over 
a  large  territory.     We  have  service  in  the  morning  at  the  old  church,  in 

the  afternoon   at  the  new   chapel   we  have  built  at  S Station,  on 

the  Philad'a  and  Trenton  Railroad,  and  in  the  evening  either  at  H 

or  N ,  making  three  services  each  Sabbath,   and  a  ride  of  twelve 

miles. 

Our  people  have  raised  the  last  two  years,  for  salary,  for  building  a 
chapel,  and  repairing  the  old  church,  and  for  the  Boards,  $4,725 
more  than  they  raised  in  the  aggregate  the  ten  preceding  years.  Our 
places  of  worship  are  now  well  filled  with  attentive  hearers,  and  addi- 
tions have  been  made  to  the  church  nearly  every  communion  for  the  last 
two  years.  We  hope  we  shall  not  be  under  the  necessity  of  asking  aid 
more  than  one  year  after  the  present.  I  have  been  thus  minute,  suppos- 
ing you  to  be  unacquainted  with  our  circumstances,  and  knowing  that 
you  feel  a  deep  interest  in  those  churches  that  are  struggling  for  life  and 
growth. 

There  is  $89.50  due  on  the  fourth  quarter  of  last  year's  appropriation, 
ending  February  1st.  I  am  very  much  in  need  of  what  is  due,  and  will 
be  very  grateful  if  you  will  send  it  as  soon  as  convenient.  Yery  truly, 
yours/  M.  B.

Dear  Brethren — After  carefully  and  prayerfully  considering  the 
matter,  I  have  decided  to  make  you  this  proposition,  viz :  If  you  will  send 
me  the  balance  due  on  last  quarter  ($150)  immediately,  and  return  to  the 
congregation  the  $35  sent  to  the  Treasurer  at  the  time  this  year's  appli- 
cation was  made,  I  will  try  to  get  along  without  any  further  aid.  Last 
year's  experience  taught  me  and  my  wife  such  a  lesson  in  economy  that 
we  think,  with  what  I  can  do  in  the  way  of  supplying  some  outposts, 
we  can  get  along  and  feel  much  more  comfortable  than  waiting,  waiting, 
waiting  on  the  aid  of  Sustentation.  Our  patience  has  been  so  sorely 
tried,  that  we  will  be  greatly  rejoiced  if  you  will  release  us  from  the 
trial  of  waiting  on  the  still  slower  movements  of  the  Church  at  large 
another  year.

THE  TREASURY. 

The  receipts  of  the  summer,  thus  far,  are  inadequate  to  the  wants  of 
the  Board. 

After  paying  the  balance  of  the  May  appropriations,  we  have  been  as 
yet  only  able  to  pay  83,000  upon  our  $15,000  of  debt. 

It  is  exceedingly  important  that  this  debt  should  be  all  paid  and  the 
Board  be  supplied  with  $25,000  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  opening 
months  of  next  collegiate  year.

XOTES  OX  THE  MIXUTES. 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly,  just  published,  the  total  num- 
ber of  candidates  reported  by  the  Presbyteries  is  676.  As  486  of  these 
were  on  the  roll  of  this  Board,  it  shows  that  72  per  cent,  of  the  men  pre- 
paring for  the  ministry  are  of  those  important  classes  who  are  most 
needful  to  her  missionary  work,  and  will  be  largely  evangelists  in  the 
West,  the  South,  and  to  the  destitute  parts  of  the  Church. 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  serious  reflection  to  the  membership  of  the 
Church,  that  but  190  men  who  do  not  need  assistance,  from  its  families  in 
more  affluent  circumstances,  have  hearkened  to  the  calls  of  the  kingdom 
of  Christ  for  heralds  of  the  gospel. 

Of  the  32,059  persons  added  to  the  Church  on  examination,  if  one-half 
are  males,  and  one-half  of  these  between  the  ages  of  16  and  22,  there  are 
8,014  converts  of  suitable  years  and  sex  to  consider  the  claims  of  the 
ministerial  office.  About  200,  or  1  in  40  of  these  converts,  will  probably 
devote  themselves  to  it.     Is  this  enough  ? 

The  contributions  accredited  to  "Education"  are  $381,424.  Those 
acknowledged  to  most  of  the  other  Boards  approximate  their  actual  re- 
ceipts. But,  alas!  "Education"  in  the  Minutes  includes  funds  given  to 
endowments,  and  for  a  considerable  number  of  purposes.  The  men  to  be 
qualified  for  her  sacred  office,  the  vital  and  centra!  objects  of  concern  to  the 
Church,  received,  so  far  as  they  needed  her  aid,  but  $68,179.  A  heavy 
balance  of  debt  from  last  year  presses  upon  this  great  cause.  It  should 
be  instantly  removed,  and  means  supplied  for  the  calls  which  will  soon  be 
made  upon  its  treasury.  The  total  annual  gifts  of  money  to  all  the  ends 
of  the  Church,  $9,626,594,  of  which  between  seven  and  eightmillions  are 
for  salaries  and  congregational  purposes,  shows  how  quickly  and  easily  this 
could  be  done.  And  yet  these  gifts  are  much  beneath  the  Church's 
ability,  under  the  influence  of  the  Spirit  of  God  and  of  a  scriptural  sys- 
tem of  giving. 
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EDUCATION  COMMITTEES. 

The  summary  of  the  Professors'  Reports  for  the  four  quarters  of  the 
last  collegiate  year,  in  regard  to  all  the  candidates  under  the  Board's 
care,  has  been  sent  to  the  chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  of  each 
Presbytery. 

This  summary  is  not  to  be  the  ground  of  the  renewal  of  the  recommenda- 
tion, in  cases  where  it  is  needed;  but  only  an  aid  in  supplying  informa- 
tion. If  possible,  the  student  should  personally  attend  Presbytery  and 
be  examined;  or  his  suitableness  for  the  ministerial  calling,  and  progress 
in  preparation  for  it,  be  satisfactorily  ascertained,  by  either  the  Presby- 
tery or  its  Education  Committee.  If  he  cannot  be  present,  a  renewal 
should  not  be  granted  without  full  and  satisfactory  correspondence  with 
him. 

Xo  duty  of  a  Presbytery  is  more  important  than  the  acceptance  of  men 
who  offer  themselves  as  candidates  for  the  holy  office  of  the  ministry  of 
the  gospel.  It  should  be  performed  intelligently,  considerately  and 
prayerfully. 

The  blank  used  in  notifying  the  Board  of  a  recommendation  or  renewal 
should  be  such  as  are  now  furnished — not  an  old  and  superseded  one. 

Churches  which  have  not  contributed  to  the  work  of  Education  during 
the  year,  should  be  called  on  to  have  this  cause  presented  and  a  liberal 
collection  taken  for  it  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Information  calculated  to  warm  and  interest  the  churches  should  be 
communicated,  and  prayer  made  for  the  outpouring  of  God's  Spirit  and 
an  increase  of  laborers  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel  in  our  land  and 
throughout  the  world. 

CORRELATIVE  DUTIES. 

It  seems  but  yesterday  since  we  saw  the  devoted  Christian  women. 
who  had  been  roused  to  intensest  sympathy  by  the  awful  ravages  of 
intemperance,  engaged  in  that  crusade  of  prayer  and  effort  by  which 
they  hoped  to  sweep  this  curse  from  the  land. 

Why  has  its  merciful  career  been  arrested  ?  Partly  through  the 
neglect  of  those  correlative  duties  which  were  necessary  to  carry  it  tri- 
umphantly on.  Not  alone  must  the  door  of  the  drinking  place  be  closed, 
and  the  liquors  be  poured  into  the  streets.  The  want  of  the  drunkard 
must  be  supplied  by  something  satisfying  to  his  physical  and  mental 
natures.  He  must  be  furnished  with  a  refuge  from  temptation,  and 
means  to  elevate  himself  above  his  old  habits  and  associations,  by  open- 
ing for  him  the  door  to  new  and  beneficial  employments  of  body  and 
spirit.  If  Christians  shut  up  the  dramshop,  they  must  open  the  reading- 
room,  the  library,  the  lecture  hall;  they  must  interest  good  men  in  pro- 
viding mechanical  and  other  employments  for  those  who  are  reclaimed; 
they  must  engage  these  very  men  in  vigorous  efforts  to  rescue  and  uplift 
their  former  vicious  companions.  Their  families  must  be  the  objects  of 
the  same  care. 

In  like  manner,  restrictive  Sabbath  laws  imply  the  Christian  duty  of 
giving  church  accommodations,  profitable  instruction,  and  religious  privi- 
leges for  young  and  old,  to  all  classes  of  society. 

And  so  all  the  labors  to  prevent  or  restrain  wrong  virtually  pledge 
those  who  are  sincere  and  wise  to  plant  for  men  inducements  and  means 
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to  virtuous  and  useful  life.     Such  necessities  God  has  made  fundamental 
to  true  and  great  reformations. 

god's  wisdom  and  goodness  in  this  appointment. 

God  makes  nothing  in  vain.  God  does  nothing  in  vain.  Everything 
that  he  has  formed,  every  act  of  his  government,  implies  wise  and  benefi- 
cent purpose. 

He  embodies  in  every  different  form  of  life  capacities  of  improvement 
and  of  reproduction.  This  is  the  law  and  the  privilege  of  organized 
existence.  Everything  in  the  vegetable  world,  or  in  the  animal  world, 
conforms  to  these  ordinances  of  the  Great  Creator.  On  the  side  of  a 
barren  mountain  one  meets  with  the  tall,  naked,  bitter  brassica  from 
which  has  arisen  the  nutritious  and  massive  heads  of  our  cultivated  cab- 
bage. He  sees  in  packs,  in  Eastern  lands,  the  wild,  coarse  and  wolf-like 
dog,  which  has  become,  under  good  influences,  man's  most  intelligent 
and  faithful  household  friend.  How  infinite  the  possibilities  of  creatures 
formed  in  God's  own  image  ! 

These  capacities  in  intelligent  beings  involve  responsibility.  They 
must  improve.  They  must  increase  and  multiply,  and  replenish  the 
earth  with  the  celestial  gifts  of  their  Creator  to  them ;  and  every  one 
will  be  judged  according  to  the  good  or  bad  done. 

To  every  kind  of  gift  is  attached  a  correlative  duty.  God  gives  "to 
every  man  his  work."  The  natural  and  spiritual  capacities  which  qualify 
some  men  to  perform  some  manifest  parts  in  the  great  work  of  renovating 
this  sinful  and  sad  world,  and  filling  it  with  the  glorious  fruits  of  holi- 
ness, beauty,  peace,  purity  and  love,  have  their  equivalents  in  capacities 
wherewith  others  are  endowed  also  for  the  same  divine  end.  No  member 
of  the  body,  however  honorable,  can  say  to  any  other  member,  however 
apparently  insignificant  or  humble,  "I  have  no  need  of  thee."  Everyone 
has  some  useful  part  to  fulfill  in  the  regeneration  of  our  race.  Every  one 
who  is  faithful  to  his  part  shall  see  his  reward  here,  and  in  heavenly  and 
everlasting  honors  and  benefits  at  the  final  account. 

APPLICATION    TO    THE    SUPPORT    OF    THE    MINISTRY    OP    THE   GOSPEL   AND 

THOSE    PREPARING    FOR    IT. 

God  forms  some  men  to  glorify  him  in  the  office  of  the  ministry  of  the 
gospel.  They  are  endowed  by  him  with  natural  qualifications  for  it. 
They  are  called  by  him  from  the  womb.  His  Spirit  enriches  them  with 
his  chosen  gifts.  The  Church  points  them  out  as  persons  suitable  to 
perform  the  functions  of  this  highest  earthly  calling.  It  is  to  them  "the 
burden  of  the  Lord."  They  cry  out,  under  the  weight  of  its  responsi- 
bility and  necessity,  "Woe  is  me  if  I  preach  not  the  gospel!" 

This  is  plain  to  all  men.  Not  so  the  truth  that  God  has  formed  every 
one  for  his  glory;  or  the  truth  that  God  has  appointed  every  useful 
earthly  employment  of  believers,  so  that  "  whatsoever"  they  do,  they 
may,  and  indeed  must,  "do  all  to  the  glory  of  God." 

Oh  how  great,  how  important  is  this  truth !  How  important  to  teach, 
to  realize,  to  illustrate  before  Christ,  and  angels  and  men,  the  momentous 
truth,  that  the  faculties  and  powers,  and  all  the  means  of  exercising 
them,  which  God  bestows  upon  men  who  are  not  in  the  ministry,  he  has 
given  to  them  for  the  same  end  as  that  of  the  ministry,  namely,  the 
establishment  of  his  kingdom  and  dominion  in  all  the  earth !  Oh, 
how  mighty  and  rapid  the  conquests  of  that  kingdom  if,  while  a  due 
proportion  should  devote  themselves  to  preaching  Christ,  all  other 
believers  should  act  as  if  equally  called  to  devote  themselves  to  furnish 
those  preachers,  and  other  direct  laborers,  with  the  training,  the  main- 
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tenance,  and  the  facilities  in  their  task,  which  they  need  in  order  to  cast 
down  all  the  powers  of  superstition  and  sin,  and  make  him  Lord  of  all ! 

PRESENT    PRESSURE    UPON    THE    CHRISTIAN    PULPIT. 

Brethren  of  the  Christian  ministry!  The  teaching  of  these  infinitely 
momentous  principles,  upon  the  practice  of  which  now  hangs  so  much  of 
the  destinies  of  this  generation  of  dying  souls,  so  much  of  the  honor  of 
your  Redeemer  and  Lord,  so  much  of  the  success  of  this  Board  in  its 
efforts  to  raise  up  and  train  a  capable  ministry  of  his  gospel,  so  much  of 
that  of  all  the  Church's  instrumentalities  for  the  evangelization  of  the 
world,  now  chiefly  depends  on  you ! 

These  truths  are  not  new.  Neither  is  it  that  death,  and  heaven  or  hell, 
are  very  near.  Neither  is  it  that  souls  are  departing  as  swiftly  as  your 
pulse  beats.  Put  your  hand  on  your  wrist,  and  think  of  it.  And  you  or 
I  may  be  among  the  first  to  be  called  away,  and  the  account  of  our 
stewardship  demanded  of  us. 


BOARD  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Death  of  a  Missionary. — We  learn,  with  much  regret,  the  death  of 
George  B.  Danforth,  M.  D.,  at  Tripoli,  Syria,  on  the  9th  of  July,  after 
an  illness  of  between  two  and  three  weeks,  of  the  Syria  fever.  Dr. 
Danforth  was  in  the  twenty-ninth  year  of  his  age.  He  has  left  a  wife, 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  S.  H.  Calhoun,  and  two  children;  his  widowed 
mother  made  her  home  with  him.  Much  sympathy  will  be  felt  for  these 
bereaved  friends,  and  the  loss  of  his  labors  as  a  missionary  physician 
will  be  deeply  regretted. 

Missionaries  Embarked. — The  Rev.  Benjamin  Labaree,  Jr.,  and  his 
wife,  Miss  Mary  K.  Yanduzee,  of  the  North  church,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Miss 
Sarah  J.  Bassett,  of  the  Central  church,  Crawfordsville,  Ind.,  and  Miss 
Annie  E.  Poage,  of  the  La  Grange  church,  Mo.,  embarked  at  this  port 
on  the  Tth  of  August,  for  Persia, — Mr.  Labaree  and  his  wife  on  their 
return  to  that  field  of  labor. 

Added  to  the  Church. — In  Odanah,  Chippewa,  one  new  convert: 
in  San  Francisco,  one  new  convert,  in  addition  to  eight  admitted  lately ; 
in  Japan,  several  new  converts;  in  Bangkok,  three;  in  Lodiana  and 
vicinity,  three;  in  Corisco,  one  restored  after  ten  years' relapse;  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  one  received;  in  Sao  Paulo,  five,  and  in  Sorocaba,  four;  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Rio  Claro,  two;  in  Mexico,  at  a  second  place  of 
worship  which  has  been  opened,  and  at  several  places  in  the  interior,  new 
converts  reported. 

In  Mexico,  the  brethren,  both  in  the  capital  and  at  Zacatecas,  are 
still  able  to  speak  of  good  progress,  indeed,  in  some  cases,  of  quite  remarka- 
ble results.  In  one  place  the  three  principal  men  and  their  employes 
gathered  together  all  their  pictures  of  saints  and  their  images,  and  made 
a  bonfire  of  them.  A  church  was  formed  at  Chilpanzingo,  capital  of 
Guerrero,  the   Mexican   State    of  which  Acapulco   is   the  seaport,  and 
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another  of  forty-four  members  at  Platanillo  in  the  same  State.  Mr. 
Dias,  who  was  badly  wounded  in  the  Acapulco  Romanist  riot,  and  who 
is  now  the  President  of  the  State  Legislature,  but  whose  greater  privi- 
lege it  is  to  be  the  pastor-elect  of  the  Acapulco  church,  is  still  zealous 
and  useful  in  his  labors  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  He  and  other  native 
brethren  are  often  in  serious  peril,  through  the  efforts  of  the  priests  to 
excite  their  followers  to  deeds  of  violence.  We  trust  they  will  be  kept 
in  safety,  in  answer  to  many  prayers. 

In  Syria,  we  learn  that  the  cholera  at  Damascus  and  at  other 
places  still  nearer  our  missionary  stations,  has  caused  great  alarm  among 
the  inhabitants ;  it  may  seriously  hinder  for  a  time  some  parts  of  the 
work  of  the  missionaries.  It  delays  also,  for  a  few  weeks,  the  return  of 
a  missionary  family,  to  be  accompanied  by  two  ladies  under  appointment, 
.to  the  Syria  mission. 

Receipts  in  May,  June  and  July. — From  churches,  $39,557;  from 
individual  donors,  $2,690;  from  legacies,  $7,822— in  all,  $50,070.  Last 
year  the  receipts  in  these  months  were  $49,762.  From  churches  and 
individual  donors— last  year,  $39,826;  this  year,  $42,247.

The  Foreign  Missionary  is  sent  free  of  charge,  for  one  year,  to  each 
Life  Member,  and  to  each  donor  of  $10  it  is  sent  free,  in  each  case  when 
the  desire  to  receive  it  is  signified.  The  Record  is  sent  free  to  ministers, 
as  is  also  the  Foreign  Missionary. 


IS  THERE  A  FALLING  OFF? 

In  1870,  the  number  of  communicants  in  the  late  Old  School  part  of 
the  Church  was  242,177;  and  their  donations  to  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  were  $211,665,  or  87  cents  for  each  communicant  on  an  average. 
This  sum  includes  all  that  was  given  by  the  living  members  of  the  body 
— church  collections,  individual  donations,  Sabbath-school  gifts,  &c,  but 
not  legacies,  Bible  and  Tract  Society  grants,  nor  interest  on  investments. 
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The  amount  given  in  1810  to  Foreign  Missions  by  the  late  New  School 
part  of  the  Church  was  probably  not  less,  perhaps  more,  than  87  cents  per 
member;  but  this  cannot  be  readily  ascertained,  as  the  American 
Board's  acknowledgments  of  receipts  were  classified  geographically, 
not  according  to  denomination. 

In  1875,  the  number  of  communicants  reported  is  506,034;  and  their 
donations  to  the  Board  were  $396,636,  or  78^  cents  to  each  on  an  aver- 
age. This  sum  includes  the  gifts  of  the  Women's  Boards  as  well  as  the 
others  specified  above,  but  not  legacies,  &c.  This  shows  a  falling  off 
relatively  of  8f  cents  per  member,  or  about  one-tenth  of  the  whole. 

Again,  in  1872  the  number  of  churches  contributing  to  the  Board  was 
3,027;  in  1873  it  was  2,962;  in  1874,  2,838;  in  1875,  2,746,  or  281  less 
than  in  1872.  The  year  1872  is  taken  as  the  first  in  this  series,  because 
the  whole  Church  was  then  fully  represented  in  its  missions  and  collec- 
tions. 

These  figures  do  not  tell  an  encouraging  story.  They  show  that  a  large 
number  of  our  4,999  churches  are  non-contributing;  we  suppose  that 
some  of  these  ought  to  be  reported  as  having  sent  forward  their  gifts 
through  the  Sabbath-schools  or  the  Women's  Boards;  some  of  them  have 
but  a  nominal  existence ;  but  still  it  is  afflicting  to  see  so  large  a  number 
not  embraced  in  these  returns.  We  do  not  overlook  the  influence  of  the 
times  through  which  we  are  passing  on  the  gifts  of  Christian  people;  on 
the  contrary,  we  can  well  believe  that  the  returns  of  last  year  indicate  a 
really  deeper  interest  in  this  cause  than  those  of  1870,  requiring  greater 
self-denial,  and  showing  greater  liberality.  How  well  we  know,  too, 
that  very  many  of  our  church-members  are  making  noble  gifts  to  this 
work,  giving  all  that  they  can,  sometimes,  we  are  ready  to  think,  more 
than  they  ought  to  give ;  but  it  is  not  for  any  man  to  say  so.  Surely 
they  shall  not  lose  the  Saviour's  blessing,  and  many  shall  rise  up  and 
call  them  blessed  from  many  now  dark  lands. 

We  come  back  to  these  returns  to  ask,  What  can  be  done  ?  Well,  the 
last  thing  to  be  done  is  to  give  up  any  of  the  missions.  They  are  the 
children  of  the  Church  ;  a  family  in  straitened  means  would  not  think  of 
parting  with  son  or  daughter,  but  would  turn  to  the  best  account  all  its 
resources,  recast  its  way  of  living,  put  forth  strenuous  efforts,  and 
hope  for  better  days.  The  pecuniary  pressure  of  these  years  has  already 
led  both  the  Board  and  the  missionaries  to  study  careful  expenditure, 
and  it  may  lead  to  further  changes  ;  but  no  purpose  of  withdrawing  from 
any  field  in  the  great  work  can  be  at  all  entertained.  Neither  can  we  de- 
spair of  receiving  a  larger  income  for  the  support  of  these  missions.  We 
may  have  relied  too  much  on  the  largeness  of  our  Church  ;  we  may  have 
made  too  little  of  patient  instruction  and  of  systematic  giving;  we  may 
have  been  mistaken  in  some  of  our  methods  ;  let  earnest  and  discriminat- 
ing thought  be  given  to  everything  that  concerns  this  cause :  but  in  the 
end,  and  all  the  time,  let  us  not  doubt  as  to  one  thing — our  beloved 
Church  will  go  forward  in  this  cause.     Give  two  things  to  all  qui*  con- 
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gregations,  both  accompanied  by  prayer,  the  greatest  of  all — first,  infor. 
mation  about  the.-e  missions,  and  second,  the  opportunity  of  contributing 
to  their  support.  It  is  iu  the  power  of  our  church  sessions,  it  is  in  the 
influence  of  our  ministers,  to  secure  these  two  things. 

And  then  what  will  follow?  We  cannot  doubt  that  larger  means 
would  be  soon  consecrated  to  this  cause.  The  average  gifts  above  stated 
cannot  be  the  measure  either  of  the  ability  or  the  willingness  of  our  peo- 
ple to  support  such  a  work  as  this.  We  see  that  in  the  life-time  of  men 
now  living,  great  fields  of  Christian  labor  have  been  opened  to  the 
Church — in  Africa,  India,  Siam.  China,  Japan,  not  to  speak  of  countries 
and  tribes  still  nearer,  Brazil,  Mexico,  etc.  We  see  that  these  missions 
connect  us  closely  with  many  unevangelized  millions  of  our  fellow  men. 
We  count  it  a  great  privilege  that  we  are  members  of  a  Church  wi 
glory  it  is  to  spread  the  gospel  in  the  world;  and  we  see  in  the  history 
and  present  condition  of  these  missions  abundant  evidence  that  the  hand 
of  God  is  pointing  us  to  our  work.  Can  we  be  too  grateful  that  we  are 
herein  allowed  to  be  co-workers  with  our  Saviour? 


GROWING  WORK  AMONG  THE  CHINESE  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

Nine  new  members  were  lately  received  by  the  church  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  schools  are  crowded,  the  rooms  being  too  strait  for  the  youth 
who  wish  to  attend  as  scholars.  The  work  for  Chinese  women  is  well 
beorun,  and  a  home  for  them  will  be  a  blessing  to  manv.  Chinese  col- 
porteurs  and  evangelizing  converts  are  employed  to  some  extent.  Visits 
are  made  by  missionaries  to  places  in  the  interior  where  Chinamen  are 
found,  and  schools  are  opened  in  some  towus.  while  Sabbath-schools  for 
Chinese  scholars  are  held  by  an  increasing  number  of  our  churches. 
Our  esteemed  missionaries,  Dr.  Loomis  and  Mr.  Condit,  are  often  con- 
sulted and  called  into  service  for  work  in  the  interior,  enjoying,  as  they 
deservedly  do.  the  confidence  and  the  sympathy  of  their  brethren  in  the 
ministry.  We  have  long  believed  that  this  mission  is  far  the  foremost 
agency  for  good  to  the  Chinese.  It  needs  enlargement  in  some  respects. 
Means  to  defray  the  expense  of  employing  more  native  laborers  should 
be  provided :  every  well-qualified  convert  should  be  set  at  work  among 
his  own  people.  Means  to  meet  the  expense.-  of  visiting  the  Chii 
inland,  and  for  superintending  carefully  the  native  evangelists,  should 
also  be  furnished.  But  especially  should  the  mission  premises  in  San 
Francisco  be  enlarged.  The  house  is  quite  too  small  for  the  work  now  in 
progress.  We  do  not  object  to  its  plainness:  this  is  no  drawback  to  its 
use  in  Chinese  eyes.  Nor  do  our  mission  families  object  to  living  in  it, 
though  its  neighborhood  is  by  do  means  attractive:  but  it  affords  apart- 
ments for  only  one  family,  and  more  room  is  needed  in  it  for  Chinese 
services.  The  Board  has  long  desired  to  enlarge  it.  but  the  adjoining 
ground  could  not  be  obtained  until  recently;  now  it  seems  to  be  practi- 
cable to  buy  it,  if  only  the  funds  for  the  purpose  and  for  putting  up  an 
additional  building  could  be  secured.     Dr.  Loomis  and  his  wife  are,  at 
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present,  in  this  part  of  the  country  for  rest  and  health, — address  care  of 
23  Centre  St., — and  he  would  be  glad  to  give  practical  information  to 
any  of  our  friends  in  regard  to  this  subject. 


A  DAKOTA  ELDER. 

BY  REV.  T.  S.  WILLIAMSON,  M.D. 

This  good  man,  called  Sacred  Nest,  departed  this  life  May  18th,  1875, 
at  Ascension,  Sissiton  Reservation,  D.  T.  A  brief  notice  of  him  may 
be  useful,  as  his  life  illustrates  the  power  of  Divine  grace,  and  shows 
that  a  gentle,  kind,  and  amiable  disposition  is  found  among  red  men  as 
well  as  white  men.  When  I  first  saw  him  at  Lacqui  Parle,  forty  years 
ago,  he  was  apparently  about  sixteen  years  old,  the  eldest  of  half  a 
dozen  children.  When,  not  long  after,  we  started  the  first  school  for 
teaching  the  Dakota  language,  he  and  some  of  his  brothers  attended,  and 
were  among  the  first  who  learned  to  read  and  write  it.  Most  of  the 
men  forbid  their  children  attending  school,  but  his  father  was  dead,  and 
his  people  did  not  recognize  that  a  woman  had  any  right  to  control  a 
boy  over  ten  years  old,  so  he  could  do  as  he  pleased.  He  was  naturally 
of  a  gentle,  amiable  disposition,  but  we  thought  him  fickle.  At  times, 
he  listened  to  the  gospel,  and  seemed  almost  persuaded  to  be  a  Christian, 
and  then  joined  in  heathen  rites.  But  I  never  heard  him  charged  with 
the  gross  vices  common  among  the  heathen.  When  his  wife's  brothers 
and  his  own  were  engaged  in  deadly  strife,  he  gave  no  offence  to  either, 
though  he  sometimes  fled  because  his  life  was  in  danger.  In  the  sum- 
mer of  1858  or  1859,  a  white  man  became  crazy  near  Saint  Peter,  and 
imagining  himself  under  military  orders  to  go  to  the  North-west,  wan- 
dered up  the  Minnesota*  river,  eating  such  food  as  was  given  him  by 
whites  or  Indians,  but  recusing  to  sleep  in  house  or  tent,  and  carrying 
with  him  neither  bed  nor  blanket.  We  had  not  seen  nor  heard  of  him 
for  a  long  time,  when  one  evening  Sacred  Nest  brought  him  to  my 
house,  much  emaciated.  While  hunting,  he  had  found  him  in  a  plum 
thicket,  thirty  or  forty  miles  away,  where  the  Indians  supposed  he  had 
subsisted  for  weeks  on  the  plums,  which  were  then  rotten.  After  giv- 
ing him  the  best  food  he  had,  he  put  him  on  his  own  horse,  and  walking 
himself,  brought  him  to  my  house.  If  Sacred  Nest  ever  received  any 
reward  for  this,  I  am  ignorant  of  it.  The  crazy  man.  whose  name  I  can- 
not now  recollect,  was  so  weak  that  he  was  content  to  remain  with  us 
some  days,  when  the  Indian  agent,  J.  R.  Brown,  who  was  about  sending 
some  teams  for  supplies,  took  charge  of  him,  and  sent  him  to  Saint  Paul. 
Thence  he  was  sent  to  Ohio  where  he  had  friends,  who  sent  him  to  the 
Insane  Asylum,  where  he  recovered  his  reason. 

The  church  and  nearly  all  the  Christians  had  left  Lacqui  Parle,  but 
Sacred  Nest  still  had  his  home  in  that  neighborhood,  and  through  the 
influence  of  A.  W.  Huggins,  who  was  teaching  there,  at  length  deter- 
mined to  be  a  Christian,  and  February  16th,  1862,  was  baptized  by  the 
name  of  Reuben. 

When  the  war  began,  in  the  August  following,  he  and  most  of  his 
relatives  were  at  a  distance  hunting  buffalo.  When  he  returned  and 
found  his  friend  Huggins  had  been  murdered,  he  was  much  distressed, 
and  did  what  he  could  to  make  his  widow  and  children  comfortable. 
She,  not  long  after  this,  went  to  Walking  Spirit,  the  chief  man  of  the 
neighborhood,  an  uncle  of  Reuben's.  When  Walking  Spirit  learned  that 
Colonel  Sibley's  army  had  passed  Fort  Ridgely,  he  informed  Mrs.  1L, 
that  he  was  afraid  to  remain  longer  where  they  were,  and  had  deter- 
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mined  to  flee  to  the  British  on  Reel  river.  The  journey  was  long,  and 
they  would  often  be  very  hungry  and  very  weary  ;  she  might  go  or  not, 
just  as  she  pleased.  He  had  a  yoke  of  oxen  and  wagon.  If  she  chose 
to  go,  she  and  her  children  might  ride,  though  himself  and  wife  and 
children  and  grandchildren  all  walked.  She  chose  to  go  ;  Reuben  and 
his  wife  accompanied  them,  and  whenever  they  got  such  food  as  Mrs. 
H.  or  the  children  could  eat,  gave  it  to  them.  But  the  party  were  not 
only  destitute  of  tea,  and  coffee,  and  sugar,  and  milk,  but  of  salt,  and 
bread,  or  anything  of  which  to  make  it,  and  scarce  of  ammunition,  and 
consequently  of  meat.  They  had  been  journeying  North  for  a  week  or 
two,  (Mrs.  H.  was  too  unwell  to  count  the  days,)  when  several  young 
Indians,  whom  Colonel  Sibley  had  sent  from  Camp  Release  to  bring 
Mrs.  II.  and  her  children  back,  overtook  them.  They  had  been  sent  in 
such  haste  that  they  brought  no  vehicle  for  her,  and  sick  as  she  was,  she 
could  not  ride  an  Indian  saddle  and  pony.  Reuben  seeing  the  difficulty, 
said  Mrs.  Huggins  should  not  suffer  for  what  he  had,  and  taking  what 
of  earthly  store  he  had  brought  so  far  from  his  one  horse  wagon,  deposited 
it  on  the  prairie,  and  putting  Mrs.  H.  and  the  children  in  it,  told  the 
young  men  to  take  it,  And  lest  the  young  men  might  not  take  proper 
care  of  her,  he  and  Walking  Spirit  returned  with  her  to  Camp  Release. 

To  give  further  details,  however  interesting,  would  make  this  article 
too  long.  For  eleven  years  he  was  a  ruling  elder  in  the  church,  and 
well  acquitted  himself  as  such.  He  was  a  very  consistent  Christian  ; 
humble,  gentle,  speaking  evil  of  no  one,  and  patient  in  afflictions,  of 
which  he  had  a  large  share,  he  rests  with  the  Saviour  he  loved.  To 
Jesus  be  all  the  glory. 

IS  HINDUISM  UNCHANGEABLE? 

BY    REV.    JOSEPH    WARREN,    D.D.,    GWALIOR,    INDIA. 

Formerly  it  was  very  extensively  believed  that  Hinduism  had  been, 
for  untold  ages,  just  what  it  now  is;  and  the  argument  was  brought  for- 
ward, that  it  was  folly  for  us  to  think  that  a  system  would  ever  be  sub- 
verted, which  had  withstood  the  shocks  of  time  so  long.  The  studies  of 
more  recent  scholars,  however,  have  rendered  it  certain  that  there  has 
been  no  less  change  in  Hinduism  than  in  any  other  system  of  religion  or 
philosophy.  To  illustrate  this  statement,  I  send  you  an  extract  from  a 
book  lately  written  by  a  Hindu,  and  published  in  Calcutta.  The  design 
of  the  book  is  to  give  the  history  of  Orissa  as  illustrated  by  its  temples 
and  other  monumental  remains.  The  extract  sufficiently  explains  itself; 
and  I  need  only  say,  that  it  appears  that  two  great  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  religion  of  the  Hindus — the  first,  the  revolution,  by  which 
Buddhism  nearly  displaced  the  old  Yedic  worship;  the  second,  the  con- 
version of  the  mass  of  the  people  to  Brahmanism.  Beside  these  great 
changes,  there  have  been  various  minor  ones,  by  which  rival  gods,  sys- 
tems and  sects  have  become  amalgamated,  and  the  present  monstrous 
system  produced. 

"The  fact  is,  that  even  as  Buddhism  rose  mainly  by  working  on^the 
religious  sentiment  of  the  people,  so  did  modern  Hinduism.  At  a  time 
when  the  rituals  of  the  Yedic  worship  deluged  the  country  with  the 
blood  of  thousands  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  name  of  God,  the  uni- 
versal benevolence  of  Sakya  appealed  to  the  feeling  of  the  people  with  a 
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force  and  directness  of  purpose  which  proved  irresistible.  Xo  man,  who 
had  seen  a  dozen  heads  of  cattle  killed  by  spikes  driven  into  their  chests, 
the  usual  mode  of  sacrifice  at  the  time,  could  for  a  moment  deny  the 
superiority  of  a  religion  which  preached  mercy  for  all  created  beings, 
and  absolutely  prohibited  slaughter  of  every  kind.  But  the  Brahmins 
were  not  slow  in  perceiving  their  weak  points;  they  soon  dropped  the 
sacrifices  of  the  Yedas;  inculcated  universal  love  and  kindness,  even  in 
the  very  words  of  their  rivals ;  and  adopted  a  system  of  anthropomorphic 
theology  which  completely  restored  to  them  their  hold  on  the  mind  of 
the  masses.  The  theory  of  a  gradual  intellectual  perfection,  which 
formed  the  corner-stone  of  Buddhist  philosophy,  could  not  stand  against 
a  man-god  endowed  with  supernatural  attributes,  and  ever  ready  to 
attend  to  the  call  of  his  devotees;  and  faith  and  devotion  offered  to  illit- 
erate people  far  easier  means  of  attaining  salvation,  than  the  cultivation 
of  the  intellectual  powers  to  a  high  theoretical  standard.  The  Brahmins 
went  farther;  thev  exalted  the  author  of  Buddhism  bv  calling  him  an 
incarnation  of  the  divinity;  and,  instead  of  exciting  antagonism,  gradu- 
ally won  the  Buddhists  over  to  their  way  of  thinking  by  explaining  away 
their  theology  and  their  philosophy.  Generally  speaking,  their  policy 
was  not  to  excite  an  odium  fheologicum,  but  to  enlist  the  sympathy  of 
the  people  in  behalf  of  their  creed  by  advancing  half  way,  and  agreeing 
to  a  compromise.  They  admitted  the  sanctity  of  the  shrines  and  holy 
places  of  the  followers  of  Buddha,  adopted  their  customs  and  religious 
observances  to  a  large  extent,  and  preached  in  the  language  of  their 
teachers ;  but  all  in  a  manner  so  as  completely  to  undermine  their  system, 
and  transform  it  into  a  different  religion. 

"Where  it  was  impossible  to  appropriate  a  Buddhist  temple  to  Hindu 
worship,  rival  temples  were  erected  in  its  close  neighborhood,  and  ser- 
vices and  ceremonials  were  so  moulded  and  adapted  as  to  leave  nothing 
to  the  former  to  maintain  its  pre-eminence  in  the  estimation  of  the  people. 
The  Hindu  temples  of  Orissa  and  their  superior  sanctity  are  evidently 
due  to  this  policy,  for  it  is  from  the  seventh  century  that  we  find  the 
province  noticed  in  Hindu  writings,  not  as  the  abode  of  outcasts  and 
barbarians,  as  the  Mahabharata  made  it,  but  as  the  chosen  home  of  the 
god-.  The  Puranas,  which  underwent  an  extensive  system  of  tampering 
and  interpolation,  and  were  brought  to  their  present  shape  between  the 
fifth  and  the  tenth  centuries,  bear  evidence  on  this  head;"  [which  the 
author  sustains  by  citing  passages  from  Hindu  sacred  writings.] 
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THE  VOICE  OF  THE  ELDERS. 

At  the  last  Assembly,  the  Ruling  Elders  met  in  council,  and  before 
adjourning  appointed  a  committee  to  call  upon  the  Eldership  at  large  to 
magnify  and  illustrate  in  practice  an  office  so  high  in  its  ideal.  That 
Committee  has  sent  forth  an  address  of  which  we  can  give  only  a  portion, 
but  this  portion  we  commend  to  the  close  study  of  our  elders.     It  says: 

The  Council  of  Elders,  attending  the  General  Assembly  of  our  Church 
in  this  city,  present,  through  their  Committee,  for  your  careful  study, 
consideration  and  prayer,  this  letter,  after  its  public  ratification.  Would 
that  they  could  convey  to  you  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  of  their  various 
meetings.     That,  though  very  desirable,  they  cannot  do.     With   their 
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two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  voices  they  entreat  your  aid  in  extending 
to  our  Sessions  and  Churches  increased  knowledge  of  the  privileges  and 
duties  of  each  and  all,  as  connected  with  the  various  topics  suggested 
and  discussed  in  their  meetings.  The  discussions  clearly  showed  the 
deep  and  pervading  interest  and  desires  of  those  present,  for  united, 
intelligent,  and  multiplied  effort  for  the  growth  of  vital  godliness  through 
our  entire  membership,  as  well  as  for  denominational  unity  and  benevo- 
lence. The  Committee  only  name  the  subjects  proposed,  with  the  sugges- 
tion and  hope  that  they  may  be  taken  up  and  utilized  by  Sessions  and 
Presbyteries. 

1.  What  shall  we  do  for  the  development  and  culture  of  Christian  life 
in  the  members  of  our  Church,  especially  in  those  who  unite  with  us  on 
profession  of  faith  ? 

2.  What  are  the  needs  and  value  of  information  to  our  Church,  and  its 
work,  and  how  shall  it  be  supplied? 

3.  What  plans  for  Systematic  Benevolence  have  proven  the  most  useful 
and  successful? 

4.  The  relation  and  duties  of  the  Eldership  to  lay  evangelization? 

5.  The  importance  to  our  Church  of  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of, 
and  sympathy  with,  her  Polity,  Doctrines,  and  Agencies. 

6.  The  special  duties  of  Elders  to  Presbytery,  Synod,  and  Assembly. 
*.  Our  peculiar  relation,  privilege,  and  authority  toward  and  over  our 

Sabbath-schools. 

8.  How  shall  our  Sabbath-schools  be  increased  in  efficiency? 

9.  What  duty  have  we  in  securing  students  for  the  Gospel  Ministry? 

10.  How  shall  our  entire  Eldership  be  made  more  effective? 

11.  How  can  we  increase  individual  interest  in  Public  Worship? 

12.  Are  we  not  (as  a  Church,)  neglecting  the  adults  in  our  work  for 
the  children? 

13.  Special  privilege,  honor,  and  authority  of  the  Eldership. 

The  first  five  of  these  topics  were  considered  in  five  several  meetings 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named. 

Under  the  first  topic:  necessity  of  thorough  familiarity  with  the  Bible; 
Christian  example  of  the  Elders;  cultivation  of  social  intercourse;  care- 
fully looking  after,  and  engaging  in  Christian  work  and  in  Bible  study, 
those  who  unite  with  the  Church;  the  encouragement  of  young  people's 
meetings ;  the  assignment  of  certain  members  to  the  care  of  each  Elder, 
or  other  church  member. 

Under,  the  second  topic :  the  general  distribution  of  the  publications 
of  our  Board;  Sunday-school  libraries,  Lesson  Leaves,  Presbyterian  at 
Work,  The  Sabbath-school  Visitor,  The  Sunbeam,  and  other  papers; 
Foreign  Missionary;  the  Home  and  Foreign  Record;  the  circulation 
throughout  our  entire  Church  of  some  one  of  our  denominational  papers, 
that  our  people  may  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  work  and  wants 
of  our  Church  Boards  at  home  and  abroad.  An  illustration :  In  one  of 
our  Presbyteries,  an  Elder,  at  his  own  risk,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
committee  of  Presbytery,  selected  a  young  Christian  man,  and  promised 
him  a  suitable  salary  and  his  expenses,  to  act  as  colporteur  (now  called 
missionary)  for  the  Presbytery,  embracing  three  counties,  not  a  large  or 
wealth}1-  Presbytery.  The  Elder  frequently  advised  the  young  man, 
each  pastor  recommended  him  and  his  work  from  the  pulpit,  and  in  less 
than  six  months,  he  sold  over  $1,400  worth  of  strictly  religious  books, 
almost  entirely  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  and  secured,  as  a  prominent 
part  of  his  work,  ninety  subscribers  for  a  denominational  paper,  which 
goes  weekly  to  as  many  families.     His  entire  expenses  and  salary  were

paid  by  the  commission  given  by  the  Board  and  the  publishers  of  the 
paper :  the  whole  work  not  costing  the  Board,  Presbytery,  or  Elder  one 
dollar.  The  colporteur  exerted  a  good  influence  in  the  churches  and 
Sunday-schools,  and  on  completing  his  work  commenced  preparing  for 
the  gospel  ministry.  Could  not  this  be  done  in  most  of  our  Presby- 
teries? Xo  doubt  of  it.  Let  some  Elder  or  Elders  in  each  Presbytery 
at  once  undertake  this,  obtaining  a  regular  commission  for  the  laborer 
from  the  Board,  through  the  Presbytery  or  its  Presbyterial  Committee 
on  Publication,  making  the  introduction  of  some  weekly  denominational 
paper  approved  by  the  Presbytery  a  special  part  of  the  work. 

Under  the  third  topic,  "plan  of benevolence :"  monthly  collections  by 
envelopes  furnished  each  communicant  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  ; 
weekly  Sabbath  morning  offerings  as  an  act  of  worship  in  the  house  of 
God ;  weekly  collections  by  envelopes ;  monthly  collections  on  the  pres- 
entation of  the  wants  of  some  one  of  the  Boards,  were  among  the  plans 
named.  The  preponderance  of  value,  we  think,  is  in  the  weekly  offerings, 
consecrated  by  prayer  as  an  act  of  worship,  each  person  settling  with  his 
Lord  and  Master  the  measure  of  his  duty.     &c,  &c. 

Our  readers  can  profitably  take  up  the  several  topics  for  private  con- 
sideration, and,  if  members  of  Session,  for  sessional  discussion. 
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Churches  desiring  aid  from  this  Board  in  erecting  houses  of  worship, 
should  make  their  application  directly  to  the  Board,  through  its  execu- 
tive officer,  and  not  by  some  circuitous  route,  with  the  hope  of  gaining 
outside  influence.  These  applications  must  come  through  Presbytery, 
or  if  endorsed  by  Committee  of  Presbytery  on  Church  Erection  should 
be  signed  by  all  the  members  of  such  committee,  who  shall  have  made 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  can  thus  testify 
"  of  that  which  they  know.11  For  want  of  this,  many  applications  are 
necessarily  returned,  and  when  their  endorsers  are  asked  for  fuller  infor- 
mation, they  are  frequently  obliged  to  admit  they  know  nothing  about  the 
case.  Such  committees  are  worse  than  useless.  Each  application  should 
be  carefully  scrutinized,  and  the  facts,  pro  and  con,  clearly  stated,  for  the 
information  of  the  Board.  The  Committee  have  more  to  do  than  merely 
sign  their  names  to  a  paper,  and  the  Board  has  something  more  to  do 
than  merely  pass  a  vote  of  compliance  with  the  wishes  of  the  applicants. 
There  is  solemn  responsibility  to  be  borne.  It  is  the  Lord's  house  that 
is  proposed  to  be  built ;  it  is  the  Lord's  money  that  is  asked  for,  and  if 
given  out  in  needlessly  large  sums  to  some  applicants,  others  of  the 
Lord's  poor  must  suffer.  All  these  things,  and  others  of  a  similar  nature, 
must  be  taken  into  the  account,  and  in  this  distribution  we  must  "  know  no 
man  after  the  flesh."  But  the  usefulness  of  these  Committees  of  Pres- 
bytery pertains  not  merely  to  the  wise  and  judicious  distribidion  of  these 
sacred  funds,  but  also  and  especially  to  their  collection.  They  should 
see  to  it  that  every  church  in  Presbytery,  whether  great  or  small,  strong 
or  weak,  makes  an  annual  contribution  to  this  Board,  and  they  should 
endorse  no  application  on  behalf  of  any  church  that  has  failed  to  comply 
with  the  directions  of  the  General  Assembly,  (see  Minutes  for  1871,  page 
551,)  by  making  a  contribution  to  the  Board  annually.  If  that  law  of 
the  Church  were  enforced,  through  the  vigilance  of  these  standing  com- 
mittees of  Presbytery,  our  funds   would  be  doubled,    and    our   feeble 
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churches  be  greatly  strengthened  and  blessed  of  the  Lord,  for  His  mouth 
hath  spoken  it — ''They  that  water  others  shall  be  watered."  "There 
is  that  scattereth  and  yet  increaseth."  "'The  liberal  soul  shall  be  made 
fat."  For  the  want  of  this,  many  of  our  churches  are  weak  and  sickly, 
and  like  the  heath  in  the  desert  "  know  not  when  good  cometh." 

A  brother  on  the  Pacific  coast  writes:  "Our  building  will  soon  be 
finished  and  dedicated  to  God's  worship  free  of  debt,  and  then  the  next 
thing  will  be  a  rousing  collection  for  the  Board  of  Church  Erection. 
This  good  brother  has  got  the  proper  idea,  which  we  sincerely  hope  he 
will  infuse  into  others  who  have  received  like  aid  from  this  Board. 
Another  brother  says:  "  We  are  going  to  test  Scripture,  which  says  '  It 
is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.'  We  found  it  a  blessed  thing 
in  our  weakness  to  receive  your  kind  help;  we  are  now  resolved  to  enjoy 
the  greater  blessing  of  making  our  'first  offering'  of  gratitude  to  the 
dear  Board  of  Church  Erection." 

There  is  a  large  number  of  other  churches,  whose  names  are  on  our 
books,  whom  we  would  like  to  have  gratified  in  the  same  way.  To 
them  we  would  say : 

"  0  make  but  trial  of  His  grace  ! 
Experience  will  decide." 
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"He  that  hath  a  bountiful  eye  shall  be  blessed." 

"Whoso  stoppeth  his  ears  at  the  cry  of  the  poor,  he  also  shall  cry  himself,  but 
shall  not  be  heard." 


THE  SEPTEMBER  COLLECTIONS. 

September  is  the  month  assigned  to  the  annual  collections  for  the 
Relief  Fund,  where  some  other  time  or  some  other  method  has  not  be^n 
already  adopted.  We  put  in  our  most  earnest  plea  to  those  churches 
that  did  not  contribute  last  year,  not  to  permit  this  month  to  pass  with- 
out an  offering  in  the  name  of  Christ  to  the  cause  of  the  needy  and 
suffering.  The  cutting  down  of  appropriations  one-half  is  most  keenly 
felt  by  these  ministers,  widows,  and  orphans.  Nothing  but  the  want 
of  funds  created  that  hard,  we  had  almost  said,  cruel  necessity.  Shall 
the  Committee  on  the  Relief  Fund  be  compelled  to  continue  this  plan 
of  reducing  appropriations?  Will  not  both  churches  and  individuals 
increase  their  gifts,  and  lift  up  the  cause  so  that  the  measure  of  supply 
shall  equal  the  exigencies  of  the  case  ?  Our  widely  extended  and  strong 
Church  has  all  the  pecuniary  ability  to  do  this  work  thoroughly  every 
year.  Shall  it  not  be  done?  Are  these  worthy  and  faithful  servants  of 
God  to  be  tantalized  with  a  measure  of  aid  that  is  entirely  insufficient,  or 
else  be  turned  out  upon  the  cold  charities  of  the  world  ?  God  forbid. 
Our  church  has  begun  the  good  work,  and  she  must  go  forward  in  the 
strength  of  Him  "who  went  about  doing  good."

"  My  husband  is  not  able  to  write,  so  I  try  with  a  trembling  hand  to 
acknowledge  your  remittance.  We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Committee 
for  the  favor.     Our  young  daughter,  with  her  scanty  earnings  as  teacher,

has  been  the  sole  support  of  our  family.     It  seemed  a  burden  too  great

My  own  health  is 
poor.  Our  little  daughter,  eight  years  old,  has  been  sick  all  summer, 
requiring  almost  constant  care.  A  son  of  fifteen  has  always  been  deli- 
cate. These  two  are  altogether  dependent,  Other  resources  had  long 
been  used  up  ere  we  applied  for  aid.     God  grant  it  may  not  fail  us." 

a  minister's  widow  says: 

11 1  am  confined  to  my  room,  and  have  been  since  last  November,  with 
acute  and  now  chronic  rheumatism,  much  of  the  time  helpless  and 
dependent  on  an  invalid  daughter,  ^fr. said  he  would  make  appli- 
cation for  us,  and,  if  possible,  obtain  help  for  another  year  from  the 
Relief  Fund.  I  feel  very  anxious,  as  it  is  necessary  I  should  know  before 
this  month  is  past  what  I  am  to  do  for  the  future.  Please  excuse  me 
from  troubling  you.     I  am  sick  and  very  anxious. " 

A    DISABLED    MINISTER    SAYS: 

"We  write  you  under  stress  of  circumstances.  We  received  the  draft 
of  $25,  for  which  we  have  been  very  grateful.  We  paid  it,  as  soon  as  it 
was  received,  for  rent  as  far  as  it  would  cancel.  The  landlord  says  he 
will  wait  no  longer  than  another  week.  We  pledged  to  him  the  grant 
that  you  made  us.  Please  assist  us  in  our  straitened  case.  We  have 
been  sick,  and  feel  the  effects  at  present.  We  have  tried  to  help  our- 
selves, and  could  in  a  measure,  was  there  opportunity.  My  wife  is  very 
feeble,  and  my  daughters  work  fifteen  and  more  hours  per  day  to  assist 
when  they  can  get  work  to  do.  We  pray  the  Lord  to  put  it  into  the 
hearts  of  those  who  have  to  supply  your  Fund." 

Christian  friends,  we  reiterate  the  cries  of  these  suffering  ones,  and 
beseech  you  to  send  promptly  as  the  Lord  shall  prosper  you. 


GENERAL  ASSEMBLY'S  COMMITTEE  ON  FREEDMEN. 

Financial. — The  receipts  of  the  first  four  months  of  the  present  fiscal 
year,  as  compared  with  those  of  the  same  months  in  last  year,  are  as 
follows,  viz :— In  April  1875,  $1,828.31,  in  1874,  $2,349.88;  in  May  1875, 
$6,442.26,  in  1874,  $7,282.42  ;  in  June  1875,  $2,043.13,  in  1874,  $1,445.51 ; 
in  July  1875,  $1,382.25,  in  1874,  $2,271.49.  These  figures  show  that 
the  receipts  of  the  first  four  months  of  the  present  year  are  $1,653.25 
less  than  they  were  during  the  same  period  last  year.  But  at  April  1st, 
1874,  our  Treasury  had  a  balance  in  hand  amounting  to  $2,653.25, 
while  at  April  1st,  1875,  instead  of  a  balance  in  hand,  there  was  a  deficit 
of  $5,285.14  borrowed  money.  Considering  these  figures  alone,  our 
pecuniary  condition  at  the  present  writing,  August  7th,  is  $9,631.18 
worse  than  it  was  at  the  same  period  in  1874;  while,  to  say  nothing  of 
other  bills  due  for  current  expenses  of  last  year,  there  is  now,  and  has 
been  for  some  time,  an  entire  payment  overdue  to  all  our  missionaries, 
because  our  Treasury  lacks  the  funds  to  meet  it.  Doubtless  most  of 
these  laborers  feel  sorely  the  want  of  their  salaries.  Will  not  the 
churches,  especially  those  which  contributed  nothing  to  this  cause  last 
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year,  come  to  its  relief  speedily?     ''Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the 
poor." 


Teachers'  Institute. — It  will  be  readily  perceived  that  the  proper 
training  of  colored  teachers  for  their  own  race  is  of  great  importance,  and 
the  following,  by  Rev.  S.  Loomis,  who,  in  addition  to  the  care  of  several 
churches,  has  charge  of  the  Brainard  school,  at  Chester,  S.  C,  will  doubt- 
less be  read  with  interest. 

"We  closed,  with  July,  our  '  Teachers'  Institute,'  which  had  lasted  two 
months.  There  were  thirty-three  students,  most  of  them  having  taught, 
or  preparing  to  be  teachers.  Of  these,  twelve  were  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  rest  nearlv  all  members  of  our  Sabbath- 
school  and  congregation. 

"  One  very  excellent  girl  has  been  teaching  two  years.  Before  that 
time  she  was  one  of  our  pupils,  and  in  time  of  a  revival  in  the  school  she 
thought  she  became  a  Christian.  She  wished  to  unite  with  our  church 
when   some   fourteen   of  her  associates   united,  but   her   parents,  who 

belonged  to  a  different  denomination,  made  violent  opposition We 

had  very  much  lost  sight  of  her  until  she  came  to  the  Institute,  as  she 
lived  away  from  Chester.  A  few  days  ago  she  came  to  me,  saying  she 
was  ready  to  unite  with  the  church  now  whenever  there  was  opportunity ; 
that  the  difficulties  in  the  way  were  removed.  Such  evidences  of  the 
reality  of  conversion  and  of  stability  of  character,  of  which  there  are 
many  among  us,  are  very  gratifying  indications  of  the  Lord's  blessing 
on  this  work.  .  .  .  Professor  Shedd  was  with  us  a  week  in  the  Institute, 
giving  us  eleven  most  interesting  lectures.  Mr.  Richardson  was  here 
two  weeks,  rendering  valuable  assistance,  and  Dr.  Mattoon  came  down 
and  gave  a  closing  address  on  the  day  of  examination,  in  connection  with 
exercises  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  Our  daily  session  lasted  ten  hours, 
with  recesses. 

"  I  look  for  very  valuable  results  from  the  efforts  of  these  two  months. 
We  have  taken  great  pains  to  give  the  teachers  Christian  instruction, 
and  the  latest  improvements  in  matters  pertaining  to  education.  They 
begin  their  State  schools  September  13th.  They  go  forth  a  band  of 
united  laborers,  imbued,  I  believe,  with  earnest  desires  for  usefulness. 
In  the  course  of  the  year,  a  thousand  children  will  probably  be  under 
their  care,  to  be  guided  and  moulded  by  them." 


Wallingford  Church  and  Academy,  Charleston,  S.  C. — Rev. 
W.  A.  Patton,  Superintendent  of  Wallingford  Academy  and  stated  sup- 
ply of  Wallingford  church,  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  reviewing 
the  work  of  the  preceding  year,  at  the  close  of  last  school  term,  writes  as 
follows : 

"  Permit  me  to  take  a  hurried  glance  at  the  work  of  the  past  and  its 
results.  I  have  written  you  at  times  of  my  discouragements.  This  has 
been  one  of  the  most  discouraging  winters  I  have  had  in  the  South. 
We  have  had  almost  three  months  of  constant  rain.  This  has,  no  doubt, 
been  the  cause  of  the  indisposition  of  the  scholars  and  members  of  the 
church.  But  after  all,  I  believe  that,  by  God's  blessing,  some  good  has 
been  done. 

"Amount  of  Money  Collected. — In  the  church  and  school  we  raised 
$522.41.  This,  we  think,  is  encouraging,  considering  the  inability  of 
many  of  the  people  to  make  more  than  can  barely  keep  them  alive  and 
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comfortable.  I  have  endeavored  to  keep  the  idea  of  self-support  promi- 
nently before  them.  Many  have  caught  the  idea,  and  are  doing  nobly. 
We  hope  to  increase  our  contributions  until  we  are  able  to  say  that  we 
are  no  longer  a  burden  to  our  friends. 

"  Our  Yearly  Glauses. — Of  the  last  year's  class,  three  are  now  in  busi- 
ness. One  has  been  teaching  public  school,  and  another  expects  to  teach 
in  the  fall.  Of  this  year's  class,  one  will  teach  in  the  fall,  and  the  other, 
with  two  vouno-  men  from  the  church,  will  enter  Biddle  Institute  as  a 
candidate  for  the  ministry.  We  feel  that  our  work  has  not  been  in  vain 
in  this  respect. 

"  Olivet  Mission  Chapel. — This  enterprise  was  begun  two  years  since. 
Services  are  held  there  during  the  week  and  on  the  Sabbath  without  the 
least  abatement  of  interest.  We  have  also  a  very  flourishing  Sabbath- 
School  there,  under  the  care  of  a  lady  of  the  Southern  Colored  Presbyte- 
rian Church.  She  succeeds,  and  is  doing  a  good  work.  I  have  been 
preaching  there  nearly  every  Sabbath  night  to  large  and  attentive  audi- 
ences. 

"  Good  Work  Done. — We  have  had  faithful  laborers  during  the  year. 
The  teachers  in  the  day  and  Sabbath-school  have  been  faithful  in  im- 
parting religious  instruction,  with  other  studies.  Mr.  Mills  is  the 
excellent  superintendent  of  our  church  school.  The  Catechism  is  taught 
in  both.  In  the  day-school,  fifteen  have  memorized  the  entire  catechism 
during  the  term.  May  we  not  safely  say  that  this,  with  the  Scriptures 
which  have  been  read  and  expounded  daily,  will,  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
bring  forth  fruit  in  after  years  ? 

"  The  Condition  of  the  Church. — We  have  on  our  roll  165  names. 
These  can  all  be  accounted  for.  We  are  a  peaceful,  happy  little  house- 
hold. We  have  no  such  divisions  as  those  about  which  the  Apostle 
speaks.  The  Lord  is  adding  to  our  number  at  every  communion  season. 
The  people  are  growing  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  Christ. 

"  Beside  all  this,  God  has  enabled  me  to  do  a  little  to  help  the  dear  breth- 
ren Shedd  and  Sanders  to  establish  our  little  paper,  The  Southern 
Evangelist.  I  think  the  Master  will  use  it  in  his  work  among  his  people. 
Thus  you  see  I  have  tried  in  my  weak  way  to  serve  the  Master  with  my 
head  and  hands,  and  heart.  God  called  me,  I  trust,  from  the  printer's 
case — he  seems  to  be  calling  me  back  to  it  again.  May  the  Saviour  enable 
me  to  labor  and  suffer  for  him  in  whatever  position  I  may  be  placed."

SELF-SUPPORT. 

We  should  suppose  there  were  inherent  reasons  why  all  the  men  and 
women  in  our  feeble  churches  would  long,  and  labor,  and  pray  for  the 
time  to  come  when  they  may  be  sole  masters  of  the  situation,  and  wholly 
independent  of  foreign  interference  or  control.  But  there  are  several 
important  reasons  bearing  on  general  church-work,  why  they  should 
desire  to  be  self-supporting.     We  give  the  following: 

1.  The  amount  saved  to  the  Home  Board  by  the  missionary  churches 
becoming  self-sustaining,  would  be  so  much  released  by  that  Board  to 
flow  into  the  Treasuries  of  the  other  Boards.  There  is  a  given  amount 
of  money  which  the  churches  may  be  supposed  to  hold,  subject  to  the 
necessities  of  its  various  Boards.  This  money  will  go  most  largely  into 
the  treasuries  that  seem  to  the  donors  most  needy.  Suppose  there  are 
200  missionaries  now  drawing  from  our  Board  at  the  average  rate  of 
$250  per  annum,  whose  churches,  by  a  vigorous  and  united  effort,  could 
at  once  spring  to  self-support;  that  would  release  a  demand  for  $50,000, 
which  might  be  expected  to  find  its  way  to  the  other  Boards.  But  if 
only  half  the  amount  came  to  them,  and  these  churches  gave  nothing  to 
the  Boards,  they  would  in  this  way  receive  far  more  than  all  the  two 
hundred  churches  would  give  them,  if  still  depending  on  us  for  aid.  In 
any  view  of  the  case  there  is  great  advantage  gained  by  the  church 
when  its  missionary  enterprises  become  self-sustaining. 

2.  When  a  church,  even  by  an  extraordinary  effort,  becomes  self-sus- 
taining, it  is  in  a  condition  to  give  more  largely  to  all  the  Boards  than 
ever  before.  A  church  dependent  on  missionary  aid  is  like  a  person 
under  age.  What  he  has  is,  in  some  sense,  another's;  or  he  has  derived 
it  from  another,  or  by  another's  permission,  or  as  a  gift.  Hence  it  is  so 
commonly  said,  and  there  is  force  in  the  remark — "  Why  ask  us  to  give 
to  the  cause  of  Missions,  when  we  are  living  on  the  funds  of  the  Church  ?" 
•Let  us  become  self-sustaining,  and  then  we  will  heed  your  appeal." 
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And  there  is  a  kind  of  incongruity,  and  we  do  not  wonder  that  people 
feel  it,  when  they  draw  from  our  missionary  treasury  with  one  hand 
and  contribute  to  another  treasury  with  the  other.  When  they  get  to 
be  self-sustaining  then  all  this  is  changed.  The  attitude  of  those  who 
ask,  and  of  those  who  give,  is  wholly  changed. 

God  forbid  that  any  word  of  ours  should  divert  a  single  penny  from 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  Our  regard  for  that  cause  is  too  well 
known  to  the  officers  of  that  Board  and  to  all  our  friends,  to  allow  them 
to  entertain  such  a  suspicion  for  a  single  moment.  Our  zeal  for  Home 
Missions  has  wrought  no  abatement  of  interest  in  the  foreign  work. 
And  no  word  have  we  ever  spoken  or  penned  that  was  intended  to 
lessen  the  influence,  power,  or  resources  of  that  Board.  We  have 
always  insisted  that  it  has  asked  from  the  churches  the  smallest  amount 
compatible  with  its  advancing  labors  and  necessary  outlay,  and  have 
always  deplored  the  lack  of  liberality  in  our  churches  to  meet  its  urgent 
demands.  No  more  would  we  divert  from  any  other  Board  to  fill  our 
own  treasury.  We  might  encourage  our  feeble  churches  to  continue 
.to  depend  on  us,  and  give  their  annual  collection  to  Foreign  Missions. 
It  would  be  but  a  pittance  at  best.  We  have  no  doubt  there  is  a  more 
excellent  way.     One  example  must  suffice  for  many  cases : 

A  minister  was  invited  to  serve  two  churches,  that  for  some  years  had 
been  receiving  missionary  aid.  He  accepted  the  call  on  condition  that 
they  should  ask  no  more  aid.  In  vain  they  pleaded  poverty  ;  predicted 
failure  if  they  made  the  effort.  But  he  was  inexorable.  They  made  the 
effort,  and  the  result  was — They  raised  his  salary,  and  p aid  it  promptly, 
and  contributed  more  to  every  Board  than  they  had  ever  done  before! 

Such  is  the  natural  and  common  result.  The  uncommon  effort  does 
not  impoverish,  weaken  or  paralyze  the  subject,  but  gives  new  and  con- 
scious vigor,  courage,  hopefulness,  manliness,  and,  by  the  blessing  of 
God,  enlarged  ability.  Make  it  self-sustaining,  and  it  immediately  comes 
into  fellowship  with  a  new  class  of  churches,  and  by  the  effort  becomes 
able  to  do  more  than  it  ever  had  done  before. 

When  Dr.  Chalmers  was  wrestling  with  that  problem  of  pauperism 
in  large  cities  and  manufacturing  centres,  he  dwelt  much  on  the  impor- 
tance of  keeping  up  the  manliness  and  conscious  independence  of  the 
poor,  so  that  they  would  not  consent  to  receive  charity  except  in  some 
emergency,  or  continue  to  receive  it  a  day  longer  than  the  emergency 
lasted.  When  one  consents  to  receive  help,  though  able  to  support  him- 
self, he  is  pauperized  in  spirit,  and  his  pauperism  is  likely  to  become 
chronic  and  incurable.     And  hence  we  have  so  many  paupers. 

And  a  church  that  consents  to  draw  aid  from  our  Board  one  day  after 
it  is  able  to  be  self-supporting,  is  demoralized,  pauperized  in  spirit,  in  no 
healthy  condition,  and  in  danger  of  continuing  to  clutch  all  proffered  aid, 
and  lose  all  desire  to  assume  its  normal  condition  of  self-support.  There 
are  such  churches,  churches  that  are  able  to  live  by  their  own  sufficient 
.and  inherent  vitality,  but  who  do  live  by  drawing  nutriment  from  others. 
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But  in  this  category  we  do  not  by  any  means  include  all.  There  are 
many  feeble  churches  most  worthy  of  aid,  and  doing  all  in  their  power 
to  sustain  the  means  of  grace.  To  such  it  is  always  a  pleasure  to  render 
aid,  as  it  is  always  to  lend  a  hand  to  the  tottering  child  trying  to  walk 
alone.  But  these  other  churches,  that  have  received  aid  so  long,  that 
were  able  to  walk  alone,  that  ought  to  have  withdrawn  from  the  Board 
long  ago,  that  are  receiving  aid  from  other  churches  much  weaker  than 
they, — such  churches  ought  to  be  made  to  cut  loose  from  the  Board.  If 
persuasion  will  not  avail,  aid  ought  to  be  withheld.  And  when  we  are 
overwhelmed  with  debt,  and  every  mail  brings  us  almost  frantic  appeals 
from  the  missionaries  for  aid  long  overdue,  and  we  are  trying  to  rouse 
these  demoralized  churches  to  self-support,  to  quicken  their  moral  sense 
to  "create  a  soul  under  the  ribs  of  death;"  we  beg  of  our  brethren  of 
the  other  Boards  not  to  misunderstand  us,  or  thwart  our  endeavors  or 
suppose  we  would  belittle  them  or  dwarf  their  resources,  but  to  lend  a 
helping  hand  to  effect  the  desired  result,  being  sure  that  every  church 
that  can  be  carried  up  to  self-support  is  sure  to  be  a  better  contributor 
to  every  good  work  than  ever  before. 

3.  In  building  up  self-sustaining  churches,  we  are  doing  most  effectu- 
ally what  all  the  Boards  seek  to  accomplish.  The  extension  and  building 
up  of  the  Church,  and  the  conversion  of  men,  is  the  great  end  and  aim  of 
all  the  Boards.  Many  people  talk  about  giving  to  the  Boards  as  if  they 
were  a  divinely  appointed  end,  and  not  means  to  an  end.  But  the  end  is 
the  conversion  of  the  world;  and  that  is  to  be  done  by  covering  the  earth 
with  churches.  And  when  those  churches  are  self-sustaining,  they  will 
accomplish,  in  themselves,  every  object  sought  by  any  Board.  They 
will  have  a  church  edifice,  and  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  and  a  Sabbath- 
school,  and  religious  literature.  We  may  then  disband  our  Boards. 
Their  work  is  done.  The  end  has  been  reached;  the  means  to  that  end 
are  no  longer  necessary.  When  a  church  becomes  self-sustaining,  so  far 
forth,  and  in  its  particular  field,  it  does  the  work  of  all  the  Boards,  and 
whether  it  contributes  anything  directly  to  them  or  not,  it  releases  its 
grasp  on  all  it  might  have  claimed  from  them  to  be  used  elsewhere.  To 
build  up  a  church  and  make  it  effective,  is  a  higher  duty  and  a  greater 
work  than  to  contribute  to  any  Board  the  Church  ever  made !  "  For  if 
any  provide  not  for  his  own,  and  specially  for  those  of  his  own  house, 
he  hath  denied  the  faith,  and  is  worse  than  an  infidel.''''     (1  Tim.  v.  8.) 

What  if  our  Board  were  utterly  bankrupt,  and  could  not  furnish  the 
feeble  churches  a  single  dollar,  and  here  is  a  church  that,  by  its  utmost 
endeavor,  can  barely  raise  salary  enough  to  keep  its  pastor, — which  is  the 
more  important,  to  keep  him  and  give  nothing  to  the  Boards,  or  give 
$100  to  the  Boards  and  lose  their  pastor?  And  if  they  lose  him  they 
lose  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  God's  great  instrumentality  in  conserv- 
ing the  Church  and  saving  the  souls  of  men.  At  length  the  congrega- 
tion and  Sabbath-schools  would  be  scattered,  the  weekly  prayer-meeting 
cease,  the  house  of  God  go  to  decay,  and  immorality  and  infidelity  come 
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in  like  a  flood.  Which,  then,  is  the  most  important  duty  in  such  a  time 
of  financial  distress  as  this? 

But  the  Church  and  the  Boards  are  not  to  be  placed  in  antagonism, 
or  weighed  one  against  the  other  ;  they  belong  to  the  same  scale.  And 
while  we  magnify  self-support  in  the  churches,  we  do  not  degrade — we 
magnify  the  Boards  themselves — by  laying  over  on  the  individual  church 
what  would  otherwise  be  a  tax  on  the  Boards. 

We  know  a  church  planted  at  an  important  point,  a  congregation  of 
faithful  souls,  in  whose  houses  are  heard  the  voice  of  prayer  and  songs 
of  praise;  they  maintain  a  weekly  prayer-meeting  and  sustain  a  thriving 
Sabbath-school.  They,  with  their  pastor,  have  determined  to  pay  as 
they  go  and  ask  no  foreign  aid.  They  are  not  able  to  pay  half  his  salary ; 
what  they  fail  to  make  up  he  supplies  from  a  too  scanty  purse.  They 
are  building  a  church  edifice — asking  no  aid  from  the  Church  Erection 
Board — -adding  stone  to  stone  as  their  means  allow.  They  ask  nothing 
from  any  of  the  Boards  and  give  nothing  to  them;  but  they  make 
great  and  heroic  sacrifices  to  plant  a  church  of  Christ  permanently  in 
that  locality,  to  open  a  fountain  that  shall  flow  perpetually  for  the  spir- 
itual refreshment  of  all  the  people  that  surround  them. 

What  has  this  church  done  ?  It  has  wrested  from  the  grasp  of  the 
devil  a  portion  of  God's  fair  earth  that  had  been  ruled  over  by  the  great 
usurper,  and  they  have  annexed  it  to  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  on  the 
earth!  They  have  fought  the  battle  and  obtained  a  victory  for  Christ, 
and  henceforth  no  Board  of  the  Church  need  have  auy  care  for  that  field. 
That  church,  on  that  field,  has  released  them  from  all  care.  And  when 
the  whole  world  is  thus  occupied,  the  Church  will  shine  in  all  her  glory, 
but  the  Boards  will  be  no  more ! 

This  church,  so  far  forth,  has  fulfilled  its  divine  commission;  and  to 
go  about  inquiring  whether  it  has  contributed  to  all  the  Boards  or  not, 
is  as  absurd  as  it  is  short-sighted  and  superficial.  It  has  done  the  work, 
no  matter  what  record  of  its  deeds  is  wanting!  To  build  up  such  a 
church  is  the  highest  form  of  benevolence.  It  is  charity  broad  as  the 
world  in  its  spirit,  but  limited  in  its  effort  only  by  limited  resources. 

And  does  any  one  suppose  that  the  divine  impetus  they  obtain  in  this 
self-sacrificing  effort  will  have  expended  itself  in  reaching  the  self-sus- 
taining point?  All  analogy  is  against  it.  When  the  "American  Board" 
pushed,  almost  forced  the  Sandwich  Islands  Mission  to  self-support,  it 
sprang  at  once  into  the  work  of  carrying  the  gospel  to  the  idolatrous 
islands  beyond. 

Most  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  churches,  even  in  this  country,  give 
nothing  to  the  other  Boards,  yet  who  doubts  their  self-denying  spirit  or 
their  willingness  to  aid  others  the  moment  they  have  the  ability  to  do  so. 
The  missions  of  Central  Turkey  may  be  called  the  glory  of  all  mission 
fields,  and  it  has  become  such,  partly,  if  not  mainly,  because  of  the  most 
persistent  pushing  of  the  missionaries  that  they  should  assume  self-sup- 
port.    And  we  have  never  known  a  church  that  struggled  nobly  to  reach 
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self-support,  that  did  not  thenceforward  aid  all  the  Boards  with  corre- 
spon  ling  liberality. 

Bat  we  know  churches  that  draw  $250  or  more  from  our  Treasury, 
and  they  contribute  to  all  the  Board*,  and  some  of  them  do  it,  not  by 
taking  up  a  collection  in  any  proper  sense,  but  by  sending  forward  $5  to 
be  divided  among  them  pro  rata,  according  to  the  Assembly's  Schedule. 
"Which  of  the  two  have  done  the  better  service  for  the  Master?  The 
Church  is  God's  agency — divine  and  perpetual.  The  Boards  are  tempo- 
rary expedients,  human  inventions,  good  in  their  place  and  time,  and  as 
such  to  be  commended  and  aided.  But  they  must  never  be  put  in  the 
place  of  God's  permanent   organizations  for  the  conversion  of  men,  the 

i 

churches  of  Christ. 

Hence,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  urge  anew,  to  repeat  all  that  we  have 
said  at  other  times,  about  the  importance  of  self-support.  We  have  no-t 
said  enough  in  the  past,  and  we  wish  we  could  give  it  tenfold  emphasis, 
when  we  say  to  the  missionary  churches  that  have  long  had  aid  and  are 
approximating  self-support,  Reach  forth!  make  a  vigorous,  united  effort! 
Get  out  of  this  condition  of  dependence!  We  are  willing,  according  to 
our  power,  yea  beyond  our  power,  as  many  can  testify,  to  aid  a  church 
that  is  needy.  But  we  would  say  to  them  all,  "  If  thou  mayest  be  made 
free,  use  it  rather."  Gird  up  your  energies!  Combine  your  efforts! 
Assert  your  independence  and  be  free!  Then  inquire  what  new  duties 
your  new  position  demands. 


THE  SYXODS. 

Xearly  all  the  Synods  meet  in  October,  and  mainly  the  second  and 
third  weeks.  The  secretaries  have  received  many  invitations  to  be 
present  at  the  various  Synods,  and  will  attend  as  many  as  possible,  hop- 
ing to  assist  the  brethren  in  action  appropriate  to  the  present  demands  of 
the  Home  Missionary  work.  But  it  is  apparent  at  a  glance,  that  the 
secretaries  cannot  attend  the  half  of  the  synodical  meetings.  Eighteen 
or  twenty  Synods  meet  the  third  week  in  October. 

We  hope  the  brethren  in  all  the  Synods,  having  regard  to  the  desti- 
tutions in  their  own  bounds,  and  in  all  the  frontier  States  and  Territories, 
will  devise  liberal  things  for  the  Board,  not  forgetting,  by  any  means, 
the  Department  of  Sustentation.  We  ask  especial  attention  to  the 
small  amount  received  this  financial  year,  and  the  enormous  debt 
which  we  are  carrying  into  the  fall  and  winter.  The  times  are  indeed 
hard — business  is  not  prosperous  in  the  countiy.  But  how  few  have 
become  bankrupt — how  many  are  making  steady  gains  against  dis- 
advantages; and  the  crops  of  the  country  are  wonderful.  Floods  and 
heavy  rains  in  a  few  small  sections  of  the  country,  and  grasshoppers  in 
a  few  others,  did  some  damage  to  the  crops,  but  mainly  the  products  of 
the  earth  have  turned  out  in  great  profusion. 

We  hope  the  strong  men  in  the  Synods  will  speak  animating  and 
encouraging  words  for  Home  Missions.     For  if  railways   cease  to  be 
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built,  or  mines  to  yield  large  dividends,  the  ever-advancing  tide  of  popu- 
lation makes  continual  demand  for  churches  and  missionaries.  Whether 
the  times  be  prosperous  or  adverse,  the  call  for  missionaries  continues, 
and  the  Church  must  heed  the  call  and  send  out  helpers.  "We  hope  the 
large  churches  will  take  a  fit  opportunity  and  obtain  large  contributions, 
for  we  shall  surely  need  them;  and  let  the  missionary  churches  remem- 
ber that  to  reduce  their  applications  to  the  Board,  not  by  cutting  down  the 
pastor's  -alary,  but  by  paying  another  $100  toward  it,  is  equivalent  to  a 
contribution  to  us  of  $100. 


WOMAN'S  WORK. 


The  warm-hearted  Christian  women  are  busy  making  preparation  to 
aid  the  Home  Missionaries.  Many  a  missionary  box  is  already  under 
way.  Let  nothing  but  what  is  good  and  serviceable  find  way  into  them, 
and  let  something  good  for  every  member  of  the  family  find  way  there. 
We  hope,  if  the  acquaintance  the  various  societies  made  with  the  mis- 
sionaries they  supplied  last  year  was  pleasant,  they  will  send  boxes  to 
the  same  families  this  year.  Knowing  what  you  sent  last  year,  you 
will  know  the  better  what  to  send  this  year. 

But  the  women  are  taking  an  advanced  position  in  our  Church  with 
regard  to  Home  Mis-ions.  Thev  are  no  longer  content  to  furnish  a  box; 
they  are  now  undertaking  to  furnish  the  missionary  himself  with  the 
amount  promised  by  our  Board.  Let  that  work  go  on.  How  many 
Women's  Mission  Societies  in  our  Church  could  furnish  $250  per  annum, 
and  that  is  the  average  support  of  a  missionary.  Many  of  the  ladies 
see  that  money  is  needed  as  well  as  boxes,  and  if  they  cannot  give  $250, 
let  them  forward  half  that  amount,  or  a  quarter,  or  a  tenth  part.  Let 
them  by  all  means  raise  some  money  besides  the  missionary  box,  and 
send  to  us.  and  it  shall  not  fail  of  the  purpose  they  have  in  view.

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SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Presbyterian  Quarterly  and  Princeton  Review  for  July,  in  speak- 
ing of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Assembly  "to  report  to  next 
Assembly,  if  possible,  a  plan  by  which"  Home  Missions  and  Sustenta- 
tion  "can  be  brought  to  unity  and  efficiency  of  operation,"  says: 

"We  hope  so  able  and  judicious  a  Committee  can  find  some  way  to  a 
solution  of  the  alleged  conflict,  or,  as  some  say,  incompatibility  between 
Home  Missions  and  Sustentation,  without  sacrificing  or  jeopardizing 
either.  Of  course  some  friction  or  temporary  collision  is  always  likely 
to  attend  the  early  experimental  workings  of  new  and  untried  schemes, 
from  causes  unforeseen,  and  therefore  incapable  of  being  guarded  against 
till  they  are  revealed  by  experience. 

"  The  Sustentation  Scheme  encounters  difficulties  here  in  our  numerous 
and  ever-expanding  missionary  field,  not  experienced  in  the  compact 
communities  and  settled  social  and  ecclesiastical  conditions  of  the  Old 
World. 

"  But  none  the  less  do  we  think  it  would  prove  an  irreparable  loss, 
if  we  should  suffer  the  principle  of  Sustentation  to  perish  out  of  our 
church  schemes." 


CORRESPOXDEXCE   OF  MISSIONARIES. 

California. 

My  commission  has  arrived.  It  was  so  near  my  first  quarterly  report 
that  I  did  not  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  it  when  first  received.  My 
aged  luart  was  made  warm  when  I  told  the  members  of  our  little  church 
that  my  commission  had  come.  Tears  stood  in  the  eyes  of  aged  parents, 
and  with  extended  hands  and  broken  accents,  they  said,  "  We  shall  be  able 
to  support  our  minister  now,  so  that  he  can  give  his  whole  time  to  the 
work."  Oh  how  thankful!  said  one  ;  God  has  provided  for  this  vine, — 
this  young  and  tender  vine,  not  yet  one  year  old. 

I  have  labored  on  this  field  over  two  years,  and  have  suffered  many 
privations  for  the  want  of  a  little  help.  I  was  not  willing  to  call  on  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions  for  aid  until  I  had  reason  to  believe  that  a  self- 
sustaining  church  could  be  built  up  here.  Last  September,  we  organ- 
ized a  church  of  three  members;  we  now  number  eighteen  members ; 
twelve  are  heads  of  families,  six  are  children  of  these  parents,  and  mem- 
bers of  our  Sabbath-school.  I  preach  at  four  different  places  on  this 
field  ;  once  in  two  weeks  at  each  point.  Have  two  Sabbath-schools  to 
superintend  in  the  meantime.  God  is  at  work  in  our  Sabbath-schools; 
children  are  learning  that  Christ  has  power  on  earth  to  forgive  sins.  This 
is  more  fully  seen  in  our  weekly  prayer-meetings.  I  have  two  weekly 
prayer-meetings  at  two  different  points  where  I  preach.  In  these  meet- 
ings Zion  is  travailing ;  the  revival  spirit  has  continued  with  us  since 
last  fall.  Two  weeks  ago  seven  rose  up  to  be  prayed  for ;  two  were  a 
young  married  couple,  two  others  prominent  men,  and  three  children. 

The  last  Sabbath  of  May  was  our  communion.  A  minister  of  the 
M.  E.  Church  from  near  Stockton  came  out  on  a  visit.  He  spent  the 
Sabbath  with- me,  and  took  part  in  the  services.  Between  twenty  and 
thirty  came  to  the  Lord's  table.  The  season  was  pleasant  and  refresh- 
ing. Jesus  was  truly  at  the  feast.  Members  of  three  different  churches 
communed  together;  they  were  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus. 
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Kansas. 

Dear  Brethren — The  labors  of  the  last  three  months  have  been  in  the 
line  of  the  injunction  to  the  angel  of  the  church  of  Sardis — "Be  watchful, 
and  strengthen  the  things  that  remain,  that  are  read}T  to  die."  While 
I  cannot  say  with  strictest  truth  that  our  cause  is  ready  to  die,  I  can 
say  that  in  all  things  we  have  been  depressed.  Our  finances  are 
depressed.  Very  few  of  my  people  have  had  enough  fruits  from  last 
Fear's  labor  to  carry  them  and  their  families  through  the  vear.  Conse- 
quently,  their  subscriptions  to  the  fund  for  building  our  church,  when 
they  mature,  are  either  slowly  paid  or  only  paid  with  promises  for  the 
future.  If  is  somewhat  so  with  their  subscriptions  to  my  salary,  so  that 
in  these  things  we  are  not  buoyant.  Then,  as  a  partial  consequence, 
instead  of  being  driven  to  God  with  great  courage  and  faith,  we  have 
been  in  some  degree  spiritually  paralyzed.  But  I  think  I  see  more  hope- 
ful indications.  Already  I  think  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  has  begun  to 
move  for  our  better  health.  There  is  more  interest  and  prayer  for  our 
Sabbath-school;  there  is  a  better  understanding  between  some  of  our 
brethren,  and  there  is  the  first  breath  of  a  movement  toward  finishing 
our  church.  We  have  enough  subscribed,  with  what  is  promised  by  the 
Board  of  Church  Erection,  to  complete  the  house,  but  we  cannot  make 
our  subscription  immediately  available.  I  cannot  but  believe,  however, 
that  our  good  Lord  will  soon  open  the  way  for  us  to  begin  to  finish  the 
house. 

Although  some  of  our  circumstances  are  depressing,  I  am  led  to  see 
that  the  work  of  "holding  on"  and  "staying  by  the  stuff"  is  as  necessary 
as  the  aggressive  victorious  warfare.  I  recently  took  a  little  trip  west 
of  this,  some  175  miles,  in  an  open  buggy,  to  hunt  up  a  prodigal  son  of  a 
father  in  Ireland,  and  also  to  inquire  into  the  destitution  of  some  of  the 
frontier  counties.  I  found  the  man,  and  carried  him  the  blessing  of  his 
father  and  of  our  Father,  but  while  he  thanked  me  for  the  mission,  he 
was  not  ready  to  arise  and  go  to  his  father.  I  found  also  some  facts  in 
regard  to  the  suffering.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  privation,  much  actual 
suffering,  much  more  than  most  people  are  aware  of;  there  is  also  a  vast 
amount  of  aid  coming  in,  and  needful  too,  to  carry  the  destitute  over  till 
warmer  weather;  there  have  also  been  great  abuses  of  the  charity,  and 
many  have  represented  themselves  as  needy  who  are  abundantly  able  to 
take  care  of  themselves.  I  hope  that  the  stream  of  loving-kindness, 
flowing  from  the  East,  will  not  stop  till  the  warm  weather  fairly  sets  in. 
The  abuses  of  benevolence  are  no  argument  for  withholding  charity 
when  needed,  for  fear  that  the  unworthy  will  receive  of  it.     We  cannot 

kill  sharks  by  starving  the  good  fish.     I  found  our  churches  at  C 

and  C were  vacant;  also  heard   that   B was  vacant.     I  hope 

these   places   may   be   manned  soon.     They  are  especially  desirous  at 

C to  have  a  minister.     If  our  young  men  at  the  Seminaries  could 

only  see  how  much  men  need  the  gospel  in  these  new  places,  and  how 
much  good  churches  planted  and  cared  for  really  do,  I  think,  with  the 
spirit  of  Christ  in  their  hearts,  they  would  press  more  eagerly  into  our 
new  fields.  I  was  amazin^lv  encouraged  in  our  work  here  bv  the  con- 
trast  for  good  with  any  other  place  that  I  visited.  I  thought,  although 
we  had  labored  amid  what  I  thought  were  uncommon  discouragements, 
we  had  not  labored  in  vain — we  had  been  richly  rewarded  thus  far.  We 
have  been  "  breaking  prairie"  for  a  long  time,  but,  with  God's  blessing,  a 
rich  harvest  will  come.  God  bless  our  churches  that  are  interested  in 
the  great  Home  Mission  work.  C.  F.  M.

Dear  Brethren — This  month  closes  my  connection  with  you,  since, 
as  I  have  heretofore  informed  you,  we  have  concluded  to  make  a  strong 
effort  to  be  self-sustaining,  in  order  that  the  very  needy  churches  may 
receive  more  help.  It  is,  of  course,  an  experiment,  and  may  fail.  But  we 
shall  trust  God  to  give  us  prosperity.  I  and  my  church  are  under 
the  deepest  obligations  to  you.  I  especially  am  under  bonds  of  love  to 
you  for  the  promptness  of  your  payments. 

In  the  three  years  of  my  pastoral  work  here  we  have  had  quite  as 
great  growth  as  could  have  been  expected.  But  few  have  been  added, 
and  yet  among  them  are  more  than  an  average  number  of  efficient,  ear- 
nest Christians.  We  have  paid  off  the  church  debt  of  a  few  hundred; 
finished  and  furnished  our  basement  room :  purchased  an  organ  for  Sab- 
bath-school; refixed  our  church-steeple  injured  by  storm.  My  salary 
has  been  paid  promptly.  The  prayer-meetings  are  well  sustained. 
There  is  no  division  in  the  church.  The  town  is  growing.  Our  male 
members,  forty-one,  are  industrious  and  prospering.  H.  L. 
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The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few;  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest. — Luke  X.  2. 


THE  TREASURY. 

The  lessons  of  "the  treasury"  are  among  the  most  important  and 
significant  in  respect  to  the  zeal,  self-denial,  and  real  consecration  of  pro- 
fessed Christians  to  the  service  of  their  Lord. 

The  contributions  to  the  cause  of  Ministerial  Education  through  the 
Board  for  the  summer  have  been  light.  We  need  at  this  time  about 
eleven  thousand  dollars,  after  paying  all  the  last  collegiate  year's  dues, 
to  make  us  square.  And  we  have  nothing  yet  with  which  to  meet  the 
demands  which  the  recommendations  that  you  are  now  making  through 
your  Presbyteries  ivill  very  soon  press  upon  us. 

It  is  certainly  one  of  your  first  and  most  urgent  duties  to  supply  the 
means  of  procuring  instruction  and  the  necessaries  of  life  to  those  whom 
you  have  adjudged  qualified  to  prepare  themselves  to  be  laborers  in  the 
spiritual  harvest  field. 

THE  FALL  SYNODS. 

The  Synods  meet  this  fall  under  circumstances  which  fill  the  Chris- 
tian heart  with  concern.  The  Spirit  of  God  stands  waiting  to  bestow 
gifts  of  salvation,  greater  and  richer  probably  than  the  land  has  ever 
enjoyed.  Men's  hearts  everywhere  are  troubled,  and  looking  for  those 
things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth.  The  urgent  prayers  of  the 
Church  in  recent  years  for  the  conversion  of  the  world  have  ascended  to 
heaven  and  moved  the  arm  of  the  Lord.  He  is  making  it  bare  in  the 
eyes  of  all  the  nations,  and  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  see  the  salva- 
tion of  our  God.  Now  our  great  duty  is,  to  "prepare  the  way  of  the 
Lord,  and  make  his  paths  straight." 
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The  summary  of  information  in  regard  to  the  work  of  this  Board 
within  the  bounds  of  each  Synod  will  be  sent  to  its  Education  Commit- 
tee. This  summary  should  be  carefully  examined,  and  the  statements  as 
to  each  of  the  Presbyteries  be  carefully  considered,  in  their  bearings  upon 
the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  our  Redeemer ;  upon  the  want  of  men 
to  preach  the  gospel  in  home  and  foreign  fields ;  upon  the  duties  of  young 
men,  parents,  teachers,  and  Christians  generally;  and  upon  the  claims 
of  the  Board  of  Education  upon  all  for  their  sympathy,  prayers,  and 
liberal  pecuniary  support.  This  pecuniary  support  is  greatly  needed 
just  now. 

THE  COMING  REVIVAL. 

The  Great  Revival  has  begun !  In  a  historical  account  of  "the  Great 
Revival  of  1800,"  which  was  published  three  years  ago,  the  writer  of 
this  article  used  the  following  language  as  the  opening  words  of  the 
first  chapter :  "  It  is  most  evident  that  the  Christian  Church  is  again 
upon  the  eve  of  one  of  those  great  impulses  in  the  growth  of  the  King- 
dom of  God  on  earth  which  we  commonly  entitle  a  'reformation'  or  '  revi- 
val.' The  Lord  Almighty  does  not  carry  forward  the  growth  of  that 
Kingdom  by  an  even  and  gradual  expansion,  which  would  leave  it  to 
men  to  claim  the  glory  of  it.  It  advances  like  a  river,  which  rarely 
follows  far  a  straight  line,  which  may  for  long  distances  be  troubled  and 
turbid,  but  suddenly  breaks  out  at  intervals  upon  its  course  into  broad, 
peaceful  expansions  or  lakes,  surrounded  by  scenes  of  extraordinary 
fertility  and  beauty.  It  grows  upon  a  principle  like  that  which  the 
Creator  has  impressed  upon  many  genera  of  the  vegetable  kingdom — 
grasses,  canes,  trees — by  a  succession  of  nodes,  or  axes,  or  joints;  points 
where,  at  considerable  distances  apart,  the  compressed  life  of  the  stem 
breaks  out  into  spreading  branches,  laden  with  foliage  and  fruit.  The 
Kingdom  of  God  has  thus  ever  increased  by  a  succession  of  sudden  and 
vigorous  expansions,  whose  intervals  have  not  been  without  regularity 
or  plan.  It  is  one  of  these  great  expansions  of  spiritual  life  which  seems 
now  to  be  at  hand." 

How  wonderfully  have  these  deductions  from  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  past  ages  been  fulfilled  in  the  experience  of  our  fellow-chris- 
tians  in  Great  Britain]  The  outpourings  of  the  Holy  Spirit  began  there 
in  June,  1873.  First  they  were  felt  in  the  cities  of  the  English  border, 
then  in  those  of  Scotland.  The  oldest  ministers  there  say  that  they 
"have  never  seen  anything  that  in  extent  and  depth  of  interest  ap- 
proached to  the  present  movement,"  and  that  "there  has  been  nothing 
like  it  since  the  Reformation."  It  went  with  undiminished  power 
through  Ireland.  It  recently  came  to  a  climax  in  London,  where  four 
series  of  meetings,  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  were  attended  by  the 
amazing  and  almost  incredible  number  of  over  two  millions  one  hundred 
thousand  people.  Tens  of  thousands  have  been  converted  to  God.  The 
religious  spirit  of  millions  has  been  revolutionized.  Impulses  have 
gone  forth  into  the  countries  of  the  continent  of  Europe,  and  into  all  the 
British  colonies,  which  will  prepare  the  way  among  them  also  for  revi- 
vals of  unprecedented  power.  It  is  the  preparation  for  a  still  greater 
work  of  God  in  America. 

God  has  ploughed  up  the  soil  of  this  whole  nation  by  the  horrors  of 
war,  by  great  commercial  and  financial  calamities,  by  the  permission  of 
many  dreadful  exhibitions  of  the  sinfulness,  and  wretchedness,  and  help 
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lessness  of  men  without  the  gospel.  Here,  where  religion  is  untram- 
melled by  old  bondage  to  the  state  ;  here  where  the  poor  and  laboring 
classes  are  in  so  much  more  favorable  circumstances  to  hear  and  to  enjoy 
the  privileges  of  the  gospel ;  here  where  the  people  of  all  nations  have 
flowed  together,  and  whence  they  shall  bear  with  so  much  effect  the 
truth  to  the  kindreds  and  nations  which  are  untaught ;  here  where 
great  and  powerful  revivals  have  so  often  been  granted  in  the  past,  what 
immense  outpourings  have  we  to  expect  in  the  days  to  come  !  Tens  of 
thousands  of  converts  in  the  Old  World  are  earnestly  praying  that 
"America"  maybe  visited  speedily  with  such  a  revival!  The  Great 
Revival  has  indeed  begun,  through  Americans,  in  Britain.  Thus  God  is 
commencing  that  glorious  work  of  grace  to  a  fallen  world  which  will 
soon  fill  all  this  continent,  and  swiftly  spread  hence  to  the  old  continents 
on  either  hand,  and  to  -the  islands  of  the  sea.  O  Lord,  hasten  it,  for 
Jesus'  sake. 


THE   SPIRIT  OP   GOD'S   INSTRUMENTS  IN   THE   BRITISH 

REYIYAL. 

The  men  whom  God  used  as  his  instruments  were  thoroughly  filled 
with  the  spirit  and  power  of  his  word.  They  intensely  realized  the 
infinite  power,  the  infinite  wisdom,  the  infinite  goodness,  the  infinite  holi- 
ness, the  infinite  mercy  of  the  Divine  Being.  They  were  fully  sensible 
that  they  were  nothing  at  all  except  as  his  instruments.  They  were 
inspired,  energized  and  exalted,  with  ardent  and  never-resting  zeal  for  the 
glory  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Thus  they  were  qualified  for  the  use 
to  which  God  put  them.  Iron  is  the  basest  and  commonest  of  metals; 
but  it  is  iron  which  the  surgeon  chooses  as  the  material  for  his  operating 
instruments.  They  are  made  not  of  gold,  or  silver,  or  other  costly  sub- 
stances ;  they  are  not  enriched  with  ornaments,  but  are  plain  in  their 
form.  But  this  iron  can  be,  and  must  have  been,  purified  in  successive  fur- 
naces, carbonized  into  steel,  hammered,  filed,  ground,  polished,  sharpened, 
until  it  is  just  suited  to  the  Master's  designs. 

Some  of  us  can  remember  the  humble  beginnings  of  Mr.  Moody's 
labors,  and  have  seen  him  go  out  into  the  drinking  saloons,  the  haunts 
of  vice,  the  homes  of  the  poor  and  despised,  and  bring  in  men  and  women, 
black  and  white,  people  sometimes  yet  under  the  influence  of  liquor  and 
noisy,  into  the  hall  in  Chicago,  with  its  broad  platform  and  its  galleries. 
A  person  who  had  heard  something  of  him  went  once  to  a  meeting, 
expecting  to  hear  a  thrilling  and  powerful  address,  but  was  surprised  to 
find  it  held  in  a  low  room,  dimly  lighted  with  a  few  tallow  candles,  and 
the  leader  occupied  in  teaching  a  poor  negro  boy  to  read,  while  he  could 
himself  not  pronounce  some  of  the  words.  Nothing  has  more  astonished 
the  wise  and  the  learned  in  Great  Britain  than  the  unlettered  plainness, 
the  ungrammatical  language,  the  "American"  phrases,  and  pronunciation, 
and  accent  of  this  apostolic  man.  And  they  have  been  as  much  aston- 
ished to  see  him  often  shut  them  all  out  of  the  meetings,  and  admit  only 
two  classes  of  persons,  by  tickets  which  had  been  distributed  by  suitable 
agents  through  every  corner  and  by-place  in  a  large  city,  that  is,  those 
who  needed  salvation  and  those  who  were  willing  to  help  them  to  find  it. 

Mr.  Moody  has  often  said:  "Paul  counts  up  five  things  that  God 
makes  use  of — the  weak  things,  the  foolish  things,  the  base  things,  the 
despised  things,  and  the  things  that  are  not;  and  for  this  purpose,  that 
no  flesh  might  glory  in  his  sight ;  all  five  being  just  such  as  we  should 
despise.  He  can  and  will  use  us,  just  when  we  are  willing  to  be  humble 
for  Christ's  sake;  and  so  for  six  thousand  years  God  has  been  teaching

men.  So  with  an  ass's  jawbone  Samson  slew  his  thousands.  So  at  the 
blowing  of  ram's  horns  the  walls  of  Jericho  fell.  Let  God  work  in  his 
own  way,  and  with  his  own  instruments.  Let  all  rejoice  that  he  should. 
And  let  us  too  get  into  the  position  in  which  God  can  use  us." 

WONDERFUL  POWER  OF  A  SIMPLE  AND  LOYING  GOSPEL. 

The  subduing  power  of  the  gospel  of  Christ's  grace  was  seen  at  Mr. 
Moody's  meetings,  in  the  melting  down  of  the  hatred  and  prejudices  of 
people  of  all  sects ;  in  the  gathering  together  of  those  of  every  rank, 
from  the  late  Prime  Minister,  Mr.  Gladstone,  down  to  the  very  lowest 
and  wretchedest  inhabitants  of  the  kennels  of  the  great  towns;  and  in 
the  concession  of  even  the  Romanist  priests  and  editors  that  this  "won- 
derful quickening  of  religious  thought"  was  a  mighty  barrier  to  the  infi- 
delity into  which  society  is  drifting,  and  deserved  "the  homage  of" their 
"respect."  What  a  testimony  to  the  effect  of  the  gospel  upon  the  spirits 
of  men  was  a  scene  when  Messrs.  Moody  and  Sankey  bade  farewell  to 
Scotland.  "  His  sentences  were  interrupted  by  bursts  of  tears;  he  bent 
over  the  pulpit  sobbing,  and  buried  his  face  in  his  hands.  Among  the 
audience  the  flood  of  emotion  was  overpowering ;  the  whole  meeting  was 
bathed  in  tears.  It  was  a  moment  of  inexpressible  tenderness;  the 
thoughts  and  feelings  of  past  months  came  rushing  back  in  a  torrent." 
Did  our  hearts  yearn  with  love  and  sympathy  and  pity  over  the  immor- 
tal souls  around  us,  how  many  who  now  despise  and  reject  our  labors 
would  most  joyfully  welcome  them ;  how  would  hard  hearts  and  bitter 
egmity  and  mocking  infidelity  be  melted  into  penitence,  affection,  and 
triumphant  rejoicing  in  Jesus  Christ!  A  fire  would  be  kindled  which 
would  run  swiftly  over  our  mountains,  and  over  our  prairies,  and  leap 
across  seas  to  other  lands! 
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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  arrival  of  the  Rev.  D.  McGilvary 
and  his  family,  and  Dr.  Cheek,  at  Chiengmai,  is  reported ;  also  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Reading  and  Miss  Dewsnap  at  Gaboon.  We  have  to  report 
the  arrival  in  this  country,  on  visits,  of  Rev.  J.  Wherry  and  his  family, 
of  Peking ;  Mrs.  Janvier,  of  Sabathu,  and  Mrs.  Phillips,  of  Zacatecas. 
The  Rev.  S.  J.  McFarland  and  his  family,  returning  to  Siam,  Rev. 
Eugene  P.  Dunlap  and  his  wife  also  for  Siam,  Rev.  William  Imbrie  and 
his  wife  for  Japan,  and  Miss  Frances  E.  Harshberger  for  Ningpo,  em- 
barked at  San  Francisco  on  the  1st  of  September.  Mr.  Dunlap  is  a 
member  of  the  Presbytery  of  Shenango.  Mr.  Imbrie  is  a  member  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Jersey  City,  a  son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Imbrie  of  that  city. 
Miss  Harshberger  is  a  member  of  the  church  of  Milroy,  Penna.  The 
return  of  Rev.  J.  S.  Woodside  and  his  family  to  India  was  not  men- 
tioned at  the  time.  They  embarked  May  29th,  but  spent  some  time  in 
Ireland,  and  expected  to  proceed  on  their  journey  in  October. 

New  Converts. — In  the  city  of  Mexico,  ten  new  communicants  are 
reported;  and  in  the  state  of  Guerrera,  brought  to  special  notice  by  the 
Acapulco  massacre,    eleven   congregations   are  now  spoken  of,  having 
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two  hundred  and  eighty  communicants,  the  fruit  mainly  of  native  evan- 
gelistic labor.  In  Rio  de  Janeiro  one  new  convert,  and  in  the  vicinity 
of  Rio  Claro  eleven  converts  at  one  place,  and  thirteen  at  another,  and 
the  baptism  of  eighteen  and  eleven  children  at  each  place  respectively, 
show  continued  encouragement  in  Brazil.  At  Gaboon,  two  new  com- 
municants; in  Tripoli  two:  in  Zahleh  three;  in  Oroomiah  one,  a  Moham- 
medan religious  teacher;  in  Sabathu  two;  in  Ambala  three,  inmates  of 
the  Leper  Asylum. 

Letters  Received  to  September  14th. — From  the  Seneca  Mission, 
September  10th  ;  Chippewa,  August  26th ;  Dakota,  September  3d;  Yoko- 
hama, August  14th;  Shanghai,  July  30th;  Ningpo,  July  1st;  Canton, 
July  29th;  Chiengmai,  May  28th;  Futtehgurh,  July  13th  ;  Saharunpur, 
July  5th;  Sabathu,  July  5th;  Rawal  Pindi,  July  31st;  Kolapore 
July  27th;  Tabriz,  July  20th;  Oroomiah,  June  1st;  Teheran,  July  5th; 
Abeih,  August  17th;  Zahleh,  July  15th;  Monrovia,  August  3d;  Ga- 
boon, July  5th ;  Rio  de  Janeiro,  July  24th ;  Sao  Paulo,  July  25th ; 
Rio  Claro,  July  14th ;  Bahia,  July  20th ;  Mexico,  August  18th ;  Zacatecas, 
August  5th. 

Receipts  from  May  1st  to  August  30th. — From  churches,  $53,338; 
from  individual  donors,  $4,170;  from  legacies,  $8,872 — in  all,  $66,382. 
Last  year  the  receipts  in  these  months  were  $63,036.  From  churches 
and  individual  donors — last  year,  $51,508;  this  year,  $57,509.  We  are 
very  grateful  to  be  able  to  make  so  good  a  report.  Let  it  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  expenditures  of  the  Board  average  this  year  about  $46,000 
a  month,  according  to  the  estimates  as  reduced,  and  then  approved. 
This  makes  a  sum  nearly  three  times  as  large  as  the  amount  received  in 
the  four  months  above  reported ;  but  then  the  far  larger  part  of  the 
receipts  of  the  Board  reach  the  treasury  in  the  later  months  of  the  mis- 
sion year. 


Presbyterial  Co-operatiox. — The  last  General  Assembly  adopted 
the  following  recommendation  :  "That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
endeavor  to  find  some  member  in  each  Presbytery  who  will  freely,  and 
from  his  own  zeal  in  behalf  of  missions,  act  within  his  Presbytery  as  its 
special  friend" — see  the  whole  resolution  on  page  498  of  the  Minutes. 

The  Board  has  not  yet  taken  any  action  on  this  recommendation.  In 
the  meantime,  the  Secretaries  agreed  to  send  a  circular,  asking  attention  to 
the  subject — not  suggesting  the  appointment  of  any  one,  but  leaving  it  to 
the  Presbytery  to  make  such  appointment,  if  it  were  considered  expe- 
dient. This  plan  was  tried  to  some  extent,  years  ago,  and  it  is  still  sub- 
stantial^ in  use  in  some  cases,  under  the  action  of  Presbvteries.  Their 
zealous  action  and  cooperation  are  of  essential  advantage  to  this  cause. 


FOREIGN  MISSIONS  OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  most  of  our  churches  make  their  collections 
for  the  foreign  cause  in  the  ensuing  months,  we  give  here  some  general 
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statements  concerning  these  missions,  taken  chiefly  from  the  last  Annual 
Report. 

I.  Among  the  Indian  Tribes — the  Senecas,  in  Western  New  York;  Chippewas,  in  Wisconsin  ; 
Omahas,  in  Nebraska;  Dakotas,  in  Dakota  Territory  ;  Creeks  and  Seminoles,  in  Indian  Terri- 
tory ;  Navajoee.  in  New  Mexico  Territory  ;  Nez  Perces,  in  Idaho  Territory ;  Spokans,  in  Wash- 
ington Territory:  15  ministers,  two  of  whom  are  natives;  17  female  missionaries;  13  native 
assistants  ;  1,579  communicants  ;  313  scholars. 

II.  Chinese  in  California — 2  ministers;  3  female  missionaries;  6  native  assistants;  60  com- 
municants; 160  scholars. 

III.  Japan — 5  ministers;  1  medical  missionary;  7  female  missionaries;  46  communicants;  94 
scholars. 

IV.  China — 36  ministers,  of  whom  12  are  natives  ; — native  licentiate  preachers  ;  1  medical 
missionary,  and  1  printer  ;  28  female  missionaries ;  50  native  assistants  ;  1,143  communicants ; 
745  scholars. 

V.  Siam  and  Laos — 7  ministers;  3 native  licentiate  preachers  :  1  medical  missionary  ;  10  female 
missionaries  ;  4  native  assistants  ;  49  communicants  ;  46  scholars. 

VI.  India — 48  ministers,  of  whom  12  are  natives;  45  female  missionaries  ;  168  native  assistants  ; 
657  communicants ;  7,251  scholars. 

VII.  Persia — 20  ministers,  of  whom  12  are  natives  ;  16  native  licentiate  preachers ;  1  medical 
missionary  ;  10  female  missionaries ;  54  native  assistants  ;  797  communicants  ;  954  scholars. 

VIII.  Syria — 16  ministers,  of  whom  3  are  natives  ;  1  printer ;  15  female  missionaries  ;  79  native 
assistants;  483  communicants ;  2,195  scholars. 

IX.  Western  Coast  of  Africa — 11  ministers,  of  whom  6  are  Amerieo-Liberians,  and  1  native  ;  3 
native  licentiate  preachers  ;  3  male  and  8  female  missionaries  ;  14  native  assistants ;  439  commu- 
nicants ;  281  scholars. 

X.  Brazil — 8  ministers,  of  whom  1  is  a  native  ;  3  native  licentiate  preachers  ;  11  female  mission- 
aries; 563  communicants  :  245  scholars. 

XI.  Chili — 5  ministers,  of  whom  1  is  a  native;  3  female  missionaries;  85  communicants;  65 
scholars. 

XII.  United  States  of  Colombia — 2  ministers;  3  female  missionaries;  1  native  assistant;  20 
communicants;  25  scholars. 

XIII.  Mexico — 3  ministers;  9  assistant  missionaries  appointed  in  the  country;  4  female 
missionaries;  1,000  communicants ;  160  scholars. 

These  statistics  show  136  ministers  from  this  country  to  be  connected 
with  these  missions,  and  160  of  our  American  ladies.  The  staff  of  native 
ministers,  licentiate  preachers,  and  other  assistants,  is  large  and  increas- 
ing; 512  of  these  laborers  are  reported,  of  whom  45  are  ordained  minis- 
ters. The  number  of  communicants  is  nearly  1,000.  The  work  of  the 
printing  press  in  Syria,  India,  China,  &c,  is  not  here  exhibited,  but  it  is 
large  and  of  great  moment.  The  number  of  scholars  reported  is  12,509. 
Besides  what  is  done  in  the  missions  here  enumerated,  the  Board  stands 
ready  to  forward  the  gifts  of  those  who  may  desire  to  aid  the  spread  of 
the  gospel  in  Papal  Europe,  at  no  cost  for  transmission,  and  with  the 
best  guaranty  of  judicious  expenditure  in  France,  Italy,  and  other  coun- 
tries. Considerable  sums  have  been  expended  in  this  way,  and  with 
the  best  results. 

These  returns  are  to  the  1st  of  last  May.  Some  changes  have  since 
taken  place ;  several  new  missionaries  have  been  sent  out,  as  the  pages 
of  the  Record  show,  and  some  others  will  soon  be  sent  forth  ;  but  speak- 
ing generally,  the  statistics  here  given  represent  the  foreign  work  of  the 
Church  as  well  as  such  figures  can  represent  it.  The  time  has  not  yet 
come  for  reporting  the  results  of  missionary  labor;  it  is  a  time  of  sowing 
seed,  rather  than  of  reaping.  The  leavening  work  of  the  gospel  in 
countries  like  Syria,  India,  and  China,  indeed  in  nearly  all  the  fields  of 
these  missions,  cannot  be  fully  seen  by  any  eye  but  that  of  faith,  but  it 
is  unquestionably  a  work  of  the  greatest  moment. 
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The  greatness  of  the  harvest  in  these  fields  should  ever  press  on  the 
heart  of  the  Church.  How  many  hundred  millions  of  our  fellow  men, 
sitting  in  the  region  and  shadow  of  death,  are  in  the  greatest  possible 
need  of  our  help ;  and  how  remarkable  is  the  ordering  of  Divine  Provi- 
dence that  has  brought  them  within  reach  of  the  Church — nearly  all 
of  them  in  our  own  day!  And  alas,  how  few  are  the  laborers! 
Our  Church  has  more  ministers  in  each  of  several  Synods,  and  more 
ministers  in  a  single  Western  State,  that  of  Iowa  for  example,  than 
in  all  these  missionary  countries  put  together.  We  must  not  cease  to 
offer  prayer  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers 
into  his  harvest. 


LIBERIA— THE  LESS  FAVORED  RACES. 

Dr.  Blyden's  letter,  on  another  page,  will  be  read  with  interest,  espe- 
cially as  it  speaks  of  the  reopening  of  the  High  School  in  Liberia.  He 
himself  graduated  from  this  school  when  it  was  under  the  charge  of  the 
Rev.  D.  A.  Wilson;  and  so  did  Mr.  J.  T.  Dimery,  of  whose  death  in 
Monrovia  we  have  just  received  the  sad  news — one  who  was  among 
the  foremost  citizens  of  Liberia.  We  trust  this  school  may  now  become 
what  it  formerly  was,  and  what  is  still  greatly  needed,  a  manual  labor 
school  of  thorough  training  and  truly  Christian  influence. 

The  Liberia  missionary  work  of  the  Board  was  begun  in  1833.  Its 
primary  field  was  among  the  Americo-Liberians,  but  its  purpose  from 
the  first  had  reference  mainly  to  the  native  population  of  the  interior. 
This  is  not  the  place  to  speak  of  the  good  men,  white  and  colored,  who 
have  been  at  work  for  Christ  in  this  field,  nor  of  their  discouragements 
and  success.  Latterly  the  missionaries  have  all  been  colored  men, 
and  their  work  has  been  conducted  somewhat  on  the  plan  of  home  mis- 
sions, their  salaries  being  supplemented  by  the  Board ;  but  owing  to  the 
feebleness  of  their  churches,  nearly  all  their  support  has  been  derived 
from  the  Board.  The  last  Annual  Report  enumerated  six  ministers, 
one  licentiate  preacher,  ten  churches,  two  hundred  and  fifty  communi- 
cants, and  thirty  scholars.  More  men  could  be  employed  if  the  receipts 
of  the  mission  treasury  permitted;  but  the  Methodist  and  Baptist 
churches  in  Liberia,  as  in  this  country,  attract  our  colored  friends  more 
than  the  Presbyterian  or  the  Episcopal ;  the  latter,  however,  has  an  effi- 
cient mission  at  Cape  Palmas,  and  supports  ministers  at  other  places,  as 
docs  also  the  Lutheran  Church. 

The  prospects  of  our  work  in  Liberia  proper  now  more  than  ever  will 
be  influenced  by  the  course  of  events.  We  must  hope  that  this  part  of 
Africa,  by  its  incentives  to  industry  and  enterprise,  by  its  good  schools, 
and  especially  by  its  religious  privileges,  may,  before  long,  be  able  to 
offer  to  colored  people  the  same  attractions  that  bring  German  and  other 
European  emigrants  in  such  large  numbers  to  this  country.  In  the 
greatly  changed  political  and  social  condition  of  the  colored  people  here, 
emigration,  rather  than  colonization,  is  the  idea;  and  in  order  to  emigra- 
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tion  there  must  be  progress,  in  important  respects,  in  Liberia — progress 
which,  we  trust,  will  soon  be  made  in  a  greater  degree  than  has  yet  been 
achieved.  Towards  this  progress  our  missionary  work  is  a  valuable, 
indeed,  an  indispensable  factor. 

Lying  back  from  Liberia,  and  also  within  its  borders,  is  the  purely 
native  population.  The  interior  tribes,  it  is  believed,  are  becoming 
accessible.  Our  missionary  plans  should  more  and  more  look  to  their 
having  the  gospel  preached  to  them.  We  cherish  hopes  of  great  good, 
both  for  Liberia  and  for  the  regions  beyond,  as  the  result  of  our  missionary 
labors.  The  past  colonization  and  missionary  labors  and  influences  have 
by  no  means  been  in  vain.  The  future,  we  trust,  will  be  marked  by  the 
greater  spread  of  the  gospel  and  its  benign  influences. 

Let  us  remember,  first,  that  a  great  work  of  preparation  and  of  sowing 
good  seed  has  been  performed  in  Liberia,  and  generally  on  the  western 
coast  of  Africa,  from  Sierra  Leone  to  Gaboon,  though  with  large  inter- 
vening districts  as  yet  unoccupied.  And  second,  that  no  considerations 
of  race,  of  intelligence,  of  conventional  culture,  are  of  much  account  in 
our  missionary  views.  The  reader  of  such  a  book  as  Four  Years  m 
Ashantee,  by  a  Swiss  missionary,  which  has  been  lately  published,  will 
be  distressed  by  the  terrible  accounts  of  degradation  and  bloodshed 
which  he  describes.  These  Ashantees  are  not  polished,  interesting  peo- 
ple, such  as  many  account  the  inmates  of  Hindu  zenanas,  or  many  of  the 
Japanese,  the  Brahmans  or  the  Mandarins.  Alas!  for  the  poor  Ashantee 
women  !  And  the  best  men  of  the  kingdom  are  repulsive  savages  in  many 
respects.  But  they  are  not  beyond  the  reach  of  the  grace  of  God.  And 
that  grace  may  be  as  signally  displayed  in  the  lifting  up  of  a  down- 
trodden race  as  in  the  conversion  of  Brahmans  or  Mandarins,  perhaps  in 
a  far  more  signal  manner.  So  too  of  declining,  expiring  tribes,  such  as  we 
are  told  our  American  Indians  are ;  a  book  has  been  printed,  and  by  a  Pres- 
byterian minister  too — not  of  our  country,  to  show,  among  other  things, 
that  Missionary  Boards  make  a  great  mistake  in  spending  their  funds  on 
tribes  that  are  "  dying  out."  But  is  not  this  a  wrong  way  to  put  the 
case  ?  If  they  are  not  to  continue,  but  must  pass  away,  the  more  do  they 
need  speedily  to  receive  the  knowledge  of  eternal  life.  As  to  passing  by 
the  degraded,  ignorant,  and  uncivilized  races,  in  order  to  reach  those 
who  are  in  some  degree  intelligent,  polite,  and  civilized — well,  we  do 
not  so  understand  our  Lord's  commandment.  This  respects  "  every 
creature" — civilized  or  savage.  Neither  do  we  so  understand  the  exam- 
ple of  the  first  Christians.  The  Apostle  Peter  might  b&ve  made  a  splen- 
did argument  for  the  Hebrews  as  the  main  people  to  be  first  evangelized, 
pointing  to  their  wonderful  history,  their  unrivalled  geographical  posi- 
tion, their  intellectual  force,  their  widely  spread  settlements  in  other 
countries;  so  the  Apostle  Paul  might  have  spent  a  part  of  his  unequalled 
eloquence  in  a  plea  for  the  Greeks  as  the  people  of  culture,  and  of  the 
Romans  as  full  of  energy.  But  how  little  do  we  find  in  the  first  mission- 
ary records  of  ethnographic,  political,  commercial,  conventional  ideas  as 
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motives  for  evangelizing  labor!  We  ought  to  understand,  moreover,  the 
lesson  of  our  own  Anglo-Saxon  history  ;  where  were  men  and  women  to 
be  found  who  were  less  attractive  than  the  early  inhabitants  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  !  The  same  gospel  that  brought  them  to  their  present 
standing  can  change  the  people  of  Africa  and  make  them  intelligent,  cul- 
tured, devoted  Christians.  There  may  be  a  place,  a  small  place,  in  our 
thoughts  of  missions  for  ideas  of  secular  interest;  but  it  is  for  sinful,  lost, 
and  perishing  sinners  that  this  cause  has  its  existence.  And  it  is  for  the 
sake  of  Jesus  that  we  are  in  this  work.     May  our  faith  be  stronger  ! 


A  GLIMPSE  OF  JAPAN  INLAND. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Hepburn,  of  Yokohama,  writes  as  follows,  under  date  of 
July  23d : 

My  wife  and  I  have  been  taking  a  trip  of  some  three  weeks  into  the 
country.  We  were  both  very  much  run  down.  .  .  We  must  have  travelled 
over  200  miles,  in  the  most  beautiful  country  eyes  ever  beheld,  full  of 
towns  and  villages,  mostly  among  the  mountains,  varying  from  2,000  to 
13,000  feet  high.  The  valleys  cultivated  in  rice  and  silk  mulberry.  I 
made  known  the  gospel  at  every  opportunity,  that  is  wherever  we 
stopped,  to  willing  and  interested  hearers,  and  distributed  a  few  books. 
There  is  no  hindrance  to  talking  on  religious  subjects,  and  the  people  are 
always  glad  to  hear.  As  soon  as  it  was  known  that  I  was  a  doctor,  I 
was  overwhelmed  with  patients,  for  every  one  found  out  they  had  some 
pain  or  ailment,  from  which  they  wanted  relief.  In  every  village  and 
town  I  found  government  schools  well  attended  with  children.  The 
schools  are  divided  into  three  grades,  classed  in  Japanese,  as  upper, 
middle,  and  lower.  Most  of  the  schools  are  of  the  lower  grade.  We 
there  found  the  children,  generally  from  8  to  15  years  old,  were  learning 
to  read  and  write,  besides  studying  arithmetic  and  geography.  The 
schools  were  furnished  with  blackboards,  slates,  maps,  globes;  and  the 
children  were  sitting  on  benches  at  desks,  in  the  American  manner. 
How  wonderful  all  this  is!  And  what  a  mighty  influence  will  these 
schools  exercise  upon  this  people!  These  schools  are  scattered  over  the 
whole  country ;  education  is  compulsory,  and  they  are  supported  by  a 
tax  upon  the  people,  which  I  believe  they  cheerfully  pay. 


MATTERS  OF  INTEREST  IN  LIBERIA. 

The  Rev.  E.  W.  Blyden,  LL.D.,  writes  as  follows,  under  date  of  June 

3d. 

We  have  carried  on  considerable  repairs  on  the  Alexander  High 
School  buildings,  but  there  is  still  a  great  deal  to  be  done  that  is  really 
necessary.  We  have  cleared  and  planted  a  large  quantity  of  land. 
Enough  has  been  done  to  enable  us  to  begin.  I  have  admitted  six  boys, 
though  we  have  no  books.  While  waiting  for  books,  the  boys  can  assist 
in  continuing  the  preliminary  work  on  the  premises. 

On  the  $500  allowed,  we  could  not  undertake  the  support  of  more 
than  six  boys ;  and  I  recognize  the  fact  as  true  which  is  stated  in  one  of 
your  last  letters,  that  a  few  well-trained  youths  will  do  more  good  than 
twice  their  number  poorly  educated.  I  shall  therefore  give  more  atten- 
tion to  the  character  of  the  boys,  mental,  moral  and  physical,  than  to  secure 
indiscriminately  any  very  large  number,  especially  in  view  of  the  present 
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financial  prospect.     [The  hope  is  then  expressed  that  friends  may  be 
found  who  will  generously  aid  in  the  larger  support  of  the  school.] 

About  three  weeks  ago,  I  made  a  journey  of  twenty  miles  north-east 
of  this  point,  and  visited  a  number  of  native  towns.  Most  of  the  towns 
belonged  to  pagans — Deys  and  Golahs — but  in  every  one  I  found  a  school 
♦taught  by  Mohammedans.  I  entered  a  town  beautifully  situated  on  a 
hill,  with  a  view  of  passing  through  rapidly  to  reach  another  more  dis- 
tant town,  but  my  attention  was  arrested  by  the  cleanness  and  neatness 
of  every  thing  outside  and  within  the  enclosure.  The  chief,  a  man  about 
forty  years  of  age,  had  been  brought  up  in  Monrovia.  He  can  neither 
read  nor  write,  but  spoke  English  with  remarkable  fluency  and  propriety. 
In  one  part  of  the  town  I  saw  Mandingo  Mohammedans  sitting  on  a  mat, 
reading  Arabic.  They  were  so  busily  engaged  that  they  did  not  notice  me 
as  I  passed ;  in  another  part,  I  saw  females  reading  from  a  Yey  manu- 
script ;  in  another  direction  a  beautiful  coffee  nursery  met  my  gaze,  con- 
taining about  300  thriving  plants.  The  chief  informed  me  that  he  had, 
besides,  some  three  thousand  trees,  already  set  out,  of  which  many  were 
bearing.  Here  were  to  be  seen  in  this  single  town  results  of  three  dif- 
ferent influences.  There  was  the  Oriental  in  the  Arabic  cantillation  on 
the  one  hand ;  there  was  the  Western  or  Liberian,  in  the  fluent  English 
of  the  chief,  and  the  careful  husbandry  and  skilful  culture  of  coffee  ;  and 
there  was  the  indigenous  in  the  Yey  recitations.  Dr.  J.  L.  Wilson,  in 
his  Western  Africa,  (p.  95)  gives  an  account  of  the  invention  of  the  Yey 
writing.  It  has  since  his  time  received  quite  a  development,  and  the 
Yeys  keep  up  regular  correspondence  in  their  own  vernacular  and  in  the 
syllabic  writing  of  their  own  invention. 

I  visited  two  villages  exclusively  Mohammedan,  conducted  very  much 
the  same  as  Mohammedan  villages  of  the  same  size  near  Cairo  or  Jeru- 
salem. I  did  not  urge  the  natives  to  send  us  many  children  just  now,  as 
we  are  not  yet  prepared  to  receive  more  than  a  few. 

June  Wi. — Since  writing  the  above,  your  letter  of  April  30th  has 
come  to  hand.  So  far  as  human  foresight  can  now  determine,  the  Alex- 
ander High  School  will  be  kept  up. 

I  have  been  laboring  up  here,  preaching  and  teaching,  for  the  last  two 
months,  and  I  feel  greatly  encouraged.     I  think  this  field  for  me  far  more 

promising  and  satisfactory  than would  be,  or  any  position  in  America 

to  which  I  have  been  invited.  If  the  Board  will  sustain  us  in  our  efforts, 
the  school,  I  trust,  will  become  an  important  and  permanent  agency  in 
the  work  of  African  education.  I  fullv  endorse  the  closing  remarks  of 
your  letter  of  March  31.  "  Given  a  good  education,  fully  pervaded  by 
the  spirit  of  the  gospel,  and  I  do  not  see  why  Liberia  may  not  come  to 
the  front  in  Africa  in  the  possession  of  men  of  intelligence,  integrity,  en- 
terprise and  power — "  and  for  this  it  is  my  determination  to  labor. 
Pray  for  us,  for  there  are  many  hindrances. 

In  nearly  every  number  of  the  Presbyterian,  I  see  some  reference  to 
Dr.  Alexander  (Archibald) — some  interesting  and  instructive  reminis- 
cence of  his  teachings  ;  some  germinal  principle  which  he  laid  down  in  the 
work  of  mental  and  spiritual  education,  and  which  has  developed  and 
borne  such  glorious  fruit  in  the  American  Presbyterian  Church ;  and  it 
has  struck  me  that  while  you  are  erecting  in  America  the  "  Witherspoon 
statue,"  it  might  be  well  for  us  in  Liberia  to  have  a  more  distinct  and 
definite  memorial  of  the  great  Alexander,  who,  though  he  forbade  "  any 
word  of  eulogy,  any  attempt  at  delineation  of  character  or  any  praise," 
yet  considering  his  labors  in  the  cause  of  education  in  our  Church,  and 
for  Liberia  particularly,    (we  cannot  forget  his  great  work  on  African

Colonization),  is  entitled  to  a  loving  remembrance  in  this  Republic.  I 
am  often  asked  after  what  Alexander  is  the  school  named,  and  sometimes 
I  receive  letters  from  intelligent  persons  addressed  Alexandrian  High 
School.  Would  not  the  Board  consent,  if  it  would  not  be  contravening 
the  spirit  of  Dr.  Alexander's  dying  request — to  prefix  the  name  Archibald 
to  the  designation  of  the  school,  and  call  it  the  Archibald  Alexander  High 
School,  for  the  sake  of  historical  defmiteness  ?  As  the  school  was  named 
during  his  life-time,  and  he  did  not  object  to  the  compliment,  we  can 
hardly  suppose  that  if  he  were  consulted  he  would  interpose  any  objec- 
tion to  making  the  compliment  more  precise  and  definite. 
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WANT  OF  SABBATH-SCHOOL  MISSION  WORK. 

In  the  well-ordered,  long-settled,  and  thoroughly  tilled  sections  of  our 
country,  it  is  hard  to  realize  the  actual  condition  of  other  parts  of  our 
Union.  In  many  and  many  a  county  we  have  not  one  pastor  or  Home 
Missionary;  and  where  we  have  earnest  ministers,  their  own  work,  with 
two,  three,  or  four  stations,  is  more  than  they  can  overtake.  It  is  impos- 
sible for  them  to  cultivate  all  the  field  which  they  would  desire  to  fill 
with  Christian  influences.  Into  these  open  fields  goes  the  Missionary  of 
the  Board  of  Publication.  He  visits  from  house  to  house  ;  he  talks, 
exhorts,  encourages,  consoles,  and  prays.  He  sells  and  gives  books  and 
tracts;  he  gathers  a  meeting  and  seeks  to  organize  the  prayer-meeting 
and  the  Sabbath-school,  that  when  he  passes  on  he  may  leave  behind 
him  the  germ  of  a  permanent  religious  force.  This  work  is  one  with 
which,  in  such  a  land  as  ours,  we  cannot  dispense. 

As  a  sample  take  the  following  letter  from  a  missionary  of  the  Board 
of  Publication  in  Missouri: 

"  There  are  a  few  well-regulated  Sunday-schools,  mostly  in  the  larger 
towns,  (Potosi,  Ironton,  Fredericktown,  etc.,)  but  in  most  places  where 
schools  ought  to  be,  there  is  either  none  or  a  very  poorly  conducted  one, 
continued  only  from  three  to  six  months  in  the  year.  In  one  county,  I  am 
told,  there  is  no  Sunday-school,  and  but  one  Protestant  church.  There 
may  be  other  counties  no  better  off.  The  great  difficulty  in  the  way  of 
organizing  Sunday-schools  is  the  lack  of  superintendents  and  teachers, 
and  this  arises,  in  a  great  measure,  from  a  lack  of  interest  in  Bible  study. 

"  For  instance  :  A  man  professes  conversion  and  joins  the  Church,  but 
he  knows  almost  nothing  of  the  Bible ;  has  never  been  in  a  well-regu- 
lated Sunday-school;  perhaps  in  none  at  all.  He  has  never  acquired  a 
habit  of  study,  and  in  many  cases  cannot  read  well  enough  to  get  a  cor- 
rect idea  of  what  he  reads,  and  has  never  been  called  upon  to  pray  in 
public.  How  can  such  a  man  make  an  efficient  superintendent  or  teacher  ? 
He  may  hear  a  class  read  in  the  Testament,  and  this  is  about  all  that  is 
attempted.  In  this  county,  of  about  5,000  inhabitants,  in  1870  only 
about  one-half  could  read  and  write.  There  are  now  in  operation  about 
thirteen  Sunday-schools,  including  two  colored  schools.  Of  these,  four 
have  been  continued  the  whole  year,  the  others  from  three  to  six  months, 
seventeen  in  towns,  three  in  this  place,  Ironton.     The  whole  thirteen 
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are  in  nine  school  districts.  There  are  about  twenty-five  school  districts 
having  no  Sunday-schools,  and  they  are  entirely  destitute  of  public  reli- 
gious services. 

"I  travel  in  these  rural  districts,  selling  and  giving  religious  books  and 
tracts,  conversing  with  the  parents,  showing  them  as  well  as  I  can  the 
need  of  Sunday-schools,  which  most  of  them  readily  admit,  but  when  I 
propose  to  them  to  organize,  the  reply  is  something  like  this:  'We  tried 
it  last  year  and  failed ;'  or,  '  We  bought  a  library  and  kept  up  our  school 
a  few  weeks,  and  then  it  got  to  be  an  old  story,  the  scholars  dropped  off, 
the  teachers  became  discouraged,  and  the  school  went  down,'  or  there  is 
no  one  to  superintend,  etc.  Sometimes  I  can  prevail  upon  them  to  meet 
and  listen  to  an  address  upon  the  subject,  and  then  to  organize,  and 
sometimes  such  a  school  will  continue  several  months. 

"  Now,  how  is  the  Sabbath  ordinarily  spent?  Sometimes  a  large  num- 
ber ride  several  miles  to  attend  a  'big  meeting.'  Sometimes  whole  fami- 
lies spend  it  in  visiting  their  neighbors,  and  sometimes  the  boys  spend  the 
sacred  hours  in  fishing  and  hunting,  and  other  recreations.  This  will  give 
you  an  idea  of  the  state  of  things  in  Iron  county.  In  the  surrounding 
counties,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  a  worse  state  of  things  exists. 

"You  will  see  the  importance  of  constant  missionary  efforts.  My 
Sundays  are  all  spent  either  in  Sunday-school  work,  or  helping  to  organize 
a  Sunday-school,  or  in  addressing  a  Sunday-school,  or  in  visiting  a 
Sunday-school.  I  can  easily  see  that  progress  has  been  made,  and  that 
Sunday-school  work  has  been  fruitful  of  good  results.  But  so  much 
remains  to  be  done  before  all  can  be  brought  under  the  influence  of  thor- 
ough religious  instruction,  that  what  has  already  been  accomplished 
seems  scarcely  a  beginning,  but  the  promises  of  God's  word  are  abund- 
antly encouraging,  forbidding  that  we  should  weary  in  well-doing." 


WILL  OUR  SABBATH-SCHOOLS  HELP? 

Do  our  Sabbath-schools  know  how  much  the  Board  of  Publication  is 
doing  to  help  in  organizing  and  aiding  Sabbath-schools  ? 

During  the  last  vear  the  missionaries  of  this  Board  visited  2,125 
Sabbath-schools,  and  organized  126  new  schools  in  destitute  localities. 

In  the  same  year  the  Board  made,  through  its  Missionary  Committee 
and  its  District  Superintendents,  grants  of  library-books,  catechisms, 
hymn-books,  papers,  &c,  &c.,  to  over  400  needy  Sabbath-schools,  thereby 
greatly  encouraging  and  strengthening  them,  and  vitalizing  some  that 
were  ready  to  die. 

Earnest  requests  for  such  aid  are  now  coming  to  the  Board  constantly 
from  needy  Sabbath-schools  in  all  parts  of  the  land,  and  it  is  supplying 
their  wants  with  as  liberal  a  hand  as  the  small  amount  of  money  in  its 
Missionary  Fund  will  allow. 

Older  and  abler  Sabbath-schools  can  find  no  more  appropriate  use  for 
their  contributions  than,  through  this  Board,  to  help  and  bless  the  mul- 
titudes of  children  who  have  not  the  privileges  they  themselves  enjoy. 

Will  not  the  Superintendents  and  teachers  of  our  Sabbath-schools  lay 
this  matter  before  their  scholars,  and  secure  their  help  for  the  Board  ? 

Just  now  is  a  time  of  great  need.  We  beg  our  Sabbath-schools  to  give 
us  their  help.

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TO  THE  PRESBYTERIES. 

The  first  re-united  General  Assembly,  at  its  sessions  in  Philadelphia, 
in  May  1810,  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

"  Each  Presbytery  is  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  of  its  members  a 
Presbyterial  Publication  Committee;  which  Committee  shall,  in  that 
Presbytery,  supervise  the  work  of  securing  an  annual  collection  for  this 
Board  from  each  of  its  churches;  shall  search  out  and  recommend  to  the 
Board  suitable  persons  to  act  as  colporteurs ;  shall  correspond  with  the 
Board  in  reference  to  its  work  in  that  Presbytery,  and  shall  do  whatever 
else  may  tend  to  promote  the  work  and  interests  of  the  Board,  and  to 
secure  a  thorough  distribution  of  the  Board's  publications  within  and 
throughout  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery." — See  Minutes  of  18T0,  p.  115. 

This  plan  has  been  found  to  work  admirably  wherever  the  Presby- 
terial Committees  appointed  have  performed  the  duties  assigned  to 
them  with  a  fair  measure  of  fidelity  and  efficiency. 

As  many  of  the  Presbyteries  will  appoint  new  Committees  at  their 
approaching  Fall  meetings,  the  Stated  Clerk  of  each  Presbytery  is 
respectfully  requested  to  communicate  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Publication  the  name  and  address  of  each  Committee-man 
appointed.  In  each  Presbytery  where  no  such  committee  has  heretofore 
been  appointed,  the  Stated  Clerk  is  earnestly  requested  to  cause  the 
above  direction  of  the  Assembly  to  be  complied  with. 

The  last  General  Assembly  adopted  unanimously  the  following: 

5.  Of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Board,  we  would  say  that  its  past 
usefulness,  its  still  undeveloped  possibilities,  and  the  irreverence,  scepti- 
cism and  licentiousness  of  so  much  of  the  press  of  to-day,  all  call  upon 
the  Board  and  the  Church  to  enlarge  this  work,  and  make  it  more  com- 
mensurate with  its  capabilities  and  the  moral  necessities  of  the  country 
and  the  Church. 

It  also  adopted  unanimously  the  following  resolution : 
4.  That  the  Assembly  counsels  the  Board  and  the  Presbyteries  to 
regard  more  the  qualifications  of  the  missionaries  whom  they  employ,  than 
their  number  and  cheapness;  earnestly  recommends  Presbyteries  to  press 
this  missionary  work  of  the  Board  within  their  bounds;  and  calls  upon 
the  churches  not  to  forget  the  duty  of  an  annual  collection  to  aid  these 
useful  missions  to  the  waste  and  lonely  places  of  our  land. 

The  Board  is  earnestly  and  carefully  striving  to  do  its  part  in  carrying 

this  resolution  into  effect.     Will  the  Presbyteries  at  their  approaching 

meetings  and  by  their  Presbyterial  Publication  Committees  do  all  they 

can  on  their  side  in  the  same  direction  ? 


BOARD  OF  CHURCH  ERECTION. 

The  work  of  Church  Erection  goes  forward.  The  demand  for  our 
last  Annual  Report  (on  account  of  the  information  it  gives  on  church 
building)  increases.  One  pastor  writes:  "You  have  done  the  Church 
good  service  by  the  information  which  your  plans,  estimates,  and  specifi- 
cations afford  us.     We  find  that  comfortable  and  attractive  sanctuaries 
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may  be  had  at  a  much  less  cost  than  the  poor,  unsightly,  and  uncomfor- 
table structures  we  used  to  have.     I   only  fear  that  many  of  our  people 
will  become  dissatisfied  with  the  houses  they  have  but  recently  erected, 
at  considerable  cost." 

Another  from  Ohio  writes:  "Your  plans,  &c,  will  be  very  valuable. 
Many  of  our  small  churches  in  the  old  settled  portions  of  our  country 
will  be  encouraged  by  the  information  you  have  given,  to  go  forward 
and  build  without  aid  from  the  Board.  I  think  this  new  feature  in  your 
report  will  give  increased  interest  to  Church  Erection.  I  know  two 
churches  that  think  they  see  their  way  open  now  to  build.  This 
they  did  not  think  possible,  until  they  saw  your  plans.  Send  me 
another  copy  if  you  can  spare  it."  This  is  but  the  first  step  in  this 
direction,  which  we  propose  to  follow  up  each  succeeding  year.  In  our 
next,  we  shall  go  more  into  detail,  giving  carpenters'  plans  of  framing, 
&c,  &c.  Of  one  thing  we  are  assured,  that  far  more  comfortable  and 
attractive  houses  may  be  had  for  less  money  than  has  hitherto  been 
expended  in  securing  barns,  rather  than  sanctuaries. 

The  demand  for  the  Report  has  nearly  exhausted  our  supply,  but  we 
have  had  some  sheets  struck  off  containing  the  plans,  &c,  which  we 
will  send  to  those  who  send  us  the  postage. 

GOOD    TIDINGS  FROM    WISCONSIN. 

I  take  the  following  from  a  letter  before  me :  "  The  house  has  been 
dedicated,  and  the  Lord,  through  His  blessed  Spirit,  has  accepted  the 
offering  and  prayers  of  his  people,  coming  down  and  lighting  his  temple 
with  the  glory  of  his  presence,  and  filling  it  with  the  praises  of  new-born 
souls  in  large  numbers — the  children  in  most  cases  of  the  church,  the 
beloved  lambs  of  the  fold.  The  accomplishment  of  that  work  is  to  be 
noticed  also  as  having  given  a  mighty  impulse  to  church  interests 
throughout  all  that  community."     The  same  writer,  alluding  to  another 

case  in  the   same  Presbytery,  says:  ''Our  building  at  B has  also 

received  its  finish,  and  a  divine  acknowledgment,  with  proportionate 
blessing  has  followed.  The  church  itself  has  been  rescued  from  a  state 
of  almost  utter  hopelessness,  and  established  in  a  condition  of  efficiency 
and  heaven-bestowed  prosperity."     And  yet  a  third  case  in  the  same 

field:  "The  church  at  L stands  like  a  gem  in  the  midst  of  others 

erected  within  the  last  two  years.  Thus,  at  an  aggregate  cost  of  $15,000, 
of  which  $2,050  from  your  Board,  this  blessed  work  has  been  effected." 
Surely  in  view  of  such  facts  as  these  we  find  the  fulfilment  of  God's 
promise:  "I  will  take  pleasure  in  it  and  I  will  be  glorified."

LET  THE  WORK  BE  DONE  THOROUGHLY. 

Probably  there  are  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  about  six  hundred  fami- 
lies who  are  in  want,  and  who  have  a  righteous  claim  to  aid  from  the 
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Relief  Fund.  These  would  receive  the  help  which  they  deserve  aud 
greatly  need,  if  an  adequate  supply  were  annually  furnished  by  the 
churches.  There  are  about  four  hundred  families  to  whom  appropria- 
tions are  actually  made.  The  others  suffer  in  silence  and  hesitate  to 
apply  because  they  have  heard  of  our  straitness,  and  of  the  cutting" 
down  of  the  last  year's  grants  one-half. 

This  cause  is  not,  like  the  mission-work  at  home  and  abroad,  so 
measureless  that  the  expenditure  of  millions  of  money  cannot  overtake  it, 
but  it  is  so  defined,  limited,  and  ascertainable,  that  it  could  be  accom- 
plished fully  and  satisfactorily  from  year  to  year.  An  average  of  $300 
a  year  for  six  hundred  families  would  be  only  $180,000.  Surely  a 
Church  which  raises  and  expends  more  than  a  million  dollars  yearly  for 
mission  work  alone  is  abundantly  able  to  provide  that  $180,000  for  the 
sustenance  and  comfort  of  the  men  who  have  worn  themselves  out  in 
her  service,  and  for  the  destitute  widows  and  orphans  whom  they  have 
left  behind.  It  is  a  thing  possible  that  this  whole  work  should  be  com- 
pletely finished  with  appropriations  reasonable  in  amount  and  promptly 
paid,  if  our  ministers,  elders,  and  communicants  will  take  the  matter  in 
hand,  and  see  to  it  that  the  amount  of  the  contributions  from  all  sources 
is  increased — the  contributing  churches  giving  more  liberally,  and  the 
non-contributing  churches,  even  the  most  feeble,  helping  according  to 
their  ability.  When  the  claims  of  this  cause  are  well  weighed,  how  easy 
will  it  be  to  reach  the  end  desired;  and  when  the  accounts  are  closed  on 
the  1st  of  April,  the  Church  can  rejoice  to  know  that  there  is  not  one 
among  the  families  of  our  Disabled  Ministers,  and  of  their  widows 
and  orphans,  who  have  a  right  to  receive  assistance,  that  has  been  over- 
looked.    God  grant  that  this  may  be  done. 

We  put  forth  our  plea  to  the  Church,  asking  that  the  Committee  may 
be  saved  from  the  sad  necessity  of  reducing  appropriations  fifty  per  cent. 
Let  the  generous  inflow  of  funds  encourage  the  hope  that  our  suffering 
friends  shall  not  see  another  year  of  such  trial  and  distress.  Helping 
hands  and  sympathizing  hearts  there  are  in  the  Church  who  have  sus- 
tained this  cause  and  made  it  a  blessing  to  hundreds;  and  we  have  faith 
in  the  Christian  people  among  us  who  will  not  fail  us  in  the  day  of  our 
extremity. 


GENERAL  ASSEMBLY'S  COMMITTEE  ON  FREEDMEN. 


Financial. — The  receipts  for  August,  this  year,  are  $1,351.92  against 
$1,316.64  in  the  same  month  last  year,  which  leaves  the  receipts  of  the 
first  five  months  still  short  of  the  amount  received  in  the  same  period 
last  year,  while  borrowed  money  and  bills  due  for  current  expenses  of 
last  year  remain  unpaid ;  and,  worse  than  all,  we  are  in  debt  to  our  mis- 
sionaries more  than  two  full  payments,  which  brings  trial  and  distress 
upon  faithful  workers. 
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After  a  long  delay,  in  hope  of  being  able  to  pay  a  full  salary  to  our 
missionaries,  we  finally  paid  but  half,  and  the  following,  from  our  vete- 
ran colored  missionary,  Rev.  Joseph  Williams,  familiarly  known  as 

"uncle  joe," 
gives  an  illustration,  though  not  the  strongest  we  have  received,  of  the 
trials  to  which  the  failure  of  our  churches   to  supply  the  "hire"  of  her 
laborers  subjects  them.     Under  date  of  August  27th,  he  says: 

"Dear  Brother — Yours  of  the  21st  I  received  this  morning,  with  ten 
thousand  thanks.  Though  only  in  part,  it  was  received  with  as  much 
thanks  as  though  it  were  the  whole  amount,  for  I  have  never  been  so 
necessitated  before,  since  I  have  been  in  the  Mission  work.  I  have 
been  compelled  to  borrow  and  beg  until  I  did  not  know  who  to  borrow 
from,  but  now  I  feel  a  hope  that  my  barrel  will  be  replenished  with 
meal." 

Surely  such  letters  as  this,  which  we  could  multiply,  should  bring  a 

speedy  and  liberal  response  to  the  "  special   appeal  for  aid"  which   our 

last  General  Assembly  authorized,  and  which  has  been  made  "to  the 

3,471  churches  which  did  not  contribute  last  year;"  as  well  as  inspire 

many  others  to  devise  and  execute  more  liberal  things  in  behalf  of  so 

good  a  cause  and  those  who  in  need,  and  even  suffering,  are  laboring 

in  it. 

WORK    IN    FAIRFIELD    COUNTY,    SOUTH    CAROLINA. 

From  this  field  our  laborious  missionary,  Rev.  W.  R.,  writes  as  fol- 
lows : 

"  I  have  just  had  a  very  interesting  communion  season  at  J C . 

I  went  over  on  Friday,  and  preached  to  good  houses  on  Friday  and 
Saturday,  day  time  and  evening,  slept  on  the  benches  in  the  church  and 
had  my  meals  brought  to  me.  They  have  here  a  very  large  and  pros- 
perous Sunday-school.  The  meetings  were  more  serious  and  solemn  than 
any  I  have  attended  anywhere  south  among  this  emotional  people. 
The  house,  the  largest  on  the  field,  could  not  near  hold  the  people. 
Eight  promising  young  people  joined,  and  nearly  one  hundred  communed. 
We  sang  together  the  soul-touching  songs  of  Rev.  John  Newton,  who 
before  he  was  a  minister  was  a  slave  and  also  a  slave-dealer.  The  '  Caro- 
lina Singers,'  members  of  the  church,  were  present,  and  sang  the  na- 
tive songs,  breathing  forth  the  doctrines  taught  by  Presbyterian 
teachers  and  preachers,  for  Presbyterianism  is  indigenous  to  the  soil  of 
South  Carolina.  Dr.  Ramsey,  in  his  history,  says,  'The  Presbyterians 
were  among  the  first  settlers,  and  were  always  numerous  in  Carolina.' 
Here  Whitefield  preached,  and  left  his  'impress  upon  the  ages.'  Fairfield 
county  was  the  home  of  Presbyterianism.  Mount  Zion  College,  located 
at  Winnsboro,  during  the  first  eight  years  of  its  existence  graduated 
over  twenty  Presbyterian  ministers,  men  of  note  in  the  Church  and  in  the 

country.     A   century  ago,  Rev.  W.  R ,  of  the  same  English  family 

as  myself,  gathered  Presbyterian  congregations  in  this  region.  A 
church  was  built  on  Jackson  Creek,  near  where  we  now  worship,  and 
Rev.  W.  Tennent,  of  New  Jersey,  preached  there,  .  .  .  and  what  was 
being  done  for  the  whites  then,  is  being  done  for  the  colored  now. 

"The  churches  in  other  parts  of  the  field  have  been  usually  prosperous, 
though  we  have  had  some  unpleasant  cases  of  discipline.  The  Sabbath- 
school  cause  is  decidedlv  in  the  advance."

SELF-SUPPORT. 

There  are  many  men,  especially  in  the  older  feeble  churches,  that 
have  grown  rich  without  becoming  correspondingly  liberal,  it  is  some- 
times found  that  a  man  who  paid  a  given  and  moderate  amount  many 
years  ago,  when  he  was  in  debt  for  his  farm,  or  just  beginning  in  busi- 
ness, and  when  his  children  were  small  and  dependent  on  him,  pays  little 
if  any  more  now,  when  his  farm  is  paid  for,  or  he  is  established  in  busi- 
ness, and  has  money  at  interest,  and  all  his  children  are  taking  care  of 
themselves. 

There  are,  doubtless,  a  few  such  persons  in  some  of  our  feeble  churches, 
to  whom  the  entire  amount  received  from  the  Home  Mission  Board 
would  be  a  very  slight  burden.  And  yet  they  give  what  they  have 
been  accustomed  to  give,  what  they  gave  many  years  ago.  The  com- 
plaint is  not  that  they  give  less,  but  that  they  have  become  able  to  give 
more,  and  yet  give  no  more.  What  shall  be  done  with  such  men,  or 
what  shall  be  done  with  the  missionary  churches  that  have  such  mem- 
bers ? 

It  must  be  confessed,  in  the  first  place,  that  if  such  persons  will  not 
give  more,  there  is  no  law  to  compel  them  to  give  more ;  and  sometimes 
an  unsuccessful  or  injudicious  effort  to  make  them  give  more,  makes 
them  give  less,  or  cease  to  give  entirely.  Or,  if  we  say  such  a  church 
ought  not  to  have  any  aid — cut  it  off  from  all  aid  because  it  has  wealthy 
members  who  will  not  do  their  duty — we  may  do  the  church  a  great 
wrong.  If  all  the  other  members  are  doing  their  whole  duty,  they  ought 
not  to  be  deprived  of  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  because  of  one  penu- 
rious brother.     We  must  not  punish  the  righteous  for  the  sake  of  giving

the  wicked  or  unworthy  their  due,  or  recklessly  attempt  to  root  up  the 
tares,  lest  we  pluck  up  the  wheat  also.  What  then  should  be  done  ? 
Should  such  persons  be  left  to  hoard  up  riches,  while  the  churches  they 
belong  to  are  dependent  on  outside  aid,  and  nothing  be  said  or  done  ? 
Certainly  not.  They  should  be  appealed  to  and  exhorted  to  give  more 
for  the  support  of  the  gospel ;  they  should  be  labored  with  kindly  and 
tenderly  by  the  pastor  and  elders  of  the  church.  The  case  should  be 
set  before  them  in  its  true  light — their  privilege  should  be  set  before 
them — they  should  be  enlightened  as  to  the  whole  subject.  Moreover, 
why  might  not  Presbyteries  make  a  note  of  all  such  cases,  and  keep 
them  in  mind  year  after  year,  and  by  all  wise  measures  try  to  bring 
such  men  up  to  a  better  sense  of  their  condition  and  responsibilities  ? 
Abuse  will  do  more  harm  than  good ;  impatient  criticism  may  defeat 
the  end  in  view.  But  as  it  is  manifestly  both  the  duty  and  privilege  of 
such  persons  to  lift  their  respective  churches  up  to  self-support,  keep 
the  subject  before  them,  and  by  judicious  urgency,  by  pressing  on  their 
attention  the  demands  of  the  West  and  the  South,  persuade  them  to 
rise  to  the  responsibility  of  the  situation. 

On  another  page  we  give  the  views  of  a  missionary  on  churches  that 
are  able  but  unwilling  to  support  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  in  their 
own  bounds. 


"HARD  TIMES." 

Every  one  is  beginning  to  know  what  the  above  words  mean.  They 
mean  that  it  is  difficult  to  find  employment  or  profitable  industry. 
They  mean  that  the  feeble  churches  find  it  difficult  to  raise  as  much 
for  the  pastor's  salary  as  before,  and  therefore  they  are  disposed  to 
ask  more  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions.  They  mean,  too,  that 
it  is  equally  difficult  for  contributing  churches  to  give  as  much  to 
the  Board  as  in  previous  years.  Thus  feeble  churches  asking  more, 
and  stronger  churches  contributing  less,  the  Board  is  deep  in  debt,  and 
the  missionaries  in  deep  distress.  Hence  the  Board  has  been  compelled 
to  reduce  appropriations,  instead  of  enlarging  them,  in  all  the  Presby- 
teries. 

What  then  shall  be  done? 

Shall  the  missionaries  resign  ?  Many  of  them  say  we  cannot  live  on 
such  a  salary,  and  must  resign !  We  do  not  attempt  to  determine  the 
duty  of  other  men.  But  is  it  not  better  to  work  on  while  this  stringency 
lasts,  even  at  reduced  rates,  than  to  resign — leave,  and  spend  six,  or 
eight,  or  twelve  months,  without  any  salary,  looking  for  a  better  place, 
and  perhaps  not  find  it?  Besides,  must  we  not  all  learn  to  exercise  more 
self-denial  and  make  greater  sacrifices?  The  feeble  churches  must 
exert  themselves  not  to  fall  short,  rather  to  increase  their  pastors' 
salaries,  and  the  other  churches  need  to  make  strenuous  efforts  not  to 
let  their  contributions  to  the  Board  fall  short  of  those  of  previous  years.

CORRESPONDENCE   OF  MISSIONARIES. 

ABLE    BUT    NOT    WILLING. 

I  have  now  spent  almost  four  years  in  this  field,  and  it  seems  to  me 
highly  desirable  to  make  a  change  for  the  following  reasons,  which  I 
shall  plainly  state. 

1st,  The  salary,  though  small  for  a  good  sized  family,  $800,  with 
careful  management  can  be  made  to  support  us,  but  it  is  always  in 
arrears.  This  year  they  have  fallen  into  arrears  so  badly  that,  unless 
they  pay  up  with  surprising  promptness  within  the  next  three  months, 
it  would  be  simply  dishonest  to  say,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  that  the 
churches  have  fulfilled  their  engagements. 

2d.  The  parsonage  is  badly  out  of  repair,  and  yet  there  is  no  disposi- 
tion to  improve  it.  It  is  an  old,  very  small,  and  inconvenient  house  at 
the  best ;  but  this  could  be  borne  with,  were  it  in  good  condition. 

3d.  The  doubtful  propriety  of  making  permanent  or  long-continued 
missionary  appropriations  to  fields  like  this.  Here,  I  conceive,  lies  the 
secret  of  a  large  part  of  the  difficulty  with  many  missionary  churches. 
Here  are  two  churches,  in  one  of  which  $800  could  be  raised  without 
difficulty,  if  the  people  realized  fully  their  duty  to  God  and  their  obliga- 
tions to  their  Saviour.  Yet  men  who  could  pay  $50,  $75  and  $100  per 
year,  without  difficulty,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  gospel  in  their  midst, 
all  of  them  communicants  of  the  church,  groan  at  being  asked  to  pay 
from  $20  to  $30  ;  the  idea  of  their  increasing  their  subscriptions,  though 
their  means  are  yearly  becoming  more  plentiful,  is  preposterous.  With 
such  congregations,  the  appropriation  of  the  Home  Board  is  regarded 
as  a  sort  of  permanent  endowment  fund,  to  which  they  have  an  un- 
doubted right,  and  to  deprive  them  of  which  would  be  a  gross  wrong. 
It  is  manifest  that  such  people  can  never  be  brought  up  to  the  standard 
of  self-support  unless  they  are  actually  forced  to  it,  and,  as  a  means  to 
that  end,  perhaps  be  deprived  of  the  ministrations  of  the  gospel  for  a 
time.  It  is  proper  to  say  that  they  have  been  fully  instructed  in  their 
duty  in  this  respect.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  I  have  faith- 
fully and  repeatedly  urged  them  to  a  more  liberal  scale  of  benevolence. 
But  all  that  I  have  accomplished  has  been  the  increase  of  their  contribu- 
tions to  the  Boards.  What  is  to  be  gained  by  making  appropriations  to 
churches  year  after  year,  when  they  are  unwilling  to  make  the  slightest 
effort  to  maintain  themselves  ?     Would  it  not  be  better  to  compel  them 
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to  associate  with  other  churches,  and  take  their  services  "prorata," 
according  to  their  contributions,  and  let  the  money  of  the  Board  go 
where  it  will  early  produce  good  results  ?

MISSIONARY. 

I  presume  you  have  received  my  report.  We  are  still  having  many 
blessings  from  above.  Although  the  active  work  of  revival  has  ceased, 
it  has  left  us  an  abundance  of  work.  It  was  a  wonderful  work  of  grace. 
Many  who  have  long  known  this  place,  admit  that  a  great  change  has 
taken  place.  There  is  now  a  precious  work  in  operation  among  the 
children,  and  young  people,  and  the  older  Christians.  There  are  two 
children's  meetings  per  week — Mondays  and  Thursdays,  P.  M.  These 
are  intensely  interesting.  I  instruct  them  in  the  Shorter  Catechism, 
which  they  delight  in,  also  in  Bible  readings.  It  is  indeed  touching  to 
listen  to  their  testimonies  for  Christ  and  their  earnest  prayers.  The 
church  is  now  in  a  healthy  condition  for  work  and  development. 

I  have  received  a  very  delightful  testimony  from  the  people  of  Chat- 
field;  they  have  in  a  very  substantial  way  shown  their  appreciation  of 
my  very  great  labor  through  the  revival.     A  donation  was  announced 
for  me,  to  be  given  in  one  of  the  halls  of  the  town.     It  was  a  great  sur- 
prise to  me.     I  found  that  these  people  had  altogether  a  different  idea 
of  such  an  affair  from  people  in  the  East,  who  go  pell-mell  to  the  minis- 
ter's house,  and   sometimes  make  a  month's  cleaning  for  his  good  wife. 
Here  they  obtain  a  hall,  and  all  are  invited  who  are  disposed  to  come. 
This  donation  occurred  on  a  very  stormy  night.     However,  there  was  a 
great  company  gathered,  and  it  really  was  a  brilliant  success.     It  was 
a  general  turnout  of  all  the  churches  and  public  generally.     Those  who 
never  will  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  church  here,  come  and  volun- 
tarily give  a  donation  (in  money)  which  is  received  by  a  Committee.    The 
following  day  I  was  presented  with  the  proceeds,  $180.     Thus  we  have 
received  another  one  of  those  bright  blessings  which  happen  occasionally 
in  the  life  of  a  missionary  to  cheer  and  comfort  him  in  his  work.     But 
this  is  answer  to  prayer.     Just  before  this  we  were  in  great  need  of  help 
financially.     We  could  do  nothing  but  simply  tell  it  to  the  Lord.     We 
knew  he  would  assist  us,  but  this  donation  was  completely  foreign  to 
our  expectations.     My  dear  wife   and  I  feel  that  we  have  been  very 
remarkably  blessed  temporally  and  spiritually.     Our  whole  desire  is  to 
be  completely  consecrated  to   Christ  and  his  service.     And  we  say  in 
this  connection,  that  if  he  shall  call  us  again  to  Africa,  we  shall  joy- 
fully relinquish  these  congenial  surroundings,  and  our  lovely  home  (Dr. 
Lord's)  and  this  choice  library,  carefully  selected   by  Dr.  L.,  these  all 
may  go  if  our  Heavenly  Father  wants  us  in  that  dark  land — our  first  love. 
Perhaps  underneath  all  this  there  is  selfishness.     The  Lord  knows  how 
I  love  his  work  in  Africa,  and  I  seemed  to  possess  qualifications  for 
success  in  that  field  of  toil.     I  may  say  in  all  humility  that  I  am  now  not 
without  seals  of  God's  blessing  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic.     It  has 
been  a  deep  trial  and  disappointment  that  He  has  compelled  me  to  be 
here.     I  have  been  a  wreck  in  health,  but  now  I   have  recovered,  and  I 
am  as  vigorous  as  when  in  Africa. — I  was  in  good — excellent  health 
there.     Since  I  have  seals  to  my  ministry  here,  I  am  more  reconciled  to 
his  will — and  we,  without  further  anxiety  or  fears,  the  more  willingly 
give  ourselves  up  to  His  disposal.     Oh  this  rest  and  confidence  in  the 
Lord  !  this  ought  to  give  vigor  of  health. 

The  brethren  in  the  Corisco  Presbytery  have  very  kindly  sent  me  a 
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commission  to  the  General  Assembly.     I  am  still  an  African  Missionary. 
I  have  no  right  to  withdraw  until  I  have  plainer  indications. 

With  very  kind  consideration,  and  thankful  that  I  have  been  the  least 
help  in  this  glorious  work  of  preaching  the  gospel  in  the  Home  Missions, 
I  remain  gratefully,  S.  H.  M.

Skipanon. 

I  returned  this  week  from  a  trip  west  and  south,  thirty  miles  clown 
the  coast,  to  explore  that  country.  In  going  to  these  places,  I  fulfilled 
my  obligation  to  look  into  the  condition  of  all  the  settlements  half-way  to 
my  Presbyterian  brother  nearest  to  me,  and  consider  that  the  extent  of 
my  parish.  But  the  way  to  get  to  these  places  is  novel  and  often 
hazardous.  The  last  trip  I  went  on  a  trail  along  the  coast,  over  high 
mountains,  fording  creeks,  walking  in  creek  bottoms,  and  rounding  capes 
with  the  surf  beating  against  me.  It  requires  an  iron  constitution,  a  deter- 
mined will,  and  a  readiness  to  lay  down  your  life,  whenever  the  Lord 
should  call  you  hence.  I  stopped  two  nights  in  woods,  in  a  lone  batche- 
lor's  cabin,  wet  and  nearly  exhausted:  and  after  exchanging  my  clothing 
for  an  old  outfit  of  Uncle  Sam's,  that  had  seen  service  during  the  late 
rebellion,  and  sitting  comfortably  before  a  blazing  fire,  I  entered  into 
conversation  with  mine  host  about  that  bread  of  life  that  came  down 
from  heaven.  Thoughts  of  better  days  then  awakened  in  him,  and  he 
wished  me  to  send  him  a  Bible  or  Testament  and  some  religious  reading, 
which  I  promised.  One  soul  saved  would  be  enough  to  repay  me  for 
the  trip,  its  dangers  and  fatigue.

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SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

The  last  General  Assembly  passed  the  following  resolutions : 

I.  That  a  committee  of  four  Ministers  and  three  Ruling  Elders  be 
appointed  by  this  Assembly,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  meet  in  New 
York,  and  after  a  thorough  examination  of  the  whole  subject,  with  full 
access  to  the  records  pertaining  to  Home  Missions  and  Sustentation, 
mid  availing  themselves  of  the  information  to  be  derived  from  all  other 
sources,  especially  the  actual  working  of  the  two  schemes,  report  to  the 
next  Assembly,  if  possible,  a  plan  by  which  they  can  be  brought  to 
unity  and  efficiency  of  operation. 

II.  That  the  necessary  expenses  of  this  committee  be  paid  out  of  any 
funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Assembly  which 
may  be  available  for  this  purpose,  upon  the  statement  and  receipt  of  the 
acting  chairman. 

III.  That  the  same  management  shall  continue  for  the  next  year 
which  has  operated  during  the  year  that  is  past,  and  that  the  churches 
be  urged  to  contribute  as  heretofore  to  the  cause  of  Sustentation. 

IY.  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  the  churches  which  have  no  fixed 
time  for  taking  collections  for  the  cause  of  Sustentation,  to  make  their 
v  contributions  to  this  object  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  March,  or  as  near  to 
that  time  as  may  be  convenient. 

The  Committee  named  in  the  first  resolution  have  agreed  to  meet  in 
New  York  on  the  11th  inst.  The  members  of  the  Committee  are  Rev.  J. 
I.  Brownson,  D.D.,  Washington,  Pa;  Rev.  J.  Addison  Henry,  Phila- 
delphia,!^; Rev.  H.  A.  Nelson,  D.D.,  Geneva,  New  York;  Rev.  H. 
C.Haydn,  D.D.,  Cleveland,  Ohio;  Louis  Chapin,  Esq.,  Rochester,  N. 
Y. ;  Washington  Yermilye,  Esq.,  New  York  City,  and  W.  W.  Spence, 
Esq.,  of  Baltimore.  The  result  of  their  deliberations  will  be  looked  for 
with  much  interest.  Whether  it  will  be  published  before  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Assembly,  this  Board  has  no  means  of  knowing. 

We  would  also  call  especial  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
fourth  item.  There  was  no  month  designated  by  the  Assembly  last 
year,  and  much  confusion  and  complaint  was  the  result.  This  year  the 
Assembly  wisely  left  each  church  to  determine  for  itself  when  it  would 
take  collections  for  Sustentation,  but  commending  March  for  that  pur- 
pose if  they  had  not  some  other  time.  It  would  be  a  great  relief  to  the 
missionaries  if  some  of  the  churches  would  send  in  their  contributions 
before  the  advent  of  March.  We  are  far  behind  in  our  payments  at  the 
present  time,  and  in  this  matter  we  are  growing  worse  and  worse.  If 
the  churches  that  can  conveniently,  will  fix  on  an  earlier  period,  it  will 
be  to  the  missionaries  and  the  Board  a  great  relief. 


GOOD    PROSPECTS. 

Iowa,  August  21st,  1875. 

In  regard  to  the  evidence  of  our  church  attaining  to  self-support  soon, 
I  would  say,  although  our  report  failed  to  convey  such  knowledge,  that 
we  are  on  the  way  to  independent  support.  Our  church  is  doing  a  great 
work,  (last  year  and  this)  building  a  house  of  worship  which  taxes  my 
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people  to  their  utmost  ability,  and  it  is  from  this  cause  we  did  not  or 
could  not  raise  our  part  of  support  higher.  We  hope  to  be  through  with 
our  building  this  year,  and  we  will  doubtless  be  increased  in  numerical 
and  spiritual  strength  that  we  may  do  more  for  self-support.  I  do  think 
our  prospect  for  self-support  very  encouraging:  though  not  this  year  and 
it  may  not  be  next  year  that  we  can  reach  it,  it  is  gradually  approach- 
ing that  point ;  and  were  we  not  taxed  beyond  our  ability  to  increase 
our  part  of  salary  this  year,  from  our  special  work  this  year,  our  people 
would  gladly  increase  their  contributions.  Our  system  of  finance  is 
working  well ;  all  our  moneys  are  raised  by  the  envelope  plan.  I  think 
if  the  Board  sees  proper  to  continue  us  on  their  hand  awhile  yet,  we 
will  be  able  in  the  future  to  return  the  favors  received.

By  way  of  brief  general  report  as  to  the  working  of  the  Sustentation 
Scheme  in  connection  with  the  Corydon  church,  I  will  state  that,  not- 
withstanding my  inexperience  in  the  ministry,  having  just  left  the 
Seminary  when  taking  charge  of  the  church  three  years  ago,  the  bless- 
ing of  the  Lord  has  been  manifestly  on  the  church.  The  first  year 
there  were  fourteen  accessions;  the  second  year,  twenty-seven;  the 
third  year,  twenty-six:  in  all,  sixty-seven.  In  point  of  spirituality  the 
progress  has  been  greater.  In  contributions  to  the  Boards,  during  three 
years  previous,  the  church  had  done  absolutely  nothing.  During  this 
three  years  it  has  contributed  over  three  hundred  dollars.  Had  my 
health  permitted  me  to  remain  there  another  year,  I  should  not  have 
called  upon  the  Board  for  aid.  The  church  might  not  have  been  able  to 
raise  quite  the  thousand  dollars,  but  so  nearly  that  much  that  I  should 
not  have  burdened  you  further.

One  report  of  Relief  Goods  sent  last  winter  must  suffice  for  many. 

My  illness  in  the  spring  from  overwork,  and  continued  feebleness  of 
health  since,  have  delayed  the  completion  of  my  relief  work,  which  I 
have  just  closed  up,  and  the  report  of  it  which  I  herewith  make.

The  seed  was  distributed  among  169  farmers,  and  no  individual 
received  more  thau  $2  for  any  kind  of  seed.  Most  of  it,  $158,  was 
expended  for  corn. 

Though  the  whole  of  the  above  aid  was  received  through  Presbyte- 
rian influence,  and  the  most  of  it  from  exclusively  Presbyterian  sources, 
it  was  distributed  among  two  hundred  and  six  families  in  Dixon  and 
Cedar  counties,  without  reference  to  creed  or  nationality. 

The  distribution  was  made  chiefly  to  those  most  distant  from  the 
chief  centres  of  public  distribution,  and  to  those  who  were  too  diffident 
to  make  public  application  for  aid,  and  would  otherwise  have  received 
no  relief. 

Some  of  the  gifts  were  very  interesting.  The  Oakton  Sabbath-school 
(near  Evanston)  sent  calico  and  muslin,  (which  sufficed  for  twelve 
dresses.)  "to  make  dresses  for  ten  little  girls  to  wear  to  Sabbath-school." 
A  little  girl  of  Richview  sent  five  cents  to  "  buy  sumfin  to  make  some 
little  sick  child  feel  gooder."  It  was  duly  appropriated  to  the  purchase 
of  some  hoarhound  candy,  which  made  a  little  girl,  sick  with  a  cough, 
"feel  gooder"  in  more  senses  than  one.  Walter  H.   Clark.

THE  TREASURY. 

The  receipts  of  the  month  of  September  are  usually  light.  They  are 
this  year  slightly  in  advance  of  those  of  last  year.  But  the  distressing 
fact  must  be  urged  upon  the  attention  of  the  Church,  that  the  Board  yet 
needs  nine  thousand  dollars  to  pay  debts  remaining;  and  that  it  has  no 
money  to  pay  the  appropriations  which  students  already  begin  to  need, 
who  have  entered  upon  the  studies  of  another  year.  Brethren  in  the 
ministry  and  membership  of  the  Church  are  earnestly  requested  to  con- 
sider these  facts ;  and  to  use  means,  where  it  is  practicable,  sufficiently 
to  replenish  our  Treasury. 


THE  DANGER  OF  RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY. 

One  of  the  strongest  of  all  arguments  for  the  large  increase,  and 
thorough  education,  of  a  gospel  ministry,  is  to  be  gathered  from  the 
facts  which  show  the  determined  purpose  with  which  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic Church  has  now  set  itself,  and  is  collecting  and  organizing  all  its 
strength  and  resources,  to  subjugate  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  predecessor  of  the  present  pope,  Gregory  XVI.,  in  his  latter  days 
began  to  realize  the  influence  which  the  republican  institutions  of  this 
country  are  exerting  upon  the  world.  It  will  be  remembered  how  bit- 
terly he  poured  out  his  anathemas  upon  that  "entire  and  wild  liberty  of 
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opinion,  which  is  every  where  attempting  the  overthrow  of  civil  and 
religious  institutions,  and  which  the  unblushing  impudence  of  some  has 
held  forth  as  an  advantage  of  religion."    And  how,  therefore,  he  warned 
all  men  not  to  drink  of  the  waters  which  flow  from  that  "  polluted  foun- 
tain;" and  especially  to  guard  against  the  "corruption  of  the  youth," 
"  the  never  sufficiently  to  be  execrated  and  detested  liberty  of  the  press," 
and  the  zeal  of  "profane  lovers  of  liberty"  "to  separate  the  church  from 
the  state."   As  might  be  supposed,  Protestants  in  this  country  expressed 
their  indignation  on  account  of  these  onslaughts  of  Romanism  upon  our 
established  principles  and  institutions.     But  its  leader  in  this  country, 
Archbishop  Hughes,  answered  them  with  haughtiness  and  scorn:  "Every- 
body should  know  that  we  have  for  our  mission  to  convert  the  world, — 
including  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States;  the  people  of  the  cities 
and  the  people  of  the  country,  the  officers  of  the  navy  and  the  marines, 
commanders  of  the  army,  the  Legislatures,  the  Senate,  the  Cabinet,  the 
President,  and  all!      We  have  received  from  God  what  Protestantism 
never  received — viz.,  not  only  a  commission,  but  a  command,  to  go  and 
teach  all  nations." 

Now  Romanism  has  fully  embarked  all  her  power  in  the  work  of 
teaching  and  converting  America!  As  one  man,  and  without  scruple  as 
to  the  means,  her  priesthood  and  all  her  orders,  male  and  female,  and  her 
people,  with  all  their  money  and  their  personal  and  political  influence, 
have  devoted  themselves  to  the  overthrow  of  Protestant  institutions 
here.  They  have  arrayed  all  the  unquestioning  adherents  of  their 
Church  in  opposition  to  free  education  and  a  free  press;  to  freedom  of 
thought,  of  conscience,  and  of  religious  worship.  We  see  just  now  their 
zealous  obedience  to  the  admonitions  which  we  have  quoted,  in  the  pecu- 
liar, energetic,  and  often  successful  efforts  which  Romanism  is  making 
to  control  our  political  parties;  to  compel  legislative  and  municipal  bodies 
to  bestow  grants  of  money  for  the  use  of  its  sectarian  and  proselyting 
institutions;  to  organize,  and  to  arm  with  military  weapons,  associations 
and  bands  ostensibly  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  temperance  or  of 
benevolent  objects;  and  to  rear  in  this  republican  nation  a  powerful 
monarchical  religious  system,  which  shall  irresistibly  control  our  educa- 
tion of  the  young,  our  laws,  our  executive  officials  in  the  national  capital, 
in  every  state,  and  in  every  city  and  town,  and  finally  our  army,  our 
navy,  our  "all!"  Yes,  our  "all;"  for  all  that  has  distinguished  this 
most  favored  land  would  then  be  swallowed  up  in  the  gulf  whose  black 
and  reeking  waves  of  ignorance,  sensuality,  and  superstition  have  rolled. 
over  so  many  other  nations  and  republics,  and  sunk  them  in  its  depths. 

To  carry  out  its  gigantic  schemes,  Rome  is  collecting  here  those 
hordes  of  priests  and  monks  and  nuns  whom  the  nations  of  Europe  and 
South  America,  and  even  Mexico,  are  driving  forth  with  just  indigna- 
tion and  intense  loathing  from  their  shores.  All  its  dark  and  miserable 
hosts  are  looking  to  this  nation  as  the  one  alone  whose  juvenile  simplicity 
makes  it  apparently  a  secure  prey,  and  whose  wealth  and  power  make 
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it  to  them  the  most  inviting  missionary  field  on  earth.  They  are  silently 
but  widely  spreading  themselves  over  the  West  and  over  the  Pacific 
coast.  They  have  begun  with  great  zeal  to  labor  among  the  susceptible 
and  ignorant  blacks  in  the  South ;  and  no  race  offers  more  inducements 
to  them  than  one  so  fond  of  pomp,  of  music,  and  of  what  is  tangible  and 
imaginative  in  religious  worship.  They  are  girdling  our  capital  cities 
with  schools  and  hospitals,  and  filling  them  with  costly  churches.  And 
they  are  paying  for  them  by  the  money  which  we  are  giving  to  their 
poor,  to  the  servants  in  our  families,  and  to  the  common  laborers. 

Presbyterians,  with  all  the  memories  of  Scotland,  of  France,  and  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  other  countries,  should  be  the  last  to  lie  and 
sleep  when  their  faith  and  their  nation  is  in  such  danger. 

We  say  again,  in  a  word,  that  the  increase  of  the  numbers  of  the  min- 
i-try of  the  gospel,  and  the  complete  preparation  of  them  for  their  high 
and  responsible  office,  in  the  behalf  of  Christianity  and  of  mankind,  is 
one  of  the  most  manifest  duties  of  the  present  time. 


THE  MOST  IMPORTANT  OF  ALL  STUDIES. 

The  intellectual  and  mere  professional  occupation  of  the  student's 
mind  too  often  leads  him  to  neglect  the  practical  and  personal  reading 
of,  and  meditation  upon,  the  Scriptures.  But  whatever  else  a  man  may 
learn,  or  whatsoever  his  abilities,  this  book  is  to  him,  and  through  him 
to  others,  "the  wisdom  of  God,  and  the  power  of  God.1''  It  alone  will 
enable  him  to  bring  low  the  pride  of  men;  it  alone  from  his  lips  will 
convert  them  to  Christ;  it  alone  will  defeat  the  efforts  of  Satan  for  the 
delusion  and  destruction  of  their  souls. 

Not  alone  as  preachers,  but  as  men,  weak  and  sinful  men,  we  must 
deeply,  and  every  day  and  hour,  drink  from  this  fountain  of  immortal 
wisdom  and  strength.  One  of  the  most  able  and  honored  Presidents  of 
the  United  States,  John  Quincy  Adams,  said  in  a  letter  to  his  son :  "  I 
have  for  many  years  made  it  a  practice  to  read  through  the  Bible  once 
every  year.  My  custom  is  to  read  four  or  five  chapters  every  morning, 
immediately  after  rising-  from  mv  bed.  It  employs  about  an  hour  of  mv 
time,  and  seems  to  me  the  most  suitable  manner  of  beginning  the  day. 
In  whatsoever  light  we  regard  the  Bible,  whether  with  reference  to 
revelation,  to  history,  or  to  morality,  it  is  an  invaluable  and  inexhausti- 
ble mine  of  knowledge  and  virtue."  He  said  at  another  time:  "The 
Bible  is  not  to  be  read  once,  or  twice,  or  thrice  through,  and  then  laid 
aside;  but  to  be  read  in  small  portions  of  one  or  two  chapters  every 
day;  and  never  to  be  intermitted,  unless  by  some  overruling  necessity. " 

Such  was  the  advice  of  a  wise  and  great  statesman  of  the  world,  and 
with  reference  chiefly  to  individual  profit,  No  language  can  with  suffi- 
cient intensity  express  the  importance  of  the  prayerful  and  incessant 
study  of  the  Bible  to  him  to  whom  it  is  the  divinely  appointed  means 
by  which  he  is  to  build  up  the  kingdom  of  the  Saviour's  glory,  and  by 
which  he  is  to  share  in  renovating  this  fallen  world,  and  filling  it  with 
the  righteousness  and  peace  of  heaven.  "Such  as  hear  the  word  and 
receive  it"  are  they  who  "bring  forth  fruit,  some  thirty  fold,  some  sixty, 
and  some  a  hundred." 
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A  LESSON  OF  PERSEVERANCE. 

The  student  who  is  perplexed  and  disheartened  by  difficulties  and 
want  should  take  courage  from  the  example  of  such  courage  and  perse- 
verance as  was  exhibited  by  the  young  blacksmith,  Elihu  Burritt.  He 
studied  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew,  while  engaged  in  hard  labor 
during  the  full  usual  hours  daily.  Often  he  hid  a  grammar  in  his  hat, 
and  peeped  into  it  slyly  to  avoid  the  ridicule  of  his  companions,  while 
he  stooped  to  blow  the  bellows  and  heat  the  iron.  He  studied  several 
Oriental  languages  at  Worcester,  managing  to  save  four  hours  of  day- 
light from  his  labor  in  the  blacksmith  shop,  and  spending,  as  he  had  been 
accustomed  to  do  before,  the  evening  hours  until  bed-time  over  his 
books.  Thus  he  went  on,  mastering  all  obstacles,  until  he  made  himself 
able  to  read  fifty  languages,  ancient,  modern,  and  Oriental.  Amidst 
the  discouragements  of  student  life  some  are  painful.  But  none  are 
more  so  than  what  many  men  have  endured  and  are  enduring  for  science, 
for  purposes  of  gain,  or  in  obedience  to  the  commands  of  worldly  supe- 
riors. It  were  a  reproach  for  us  not  to  be  able  to  bear,  and  not  to  be 
cheerful  in  bearing,  toils  and  trials  as  great  as  theirs,  for  our  dear  Re- 
deemer and  Lord. 

NOW,  AND  THREE  HUNDRED  YEARS  AGO. 

The  littleness  and  the  destitution  of  our  ordinary  conveniences,  which 
we  find  in  the  edifices  that  remain  as  the  type  of  the  civilization  of  three 
hundred  years  ago,  are  in  strange  contrast  with  what  we  see  about  us. 

It  is  hard  to  realize  that  respectable  farmers  in  England  lived  in  a 
house  of  a  single  room,  without  chimney,  without  glass  windows,  with- 
out plaster  or  any  adornment  upon  the  walls,  without  beds,  without 
chairs,  without  carpets,  without  table  conveniences,  or  the  tea  and  coffee 
and  many  of  the  articles  which  give  a  relish  to  our  food ;  and  that  the 
style  of  living  was  so  mean  that  the  cattle,  sheep,  and  swine  were  sheltered 
under  the  same  roof,  and  sometimes  in  the  same  room,  with  the  family. 
The  tools  of  the  mechanic  were  of  the  simplest  and  rudest  sort;  five, 
worth  in  all  one  shilling,  sufficed  a  carpenter.  Even  the  nobility  did 
not  possess  as  many  comforts  as  our  modern  day-laborers;  they  had  no 
books,  no  pictures,  very  little  silverware;  the  floors  of  palaces  were 
covered  with  straw ;  the  furniture  was  small  and  the  articles  of  it  few. 
Education,  in  even  the  simplest  rudiments,  was  confined  to  a  very  small 
number,  and  they  chiefly  ecclesiastics. 

God  has  bestowed  upon  us  wondrous  gifts  of  knowledge.  He  has 
opened  to  us  the  secrets  of  the  heaven  and  the  earth.  He  has  enriched 
us  with  the  treasures  of  divine  truth  in  our  common  tongue.  He  has 
poured  upon  us  the  influences  of  his  Holy  Spirit.  He  has  equipped  us 
with  agencies  of  civilization,  and  with  the  means  of  distributing  the 
knowledge  and  blessings  which  we  enjoy  over  all  the  world. 

No  previous  age  has  enjoyed  such  favors;  no  previous  generation  of 
men  will  be  held  to  equal  responsibility  before  the  Governor  and  Judge 
of  all.  We,  in  Christian  America,  are  called- as  are  no  other  people  on 
earth  to  "go  and  teach  all  nations."  Our  ministry  must  be  wise,  holy, 
numerous,  and  thoroughly  inspired  with  the  sense  of  what  this  latter 
day  requires.  And  the  people  of  the  Church  must  furnish  all  the  means 
necessary  to  raise  up  such  a  ministry.

BOARD  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  arrival  on  visits  to  this  country  of 
the  Rev.  G.  W.  Chamberlain  and  his  family,  of  the  mission  in  Brazil, 
and  of  Mrs.  Janvier,  of  the  Lodiana  mission,  is  reported ;  and  the  depar- 
ture of  the  Rev.  S.  Warren  Curtiss  and  his  wife,  September  15th,  for  the 
mission  in  Chili,  of  the  Rev.  R.  Lenington,  and  Rev.  Dilwyn  M.  Hazlett 
and  his  wife,  September  23d,  for  the  mission  in  Brazil,  of  the  Rev.  W. 
W.  Eddy,  D.D.,  and  his  family,  October  5th,  and  Rev.  J.  S.  Dennis  and 
his  family,  October  6th,  for  the  mission  in  Syria.  Mr.  Curtiss  is  a 
graduate  of  the  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  and  a  member  of 
the  Presbytery  of  Troy.  Mr.  Hazlett  is  a  graduate  of  the  Alle- 
gheny Theological  Seminary,  and  a  member  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Kittanning.  Mr.  Lenington  is  returning  to  Brazil,  leaving  his  family 
in  this  country  for  the  present.  Mr.  Dennis  is  on  his  return  to  Syria, 
from  which  he  has  been  absent  for  a  few  months  at  his  own  charge. 
Dr.  Eddy  is  also  returning  to  Syria,  with  improved  health.  During 
most  of  his  visit,  he  was  engaged  in  duty  at  the  Mission  House,  at  the 
request  of  the  Board,  in  the  absence  of  the  Junior  Secretary,  and  he 
rendered  able  and  useful  service  here ;  the  part  of  the  last  Annual 
Report  relating  to  Mexico,  Chili,  Syria,  and  China  was  prepared  by 
him.  His  daughter,  Miss  Harriet  M.  Eddy,  accompanied  her  parents, 
under  the  appointment  of  the  Board  as  a  teacher. 

New  Communicants. — Mr.  DeHeer  mentions  the  admission  of  four 
converts  to  the  church  of  Corisco ;  two  backsliders  were  restored  to  the 
communion.  Miss  Coffman  speaks  of  three  new  converts  received  at 
Petchaburi.  Dr.  Happer  reports  nine  new  converts  admitted  to  the 
First  church,  Canton.  Dr.  Hepburn  writes  of  two  new  converts  received 
by  the  church  of  Yokohama. 

Ordination  of  Native  Ministers. — The  Presbytery  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  had  the  happiness  of  ordaining  two  Brazilians,  one  as  pastor  of 
two  churches,  the  other  as  an  evangelist.  Two  young  men  were  also 
.received  as  candidates  for  the  ministry. 

Great  Rains  in  India. — Our  letters  report  a  remarkable  fall  of  rain 
at  various  places ;  at  Allahabad  seventeen  inches  fell  in  one  day,  of 
which  fifteen  inches  fell  in  thirteen  hours !  Great  damage  and  loss  of 
life  was  thereby  caused.  Our  mission  property  at  Allahabad,  Labor, 
and  other  places,  was  seriously  damaged.  The  river  Jumna  was  so 
swollen  at  Allahabad  as  to  overflow  a  large  part  of  the  mission  ground 
but  the  lives  of  the  missionaries  and  the  native  converts  were  kept  in 
safety. 

At  Gaboon  the  sympathies  of  all  the  missionaries  were  tenderly 
moved  by  the  death  of  little  Arthur  Reading,  only  child  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Reading,  who  had  lately  arrived.  His  illness  was  not  a  result  of  the 
climate.     Grace  was  given  to  our  bereaved  friends.     It  is  mentioned 
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that  his  grave  was  the  first  that  was  made  in  the  mission  burial  ground 
in  fifteen  years.

Receipts  from  May  1st  to  September  30th. — From  churches, 
$65,190;  from  individual  donors,  $4,526;  from  legacies,  $10,394— in  all, 
$80,111.  Last  year  the  receipts  in  these  months  were  $71,720.  From 
churches  and  individual  donors — last  year,  $59,942;  this  year,  $69,716. 


GREAT  FIELDS  FEEBLY  OCCUPIED. 

One  of  these  is  China  in  general,  and  Shantung  in  particular.  Mr. 
Mcllvaine's  letter  on  another  page  recalls  attention  to  Shantung.  The 
stations  of  our  Church  in  this  province  are  three — Chefoo,  the  principal 
port  of  foreign  commerce,  Tungchow,  on  the  coast,  fifty  miles  from  Che- 
foo, and  Chenanfou,  the  capital,  over  two  hundred  miles  inland  from 
Chefoo.  With  these  stations  seven  of  our  American  and  three  native 
ministers  are  connected,  six  American  ladies,  nine  churches,  three  small 
boarding  schools,  one  industrial  school,  one  or  two  day-schools,  and  a 
theological  class.  The  church  members,  at  the  last  report,  were  nearly 
three  hundred  in  number,  over  a  third  of  whom  were  received  last  vear. 
Several  of  the  churches  have  native  pastors,  and  the  plan  of  self-support 
by  these  churches  is  cordially  approved  by  them,  and  in  some  good 
measure  carried  into  effect.  The  preparation  of  books  needed  for  the 
use  of  the  native  Christians,  and  especially  for  the  training  of  native 
ministers,  forms  an  important  part  of  the  work  in  progress.  Such  is  a 
brief  statement  of  the  case,  so  far  as  our  Church  is  concerned.  Besides 
our  brethren  there  are  a  few  missionaries  from  other  denominations — 
two  of  the  Southern  Baptist,  as  many  of  the  Scotch  LTnited  Presbyte- 
rian, two  of  the  English  Episcopal,  one  English  Baptist;  we  suppose 
that  all  the  foreign  ministers,  American  and  European,  in  Shantung,  do 
not  exceed  fifteen. 

The  province  of  Shantung  is  about  as  large  as  the  State  of  Michigan. 
Its  climate  is  remarkably  good,  the  winter  is  bracing  without  being  too 
severe,  snow  and  ice  are  welcomed  for  a  part  of  the  time,  and  the  mis- 
sionary does  not  suffer  from  the  continued  intense  heat  and  exhaustion 
of  energy  so  trying  in  some  countries.     The  population  of  the  province 
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is  something  wonderful,  being  reckoned  at  nearly  29,000,000 — about  as 
large  as  the  population  of  Japan.  Three-fourths  of  the  population  of 
all  our  States  and  Territories  would  not  outnumber  the  inhabitants  of 
this  one  Chinese  province.  The  people  are  described  as  a  vigorous, 
energetic  race ;  and  among  their  countrymen  of  other  provinces  they 
enjoy  a  considerable  distinction,  owing  to  the  fact  that  both  Confucius 
and  Mencius,  the  two  great  leaders  of  Chinese  thought,  were  natives 
of  Shantung.  The  position  of  this  province  on  the  map  of  China  shows 
at  a  glance  the  importance  of  its  relations  to  the  northern  half  of  the 
empire.  Who  can  say  that  Christian  teachers  will  not  come  forth  from 
the  schools  and  churches  of  our  mission  to  shake  the  foundations  of 
heathenism  in  all  these  provinces? 

It  is  only  fourteen  years  since  our  brethren  entered  on  their  work  in 
Shantung.     At  first  they  met  with  many  difficulties  and  the  greatest 
distrust;  but  they  have  gained  position  and  influence,  their  varied  work 
is  going  on  well,  the  gospel  seed  is  widely  sown,  the  fruit  is  beginning 
to  appear.     There  is  no  reason  for  discouragement,  except  that  the  num- 
ber of  laborers  is  so   small.     And   as  to  this  we  may  add   a  remark  or 
two  briefly.     1.  Of  course  our  chief  dependence  for  laborers  must  always 
be  on  natives  of  the  country,  to  be  raised  up  for  the  work  by  the  Divine 
blessing  on  the  means  employed  by  the  Church  and   its  missionaries. 
Our  brethren  are  looking  steadily  to  this  as  a  vital  part  of  their  work, 
and  they  are  meeting  with  encouragement  in  regard  to  it.    But  2.  Think 
of  fifteen — 15 — foreign   ministers  of  the   gospel   of  all    denominations 
among  the  29,000,000  of  the  people  of  Shantung;  one  minister  only,  to 
represent  all  the  denominations  of  the  Church  in  the  State  of  Michigan, 
would  be  an  equal  supply.     And  he  would  be  aided  by  scores  of  thou- 
sands of  enlightened,  well-trained  Christian   people,  in  all  parts  of  the 
State,  with  their   Sabbath-schools,   &c.      In    Shantung  the    harvest  is 
plenteous,  and  the  laborers  are  indeed  few.     3.  It  is  a  question  of  con- 
siderable difficulty,  that  of  rightly  dividing   the  missionaries  among  dif- 
ferent countries.     This  province  of  Shantung  and  the  kingdom  of  Japan 
were  opened  to  missionary  effort  at  about  the  same  period.     At   the 
present  time,  six  American  and  five  European  and  Canadian  Missionary 
Boards  support  about  fifty  ministers  and  missionary  physicians  in  Japan 
— surely  not  too  many;  while  two  American  and  two  European  Mis- 
sionary Boards  support  but  fifteen  ministers  in  Shantung.     "Why  should 
so  great  a  difference  be  made  between  them?     Our  limited  space  pre- 
cludes an  answer  now. 

ACCOUNTS    OF  WORK  IN  THE  CAPITAL  OF  SHANTUNG. 

The  Rev.  J.  S.  Mcllvaine  made  the  experiment,  about  four  years  ago, 
of  going  alone  and  unaided  into  the  interior,  and  he  has  succeeded  in 
occupying  a  station  in  Chenanfou,  the  capital  of  Shantung.  From  this 
city  he  writes  as  follows,  under  date  of  April  27th  and  May  14th: 

Since  last  writing,  I  have  returned  to  my  old  post  with  Mr.  Whiting.

Mr.  Mills  and  Mr.  Crossette  have  been  spending  some  time  here  during 
my  absence  at  Peking,  where  I  have  been  engaged  in  revising  the  trans- 
lation of  the  Westminster  Standards.  At  the  last,  I  had  a  native 
teacher  go  over  the  work  with  me.  He  was  not  particularly  bright, 
but  had  some  idea  of  what  is  necessary  to  make  a  Chinese  sentence 
readable.  I  say  readable,  because  they  have  no  rules  of  grammar,  and 
go  mainly  by  ear  and  sense.  This  makes  the  acquisition  of  their  style 
and  language  so  peculiarly  difficult.  I  think  an  important  work  is  yet 
to  be  done  in  this  direction. 

Before  settling  down  to  the  revision,  I  made  two  short  trips  into  the 
country — to  the  northward — one  with  Mr.  Whiting,  and  one  with  Mr. 
Wherry.  We  sold  a  number  of  books,  and  did  some  preaching.  Mr. 
Mills  and  Mr.  Crossette  have  been  living,  while  here,  in  another  house 
about  half  a  mile  from  this.  They  are  leaving  this  morning,  and  Mr. 
AVhiting  having  gone  before,  I  shall  now  have  only  a  native  elder,  named 
Kiang,  who  is  also  a  student  for  the  ministry  with  me. 

A  singular  case  came  to  me  to-day — a  young  man  in  an  almost  wild 
condition,  seeking  relief  from  a  sort  of  evil  spirit  which  was  tormenting 
him.  He  became  calmer  as  he  was  talked  to  about  God  and  Christ  as 
a  Healer  of  the  diseased.  The  only  thing  was  to  exhort  him  to  pray 
and  to  fix  his  mind  on  the  study  of  the  word  of  God.  He  expressed  a 
wish  to  come  here  and  study,  evidently  hoping  to  escape  his  tormentor. 
I  trust  he  may  find  relief  in  Christ,  and  become  his  disciple. 

May  \Uh. — For  a  month  past  the  country  people  have  been  coming 
in  large  numbers  to  what  is  called  a  "Hwuy,"  that  is,  a  gathering. 
Usually  religion  and  business  are  combined.  On  and  about  the  great 
day  or  season  for  worship  at  some  temple,  a  fair  will  be  held  near,  where 
all  sorts  of  tools  and  utensils  will  be  presented  for  sale.  Here,  at  Che- 
nanfou,  besides  the  common  farmer's  fair,  there  is  one  for  selling  medical 
materials,  to  which  people  come  from  great  distances.  The  worship  is 
mainly  given  to  a  female  idol  on  the  hill  south  of  the  city.  For  two 
weeks,  by  going  early  in  the  morning,  you  may  see  hundreds  of  people 
coming  and  going  on  the  road  to  that  shrine.  They  come  dowrn  from 
the  hill  to  see  the  fair  and  make  their  purchases,  and,  generally,  return 
a't  once  to  their  homes.  This  idol  is  called  the  "Tai  Shan  Niang-Niang," 
i.  e.,  the  "Tai  Mountain  Mother,"  so  called  from  a  famous  mountain 
about  sixty  miles  farther  south.  She  is  supposed  to  be  able  to  give 
good  fortune,  and  has  somewhat  the  place  in  the  affections  of  these 
people  that  the  Virgin  Mary  has  with  the  Roman  Catholics.  Nomi- 
nally, this  fair  is  connected  with  the  worship  of  the  Medicine  God  who 
is  supposed  to  care  for  the  sick;  but  the  devotion  to  him  does  not  com- 
pare to  that  for  the  '-Niang-Niang." 

It  is,  however,  a  striking  fact  in  regard  to  preaching  in  China,  that 
scarcely  ever  is  a  man  found  among  these  idol-worshippers  who  will 
undertake  to  defend  his  ground  against  the  true  doctrine  of  the  one  God 
above.  We  endeavor  to  improve  this  opportunity  by  distributing  sheet- 
tracts,  and  selling,  at  a  nominal  price,  small  books,  mostly  copies  of  the 
Gospels  and  small  treatises,  for  which  we  ask  from  half  a  cent  to  five 
cents.  Five  cents  is  the  price  of  a  New  Testament.  This  seems 
almost  foolish,  but  it  is  the  best  plan.  If  books  were  given  away  on 
such  occasions,  many  would  fall  into  unworthy  hands  and  be  wasted. 
If  an  attempt  were  made  to  discriminate  between  the  worthy  and 
unworthy,  there  would  be  unpleasant  feeling  excited.  Many  people  in 
this  vicinity  are  coming  to  know  much  about  the  gospel,  and  I  believe 
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the  day  will  come  when  Christianity  will  assert  itself  as  a  controlling 
power  among  this  people. 


MISSIONARY  WORK  FOR  THE  CHIPPEWAS. 

In  the   Wilderness. 

The  Rev.  I.  Baird,  writing  at  Odanah,  August  26th,  gives  a  narra- 
tive that  will  be  new  to  many  of  our  readers,  and  one  which  will  be 
read  with  interest  by  all. 

Acting  on  your  suggestion  with  regard  to  the  other  bands  of  Indians 
in  this  region,  I  started  on  a  mission  of  inquiry,  &c,  to  the  Lac  Courte 
d'Orelles  Reserve,  on  the  10th  inst.  The  order  was  something  like  the 
following:  Taking  two  of  our  most  efficient  and  intelligent  Christian 
men,  we  started  in  a  small  bark  canoe,  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  went  as 
far  as  Ashland.  At  first  we  thought  to  portage  our  canoe  some  twenty- 
five  miles  in  all,  and  follow  a  river  and  lake  course  through  the  woods. 
This  we  had  to  abandon,  however,  owing  to  the  extreme  lowness  of 
water  in  the  stream.  Leaving  Ashland  on  Wednesday  morning,  we 
plunged  into  the  heart  of  the  forest  in  a  direct  or  almost  direct  line  for 
our  destination.  Scarcely  had  we  commenced  our  march  when  the  rain 
began,  and  for  two  days  and  nights  we  had  it  almost  constantly.  Lame, 
sore,  and  all  but  sick,  I  plunged  on  and  on,  the  mosquitos  seeming,  at 
times,  as  though  they  would  actually  devour  me  alive.  Drenched  with 
rain,  we  waded  streams,  climbed  hills,  struggled  through  swamps,  slept 
at  night  on  the  wet  earth  beneath  a  light  factory  covering  stretched 
between  the  earth  and  sky  at  an  oblique  angle,  eat  the  bread  baked  by 
my  Indian  guides  at  oar  camp  fires,  and  the  salt  pork  cooked  as  an 
accompaniment.  It  was  a  new,  wild,  and  strange  experience.  Friday 
we  travelled  some  twenty  miles.  Saturday,  about  sunrise,  we  were  on 
the  way  again,  and  reached  our  destination  at  midnight,  after  having 
made  thirty-five  miles  that  day,  some  twenty-six  of  which  was  in  a 
canoe. 

But,  strange  to  tell,  the  Indians  had  all  left  there  only  a  few  days 
previous,  to  go  to  their  rice  fields,  scattered  up  and  down  from  twelve  to 
thirty  miles  away.  We  had  travelled  just  one  hundred  miles,  had 
passed  through  watery,  if  not  fiery  trials,  to  get  there,  and  all  for  what? 
Well,  we  cannot  just  tell;  but  one  thing  I  know,  in  due  time  there  will 
be  light  shed,  even  upon  this  apparently  dark  chapter.  I  do  not  at  all 
feel  disheartened  or  discouraged.  There  is  salvation  for  those  poor 
benighted  wanderers,  and  by  the  help  of  God  we  hope  to  carry  it  to 
them.  I  made  all  the  inquiries  possible  respecting  their  habits,  move- 
ments, &c,  so  as  to  know  better  in  future  how  to  reach  them.  The 
government  farmer  there  is  a  Presbyterian,  and  I  trust  a  Christian  man, 
though  not  a  church  member.  I  tried  to  persuade  him  to  come  out 
openly  on  the  Lord's  side.  His  wife  is  a  warm-hearted  Methodist. 
They  entertained  me  most  kindly,  and  provisioned  us  for  our  return  trip 
free  of  charge.  We  left  Monday  morning  at  eleven  o'clock,  and  reached 
Ashland  Thursday  night  at  eight.  The  last  clay  we  travelled  on  foot 
thirty-one  miles.  It  was  a  hard  experience,  but  our  provisions  were 
about  out,  and  I  felt  I  must  reach  Ashland  that  night.  When  I  reached 
there,  my  feet  and  legs  were  very  much  swollen  and  exceedingly  painful, 
so  that  I  had  to  forego  sleep  most  of  the  night.  But  kind  Christian 
friends  received  me  and  did  all  they  could  for  my  comfort,  and  the  next 
day  I  was  able  to  get  home.     The  round  trip  was  one  hundred  and  ninety 
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miles  at  least.     We  had  been  gone  some  ten  days ;  the  outlay  was  about 
twenty-nine  dollars. 

On  our  return  trip,  we  met  a  little  handful  of  Indians  at  a  lake, 
gathering  wild  rice.  We  stopped  about  an  hour  and  a  half,  gathered 
them  all  up,  and  preached  to  them  the  gospel  of  Christ  as  best  we  could. 
They  listened  very  attentively,  but  what  impression  the  message  made 
we  have  no  means  of  telling.  The  Lord,  however,  will  take  care  of  his 
own  seed.  I  suppose  there  are  not  less  than  fifteen  hundred  Indians 
scattered  through  the  woods  to  the  south  of  us  here, — from  fifty  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty  or  perhaps  almost  two  hundred  miles  away.  The 
only  hope  for  them  religiously,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  is  through  this  mis- 
sion. To  evangelize  them  will  be  a  tedious  and  arduous  work,  humanly 
speaking,  but  it  seems  to  me  it  must  be  done.  We  must  not  let  these 
poor  creatures  perish.  I  think  of  trying  to  make  two  or  three  annual 
trips  of  three  or  four  weeks  each  to  them,  taking  with  me  one  or  two  of 
our  best  men  as  assistants.  Each  trip,  to  trail  through  the  woods, 
would  occasion  an  outlay  of  fifty  dollars  or  thereabouts.  To  reach 
them  in  any  other  way  would  cost  enormously,  and  consume  a  great  deal 
of  time.  I  take  this  early  opportunity  of  making  these  statements,  in 
order  to  know  the  mind  of  the  Board.  I  have  got  rested  now,  the  lame- 
ness and  soreness  are  all  gone,  and  I  am  ready  to  start  back  again  on  a 
like  tramp.  I  promised  the  government  farmer  and  his  wife  that  if  it 
were  at  all  possible,  I  would  be  J)ack  about  the  1st  of  October.  The 
Indians,  it  is  expected,  will  then  be  all  at  home,  and  we  will  be  able,  I 
trust,  to  see  them  and  tell  them  the  good  news  of  the  kingdom.  I  had 
also  intended  to  have  given  them  an  opportunity  to  place  some  of  their 
children  in  the  boarding  school  here,  if  they  would  bring  them  over, 
but  of  course  this  I  could  not  do. 

What  should  " the  mind  of  the  Board"  be  in  a  case  like  this?  The 
answer  may  safely  be  left  to  the  devoted  missionary  himself.  As  to 
the  expense  of  such  laborious  and  self-denying  work,  if  it  be  unavoida- 
ble, we  should  think  the  Church  would  not  allow  that  to  stand  in  the 
way.  No  reply  has  yet  been  sent,  however,  though  a  word  of  caution 
as  to  exposure  has  been  sent. 


PROTESTANT  MISSIONS. 

There  are  at  present  some  sixty-five  Protestant  foreign  missionary 
organizations  in  operation,  larger  or  smaller.  Of  these,  sixteen  are 
English,  seven  are  Dutch,  one  Irish,  one  French,  eleven  German  and 
Swiss,  two  Dutch,  three  Norwegian  and  Swedish,  one  Danish,  eighteen 
American,  two  British  North  American,  and  two  West  Indian. 

These  sixty-four  or  five  foreign  missionary  organizations  have  scat- 
tered over  the  earth's  surface  some  sixteen  hundred  missionarv  stations, 
over  sixteen  hundred  places  of  worship,  some  seven  thousand  five  hun- 
dred missionaries,  of  whom  some  four  thousand  are  regularly  ordained 
ministers,  and  three  thousand  five  hundred  catechists  and  other  lay 
agents,  and  in  connection  with  their  churches  there  are  half  a  million  to 
a  million  of  communicants. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  notice  how  widely  these  missionary  laborers 
are  scattered,  in  the  effort  to  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.  The 
several  missionary  organizations  have  their  missionary  stations,  ordained 
ministers,  and  schools  distributed  as  follows :

These  statistics  are  gathered  from  reports,  some  of  which  are  tea 
years  old,  and  therefore  probably  understate  the  present  numbers. 
They  exclude  the  Sandwich  Islands,  which  have  become  wholly  Chris- 
tianized as  a  people,  and  whose  churches  depend  no  longer  for  aid  on 
any  foreign  missionary  organization. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  also,  that  of  the  sixty-five  Protestant  mis- 
sionary organizations  now  engaged  in  this  work,  only  three  were  in 
existence  at  the  opening  of  the  present  century,  and  two  of  the  three 
began  operations  just  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  century.  The  Eng- 
lish Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  was  organized  in  1701. 

For  the  sustaining*  of  this  great  work,  Protestant  Christians  contribute 
annually  about  $5,000,000.  Of  this  missionary  fund — take  1859  as  a 
fair  specimen,  before  this  country  wasf  unsettled  by  the  war — the  Pro- 
testant churches  of  Britain  reported  as  contributed,  $3,094,165;  the 
Continental  churches,  $277,720;  and  the  American  churches,  $1,076,415. 
The  whole  sum  reported  that  year  was  $4,557,800.  Of  course  no  statis- 
tics of  any  one  year  can  furnish  more  than  data  for  an  approximate  esti- 
mate.—  The  Missionary,  October  1875. 


BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 


NEW  APPOINTMENTS. 
The  Board  of  Publication  has  been  re-arranging  its  Missionary  Work 
with  a  view  to  securing  both  a  larger  amount  and  a  better  quality  of 
labor  in  this  department  in  the  coming  years.  To  this  end  it  has 
appointed  the  Rev.  Edward  Cooper,  D.D.,  recently  of  Atchison,  Kan- 
sas, its  District  Superintendent  of  Missionary  Work  for  the  Synods  of 
Indiana  Sonth,  Cincinnati,  Columbus,  Kentucky,  and  Tennessee;  and 
the  Rev.  James  A.  Skinner,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  its  District  Superinten- 
dent for  the  Synods  of  Western  New  York,  Geneva,  Central  New  York, 
Albany,  and  a  part  of  the  Synod  of  New  York.  Both  these  excellent 
brethren  have  accepted  and  will  at  once  enter  upon  the  work  in  their 
extensive  and  important  fields.  We  bespeak  for  them  a  warm  welcome 
from  the  pastors  and  churches  of  the  Synods  named. 


MISSIONARY  WORK  IN  NEBRASKA. 

A  missionary  of  the  Board  who  is  now  laboring  in  Nebraska,  after 
several  years  of  efficient  and  successful  labor  in  another  State,  sends  the 
following  incidents  of  his  work.     The  reader  will  remember  that,  in 
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order  to  make  the  donations  which  seem  to  be  so  much  needed  among 
such  a  population,  the  Board  needs  regular  and  liberal  contributions  to 
its  Missionary  Fund,  which,  for  a  considerable  time  past,  has  been  in  a 
very  low  condition. 

"  I  am  '  on  the  back  track'  from  the  North,  having  found  such  a  state 
of  things  up  there  that  I  thought  it  better  not  to  prolong  my  visit. 
Though  my  sales  were  very  limited,  I  do  not  regret  going.  I  have 
formed  an  acquaintance  which  will  be  useful  on  my  next  visit.  On  my 
trip  I  visited  one  hundred  and  fifty  families,  left  tracts  in  every  house, 
and  was  uniformly  well  received.  I  was  the  first  'colporteur'  that  had 
ever  visited  that  section.  One  good  old  lady  told  me  that  she  hadn't 
heard  a  sermon  in  five  years.  I  read  the  S.criptures  and  prayed  with 
her,  and  when  her  husband  came,  sold  them  that  excellent  little  book, 
'Christianity  from  God.''  To  another  hungry  soul  I  gave  my  own 
Testament,  as  she  had  no  copy  of  the  Scriptures  in  her  house.  Another 
family  had  no  religious  reading,  and  no  money  to  buy  any.  To  them 
I  gave  a  copy  of  'Still  Waters.'  To  another  I  sold  a  copy  of  'Rise  and 
Progress'  at  half  price — all  they  could  afford  to  pay. 

"  I  might  mention  other  similar  cases,  but  enough  for  the  present. 
The  donation  of  books,  wherever  I  find  such  destitution,  yields  large 
returns  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  But  if  they  wish  such  donations  to  be 
made,  God's  people  must  learn  to  give  more  freely  to  this  work,  and  to 
follow  their  donations  with  their  prayers  for  its  success.  But  I  need 
write  no  more  upon  this  point.  J.  S.  L." 


IS  IT  LOYAL?

A  few  of  the  missionaries  of  the  Board  of  Publication  have  expressed 
their  discouragements  because  now  and  then  pastors  (few  and  far 
between,  Ave  are  glad  to  say,)  have  given  them  the  "  cold  shoulder" — 
advised  against  a  canvass  of  the  congregation,  because  their  people  were 
too  poor,  not  able  even  to  pay  the  salary,  or  were  already  supplied  with 
literature ;  yet  these  very  ministers  will  give  their  names  and  influence 
to  a  book  agent  whose  only  business  is  to  make  money,  and  whose  books 
are  of  the  class  of  the  Brooklyn  scandal  trial,  Mark  Twain,  and  such 
like.  It  is  not  thought  improper  to  give  the  names  and  to  direct  to  the 
homes  of  members  of  the  church,  when  solicited  by  strange  agents  who 
seek  and  like  ministers'  influence.  The  plea  of  poverty  is  not  urged. 
The  people,  seeing  the  pastor's  name  on  the  subscription  book,  follow 
his  example,  and  subscribe  for  books  that  to  them  are  useless  expendi- 
tures, to  say  the  least.  Throughout  the  country,  even  in  the  humblest 
home,  we  find  tables  loaded  with  large  and  expensive  subscription  books. 
In  many  of  these  families  you  will  find  no  religious  books  or  papers — ■ 
Presbyterians  without  the  Confession  of  Faith,  with  all  manner  of  secu- 
lar and  undenominational  papers,  but  without  one  of  our  many  excellent 
religious  periodicals.  The  missionary  who  brings  to  the  door  a  Chris- 
tian literature,  which  instructs  and  educates  Presbyterians  in  the  doc- 
trines and  polity  of  their  Church,  and  furnished  at  Eastern  prices,  with- 
out additional  cost  for  transportation — this  man,  going  from  house  to 
house,  not  for  money,  but  for  the  good  of  souls  and  the  upbuilding  of 
the  Church  of  our  choice,  is  coldly  treated,  not  often,  but  occasionally; 
not  by  any  means  by  all  pastors,  but  by  a  few  who  certainly  stand  in 
thair  own  light. 
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The  circulation  of  Christian  books,  denominational  papers  and  litera- 
ture, will  make  no  people  poorer,  will  diminish  no  minister's  salary.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  more  the  people  read,  especially  concerning  the 
operations  of  their  own  denomination,  the  more  intelligently  and  liberally 
will  they  work  and  give.  If  you  want  to  have  an  ignorant,  stingy,  and 
do-nothing  congregation,  shut  off  all  religious  newspapers  and  all  denomi- 
national literature.  Stop  or  discourage  the  circulation  of  a  pure  litera- 
ture among  your  people,  and  you  dry  up  the  fountain  of  benevolence  and 
activity,  and  will  have  just  occasion  to  complain  of  both  a  contracted  peo- 
ple and  a  contracted  salary.  Is  it  loyal  to  turn  away  our  agency  for  the 
spread  of  the  gospel,  to  welcome  and  to  abet  enterprises  that  would  sub- 
vert the  truth,  especially  as  held  in  the  doctrines  of  our  Church?  Is  it 
loyal  to  encourage  the  circulation  of  undenominational  and  questionably 
orthodox  newspapers,  while  our  own,  the  medium  of  communication  to 
the  churches,  are  never  commended  in  public  or  private?  The  majority 
of  ministers  are  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  this  trust.  A  few,  however, 
are  forgetful,  failing  to  realize  the  injury  done  the  Church  by  not  using 
the  agencies  so  admirably  adapted  to  reach  a  successful  issue.  We  have 
splendid  machinery.  Let  us  loyally  use  it,  and  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
under  God,  will  occupy  no  mean  place  in  the  evangelization  of  the 
masses,  and  be  true  to  her  historical  record.  What  we  want  is  more 
esprit  du  corps  in  our  denomination.  If  anything  can  make  our  people 
more  loyal,  let  that  be  accomplished.  Not  bigots,  not  sectaries,  but 
earnest  denominational  workers  do  we  want;  men  who  are  not  ashamed 
of  their  colors. — Herald  and  Presbyter. 


BOARD  OF  CHURCH  ERECTION. 


During  the  last  three  years  of  financial  embarrassment,  the  Board  of 
Church  Erection  has  been  providentially  favored,  so  that  while  all  the 
other  Boards  and  Committees  have  been  struggling  under  debt,  we  have 
been  enabled  to  meet  all  our  liabilities  and  move  steadily  forward  in  our 
work,  closing  each  year  with  a  balance  in  our  treasury  with  which  to 
commence  the  next  year.  This  fact  has  misled  many  of  our  churches, 
and  induced  them  to  believe  that  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  does 
not  require  their  assistance.  This  impression,  and  the  result  to  which 
it  has  led,  we  greatly  deprecate.  Some  of  the  sources  of  our  supply  for 
the  last  few  years  were  peculiar,  and  such  as  cannot  be  depended  upon. 
We  invite  your  attention  to  some  of  them.  At  the  time  of  the  reunion, 
the  Old-school  Board  held  a  large  amount  of  real  estate  in  the  West. 
This  we  have  been  selling  off,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  amount  of  some 
$40,000,  but  this  source  of  revenue  is  pretty  near  its  end.  Again,  at  the 
time  of  the  reunion,  the  Newrschool  Board  had  a  large  permanent  fund, 
much  of  which  had  been  loaned  out  to  feeble  churches,  most  of  whom 
either  were  or  thought  they  were  unable  to  refund  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  loan.  We  have  been  working  diligently  at  this,  and  during 
the  last  year  we  have  in  dribbs  gathered  in  $40,000  of  these  loans.  At 
the  first  glance  our  friends  will  say,  here  is  $40,000  more  for  appropria- 
tion. Not  a  dollar  of  this  money  can  go  to  that  use.  By  the  terms  of 
the  charter  aud  the  plan  laid  down  by  the  General  Assembly,  only  the 
interest  accruing  can  be  appropriated  to  the  building  of  churches, 
amounting  annually  to  about  $7,000.  Will  our  pastors  and  churches 
take  these  facts  under  consideration?     If  they  do,  they  cannot  fail  to 
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see  that  unless  a  much  larger  number  of  churches  make  annual  contribu- 
tions to  the  cause  of  Church  Erection,  and  send  these  collections  to  this 
Treasury,  our  Board  must  be  greatly  reduced  in  its  work  of  usefulness, 
and  all  the  other  Boards  will  suffer  the  effects ;  for  so  long  as  these 
numerous  churches  remain  without  a  shelter,  they  must  be  absorbing 
and  not  contributing  churches.  But  when  we  enable  them  to  secure  a 
church  home  free  of  debt,  they  do  (at  least  many  of  them)  begin  to  con- 
tribute more  or  less  to  all  the  Boards,  and  in  this  we  encourage  them, 
as  a  means  of  becoming  self-supporting  by  securing  a  fulfilment  of  God's 
promise — "the  liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fat."  "They  that  water 
others  shall  be  watered."    "There  is  that  scattereth  and  yet  increaseth." 


A  STRANGE  THING. 

We  have  been  sending  out  a  circular  to  each  Presbytery,  eliciting 
reliable  information  with  regard  to  Church  Erection  matters.  At  the 
close  of  these  circulars  we  state  a  fact  and  ask  a  question,  viz : — the  num- 
ber of  their  churches  that  have  contributed  to  this  Board  during  the 
past  half  of  the  year,  and  ask  if  we  may  not  expect  a  contribution  from  the 
rest  of  their  churches?  To  this  question  the  Stated  Clerk  of  one  of  these 
Presbyteries — by  no  means  a  weak  one,  (having  over  thirty  members 
and  nearly  thirty  churches)  replied:  "This  Presbytery  resolved  at  their 
last  meeting  to  shut  doivn  upon  all  the  Boards  except  that  of  Home  Mis- 
sions." Surely  this  resolution  must  have  been  passed  without  due  con- 
sideration. Did  the  Presbytery  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  General 
Assembly  enjoined  it  upon  all  their  churches,  great  and  small,  to  send 
an  annual  collection  to  each  of  the  Boards?  The  Presbytery  did  not 
intend  to  encourage,  much  less  to  teach  their  churches,  rich  and  poor,  to 
rebel  against  the  authority  of  the  General  Assembly.  But  further, 
nearly  all  the  churches  in  this  Presbytery  that  have  houses  of  worship 
have  been  aided,  and  some  of  them  liberally  aided,  by  one  or  other  of  the 
former  Boards  or  by  the  present  Board  of  Church  Erection,  and  we  hold 
their  written  covenant  to  send  us  an  annual  collection,  and  on  signing 
this  pledge  they  obtained  the  Board's  appropriation.  Now,  does  the 
Presbytery  intend  to  say  to  these  churches  (as  their  resolution  virtually 
does)  "  Repudiate  your  pledge  to  the  Board — violate  your  solemn  pro- 
mise— break  your  written  contract?"  Oh  no;  certainly  the  Presbytery 
did  not  intend  this,  and  therefore  we  say  they  must  have  acted  incon- 
siderately. And  do  the  Presbytery  further  know  that  by  this  resolution 
(if  carried  out)  they  shut  out  necessarity  all  their  churches  from  the  aid 
of  the  Board?  For  the  General  Assembly  has  ordered,  "If  any  church 
has  failed  to  comply  with  the  instructions  of  the  Assembly,  by  not  send- 
ing an  annual  collection,   &c they  shall  not  be  allowed  to  draw 

from  the  funds  of  the  Church."  But  why  this  exception?  Why  "shut 
down  on  all  the  Boards  except  that  of  Home  Missions?"  To  this  it  may 
be  said,  many  of  these  churches  have  received  aid  from  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions;  and  have  they  not  also  received  aid  from  the  Board  of 
Church  Erection?  Confined  to  a  sick-room,  where  I  have  not  access  to 
all  the  records,  I  do  not  pretend  to  fulness  and  precise  accuracy  in  what 
I  say.  But  casting  my  eye  over  one  of  the  appropriation  books,  I  find 
grants  made  to  fourteen  churches  in  this  Presbytery,  amounting  to 
$6,510,  and  does  not  this  furnish  a  strong  ground  in  equity  and  law  why 
this  Board  should  not  be  ignored  ?  But  it  may  be  said  some  of  these 
churches  are  poor,  and  it  would  be  cruel  to  ask  of  them  a  collection. 
Was  it  cruel  in  the  prophet  to  ask  of  the  poor  widow  a  portion  of  her 
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ittance  of  meal  which  she  was  about  to  bake,  that  she  and  her  son 
might  eat  it  and  die"'     Had   she  excused  herself  on  the   score  of  her 

rerty,  she  and  her  son  must  have  perished;  but  her  unselfishness  in 
giving  to  the  prophet  was  the  means  of  prolonging  her  life,  by  securing 
tht  1,  and  so  in  our  day  God  often  increaseth  the  meal  and

The  widow's  mite  and 
the  princely  gift  have  come  together  to  pour  light  into  desolate  homes, 
lighting  up  those  that  were  cast  down,  comforting  the  aged  niini^ 
relieving  the  fatherless,  and  causing  the  widow's  heart  to  sing  for  j 
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Financial. — The  receipts  for  September  have  been  $1,803.31  against 
$616.91  in  the  same  month  last  year,  which  leaves  the  receipts  of  the 
past  six  months  of  the  present  fiscal  year  still  short  of  the  amount 
received  in  the  same  period  last  year, — not  enough,  however,  to  at  all 
embarrass  our  work,  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  we  were  obliged  to 
enter  the  year,  as  never  before,  with  a  heavy  new  debt.  As  it  is, 
besides  other  dues,  the  present  pressing  indebtedness  upon  the  work, 
October  1st,  is  estimated  at  $12,000,  about  one-half  of  which  is  due  the 
missionaries  in  the  field — much  of  it  over  due.  This  is  producing  hard- 
ship and  distress  among  them  which  calls  for  speedy  relief. 


AN    ILLUSTRATION. 

A  laborious  colored  missionary  with  a  large  field  under  his  care  writes 
as  follows : 

"  Sept.  1,  1875. — *  *  *  It  is  not  necessary  to  tell  you  anything  about 
the  hard  times  here,  about  money,  for  I  suppose  you  know  more  about 
them  than  I  can  tell  you.  I  would  say,  I  hope  you  will  remember  that  I 
am  here  alone  as  a  stranger,  and  cannot  do  without  money.  You  know 
I  have  not  been  here  long  enough  to  ask  the  people  to  trust  me ;  I  must 
wait  until  better  known.  You  can  see  my  condition  without  my  saying 
any  more." 

"  Oct.  1,  1875. — *  *  I  have  been  able  to  fill  all  my  appointments  this 
month,  by  the  grace   of  God,  and  he  is  prospering  my  work.  *  *  *  A 

great  revival  of  religion  is  going  on  in   F church.      Sixteen   are 

inquiring  what  they  must  do  to  be  saved.  The  meetings  have  been 
going  on  one  week;  eight  have  been  added  to  the  church.  May  the 
Lord  help  us!  I  received  five  dollars  this  month.  If  I  should  tell  you 
how  I  have  been  suffering  for  the  last  three  months,  you  would  be  sur- 
prised. We  have  been  one-half  of  our  time  without  anything  in  our 
house  to  eat.  I  will  be  obliged  to  quit  and  go  to  work  on  the  farm,  for 
I  cannot  live  at  this  rate.  I  love  the  work  of  the  ministry  as  much  as 
any  man,  and  it  would  pain  me  to  my  heart  to  have  to  do  this;  but  what 
am  I  to  do  ?  Now,  dear  brother,  I  am  sorry  to  weary  you  with  these, 
but  they  are  true.     My  people  would  do  more  if  they  were  able." 


ENCOURAGING. 

One  of  our  colored  teachers,  who  has  been  laboring  in  the  same  place 
for  two  terms  in  succession,  about  to  remove  to  another,  writes  as  fol- 
lows : 

"We  have  had  a  very  interesting  revival  going  on  here,  and  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  upwards  of  forty-seven  have  been  newly  converted  to 
the  Lord.  I  have  endeavored  to  make  myself  useful  in  visiting  the  way- 
side with  my  Bible,  and  reading  to  those  who  would  not  even  go  to 
church,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  my  effort  in  that  line  has  not  been 
in  vain,  for  nine  of  my  subjects  are  hopefully  converted,  and  are  now 
rejoicing  in  a  new  life.  Three  were  taken  into  our  church  here  on  last 
Sabbath,  and  one  was  an  old  lady  with  whom  I  have  been  reasoning 
and  reading,  off  and  on,  since  last  winter.  She  is  now  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  church.     After  the  hours  of  school  I  go  out  into  the  high- 
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way  with  my  little  book,  and  bid  the  careless  to  come  to  the  Saviour.  I 
am  happy  to  say  nine  have  given  heed  to  the  teaching. 

"All  the  denominations  here  are  very  sorry  that  we  are  going  to  leave 
the  little  town  of  F.  Almost  every  one  I  meet  begs  me  not  to  leave, 
and  I  do  believe  I  have  started  many  of  these  people  to  seek  Jesus. 

"I  have  been  making  myself  particularly  useful  in  Sabbath-school  and 
prayer-meetings,  and  have  been  feeling  for  some  time  that  it  is  my  duty 
to  enter  a  little  higher  in  the  work,  so  much  so  that  I  have  been  and  am 
making  the  matter  a  subject  of  prayer.  I  am  studying  for  that  purpose, 
and  hope  to  be  able  to  accomplish  much  good  for  the  Master.  To  this 
end  I  have  been  trying  to  save  a  part,  but  with  a  family  find  it  quite 
steep.  But  while  I  live,  I  expect  to  glean  for  the  Master,  if  it  be  only 
among  the  briers  and  along  the  wall."

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BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 


The  last  month  of  1875  has  come.  The  year  has  been  marked,  thus 
far,  by  the  continuance  of  "  Hard  Times.'11  Financially  the  hardness  has 
increased  and  intensified,  especially  in  the  eastern  sections  of  the  coun- 
try and  church.  Contributions  have  diminished  in  frequency  and 
amount.  All  benevolent  institutions  have  suffered  more  or  less.  This 
Board,  whose  income  is  derived  almost  exclusively  from  the  churches, 
has  not  escaped  the  sad  effects  of  this  general  stringency. 

To  put  this  state  of  things  more  clearly  before  the  churches,  we  pub- 
lish the  following  from  the  Treasurer.

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indebtedness  of  Board  SI 23,000.  To  illustrate  further  these  difficulties 
of  the  "Hard  THmes,"  we  may  state  that  at  the  last  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Board,  there  were  presented  205  applications  for  aid  to  the 
amount  of  $74,835. 

We  have  endeavored  to  set  out  in  a  clear  light  the  state  of  things  for 
the  prayerful  consideration  of  God's  people.  If  this  continues  to  increase 
for  the  remaining  five  months  of  the  Board's  fiscal  year,  great  distress 
must  come  on  the  1200  missionaries  and  their  families,  and  discourage- 
ment and  disaster  befall  this  wide-spread  work  of  evangelizing  the  land. 
Under  such  circumstances,  the  Board  feels  compelled  to  exercise  special 
wisdom  and  care  to  avoid  unbearable  burdens  of  debt,  or  to  cripple  the 
work  by  too  great  reductions,  familiarly  called  "cutting  down"  the 
applications  commended  by  the  Presbyteries. 


REVIVALS  OF  RELIGION. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  has  not  become  so  poor  as  to  render  neces- 
sary the  small  contributions  to  this  fundamental  work.  She  is  still  dan- 
gerously rich.  She  yet  has  left  a  "place  where  to  lay  her  head,"  which 
her  Redeemer  and  Lord  had  not.  What  she  needs  in  her  ministers, 
elders,  members,  and  children,  is  more  of  the  spirit  of  her  Master.  She 
needs,  above  all  things,  more  of  the  presence  and  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost, 

There  seems  to  be  a  wide-spread  expectation,  perhaps  desire,  felt  for 
His  corning  to  revive  the  church  and  countrv.  From  these  "si^ns  of 
the  times"  arise  largely  our  hopes  for  relief  and  help.  True  religion 
cannot  be  revived  without  reviving  the  spirit  of  benevolence  among 
God"s  people.  It  will  break  up  "coveteousness,  which  is  idolatry,"  and 
excite  desire  and  effort  to  help  the  needy.  Xow,  does  any  person,  or 
church,  long  for  a  true  revival  ?  The  means  to  secure  it  are  revealed  by 
the  Spirit  in  Malachi  iii.  10:  "Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  store- 
house, that  there  may  be  meat  in  mine  house,  and  prove  me  now  herewith, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the  windows  of  heaven,  and 
pour  you  out  a  blessing,  that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive 
it!"  Bread,  "meat,''  is  wanting  to  twelve  hundred  of  God's  missionary 
servants  and  their  families !  The  Board  is  not  able  to  promptly  afford 
support.  How  can  the  Church  secure  the  large  return  of  his  life-giving 
favor  but  in  obeying  at  once  his  command  to  prove  him,  by  bringing 
their  tithes  into  this  store-house  ?  "  The  liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fat," 
is  -till  true,  and  those  words  of  Jesus  never  fail,  from  age  to  age,  "  The 
merciful  shall  obtain  mercy  !*'  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  to  the 
least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me*!  Is  there  not 
much  prayer  for  revival  rain,  and  unanswered,  because  the  tithes  are 
withheld.  God  has  not  changed  His  ways.  The  means  of  grace  are 
the  same  through  all  generations.  May  God's  people  try  them,  with 
full  confidence  of  their  divine  efficacy ! 
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PAPAL  ASPECTS. 

The  missionaries  in  all  parts  of  the  country  notice  and  report  the 
aggressive  yet  stealthy  movements  of  Rome  against  the  Bible,  and 
especially  its  use  in  the  public  schools.  Indeed,  the  hostility  is  directed 
towards  our  system  of  public  education.  They  purpose,  as  in  Catholic 
lands,  to  secure  the  control  of  education  to  the  Papacy,  and  especially 
to  the  Jesuits.  This  subtle  and  dangerous  conspiracy  must  be  over- 
thrown, or  our  civil  and  religious  liberty  will  be  destroyed.  Home 
Missions  are  our  only  hope  in  our  new  and  frontier  settlements.  A 
free  gospel  and  civil  and  religious  liberty  will  stand  or  fall  together.  It 
has  always  and  everywhere  been  so.  Rome,  since  she  assumed  "Infalli- 
bility," is  making  her  last  great  effort  to  extinguish  light  and  liberty,  so 
that  she  may  sit  alone  in  solitude  and  darkness.  The  Bible  and  the 
school  must  be  exterminated  in  this  land  in  order  to  this.  Let  patriot- 
ism and  piety  awake  to  the  issue  in  time.  Support  the  churches,  scatter 
the  Scriptures,  send  and  support  the  missionary  into  all  the  new  and 
rapidly  forming  settlements,  to  kindle  the  watch-fires.  The  future  and 
final  conflict  with  this  hoary-headed  foe  may  not  be  far  away.  The 
conflict  for  the  Bible  and  liberty  in  this  land  is  the  conflict  for  the  world, 
If  we  fail  here,  a  new  and  deeper  midnight  will  settle  upon  the  race. 


A  SUGGESTION  TO  MISSIONARIES. 

Would  it  not  be  wise  in  many  cases,  when  the  Board  is  behind  in 
its  payments  in  these  difficult  times,  to  state  the  burdens  of  the  Board, 
and  their  own  trials,  to  their  people?  Many  letters  come  to  this  office, 
detailing  w^ants,  which  almost  any  congregation  could  and  would 
willingly  relieve,  if  laid  gently  yet  urgently  before  them.  Let  the 
people  know. 

CORRESPONDENCE  OF  MISSIONARIES. 

HOME    MISSION    WORK    AMONG    THE    CHINESE    ON    THE    PACIFIC    COAST. 

"During  the  year,  the  congregations,  morning  and  night,  have 
steadily  increased.  The  prayer-meeting  has  not  been  interrupted  once, 
and  has  grown  from  two  to  twenty-five  steady  attendants,  and  some- 
times we  have  forty.  We  have  had  four  communion  meetings,  and  addi- 
tions to  the  church  at  every  one.  Without  any  excitement  or  extra 
meetings,  eighteen  good  members  have  been  added — twelve  by  profes- 
sion and  six  by  letter.  Twelve  were  females  and  six  adult  males.  A 
young  ladies'  mission  band  has  been  organized  in  the  Sabbath-school  on 
Home  Missions,  and  they  pledge  the  average  ($12.50)  of  the  six  thou- 
sand schools  for  the  past  indebtedness  of  the  Board,  and  will  accomplish 
it,  I  think,  by  January  1st. 

"Of  the  additions  to  the  church,  three  were  from  our  private  class  of 
Chinese,  most  thorough  and  intelligent  converts.  One  was  a  Portuguese 
man,  a  convert  from  Romanism.  One  of  the  Chinese  converts  has  been 
called  to  Oakland  and  employed  by  a  missionary  society  to  super- 
intend a  Chinese  Sabbath-school  of  one  hundred  and  fifty,  and  to  do 
mission  work  among  them;  and  he  is  worthy  and  wrell  qualified.      Of 
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our  private  class  of  ten,  my  wife  and  I  think  there  are  five  more  truly 
converted.  We  are  waiting  for  more  thorough  instruction  and  for  fur- 
ther proof  before  admitting  to  the  church,  as  the  prejudice  is  such  that 
nothing  short  of  the  severest  proofs  and  unequivocal  piety  will  recon- 
cile the  community. 

"As  these  young  men  are  all  house  servants,  and  somewhat  homeless, 
and  cut  off  from  all  society  of  the  pagan  Chinese,  on  account  of  religion, 
I  am  now  trying  to  secure  them  a  mission  home,  to  cost  $250,  as  a 
place  for  study,  for  prayer-meetings  in  Chinese  among  themselves, 
(now  held  every  Sabbath  night  in  the  church-yard  after  divine  service,) 
a  rendezvous  in  case  of  sickness,  or  out  of  a  place — in  order  to  hold 
them  as  permanent  as  possible  during  their  education.  These  ten  are 
all  studying  to  become  mission  teachers  to  their  race,  and  their  studi- 
ousness  and  progress  are  wonderful.  My  wife  and  I  give,  one  of  the 
four  nights,  Bible  lessons  only,  and  all  of  them  gratuitous.  I  regard 
this  work  as  of  immense  moment  and  wonderfully  blessed." 

Large  numbers  of  these  people  gather  into  our  Sabbath-schools  and 
churches,  on  the  coast,  to  learn  the  English  language,  often,  it  is  true, 
for  business  ends,  but  they  learn  it  by  means  of  our  English  Bible; 
thus  God's  word  gains  entrance  into  their  minds,  which  is  "able  to 
make  wise  the  simple"  and  "to  make  them  wise  unto  salvation."  Pray 
for  God's  blessing  on  this  great  and  important  work,  alike  important  to 
this  country,  and  to  the  millions  of  China.  In  this  work  lies  the  gospel 
way  to  Eastern  Asia. 


CALL    FROM    UTAH. 

We  need  the  moral  influence  of  more  workers  in  Utah.  We  have 
over  twenty  towns  in  this  territory,  which  have  a  population  of  one 
thousand  and  upward,  and  not  an  evangelical  minister  in  a  single  one 
of  them.  Now  it  seems  to  me  that  a  half  dozen  good  live  men  planted 
down  in  these  Mormon  centres,  would  be  a  good  investment  for  the 
Board.  I  know  they  will,  if  they  will  use  their  pens  occasionally. 
But  whether  they  do  or  not.  I  think  the  Church  ought  to  provide  for 
this  work,  because  every  consideration  which  can  be  urged  in  favor  of 
the  Foreign  work,  can  be  urged  in  favor  of  this  Utah.  And  then  we 
can  urge  this  besides,  that  the  people  of  this  Territory  are  growing  into 
the  warp  and  woof  of  our  country's  web.  I  would  like  to  see  the  ban- 
ner of  Christ  raised  in  every  valley  throughout  this  priest-ridden  dis- 
trict ;  and  yet  I  am  conscious  of  the  fact  that  the  Church  is  taking  no 
insignificant  step,  when  she  sends  a  missionary  into  one  of  these  neigh- 
borhoods ;  for  he  must  be  provided  for,  not  for  one  year,  but  for  half  a 
score  perhaps.  But  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  leave  this  subject  to  your 
wisdom  and  judgment.     With  kindest  regards,

We  shall  meet  one 
glad  day  in  the  Church  triumphant,  after  we  have  labored  to  the  last  in 
the  dear  Church  militant.     Christ  shall  reign.

KENTUCKY. A  REMARKABLE  WORK. 

My  quarterly  report  is  due.  Since  last  report  I  have  been  enabled  to 
preach  every  Sabbath  twice,  and  sometimes  thrice.  Eight  additions  to 
P L church ;  none  to  the  church  at  P ,  which  I  have  sup- 
plied mostly  by  proxy,  by  professors  at  D .  There  is  a  most  remarka- 
ble work  of  grace  among  my  neighbors,  growing  out  of  a  series  of  services 
held  in  an  abandoned  church  by  Brother  Lapsley  and  myself,  last  fall. 
The  meeting  for  prayer,  held  only  by  plain  laymen,  and  in  a  section  of 
the  country  ten  years  ago  so  infested  by  "  banditti"  that  it  was  unsafe  to 
pass  after  dark,  goes  from  house  to  house,  often  filled  to  overflowing, 
and  the  deepest  feeling  is  manifested  and  several  conversions  reported.

KANSAS. 

The  brother  who  penned  this  report  died  in  the  prime  of  his  years  a 
few  weeks  ago. 

The  last  quarter  of  the  year  covered  by  your  commission  closed  yes- 
terday, and  I  hasten  to  report.  I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  speak  of  any 
revival  of  religion  in  this  field  during  the  year.  But  while  we  mourn 
the  absence  of  any  special  work  of  grace,  there  has  still  been  progress 
in  our  work.  There  is  more  of  harmony  and  unanimity  of  action  among 
our  people  than  formerly.  The  reputation  of  our  church  among  "  out- 
siders" is  improving,  and  consequently  the  influence  of  your  missionary 
among  this  class  is  on  the  increase.  The  attendance  on  our  church  ser- 
vices is  twenty-five  per  cent,  better  than  it  was  one  year  ago,  and  our 
prayer-meetings  are  larger  and  more  interesting.  And  yet  truth  compels 
me  to  say  that  there  are  in  the  community  a  great  many  habitual  neglect- 
ers  of  the  sanctuary.  During  the  past  year  fourteen  persons  have  united 
with  this  church,  and  four  with  the  Wathena  church,  making  eighteen  at 
both  stations;  of  these  live  are  males  and  nine  females. 

The  most  encouraging  feature  of  our  church  is  that  several  business 
men  are  becoming  interested,  and  some  few  are  now  regular  attendants, 
and  the  church  is  now  more  united  than  at  any  time  for  the  last  four  or 
five  years.  The  longest  ride  (per  buggy)  for  a  parochial  purpose  was 
thirty-four  miles,  to  visit  a  family  (Scotch-Irish)  in  which  I  found  three 
generations,  and  baptized  five  children,  the  youngest  in  the  mother's 
arms.  But  this  was  a  pleasure  trip  compared  with  many  others  I  have 
had  to  perform.  I  ought  to  add  that  the  wife  and  mother  of  the  above 
family  came  in  from  the  country,  seventeen  miles,  and  united  with  our 
church  in  July  last.  She  has  resided  in  this  State  ten  years,  but  owing 
to  location  has  rarely  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  attending  Presbyterian 
meetings.  But  owing  to  her  education  and  training  in  this  church  in 
Ireland,  she  could  not  unite  with  any  other  denomination.  And  while 
our  church  here  is  making  some  progress  in  moral  and  spiritual  things, 
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we  are  not  very  strong  pecuniarily.  The  majority  of  my  people  are 
farmers  and  their  families,  and  I  need  not  dwell  upon  the  calamities  that 
have  befallen  the  agricultural  interests  of  our  State.  Because  of  these 
disasters,  and  the  heavy  debt  that  still  hangs  upon  our  church,  we  shall 
be  obliged  to  look  to  you  for  aid  for  another  year.  A.  II.  L. 

MANSE    RENTAL. 

Your  letter  of  30th  ult.,  asking  an  explanation  of  the  omittal  of  men- 
tion of  parsonage  in  our  application  for  this  year,  received. 

First.  The  parsonage  has  been  built  within  the  year  past,  and  was 
occupied  by  me  about  six  months  ago,  and  I  was  told  that  no  considera- 
tion would  be  asked,  and  no  rental  affixed,  as  my  efforts  had  so  far  ex- 
ceeded their  expectations.  Besides,  they  were  cognizant  that  without  a 
house  the  salary  was  not  sufficient  to  allow  me  to  keep  my  family  with- 
out incurring  debt.  Furthermore,  the  anxiety  produced  by  "turning  and 
twisting,"  in  order  to  live  on  such  an  income,  enhanced  by  delay  of 
payment  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  made  it  necessary  that  I  should  have 
relief  in  some  form. 

Secondly.  Before  I  came  to  this  place  (from  Seminary)  I  had  care- 
fully considered  my  habits  of  living  and  those  of  my  wife,  and  was  con- 
vinced we  could  not  live  on  less  than  a  thousand  dollars,  together  with 
a  house.  This  was  the  first  and  only  church  I  preached  in,  and  as  they 
called  me  without  hearing  another,  I  came,  putting  myself  under  the  lead- 
ings of  Providence.  But  I  used  my  own  eyes  also,  as  well  as  I  knew 
how.  My  interpretation  of  the  laws  of  the  Board  was,  that  it  would 
allow  a  man  a  u  salary  of  a  thousand  dollars  at  least,"  and  if  it  were 
there,  or  it  could  be  brought  about,  a  house  to  live  in  would  not  break 
in  upon  this ;  especially  if  the  circumstances  of  the  case  would  warrant  it. 

When  my  case  came  up  in  Presbytery,  the  naked  call  was  read,  and 
I  arose  and  stated  to  Presbytery  in  substance  what  I  have  said  above, — 
that  I  was  confident,  with  my  best  efforts,  I  could  not  live  on  less  than 
a  thousand  dollars  and  a  house.  The  elder  arose  and  said  he  could  not 
promise  a  house  certain,  but  they  would  do  what  they  could.  I  accepted, 
on  the  feeling  that  they  would.  I  have  worked  hard  at  a  church  that 
seemed  on  its  "last  legs."  They  never  made  any  such  progress  before 
in  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  of  existence.  But  I  was  compelled 
to  keep  my  family  at  my  father-in-law's  more  than  half  of  the  first  year. 
I  have  been  unable,  and  have  not  subscribed  for  a  single  paper  or  maga- 
zine. I  have  bought  scarcely  a  book.  I  have  tied  myself  right  here,  in 
a  place  in  many  respects  as  much  out  of  the  way,  or  more,  than  some  of 
those  places  you  tell  of  out  West,  preaching  twice  on  Sunday,  lecture 
on  Wednesday,  attending  funerals  for  all  denominations,  sermon  for  every 
one,  and  must  be,  even  though  an  infant  a  month  old,  (we  get  our  largest 
audiences  at  funerals,)  until  I  thought  that  my  health  was  alto- 
gether undermined.  Then  add  to  this  the  constant  anxiety  and  looking 
for  funds  delayed ;  and  now,  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  to  look  at  the 
state  of  my  affairs  and  find  that  if  it  were  not  for  the  individual  presents 
of  sympathizing  friends,  I  would  be  in  debt  to-day  for  the  daily  expenses 
of  the  household — (and  I  have  never  been  so  pinched  in  food  and  clothing 
in  my  life) — ought  I  not  to  have  a  little  sunshine?  I  can  live  as  cheaply 
in  Philadelphia  (and  have)  as  here,  and  cheaper  in  Princeton. 

Our  relatives,  besides,  furnished  our  house,  I  have  planted  my  garden, 
and  for  the  first  time,  last  week  I  felt  revived  in  health  and  spirits, 
with  hopes  of  coming  out  even  the  coming  year.  I  felt  unusually  good, 
even  though  I  had  four  sermons  on  hand,  to  be  preached  within  three 
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days.  But  right  in  comes  your  letter,  and  my  little  sand  heap  threatens 
to  be  like  that  of  the  boy's  the  buggy  (not  mine)  passed  through  the 
other  day.  It  looks  as  though  you  thought  of  asking  the  congregation 
to  affix  a  rental  on  the  parsonage,  which  will  only  fix  me  in  debt  and 
make  me  more  unsettled  than  ever,  and,  what  is  worse,  just  at  this  time, 
possibly  interfere  altogether  with  that  progress  I  had  instituted  here,  and 
was  hoping  to  crown  in  a  year  or  two  with  the  report,  self-sustaining. 
I  think  it  would  be  better  to  allow  them  to  give  me  the  use  of  the  house 
at  least  a  year  or  two,  than  by  a  reverse  throw  the  church  on  some 
Board,  possibly,  for  years  to  come ! 

By  the  way,  it  is  now  drawing  to  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of  this 
Sustentation  year.  Last  year  I  received  but  one  payment  from  the 
Board  direct.  A  second  I  received,  but  that  wTas  by  special  vote  of  Pres- 
bytery for  the  churches  to  send  me  funds — which  I  reported  to  you. 
But  I  see  it  is  hard  to  get  ahead  of  a  Board,  even  if  the  Board  does  get 
behind.     With  highest  respect,  yours  truly.  F. 


WEAK    CHURCHES    TO    BE    MAINTAINED. 

N ,  August  16th,  1875. 

With  the  12th  of  August  ended  our  first  year  with  Sustentation.  I 
have  your  receipt  for  the  application  for  renewal.  With  reference  to 
another  year,  it  is  important  to  me  to  ascertain  just  what  are  my  financial 
prospects  under  such  a  relation  to  Sustentation.  I  cannot  live  on  only 
the  $500  paid  by  this  church.  I  have  as  yet  received  only  half  from  the 
Board  for  the  past  year.  I  suppose  the  rest  is  good  in  time,  but  time  is 
sometimes  important.  It  is  impossible  to  keep  out  of  debt,  and  to  be  in 
debt  reflects  injuriously  upon  a  minister's  reputation.  Fortunately  for 
me,  father  has  been  able  to  help  me  some  this  past  year,  but  this  cannot 
be  so  another  year.  Of  course  I  know  the  Board  cannot  pay  what  it 
has  not  received.  I  know  the  burden  that  must  be  on  your  heart  with 
reference  to  this  whole  subject,  and  I  would  not  trouble  you  but  from  a 
sense  of  duty ;  it  is  very  important  for  me  to  know  what  prospect  there  is 
of  soon  receiving  the  back  pay,  and  what  the  prospect  of  actual  and  regular 
support  from  Sustentation  for  another  year.  Upon  the  answer  to  these 
questions  must  necessarily  depend,  in  a  large  measure,  my  remaining 
here  another  year.  I  cannot  incur  debts  with  no  righteous  hope  of  pay- 
ing them,  and,  under  existing  circumstances,  I  cannot  live  here  other- 
wise. Will  you  please,  so  far  as  you  are  able,  to  answer  the  above  ques- 
tions? It  is  of  vital  importance  to  me  and  this  church.  Of  course  this 
all  presupposes  that  the  Board  grants  the  application  for  renewal  of  aid. 

This  church  has  developed  considerably  in  the  last  two  years.  Its 
officers  and  members  regard  it  as  being  in  better  condition  than  it  has 
been  for  years  past.  There  is  one  point  with  reference  to  these  country 
churches  it  will  not  do  to  overlook.  They  are,  in  a  large  measure,  the 
feeders  of  our  city  churches,  and  therefore  their  maintenance  is  import- 
ant, though  they  be  weak.  From  this  place  itself  have  gone  forth 
young  men  who,  with  their  families,  are  to-day,  by  their  wealth, 
strengthening  some  of  our  strong  city  churches.       Close  this  church  of 

X ,  or,  what  is  equivalent,  make  a  mere  preaching  station  of  it,  and 

in  less  than  one  year  all  the  young  active  life  and  vigor  in  it  now  will 
have  passed  over  into  the  Methodist  church  here,  there  to  be  educated, 
and  from  there  to  go  into  Methodist  churches  in  the  city.  It  is  not 
only  so  here,  but  wherever  the  Presbyterian  Church  neglects  these 
country  churches,  it  is  thereby  feeding  the  other  denominations  at  its 
own  expense  and  weakening.      When  I  first  came  here  I  found  all  the 
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young  people  in  the  Methodist  church.  I  could  not  get  a  "corporal's 
guard"  for  a  Sabbath-school.  To-day  I  have  them  all  back  again.  Our 
Sabbath-school  is  nourishing.  Must  the  work  now  go  backwards? 
The  Episcopal  church  is  now  closed,  and  will  doubtless  remain  so. 
Their  people,  in  the  main,  attend  our  church.  The  Baptists  in  the  neigh- 
borhood incline  the  same  way.  Of  course  I  do  not  pretend  to  judge  of 
the  duty  of  the  Board  towards  this  church ;  still  I  think  it  is  worthy 
their  serious  consideration,  and  I  know  that  it  is  in  God's  hands.  If 
the  Presbyterian  Church  neglects  its  stewardship,  He  will  doubtless 
give  it  to  another  servant. 

N ,  September  13th,  1875. 

I  am  just  in  receipt  of  your  letter.  In  all  probability  this  church  will 
fail  to  meet  your  conditions.  In  that  case  you  will  likely  hear  that  the 
church  is  vacated ;  yet  there  are  those  able  to  put  this  church  beyond 
the  need  of  help,  and  who  are  interested,  though  not  of  this  church.  The 
crisis  may  bring  them  out ;  if  not,  I  fear  all  is  up  with  the  church.  As 
to  the  rental  of  manse,  I  have  not  thought  it  right  to  credit  this  church 
as  yet  with  any  such  rental.  The  parsonage  has  been  very  sadly  out 
of  repair,  being  an  old  building;  and  while  the  church  has  done  some 
little  to  putting  it  in  repair,  (perhaps  all  they  were  able.)  I  have  myself 
paid  out  twice  $50  every  year  so  far,  towards  what  I  regarded  as  essen- 
tial repairs.  If  a  people  are  to  be  credited  on  their  salary  account  with 
the  rent  of  manse,  it  should  be  the  rent  of  a  manse  essentially  in  repair. 
To  force  a  minister  to  accept  and  keep  in  repair  a  manse,  which  is  such 
merely  as  a  dilapidated  piece  of  church  property,  is  hardly  reasonable. 
I  have  already  this  year  put  $100  into  essential  improvements,  but  will 
regard  it  of  no  account  if  the  Board  succeeds  in  paying  up  the  $250  back 
on  last  year's  salary.  I  will  let  you  know,  so  soon  as  matters  here  are 
definitely  determined.     Respectfully  and  fraternally  yours,  B. 


NEBRASKA. 

I  have  preached  regularly  at  my  missionary  appointments.     In  E 

and  B ,  my  congregations  are  increasing,  and  I   natter  myself  that 

I  am  gathering  together  the  people  of  God,  and  combining  them  in  sym- 
pathy. In  both  places  we  have  a  Sabbath-school,  and  I  teach  a  Bible 
class.  We  have  a  Sabbath-school  for  all — Presbyterians,  Methodists, 
and  others  not  known.  These  towns  are  filling  up  rapidly — located  in 
fine,  rich  country — easily  developed  ;  they  must  be  large  and  flourishing 
towns  soon.  They  will,  if  carried  now,  soon  support  the  gospel  for 
themselves,  and  pour  into  the  Home  Mission  treasury.  I  believe,  with 
labor,  faith,  and  prayer,  we  can  plant  the  gospel  here. 

But  the  incapacity  of  this  population  to  sustain  the  gospel !  I  had  no 
conception  of  it  till  I  came  among  them.  I  will  not  begin  to  describe  on 
this  small  sheet,  But  men  here,  without  house,  coat,  or  shoes,  give  $10 
to  preaching,  and  their  wives  weeping  and  saying  our  clear  little  ones 
must  have  the  gospel.  Had  I  known  one-half  that  I  now  know,  while 
I  was  preaching  in  Illinois,  on  a  salary  of  $1000  and  $1200  per  annum, 
I  would  have  cried  to  my  people,  I  will  give  one-half  my  support,  if 
you  will,  and  plant  the  gospel  in  the  far  west.  I  read  the  flaming 
speeches  of  the  Secretaries,  but  a  strange  negation  held  me;  I  felt  that 
these  Secretaries  must  be  eloquent,  and  make  thrilling  appeals.  But 
when  I  came  and  saw  the  facts,  I  said,  these  Secretaries  fell  far  below 
the  facts  for  fear  they  would  leave  the  impression  of  a  figure  too  highly 
drawn.     I  know  the  society  is  in  debt.     But,  dear   brethren,  I  must 
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suffer,  with  my  family,  unless  I  can  get  my  draft  immediately.  I  have 
been  here  only  three  months,  have  only  nailed  some  boards  together  to 
shelter  my  family.  I  cannot  finish  for  the  want  of  money.  There  is  no 
money  here  to  borrow,  or  I  would  do  it.  I  know  you  cannot  squeeze 
money  out  of  an  empty  Treasury ;  but  cannot  some  means  be  devised  to 
help  in  such  times  of  necessity? 


BOAED  OF  EDUCATION. 

The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few  ;  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth  laborers  into'  his  harvest. — luke  x.  2. 


THE  TREASURY. 

The  beginning  of  November  has  brought  promptly  the  demands  from 
all  our  theological  seminaries  and  colleges  for  the  fall  appropriations  for 
the  students.  Some  of  the  young  men  had  been  waiting  for  two  or  three 
months  for  the  money  to  launch  them  fairly  into  the  work  of  the  year. 
Books  must  be  bought;  furniture,  room-rent,  fuel,  light,  and  other  neces- 
saries must  be  paid  for ;  clothing  must  be  procured  before  the  storms  of 
winter  set  in ;  weekly  board-bills,  already  mounting  up  for  several  weeks, 
must  be  paid. 

Will  not  Christian  men  seriously  lay  the  requirements  of  our  candi- 
dates to  heart,  and  send  us  the  means  to  make  the  payments  which  we 
have  pledged,  as  promptly  as  possible  ?  If  some  men,  and  some  churches, 
are  oppressed  with  pecuniary  trials,  then  let  those  who  can  help  do  it 
the  more  abundantly.  Our  Lord  is  not,  surely  he  is  not,  a  hard  man, 
demanding  fruits  for  what  he  has  not  sown,  and  gathering  what  he  has 
not  strewed. 

NUMBER  OF  STUDENTS  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

The  number  of  candidates  recommended  by  the  Presbyteries  this  fall 
is,  until  the  Board's  first  semi-monthly  meeting  in  November,  almost 
exactly  the  same  as  last  year  at  this  time.     Then  it  was  362  ;  now  352. 

The  number,  say  all  our  missionary  fields,  is  insufficient.  But  more 
important  than  efforts  to  increase  the  number  is  it  to  deal  honestly  and 
faithfullv  with  those  whom  we  have. 

This  should  be  the  chief  consideration  just  now.  Let  us  supply 
what  we  have  promised,  and  pay  our  debts.  Our  Presbyterian  charac- 
ter must  not  suffer. 


MISTAKEN  RELIGION. 
A  person  living  in  a  certain  city  knew  that  he  and  his  family  were 
among  the  heirs  to  a  large  estate.  But  his  father  had  neglected  to 
secure  the  property,  the  taxes  had  long  remained  unpaid,  it  would 
require  a  good  deal  of  expense  and  trouble  to  obtain  possession  of  it ;  so 
he  and  they  omitted  to  inform  themselves  as  to  their  duties  and  rights, 
and  year  after  year  slipped  away  without  proper  attention  to  the  pro- 
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perty,  until  they  waked  to  discover  that  the  day  of  legal  limitation  had 
swept  nearly  the  whole  of  it  from  them,  that  it  was  irrecoverably  lost. 

By  such  facts  as  this  unbelieving  sinners  are  often  warned  of  the 
tremendous  hazard  of  losing  the  everlasting  salvation  of  the  soul.  But 
they  convey  a  lesson  as  decided  to  professors  of  religion.  There  are 
great  honors  and  enjoyments  which  they  may  lose  in  this  life  through 
inattention,  mistakes,  and  negligence.  And  they  may  forfeit  far  greater 
honors  and  joys  in  the  life  to  come,  on  account  of  the  very  same  mis- 
taken conduct  on  earth. 

WHAT    IS    THE    KINGDOM    OF    HEAVEN? 

One  of  the  greatest  and  saddest  mistakes  of  Christians  is  concerning 
what  "the  kingdom  of  heaven"  is.  This  "kingdom"  is  pushed  away 
into  the  region  of  invisible  and  future  things,  by  ninety-nine  in  a  hundred 
professors  of  religion.  Its  glory  and  its  happiness  are  unearthly, 
shadowy,  somewhere  hundreds  of  millions  of  miles  away.  But  John 
the  Baptist  said,  "the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand;"  as  near  "at 
hand"  as  Christ's  personal  manifestation  and  ministry;  as  the  last  pass- 
over,  the  last  supper,  the  sepulchre ;  as  his  atonement  and  resurrection. 
Jesus  taught  his  disciples  to  pray,  "Thy  kingdom  come."  When? 
Then.  Where?  Just  there,  and  in  this  lower  world,  and  in  all  the 
earth.  "Thy  will  be  done  in  earth,"  in  the  same  way  and  spirit,  and 
fully,  truly,  and  joyfully,  "as  it  is  in  heaven." 

As  Dr.  Chalmers  thundered  forth  in  Glasgow:  "  heaven  is  a  charac- 
ter, and  not  a  locality."  "Mainly  and  essentially  it  is  a  moral  glory, 
which  is  lighted  up  there;  it  is  virtue,  which  blooms  and  is  immortal 
there;  it  is  the  goodness  by  which  the  spirits  of  the  just  are  regulated 
here,  it  is  this  which  forms  the  beatitude  of  eternity.  The  righteous 
now,  who,  when  they  die,  '  shall  be  righteous  still,'  have  heaven  already 
in  their  bosoms  ;  and  when  they  enter  within  its  portals,  they  carry  the 
very  being  and  substance  of  its  blessedness  along  with  them." 

WHAT    IS    THE    SPIRIT    THAT    MAKES    HEAVEN? 

An  English  lady  possessed  it.  Miss  Thompson,  born  sixty  years  ago 
in  Islington,  a  northern  suburb  of  London,  was  deeply  interested  from 
her  youth  in  works  of  usefulness  among  the  poor  children  of  her  vicinity, 
and  for  the  benefit  of  all  in  her  native  land,  and  for  those  in  foreign  mis- 
sion fields.  She  became  Mrs.  Luke,  and  was  honored  for  her  accomplish- 
ments, piety,  and  benevolence ;  for  several  years  she  edited  "  The  Mis- 
sionary Repository." 

A  village   school  at  Poundsford  Park  enlisted   her  sympathies  and 

labors.     Once,  when  her  heart  was  warm  with  questions  of  how  she 

could  best  make  the  children  happy  in  the  service  of  Christ,  and  while 

rolling  along  the  road  in  a  stage  coach,  she  shaped  her  thoughts  into 

that  tenderly  beautiful  hymn,  for  them  to  sing  : 

"  I  think  when  I  read  that  sweet  story  of  old, 
When  Jesus  was  here  among  men." 
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She  led,  in  it,  the  thoughts  of  the  dear  little  ones  to  say,  "  I  wish  that 

his  hands  had  been  placed  on  my  head;"  and 

*'  Yet  still  to  his  footstool  in  prayer  I  may  go, 
And  ask  for  a  share  in  his  love." 

But  she  well  knew  that  selfishness  is  the  prolific  seed  of  ''the  root  of 
all  evil ;"  and  that  a  true  love  to  Jesus  incessantly  goes  forth  in  prayers, 
labors,  and  gifts,  which  will  tend  to  make  his  will  done  on  earth,  on  all 
the  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.     So  she  added  the  two  crowning  verses: 

"  But  thousands  and  thousands  who  wander  and  fall 
Never  heard  of  that  heavenly  home. 
I  should  like  them  to  know  there  is  room  for  them  all, 
And  that  Jesus  has  bid  them  to  come. 

"I  long  for  that  blessed  and  glorious  time — 
The  fairest,  the  brightest,  the  best — 
When  the  dear  little  children  of  every  clime 
Shall  crowd  to  his  arms  and  be  blessed." 

This  is  the  spirit  that  will  bring  the  millennium.  This  is  the  spirit 
of  Jesus  Christ,  the  spirit  of  heaven  where  Christ  reigns.  How  strange 
that  many  compilers  of  hymn-books,  who  have  professed  to  love  and 
serve  Christ,  could  cut  off  from  this  hymn  the  ardent  aspiration,  the 
precious  prayer,  the  crowning  and  glorious  hope,  with  which  it  ends; 
and  prevent  children  singing  the  words  by  which  the  good  and  honored 
author  of  it  designed  to  inspire  the  love  of  charitable  and  useful  toils 
and  benefactions  for  those  " who  wander  and  fall,"  and  for  those  "of 
every  clime!" 

It  is  a  fatal  mistake  to  suppose  that  we  can  sing  selfish  hymns,  and 
complaining  hymns — or  that  we  can  pray  chiefly  for  owr-selves,  and  for 
our  family,  and  for  our  congregation,  and  for  our  personal  and  local 
interests — and  that  Christ,  "the  Saviour  of  the  ivorld,"  will  regard  us. 

GREAT    MISTAKES    AS    TO    CHRISTIAN    LIFE    ON   EARTH. 

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  imagine  that  life  in  Christ  begins  with  birth 
in  a  Christian  land:  if  any  love  not  truly  Jesus  Christ,  "it  had  been 
good  for  that  man  if  he  had  not  been  born." 

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  expect  a  high  position  in  heaven  from  a  high 
position  on  earth :  "  many  that  are  first  shall  be  last,  and  the  last  shall 
be  first." 

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  suppose  all  the  worshippers  of  earth  will  wor- 
ship in  heaven:  "many,  I  say  unto  you,  will  seek  to  enter  in,  and  shall 
not  be  able." 

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  suppose  orthodoxy  and  the  knowledge  of  duty 
will  ensure  salvation:  "everyone  that  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine, 
and  doeth  them  not,  shall  be  likened  unto  a  foolish  man  that  built  his 
house  upon  the  sand — and  it  fell;  and  great  was  the  fall  of  it." 

It  is  a  great  mistake  for  one  to  dread  humiliation,  poverty,  losses, 
earthly  affliction,  separations,  for  Christ's  sake:  they  "work  for  us  a  far 
more  exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory." 

It  is  a  great  mistake  for  one  to  withhold  money,  time,  or  life,  from  the 
wants  of  Christ's  kingdom:  he  "shall  receive  an  hundred  fold,  and 
shall  inherit  everlasting  life." 

It  is  a  great  mistake  for  Christians  to  be  impatient:  "the  Lord  God 
giveth  them  light;  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever." 

ARE    YOU,    READER,    MAKING    ANY    OF    THESE  GREAT    MISTAKES? 
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A  SPECIMEN  PROFESSORS'  REPORT. 

The  following  is  a  specimen  of  reports  which,  we  are  thankful  to  God 
to  be  able  to  say,  are  not  rare  among  those  which  we  receive  from  our 
institutions  of  various  kinds,  in  respect  to  the  character  of  students 
under  the  care  of  the  Board. 

"We  regard  Mr. as  a  young  man  of  rare  worth.     He  is  attentive 

to  his  studies,  and  his  scholarship  ranks  among  the  first.  His  conduct 
is  without  exception  excellent.  The  assistance  you  render  him  is  wisely 
and  worthily  bestowed.  You  need  have  no  fears,  with  the  limited  aid 
given  to  students,  that  any  'portion  of  goods'  bestowed  on  him  will  be 
'wasted  in  riotous  living!'  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  bear  this 
testimony." 
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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Death  of  the  Rev.  Ibanez  Guzman. — We  learn  with  much  regret 
the  death  of  this  missionary  at  Santiago,  Chili,  September  13th,  after 
an  illness  of  but  a  few  days.  He  was  a  native  of  Chili,  but  was  edu- 
cated partly  in  California.  It  is  about  four  years  since  he  was  ordained, 
and  his  usefulness  in  his  work  was  becoming  very  marked.  Dr.  Trum- 
bull speaks  of  his  unexpected  death  as  a  serious  loss  to  the  mission  and 
the  ehurch  of  which  he  was  pastor. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  James  M.  Alexander  and  his 
wife,  on  their  return,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  M.  Goheen  and  his  wife, 
embarked  for  India  on  the  30th  of  October ;  the  Rev.  David  J.  Stewart, 
for  Mexico,  October  26th  ;  Mrs.  E.  P.  Capp,  for  China,  on  her  return, 
October  1st.  Mr.  Goheen  is  a  member  of  the  Presbytery  of  Hunting- 
don; and  Mr.  Stewart,  of  Alleghany.  The  arrival  of  the  Rev.  W. 
Imbrie  and  his  wife  in  Japan,  is  reported,  where  they  were  warmly 
welcomed.  The  Rev.  T.  F.  Wallace,  of  the  mission  in  the  United  States 
of  Colombia,  has  lately  arrived  in  this  country. 

The  Seneca  Mission  has  met  with  a  severe  loss  by  the  resignation 
of  the  Rev.  George  Ford  and  his  wife,  who  have  removed  to  Sioux  City, 
Iowa.  Considerations  of  health  have  in  part  led  to  this  withdrawal, 
and  not  any  diminished  interest  in  the  missionary  work.  They  have 
the  confidence  and  sympathy  of  their  fellow-laborers  both  on  the  Indian 
Reservation  and  in  the  Mission  House,  with  the  best  wishes  for  their 
usefulness.  The  missionary  work  for  the  Senecas,  Tuscaroras,  and 
Tonawandas,  has  reached  a  stage  at  which,  it  is  hoped,  the  services  of 
native  assistants  can  be  turned  to  more  account,  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  Rev.  William  Hall,  who  has  so  loDg  been  a  member  of  the 
mission.  But  our  missionary  friends  all  think  that  by  next  year  it  will 
be  important  that  he  should  have  the  help  of  a  younger  missionary. 
Before  many  years,  we  trust,  these  Indian  churches  will  be  prepared  to 
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take  their  place  on  the  usual  footing  of  our  home  churches,  and  then 
close  their  connection  with  the  Board. 

Added  to  the  Church. — Mr.  Carrothers  mentions  the  admission  of 
five  new  members  to  the  church  of  Yedo.  Mr.  Da  Gama  of  Rio  Claro, 
Brazil,  speaks  of  eight  persons  received,  and  Mr.  Houston  of  three  at 
Cachoeira,  Brazil,  where  a  church  was  organized.  Mr.  Phillips  refers 
to  nine  new  communicants  received  at  Zacatecas  and  vicinity,  and  eight 
children  baptized. 

Licentiate  Preachers. — The  Presbytery  of  Japan  had  the  privilege, 
after  satisfactory  examinations,  of  licensing  two  of  the  young  men  under 
its  care  as  probationers  to  preach  the  gospel.  Several  other  young  men 
are  pursuing  studies  with  a  view  to  the  ministry. 

Receipts  from  May  1st  to  November  1st. — From  churches, 
$81,133;  from  individual  donors,  $5,280;  from  legacies,  $10,524— in  all, 
$97,538.  Last  year  the  receipts  in  these  months  were  $90,914.  From 
churches  and  individual  donors — last  year,  $71,158;  this  year,  $87,013.

MORE  MEN  WANTED  FOR  AFRICA. 

The  letters  lately  received  from  the  Gaboon  and  Corisco  Mission  show 
the  urgent  need  of  more  laborers  in  that  field.  The  health  of  Mr.  Bush- 
nell,  who  has  been  in  Africa  thirty  years,  and  of  Mrs.  Bushnell,  who  has 
been  there  over  twenty  years,  and  also  of  Mr.  De  Heer,  who  has  been 
there  twenty  years,  will  probably  soon  require  visits  again  to  this  coun- 
try, to  rally  from  the  effects  of  an  extreme  tropical  climate ;  this  would 
greatly  weaken  the  two  older  stations  of  Gaboon  and  Corisco.  At 
Benita,  there  is  no  minister  from  this  country,  and  the  two  ladies  ought 
not  to  be  left  without  such  protection.  On  the  Ugovi,  the  Rev.  R.  H. 
Nassau,  M.D.,  should  have  a  colleague,  if  the  new  station  is  to  be  well 
maintained;  it  is  not  wise  to  leave  the  interests  of  a  station  dependent 
on  the  health  or  life  of  one  man.  The  fourth  white  minister,  Mr. 
Schorsch,  is  probably  before  this  on  his  way  to  Germany  or  to  this  coun- 
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try,  for  reasons  not  implying  any  want  of  devotedness ;  it  is  believed 
that  he  can  be  very  useful  among  German  speaking  people.  There 
remain  a  native  minister  and  a  native  licentiate  preacher,  both  of  them 
well  occupied  with  their  work;  and  there  are  two  laymen  and  five 
unmarried  ladies,  all  pursuing  their  regular  duties,  though  one  or  two 
of  the  latter  are  compelled  to  think  of  revisiting  this  country,  before 
long,  for  health. 

Such  is  a  brief  statement  of  the  case  as  to  the  laborers.  Their  work 
is  conducted  in  at  least  three  languages,  at  stations  on  the  coast  one 
hundred  miles  from  Benita  to  Gaboon,  and  at  two  places  in  the  interior 
— one  seventy,  the  other  perhaps  two  hundred,  miles  from  Gaboon. 
Preaching  services,  boarding  and  day-schools,  training  young  men  for 
the  ministry,  superintending  the  labors  of  native  assistants,  preparing 
works  for  the  press,  occupy  the  time  of  the  missionaries.  If  one  of  them 
is  laid  a*side,  the  existing  work  must  suffer;  while,  on  the  other  hand, 
there  ought  to  be  men  for  new  work.  Mr.  Bushnell  writes  that  a 
new  station  should  be  occupied,  without  delay,  farther  down  the  coast. 
We  need  not  dwell  on  these  statements,  and  we  only  add  that  the  door 
of  usefulness  never  seemed  so  widely  open  before  this  mission  as  it  is 
now.  We  trust  our  readers  will  keep  in  mind  its  urgent  wants  in  their 
prayers,  and  we  hope  the  right  men  will  soon  be  found  and  sent  out  to 
aid  our  African  brethren  in  their  labors. 


UNAUTHORIZED. 

From  newspaper  reports  of  recent  Synodical  proceedings,  we  learn 
that  in  two  or  three  instances  erroneous  impressions  existed  to  some 
extent — 1st,  as  to  a  special  collection  of  funds  in  behalf  of  the  Board;  and 
2d.  as  to  the  purpose  of  giving  up  any  of  the  missions  for  want  of  funds. 
So  far  as  the  Board  is  concerned,  these  impressions  are  quite  unauthor- 
ized.    No  action  of  this  kind  has  been  taken  in  either  case,  nor  has  any 

such  question  been  under  its  consideration.  Special  collections  are  always 
embarrassing,  and  are  seldom  successful.  To  give  up  missions  for  want 
of  funds  would  be  almost  suicidal;  and  for  a  year,  at  any  rate,  it  would 
cost  more  to  bring  mission  families  home  than  to  support  them  in  the 
field,  so  that  no  immediate  relief  would  be  gained  thereby.  But  when 
we  consider  what  our  Church  might  do  for  the  support  of  this  cause,  and 
when  we  further  think  of  the  hundreds  of  millions  of  the  unevangelized 
who  are  now  accessible  by  these  missions,  we  cannot  but  rely  on  the 
grace  that  is  in  the  hearts  of  our  Christian  people  as  warranting  the 
belief  that  they  will  go  forward,  and  not  backward  in  this  work.  Until  the 
gifts  of  our  people  for  the  support  of  this  cause  greatly  exceed  the  pre- 
sent limit  of  about  two  cents  a  week  on  the  average  to  each  communi- 
cant, giving  up  any  mission  is  not  to  be  thought  of.  What  is  to  be 
thought  of  and  labored  for,  is  to  enlist  a  larger  number  of  givers  and  a 
higher  standard  of  giving.  Many  of  our  people  are  giving  to  this  cause 
on  a  noble  scale.  If  one-half  of  our  church  members  would  give  with 
equal  liberality,  or  as  the  Lord  has  prospered  them,  the  income  of  the 
Board  would  be  more  than  doubled  in  a  single  year.  We  shall  yet 
reach  this  result.     So  we  believe. 
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QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS. 

Continued  from  pages  42  and  237,  of  this  volume. 

No.  42.  As  to  the  Mission  to  the  Chinese  in  California — Why 
is  it  not  placed  in  the  charge  of  the  Home  Board  of  Missions?  For 
very  much  the  same  reasons  that  govern  the  case  of  our  missions  to  the 
Indians — see  Record  of  September,  1874,  page  273.  In  addition  to  the 
kind  of  work  to  be  done,  requiring  the  knowledge  of  the  Chinese  lan- 
guage, the  support  of  schools,  the  employment  of  ladies  as  missionaries 
and  of  native  assistants,  all  very  much  the  same  as  in  China  itself,  there 
is  the  close  connection  between  this  work  and  the  work  at  Canton, 
making  the  former  almost  a  branch  of  the  latter.  The  special  reason 
given  by  the  latest  "  question"  that  has  reached  us  hinged  on  the  idea 
of  lessening  the  expenses  of  the  Board.  We  need  hardly  suggest  that 
no  reduction  of  expense  to  the  Church  would  be  gained  by  a  transfer,  if 
the  work  itself  is  to  be  maintained.  Whether  the  Church  defrays  the 
expense  of  its  Indian  and  its  Chinese  missions  through  one  Board  or  the 
other,  is  a  matter  of  little  moment.  We  apprehend  that  those  who  study 
the  question  of  transfer,  in  either  case,  most  thoroughly,  will  be  the 
most  decided  in  their  convictions  that  no  change  of  administration  is 
expedient ;  but  our  only  desire  is  that  in  any  case  the  work  may  be  done 
in  the  best  way,  and  on  a  larger  scale. 

No.  43.  As  to  the  Chinese  Mission  premises  in  San  Francisco — 
No  considerable  donations  have  yet  been  received  for  this  object.  We 
understand  that  it  is  by  no  means  lost  sight  of  by  friends  in  the  Synod 
of  Cleveland  who  have  been  devising  liberal  things  in  its  behalf.  They 
would  doubtless  welcome  the  cooperation  of  friends  in  other  parts  of 
the  Church.  The  enlargement  of  the  building  is  considered  a  necessity. 
To  buy  the  land  adjoining  the  mission  house,  and  to  erect  a  plain  build- 
ing on  it,  will  require  about  !*>20,000.  This  sum  should  be  so  given  as 
not  to  lessen  the  gifts  to  the  Board  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  missions. 


PROY.  XI.  24:  EXAMPLES. 

"  There  is  that  scattereth,  and  xjet  increaseth;  and  there  is  that  withhold- 
eth  more  than  is  meet,  but  it  tendeth  to  poverty." 

A  few  years  ago  one  of  the  Baptist  papers  contained  an  instructive 
narrative,  which  illustrated  this  text.  Two  churches  were  organized 
about  the  same  period,  in  the  same  district,  of  nearly  equal  numbers  and 
pecuniary  means,  and  both  with  good  prospects  of  growth.  Their  young 
and  vigorous  pastors  adopted  different  views  on  the  subject  of  church  col- 
lections. One  encouraged  his  people  to  give  liberally  to  the  usual  denomi- 
national objects,  though  they  were  not  yet  able  to  defray  all  of  their  own 
church  expenses.  The  other  discouraged  collections  for  all  outside 
objects,  until  his  people  could  fully  support  their  own  church.  So  they 
began,  and  so  they  continued,  until  at  the  end  of  five  years  the  former 
church  was  strong  and  prosperous,  while  the  latter  was  almost  dead. 

This  narrative,  which  seemed  to  be  truthful  and  not  exaggerated, 
made  quite  an  impression  on  the  mind  of  the  present  writer.  And  now 
he  would  add  to  it  another  case,  with  which  he  was  personally  some- 
what acquainted.  In  one  of  our  cities,  some  years  ago,  we  had  a  church 
in  a  good  position,  having  a  young  pastor  of  more  than  ordinary  ability 
as  to  natural  and  acquired  talents,  and  especially  as  a  preacher;  but  its 
house  of  worship  was  a  very  plain  building,  while  other  churches  in  the 
same  city  were  handsome,  and  some  of  them  costly  edifices.  The  growth 
of  the  church  to  which  we  specially  refer  was  not  remarkable,  but  not 
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particularly  discouraging ;  certainly,  it  did  not  satisfy  the  pastor,  and  the 
elders  agreed  with  him  in  his  views.  What  was  needed  for  success,  in 
their  judgment,  was  a  fine  church  building.  The  congregation  was  not 
able  to  erect  an  edifice  of  this  kind,  it  was  supposed,  unless  they  should 
concentrate  all  their  energies  on  this  object  during  as  long  a  period  as 
might  be  necessary ;  and  this  course  was  resolved  upon.  All  collec- 
tions for  outside  objects,  as,  for  instance,  for  any  of  the  Church  Boards, 
were  to  be  refused  until  the  fine  church  was  built.  This  course  was 
decided  on  by  the  church  session  ;  if  not  adopted  at  the  instance  of  the 
pastor,  it  was  sustained  by  him,  though  with  feelings  of  regret.  What 
was  the  result  ?  The  plan  did  not  meet  with  the  expected  success  ;  after 
a  while  the  minister  resigned  ;  .another  minister  was  called  ;  but  the  fine 
new  edifice  was  never  built,  and  the  church  was  eventually  merged  in 
another  congregation. 

Other  examples,  differing  in  circumstances,  but  teaching  a  similar  les- 
son, might  be  given.  On  the  other  hand,  have  we  ever  known  a  church 
that  was  weakened  and  its  growth  hindered  by  what  its  members  con- 
tributed to  the  cause  of  Christ  beyond  their  own  congregational  bound- 
aries ?  After  more  than  forty  years'  observation  in  the  ministry,  the 
answer  is,  No,  not  one !  J. 

A  DISCRIMINATING  REVIEW 

Of  the  work  for  the  Senecas  of  the  Cattaraugus  Reservation,  the  Tus- 

caroras  and  the  Tonawandas,  all  in  Western  New  York,  is  given  by  the 

Rev.  George  Ford,  under  date  of  September  29th,  as  follows.     All  in  this 

picture  is  not  sunshine,  by  any  means ;  labor  and  care  are  still  needed  ; 

but  yet  there  is  encouragement. 

It  may  not  be  improper  for  me  to  make  a  brief  statement  of  the  reli- 
gious condition  of  the  people  on  the  three  reservations  where  I  have 
been  permitted,  in  God's  providence,  to  labor  for  a  season.  Things  are 
not  in  the  highest  degree  encouraging,  nor  are  they  in  the  lowest  degree 
discouraging.  These  Indian  churches  must  not  be  judged  strictly  by 
the  standard  fixed  for  churches  among  the  whites.  The  peculiar  traits 
of  Indian  character  and  the  circumstances  among  which  the  people  live 
must  be  taken  into  consideration.  By  nature  they  are  dilatory  and  slow 
of  action.  Great  occasions  and  something  remarkable  are  necessary 
thoroughly  to  arouse  their  attention  and  move  their  hearts.  They  are 
slow  and  tardy  in  attending  meeting,  and  we  blame  them  for  these 
defects.  But  they  show  the  same  traits  in  the  common  affairs  of  life. 
They  are  governed  by  their  caprice  in  many  of  their  every  day  acts. 
So  they  seem  to  be  in  religious  observances.  They  become  excited  in 
religion  when  their  brethren  from  other  reservations  are  present  and 
take  part  in  their  meetings,  and  they  will  crowd  together  on  such  occa- 
sions. At  other  times  they  attend  meeting  when  it  is  convenient. 
Many  things  are  allowed  to  detain  them  from  attendance.  They  live 
scattered  over  a  large  extent  of  land,  and  the  distance  to  church  affords 
to  some  an  excuse.  During  portions  of  the  year,  they  find  some  excuse 
for  irregularity  of  attendance  from  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  and 
the  difficulty  of  travelling.  Many  of  them  are  unable  to  provide  them- 
selves constantly  with  such  clothing  as  they  deem  fitting  to  attend  the 
public  services  of  the  sanctuary.  This  is  another  reason  for  irregularity. 
There  are  families  in  considerable  numbers  connected  with  our  congrega- 
tions, whose  members  attend  from  time  to  time.  Yet  on  many  Sabbaths 
the  number  present  is  small.     At  some  seasons  of  the  year,  for  several' 
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successive  Sabbaths,  the  gatherings  are  larger  than  at  other  times.  And 
then  there  is  a  falling  off.  The  congregation  on  the  Cattaraugus  reserva- 
tion, during  the  past  year,  has  not  varied  much  from  what  it  was  during 
my  first  year  of  labor  here.  The  discipline  of  the  church  has  been  lax, 
owing,  in  part,  to  the  leniency  of  the  missionaries  coupled  with  a  prevail- 
ing aversion  to  it  in  the  native  church.  The  change  from  Congregational- 
ism to  Presbyterianism  having  awakened  some  opposition,  has  delayed,  in 
some  instances,  action  in  reference  to  erring  brethren.  Divisions  exist  in 
all  these  churches,  which  greatly  hinder  the  work  of  the  Lord.  What  the 
people  need  is  a  thorough  revival  of  religion.  This  would  allay  strife. 
This  would  restore  harmony  between  the  two  elders  who  are  at  variance 
with  one  another  at  Tonawanda.  This  would  awaken  in  church  mem- 
bers a  desire  to  labor  for  the  eternal  salvation  of  the  pagan  portion  of 
the  population. 

The  ordinances  of  the  gospel  should  be  sustained  in  all  these  churches. 
The  members  of  the  churches  need  special  care  to  keep  them  on  the 
Lord's  side,  and  it  is  evident  the  ordinances  would  not  be  kept  up  unless 
a  white  minister  is  at  the  head  of  religious  affairs  to  direct,  and  counsel, 
and  instruct.  There  is  some  native  talent  consecrated  to  the  great 
Master  which  can  be  used  to  advantage  under  the  guiding  hand  of  a 
missionary.  Therefore  it  seems  to  me  the  Board  is  doing  a  good  work 
in  sustaining  a  missionary  to  look  after  the  spiritual  interests  of  these 
red  men.  God  has  through  such  instruments,  in  times  past,  introduced 
souls  into  his  pure  kingdom,  and  it  seems  to  me  his  blessing  will  still  be 
bestowed  in  at  least  some  small  measure,  if  not  in  such  large  degrees  as 
follow  mission  labor  in  some  portions  of  the  heathen  world. 

That  God  would  abundantly  bless  this  portion  of  the  field  occupied  by 
the  Board,  and  all  the  other  parts,  is  my  sincere  prayer. 


THE  WORK  AT  ZACATECAS  AND  VICINITY. 
The  Rev.  M.   Phillips,   writing  at  Zacatecas,   Mexico,  October  8th, 
gives  interesting  accounts  of  the  work  of  evangelization  in  that  part  of 
the  country.     Our  brethren  still  meet  with  encouragement,  but  there 
are  many  adversaries. 

I  took  advantage  of  the  last  Sabbath  that  Mr.  Thomson  was  here  to 
visit  Jerez,  to  reopen  worship  there.  We  held  worship  in  a  private 
house,  which  was  the  best  that  offered  for  the  time,  and  that  was  full 
morning  and  evening,  with  as  many  around  the  door  as  could  get  within 
hearing  range,  some  drawn  by  mere  curiosity,  and  some  by  worse 
motives,  as  an  occasional  stone  thrown  in  through  the  door  gave  evi- 
dence. However,  the  meeting  was  of  a  good  deal  of  interest.  You 
know  that  worship  has  already  been  held  there  before,  and  finally  could 
not  be  maintained,  on  account  of  the  bitter  opposition.  I  hope  we  may 
be  able  to  continue  this  time,  but  do  not  know  about  it  yet.  Our  new 
effort  to  recommence  there  has  awakened  a  very  bitter  spirit  of  opposi- 
tion. I  took  down  with  me  a  young  man,  and  left  him  to  take  charge 
of  the  congregation;  but  I  find  that  he  will  not  do,  as  he  has  not  much 
experience  and  is  afraid,  and  so  has  asked  me  to  remove  him,  which  I 
shall  have  to  do,  as  the  congregation  do  not  seem  to  have  as  much  con- 
fidence in  him  as  I  think  he  merits.  They  do  not  attend  worship,  he 
writes  me,  and  some  of  the  congregation  have  written  me  that  they 
think  they  know  about  as  much  as  he  does,  and  urge  that  a  foreign  mis- 
sionary be  sent  them.     Indeed,  the  point  is  one   well  worthy  of  the 
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labors  of  a  foreigD  missionary.    The  city  contains  about  twelve  thousand 

inhabitants,  with  numerous  villages  around  it.     The  opposition  that  has 

.  un.  united  with  the  fact  that  the  members  of  the  congregation  are  not 

perfectly  harmonious,  make  me  anxious  about  it.  and  so  I  shall  try  to 
arrange  it  so  as  to  be  able  to  make  them  a  visit  every  month  till  Brother 
Thomson's  return,  though  to  be  able  to-do  so  I  shall  have  to  call  in  the 
pastor  from  Fresnillo  to  take  charge  of  this  congregation  the  Sabbath 
that  1  am  absent.  The  Romanists  are  trying  to  introduce  a  reign  of 
terror.  Already  they  have  driven  away  two  of  the  members  from  Jerez, 
and  will  try  to  frighten  the  rest.  They  attacked  a  Catholic  for  the  sole 
crime  of  having  employed  in  his  shop  two  Protestants  to  work  for  him. 
and  gave  him  such  a  severe  drubbing  that  he  has  declared  "the  Catholic 
religion  is  very  cruel.'"  With  respect  to  the  opening  of  worship  there,  I 
enclose  a  translation  of  a  letter  sent  by  a  Roman  Catholic  of  Jerez,  and 
published  in  the  organ  of  the  Catholic  Society  of  this  city.  I  think  it 
will  give  the  best  idea  possible  of  the  spirit  and  style  of  the  opposition 
we  receive.  [This  is  a  false  and  violent  attack  on  the  missionaries,  as 
Yankees  who  want  to  get  possession  of  the  country,  as  infamous  per- 
verters  of  religion.  &c. — Ed.] 

The  congregation  here  in  Zacatecas  continues  about  the  same.  In  the 
last  four  weeks  we  have  received  six  adults  by  baptism,  besides  five 
children.  Added  to  three  adults  in  Jerez,  and  two  children,  and  one 
child  in  the  Rancho  of  Moral,  where  I  stopped  one  day  on  my  return 
from  Jerez,  makes  a  total  of  nine  adults  and  eight  children. 

I  have  had  some  difficulty  about  an  organist  since  Mr.  Thomson  left. 
as  I  cannot  play  well  myself,  but  have  finally  succeeded  in  employing 
an  American  who  is  here,  who  also  gives  lessons  to  one  of  the  young- 
men  of  the  congregation,  for  a  verv  small  consideration. 

The  newspaper   continues  to   prosper,  except   the   withdrawal  of  the 

name  of  .  on   account  of  the  rebuke  we   published  of  one  of  his 

articles.  .  .  .  His  withdrawal  just  at  this  time  adds  somewhat  to  my 
bnrdens  and  embarrassments:  but  if  the  Lord  gives  me  health.  I  trust 
that  all  the  departments  of  the  work  will  proceed  without  much  detri- 
ment till  Brother  Thomson's  return.     At  least  I  shall  do  what  I  can.

Why  were  the  soldiers  of  Alexander  the   Great  invincible,  and  why 
did  his  armies  conquer  the  world  ?     History  tells  us,  that  he  took  the 
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able-bodied  male  children  and  put  them  into  Lis  military  camps,  training- 
thorn,  when  little  boys,  to  the  use  of  arms,  putting  into  their  hands 
the  javelin,  spear,  sword  and  shield:  so  that  when  those  boys  grew  up 
to  be  men.  they  were  trained  soldiers,  ready  to  go  forth  to  battle  and 
to  victory.  So  we  must  give  to  the  children  and  youth  of  this  srenera- 
tion  that  moral  and  religious  training  that  will  tit  them  for  this  life  and 
for  the  life  to  come,  by  putting  into  their  hands  and  hearts  the  truths 
of  God's  word,  that  they  may  acquire  thoughts  and  habits  of  honesty, 
industry,  obedience,  temperance,  and  righteousness.  How  is  this  to  be 
done?  First  at  home,  then  in  the  Sabbath-school,  and  then  in  Church. 
A  party  of  distinguished  men  were  once  visiting  Sparta,  in  her  palmy 
days,  and  as  the  commanding  general  was  showing  them  around  the 
famous  city,  they  seemed  astonished  at  not  seeing  any  stone  walls  sur- 
rounding it.     Turning  to  the  general,  they  asked. 

WHERE    ARE    THE    WALLS    OE    SrARTA  ? 

"Do  you  see  these  young  men."  he  replied,  pointing  to  his  soldiers: 
'•  These  are  the  walls  of  Sparta,  and  each  man  is  a  stone."  If  you  and 
I  were  asked  to  show  the  bulwarks  of  our  liberties,  our  laws,  and  our 
lives,  we  would  bid  the  world  behold  the  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand teachers,  and  the  six  million  scholars  in  the  Sunday-schools  of  these 
United  States,  and  we  should  say  with  hope  and  pride.  These  are  our 
defences,  these  are  our  bulwarks,  mightier  than  a  standing  army,  or  an 
iron-clad  navy.  Yes.  and  every  teacher,  and  every  scholar,  is  a  living 
stone  in  the  sacred  structure.

WHAT  PRUDENCE  IX   PLANNING    AND    PERSEVERANCE 

IN  CARRYING   OUT  PRUDENT  PLANS  AVILL  EFFECT.

The  Presbytery  has  just 
held  its  meeting  in  our  new  church,  and  the  members  unanimously  pro- 
nounced it  a  suitable  and  beautiful  building.  It  is  generally  well  til 
Last  night  there  were  at  least  three  hundred  hearers.  The  entire  cost, 
including  the  ground  and  furniture,  was  about  $3,500.  Less  than  $100 
remain  unpaid,  but  that  will  be  easily  raised.  By  the  building  of  this 
house,  the  church  has  been  greatly  strengthened.  Without  it  the 
organization  could  hardly  have  been  preserved.  The  assurance  of  aid 
from  your  Board  stimulated  the  people,  and  developed  strength  that  was 
not  before  believed  to  exist.  The  community  came  out  liberally  to  our 
aid  when  they  saw  our  beautiful  church  almost  completed.  To  preach 
to  an  attentive  audience  of  two  or  three  hundred,  in  a  comfortable  build- 
ing, is  a  very  different  thing  from  addressing  eighty  or  ninety  in  a  very 
uncomfortable  hall.     We  have  now  a  delightful  place  for  our  Sabbath- 
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school,  which  has  greatly  increased.  Ten  days  ago  we  received  eight 
new  members  into  the  church.  We  feel  greatly  encouraged,  and  hope 
now  to  exert  a  good  influence  upon  the  community." 

Another  minister,  in  a  very  needy  field,  writes  thus: 
"Your  appropriation  of  $600  to  this  church  was  received  in  due  time. 
Words  cannot  express  the  gratitude  we  feel  towards  the  Board  for  their 
prompt  and  generous  aid.  But  for  this  assistance,  our  beautiful  house 
of  worship  must  have  been  lost,  and  with  it,  undoubtedly,  our  church 
organization.  None  but  those  who  have  experienced  it  can  realize  the 
stimulus  there  is  in  your  Board  to  induce  churches  to  help  themselves, 
in  order  that  they  may  be  helped.  In  the  present  case,  so  great  was  the 
embarrassment,  and  so  nearly  had  the  church  given  up  in  despair,  that 
without  the  promise  of  help  from  you,  they  could  not  have  been  induced 
to  attempt  anything  to  help  themselves,  saying,  'We  can't  do  it,'  'Let 
it  go.'  To  have  given  up  the  building  here  would  have  been  to  give  up 
the  church.  Over  twenty  years  of  observation  in  this  field  has  taught 
me  that  churches  do  not  grow  to  self-support  until  they  have  a  house  of 
worship.  Many  eke  out  a  miserable  existence,  leaning  all  the  time  on 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  whereas,  could  they  be  excited  to  'rise 
and  build,'  it  would  double  their  strength,  and  give  them  character  in 
the  community  in  which  they  live.  Through  this  very  stimulus  imparted 
by  your  Board  of  Church  Erection,  more,  perhaps,  than  by  the  amount 
of  aid  they  receive,  many  churches  have  gained  courage  to  make  the 
effort,  and  have  found  on  trial  that  they  could  do  far  beyond  their  high- 
est expectations." 
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"He  that  hath  a  bountiful  eye  shall  be  blessed." 

"Whoso  stoppeth  his  ears  at  the  cry  op  the  poor,  he  also  shall  cry  himself,  but 
8hall  not  be  heard." 

WHAT  A  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  THINKS. 

He  writes  to  the  Secretary  as  follows: 

"My  Dear  Sir— 

"It  is  with  much  sorrow  that  I  read,  month  after  month,  the  sad 
letters  of  those  who  are  begging  for  what  your  Board  has  promised 
them. 

"I  think  our  Church  does  not  do  right  in  thus  neglecting  her  disabled 
servants  or  their  widows  and  children,  who,  on  account  of  old  age  or 
helplessness,  cannot  supply  their  own  wants. 

"  I  am  afraid  that  God  will  surely  and  severely  visit  this  neglect  upon 
us.  God's  holy  word  warns  us,  in  so  many  places,  to  provide  for  the 
aged,  the  widow,  and  the  fatherless.  Would  to  God  that  his  word  were 
more  and  better  studied !     Then  his  people  would  not  neglect  his  poor. 

"It  seems  to  me  that  the  Board  you  represent  ought  to  occupy  a  first 
place  in  the  hearts  of  our  people,  and  its  cause  should  not  be  sacrificed 
to  any  other  benevolent  object,  whatever  its  claims  or  its  merits  may  be. 

"  I  know  some  of  your  beneficiaries,  and  my  heart  bleeds  in  thinking 
of  their  necessities  and  difficulties.  May  God  have  mercy  upon  them! 
Yea,  and  certainly  he  will.

Deeply  in  debt  for  board  as  I  am,  you  can 
guess  something  of  the  unspeakable  relief  I  feel  now  that  I  can  pay  my 
debts.  God  bless  you  for  your  kindness  and  sympathy.  Yes,  '  Though 
He  slay  me,  yet  will  I  trust  in  Him.'     Yours  in  Him*

GENERAL  ASSEMBLY'S  COMMITTEE  OiN  FREEDMEN. 


Financial. — The  receipts  for  October  have  been  $2,883.84 — only 
$1,883.84  of  which  came  from  the  churches — against  $1,324.16  in  the  same 
month  last  year ;  and  the  receipts  of  the  first  seven  months  of  this  year 
have  been  $17,135.12  against  $16,607.01  in  the  same  period  last  year, 
which  is  a  gain  of  $1,128.11.  But  there  still  presses  upon  the  work 
heavy  indebtedness  from  last  year,  money  borrowed  this  year,  and  long 
arrears  due  our  missionaries. 


The  First  Sabbath  in  December  having  been  recommended  as  the 
day  for  taking  collections  for  the  work  of  our  Church  among  the  Freed- 
men,  we  would  now  call  attention  to  some  statements  concerning  it. 
That 

The  People,  among  whom  it  is  conducted,  were  once  slaves,  are  now 
citizens,  number  4,000,000,  are,  as  a  whole,  very  poorly  fitted  for  the 
responsibilities  of  their  new  position  in  this  life,  and  in  lamentable  need 
as  to  all  that  pertains  to  the  life  which  is  to  come,  all  are  aware,  and 
we  need  not  dwell  upon  it.  All  know,  too,  that  hence,  the  work  which 
our  Church  seeks  to  conduct  among  them  is  simply 

Missionary  Work.  As  to  the  foreign  field,  so  to  this,  our  Church 
sends  the  Christian  missionary  and  the  Christian  teacher  to  plant  the 
church  and  the  school  among  the  people ;  and  we  are  glad  in  being  able 
to  say,  that  there  is  pleasing  evidence  that  our  teachers,  as  well  as  our 
preachers,  earnestly  seek  the  spiritual  welfare  of  their  pupils,  feeling 
that  they  are  not  mere  educators,  but  Christian  missionaries,  whose  work 
is,  by  God's  blessing,  to  make  the  heart  good  as  well  as  the  mind  intelli- 
gent. 

Very  Encouraging. — Beginning  at  the  close  of  the  late  war,  with- 
out any  organizations,  we  now  report  1  Synod;  5  Presbyteries;  123 
churches;  added  on  examination  last  year  918,  making  an  average  of 
25  to  each  minister;  whole  number  of  communicants  9,952;  Sabbath- 
school  scholars  6,780;  pupils  in  parochial  schools  3,284;  and  mission- 
aries of  every  class,  including  a  few  assistant  teachers,  116;  also,  that 
many  of  those  being  trained  in  our  schools  now  go  forth  and  do  for 
others  of  their  race  what  has  been  done  for  themselves — 149  of  these 
having  last  year,  mostly  in  vacation,  gathered  into  their  day-schools 
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5,425  pupils,  and  39  of  them  2,400  into   Sabbath-schools  which   they 
superintended. 

Very  Discouraging. — 1.  The  fact  that,  with  such  a  people  in  our 
midst,  with  such  wants,  and  such  a  work  among-  them  blessed  with  such 
results,  the  funds  placed  at  our  disposal  have  not  allowed  us,  for  years 
past,  to  make  any  direct  attempt  to  enlarge  our  operations  in  fields 
"white  already  to  harvest,"  with  laborers  pleading  to  enter  and  reap. 
J I e nee 

2.  That  there  are  whole  States,  each  containing  a  dense  colored  popu- 
lation, in  the  greatest  need  of  church  and  school  privileges  such  as  we 
afford,  into  which  our  Committee  has  never  yet  felt  able  to  send  a  single 
missionary. 

3.  That  of  our  more  than  4,000  white  churches,  we  can  report  but 
1,475  as  having  given  to  this  work  during  the  past  year. 

4.  That  the  contributions  of  last  year  failed  to  meet  the  current  and 
other  wants  of  the  work  by  nearly  $8,000 ;  thus  obliging  us  to  enter 
upon  the  present  year — as  never  before — with  a  large  new  debt,  consist- 
ing of  borrowed  money  and  current  bills  unpaid,  and  with  our  treasury 
overdrawn.     Hence 

5.  We  have  been  and  still  are  unable  to  pay  our  missionaries  the  sala- 
ries promised,  and  as  they  occupy  isolated  positions,  and  are  serving  a 
very  poor  people,  this  has  produced  among  them,  as  their  letters  but 
too  plainly  indicate,  a  degree  of  embarrassment,  hardship,  and  distress 
which  it  is  painful  even  to  contemplate.     And 

6.  The  fact  that  the  work,  as  well  as  the  workers,  must  suffer  unless 
relief  comes.  Having  felt  that  it  could  not  be  further  contracted  with- 
out great  injury,  we  are  trying  to  carry  on  about  the  same  amount  of 
work  we  had  on  hand  last  year,  judging  that  it  was 

Not  the  will  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  that  her  servants  should 
utterly  cripple  her  good  work  among  the  Freedmen.  We  thus  judged, 
not  only  from  its  intrinsic  excellency  and  encouraging  success,  but  also 
from  the  very  favorable  consideration  which  it  received  by  our  last 
General  Assembly ;  and  we  have  been  still  further  encouraged  in  this 
regard  by  the  more  than  usual  attention,  as  we  think,  which  has  been 
given  it  in  late  synodical  meetings.     And  now  we  wait  for 

The  Voice  of  our  Church  to  say  whether  we  shall  go  forward,  stand 
still,  or  retreat,  as  it  shall  be  expressed  by  the  gifts  which  she  is  now 
called  to  cast  into  the  Lord's  treasury  for  the  uplifting  of  this  lowly 
people,  upon  whom  we  are  not  called  to  press,  but  who  earnestly  plead 
for  church  and  school  privileges.
